History  of  the  North  Country 


Hon.  Roswell  P.  Flower.— One  of  the  most  masterly  of  the  brilliant 
statesmen  who  have  adorned  the  high  office  of  governor  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  was  native  born,  his  birthplace  being  Theresa,  Jefferson  County, 
Aug.  8,  1835.  He  died  at  Eastport,  Long  Island,  May  12,  1899. 

He  came  of  an  excellent  ancestry  from  which  he  derived  superb 
physical  vigor  and  sterling  principles,  and  he  forged  his  own  character 
in  that  white  heat  of  poverty  and  necessity,  which  consumes  all  dross 
and  leaves  a  perfect  metal.  He  was  descended  from  that  Lamrock 
Flower,  who  came  from  England  and  settled  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  in  1685. 

Roswell  Pettibone  Flower,  the  fourth  son  and  sixth  child  in  the  family 
of  Nathan  M.  Flower,  was  left  fatherless  at  the  age  of  eight  years.  As 
a  lad  he  worked  at  wool  picking,  in  a  brickyard,  and  upon  a  farm.  He 
attended  school  and  was  as  diligent  in  his  studies  as  he  was  industrious 
in  his  labors,  and  he  was  graduated  from  high  school  at  the  age  of  18 
years.  He  was  for  some  time  a  teacher  in  the  district  school,  and  made 
his  home  with  his  sister’s  husband,  Silas  L.  George,  a  merchant,  who 
boarded  him  and  paid  him  a  monthly  wage  of  five  dollars  for  his  services. 
He  was  afterwards  a  clerk  in  the  post  office  at  Watertown.  He  was 
economical  and  in  a  few  years  had  accumulated  a  small  fortune  of  $1,000. 
This  he  invested  in  a  jewelry  and  brokerage  business,  which  he  success¬ 
fully  conducted  until  1869,  in  which  year  he  removed  to  New  York  City, 
having  been  made  executor  of  the  estate  of  his  deceased  brother-in-law, 
Henry  Keep.  In  this  important  trust  he  displayed  the  finest  executive 
and  financial  ability,  and  the  estate  quadrupled  in  value  under  his  manage¬ 
ment.  In  1871  Mr.  Flower  became  a  member  of  the  banking  and  brokerage 
firm  of  R.  P.  Flower  &  Company.  He  was  also  officially  connected  with 
various  corporations,  and  was  a  trustee  and  honorary  vice  president  of  the 
Colonial  Trust  Company,  a  trustee  of  the  Metropolitan  Trust  Company, 
and  a  director  in  the  Corn  Exchange  Bank,  the  National  Surety  Company, 
the  United  States  Casualty  Company,  the  Peoples  Gas  &  Coke  Company, 
of  gas  companies  in  Chicago,  and  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific 
Railroad  Company.  He  retained  a  home  in  his  native  village,  with  whose 
interests  he  never  ceased  to  be  actively  and  usefully  identified. 

Governor  Flower  was  during  all  his  active  career  one  of  the  most 
potential  political  figures  in  the  State.  A  Democrat  of  the  highest  stamp 
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of  character  and  ability,  he  took  an  earnest  part  in  support  of  Seymour 
and  Blair  in  the  presidential  campaign  of  1868.  In  1876  he  was  foremost 
as  organizer  of  the  initial  movement  which  led  to  the  nomination  of 
Samuel  J.  Tilden  for  the  presidency.  At  the  succeeding  election  he  was 
elected  to  the  47th  Congress  from  the  11th  New  York  District,  defeating 
William  Waldorf  Astor.  In  1882  he  was  presented  as  a  candidate  for  the 
gubernatorial  nomination,  and  in  convention  received  183  votes  as  against 
the  same  number  for  Gen.  William  H.  Slocum,  and  61  for  Grover  Cleve¬ 
land.  At  this  juncture  it  became  apparent  that  political  necessity  de¬ 
manded  a  candidate  from  outside  the  city  of  New  York,  and  Mr.  Flower 
withdrew  to  make  way  for  Mr.  Cleveland,  who  was  made  the  nominee  and 
thus  placed  upon  the  highway  which  led  him  to  the  presidency.  In  the 
same  year  Mr.  Flower  was  made  chairman  of  the  Democratic  Congres¬ 
sional  Committee.  In  1883  he  declined  a  renomination  to  Congress,  and 
two  years  later  declined  the  nomination  for  the  lieutenant  governorship. 
In  1888  he  was  again  elected  to  Congress,  and  the  same  year  he  was  a 
delegate  at  large  in  the  Democratic  National  Convention  at  St.  Louis, 
which  nominated  Mr.  Cleveland  for  the  presidency,  and  was  chairman  of 
the  delegation  from  the  State  of  New  York.  In  the  same  year  he  was 
strongly  urged  to  become  a  candidate  for  the  lieutenant  governorship,  but 
declined  for  business  reasons.  In  1889  he  was  returned  to  Congress  by  a 
majority  of  more  than  12,000.  In  1892  he  was  prominently  mentioned  for 
the  presidential  nomination.  In  that  year  he  was  elected  governor,  receiv¬ 
ing  a  majority  of  nearly  50,000  over  Hon.  J.  Sloat  Fassett.  This  fine 
tribute  was  due  in  large  degree  to  confidence  in  his  integrity,  and  his 
unselfish  care  for  public  interests  as  shown  in  every  instance  where  a 
trust  was  committed  to  him.  His  administration  was  broadly  practical 
and  sagacious,  and  his  every  act  was  based  upon  conservative  views  and 
an  accurate  estimate  of  conditions  and  necessities.  In  Congress  his  con¬ 
duct  was  marked  by  the  same  high  standards.  While  an  ardent  supporter 
of  Democratic  principles  he  would  subordinate  no  public  interest  to  par¬ 
tisan  ends,  and  in  whatever  legislation  he  advocated  or  opposed,  his  sole 
object  was  the  promotion  of  the  welfare  of  the  country  and  the  people. 
Once,  when  congratulated  upon  the  excellence  of  his  congressional  record, 
he  remarked  that  whatever  of  usefulness  he  had  accomplished  was  due  to 
his  constant  endeavor  to  learn  as  much  as  possible,  concerning  whatever 
matter  was  entrusted  to  a  committee  of  which  he  was  a  member. 

In  the  51st  Congress  he  made  an  enviable  record  in  championship  of 
a  movement  for  the  holding  of  the  Columbian  Exposition  in  1893  in  New 
York  City.  He  earnestly  opposed  the  McKinley  Tariff  Bill  and  the  “force 
bill,”  as  he  did  the  attempt  of  the  Farmers’  Alliance  to  establish  a  system 
of  sub-treasuries  for  the  loaning  of  public  funds  on  field  crops,  domestic 
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animals,  etc.  He  was  a  warm  advocate  of  liberal  but  well  guarded  soldiers’ 
pension  legislation,  of  the  election  of  postmasters  by  the  people,  and  of 
the  irrigation  of  the  arid  regions  of  the  west. 

Governor  Flower  amassed  a  large  personal  fortune,  and  in  its  acquisi¬ 
tion  no  taint  of  wrong  doing,  either  in  personal  or  public  life  ever  attached 
to  him.  He  was  broadly  philanthropic,  and  for  many  years  set  apart  one- 
tenth  of  his  income  for  benevolences,  and  the  sums  thus  distributed 
amounted  to  more  than  $1,000,000.  He  built  the  Flower  Surgical  Hospital 
in  New  York  City,  and  with  Mrs.  Flower  he  erected  the  St.  Thomas 
Parish  House  in  the  city  at  59th  and  60th  streets  and  Second  Avenue,  for 
work  among  the  poor.  The  inspiration  for  this  noble  benefaction  is  told 
in  a  memorial  tablet  bearing  the  following  inscription:  “Erected  to  God 
by  Roswell  P.  Flower  and  Sarah  M.  Flower,  in  memory  of  their  son,  Henry 
Keep  Flower.”  Mr.  Flower  also  built  in  conjunction  with  his  brothers  and 
sisters  as  a  memorial  to  his  parents,  a  Presbyterian  church  edifice  at 
Theresa,  N.  Y.,  and  he  and  his  brother,  Anson  R.  Flower,  of  New  York 
City,  erected  Trinity  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  at  Watertown.  His 
givings  to  all  manner  of  charitable  and  benevolent  institutions  are 
accounted  for  in  previous  references  in  this  history.  It  may  be  added 
that,  while  governor  of  New  York  in  1893,  there  arose  urgent  necessity 
for  the  purchase  of  a  state  quarantine  station.  There  were  no  available 
public  funds  and  Governor  Flower  unhesitatingly  advanced  the  amount 
needed,  $210,000.  That  he  was  afterward  reimbursed  by  act  of  the  legis¬ 
lature  in  no  way  detracts  from  the  merit  of  his  act. 

Governor  Flower  was  essentially  a  self-made  man,  and  in  larger  de- 
gree  he  w  as  self-educated.  He  was  a  man  of  broad  knowledge,  not  alone 
in  the  fields  of  finance  and  politics,  but  in  literature  and  the  arts.  His  city 
residence  in  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York  City,  and  his  summer  home  at 
Watertown,  were  both  eloquent  in  their  furnishings  and  contents  of  his 
refined  tastes.  His  library  was  rich  in  the  choicest  of  literature,  particu¬ 
larly  of  American,  and  he  was  the  owner  of  valuable  autographic  relics 
of  some  of  the  presidents  of  the  United  States  from  Washington  down  to 
his  own  day.  In  recognition  of  his  high  attainments  and  signally  useful 
public  services,  Saint  Lawrence  University  in  1893  conferred  upon  him 
the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws. 

The  Roswell  P.  Flower  Memorial  Library  of  Watertown,  erected  by 
his  daughter,  Mrs.  Emma  Flower  Taylor,  is  in  his  memory,  and  is  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  and  complete  libraries  in  the  country. 

Governor  Flower  was  married  in  1859  to  Miss  Sarah  M.  Woodruff,  the 
daughter  of  Norris  M.  Woodruff,  of  Watertown.  Three  children  were 
born  to  them,  of  whom  a  son  and  daughter  are  deceased.  The  surviving 
daughter  is  Mrs.  Emma  Flower  Taylor,  of  Watertown. 
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Daniel  Bailey  Schuyler. — Prominent  among  the  bankers  of  northern 
New  York  is  Daniel  B.  Schuyler,  since  Jan.  12,  1926,  president  of  the 
Jefferson  County  National  Bank,  of  Watertown.  Mr.  Schuyler  is  one  of 
the  leading  citizens  of  Watertown,  in  the  forefront  of  financial,  business 
and  social  life,  and  active  in  all  its  civic  movements.  He  is  a  son  of  John 
Lansing  and  Adele  F.  (Main)  Schuyler,  both  natives  of  Three  Mile  Bay, 
Jefferson  County.  The  father,  a  merchant,  died  in  1897,  and  the  mother 
still  lives  at  Three  Mile  Bay.  The  pioneer  of  the  family  in  the  county  was 
Daniel  J.  Schuyler,  who  came  to  Watertown  in  1835  from  Charleston, 
Montgomery  County,  N.  Y. 

Daniel  B.  Schuyler  was  born  at  Three  Mile  Bay,  Jefferson  County, 
N.  Y.,  and  received  his  education  in  the  local  public  schools.  He  deter¬ 
mined  to  become  a  banker,  and  for  ten  years  was  connected  with  the 
American  Exchange  National  Bank  of  New  York  City,  afterwards  return¬ 
ing  to  Watertown  and  entering  the  employ  of  the  Jefferson  County  Na¬ 
tional  Bank,  with  which  he  has  been  identified  ever  since.  Until  1915  he 
served  in  various  clerical  capacities,  but  in  that  year  became  cashier,  suc¬ 
ceeding  George  V.  S.  Camp,  and  held  that  post  until  Jan.  13,  1920,  when 
he  became  vice  president,  which  office  he  held  until  January,  1926,  when 
he  was  elected  president  to  succeed  Stuart  D.  Lansing. 

The  Jefferson  County  National  Bank  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  soundest 
banks  in  the  State,  having  for  its  motto,  “over  a  century  of  stability.” 
Its  history  presents  an  interesting  record  running  parallel  to  the  growth 
and  progress  of  the  county  from  the  date  of  1816,  when  it  was  first 
organized.  Previous  to  that  in  1807,  a  petition  had  been  sent  to  the  legis¬ 
lature  asking  that  body  to  lend  the  people  of  the  county  $150,000  on  good 
security,  but  as  this  plan  called  for  making  bills  of  credit,  in  which  the 
amount  was  to  be  lent,  legal  tender,  nothing  came  of  it,  since  it  was  uncon¬ 
stitutional  for  the  State  governments  to  make  anything  but  gold  and  silver 
coins  legal  tender  to  debt.  Some  nine  years  after  this  preliminary  attempt 
to  found  a  financial  institution  in  the  county,  another  petition  found  its 
way  to  the  legislature,  and  by  an  act  passed  on  April  17,  1816,  the  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  National  Bank  was  incorporated  to  continue  until  Jan.  1,  1832, 
with  a  capital  not  to  exceed  $400,000.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  paid  in 
capital  in  1816  was  only  $25,000  with  a  total  capital  of  just  twice  that 
amount.  The  founding  of  the  county  bank  was  an  event  of  the  keenest 
interest  and  occasioned  bitter  rivalry  between  Watertown  and  Brownville, 
regarding  its  location,  with  the  result  that  it  was  placed  in  neither  of 
these  towns,  but  in  Adams,  the  Brownville  faction  combining  with  other 
interests  to  defeat  the  plan  of  a  Watertown  site.  The  first  president, 
John  Paddock,  of  Brownville,  was  said  to  be  responsible  for  its  location, 
which  shortly  proved  to  be  very  unfortunate.  By  an  act  of  Nov.  19, 
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1824,  it  was  removed  to  Watertown,  where  it  has  conducted  business 
ever  since. 

The  hundred  years  and  more  of  the  bank’s  history  have  been  years  of 
steady  development.  In  1824,  at  the  time  of  its  removal,  its  capital  was 
increased  to  $80,000  and  since  that  time  has  grown  until  in  1925  the 
books  showed  a  capital  of  $500,000  with  surplus  and  profits  of  well  over 
$500,000  more.  In  1828  it  was  made  one  of  the  safety  fund  banks  in  the 
State,  and  since  1824  has  carried  on  business  on  practically  the  same  site. 
Before  1895  the  Jefferson  County  Savings  Bank  and  the  Jefferson  County 
National  Bank  were  in  adjoining  buildings,  but  in  that  year  both  buildings 
were  taken  down  and  a  six  story  brick  building  put  up,  covering  both  lots 
on  the  corner  of  Washington  and  Stone  streets,  and  providing  a  com¬ 
modious  home  for  the  national  bank.  Since  1865  it  has  had  a  national 
charter,  and  now  provides  all  the  facilities  of  a  modern  bank.  Over 
a  million  and  a  half  of  dividends  have  been  paid  in  the  long  history  of 
the  institution. 

Associated  with  the  bank  in  the  capacity  of  presidents,  cashiers,  and 
directors  have  been  many  of  the  most  prominent  citizens  of  Jefferson 
County,  men  who  were  leaders  in  business  and  civic  enterprise  of  every 
sort.  The  list  of  presidents  since  1816  includes:  John  Paddock,  1816; 
Jabez  Foster,  1817-19;  Ethel  Bronson,  1820-26;  Perley  Keyes,  1826-33; 
Micah  Sterling,  1833-34;  Orville  Hungerford,  1834-45;  Norris  M.  Wood¬ 
ruff,  1845-54;  Robert  Lansing,  1855-56;  Talcott  H.  Camp,  1857-97;  John 
C.  Knowlton,  1897-1904;  George  B.  Massey,  1904-13;  Robert  J.  Buck, 
1913-22;  Stuart  D.  Lansing,  1923-26;  and  Daniel  B.  Schuyler  since  that 
date.  Cashiers  during  the  same  period  have  been:  James  Wood,  1816-20; 
Orville  Hungerford,  1820-33 ;  Orville  V.  Brainard,  1833-66 ;  Myers 
Thompson,  1866-71;  Smith  T.  Woolworth,  1871-1905;  George  Y.  S.  Camp, 
1905-15;  Daniel  B.  Schuyler,  1915-25;  and  Charles  A.  Dunham  since  that 
date.  Mr.  Stuart  D.  Lansing  served  as  chairman  of  the  board  of  direc¬ 
tors  from  1926  until  his  death  Sept.  3,  1927,  and  since  that  time  Mr.  G. 
S.  Knowlton  has  held  the  position  as  chairman  of  board  of  directors. 

In  addition  to  his  duties  at  the  Jefferson  County  National  Bank,  Mr. 
Schuyler  carries  heavy  business  responsibilities,  and  is  associated  with  a 
number  of  concerns.  He  is  president  and  director  of  the  Jefferson  Secur¬ 
ities  Corporation,  vice  president  and  director  of  the  Northern  Acceptance 
Company,  vice  president  and  director  of  the  First  National  Exchange 
Bank  of  Clayton,  N.  Y.,  and  director  of  the  First  National  Bank,  of  La- 
cona,  Oswego  County,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Schuyler  is  a  director  of  Fauvell  & 
Rhines,  Inc.,  director  of  Stebbins  Engineering  &  Mfg.  Co.,  trustee  of  Mercy 
Hospital.  He  was  the  first  treasurer  of  the  American  Red  Cross  in  Jeffer¬ 
son  County,  and  was  very  closely  identified  with  all  the  Liberty  Loan 
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drives,  and  during  the  World  War  period  he  also  served  as  treasurer  of 
the  Jefferson  County  Preparedness  and  Efficiency  Committee. 

Mr.  Schuyler  is  a  Republican  in  politics,  and  his  religious  connections 
are  with  the  First  Presbyterian  Church.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Jefferson 
County  Golf  Club  and  Black  River  Valley  Club. 

In  1902  Mr.  Schuyler  married  Miss  Grace  Eleanor  Rogers,  of  Cape 
Vincent,  Jefferson  County,  the  daughter  of  Abner  and  Anna  K.  (Shuler) 
Rogers.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Schuyler  have  three  children:  Eleanor  Rogers, 
born  in  1907,  married  Robert  J.  Amos,  June  7,  1930,  and  they  reside  in 
Watertown;  John  Lansing,  born  in  1909;  and  Anna  Rogers,  born  in  1915. 


Hon.  Henry  J.  Kimball. — As  County  Judge  in  Jefferson  County,  Henry 
J.  Kimball  is  among  the  influential  and  highly  esteemed  citizens  of  Water- 
town.  He  was  born  at  Rutland,  Jefferson  County,  Nov.  18,  1889,  the  son 
of  Fred  H.  and  Mary  Ann  (Jones)  Kimball. 

Fred  H.  Kimball  and  his  wife  are  natives  of  Rutland.  In  early  life  he 
was  interested  in  general  farming  but  is  now  identified  with  Marcy-Buck 
&  Winslow,  Inc.,  Watertown.  He  is  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kimball  have  three  children:  Henry 
J.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Jessie,  married  David  B.  Otis;  and  Fred 
H.  All  live  in  Watertown. 

Fred  H.  Kimball  is  the  son  of  Henry  N.  and  Caroline  (Wadley)  Kim¬ 
ball,  natives  of  Rutland  and  Albany,  N.  Y.  respectively.  Both  are  de¬ 
ceased  and  are  buried  in  Brookside  Cemetery,  Watertown.  Mary  Ann 
(Jones)  Kimball  is  the  daughter  of  Joseph  H.  and  Ann  (Williams)  Jones, 
the  former  a  native  of  Oneida  County,  N.  Y.,  and  the  latter  of  Wales. 
They  are  deceased. 

Henry  N.  Kimball  was  the  son  of  Dr.  Crafts  P.  and  Mercy  (Porter) 
Kimball.  He  was  born  at  Cherry  Valley,  N.  Y.  and  his  wife  was  a  native 
of  Connecticut.  Doctor  Kimball  became  a  prominent  pioneer  physician 
of  Watertown. 

Henry  J.  Kimball  attended  the  public  schools  of  Watertown  and  en¬ 
tered  Cornell  University  after  his  graduation  in  1907  from  Watertown 
High  School.  He  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  in  1912  and  after  his 
admission  to  the  bar  entered  the  offices  of  Cobb  &  Cosgrove  as  a  clerk. 
On  Jan.  1,  1914,  he  engaged  in  private  practice  in  Watertown.  Mr.  Kim¬ 
ball  was  commissioned  a  second  lieutenant  of  infantry  at  the  outbreak 
of  the  World  War,  after  attending  the  first  officers  training  school  at 
Madison  Barracks,  N.  Y.  In  August,  1917,  he  was  commissioned  captain 
of  infantry  and  was  sent  to  Fort  Oglethorp,  Ga.  as  an  instructor.  Later 
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he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Dix,  N.  J.  He  was  appointed  camp  judge 
advocate  in  June,  1918,  and  was  discharged  in  December,  1918.  Upon 
his  return  to  Watertown  Mr.  Kimball  became  a  junior  member  of  the 
firm  of  Cobb,  Cosgrove  &  Kimball,  and  in  1926,  he  was  appointed  trust 
officer  of  the  Northern  New  York  Trust  Company. 

Mr.  Kimball  was  elected  county  judge  in  November,  1930,  and  as¬ 
sumed  the  duties  of  office  on  Jan.  1,  1931.  He  has  always  been  a  Repub¬ 
lican,  and  has  been  secretary,  treasurer  and  chairman  of  the  county 
Republican  committee.  He  was  a  delegate  in  1928  to  the  Republican  na¬ 
tional  convention  at  Kansas  City,  as  a  representative  of  the  32nd  con¬ 
gressional  district. 

Mr.  Kimball  is  president  of  the  Jefferson  County  Bar  Association,  and 
holds  membership  in  the  New  York  State  Bar  Association.  He  is  an 
active  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  past  commander  of  the 
Army  and  Navy  Post,  American  Legion,  and  belongs  to  the  Black  River 
Valley  Club,  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club,  and  Crescent  Yacht  Club.  He 
was  president  and  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Kiwanis  Club  in  Watertown, 
and  served  as  first  vice  president  of  the  Watertown  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

In  1918  Mr.  Kimball  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Carola  Craig, 
the  daughter  of  Dr.  Clark  R.  and  Ella  (Spencer)  Craig.  He  was  born  at 
Chambersburg,  Pa.,  and  for  many  years  was  a  prominent  physician  of 
Philadelphia.  His  wife  was  born  in  Hawaii,  of  American  parentage.  They 
both  are  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kimball  have  two  children,  Clark  Craig, 
and  Mary  Spencer. 


Paul  B.  Sutton  has  long  been  identified  with  public  affairs  in  the  city 
of  Watertown,  having  been  elected  to  the  office  of  city  manager  in  May, 
1930.  He  had  previously  held  the  office  of  city  engineer.  Mr.  Sutton  was 
born  in  Watertown,  July  23,  1887,  the  son  of  Benjamin  G.  and  Ella  M. 
(Mills)  Sutton. 

Benjamin  G.  Sutton  was  born  at  Louisville  Landing,  St.  Lawrence 
County,  N.  Y.,  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of  Popes  Mills,  N.  Y.  He  was 
interested  in  the  plumbing  business  for  many  years  in  Watertown  as  a 
member  of  the  firm  of  Sutton  &  Littlefield.  Mr.  Sutton  died  April  15,  1905, 
and  his  wife  died  April  8,  1907.  Both  are  buried  in  Watertown.  He  was 
a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  belonged  to  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  The  following  children  were  born  to 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sutton:  1.  Paul  B.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  2.  Elsie,  mar¬ 
ried  Arthur  W.  Harrington,  lives  at  Slingersland,  N.  Y. ;  3.  Hugh  M.,  lives 
at  Watertown;  4.  Clarence  G.,  lives  at  Yonkers,  N.  Y. 
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Paul  B.  Sutton  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Water- 
town,  being  graduated  from  high  school  in  1905.  He  received  a  degree 
in  civil  engineering  at  Cornell  University  in  1912,  and  at  that  time  became 
identified  with  the  New  York  State  Highway  Department  as  a  member  of 
an  engineering  corps.  He  was  appointed  assistant  engineer  for  the  city 
of  Watertown  in  September,  1912,  and  on  Aug.  1,  1917,  became  project 
engineer  and  acting  works  superintendent  for  the  United  States  Housing 
Corporation.  Mr.  Sutton  again  served  as  assistant  engineer  for  the  city 
from  Aug.  1,  1918,  until  April  1,  1920,  and  from  April  1,  1920,  until  May  1, 
1930,  as  city  engineer. 

In  1912  Mr.  Sutton  married  Miss  Alma  K.  Byrnes,  the  daughter  of 
John  Albert  and  Mary  (Shollette)  Byrnes,  who  were  natives  of  Redwood, 
Jefferson  County.  Both  are  deceased.  Mr.  Byrnes  held  the  office  of  cashier 
of  the  H.  H.  Babcock  Company,  of  Watertown,  for  many  years.  There  are 
four  children  in  the  Sutton  family:  Catherine  M.,  John  B.,  Harriet  E., 
and  Mary  Margaret. 

Mr.  Sutton  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  belongs  to  the  Kiwanis 
Club,  and  City  Managers  Association. 


David  Gilbert  Gregor,  M.  D. — One  of  the  younger  surgeons  of  Water- 
town,  and  of  high  rank  among  his  confreres  throughout  the  State,  is  Dr. 
David  Gilbert  Gregor,  son  of  the  widely  known  physician  and  surgeon,  the 
late  Dr.  Gilbert  David  Gregor,  whose  sketch  appears  elsewhere  in  this 
history. 

David  Gilbert  Gregor  was  born  at  Park  City,  Utah,  the  son  of  Dr.  Gil- 
beit  David  and  Elizabeth  (Pegan)  Gregor.  Besides  the  advantage  of  a 
hereditary  bent  toward  medicine  and  his  long  association  with  his  father 
in  that  capacity,  Dr.  Gregor  was  liberally  educated.  He  attended  the 
public  schools  of  Watertown,  Gouverneur  High  School,  and  Williams  Col¬ 
lege,  being  graduated  in  1915  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  De¬ 
termining  then  on  the  profession  of  medicine,  he  studied  at  the  New  York 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  graduating  in  1919  with  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  He  then  spent  two  years  as  an  interne  in  the  sur¬ 
gical  department  of  the  New  York  Hospital  and  seven  months  as  house 
surgeon  in  the  Lying-In  Hospital.  Following  this  he  began  to  practice  in 
Watertown  in  October,  1921,  with  offices  in  the  Woolworth  Building.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Jefferson  County  and  the  New  York  State  Medical 
Societies,  the  American  Medical  Association  and  a  Fellow  of  the  American 
College  of  Surgeons. 
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Doctor  Gregor  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Williams  Club  of  New  York,  the  Omega  Club  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Columbia  University,  New  York, 
the  Black  River  Valley  Club,  and  the  Thousand  Island  Country  Club. 


Gilbert  David  Gregor,  M.  D.— Upon  the  death  of  Doctor  Gregor,  which 
occurred  March  19,  1931,  the  city  of  Watertown  lost  one  of  its  most  out¬ 
standing  citizens  and  leading  professional  men.  He  had  successfully  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  in  this  city  for  more  than 
45  years,  and  his  reputation  as  a  diagnostician  and  technician  was  excelled 
by  none  in  New  York  state.  He  was  long  chief  of  the  first  surgical  divi¬ 
sion,  No.  1,  of  the  House  of  the  Good  Samaritan,  then  known  as  the  City 
Hospital,  and  chief  of  the  surgical  division  of  Mercy  Hospital. 

Doctor  Gregor  was  born  at  Hammond,  St.  Lawrence  County,  N.  Y., 
Jan.  23,  1859.  His  father,  the  late  David  Murray  Gregor,  was  a  farmer, 
a  surveyor  in  his  spare  time,  and  a  deputy  revenue  officer.  His  mother 
was  the  late  Margaret  Allen  Gregor. 

Gilbert  D.  Gregor  was  educated  at  the  Potsdam  State  Normal  School 
and  at  the  University  Medical  College  in  New  York  City.  He  practiced 
general  medicine  and  surgery  ever  since  he  completed  his  professional 
training.  His  early  experience  was  gained  at  Park  City,  Utah,  where  he 
occupied  himself  with  the  general  practice  of  medicine  from  1885  until 
1898.  In  the  latter  year  he  removed  to  Watertown,  where  he  devoted  him¬ 
self  exclusively  to  surgery.  His  professional  affiliations  included  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Jefferson  County,  New  York  State,  and  American  Medical  As¬ 
sociations,  and  he  was  a  Fellow  of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons.  He 
was  also  a  member  of  the  consulting  staff  of  the  St.  Lawrence  State  Hos¬ 
pital,  at  Ogdensburg. 

Doctor  Gregor  was  married  in  1891  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Pegan,  daughter 
of  the  late  John  and  Mary  A.  (McElheny)  Pegan.  Their  children  were: 
Dr.  David  Gilbert,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history; 
and  Mary  Margaret,  married  Roderick  Pirnie,  lives  at  Springfield,  Mass. 
Both  were  born  at  Park  City,  Utah. 

Mrs.  Gilbert  David  Gregor  died  suddenly  Sept.  16,  1926.  She  was 
known  throughout  the  community  as  an  authority  on  piano  and  voice  cul¬ 
ture,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Wednesday  Morning  Art  Class  and  the 
Watertown  Morning  Musicales. 

Doctor  Gregor  was  always  active  in  other  phases  of  community  life, 
and  was  mayor  of  Park  City,  Utah,  from  1891  until  1893.  From  1908  until 
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1925  he  had  a  place  on  the  directorate  of  the  City  National  Bank,  of  Water- 
town,  now  the  Watertown  National  Bank. 

Doctor  Gregor  was  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
belonged  to  Black  River  Valley  Club  and  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club. 


Delos  M.  Cosgrove. — Numbered  among  the  able  and  successful  lawyers 
of  Jefferson  County  is  Delos  M.  Cosgrove,  who  is  engaged  in  practice  in 
Watertown,  with  offices  in  the  Jefferson  County  National  Bank  Building. 
He  was  born  at  Redwood,  Jefferson  County,  Feb.  3,  1875,  the  son  of  George 
Henry  and  Emogene  Sophia  (Marshall)  Cosgrove. 

George  Henry  Cosgrove  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He  was  born 
on  a  farm  near  Redwood,  in  November,  1843,  attended  the  public  schools, 
and  spent  his  boyhood  on  a  farm  in  Alexandria  Township,  Jefferson 
County.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  he  enlisted  for  service  as  a 
member  of  Company  C,  Tenth  New  York  Volunteer  Artillery.  He  was 
with  General  Sheridan  and  served  in  some  of  the  important  engagements 
of  the  war,  being  slightly  wounded  while  in  the  service.  He  became  well 
known  as  a  dealer  in  hay,  grain,  and  cattle,  and  shipped  his  produce  to 
Boston,  New  York,  and  Albany.  Mr.  Cosgrove  died  Dec.  31,  1887,  and 
his  wife  died  in  March,  1927.  Both  are  buried  at  Redwood.  He  was  a 
Democrat  in  politics.  There  were  two  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cos¬ 
grove:  Igene  married  Burton  A.  McLear,  lives  at  Redwood;  and  Delos 
M.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

George  H.  Cosgrove  was  the  son  of  James  and  Mary  (Farrell)  Cos¬ 
grove,  who  were  natives  of  County  Sligo,  Ireland.  They  were  among  the 
early  settlers  of  the  town  of  Alexandria,  Jefferson  County,  N.  Y. 

Emogene  Sophia  (Marshall)  Cosgrove  was  the  daughter  of  Romeo 
Wilkes  and  Harriet  (Van  Antwerp)  Marshall.  They  were  married  in  the 
town  of  Warren,  Herkimer  County,  N.  Y.  Romeo  Marshall  was  a  merchant 
at  Wenton  Falls,  N.  Y.,  and  in  the  early  forties  he  and  his  wife  moved  into 
the  town  of  Alexandria,  Jefferson  County.  Emogene,  the  youngest  daugh¬ 
ter,  was  born  on  a  farm  in  the  town  of  Alexandria  and  became  a  school 
teacher  and  at  the  time  of  her  marriage  was  the  principal  of  the  village 
school  at  Redwood. 

Delos  M.  Cosgrove  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Redwood  and  in  1894  was  graduated  from  Potsdam  State  Normal  Col¬ 
lege.  He  taught  school  at  Oxbow,  N.  Y.,  for  two  years,  and  was  principal 
of  Redwood  High  School  for  three  years.  During  that  time  Mr.  Cosgrove 
read  law  in  the  offices  of  Anson  Harder,  and  later  continued  his  studies 
in  the  offices  of  Hon.  G.  H.  Cobb,  of  Watertown.  He  was  admitted  to  the 
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New  York  bar  in  July,  1901,  and  at  that  time  became  associated  in  prac¬ 
tice  with  Mr.  Cobb  as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Cobb  &  Cosgrove.  At  a 
later  date  Henry  J.  Kimball  became  a  member  of  the  firm,  and  this 
association  continued  until  1924  at  which  time  Mr.  Kimball  became  iden¬ 
tified  with  the  Northern  New  York  Trust  Company.  In  November,  1924, 
the  law  firm  was  reorganized  as  Cobb,  Cosgrove,  Ford  &  Wright,  the  new 
partners  being  Lewis  J.  Ford  and  Russell  Wright.  Mr.  Ford  died  in  March, 
1925,  and  in  June  of  that  year  Loren  E.  Harter  became  a  partner.  In 
1929  Roger  Wright  and  Roswell  Flower  Taylor  also  became  associated 
with  the  firm.  Mr.  Cosgrove  is  former  president  of  the  Jefferson  County 
Bar  Association  and  is  identified  with  the  New  York  State  Bar  Associa¬ 
tion.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Redwood  National  Bank,  chairman  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Jefferson  County  Savings  Bank,  director  of 
the  Agricultural  Insurance  Company,  director  of  the  Sherman  Paper  Com¬ 
pany,  director  and  secretary  of  the  Black  River  Traction  Company,  direc¬ 
tor  and  secretary  of  the  Watertown  Transportation  Company,  a  trustee 
of  the  Power  Authority  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

Mr.  Cosgrove  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  All  Souls  Universalist 
Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows,  Royal  Order  of  Moose,  Rotary  Club,  Black  River  Valley  Club, 
and  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club.  He  is  a  trustee  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  a 
member  of  the  Watertown  Board  of  Education,  a  director  of  the  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  Orphan  Asylum,  and  a  director  of  the  Brookside  Cemetery 
Association. 

On  Sept.  4,  1907,  Mr.  Cosgrove  married  Miss  Adelia  M.  Baker,  who 
died  in  Watertown,  Aug.  29,  1919.  She  was  the  daughter  of  William  R. 
and  Emeline  (Case)  Baker,  the  former  a  native  of  England,  and  the  latter 
of  Jefferson  County.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cosgrove  was  born  a  son,  Delos 
M.  Jr.,  born  Oct.  16,  1910.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Watertown  High  School 
and  attends  Williams  College. 


Hon.  Isaac  L.  Hunt.— Honored,  respected  and  esteemed  throughout 
the  North  Country  is  Isaac  L.  Hunt,  of  Watertown,  who  has  been  a  prac¬ 
ticing  attorney  in  Jefferson  County  for  almost  60  years.  He  was  born  at 
Salisbury,  Herkimer  County,  N.  Y.,  Dec.  4,  1850,  the  son  of  Rev.  Isaac  L. 
and  Judith  (Lamberson)  Hunt. 

Rev.  Isaac  L.  Hunt  was  born  in  Dutchess  County,  N.  Y.  Dec.  5,  1808, 
and  his  wife  was  born  in  Herkimer  County,  April  18,  1818.  He  was  a 
professor  in  Cazenovia  Seminary  for  a  number  of  years,  and  during  his 
career  as  a  minister  had  charges  at  Rome,  Fulton,  Potsdam,  and  Low- 
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ville.  He  died  in  1892  and  his  wife  died  in  1903.  Both  are  buried  at 
Adams,  N.  Y.  Their  children  were:  Helen,  Ida,  and  Cornelius,  all  de¬ 
ceased;  Hattie  R.,  who  died  in  1925,  was  the  wife  of  Rev.  W.  E.  Rey¬ 
nolds,  of  Adams,  N.  Y. ;  and  Isaac  L.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  early  education  of  Isaac  L.  Hunt  was  received  in  St.  Lawrence 
Academy  at  Potsdam,  and  he  attended  Falley  Seminary  and  Cazenovia 
Seminary.  He  was  graduated  from  Hungerford  Collegiate  Institute  in 
1870  and  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  from  Union  College  in  1872.  In 
the  latter  year  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  and  at  the  present  time  is  the 
oldest  living  member  in  point  of  admission  to  the  Jefferson  County  Bar 
Association.  His  professional  life  has  been  spent  in  Watertown,  and  he 
has  also  been  identified  with  the  city’s  financial  life,  at  the  present  time 
being  president  of  the  Watertown  Savings  Bank.  He  was  made  a  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Merchants  Bank  in  1872  and  was  a  member  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  National  Bank  and  Loan  Company  until  its  consolidation 
with  the  Northern  New  York  Trust  Company,  of  which  he  became  a 
director.  Since  1907  he  has  been  active  head  of  the  Watertown  National 
Bank. 

Mr.  Hunt  was  elected  as  a  member  of  the  state  legislature  in  1881,  and 
served  as  a  member  of  that  body  for  three  years.  It  was  during  that 
time  that  his  friendship  was  formed  with  the  late  Theodore  Roosevelt. 
Mr.  Hunt  has  served  as  president  of  the  Jefferson  County  Historical  So¬ 
ciety,  and  is  the  oldest  living  president  of  the  Watertown  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
having  been  elected  to  that  office  in  1874. 

On  Sept.  1,  1874,  Mr.  Hunt  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Alice 
A.  Gilbert,  the  daughter  of  Hon.  A.  and  Julia  A.  (Scott)  Gilbert,  natives 
of  Connecticut.  Mr.  Gilbert  served  as  a  member  of  congress  and  was 
prominent  in  the  financial  life  of  Adams,  N.  Y.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hunt  have 
no  children. 

Politically,  Mr.  Hunt  has  always  been  a  Republican,  and  for  many 
years  was  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Republican  Committee,  as 
well  as  the  Republican  Executive  Committee.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Methodist  Church  and  belongs  to  the  Watertown  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
He  also  belongs  to  the  Black  River  Valley  Club. 

Mr.  Hunt  is  greatly  interested  in  dairy  farming  and  is  the  owner  of 
three  fine  dairy  farms,  which  are  adjacent  to  Adams.  Since  1890  he 
has  been  widely  known  as  a  breeder  of  pure  bred  Swiss  cattle.  He  has 
served  as  president  of  the  Brown-Swiss  National  Cattle  Association  of 
the  United  States,  and  for  several  years  was  president  of  the  NewT  York 
State  Dairymen’s  Association. 

Mr.  Hunt  lives  in  the  village  of  Adams. 
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Francis  E.  Cullen,  of  the  firm  of  Purcell,  Cullen  &  Reynolds,  Water- 
town,  is  a  leading  attorney  of  Jefferson  and  Oswego  counties.  He  was  born 
at  Fulton,  Oswego  County,  N.  Y.,  Dec.  5,  1876,  the  son  of  Patrick  Smith 
and  Ellen  (Reynolds)  Cullen. 

Patrick  Smith  Cullen  was  born  near  Dolgeville,  Herkimer  County,  N.  Y., 
May  5,  1845,  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of  the  City  of  Oswego.  He  entered 
the  employ  of  Armour  &  Company,  at  Ogdensburg,  N.  Y.,  in  1889,  and 
later  was  connected  with  the  company’s  plants  in  New  York  City,  Phila¬ 
delphia,  and  Amsterdam,  N.  Y.  He  was  transferred  by  Armour  &  Com¬ 
pany  to  Oswego  in  1896,  and  after  some  time  in  that  position  became 
identified  with  the  Ontario  Brewing  Company  as  vice  president  and  mana¬ 
ger.  He  served  as  commissioner  of  public  works  of  the  city  of  Oswego 
and  was  serving  in  that  capacity  at  the  time  of  his  death,  Oct.  30,  1918. 
His  wife  died  May  25,  1922.  Both  are  buried  in  St.  Peter’s  Cemetery,  Os¬ 
wego.  Mr.  Cullen  was  a  Democrat  in  politics,  held  membership  in  St. 
Mary’s  Roman  Catholic  Church  of  Oswego  and  belonged  to  the  Elks  Lodge. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cullen  the  following  children  were  born:  1.  Francis  E., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Dr.  Thomas  R.,  dentist,  who  lives  at  Oswego, 
N.  Y.  3.  Agnes  T.,  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  Oswego  High  School.  4. 
Alice  J.  (first)  deceased.  5.  Alice  J.,  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  Oswego 
High  School.  6.  John  P.,  deceased. 

The  boyhood  of  Francis  E.  Cullen  was  spent  at  Fulton,  N.  Y.,  and  he 
was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Fulton,  Syracuse  and  Ogdensburg 
and  St.  Mary’s  Academy  of  Ogdensburg.  He  was  graduated  from  St. 
Mary’s  Institute  at  Amsterdam  in  1894,  and  received  the  degree  of  Ph.  B. 
in  1898  at  Union  College.  He  then  read  law  in  the  offices  of  Coon  &  Bent¬ 
ley  at  Oswego,  and  was  admitted  to  the  New  York  bar  at  Rochester  in 
1901.  Mr.  Cullen  immediately  began  the  practice  of  law  in  Oswego  as  a 
member  of  the  firm  of  Cullen  &  Davis  and  later  joined  King,  Bentley  & 
Cullen.  He  has  been  a  resident  of  Watertown  and  an  associate  of  his 
present  firm  since  April,  1910.  He  is,  however,  actively  identified  with  the 
business  and<  civic  life  of  Oswego,  where  he  has  served  as  corporation 
counsel  and  commissioner  of  education.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Visitors  for  the  Oswego  State  Normal  &  Training  School. 

On  Nov.  9,  1922,  Mr.  Cullen  married  Miss  Mary  Alice  Patridge,  the 
daughter  of  Christopher  and  Ann  (Hogan)  Patridge,  the  former  a  native 
of  Oswego  County,  N.  Y.,  and  the  latter  of  Prescott,  Ontario,  Canada.  Mr. 
Patridge  is  deceased,  and  is  buried  in  St.  Paul’s  Cemetery,  Oswego.  His 
widow  lives  in  that  city. 

Mr.  Cullen  is  identified  with  the  Oswego  County  Bar  Association,  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  Bar  Association,  New  York  State  Bar  Association,  American 
Bar  Association,  and  Association  of  the  Bar  of  the  City  of  New  York.  He 
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holds  membership  in  St.  Paul’s  Roman  Catholic  Church  of  Oswego  and 
belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  Oswego  Council  No.  227 ;  B.  P.  0. 
Elks,  No.  271;  Phi  Delta  Theta  fraternity;  Fortnightly  Club  of  Oswego; 
Oswego  Country  Club;  and  Black  River  Valley  Club. 


Raymond  G.  Hannahs. — A  notably  important  career  as  a  banker  is 
that  of  Raymond  G.  Hannahs,  who  is  president  of  the  Watertown  Na¬ 
tional  Bank.  All  his  life  has  been  identified  with  banking  interests,  for 
his  father,  George  W.  Hannahs,  of  Watertown,  was  president  of  the 
Farmers  National  Bank,  of  Adams,  N.  Y.,  and  is  now  vice  president  of 
the  Watertown  National  Bank.  The  son  evinced  ability  in  the  same  direc¬ 
tion  at  an  early  age  and  has  made  banking  his  profession. 

Raymond  G.  Hannahs,  son  of  George  W.  and  Helen  (Watt)  Hannahs, 
was  born  at  Adams,  N.  Y.,  April  25,  1884,  and  was  educated  in  the  public 
and  high  schools.  He  also  attended  Hobart  College,  from  which  he  re¬ 
ceived  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy  in  1906.  He  began  as  a 
messenger  in  the  Farmers  National  Bank  at  Adams,  and  in  1907  asso¬ 
ciated  himself  with  the  Watertown  National  Bank.  He  has  held  various 
offices  during  his  long  association  with  this  institution,  and  in  October, 

1919,  was  made  cashier  to  succeed  W.  W.  Rice.  Later,  came  his  election 
to  the  office  of  vice  president,  an  office  he  efficiently  combined  with  that 
of  cashier.  In  January,  1931,  Mr.  Hannahs  was  elected  president  and  is 
now  serving  as  executive  head  of  the  institution. 

The  Watertown  National  Bank  was  organized  on  April  12,  1882,  oc¬ 
cupying  the  site  on  which  was  built  the  first  structure  of  Watertown  by 
Henry  Coffeen,  on  Court  Street.  The  original  capital  was  $50,000  and 
the  first  president,  G.  W.  Knowlton,  was  elected  for  a  second  time  as 
president  in  1908  to  succeed  the  second  president,  N.  P.  Wardwell,  who 
died  in  that  year.  The  building  now  occupied  was  completed  in  November, 

1920,  and  is  a  handsome  edifice,  and  a  part  of  the  bank’s  large  assets. 

Mr.  Hannahs  has  numerous  other  business  and  civic  interests,  being 

vice  president  and  director  of  the  Northern  New  York  Acceptance  Cor¬ 
poration;  a  member  of  the  Watertown  Chamber  of  Commerce;  a  trustee 
and  director  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. ;  a  member  of  the  Rotary  Club ;  treasurer 
and  director  of  the  Jefferson  County  Historical  Society,  in  whose  work 
he  is  greatly  interested;  and  a  member  of  Sigma  Chi  fraternity.  During 
the  World  War  Mr.  Hannahs  was  a  leader  in  Liberty  Loan  drives.  He  is 
also  a  member  of  the  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club,  and  Black  River  Val¬ 
ley  Club.  He  holds  membership  in  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  is  a  Repub¬ 
lican  in  politics. 
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Mr.  Hannahs  was  married  in  1911  to  Miss  Alma  A.  Gilbert,  of  Adams, 
N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  John  H.  and  Harriet  C.  (Clements)  Gilbert.  They 
are  the  parents  of  a  daughter,  Elizabeth  Gilbert  Hannahs,  born  March 
4,  1919. 


Lucien  Cornelius  Mitchell. — As  president  of  the  J.  B.  Wise  Company, 
manufacturers  of  bathroom  supplies,  Mr.  Mitchell  is  recognized  as  a  sub¬ 
stantial  business  man  and  leading  citizen  of  Watertown.  He  was  born  at 
Orleans,  Jefferson  County,  in  1876,  the  son  of  Isaac  and  Catherine  L. 
(Bort)  Mitchell.  The  former,  a  native  of  Jefferson  County,  was  a  pros¬ 
perous  farmer  and  well  known  shipper  of  cattle.  He  was  a  political  leader 
and  represented  his  district  in  the  New  York  Assembly.  He  died  in  1893 
and  his  wife  died  in  1922. 

Lucien  Cornelius  Mitchell  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Adams, 
N.  Y.,  and  attended  the  old  collegiate  institute  at  that  place.  Practically 
his  entire  life  has  been  associated  with  the  J.  B.  Wise  Company,  and  dur¬ 
ing  his  long  period  of  service  with  the  company  he  has  been  clerk,  and  ad¬ 
vancing  through  every  grade  in  the  various  departments,  finally  became 
treasurer  and  later  president. 

The  J.  B.  Wise  Company  was  founded  in  1876  by  Joseph  B.  Wise,  and 
the  plant  was  originally  located  on  Factory  Street.  It  was  later  moved  to 
the  present  location  on  Mill  Street.  In  1911  the  business  had  so  pros¬ 
pered  that  it  was  incorporated  as  the  J.  B.  Wise  Company,  with  J.  B.  Wise 
as  president,  C.  R.  Wise  as  vice  president,  and  Mary  Corliss,  as  secretary. 
Lucien  C.  Mitchell  was  treasurer.  Upon  the  death  of  the  president  in 
1916  his  son  succeeded  him,  and  at  the  death  of  C.  R.  Wise  in  1919,  Mr. 
Mitchell  became  president. 

The  company  originally  manufactured  sewing  machine  hardware,  but 
discontinued  this  product  in  1889,  and  devoted  its  equipment  to  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  bathroom  supplies.  Now  recognized  as  one  of  the  largest  plants 
in  its  line  in  New  York,  it  has  over  100,000  square  feet  of  floor  space,  em¬ 
ploys  225  workers,  and  sends  its  products  throughout  the  world. 

Since  1919  Mr.  Mitchell  has  conducted  the  business  along  the  safe  and 
wise  principles  established  by  its  founder,  and  he  also  has  injected  new 
life  and  energy  into  the  organization,  the  result  of  his  long  experience 
and  his  enthusiasm  and  ability.  Mr.  Mitchell  is  also  a  director  of  the 
Jefferson  County  National  Bank;  vice  president  and  director  of  the  Com¬ 
munity  Building  Corporation;  director  of  the  Standard  Publishing  Com¬ 
pany;  and  director  of  the  Woodruff  Holding  Corporation. 

In  1905  Mr.  Mitchell  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Carrie  Thomp¬ 
son,  of  Watertown,  the  daughter  of  George  and  Lydia  (Hall)  Thompson, 
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both  deceased.  The  former  was  well  known  as  a  banker  in  Kansas.  To  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Mitchell  was  born  a  son,  William  T.,  born  Dec.  20,  1909. 

In  politics  Mr.  Mitchell  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  Trinity 
Episcopal  Church,  Watertown,  and  has  the  following  lodge  and  club  affilia¬ 
tions:  Watertown  Lodge  No.  49,  F.  &  A.  M.;  Watertown  Chapter,  R.  A. 
M. ;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T. ;  Central  City  Consistory,  32nd  degree ; 
Media  Temple;  B.  P.  0.  Elks;  Kiwanis  Club,  charter  member;  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  director;  Black  River  Valley  Club;  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club; 
and  Thousand  Island  Country  Club. 


Albert  Darius  Merrill. — As  vice  president  of  the  Chemipulp  Process, 
Inc.,  of  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  and  Montreal,  Canada,  Albert  D.  Merrill  holds 
a  prominent  position  in  the  commercial  and  industrial  circles  of  this  city. 
He  was  born  in  Burke,  Franklin  County,  N.  Y.,  June  25,  1885,  a  son  of 
David  Sheppard  and  Ada  A.  (Proctor)  Merrill. 

Both  David  Sheppard  Merrill  and  his  wife  were  born  in  Franklin 
County.  He  has  been  connected  with  the  railroad  industry  throughout 
his  business  career  and  resides  at  Malone,  N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Merrill 
four  children  were  born:  1.  Albert  Darius,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2. 
A.  Sheppard,  Ph.  D.,  Professor  of  Mathematics,  University  of  Montana, 
Missoula,  Mont.  During  the  World  War  he  served  as  Chief  Petty  Officer 
in  the  U.  S.  Navy.  3.  Ray  L.,  a  certified  public  accountant,  lives  in  Chicago, 
Ill.  4.  Blanche  G.,  married  Roy  A.  Crosby,  an  electrical  engineer,  and  they 
live  at  Minneapolis,  Minn. 

Sheppard  Merrill  was  the  son  of  Darius  Warren  and  Sarah  Ann  (Wal- 
bridge)  Merrill,  both  natives  of  Belmont  County.  He  went  to  Clinton 
County,  New  York,  in  1855  where  he  purchased  a  large  tract  of  timber 
land,  and  was  the  founder  of  the  town  of  Merrill,  in  that  county.  He  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  lumber  business  on  a  large  scale  and  was  also  the  owner  of 
a  summer  hotel.  He  and  his  wife  are  buried  near  Chateaugay  Lake,  New 
York. 

Darius  Warren  Merrill  was  the  son  of  Paul  Merrill,  who  was  born  in 
Gilmanton,  New  Hampshire.  He  came  to  Belmont,  Franklin  County,  N. 
Y.,  and  engaged  in  farming  and  lumbering. 

Albert  Darius  Merrill  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Franklin  County.  He  prepared  for  college  by  attending  Franklin  Acad¬ 
emy,  at  Malone,  N.  Y.  He  matriculated  at  Clarkson  College  of  Technology 
at  Potsdam,  N.  Y.,  and  was  graduated  with  the  class  of  1913,  receiving  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Civil  Engineering.  He  began  his  pro¬ 
fessional  career  as  an  assistant  engineer  in  the  construction  of  the  New 
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York  State  Barge  Canal,  following  which,  for  varying  periods  of  time,  he 
was  associated  as  engineer  with  the  St.  Regis  Paper  Company  and  the 
United  States  Rubber  Company.  He  left  the  employ  of  the  last  named 
concern  in  1916  in  order  to  come  to  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  and  accept  a  posi¬ 
tion  as  chief  engineer  with  the  Stebbins  Engineering  and  Manufacturing 
Company.  In  1923  he  was  made  vice  president  of  the  company.  In  1929 
he  resigned  but  still  holds  his  interests  in  the  company.  In  1929  he  became 
vice  president  and  treasurer  of  the  Chemipulp  Process  Company,  Inc. 

Politically,  Mr.  Merrill  is  a  Republican.  Fraternally  he  holds  active 
membership  in  Raquette  River  Lodge,  No.  213,  F.  and  A.  M. ;  Watertown 
Chapter,  No.  59,  R.  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Commandery  No.  11,  K.  T. ;  and 
Media  Temple,  A.  A.  0.  N.  M.  S.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Black  Valley 
Club ;  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  of  Watertown ;  and  Omicron  Pi  Omicron 
fraternity,  of  Potsdam,  N.  Y.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Technical  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Pulp  and  Paper  Industry,  the  American  Chemical  Society,  and  the 
New  York  State  Society  of  Professional  Engineers.  He  contributes  freely 
of  his  means  toward  the  support  of  many  local  charities  and  benevolences. 

Mr.  Merrill  was  married,  at  North  Lawrence,  St.  Lawrence  County, 
N.  Y.,  June  30,  1909,  to  Ferol  J.  Quenell,  a  daughter  of  Moses  D.  and  Mar¬ 
cia  (Allen)  Quenell,  natives  of  New  York  State.  Mr.  Quenell  was  a  vet¬ 
eran  of  the  Civil  War.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Merrill  three  children  have  been 
born:  1.  Orma  A.,  born  July  20,  1910.  2.  Faunta  J.,  born  June  10,  1914. 
3.  Lloyd  P.,  born  Feb.  23,  1916. 


Hon.  John  Barnes  Harris. — As  mayor  of  Watertown  John  Barnes  Har¬ 
ris  is  a  representative  and  widely  known  citizen  of  northern  New  York. 
He  was  born  at  Adams  Center,  N.  Y.,  July  5,  1877,  the  son  of  Robert  Wal¬ 
lace  and  Alma  (Barnes)  Harris. 

Robert  Wallace  Harris  and  his  wife  are  natives  of  Point  Peninsula, 
N.  Y.,  and  are  now  residents  of  Sacket  Harbor,  N.  Y.  His  entire  active 
career  has  been  spent  as  a  farmer,  and  for  a  number  of  years  he  was 
also  successful  as  a  breeder  of  fine  race  horses,  being  the  owner  of  “Lu- 
cile,”  a  fast  trotting  mare,  who  won  a  gold  cup  in  Madison  Square  Garden, 
New  York  City,  as  the  best  gentleman’s  driving  horse  in  the  world.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Harris  are  the  parents  of  three  children :  John  Barnes,  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch;  Mrs.  Elva  M.  McWayne,  lives  at  Sacket  Harbor,  N.  Y.; 
and  Mrs.  Frances  K.  Clarke,  lives  at  Yonkers,  N.  Y. 

John  Barnes  Harris  was  a  small  child  when  his  parents  removed  from 
Adams  Center,  N.  Y.,  to  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  where  they  remained  for 
a  period  of  seven  years.  He  attended  the  public  schools  and  was  a  teacher 
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in  the  district  school  at  Hounsfield,  N.  Y.,  from  1895  until  1896.  He  at¬ 
tended  Cornell  University  from  1898  until  1901,  and  served  as  a  private 
tutor  from  1903  until  1907  inclusive.  Mr.  Harris  was  admitted  to  the 
New  York  bar  in  1908,  but  has  never  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law.  He 
was  interested  in  the  real  estate  business  at  Lewistown,  Mont.,  during 
1910,  and  since  1915  has  been  the  owner  of  a  fine  dairy  farm  near  Water- 
town.  Mr.  Harris  has  served  as  personal  advisor  to  Mrs.  Emma  Flower 
Taylor,  the  daughter  of  the  late  Roswell  P.  Flower,  since  1911.  He  was 
elected  to  the  office  of  mayor  of  Watertown  in  1923  and  has  since  held 
that  office.  He  has  also  been  Republican  State  Committeeman  since  1927, 
and  is  president  of  the  Conference  of  Mayors  and  Other  Municipal  Offi¬ 
cials  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

On  Nov.  8,  1915,  Mr.  Harris  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Helen 
Folsom,  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y.  She  was  born  at  Watertown,  and  is  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Walter  Seeber  and  Harriet  (Cavanaugh)  Folsom,  natives  of  Jeffer¬ 
son  County.  Mr.  Folsom  lives  in  Watertown.  His  wife  died  in  1897.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harris  have  been  born  four  children:  Betty  Jane,  John 
Barnes,  Jr.,  Robert  Leon,  and  David  Byron.  All  are  students  in  the  Wa¬ 
tertown  schools. 

Mr.  Harris  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  and  his  family  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  and  he  belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club, 
Black  River  Valley  Club,  and  Hounsfield  Star  Grange. 


Hon.  Jasper  W.  Comaire. — One  of  the  representative  professional  men 
of  Jefferson  County  is  Jasper  W.  Cornaire,  a  leading  lawyer  of  Watertown, 
and  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly.  He  was  born  at  Cape  Vincent. 
Jefferson  County,  March  12,  1877,  the  son  of  Louis  and  Belle  (Herrick) 
Cornaire. 

Louis  Cornaire,  who  was  born  at  Cape  Vincent,  was  the  son  of  Jean 
and  Margaret  (Auberten)  Cornaire,  natives  of  France.  They  were  early 
settlers  of  Jefferson  County  and  spent  many  years  at  Cape  Vincent.  Their 
son,  Louis,  became  a  successful  farmer  of  that  section.  He  died  in  1900  and 
his  wife  died  in  1903.  Both  are  buried  at  Cape  Vincent.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  Hiram  and  Chastine  Herrick,  who  were  natives  of  New  York 
and  well  known  citizens  of  Lyme.  Mr.  Cornaire  was  a  Democrat  and  a 
member  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  There  were  two  sons  born  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Cornaire:  George,  a  farmer,  lives  at  Cape  Vincent;  and  Jasper  W., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Jasper  W.  Cornaire  first  attended  the  public  schools  of  Three  Mile  Bay, 
N.  Y.,  and  was  graduated  from  Clayton  High  School  in  1905.  He  received 
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the  degree  of  LL.  B.  from  Albany  Law  School  in  1909,  and  during  that 
year  was  admitted  to  the  New  York  State  bar.  He  began  his  professional 
career  at  Clayton,  later  was  located  at  Cape  Vincent,  and  in  1928  removed 
to  Watertown,  where  he  has  since  been  associated  with  the  firm  of  Corn- 
aire  &  Donaldson,  as  senior  member. 

Mr.  Cornaire  began  his  public  career  as  special  Surrogate  Judge  of 
Jefferson  County  in  January,  1912,  and  was  reelected  to  that  office  in 
1914,  1917,  and  1920.  In  the  fall  of  1924  he  was  elected  as  assemblyman 
from  Jefferson  County,  and  assumed  the  duties  of  office  Jan.  1,  1925.  He 
was  reelected  in  November,  1925,  and  in  November,  1927.  During  1926-28 
he  was  chairman  of  the  State  Industrial  Survey  Committee,  and  he  has 
also  been  a  member  of  the  judiciary,  insurance,  commerce,  and  navigation 
committees.  He  served  as  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  bridge  com¬ 
mission,  and  as  a  member  of  the  Lien  Law  Committee,  which  investigated 
the  building  industry  in  New  York  State.  During  1931  there  was  a  total 
of  25  bills  successfully  passed  by  Mr.  Cornaire  out  of  33  which  were 
introduced  by  him.  He  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  from  1921  until 
1926  was  chairman  of  the  Jefferson  County  Republican  committee. 

Mr.  Cornaire  is  a  member  of  St.  John’s  Episcopal  Church,  and  has  the 
following  lodge  and  club  affiliations:  Watertown  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  No. 
49 ;  Watertown  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.,  No.  59 ;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T. 
No.  11 ;  Media  Temple ;  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  No.  496 ;  F.  0.  Eagles ;  Loyal  Order 
of  Moose ;  Phi  Delta  Phi  fraternity ;  and  Black  River  Valley  Club.  He  also 
belongs  to  the  Jefferson  County  and  New  York  State  Bar  associations. 


William  Walrath  Waddingham.— As  vice  president  of  the  Jefferson 
County  National  Bank,  Mr.  Waddingham  is  one  of  the  outstanding  figures 
in  business  and  financial  circles  in  Watertown.  Both  native  ability  and 
early  training  shaped  his  banking  career  to  its  present  successful  status, 
for  his  father,  Fred  Waddingham,  was  vice  president  of  the  City  National 
Bank  many  years  before  its  merger  with  the  Jefferson  County  National 
Bank.  He  was  also  for  some  years  county  clerk  and  for  ten  years  conducted 
a  successful  hardware  business  in  Watertown,  under  the  firm  name  of 
Sponenberg  &  Waddingham.  He  is  now  deceased,  and  his  widow,  Lydia 
(Walrath)  Waddingham,  lives  in  Watertown. 

William  Walrath  Waddingham  was  born  at  Evans  Mills,  N.  Y.,  June  11, 
1878.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Watertown.  His  entire 
business  career  has  been  associated  with  banking.  He  began  as  a  messen¬ 
ger  in  the  employ  of  the  old  City  National  Bank,  and  displayed  such  loy¬ 
alty  and  ability  that  steady  promotion  finally  raised  him  to  the  position  of 
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president  of  the  bank.  After  he  had  thus  directed  the  institution  for  a 
year  and  a  half,  the  City  National  Bank  was  consolidated  with  the  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  National,  and  Mr.  Waddingham  was  elected  vice  president,  the 
position  he  now  fills  so  ably. 

On  June  15,  1908,  Mr.  Waddingham  married  Miss  Merle  Johnson,  the 
daughter  of  James  E.  and  Laura  (Lewis)  Johnson,  of  Rutland,  Vt.  Their 
children  are  Laura  M.  and  Betty  Lee. 

Popular  in  fraternal  circles,  Mr.  Waddingham  is  a  member  of  Water- 
town  Lodge  No.  49,  F.  &  A.  M.,  of  which  he  is  Past  Master;  Watertown 
Chapter,  No.  59,  R.  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Commandery  No.  11,  K.  T. ;  the 
Scottish  Rite  bodies  of  Watertown  and  Central  City  Consistory,  32nd  de¬ 
gree;  and  Media  Temple. 


Henry  J.  McCormick,  legal  advisor  for  the  Northern  New  York  Util¬ 
ities,  Inc.,  with  offices  at  58  Public  Square,  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  has  taken 
an  active  and  prominent  part  in  the  interest  of  that  Company  and  its  pre¬ 
decessor,  Watertown  Light  &  Power  Co.,  (now  a  part  of  the  Niagara  Hud¬ 
son  System)  in  the  hydro-electric  development  of  the  water  powers  of  the 
North  Country  and  the  expansion  of  the  electric  industry  by  means  of 
electric  transmission  and  distribution  lines  to  the  towns,  villages,  industries 
and  farms  throughout  Northern  New  York. 

He  was  born  near  Canton,  St.  Lawrence  Co.,  N.  Y.,  February  28,  1877, 
the  son  of  Michael  and  Mary  (Moore)  McCormick.  Both  parents  were  na¬ 
tives  of  Ireland  and  emigrated  to  the  United  States  with  their  respective 
parents  when  small  children.  Michael  McCormick  was  born  at  Thurles, 
Tipperary,  Ireland,  in  1840,  and  landed  with  his  parents  at  Castle  Garden, 
New  York  City,  in  1844.  Mary  (Moore)  McCormick  was  born  at  Togher, 
near  Dunmanway,  County  Cork,  Ireland,  in  1850  and  arrived  with  her 
parents  in  America  in  1852  after  landing  at  Montreal,  Canada.  They  were 
united  in  marriage  at  Canton  in  1869.  They  became  well-known  residents 
of  Canton,  St.  Lawrence  Co.,  N.  Y.,  taking  active  part  in  the  community 
life  in  the  neighborhood  of  their  farm  home.  The  welfare  of  their  seven 
children,  the  church,  the  school  and  the  farming  industry  had  their  un¬ 
divided  and  untiring  labor  throughout  a  long  life. 

Patrick  McCormick,  the  father  of  Michael  McCormick,  was  one  of  the 
pioneer  settlers  of  the  Village  of  Canton,  arriving  there  from  Ireland  about 
1839,  some  years  before  bringing  his  family  from  the  Old  Country.  During 
the  gold  rush  of  ’49  he  went  to  California  with  a  party  of  prospectors  and 
lost  his  life  on  the  overland  return  trip  to  New  York,  after  having  met 
with  success  in  the  gold  fields. 
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Like  many  other  Canton  boys,  Henry  J.  McCormick  deems  himself 
most  fortunate  in  his  birthplace  for  from  his  earliest  years,  from  its  site 
on  the  Village  hill,  the  towering  and  impressive  walls  of  Richardson  Hall 
of  St.  Lawrence  University  were  ever  beckoning  on  the  sky  line.  His  early 
education  was  received  at  Pierce  Corners  country  school,  afterward  gradu¬ 
ating  from  Canton  High  School  and  later  attending  St.  Lawrence  Univer¬ 
sity  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  the  Class 
of  1898.  He  then  taught  school  for  one  year  at  Altoona,  Clinton  Co.,  N.  Y., 
and  in  1899  came  to  Watertown  and  read  law  in  the  offices  of  Purcell, 
Walker  and  Burns,  being  admitted  to  the  New  York  Bar  in  1901.  He  likes 
to  recall  among  his  memories  of  early  years  in  Watertown,  that  he  was  a 
member  of  the  old  Red  and  Black  Watertown  Football  Team,  which  among 
its  series  of  victories,  defeated  Ogdensburg  for  the  championship  in  the 
great  games  of  1899  and  1900,  at  which  time  the  city  and  the  whole 
countryside  thought  and  talked  football,  attended  the  games  and  backed 
the  team  to  the  limit. 

Mr.  McCormick  was  associated  in  practice  with  the  firm  of  Purcell, 
Walker  and  Burns  for  one  year,  after  which  he  went  as  Division  Claim 
Agent  for  the  New  York  Central  Railroad,  remaining  with  that  Company 
for  several  years.  He  became  legal  advisor  in  1912  for  the  Watertown 
Light  &  Power  Co.,  which  two  years  later  was  re-organized  as  the  North¬ 
ern  New  York  Utilities,  Inc.,  retaining  Mr.  McCormick  as  legal  advisor. 

In  1905,  Mr.  McCormick  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Anna  Yager, 
daughter  of  George  and  Julia  (Galvin)  Yager,  natives  of  Watertown,  N.  Y. 
Mr.  George  Yager,  now  deceased,  was  the  son  of  Paul  and  Anna  (Shaad) 
Yager,  well-known  German  pioneer  settlers  of  Watertown,  who  were  na¬ 
tives  of  Germany,  being  born  at  Naumburg,  Germany,  and  emigrating  to 
the  United  States  in  about  1853.  Mrs.  Julia  Yager  still  resides  at  Water- 
town. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McCormick  were  born  four  children:  1.  Muriel  Pauline, 
graduate  of  Vassar  College,  Class  of  1927,  who  married  Asa  M.  Rouse  and 
now  resides  at  Syracuse;  2.  Richard,  graduate  of  Rensselaer  Polytechnic 
Institute,  Class  of  1930,  now  chemical  engineer  with  Firestone  Laboratories 
at  Akron,  Ohio;  3.  Henry  J.,  student;  and  4,  Paul  Yager,  student. 

Politically,  Mr.  McCormick  has  always  been  an  independent  in  activity, 
although  nominally  affiliated  with  the  Democratic  party. 

He  and  his  family  are  members  of  St.  Patrick’s  Church,  Watertown, 
and  he  belongs  to  the  B.  P.  O.  E.  No.  496,  and,  the  Black  River  Valley 
Club.  He  is  director  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  of  the  Beebee  Island 
Corporation. 

During  the  World  War,  Mr.  McCormick  was  active  in  various  cam¬ 
paigns  and  drives  and  at  all  times  gave  freely  of  his  time  and  finances. 
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Fred  H.  Moore. — Outstanding  among  the  citizens  of  Watertown,  both 
for  his  professional  ability  and  for  his  public  spirited  concern  in  the  af¬ 
fairs  of  the  community,  is  Fred  H.  Moore,  who  is  serving  as  clerk  of 
Jefferson  County.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  Nov.  14,  1879,  the  son  of 
Jacob  H.  and  Mary  E.  (Steadman)  Moore. 

Jacob  H.  Moore  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Albany  County,  N.  Y.  He 
died  in  1915  and  his  wife  died  in  1923. 

Fred  H.  Moore  attended  the  local  public  schools  and  entered  the  law 
offices  of  Smith  &  Reeves.  He  was  admitted  to  the  New  York  State  bar 
in  1902,  and  until  1921  successfully  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law  in 
this  city.  He  has  since  served  as  the  capable  clerk  of  Jefferson  County. 

Politically,  Mr.  Moore  is  a  Republican,  and  he  has  held  the  office  of 
secretary  of  the  Jefferson  County  Republican  committee.  He  was  elected 
chairman  in  May,  1930,  and  reelected  in  September  of  that  year.  He  has 
served  as  assistant  district  attorney  of  Jefferson  County,  and  as  alderman 
of  the  Fifth  Ward. 

Mr.  Moore  is  a  member  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  and  is  affiliated 
with  the  Masonic  and  Elk  lodges.  He  is  identified  with  the  Jefferson 
County  Bar  Association,  and  belongs  to  the  Lincoln  League. 


Francis  Xavier  Linehan,  who  is  identified  with  the  Northern  New  York 
Trust  Company  as  assistant  secretary,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  able 
business  executives  of  Watertown.  He  was  born  in  New  York  City,  Jan.  3, 
1886,  the  son  of  John  S.  and  Anna  (Bradley)  Linehan. 

John  S.  Linehan  was  a  native  of  County  Cork,  Ireland,  and  his  widow 
was  also  born  in  that  country.  As  young  people  they  emigrated  to  the 
United  States  and  for  a  time  lived  in  New  York  City.  In  his  association 
with  the  late  Governor  Roswell  Flower,  Mr.  Linehan  came  to  Watertown  to 
take  charge  of  the  governor’s  estate  here.  Later,  he  spent  many  years 
on  the  estate  of  the  governor’s  daughter,  Emma  Flower.  Mr.  Linehan  died 
in  November,  1911,  and  is  buried  in  Watertown.  His  widow  lives  in  this 
city.  Mr.  Linehan  was  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  St.  Patrick’s  Catholic 
Church,  and  belonged  to  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  No.  496,  Knights  of  Columbus  Coun¬ 
cil  No.  259,  Modern  Woodmen  of  America,  and  Improved  Order  of  Red 
Men.  There  were  three  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Linehan:  1.  Francis 
X.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Joseph,  deceased.  3.  Monica  G.,  lives  at 
Watertown. 

Practically  the  entire  life  of  Francis  X.  Linehan  has  been  spent  in  Wa¬ 
tertown.  He  attended  the  public  schools  and  the  Watertown  High  School 
after  which  he  entered  Northern  Business  College.  He  began  as  a  book- 
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keeper  in  the  employ  of  the  Samuel  Felt  Drug  Company,  and  also  was 
cashier  there  from  1906  until  1914.  He  then  spent  the  following  year  as 
bookkeeper  and  office  manager  for  the  John  J.  Sullivan  Company,  whole¬ 
sale  grocers,  of  Watertown,  and  during  1915  was  cashier  of  the  Black 
River  Valley  Club.  Mr.  Linehan  came  to  the  Northern  New  York  Trust 
Company  on  Aug.  1,  1916,  as  general  ledger  bookkeeper.  Later,  he  was 
made  auditor  and  now  serves  as  assistant  secretary. 

On  July  12,  1910,  Mr.  Linehan  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Grace 
May  Erwin,  the  daughter  of  Harry  and  Jennie  E.  (Wilder)  Erwin,  of  New 
York.  The  former  is  deceased  and  the  latter  resides  in  Watertown.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Linehan  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  Robert  E.,  who  attends 
Christian  Brothers  Academy;  and  Frances  Alice,  a  student. 

Mr.  Linehan  has  always  been  a  Democrat.  He  is  an  active  member  of 
Holy  Family  Catholic  Church,  and  has  the  following  lodge  and  club  affili¬ 
ations:  B.  P.  0.  Elks  No.  496,  Past  Exalted  Ruler  and  Trustee;  Knights 
of  Columbus  No.  259,  Watertown  Council,  4th  degree,  and  Grand  Knight 
four  terms;  Kiwanis  Club,  past  treasurer  seven  years  and  past  secretary 
six  years ;  Iroquois  Club,  past  treasurer ;  Black  River  Valley  Club ;  Water- 
town  Golf  Club;  Y.  M.  C.  A.;  and  he  has  always  been  a  promotor  of  Boy 
Scout  work  in  the  city,  being  founder  of  the  Elks  Boy  Scout  movement. 
His  son  was  one  of  three  Watertown  boys  who  made  the  world  tour  with 
the  Boy  Scouts  in  1929. 


Harvey  Rice  Waite,  who  is  president  of  the  Agricultural  Insurance 
Company,  of  Watertown,  one  of  the  oldest  and  largest  insurance  companies 
in  the  United  States,  has  always  taken  an  active  part  in  the  business  life 
of  the  city,  and  is  a  member  of  many  of  the  social  and  civic  organizations 
in  the  community.  He  is  descended  from  one  of  the  oldest  families  of 
Jefferson  County,  and  is  the  son  of  Harlow  B.  and  Nettie  (Oatman)  Waite, 
both  natives  of  Rodman,  Jefferson  County.  Mr.  Waite,  a  prosperous 
farmer,  died  in  1883,  and  his  wife  died  in  1916. 

Harvey  Rice  Waite  was  born  at  Rodman,  Jefferson  County,  May  30, 
1876,  and  was  educated  in  the  local  public  schools.  He  has  been  connected 
with  the  Agricultural  Insurance  Company  since  1894,  having  entered  the 
concern  at  that  time  as  an  office  boy.  He  served  in  various  capacities  until 
he  was  made  cashier  in  1919  and  finally  secretary-treasurer  in  1924,  when 
Percy  H.  Wilmott  became  president  of  the  company.  In  1928  Mr.  Waite 
was  elected  president  and  is  still  serving  in  that  capacity.  He  has  been  a 
director  of  the  company  since  the  organization  in  1928  of  the  Empire 
State  Insurance  Company  of  Watertown.  He  has  held  the  position  of 
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president  and  director  of  the  company  and  in  addition  serves  as  a  director 
of  the  Jefferson  County  National  Bank,  Jefferson  Securities  Corporation, 
trustee  of  the  Watertown  Savings  Bank  and  director  Watertown  Founda¬ 
tion. 

In  1899  Mr.  Waite  was  married  to  Miss  Lillian  A.  Herrick,  who  died 
in  1910.  She  was  a  native  of  Jefferson  County,  and  the  daughter  of  Frank 
and  Elizabeth  (Weed)  Herrick.  Mr.  Waite  has  a  son,  Harlow  0.,  born  in 
Watertown,  June  8,  1909.  Mr.  Waite  married  (second)  April  8,  1928,  to 
Miss  Irene  M.  Allen,  daughter  of  Charles  and  Mary  Jane  Allen,  natives  of 
New  York. 

Mr.  Waite  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church, 
and  has  the  following  club  and  lodge  affiliations :  Black  River  Valley  Club ; 
Jefferson  County  Golf  Club;  1000  Island  Country  Club;  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce  ;  Watertown  Lodge  No.  49,  F.  &  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Chapter  No.  59, 
R.  A.  M.;  Watertown  Commandery  No.  11,  K.  T.;  Media  Temple.  He  takes 
a  prominent  part  in  the  work  of  the  local  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  of  which  he  is  a 
director  and  vice  president.  During  the  World  War  Mr.  Waite  was  active 
in  all  the  Liberty  Loan  drives  in  Jefferson  County. 


George  Augustus  Bagley. — A  dominant  figure  in  the  business  life  of 
Watertown,  where  he  was  president  of  the  Bagley  &  Sewall  Company, 
was  George  Augustus  Bagley,  who  died  in  this  city,  May  12,  1915.  He  was 
born  at  Watertown,  July  22,  1827,  the  son  of  Bernard  and  Zurviah  (Gates) 
Bagley. 

Bernard  Bagley  was  born  in  Broome  County,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  5,  1791.  He 
came  to  Jefferson  County  in  1812  and  in  early  life  was  a  school  teacher 
and  surveyor.  He  read  law  in  the  office  of  Charles  E.  Clarke,  of  Water- 
town,  and  in  1926  was  admitted  to  the  bar.  Mr.  Bagley  served  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  New  York  legislature  for  several  years.  He  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Jefferson  County  Savings  Bank  in  1859  and  was  a  trustee 
of  the  North  Watertown  Cemetery,  which  was  laid  out  in  1838.  Mr.  Bag- 
ley  died  in  Watertown,  June  26,  1878. 

George  Augustus  Bagley  received  his  early  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Watertown,  and  studied  law  in  his  father’s  office,  being  admitted 
to  the  bar  before  he  was  21  years  of  age.  He  was  not  interested  however 
in  law,  and  in  1853  became  associated  in  business  with  Edmund  Quincy 
Sewall,  and  George  Goulding,  as  founders  of  the  Bagley  &  Sewall  Machine 
Works.  Thus  the  present  concern  was  established  by  George  Goulding 
in  1823.  From  the  date  of  its  organization  Mr.  Bagley  served  as  presi¬ 
dent  until  his  death.  He  was  also  president  of  the  Newton  Falls  Paper 
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Company,  and  was  active  in  numerous  other  business  enterprises  in  the 
city. 

Mr.  Bagley  was  a  Republican  and  served  as  trustee  and  president  of 
the  village  board.  He  was  chairman  of  the  board  of  supervisors  in  1874, 
and  from  1875  until  1879  represented  his  district  in  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States. 

In  1858  Mr.  Bagley  married  Miss  Sabina  P.  Clark,  the  daughter  of  Col. 
Ambrose  W.  Clark.  Their  children  were:  1.  Jessie,  married  Virgil  K. 
Kellogg,  resides  in  London,  England.  2.  Carrie,  the  widow  of  Stuart  D. 
Lansing,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history.  3.  Ambrose, 
lives  in  Florida.  4.  Madeleine,  lives  at  the  family  homestead,  204  Ten 
Eyck  Street,  Watertown. 

Mr.  Bagley  possessed  an  alert  and  vigorous  personality,  dynamic  in  its 
influence,  and  his  personal  success  brought  to  Watertown  the  opportunity 
for  economic  advancement.  He  was  at  the  same  time  likeable,  generous 
and  straightforward.  His  home,  his  circle  of  friends,  and  his  fellow  towns¬ 
men  benefited  by  his  able  and  constructive  life. 

One  of  Mr.  Bagley’s  greatest  achievements  was  the  handling  of  the 
Carthage,  Watertown  &  Sackets  Harbor  Railroad.  He  was  one  of  the 
prime  movers  in  the  building  of  this  road  in  1871  and  became  president. 
It  was  through  his  efforts  that  the  absorption  of  this  road  by  the  New 
York  Central  Railroad  without  compensation  was  prevented,  and  to  this 
end  he  raised  nearly  half  a  million  dollars.  The  railroad  had  been  built 
by  bonding  the  towns  and  private  subscription,  for  the  purpose  of  secur¬ 
ing  a  competing  route  by  a  connection  with  the  Utica  and  Black  River 
Railroad  at  Carthage,  which  at  that  time  was  an  independent  company. 
It  was  afterward  absorbed  by  the  R.  W.  and  0.  Railroad,  and  both  com¬ 
panies  were  later  absorbed  by  the  New  York  Central.  The  stock  of  the 
Carthage  and  Sackets  Harbor  Railroad  was  considered  worthless  and  there 
was  a  movement  to  secure  it  by  the  New  York  Central  for  ten  cents  on  the 
dollar.  This  plan  nearly  succeeded  when  Mr.  Bagley  stepped  forward  to 
raise  the  necessary  money.  He  obtained  a  new  board  of  directors  and 
through  his  tireless  efforts  the  New  York  Central  was  finally  forced  to  pay 
par  for  the  railroad  stock  held  by  the  surrounding  towns.  The  city  of 
Watertown  had  invested  about  $800,000  and  instead  of  ten  cents  on  the 
dollar  Mr.  Bagley  obtained  100  cents  on  the  dollar.  He  was  not  satisfied 
however  with  this.  The  Carthage  and  Sackets  Harbor  Railroad  was  en¬ 
titled  to  a  percentage  on  all  freight  moved  over  it,  and  to  avoid  paying  the 
percentage  the  lessees  diverted  freights  from  this  road  over  its  own  lines 
via  Philadelphia.  He  began  suit  to  compel  the  reimbursement  for  freight 
so  diverted,  and  while  the  suit  was  in  progress  the  railroad  commissioners 
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sold  the  stock  at  par,  the>  directorate  was  changed,  and  the  suit  was  dis¬ 
continued. 

Mr.  Bagley  was  a  devout  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church  and  for  47 
years  served  as  vestryman  in  St.  Paul’s  Church. 

Sabina  P.  (Clark)  Bagley  was  born  at  Cooperstown,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  24, 
1838,  and  died  Nov.  24,  1916.  She  was  a  sister  of  Ambrose  J.  Clark,  pay¬ 
master  general  of  the  U.  S.  Navy,  and  David  J.  Clark,  U.  S.  Navy. 


George  Albert  Hager. — Perhaps  no  citizen  of  Watertown  is  better 
known  than  George  Albert  Hager,  who  is  the  city’s  capable  and  highly  es¬ 
teemed  postmaster.  He  was  born  in  Watertown,  July  16,  1878,  the  son  of 
Charles  H.  and  Martha  A.  Hager,  both  deceased.  The  former  was  a  native 
of  Watertown  and  the  latter  was  born  in  Carleton  Place,  Ontario,  Canada. 

George  Albert  Hager  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Rochester, 
N.  Y.,  and  attended  the  Rochester  Free  Academy.  Practically  his  entire 
career  has  been  identified  with  the  Watertown  Post  Office.  He  entered  it 
as  a  clerk  in  1899,  was  promoted  through  the  various  positions  in  the 
local  office  to  that  of  assistant  postmaster,  and  in  1924  was  appointed  post¬ 
master  by  President  Coolidge  to  succeed  A.  R.  Cornwall,  who  had  suc¬ 
ceeded  B.  F.  Martin.  In  1928  Mr.  Hager  was  reappointed.  He  has  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  greatly  improving  the  equipment  and  service  in  the  local  office 
and  has  made  many  valuable  innovations.  On  March  29,  1931,  the  new 
post  office  building  was  occupied,  and  this  is  the  third  office  in  which  Mr. 
Hager  has  served. 

Mr.  Hager  was  married  (first)  in  1901  to  Miss  Jennie  Carmon,  deceased, 
who  was  the  daughter  of  Louis  and  Cynthia  (Pierce)  Carmon.  They  had  a 
son,  Harry  C.  Hager,  born  March  4,  1904.  Mr.  Hager  was  married  (second) 
in  1920  to  Miss  Sara  Sullivan,  the  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Sara  (Staven- 
hagen)  Sullivan.  Their  children  are:  Martha,  born  Aug.  6,  1921;  Irene  E., 
born  July  22,  1923;  and  George  A.,  Jr.,  born  July  28,  1925. 

Mr.  Hager  enlisted  in  Company  M,  71st  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry, 
during  the  Spanish-American  War,  and  served  in  Cuba.  He  was  in  the 
battle  of  San  Juan  Hill  and  other  skirmishes,  and  was  reported  dead  at 
Watertown.  Two  weeks  following  the  report  it  was  found  to  be  untrue. 
Mr.  Hager,  however,  suffered  a  severe  illness  from  fever  and  was  returned 
home  on  a  stretcher.  He  was  the  first  to  enlist  from  Watertown  and  was 
instrumental  in  getting  twelve  other  men  in  the  city  to  enlist.  Of  this 
number  five  died  of  wounds  or  fever  in  the  service.  The  eight  survivors 
have  held  a  reunion  annually  on  the  anniversary  of  the  battle,  and  have 
not  had  an  absentee  during  the  33  years  since  the  war.  However,  three 
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are  now  deceased,  Henry  S.  Ball,  Ralph  L.  Richardson  and  Albert  J.  Briggs. 
During  his  time  spent  in  Cuba  Mr.  Hager  had  the  pleasure  of  spending 
one  day  in  the  company  of  Col.  Theodore  Roosevelt,  who  assisted  him  in 
obtaining  a  different  type  of  rifle  for  his  company. 

Mr.  Hager  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  belongs  to  Watertown 
Lodge  No.  49,  F.  &  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Chapter  No.  59,  R.  A.  M. ;  Watertown 
Commandery  No.  11,  K.  T.;  Media  Temple,  trustee;  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows,  Past  Grand;  Lincoln  League;  and  he  is  a  member  of  the 
Trinity  Episcopal  Church. 


Judge  Joseph  Alexander  McConnell. — A  native  of  Watertown,  a  lifelong 
resident,  and  one  whose  exemplary  citizenship  is  of  permanent  record 
both  in  public  office  and  everyday  affairs,  Judge  Joseph  Alexander  Mc¬ 
Connell  has  the  highest  regard  of  the  community  he  has  faithfully  served, 
and  the  respect  and  good  will  of  people  in  every  calling.  With  the  broad 
view  of  life  and  the  well  balanced  mental  equipment  of  the  veteran  jus¬ 
tice,  he  discharges  the  duties  of  responsible  office  with  sterling  efficiency 
and  ability. 

Judge  McConnell  is  a  son  of  James  J.  McConnell,  a  tailor,  who  was 
born  on  the  Island  of  Malta,  and  of  Jane  (Thompson)  McConnell,  a  native 
of  County  Armagh,  Ireland.  The  family  came  to  the  United  States  in 
1842.  Mr.  McConnell  died  in  1857,  and  his  wife  died  in  1889. 

Joseph  Alexander  McConnell  was  born  in  Watertown,  Jan.  14,  1856. 
He  attended  the  public  schools  and  was  graduated  from  Hamilton  College 
in  1878  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  He  studied  law  in  the  office 
of  C.  A.  Sherman,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1880,  and  commenced 
the  practice  of  law  the  same  year  in  association  first,  with  E.  P.  Wynn, 
and  later  with  Hannibal  Smith,  and  then  with  Frank  H.  Peck,  as  Peck 
&  McConnell.  Previous  to  his  association  with  Mr.  Peck  he  was  Recorder 
of  the  city  of  Watertown,  and  served  two  terms  in  that  office  (1885- 
1893  inclusive),  and  from  1893  to  1897  was  connected  with  the  firm  of 
Peck  &  McConnell. 

In  1897  Judge  McConnell  was  elected  City  Judge,  and  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  six  years  he  has  served  continuously  in  that  office.  At  the  last 
election  he  received  the  nomination  from  all  parties,  Republican,  Democrat, 
Socialist,  and  Prohibitionist — a  wonderful  tribute  to  his  ability,  his  repu¬ 
tation  and  his  popularity,  while  in  his  personal  political  views,  he  is  of 
the  Democratic  party.  He  has  served  on  the  Board  of  Education  twice. 

Judge  McConnell  served  eleven  years  with  Company  C,  35th  Regiment, 
New  York  National  Guard.  Fraternally  he  is  affiliated  with  Watertown 
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Lodge,  No.  49,  F.  and  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Chapter,  No.  59,  R.  A.  M. ;  Wa¬ 
tertown  Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  11;  and  Media  Temple,  A.  A.  0.  N.  M. 
S.,  of  which  he  is  Past  Potentate.  He  is  also  a  member  of  Lodge  No.  496, 
B.  P.  0.  Elks,  of  which  he  is  Past  Exalted  Ruler.  He  is  a  communicant  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Judge  McConnell  married  June  25,  1891,  Sarah  Annette  Davis,  the 
daughter  of  Norman  and  Prudence  (Dyer)  Davis,  residents  of  Evans 
Falls.  Their  children  are:  1.  Florence  L.,  a  graduate  nurse.  2.  Josephine 
A.,  a  graduate  nurse,  married  Donald  G.  Wait,  and  they  have  three  chil¬ 
dren:  Donald  J.,  Barbara,  and  Mary  Jean.  3.  James  A.,  a  civil  engineer, 
served  on  the  Mexican  Border,  and  with  the  Marines  during  the  World 
War.  He  married  Edna  Fant,  and  they  have  three  children:  James,  Sarah, 
and  Joseph. 


Bernard  A.  Gray. — As  president  of  the  Northern  New  York  Trust  Com¬ 
pany,  Mr.  Gray  is  one  among  the  influential  figures  in  the  business  life  of 
Watertown.  He  was  born  at  Canton,  St.  Lawrence  County,  N.  Y.,  Dec.  20, 
1889,  the  son  of  Frank  E.  and  Nora  (Welch)  Gray. 

Frank  E.  Gray  has  been  a  resident  of  Watertown  since  1916  and  now 
lives  retired.  He  is  a  native  of  Russell,  St.  Lawrence  County.  His  wife, 
born  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  died  Jan.  26,  1922,  and  is  buried  in  Glenwood 
Cemetery,  Watertown.  Mr.  Gray  is  a  Republican,  and  a  member  of  Holy 
Family  Catholic  Church.  There  were  five  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Gray:  1.  Ffank  L.,  lives  at  Detroit,  Mich.  2.  Edith,  who  died  in  1908. 
3.  Bernard  A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Bernadine,  married  Sherman 
Stewart,  lives  at  Watertown.  5.  Jessie  A.,  lives  at  Watertown. 

Bernard  A.  Gray  obtained  his  early  schooling  at  Canton  and  Black 
River,  N.  Y.  After  his  graduation  from  high  school  in  1907  he  entered 
Union  College,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science 
in  1911.  He  then  entered  the  Albany  Law  School  and  later  he  came  to 
Watertown  and  read  law  in  the  offices  of  Pitcher  &  O’Brien  and  was  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  New  York  bar  in  December,  1913.  At  that  time  he  was  ap¬ 
pointed  clerk  of  the  Surrogate  Court,  and  served  in  that  capacity  until 
Jan.  1,  1917,  when  he  became  trust  officer  of  the  Northern  New  York 
Trust  Company.  Mr.  Gray  was  promoted  to  secretary  and  treasurer  in 
July,  1924,  and  became  vice  president  and  trust  officer  in  January,  1926. 
He  has  held  the  responsible  office  of  president  of  the  institution  since  Jan. 
16,  1931. 

On  Aug.  4,  1914,  Mr.  Gray  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Ruth 
Goldthwaite,  who  died  Sept.  26,  1930.  She  is  buried  in  Brookside  Cemetery, 
Watertown.  She  was  a  member  of  St.  Paul’s  Episcopal  Church,  and  the 
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daughter  of  William  W.  and  Emma  A.  (Peterson)  Goldthwaite,  who  were 
natives  of  New  York,  both  now  deceased.  They  are  buried  at  Great  Bend, 

N.  Y.  To  Bernard  A.  and  Ruth  (Goldthwaite)  Gray  was  born  a  daughter 
Jane,  born  April  1,  1917. 

Politically,  Mr.  Gray  is  a  Republican.  He  holds  membership  in  St.  Pat¬ 
rick’s  Catholic  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Kiwanis  Club,  past  president; 
Black  River  Valley  Club,  president  during  1928-29;  Jefferson  County  Golf 
Club ;  and  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  was  chairman  of  Group  No.  4,  New 

York  Bankers  Association  in  1928,  and  belongs  to  the  Jefferson  County 
Bar  Association. 


Charles  Austin  Phelps.— A  prominent  attorney  of  Watertown,  Mr. 
Phelps  is  also  widely  known  as  a  far-sighted  business  man,  being  iden¬ 
tified  with  the  publishing  business  in  this  city  as  president  of  the  Standard 
Publishing  Company.  He  holds  a  place  of  sincere  regard  in  the  general 
esteem,  his  legal  activities  having  been  centered  in  this  city  and  county 
from  the  beginning  of  his  career. 

Mr.  Phelps  was  born  at  Sackets  Harbor,  Jefferson  County,  Sept.  28, 
1879,  the  son  of  Austin  A.  and  Frances  (Gilmore)  Phelps.  Mr.  Austin 
A.  Phelps  was  president  of  the  First  National  Bank,  of  Dexter,  N.  Y. 
He  and  his  wife  are  both  deceased  and  are  buried  in  Sackets  Harbor.  The 
latter  died  Sept.  1,  1931. 

Charles  Austin  Phelps  attended  the  public  schools,  and  Union  Academy, 
and  was  graduated  from  the  Law  School  of  Cornell  University  in  1900 
with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  Upon  his  admission  to  the  bar  in 
1901,  Mr.  Phelps  established  himself  in  practice  in  Watertown  under  his 
own  name,  but  in  1906  formed  a  partnership  with  Edward  N.  Smith, 
who  is  now  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  he  continued  thus  until  Mr. 
Smith  was  elevated  to  the  bench  in  1923.  Mr.  Phelps,  engaged  in  general 
practice,  is  a  member  of  the  Jefferson  County  and  New  York  Bar  Asso¬ 
ciations.  As  mentioned  above,  he  is  also  president  of  the  Standard  Pub¬ 
lishing  Company,  of  Watertown,  and  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  First  National  Bank,  of  Dexter. 

In  1912  Mr.  Phelps  married  Miss  Helen  Macintosh,  of  Perth,  Ontario, 
Canada. 

A  Republican  in  his  political  views,  Mr.  Phelps  is  a  representative 
citizen  in  all  movements  for  the  good  of  the  community,  and  he  has 
served  on  the  aldermanic  board.  During  the  World  War  he  was  active 
in  the  drives  and  Liberty  Loan  and  Red  Cross  interests,  and  served  also 
as  a  member  of  the  local  Draft  Board.  Fraternally,  he  is  affiliated  with 
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Watertown  Lodge  No.  49,  F.  &  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Chapter,  No.  59,  R.  A. 
M. ;  Watertown  Commandery  No.  11,  K.  T.;  Media  Temple;  and  B.  P.  0. 
Elks  No.  496.  He  belongs  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Lincoln  League, 
Black  River  Valley  Club,  of  which  he  is  president,  and  Jefferson  County 
Golf  Club.  He  is  also  a  director  of  the  Northern  New  York  Trust  Com¬ 
pany  of  Watertown.  In  June  of  1931  he  became  one  of  the  trustees  of  the 
house  of  the  Good  Samaritan. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Phelps  are  prominent  members  of  Trinity  Episcopal 
Church,  Watertown. 


Roswell  Silas  George. — When  a  family  retains  its  sturdy  abilities, 
its  high  traditions  and  commercial  success,  throughout  succeeding  gen¬ 
erations,  then  indeed  it  is  a  valued  asset  to  the  State.  Remarkable  in 
this  particular  is  the  family  of  George  in  Watertown,  than  which  no  name 
is  known  more  prominently  and  favorably  in  the  city.  The  family  of  George 
were  pioneers  to  Jefferson  County,  settling  there  over  a  century  ago, 
people  of  English  ancestry  whose  progressiveness  and  energy  helped  to 
build  up  the  industrial  life  of  Northern  New  York.  Carrying  on  the  fam¬ 
ily  traditions  of  industry  and  integrity  is  Roswell  S.  George,  one  of  Wa¬ 
tertown’s  leading  merchants,  manufacturers  and  attorneys  for  more  than 
two  decades.  His  professional  activities,  devoted  chiefly  to  corporation  and 
estate  law,  have  been  very  successful,  and  in  this  respect  have  been 
equalled  by  his  commercial  activities.  These,  since  1915,  have  been  with 
the  firm  of  James  R.  Miller  Company,  manufacturers  and  retailers  of 
men’s  and  boys’  clothing,  one  of  the  largest  and  widely  known  houses  of 
its  kind  in  Northern  New  York.  Mr.  George  is  its  president  since  1923. 
Previous  to  that  date  he  was  its  secretary  and  has  contributed  no  small 
share  to  its  steady  growth  and  continued  prosperity.  His  energy  and  ex¬ 
ecutive  ability  have  been  valuable  assets  to  his  firm  and  have  made  him 
known  widely  in  the  clothing  business  throughout  the  Empire  State. 

Roswell  S.  George  was  born  in  Watertown,  New  York,  Oct.  31,  1878, 
the  older  son  of  Silas  Levi  Jr.,  and  Kate  (Grafton)  George,  whose  sketch 
appears  elsewhere  in  this  history.  He  received  his  early  education  in  the 
public  schools  of  his  native  town,  whence  he  entered  St.  Paul’s  School 
in  Concord,  N.  H.,  and  then  Cornell  University  where  he  graduated  in 
1901  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  That  same  year  he  was  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  New  York  State  bar.  He  went  to  New  York  City,  where, 
until  1909,  he  was  actively  associated  with  the  firm  of  Flower  &  Com¬ 
pany,  started  in  1878  by  his  great-uncles,  Governor  Roswell  P.  and  An¬ 
son  R.  Flower,  Wall  Street  financiers.  In  November,  1901,  he  married 
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Miss  Isabel  Phelps  Miller,  the  daughter  of  Colonel  James  R.  Miller  of 
Watertown,  and  in  1903,  when  the  James  R.  Miller  Company  was  incor¬ 
porated  the  young  Mr.  George,  the  son-in-law,  became  its  secretary  and 
legal  adviser. 

The  James  R.  Miller  Company,  manufacturers  and  retail  sellers  of 
men  s  and  boys’  clothing,  was  established  by  Colonel  Miller  in  1868.  When 
m  35  years  later  it  was  incorporated  (1903)  Colonel  Miller  became  its 
president,  George  B.  Phelps,  vice  president,  and  Sherman  H.  Davenport, 
treasurer,  and  Roswell  S.  George,  secretary  and  legal  adviser.  It  is  the 
same  firm  of  which  today  he  is  president.  Meanwhile,  Mr.  George  con¬ 
tinued  his  residence  in  New  York  City,  specializing  in  estate  and  corpora¬ 
tion  law  and  maintaining  his  connections  with  the  firm  of  Flower  &  Com¬ 
pany.  At  the  death  of  Colonel  Miller  in  1909,  George  B.  Phelps  was  ele¬ 
vated  to  the  position  of  president  and  Roswell  S.  George  was  appointed 
trustee  for  the  entire  Miller  estate  which  descended  in  trust  to  Mrs. 
George  and  their  children. 

In  1909  Mr.  George  became  connected  with  a  project  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  a  large  tract  on  the  west  coast  of  Mexico  in  the  State  of  Senora, 
and  as  eastern  representative  of  this  firm  spent  the  greater  part  of  each 
year  in  the  Southwest.  John  Hays  Hammond  was  the  controlling  finan¬ 
cier,  but  repeated  revolutions  in  Mexico  put  an  end  to  these  activities  and 
he  returned  to  New  York.  In  1915  the  Miller  estate  interests  demanded 
all  of  his  time,  so  he  came  to  Watertown  and  has  since  remained  there. 
At  that  time  he  was  vice  president  and  secretary  of  the  company.  Upon 
the  death  of  George  B.  Phelps  in  1923,  Roswell  S.  George  became  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  James  R.  Miller  Company,  and  its  active  head.  This  concern 
occupies  three  floors,  covering  some  30,000  square  feet,  and  employs  be¬ 
tween  40  and  50  people.  Its  products  are  known  and  distributed  through¬ 
out  the  entire  United  States. 

In  the  years  since  his  return  to  Watertown,  Mr.  George  has  continued 
the  practice  of  his  profession,  specializing  in  corporation  law  and  legal 
matters  connected  with  the  management  of  estates.  His  legal  abilities 
and  keen  financial  acumen  have  extended  his  interests  to  large  financial 
circles.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Watertown  National  Bank;  trustee  of  the 
Henry  Keep  Home,  and  vice  president  and  treasurer  of  that  institution 
for  many  years;  he  was  president  for  two  years  of  the  New  York  State 
Retail  Clothiers’  Association,  and  has  been  vice  president  of  the  National 
Retail  Clothiers  since  1925.  For  two  terms  he  was  city  councilman  of 
Watertown,  but  he  has  refused  all  public  offices  since  then.  During  the 
World  War  he  was  chairman  of  the  Government  Loan  Association  and 
War  Savings  Commission  for  city  and  county.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Ben¬ 
evolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks,  No.  496,  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
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merce,  of  Watertown ;  of  the  Jefferson  County  Automobile  Club,  the  Black 
River  Valley  Club,  the  Kiwanis  Club,  and  the  Cornell  Club  of  New  York. 
Inheriting  from  his  father,  a  famous  sportsman  and  fisherman,  love  of 
outdoor  sports  and  activities,  he  is  prominent  in  many  country  clubs. 
Among  those  in  which  he  holds  membership  are:  the  Jefferson  County 
Golf  Club,  the  Crescent  Yacht  Club,  Lakeside  Country  Club,  the  Thousand 
Island  Yacht  Club,  and  the  Thousand  Island  Country  Club.  He  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Cornell  Chapter  of  the  Chi  Psi  Fraternity,  and  of  the  Chi  Psi 
Club  of  New  York  City.  He  attends  the  Holy  Trinity  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  Watertown. 

Roswell  S.  George  married,  at  Watertown,  Nov.  26,  1901,  Isabel  Phelps 
Miller,  daughter  of  Colonel  James  R.  Miller.  Having  no  children  of  their 
own  they  reared  John  Miller,  a  child  of  Mrs.  George’s  brother. 


Charles  W.  Valentine,  president  of  the  Bagley  &  Sewall  Company,  of 
Watertown,  manufacturer,  inventor,  and  for  more  than  40  years  promi¬ 
nently  and  actively  identified  with  various  large  corporations  in  an  execu¬ 
tive  and  engineering  capacity,  was  born  at  Millville,  N.  J.,  April  5,  1872. 
He  is  the  son  of  L.  P.  and  Lelia  (Brandriff)  Valentine,  the  ancestry  on 
both  sides  being  of  early  American  families.  L.  P.  Valentine  was  for  a 
number  of  years  associated  with  the  Whitall  &  Tatum  Company,  of  Mill¬ 
ville,  N.  J. 

Charles  W.  Valentine  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Millville, 
supplemented  by  a  course  at  Purdue  University,  from  which  he  received 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  mechanical  engineering  in  1898.  His 
first  occupation  was  during  his  college  career,  being  identified  for  five 
years  with  the  Jeansville  Iron  Works,  of  Jeansville,  Pa.,  working  in  their 
machine  shop  and  drafting  rooms.  Later,  after  his  graduation  from  col¬ 
lege,  he  was  with  the  Foos  Gas  Engine  Company,  of  Springfield,  Ohio,  as 
engineer  of  tests,  for  a  period  of  six  months.  He  then  went  to  Chicago 
with  the  Borden  &  Sellick  Company,  and  sold  gas  engines  in  competition 
with  Fairbanks,  Morse  &  Company,  being  in  charge  of  the  gas  engine 
department,  where  he  remained  for  a  period  of  one  year.  He  then  came 
to  Watertown  in  1899,  with  the  New  York  Air  Brake  Company  as  mechan¬ 
ical  engineer,  and  remained  in  that  capacity  until  1904.  About  a  year 
and  one-half  of  that  time  was  spent  in  Russia  in  the  development  of  the 
Russian  plant.  In  1904  Mr.  Valentine  became  associated  with  the  Bagley 
&  Sewall  Company,  of  Watertown,  being  placed  in  charge  of  the  manufac¬ 
turing  end  of  the  business,  and  for  27  years  he  has  been  prominently  and 
actively  identified  with  its  great  growth  and  development,  being  promoted 
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from  time  to  time,  first  as  general  superintendent  for  a  number  of  years, 
after  which  he  took  charge  of  the  engineering  department  as  vice  presi¬ 
dent,  in  charge  of  engineering,  and  on  Sept.  21,  1927,  he  was  elected  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  company  shortly  after  the  death  of  Stewart  D.  Lansing,  its 
former  executive,  and  he  holds  that  position  at  the  present  time. 

Mr.  Valentine  has  been  successful  in  securing  a  dozen  or  more  patents 
pertaining  to  paper  making  machinery,  all  of  which  are  assigned  to  the 
Bagley  &  Sewall  Company,  and  are  in  universal  use  throughout  the  world. 
He  is  a  director  of  the  Watertown  National  Bank,  and  was  president  of  the 
Lake  Shore  Electric  Company,  an  organization  for  distributing  electricity 
to  the  town  of  Henderson,  N.  Y.,  and  adjacent  country,  until  it  was  merged 
with  the  Adams  Electric  Company,  and  he  is  now  vice  president  of  that 
concern. 

In  1903  Mr.  Valentine  married  Miss  Edith  Sewall,  the  daughter  of 
Edmund  P.  and  Catherine  (Smith)  Sewall,  natives  of  Watertown,  and 
Monroe,  Mich.,  respectively.  Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  in  Water- 
town.  He  was  prominently  identified  with  the  manufacturing  interests 
of  the  city  and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Bagley  &  Sewall  Company. 

Mr.  Valentine  is  past  president  of  the  House  of  the  Good  Samaritan 
Hospital,  Watertown,  and  belongs  to  the  Black  River  Valley  Club,  and  Jef¬ 
ferson  County  Golf  Club.  He  is  a  vestryman  of  Trinity  Church,  of  Water- 
town,  and  is  a  member  of  the  American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers, 
National  Association  of  Manufacturers,  Watertown  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce,  and  Sigma  Chi  fraternity. 

During  the  World  War  Mr.  Valentine  served  as  chairman  of  the  Jef¬ 
ferson  County  Committee  of  the  Red  Cross,  and  also  had  charge  of  the 
Manufacturers  Committee  in  connection  with  the  various  Liberty  Loan 
drives. 

Politically,  Mr.  Valentine  is  a  Republican.  He  lives  at  137  Mullin 
Street,  Watertown,  and  has  a  summer  home  at  Henderson  Harbor,  N.  Y. 
His  hobbies  are  fishing,  sailing,  golf  and  motoring. 


David  Foster  Phillips,  of  Watertown,  has  been  identified  with  the  paper 
industry  practically  his  entire  life,  and  is  secretary  of  the  Brownville 
Board  Company,  of  Brownville,  N.  Y.  He  was  born  at  Antwerp,  Jefferson 
County,  Oct.  12,  1866,  the  son  of  William  D.  and  Emmaretta  V.  (Foster) 
Phillips. 

William  D.  Phillips  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Jefferson  County.  He 
was  born  at  Lyme,  and  engaged  in  general  farming  until  his  death  in 
1921.  He  was  a  Civil  War  veteran,  having  served  as  a  sergeant  in  the 
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Tenth  New  York  Heavy  Artillery.  He  was  a  well  known  resident  of  this 
section  of  the  State.  His  wife,  born  at  Theresa,  died  in  1914. 

D.  Foster  Phillips  attended  the  public  schools  and  Ives  Seminary,  and 
took  a  special  course  in  business  training.  Most  of  his  business  career 
has  been  spent  in  the  paper  mills.  For  a  number  of  years  he  was  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Newton  Falls  Paper  Company,  and  left  that  concern  in  1911 
to  become  identified  with  the  Brownville  Board  Company.  In  1915  Mr. 
Phillips  was  elected  secretary  of  the  company  and  still  serves  in  that 
capacity.  This  concern,  with  which  J.  Munson  Gamble  is  prominently 
identified,  is  one  of  the  most  important  business  enterprises  in  Brownville. 

In  1890  Mr.  Phillips  married  Miss  Addie  M.  Bullis,  of  Plessis,  Jefferson 
County,  the  daughter  of  Rev.  Peter  and  Cynthia  (McCrea)  Bullis.  They 
have  two  children:  Crandall  F.,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  elsewhere  in 
this  history ;  and  Rhetta  A. 

Fraternally,  Mr.  Phillips  is  affiliated  with  Watertown  Lodge  No.  49, 
F.  &  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Chapter  No.  59,  R.  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Command- 
ery  K.  T.  No.  11;  and  Media  Temple.  He  is  a  Republican  and  a  member 
and  trustee  of  Asbury  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Watertown. 


Silas  Levi  George,  Jr. — Among  those  men  who  made  their  mark  in  the 
social  and  industrial  life  of  Watertown,  none  is  more  prominently,  nor 
indeed  more  pleasantly  remembered  than  Silas  Levi  George,  Jr.,  financier, 
art  connoisseur,  sportsman.  Although  a  man  of  large  affairs  and  a  highly 
successful  jeweler  (in  point  of  view  of  actual  mercantile  connections  he 
was  Watertown’s  oldest  merchant),  yet  it  is  not  for  his  commercial  ac¬ 
tivities  alone  that  Mr.  George  is  remembered  and  beloved.  He  was  a 
friendly  man  and  an  interesting  one  who  enjoyed  life  thoroughly  especially 
the  companionship  of  his  fellow-man.  He  entered  with  interest  into  the 
affairs  of  his  home  town  for  over  50  years  and  throughout  all  that  time 
he  was  a  valuable  citizen.  Mr.  George  began  his  career  early.  He  was 
only  14  years  old  when  he  came  from  Theresa  to  enter  a  dry  goods  store 
in  Wateitown.  It  was  not  long  after  this  that  he  became  connected  with 
the  jewelry  store  of  his  uncles,  Anson  R.  and  Roswell  P.  Flower,  the  latter 
becoming  Governor  of  New  York  State.  He  ultimately  became  owner  and 
proprietor  of  this  store,  building  up  a  considerable  fortune  and  extending 
his  enterprises  into  broader  fields  of  finance.  He  became  an  authority  on 
diamonds  and  rubies  and  his  store  became  one  of  the  treasure  centers  of 
the  State,  with  an  art  collection  not  only  of  jewels  but  of  valuable  paint¬ 
ings,  and  original  statuary,  as  well  as  articles  of  gold  and  silver  and  the 
finest  of  bric-a-brac. 
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Silas  L.  George,  Jr.,  came  of  the  finest  of  the  pioneer  stock  of  Jeffer¬ 
son  County.  He  was  born  in  the  village  of  Theresa,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  8,  1852, 
the  son  of  Silas  Levi  and  Caroline  (Flower)  George.  Both  father  and 
mother  were  of  English  ancestry.  The  father,  Silas  L.  George,  Sr.,  was 
born  in  the  town  of  Lorraine.  The  original  George  family  came  to  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  over  100  years  ago  and,  like  so  many  early  settlers,  sought 
out  the  hill  country  in  order  to  escape  the  ague  and  fever  of  the  lowlands. 
This  fact  accounts  for  the  early  settlement  of  Lorraine.  It  explains  why 
so  many  pioneers  passed  over  the  rich  flat  meadow  country  nearer  the 
lake  where  the  soil  was  black  and  fertile  and  sought  the  rocky  farms 
higher  up.  Unable  to  make  a  living  on  the  barren,  rocky  soil,  many  of 
them  left  the  hill  farm  country  of  Lorraine  and  the  George  family  was 
one  of  these.  They  migrated  down  to  Theresa  where  Silas  L.  George,  Sr., 
met  and  married  Caroline  Flower,  daughter  of  Nathan  Monroe  Flower. 
The  Flowers  were  another  Theresa  family  of  exceptionally  fine  qualities. 
Caroline  (Flower)  George  traces  her  ancestry  back  to  Normandy  at  the 
time  of  William  the  Conquerer.  She  was  a  sister  of  Colonel  George  W. 
Flower,  the  first  mayor  of  the  city  of  Watertown,  of  the  late  Governor 
Roswell  P.  Flower,  and  Anson  R.  Flower,  heads  of  the  old  Wall  Street 
firm  of  Flower  and  Company,  made  immortal  as  well  as  wealthy  by  their 
coup  on  the  stock  exchange  with  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  System, 
which  gave  them  control  of  the  road  and  saved  it.  Silas  L.  George,  Jr.,  of 
Watertown  was  on  the  most  friendly  terms  with  all  three  of  these  uncles. 
It  was  from  R.  P.  and  A.  R.  Flower  that  he  bought  the  jewelry  store  with 
which  he  was  connected  from  1868,  when  at  the  age  of  16  he  entered  it 
as  an  apprentice,  until  his  death  in  1926  in  his  74th  year.  Mr.  George 
was  the  youngest  of  three  sons  born  to  his  mother  and  father.  John  S., 
the  eldest,  was  a  wealthy  real  estate  and  mine  owner  of  Milwaukee,  Wis. 
Nathan  M.,  was  a  prosperous  citizen  of  Danbury,  Conn.,  and  died  there 
a  few  years  ago,  the  father  of  Mrs.  Harold  W.  Conde,  and  Mrs.  Edward 
S.  Lansing,  of  Watertown. 

Silas  L.  George,  Sr.,  was  a  merchant  of  Theresa.  His  youngest  son, 
Silas  L.,  Jr.,  attended  the  common  schools  of  Theresa  in  winter  and 
worked  in  his  father’s  store  in  summer  until  at  the  age  of  14  he  left 
school  and  came  to  Watertown  as  clerk  in  the  dry  goods  store  of  Hoffman 
&  Weinberg.  He  remained  there  for  only  a  little  more  than  a  year  when, 
in  1868,  he  became  an  apprentice  in  the  jewelry  establishment  of  his 
uncles,  the  late  Roswell  P.  and  Anson  R.  Flower.  The  original  jewelry 
business  of  which  this  store  was  an  outgrowth  had  been  established  about 
a  century  ago,  in  the  early  half  of  the  nineteenth  century,  by  William 
Harrison  Sigourney,  who  had,  in  turn,  learned  the  business  through  his 
apprenticeship  to  the  late  Calvin  Guiteau,  a  talented  and  artistic  French- 
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man.  After  he  had  been  ten  years  in  the  employ  of  his  uncles,  young 
Silas  L.  George  bought  the  business  and  became  proprietor  of  the  store, 
an  office  which  he  held  with  ever  increasing  distinction  until  the  time 
of  his  death. 

During  his  life  time  Mr.  George  gathered  together  one  of  the  finest 
collections  of  cut  and  uncut  diamonds  and  rubies  outside  of  New  York 
City.  He  became  a  connoisseur  of  precious  stones  and  objects  of  art.  In 
the  basement  of  his  store  he  had  fitted  up  an  art  gallery  and  hung  there 
valuable  paintings,  original  and  copies  of  famous  masterpieces  as  well 
as  a  number  of  excellent  pieces  of  statuary  in  bronze,  marble  and  alabas¬ 
ter.  His  stock  was  valued  at  more  than  $100,000.  He  was  regarded  as 
an  authority  on  diamonds,  rubies,  emeralds,  and  precious  stones  in  gen¬ 
eral,  and  was  often  consulted  in  regard  to  them  by  experts  from  all  over 
the  State.  His  store  was  a  jewelry  center  for  his  own  particular  section 
of  the  State  and  he  issued  an  annual  catalogue  and  did  an  extensive  mail 
order  business  in  jewels,  gold  and  silver,  and  fine  bric-a-brac.  But  Mr. 
George’s  interests  were  not  limited  to  the  jewelry  business.  For  more 
than  40  years  he  was  secretary  of  the  Henry  Keep  Home,  an  office  he  as¬ 
sumed  at  the  request  of  Mrs.  Keep  when  she  built  the  memorial  to  her 
husband.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  Henry  Keep  Fund,  of  which  Mr. 
George  was  secretary,  controlled  also  the  Paddock  Arcade,  a  revenue  pro¬ 
ducer  for  the  Home,  the  management  of  the  Flower  Building,  in  Arsenal 
Street  and  until  1916,  the  custody  of  the  old  American  Building  leased 
that  year  to  F.  W.  Woolworth  for  99  years.  In  these  negotiations  Silas 
L.  George  played  a  large  part.  In  1889  he  became  a  stockholder  in  the  old 
Watertown  Gas  Company;  in  1896  he  became  its  secretary  and  when  it 
became  later  the  Watertown  Gas  Light  Company  and  was  merged  with 
the  Northern  New  York  Utilities,  Inc.,  Mr.  George  continued  as  a  member 
of  the  board  of  directors.  He  was  also  vice  president  and  a  member  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  Watertown  Savings  Bank;  he  was  a  charter 
member  of  the  Watertown  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  for  many  years 
one  of  its  directors.  Deeply  interested  in  out-door  sports,  he  was  inter¬ 
nationally  known  as  the  donor  of  the  Silas  L.  George  cup,  a  valuable  silver 
trophy  competed  for  each  year  by  the  small  Class  R  sailing  yachts  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada.  This  has  long  been  a  championship  trophy  and 
the  race  for  it  is  now  a  classic.  Fishing  was  one  of  his  favorite  sports. 
Above  all  he  loved  trout  fishing,  and  there  were  few  mountain  streams  in 
New  York  State  which  he  had  not  whipped  for  this  gamey  fish.  Lake 
trout,  muscalonge  and  black  bass  were  also  among  his  favorites  and  up 
until  the  very  summer  before  his  death  he  spent  much  time  in  Sackett’s 
Harbor,  where  he  kept  a  motor  boat  during  the  black  bass  season. 
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Fraternally,  Mr.  George  was  a  member  of  Watertown  Lodge  No.  49, 
F.  &  A.  M.;  of  Watertown  Chapter,  No.  59,  R.  A.  M.;  of  Watertown  Com- 
mandery  No.  11,  K.  T.,  and  Media  Temple,  A.  A.  0.  N.  M.  S.  In  addition 
he  was  affiliated  with  the  old  Corona  Lodge,  No.  705,  I.  0.  0.  Fellows.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Rotary  Club  since  its  organization  and  attended  its 
meetings  regularly.  With  his  family  he  attended  Trinity  Episcopal 
Church. 

Silas  L.  George,  Jr.,  married,  in  Watertown,  Kate  Grafton,  daughter 
of  the  late  Dr.  John  Gilbert  Grafton,  a  native  of  London,  a  graduate  of 
Oxford  and  one  of  the  most  distinguished  surgeons  of  New  York  state. 
For  many  years  Watertown  was  the  seat  of  his  practice.  Two  sons  were 
born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George :  Roswell  S.  and  John  Gilbert. 


A.  Raymond  Cornwall  is  one  of  the  prominent  members  of  the  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  bar,  engaged  in  practice  at  Watertown,  with  offices  in  the 
Woolworth  Building.  He  was  born  at  Alexandria  Bay,  N.  Y.,  April  30, 
1883,  the  son  of  Andrew  Calhoun  and  Julia  (Fuller)  Cornwall. 

The  Cornwall  family  came  to  the  United  States  from  England  and 
settled  on  the  present  site  of  Portland,  Conn.,  in  the  17th  century,  Wil¬ 
liam  Cornwall  being  the  first  member  of  the  family  to  come  to  the 
United  States. 

Andrew  Calhoun  Cornwall  was  born  at  Poultneyville,  Wayne  County, 
N.  Y.,  Jan.  2,  1844.  He  became  a  prominent  merchant  of  Alexandria  Bay, 
where  he  carried  on  a  business  which  was  established  by  his  father,  and 
he  was  also  a  director  of  the  National  Bank  &  Loan  Company,  of  Water- 
town,  and  a  trustee  of  the  Watertown  Savings  Bank.  He  was  affiliated 
with  Alexandria  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  297 ;  Theresa  Chapter,  R.  A.  M. 
No.  149;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  11;  and  Media  Temple.  Mr. 
Cornwall  was  married  on  July  1,  1869,  to  Julia  Fuller,  and  their  children 
were:  Bertha,  married  S.  H.  Countryman;  Bessie,  married  H.  Fred  Ingel- 
hart;  Fuller  F.;  A.  Raymond,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Mary. 

Andrew  Calhoun  Cornwall  was  the  son  of  Hon.  Andrew  and  Mary  C. 
(Calhoun)  Cornwall.  He  was  born  at  Poultneyville,  N.  Y.,  March  25, 
1814,  and  died  Sept.  1,  1900.  About  1846  he  settled  at  Alexandria  Bay, 
N.  Y.,  where  he  became  associated  in  business  with  Lyman  Walton.  The 
latter  died  in  1853  and  at  that  time  Mr.  Cornwall  continued  the  business 
with  John  F.  Walton  until  April  1,  1877.  Mr.  Cornwall  was  a  Democrat 
and  held  the  office  of  postmaster  of  Alexandria  Bay  from  1857  until  1861. 
He  also  was  supervisor  from  1852  until  1856,  and  served  on  the  War 
Committee  during  1861-65.  It  was  in  1867  that  he  was  elected  as  a  mem- 
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ber  of  the  New  York  State  Legislature.  He  was  married  in  January,  1843, 
to  Mary  C.  Calhoun,  who  died  Aug.  13,  1890. 

A.  Raymond  Cornwall  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Alexandria  Bay,  N.  Y.,  and  is  a  graduate  of  Cascadilla  Preparatory 
School.  He  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  from  Cornell  University  in 
1905,  and  immediately  engaged  in  private  practice  in  Watertown.  At 
the  present  time  he  is  general  counsel  for  the  Eastern  Greyhound  Lines. 

Mr.  Cornwall  was  married  on  June  6,  1910,  to  Miss  Florence  C.  Clark, 
of  Watertown,  and  they  have  a  daughter,  Betty. 

Politically  Mr.  Cornwall  has  always  been  a  Democrat.  He  held  the 
office  of  postmaster  of  Watertown  for  a  period  of  nine  years,  and  served 
as  Democratic  chairman  of  the  Watertown  City  Committee  and  chairman 
of  the  Jefferson  County  Democratic  Committee  for  one  term.  He  holds 
membership  in  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  and  belongs  to  Watertown  Lodge 
F.  &  A.  M.  No.  49;  Central  City  Consistory,  32nd  degree;  Media  Temple, 
Past  Potentate;  and  B.  P.  0.  Elks  No.  496.  He  holds  membership  also 
in  the  following  clubs:  Black  River  Valley,  Jefferson  County  Golf,  Thou¬ 
sand  Island  Country.  Thousand  Island  Yacht,  Crescent  Yacht,  and  Kiwanis. 


Crandall  F.  Phillips. — Numbered  among  the  most  capable  of  the 
younger  attorneys  of  Jefferson  County  is  Crandall  F.  Phillips,  who  is 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  Watertown,  where  he  is  also 
serving  as  acting  city  judge.  He  was  born  at  Alexandria  Bay,  N.  Y., 
Oct.  19,  1896,  the  son  of  D.  Foster  Phillips,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears 
elsewhere  in  this  history. 

Crandall  F.  Phillips  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Newton  Falls,  Carthage  and  Watertown,  being  graduated  from  Water- 
town  High  School  in  1916.  He  spent  two  years  at  Syracuse  University 
before  entering  the  officers’  training  school  at  Plattsburg,  N.  Y.  He  was 
discharged  on  account  of  physical  disability,  but  later  reenlisted  at  Camp 
Wheeler,  Georgia.  He  was  again  unsuccessful  in  his  attempt  at  enlist¬ 
ment,  and  resumed  his  studies  at  Syracuse  University,  from  which  he 
received  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  in  1922.  After  being  admitted  to  the  New 
York  State  bar  Mr.  Phillips  engaged  in  practice  in  the  law  offices  of  the 
late  Judge  Purcell  in  Watertown,  and  in  November,  1924,  established  a 
private  practice  with  offices  in  the  Woolworth  Building.  He  was  appointed 
assistant  corporation  council  for  the  city  June  16,  1928,  and  on  Jan.  14, 
1929,  became  acting  city  judge. 

On  Dec.  24,  1924,  Mr.  Phillips  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Irene 
E.  Mooney,  the  daughter  of  William  H.  and  Emeline  (Parker)  Mooney, 
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both  now  deceased.  Mr.  Mooney  was  a  well  known  paper  manufacturer 
of  Felts  Mills,  N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Phillips  have  been  born  two  sons, 
Robert  F.  and  David  W. 

Mr.  Phillips  is  affiliated  with  Watertown  Lodge  No.  49,  F.  &  A.  M. ; 
Watertown  Chapter  No.  59,  R.  A.  M.,  High  Priest;  Wasoc  Club,  past  presi¬ 
dent;  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  and  Phi  Delta  Phi  fraternities;  Justinian  honorary 
law  society;  Jefferson  County  Bar  Association;  Blackstone  Society,  past 
chancellor;  American  Legion;  and  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce,  past 
president.  He  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  a  member  of  the  Republican 
County  Committee. 

Mr.  Phillips  and  his  family  hold  membership  in  the  Asbury  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  and  he  is  a  member  of  the  official  board. 


W.  Glenn  Larmonth. — One  of  the  leading  young  lawyers  of  Watertown 
is  W.  Glenn  Larmonth,  a  veteran  of  the  World  War,  who  is  also  serving 
as  United  States  Commissioner.  He  was  born  at  Mansville,  Jefferson 
County,  Oct.  23,  1896,  the  son  of  James  G.  and  Agnes  I.  (Adams) 
Larmonth. 

James  G.  Larmonth  and  his  wife  were  born  in  Oswego  County,  N.  Y. 
He  was  born  at  Boylston,  and  his  wife  was  born  at  New  Haven.  He  was 
a  carpenter  and  became  successful  as  a  building  contractor.  Mr.  Lar¬ 
month  was  a  Republican  and  served  as  trustee  of  the  village  of  Mansville. 
He  held  membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  belonged  to 
Sandy  Creek  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  and  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows.  He  died  in  1924  and  is  buried  at  Mansville.  His  widow  lives 
in  Watertown.  Their  only  child  was  W.  Glenn,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

James  G.  Larmonth  was  the  son  of  Hugh  and  Abigail  (Wells)  Lar¬ 
month.  They  were  born  at  Argyle,  N.  Y.,  and  were  among  the  first  settlers 
of  Oswego  County.  Agnes  I.  (Adams)  Larmonth  was  the  daughter  of 
William  J.  and  Julia  (Lansing)  Adams,  natives  of  Oswego  County.  He  is 
deceased  and  his  widow  lives  at  New  Haven,  N.  Y. 

The  early  education  of  W.  Glenn  Larmonth  was  received  in  the  public 
schools  of  Mansville  and  Sandy  Creek.  After  his  graduation  from  high 
school  in  1913  he  came  to  Watertown  and  read  law  in  the  offices  of  LaRue 
&  Slate.  He  spent  one  year  at  Union  University,  after  which  he  enlisted 
for  service  in  the  World  War.  He  was  sent  to  Camp  Jackson,  South 
Carolina,  as  a  member  of  the  13th  Provincial  Regiment,  U.  S.  Field 
Artillery,  and  at  the  close  of  the  war  was  discharged  with  the  rank  of 
corporal  in  January,  1919.  Mr.  Larmonth  then  reentered  Union  Univer¬ 
sity  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  in  1921.  After  his 
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admission  to  the  bar,  Oct.  6,  1921,  he  entered  the  offices  of  LaRue  &  Slate. 
At  the  election  of  Mr.  LaRue  as  county  judge  in  1922,  the  firm  was  reor¬ 
ganized  as  Slate  &  Larmonth.  Since  1924  Mr.  Larmonth  has  engaged  in 
private  practice.  He  was  appointed  United  States  Commissioner  June  2, 
1925,  and  reappointed  June  2,  1929.  He  is  also  corporation  attorney  for 
the  village  of  Mansville. 

Politically,  Mr.  Larmonth  is  a  Republican.  He  is  an  active  member 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  general  superintendent  of  Sunday 
schools  of  the  Asbury  Methodist  Church.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Legion,  Wasoc  Club,  Jefferson  County  Bar  Association,  Justinian 
Honorary  Law  Society,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  Sons  of  the  American  Revo¬ 
lution. 


Louis  W.  Moore. — Highly  esteemed  among  the  successful  and  widely 
known  business  men  of  Watertown  was  the  late  Louis  W.  Moore.  He  was 
born  in  Watertown,  Aug.  27,  1873,  the  son  of  William  and  Etta  (Gennett) 
Moore. 

William  Harvey  Moore  was  a  prosperous  merchant  of  Schenectady  and 
Watertown  where  he  was  connected  with  the  5  and  10  cent  stores  until 
1912  when  it  was  merged  with  the  F.  W.  Woolworth  Company.  Mr.  Moore 
died  in  1916  and  his  wife  died  in  1899.  Both  are  buried  at  Watertown. 
Hiram  Moore,  the  paternal  grandfather  of  Louis  W.  Moore,  engaged  in 
the  railroad  business  and  ran  the  first  train  north  of  Saratoga  over  what 
is  now  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Railroad. 

Louis  W.  Moore  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Watertown,  and 
throughout  his  business  career  was  identified  with  the  store  which  was 
founded  by  his  father  until  it  was  merged  with  the  F.  W.  Woolworth  Com¬ 
pany  in  1912.  He  was  a  heavy  stockholder  in  the  latter  company  and 
maintained  his  office  in  the  Woolworth  Building.  Mr.  Moore  died  April 
6,  1931. 

On  April  10,  1915,  Mr.  Moore  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Rae 
Willard,  the  daughter  of  Dr.  E.  S.  and  Clara  (Rasay)  Willard.  A  com¬ 
plete  sketch  of  Dr.  Willard  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history.  To  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Moore  two  sons  were  born:  William  Edward  and  Frederick 
Willard,  both  students. 

Mr.  Moore  was  an  active  member  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church  and  for 
many  years  was  treasurer  of  the  Sunday  School,  and  served  on  the  Board 
of  Managers.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Rotary  Club,  and  attended  many 
International  Rotary  Conventions.  He  was  a  member  and  had  served  as 
treasurer  of  the  Crescent  Yacht  Club;  a  member  of  the  Black  River  Valley 
Club ;  Past  Sachem  of  Ongpatonga  Tribe,  No.  340,  Improved  Order  of  Red- 
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men,  and  for  15  years  was  collector  of  Wampum  for  the  tribe.  He  was 
a  former  director  of  the  Hyde  Metal  Boat  Company.  He  served  on  the 
board  of  Managers  of  the  House  of  Good  Samaritan  and  was  president  of 
the  Watertown  Specialty  Company. 

Mr.  Moore’s  summer  home  was  at  Point  Salubrious. 


Clarence  F.  Giles. — Among  the  most  able  and  successful  of  the  younger 
attorneys  of  Jefferson  County  may  be  mentioned  Clarence  F.  Giles,  who 
is  associated  in  practice  with  the  firm  of  Giles  &  Fuller  in  Watertown, 
with  offices  in  the  Flower  Building.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  April  2, 
1897,  the  son  of  Bert  H.  and  Alice  (Holcomb)  Giles. 

Bert  H.  Giles  is  a  substantial  and  well  known  citizen  of  Watertown, 
where  he  is  connected  with  the  Watertown  Engine  &  Machine  Company. 
He  was  born  at  Homer,  N.  Y.,  and  his  wife  is  a  native  of  Watertown.  Mr. 
Giles  is  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  He  also 
belongs  to  the  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men.  Two  children  were  born  to 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Giles:  Clarence  F.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Helen, 
married  Joseph  Pepper,  lives  at  Brownville. 

Clarence  F.  Giles  attended  the  public  schools  of  Watertown  and  Jersey 
City,  and  in  1917  was  graduated  from  Massillon  High  School,  Massillon, 
Ohio.  In  October,  1917,  he  returned  to  Watertown  and  entered  the  offices 
of  the  Northern  New  York  Trust  Company  as  an  assistant  to  the  trust 
officer.  He  resigned  in  September,  1921,  and  at  that  time  entered  the 
Albany  Law  School,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  in 
June,  1924.  He  was  admitted  to  the  New  York  bar  on  Jan.  15,  1925,  and 
immediately  became  associated  in  practice  in  this  city  with  John  H. 
O’Brien.  Since  Jan.  13,  1930,  Mr.  Giles  has  been  practicing  with  Roy  A. 
Fuller,  under  the  firm  name  of  Giles  &  Fuller. 

On  May  5,  1926,  Mr.  Giles  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Florence 
Walti,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Lucy  (Betsinger)  Walti,  natives  of 
Switzerland  and  New  York,  respectively.  They  live  in  Watertown.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Giles  have  two  sons,  Clarence  F.,  Jr.,  and  Bernard  Gilbert. 

In  politics  Mr.  Giles  is  identified  with  the  Republican  party,  and  he  is 
chairman  of  the  Republican  City  Committee  and  Republican  County  Com¬ 
mitteeman  from  the  Second  District  of  the  11th  Ward.  He  is  an  active 
member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  Watertown  Lodge, 
No.  49,  F.  &  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Chapter  No.  59,  R.  A.  M. ;  Jefferson  County 
Bar  Association;  Blackstone  Society,  and  Lincoln  League.  He  is  vice 
president  of  the  North  Side  Improvement  League,  of  Watertown.

HISTORY  OF  THE  NORTH  COUNTRY 


Charles  Augustus  Dunham. — One  of  the  best  liked  business  men  of 
Watertown  is  Charles  A.  Dunham,  who  is  cashier  of  the  Jefferson  County 
National  Bank  and  for  many  years  has  been  identified  with  that  institu¬ 
tion.  He  was  born  Sept.  28,  1879,  at  Cape  Vincent,  Jefferson  County, 
N.  Y.,  the  son  of  William  H.  and  Adaline  (Crammon)  Dunham. 

William  H.  Dunham  was  born  in  Jefferson  County,  the  son  of  Capt. 
Noah  and  Susan  (Horton)  Dunham,  natives  of  Chaumont,  N.  Y.  The 
father  was  a  captain  on  the  Great  Lakes  during  his  life  time.  He  is  buried 
at  Cape  Vincent.  William  H.  Dunham  was  a  stationary  engineer  in  early 
life  and  later  was  a  marine  engineer  on  the  Great  Lakes.  He  is  now  living 
retired  at  Cape  Vincent,  N.  Y.  He  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Church,  and  served  as  deputy  sheriff  of  Jefferson  County.  His  wife, 
who  was  born  at  Wolf  Island,  Ontario,  Canada,  died  in  1916.  Six  children 
were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dunham:  Barbara,  wife  of  Clarence  Radley, 
resides  in  Jefferson  County;  Gertrude,  married  Charles  Miller,  Cape  Vin¬ 
cent,  N.  Y. ;  Addie,  wife  of  C.  G.  Solar,  Watertown,  N.  Y. ;  Charles  Au¬ 
gustus,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  William,  who  died  in  1921;  and  Anna, 
wife  of  Bruce  Colchet,  Kingston,  Ont. 

Charles  Augustus  Dunham  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Cape  Vincent,  and  with  the  exception  of  four  years,  which  he  spent  as 
a  clerk  in  a  grocery  store,  he  has  been  identified  with  the  Jefferson  County 
National  Bank  for  the  whole  period  of  his  business  career,  winning  promo¬ 
tion  from  messenger  through  various  positions  until,  on  Oct.  7,  1925,  he 
was  made  cashier,  succeeding  D.  D.  Schuyler.  In  addition  to  filling  the 
post  of  cashier,  Mr.  Dunham  is  secretary  of  its  Board  of  Directors  and 
assistant  trust  officer.  In  1928  he  was  elected  a  director  of  the  First  Na¬ 
tional  Bank  of  Dexter,  N.  Y. 

During  the  World  War  Mr.  Dunham  was  in  full  charge  of  the  Liberty 
Loan  work  connected  with  the  bank  and  was  instrumental  in  selling  over 
$7,000,000  worth  of  bonds.  He  was  at  one  time  a  member  of  the  39th 
Separate  Company,  of  Watertown,  and  holds  membership  in  the  Black 
River  Valley  Club  and  has  served  as  assistant  treasurer.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association,  and  for  eleven  years  was 
captain  of  their  bowling  team.  For  many  years  Mr.  Dunham  played  pro¬ 
fessional  baseball  and  was  and  is  well  known  in  baseball  circles.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Watertown  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Jefferson  County 
Golf  Club  and  the  Watertown  Golf  Club.  He  is  a  Republican  in  politics 
and  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Watertown. 

Mr.  Dunham  married,  Aug.  24,  1904,  Miss  Elizabeth  F.  Schuyler,  of 
Three  Mile  Bay,  Jefferson  County,  the  daughter  of  John  L.  and  Adelia 
(Main)  Schuyler.  They  are  the  parents  of  four  children:  1.  Katherine  S., 
a  graduate  of  Watertown  High  School,  married  Albert  Brundage  Scholl, 
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principal  of  the  Arsenal  and  State  Street  School.  He  is  a  veteran  of  the 
World  War  and  served  in  France.  They  have  two  children,  Peter  Dunham 
and  Albert  Brundage,  Jr.  2.  Marguerite  A.,  a  graduate  of  Watertown 
High  School,  married  Ronald  Goutermont,  of  Norwood,  N.  Y.,  and  they 
have  a  son,  Ronald,  Jr.  3.  Dorothy  A.,  a  graduate  of  Watertown  High 
School,  a  stenographer  in  the  offices  of  the  Jefferson  Securities  Corpora¬ 
tion.  4.  Charles  W.,  born  Sept.  9,  1918,  a  student. 


Raymond  Coon  Burdick. — As  an  educator  who  has  met  with  practical 
success,  and  an  executive  in  his  profession,  as  well  as  a  writer  of  technical 
educational  articles,  Raymond  Coon  Burdick  is  recognized  as  an  able  man 
for  the  important  office  he  holds  in  Watertown  as  superintendent  of 
schools.  He  was  born  in  Little  Genesee,  Allegany  County,  N.  Y.,  April  5, 
1891,  the  son  of  Oscar  M.  and  Eva  M.  (Coon)  Burdick.  His  father  is 
also  a  leader  in  educational  circles,  now  being  superintendent  of  schools 
in  the  Third  Supervisory  District  of  Allegany  County. 

Raymond  C.  Burdick  attended  the  public  schools  and  graduated  from 
Alfred  University  in  1914  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  He  also 
pursued  a  special  course  of  studies  at  Columbia  University,  and  in  1925 
received  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  from  that  institution  and  the  same 
year  received  City  Superintendent’s  diploma.  It  was  in  1914  that  he 
began  his  professional  career  as  a  teacher  in  the  public  schools  of  Allen¬ 
town,  N.  Y.  He  became  principal  in  1914,  and  later  was  appointed  in¬ 
structor  in  mathematics  at  West  High  School,  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  in  which 
capacity  he  served  for  three  years.  He  was  then  supervising  principal  of 
the  Ellicottville  High  School  for  two  years.  His  executive  ability  promptly 
received  recognition  and  from  1919  until  1925  he  was  superintendent  of 
schools  at  Ticonderoga,  N.  Y.  In  1925  he  was  elected  to  his  present 
position  in  Watertown,  succeeding  Frank  S.  Tisdale  as  superintendent  of 
schools.  By  training  and  experience  he  has  equipped  himself  for  a  posi¬ 
tion  of  leadership,  and  he  is  among  the  progressive  group  of  public 
educators. 

Mr.  Burdick  is  a  member  of  the  National  Education  Association  and 
the  Department  of  Superintendents,  thus  keeping  in  close  touch  with 
advancement  along  all  pedagogic  lines.  His  own  contributions  to  educa¬ 
tional  literature  have  been  widely  read  in  several  educational  magazines. 
He  is  well  versed  in  historical  records  and  is  a  student  of  sociological 

themes. 

Mr.  Burdick  is  also  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Teachers  Asso¬ 
ciation,  in  which  organization  he  has  served  on  the  editorial  staff  of  the 
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“New  York  Educational  Journal,1 ”  and  on  various  committees  in  that 
body.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Council  of  Superintendents  of  the  State 
of  New  York. 

During  the  World  War  Mr.  Burdick  gave  generously  of  his  time  and 
influence  to  Liberty  Loan  drives,  the  National  Home  Guard,  and  acted  in 
the  capacity  of  “four  minute”  speaker.

Commandery  No.  11,  K.  T. ;  and  also  belongs  to  Phi  Delta  Kappa  honorary 
educational  fraternity  and  Phi  Beta  Gamma  fraternity.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Rotary  Club,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Community  Chest 
Committee  and  the  Jefferson  County  Fish  and  Game  Club,  the  Watertown 
Golf  Club,  the  Wasoc  Club  and  the  North  Side  Improvement  League.  He 
is  an  active  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 


Edson  E.  Robinson. — Perhaps  one  of  the  best  known  business  men  of 
Watertown  is  Edson  E.  Robinson,  who  is  president  of  Edson  E.  Robinson, 
Inc.,  stationers,  located  at  111  Washington  Street.  He  was  born  at  Canan¬ 
daigua,  N.  Y.,  July  13,  1878,  the  son  of  Edson  C.  and  Kate  Jane  (Shaw) 
Robinson. 

Edson  C.  Robinson  was  born  at  Canandaigua  and  his  wife  was  a  native 
of  Keene,  N.  H.  He  was  the  son  of  John  Spear  and  Jane  (Utter)  Robin¬ 
son,  who  were  natives  of  Ontario  County,  N.  Y.  John  Spear  Robinson  was 
widely  known  as  the  manufacturer  of  the  John  Robinson  Chilled  Plows, 
being  the  inventer  of  the  chilling  and  carbonizing  process  which  prevents 
breakage  in  the  plow.  He  was  the  owner  of  this  patent  and  engaged  in 
manufacturing  for  many  years.  With  his  son,  Edson  C.  Robinson,  he  went 
to  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  where  they  became  identified  with  the  Syracuse  Chilled 
Plow  Company.  They  returned  to  Canandaigua  in  1875,  where  they 
organized  the  firm  of  John  S.  Robinson  &  Son.  Edson  C.  Robinson  con¬ 
tinued  in  business  with  his  father  until  the  latter’s  death,  at  which  time 
he  organized  the  Robinson  Chilled  Plow  Company,  and  served  as  secretary 
and  general  manager  of  the  new  company.  He  died  in  1900  and  his  wife 
died  in  1892.  Both  are  buried  at  Canandaigua.  Mr.  Robinson  was  a  Re¬ 
publican,  a  member  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  and  belonged  to  the 
Maccabees.  To  Edson  C.  and  Kate  Jane  (Shaw)  Robinson  were  born  five 
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children:  Edson  E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Ella  Shaw,  lives  at  Water- 
town  ;  John  Maurice,  lives  at  Rochester,  N.  Y. ;  Ray  M.  and  Leon  W.,  live 
at  Watertown. 

Edson  E.  Robinson  was  educated  in  the  public  and  high  schools  of 
Canandaigua,  and  was  associated  in  business  with  his  father  for  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years.  In  1900  he  entered  the  banking  firm  of  Williams  &  Barnes 
at  Canandaigua,  which  later  was  reorganized  as  the  McKechnie  Bank.  Mr. 
Robinson  served  as  bookkeeper.  He  later  became  interested  in  business 
with  William  J.  MacFarlane,  as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Robinson  &  Mac- 
Farlane.  They  purchased  the  book  store  of  W.  H.  Foster  in  Canandaigua. 
On  April  1,  1912,  Mr.  Robinson  came  to  Watertown  and  in  partnership 
with  James  H.  Bradley  purchased  the  Powers  Book  and  Stationery  Com¬ 
pany.  Three  years  later  he  purchased  Mr.  Bradley’s  interest  and  the 
business  was  thereafter  known  as  Edson  E.  Robinson,  Inc.  Leo  M.  Rob¬ 
inson  is  vice  president,  with  Ray  M.  Robinson  as  secretary  and  treasurer. 
The  firm  purchased  the  John  Sterling  Book  Shop  in  1920,  and  the  follow¬ 
ing  year  established  a  stationery  and  book  shop  in  the  Arcade. 

In  1918  Mr.  Robinson  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Ann  Louise 
Murray,  the  daughter  of  Charles  R.  and  Margaret  (Failing)  Murray, 
natives  of  New  York.  The  former  is  deceased  and  the  latter  lives  in 
Watertown.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robinson  have  two  children,  Virginia  Ann  and 
Edson  E.,  Jr. 

Mr.  Robinson  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church, 
and  belongs  to  Masonic  Lodge  and  Rotary  Club. 


William  Dodge  Moran. — One  of  the  progressive  business  men  of  Water- 
town  is  William  Dodge  Moran,  who  is  vice  president  and  treasurer  of  the 
Northern  New  York  Securities  Corporation.  He  has  had  long  experience 
in  various  phases  of  financial  enterprise  and  investment,  which  is  the 
basis  for  the  sound  judgment  and  vision  he  displays.  Mr.  Moran  was 
born  in  Oswego  County,  N.  Y.,  April  21,  1883,  the  son  of  James  and  Elmina 
H.  (Howell)  Moran. 

William  D.  Moran  was  educated  in  the  public  and  high  schools  at 
Pulaski,  N.  Y.,  and  began  in  early  life  to  train  for  a  business  career.  He 
began  as  a  clerk  in  the  Watertown  offices  of  the  New  York  Central  Rail¬ 
road  in  1901,  and  the  following  year  was  transferred  to  the  New  York 
offices.  He  was  made  chief  clerk  to  the  division  engineer  of  the  old 
R.  W.  &  0.  Division,  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  in  December,  1905,  and  remained 
in  that  capacity  until  Sept.  15,  1919.  Mr.  Moran  then  resigned  to  enter 
the  sales  department  of  the  Jefferson  Securities  Corporation.  He  became 
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assistant  secretary  and  treasurer  in  1920,  and  filled  that  dual  position 
until  Jan.  1,  1922,  when  he  resigned  to  accept  the  office  of  treasurer  of  the 
Northern  New  York  Securities  Corporation.  He  was  elected  vice  president 
in  1928.  Mr.  Moran  was  also  elected  a  director  of  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Thousand  Islands  of  Alexandria  Bay,  N.  Y.,  in  1928.  In  January, 
1931,  he  was  made  a  director  of  the  Bank  of  Antwerp,  N.  Y.

Mr.  Moran  is  a  member  of  Watertown  Lodge  No.  49,  F.  &  A.  M.,  of 
which  he  was  master  in  1919;  Watertown  Chapter  No.  59,  R.  A.  M. ; 
Central  City  Consistory,  32nd  degree;  and  Media  Temple,  serving  as  re¬ 
corder  of  the  latter  body  from  1924  until  1931.  He  was  largely  responsible 
for  the  founding  and  development  of  the  Wasoc  Club,  an  outstanding  civic 
organization  of  Watertown,  being  the  first  president  and  serving  three 
years,  and  has  held  executive  offices  in  every  club  with  which  he  has  been 
affiliated.  He  has  served  as  secretary  of  the  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club; 
director  of  the  Watertown  Chamber  of  Commerce ;  charter  member  of  the 
Watertown  Kiwanis  Club,  serving  as  its  first  secretary  and  treasurer  and 
second  president;  and  a  member  of  the  Black  River  Valley  Club.  He  is 
past  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Congregational  Church  and 
was  deeply  interested  in  the  construction  of  the  present  church  plant. 

The  Moran  family  residence  is  at  1709  State  Street. 


Harry  Cessford  Kinne. — Among  the  best  known  citizens  of  Water- 
town,  New  York,  is  Harry  Cessford  Kinne,  secretary  and  sales  manager 
for  the  Bagley  &  Sewall  Company,  manufacturers  of  paper-making  ma¬ 
chinery.  Mr.  Kinne  has  always  taken  an  active  part  in  municipal  affairs 
and  has  served  as  alderman,  president  and  commissioner  of  the  city 
council.  He  was  elected  a  member  of  the  city  council  in  November,  1931. 
He  is  a  son  of  Oliver  E.  and  Margaret  A.  (Cessford)  Kinne,  the  father  a 
native  of  Genesee  County,  N.  Y.,  and  a  carpenter.  He  died  May  5,  1892. 
His  wife  was  a  native  of  Utica,  N.  Y. 
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Harry  C.  Kinne  was  born  June  8,  1882,  at  Camden,  N.  Y.,  and  was 
educated  in  the  local  grammar  and  high  schools.  He  has  been  connected 
with  the  Bagley  &  Sewall  Company  of  Watertown'  practically  all  of  his 
business  career,  having  started  in  as  an  office  boy  and  won  many  promo¬ 
tions.  He  is  now  secretary  and  sales  manager,  being  elected  in  January, 
1931.  As  this  concern  is  one  of  the  largest  manufacturers  of  paper-mak¬ 
ing  machinery  in  the  world,  Mr.  Kinne  holds  a  very  responsible  position. 
He  is  a  man  who  carries  responsibilities  in  such  a  way  as  to  win  the 
confidence  of  others,  and  in  local  affairs  as  well  as  in  business,  he  has  held 
many  posts  of  trust. 

In  politics  Mr.  Kinne  is  a  Republican.  He  has  served  as  alderman  for 
the  Third  Ward,  and  was  president  of  the  city  council  for  eight  years 
(1912-1920),  and  since  1921  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Com¬ 
missioners.

Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Kinne  have  two  children:  Ruth  Elizabeth,  born  Oct.  28,  1911,  and 
Harry  C.,  Jr.,  born  June  8,  1913. 


Edwin  Sanford  Cullings.— A  prominent  citizen  of  Watertown  is  Ed¬ 
win  Sanford  Cullings,  who  is  executive  secretary  and  chief  engineer  for 
the  Black  River  Regulating  District,  with  offices  at  58  Public  Square. 
He  was  born  at  Mellette,  S.  D.,  April  17,  1884,  the  son  of  Gallio  and 
Almeda  (Gifford)  Cullings. 

Gallio  Cullings  was  a  native  of  Albany,  N.  Y.  He  died  in  1920  and 
his  widow  resides  in  Watertown. 

The  early  education  of  Edwin  Sanford  Cullings  was  received  in  the 
public  schools  of  Mellette,  S.  D.,  Schoharie,  N.  Y.,  and  Schenectady,  N.  Y. 
In  1910  he  was  graduated  from  Syracuse  University  with  the  degree  of 
civil  engineer.  From  1903  until  1906  Mr.  Cullings  had  been  employed  in 
construction  work  on  the  New  York  Central  Railroad.  From  1910  until 
1920  Mr.  Cullings  was  connected  with  the  New  York  State  Conservation 
Commission  in  hydraulic  work,  and  in  the  latter  year  he  became  chief 
engineer  and  executive  secretary  for  the  Black  River  Regulating  District. 
The  work  of  the  District  consists  of  building  and  operating  a  system  of 
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storage  reservoirs  for  the  regulation  of  the  flow  of  the  Black  River  and 
its  tributaries.  Mr.  Cullings  is  recognized  as  an  authority  on  this  type 
of  work  and  has  written  numerous  reports,  which  have  been  published  by 
the  New  York  State  Conservation  Commission,  and  which  include  much 
information  of  great  value  concerning  the  water  power  resources  of  the 
State.  He  is  a  member  of  the  American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers  and 
is  past  president  of  the  Jefferson  County  Fish  and  Game  Protective  Asso¬ 
ciation. 

On  Jan.  12,  1912,  Mr.  Cullings  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Ethel 
Sprague,  the  daughter  of  Arthur  E.  and  Clara  A.  Sprague,  natives  of 
New  York,  both  deceased.  Mr.  Sprague  was  a  well  known  funeral  direc¬ 
tor  of  Poland,  N.  Y.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cullings  have  a  son,  John  Richard. 

Mr.  Cullings  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Universalist  Church, 
and  belongs  to  Phi  Kappa  Alpha  and  Tau  Beta  Pi  fraternities,  Black 
River  Valley  Club,  and  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club. 


Dr.  Edward  S.  Willard,  deceased,  was  born  Sept.  2,  1853,  near  the  town 
of  Fairfield,  Herkimer  County,  N.  Y.  He  was  born  on  the  estate  of  his 
father,  Charles  W.  Willard,  and  his  mother’s  name  was  Theresa  Ann 
Turtelot  Willard. 

On  his  father’s  side  of  the  family,  Dr.  Willard  was  of  colonial  descent. 
His  histories  of  both  his  father’s  and  mother’s  families  have  been  traced 
back  to  the  15th  century.  Dr.  Willard  was  a  member  of  the  ninth  gen¬ 
eration,  from  Major  Simon  Willard,  who  came  to  this  country  in  1634.  His 
mother  was  of  French  Huguenot  descent. 

Joseph  Willard,  great  grandfather  of  Dr.  Willard  came  to  Herkimer 
County  in  1790  and  there  took  up  a  large  tract  of  land.  Joseph  Willard 
was  a  Revolutionary  war  hero.  Colonel  Charles  Willard,  who  was  Dr. 
Willard’s  grandfather,  was  a  veteran  of  the  War  of  1812,  and  for  some 
time  he  was  on  duty  at  Sackets  Harbor,  N.  Y. 

Dr.  Willard  was  educated  in  the  Fairfield  Academy,  and  upon  com¬ 
pletion  of  his  studies  there  he  went  to  Albany  Medical  College.  He  war 
graduated  from  that  institution  in  the  class  of  1880.  He  first  went  to 
Adams,  N.  Y.,  where  he  practiced  for  a  time.  He  then  moved  to  Fair- 
field,  where  he  took  over  the  practice  of  his  brother  Dr.  Isaac  N.  Willard. 
He  practiced  there  until  1889,  when  he  moved  to  Watertown.  Dr.  Willard 
built  up  a  large  practice  both  in  Watertown  and  in  the  rural  districts.  In 
1893  he  was  appointed  health  officer,  and  continued  successfully  in  that 
position  until  1914  when  he  resigned.  He  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the 
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Watertown  City  Medical  Society  and  served  as  its  president.  He  also 
served  as  president  of  the  Jefferson  County  Medical  Society. 

Dr.  Willard  served  the  city  through  the  typhoid  fever  epidemic  in 
1903-4.  He  carried  out  his  duties  in  the  public  office  without  any  assist¬ 
ance.  He  was  instrumental  in  getting  the  milk  legislation  for  the  city  of 
Watertown. 

On  Jan.  3,  1878,  Dr.  Willard  married  Miss  Clara  Rasay.  She  was  born 
July  5,  1857,  in  the  town  of  DeKalb,  St.  Lawrence  County,  N.  Y.,  the 
daughter  of  Silas  and  Mary  (Parham)  Rasay.  She  died  Oct  16,  1923. 
Through  her  father  she  traced  her  ancestry  to  the  MacLeod  clan  of  the 
Isle  of  Rasay,  Scotland,  and  on  the  mother’s  side  the  Ashleys  and  Mer- 
riams  as  her  forebears.  Thus  she  was  of  colonial  ancestry.  In  1874 
she  graduated  from  a  musical  and  literary  course,  and  in  1876  taught  in 
the  Fairfield  Seminary,  in  which  work  she  continued  until  she  married 
Dr.  Willard  in  1878.  She  was  one  of  the  most  active  women  in  the  North¬ 
ern  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs.  For  several  years  she  was  the  his¬ 
torian  of  the  Morning  Musicales,  Incorporated.  She  was  president  of  the 
Women’s  Musical  Society;  president  and  pianist  of  Women’s  Orchestra; 
member  of  the  Piano  Club ;  a  charter  member  LeRay  de  Chaumont  Chap¬ 
ter,  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution;  Educational  Secretary  of  the 
Women’s  Auxiliary  of  Trinity  Church,  honorary  member  of  “Old  His¬ 
torical  Society;”  member  of  the  Board  of  Women’s  Auxiliary  of  the  City 
Hospital;  and  a  past  president  of  the  Visiting  Nurse’s  Association.  She 
was  also  an  instructor  of  a  class  in  current  topics  from  1912  until  1922. 

To  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Willard  three  children  were  born:  1.  Ralph  C. 
Willard,  Utica,  N.  Y.  2.  Mrs.  Rae  Willard  Moore,  Watertown.  3.  Charles 
E.  Willard,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. 

Dr.  Willard  and  his  family  were  members  of  the  Trinity  Episcopal 
Church. 


Frederic  Halsey  Taylor,  who  is  president  of  F.  H.  Taylor,  Inc.,  is  a 
leading  figure  in  aviation  circles  in  Watertown,  and  a  veteran  of  the  World 
War.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  June  2,  1894,  and  received  his  early  edu¬ 
cation  in  the  public  schools.  He  attended  Fessenden  and  Hotchkiss  School 
in  1913,  and  Yale  University  from  1913  until  1917. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  World  War  Mr.  Taylor  enlisted  in  the  Signal 
Reserve  Corps,  Aviation  Section,  U.  S.  Army,  and  attended  the  Cornell 
Ground  School,  at  Ithaca,  N.  Y.  He  was  later  transferred  to  Kelly  Field 
No.  2,  Texas,  where  he  was  commissioned  a  second  lieutenant  with  a 
pilot’s  rating.  Subsequently,  he  was  sent  to  Lake  Charles,  La.,  and 
attached  to  Gerstner  Field,  where  he  was  graduated  from  the  aerial  gun- 
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nery  school.  He  then  became  an  instructor  at  that  school,  but  was  later 
transferred  to  the  Dorr  and  Carlstrom  fields,  Arcadia,  Fla.,  where  he  was 
attached  to  the  pursuit  schools  as  an  instructor.  He  was  discharged  from 
the  service  on  Jan.  2,  1919,  and  now  holds  a  commission  in  the  Officers 
Reserve  Corps,  Air  Service. 

Upon  his  return  to  Watertown,  Mr.  Taylor  became  associated  with 
the  Northern  New  York  Utilities  Corporation,  and  resigned  later  as 
assistant  secretary  of  the  company.  He  had  the  local  agency  for  the 
Lincoln  automobile  for  a  time,  and  has  since  been  identified  with  F.  H. 
Taylor,  Inc.,  commercial  aviation,  sales,  and  instruction.  It  was  largely 
through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Taylor  that  the  community  municipal  airport 
was  developed  in  Watertown. 

Mr.  Taylor  was  married  (first)  to  Miss  Catherine  Carlisle,  who  died  in 
1923.  She  was  the  daughter  of  John  N.  Carlisle,  who  is  president  of  the 
Northern  New  York  Utilities  Corporation,  Watertown.  To  Fred  H.  and 
Catherine  (Carlisle)  Taylor  were  born  three  children:  Fred  Halsey,  Jr., 
Sallie,  and  Catherine  C.  Mr.  Taylor  was  married  (second)  in  1924  to  Miss 
Ruth  Bill,  the  daughter  of  J.  R.  Bill,  deceased.  He  was  a  well  known  flour 
manufacturer  in  New  England. 

Mr.  Taylor  holds  membership  in  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  Black  River 
Valley  Club,  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club,  Crescent  Yacht  Club,  Thousand 
Island  Country  Club,  Thousand  Island  Yacht  Club,  New  York  Athletic 
Club,  Aviation  Club  of  Long  Island,  Quiet  Birdmen,  Rainbow  Fish  and 
Game  Club,  Yale  Club  of  New  York,  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  fraternity,  and 
Elks  Lodge. 

Mr.  Taylor  is  a  director  of  the  Jefferson  County  National  Bank,  of 
Watertown.  He  also  held  a  position  for  about  one  year  in  the  bond  depart¬ 
ment  of  this  bank. 


James  Henry  Davison.— Prominent  in  the  business  life  of  Watertown 
is  James  H.  Davison,  who  is  vice  president  of  Marcy-Buck  &  Winslow,  Inc. 
He  was  born  in  this  city,  Nov.  9,  1875,  the  son  of  James  and  Mary  E. 
(Windover)  Davison. 

James  Davison  was  born  in  County  Cork,  Ireland,  and  came  to  this 
country  with  his  parents  when  he  was  a  boy  of  12  years.  The  family 
located  in  Watertown,  where  Mr.  Davison  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life. 
For  several  years  he  was  employed  by  Daniel  Frink.  The  latter’s  business 
was  taken  over  by  the  Richard  Marcy  Company  and  later  the  business  be¬ 
came  known  as  Marcy,  Buck  and  Riley.  Mr.  Davison  remained  in  the 
company’s  employ  until  his  death.  His  wife  was  born  in  Canada  and  is 
also  deceased.  Both  are  buried  in  North  Watertown  Cemetery.  Mr. 
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Davison  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  First  Methodist  Church,  and 
belonged  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Davison  were  born  six  children:  James  Henry,  the  subject  of  this  sketch; 
Ruth,  deceased;  Rev.  Bert  J.,  a  minister  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  lives  at  Brasher  Falls,  N.  Y. ;  Bertha  May,  twin  sister  of  Bert  J. 
married  (first)  to  Norman  Taylor  and  later  Eli  Sheitz;  Arthur  W.,  lives 
at  Watertown;  and  Florence,  married  John  C.  Rarrick,  lives  at  Watertown. 

James  Henry  Davison  attended  the  public  schools  of  Watertown  and 
after  his  graduation  from  high  school  he  was  employed  in  the  printing 
plant  of  Brockway  Co.  for  three  months.  He  then  went  with  the  Marcy- 
Buck  &  Riley  Co.  as  an  office  boy,  and  later  was  promoted  to  the  position 
of  bookkeeper.  He  attended  night  school  while  in  the  company’s  employ 
and  at  the  death  of  Mr.  Riley,  the  business  was  reorganized,  and  Mr. 
Davison  became  an  officer  of  the  company.  In  1928  the  Winslow  Trucking 
Company  was  merged  with  the  Marcy-Buck  Company,  and  Mr.  Davison 
was  made  vice  president  of  the  new  corporation. 

In  1898  Mr.  Davison  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Lydia  Jeanette 
Appenzeller,  the  daughter  of  Frederick  and  Amelia  (Loomis)  Appenzeller. 
The  former,  born  in  Zurich,  Switzerland,  was  a  representative  citizen  and 
prominent  business  man  of  LeRaysville,  N.  Y.,  where  he  was  a  hay  broker. 
He  also  conducted  a  grocery  business  at  that  place.  His  wife  was  born 
at  Ingalls  Crossing,  Oswrego  County.  Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  at 
Calcium,  N.  Y.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Davison  have  a  son,  Rev.  Leon  A.,  who  is  a 
Presbyterian  minister  at  Blairstown,  N.  J.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Water- 
town  High  School,  Hamilton  College,  and  Auburn  Seminary.  During  the 
World  War  he  served  in  the  Student  Army  Training  Corps. 

Politically  Mr.  Davison  is  a  Republican.  He  is  an  active  and  promi¬ 
nent  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  and  president  of  the  board 
of  trustees.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club,  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
and  is  president  of  the  North  Watertown  Cemetery  Association. 


Ray  Waldo  Merrill. — Over  a  quarter  of  a  century  of  practice  in  general 
phases  of  the  law,  marked  by  strict  adherence  to  justice  as  well  as  to  the 
interests  of  his  clients,  and  resulting  in  signal  success,  has  given  Ray  W. 
Merrill,  of  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  state-wide  prominence  in  his  profession. 
He  was  born  at  Carthage,  Jefferson  County,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  28,  1878,  the  son 
of  Capt.  Erurn  M.  and  Ellen  M.  (Gates)  Merrill. 

Erurn  M.  Merrill  was  born  in  Jefferson  County,  at  Antwerp,  Oct.  16, 
1836.  He  taught  school  for  a  while  before  enlisting  in  the  Union  Army 
in  October,  1861.  He  was  a  member  of  Company  I,  94th  Regiment,  New 
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York  Volunteer  Infantry,  in  which  he  was  elected  a  second  lieutenant. 
He  fought  at  Bull  Run.  He  was  depleted  in  health  and  strength  by  the 
rigors  of  the  campaign  and  was  advised  to  resign  in  order  to  recuperate. 
Though  he  did  so,  he  continued  preparing  himself  for  a  military  career, 
and  studied  at  General  Casey’s  School  of  Military  Tactics,  in  Philadelphia, 
and  was  graduated  with  the  grade  of  colonel.  He  was  anxious  for  service 
and  made  application  and  was  commissioned  a  captain  in  the  regular 
United  States  Army  by  President  Lincoln,  on  June  6,  1864.  Stationed  with 
his  command,  Company  K,  17th  Regiment,  U.  S.  Infantry,  in  Nashville, 
Tenn.,  he  unexpectedly  found  himself  near  his  brother,  Dr.  S.  L.  Merrill, 
and  had  as  his  commanding  officer,  Colonel  William  R.  Shatter.  Captain 
Merrill  had  a  brilliant  record  both  as  a  fighter  and  as  a  disciplinarian. 
His  own  habits  were  temperate,  his  sense  of  responsibility  keen,  and  of 
fair  play  strong.  For  a  year  after  the  war  he  was  retained  in  the  service, 
part  of  the  time  straightening  out  affairs  in  occupied  territory.  Though 
urged  to  remain  in  the  Regular  Army,  he  resigned  and  returned  to  Car¬ 
thage,  where  he  was  for  a  time  part  owner  of  a  drug  store,  and  he  also 
engaged  in  other  activities.  He  died  in  September,  1901,  at  Carthage. 
His  wife,  Ellen  M.  (Gates)  Merrill,  was  a  descendant  in  the  ninth  genera¬ 
tion  of  Cornelius  Waldo. 

With  this  excellent  heritage,  Ray  Waldo  Merrill  had  also  the  advan¬ 
tage  of  a  liberal  education  in  the  public  and  high  schools  of  Carthage,  at 
Union  University,  and  at  Albany  Law  School  from  which  he  was  gradu¬ 
ated  in  1901  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  He  read  law  for  a  time 
in  the  office  of  E.  A.  Kilby,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1901.  He 
began  the  practice  of  law  at  Carthage,  and  met  with  success.  In  1912  he 
went  to  Gouverneur,  N.  Y.,  where  he  practiced  for  three  years.  It  was 
in  1915  that  he  established  his  law  offices  in  Watertown,  first  in  partner¬ 
ship  with  E.  V.  Bloodnough,  then  alone,  where  he  has  since  continued  to 
prosper.  His  offices  are  in  the  Otis  Building. 

Politically,  Mr.  Merrill  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  Carthage 
Lodge,  No.  158,  F.  and  A.  M. ;  and  the  Fraternal  Order  of  Eagles ;  and  is  a 
charter  member  of  the  Carthage  Club.  He  is  a  first  lieutenant  of  the  Sons 
of  Veterans,  Carthage.  Mr.  Merrill  is  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Jefferson  County  Bar  Association. 

In  1906  Ray  Waldo  Merrill  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Myrtle 
A.  Collinson,  of  Seeley’s  Bay,  Province  of  Ontario,  Canada,  the  daughter 
of  E.  C.  and  Mary  (Chapman)  Collinson.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Merrill  five 
children  have  been  born:  1.  Ellen  W.,  married  Kenneth  Marmon,  and 
lives  at  Alcoa,  Tenn.  2.  Erwin  C.,  born  in  1909,  is  a  medical  student  at 
Syracuse  University.  He  has  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  Syracuse 
University  and  is  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  3.  Samuel  M.,  a  student 
at  Alcoa,  Tenn.  4.  Malcolm  R.  5.  Reginald  A.  Both  students. 
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Joseph  Watson  Taggart. — The  name  Taggart  is  well  known  to  the  man¬ 
ufacturing  and  general  mercantile  interests  everywhere  for  its  associa¬ 
tion  with  the  manufacture  of  paper  of  a  standard  quality ;  and  Joseph  W. 
Taggart,  vice  president  of  the  Taggart  Brothers  Company,  Inc.,  is  an 
expert  in  that  industry,  having  been  practically  interested  in  all  branches 
of  paper  manufacture  and  its  distribution  from  the  beginning  of  his  busi¬ 
ness  career.  Mr.  Taggart  has  rendered  a  service  to  all  industry  by  his 
personal  attention  to  the  product  of  his  plant,  which  was  one  of  the 
first  to  manufacture  paper  from  wood  pulp.  He  is  a  son  of  Joseph  B.  Tag¬ 
gart,  of  Watertown,  who  died  in  1908,  aged  85  years,  and  of  Margaret 
(Benoit)  Taggart,  who  died  in  1875. 

Joseph  B.  Taggart,  son  of  Henry  and  Julina  (Dighton)  Taggart,  was 
born  July  13,  1823,  in  LeRoy,  where  he  received  his  education  and  for  a 
time  engaged  in  farming.  He  then  went  West,  where  he  remained  three 
years,  and  on  his  return  settled  in  Evan’s  Mills,  where  he  opened  a  gen¬ 
eral  store.  After  conducting  this  business  for  some  years  he  moved  to 
Erie  County,  N.  Y.,  where  he  again  became  the  proprietor  of  a  general 
store,  and  after  his  return  to  Jefferson  County  he  continued  in  agricul¬ 
ture  for  seven  years.  He  had  for  some  time  been  engaged  in  general 
business  about  the  Taggart  Brothers  paper  mill  until  he  retired.  They 
were  the  parents  of  the  following  children:  Joseph  W.;  George  H.;  and 
Susie,  who  married  W.  C.  Jones. 

The  progenitor  of  the  race  in  the  United  States  was  Henry  Taggart, 
a  Scotchman,  who  emigrated  from  the  Isle  of  Man  before  the  middle  of  the 
18th  century.  His  son  Henry  was  born  in  Le  Ray,  where  he  became  a 
prominent  farmer.  He  married  Julina,  daughter  of  John  Dighton,  who 
was  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  Pamelia,  whose  father  had  come  to  Amer¬ 
ica  as  a  soldier  in  Burgoyne’s  army,  but  after  the  battle  of  Saratoga  had 
become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

Joseph  Watson  Taggart  was  born  Dec.  6,  1862,  in  Jefferson  County, 
where  he  attended  the  public  schools.  He  has  been  engaged  in  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  paper  and  paper  bags  from  the  time  of  his  graduation  from 
school,  and  with  one  concern,  Taggart  Brothers  Company,  Inc.,  and  he  has 
been  vice  president  of  the  firm  since  1906.  The  firm  was  established  in 
1866  by  B.  B.  Taggart,  Sr.,  and  was  located  on  what  is  known  as  Beebee 
Island.  Later  on,  in  the  same  year,  Mr.  Taggart  received  as  a  partner, 
0.  R.  Davis,  and  the  title  then  became  Taggart  &  Davis,  and  the  business 
was  removed  to  the  present  site,  on  Main  Street,  in  1867.  Mr.  Davis  died 
in  1886,  and  the  business  was  incorporated  under  the  name  of  Taggart 
Brothers  Company,  with  B.  B.  Taggart  as  president,  and  W.  W.  Taggart, 
as  vice  president.  Gradually,  at  the  demands  of  the  business,  the  plant  was 
enlarged,  and  at  the  present  time  it  covers  several  acres.  Having  started 
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with  equipment  of  only  one  hand  press,  it  has  grown  to  be  one  of  the 
leading  manufactures  of  manila  paper  bags  in  the  country,  employing  up¬ 
wards  of  250  people,  and  distributing  the  product  throughout  the  United 
States.  The  firm  manufactured  paper  for  newspapers  up  to  1893. 

A  Republican  in  his  political  views,  Mr.  Taggart  supports  the  principles 
of  that  party  with  his  vote  and  influence.  He  shared  in  all  activities  in 
the  World  War,  and  was  prominent  in  the  Liberty  Loan  drives.  Fra¬ 
ternally,  he  is  affiliated  with  Watertown  Lodge,  No.  49,  F.  &  A.  M.;  Wa¬ 
tertown  Chapter,  No.  59,  R.  A.  M.;  Watertown  Commandery,  No.  11, 
K.  T.;  Central  City  Consistory,  32nd  degree,  A.  A.  S.  R.;  Media  Temple, 
A.  A.  0.  N.  M.  S. ;  and  he  is  a  member  of  the  Rotary  and  Masonic  clubs. 

On  Nov.  28,  1894,  Mr.  Taggart  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Car¬ 
rie  L.  Richardson,  of  Watertown,  daughter  of  Robert  B.  and  Susan  (Phil¬ 
lips)  Richardson,  both  deceased. 


Corwin  Terrill  Jewell. — As  a  leading  manufacturer  and  business  man 
of  Watertown,  Corwin  T.  Jewell  has  had  a  career  of  steady  progress, 
starting  with  its  early  inception  in  the  paper  industry  and  passing 
through  constantly  advancing  stages  to  his  present  position  as  general 
manager  of  the  St.  Regis  Paper  Company.  Thoroughness  has  been  an 
outstanding  characteristic  of  Mr.  Jewell  in  his  business  methods,  and  his 
consistent  attention  to  the  details  of  his  work,  coupled  with  an  astute 
mind  capable  of  looking  into  the  future,  has  brought  him  both  great 
responsibilities  and  success.  He  is  also  connected  with  important  banking 
interests  of  the  county. 

Rev.  Charles  E.  Jewell,  father  of  Mr.  Jewell,  who  died  in  1919,  was 
for  many  years  a  well  known  clergyman,  holding  charges  in  Syracuse  and 
elsewhere  in  Onondaga  County,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Jewell’s  mother,  Hope  (Terrill) 
Jewell,  lives  in  Geneva. 

Corwin  T.  Jewell  was  born  Sept.  16,  1878,  at  Woodward,  Onondaga 
County,  N.  Y.  He  received  his  education  in  the  public  and  high  schools 
of  Syracuse  and  Auburn.  During  his  later  school  days  he  showed  a 
marked  propensity  for  athletics,  and  then  and  through  his  young  man¬ 
hood  gained  unusual  local  prominence  because  of  his  skill  in  out-door 
sports.  His  serious  interests,  however,  soon  turned  to  business,  and  from 
his  introduction  to  it  in  the  Champion  Paper  Company  of  Carthage,  on 
through  years  of  work  with  the  paper  mills  at  Carthage,  he  gained  steadily 
in  experience  and  understanding  of  business  principles.  In  1905  he  came 
to  the  St.  Regis  Company’s  mills  at  Deferiet,  and  advanced  rapidly  from 
the  shipping  to  the  sales  department.  From  this  grounding  in  the  funda- 
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mentals  his  executive  work  began  as  superintendent  of  the  Henings  Box 
Board  Company,  and  after  two  years  he  became  assistant  manager.  Upon 
the  death  of  his  immediate  superior  in  1922,  Mr.  Jewell  was  made  general 
manager  of  the  St.  Regis  Paper  Company.

No.  11;  and  Media  Temple,  A.  A.  0.  N.  M.  S. 

Mr.  Jewell  has  been  married  twice.  His  first  wife  was  Miss  Minnie 
Bush.  On  Sept.  20,  1913,  he  married  Frances  K.  Rested,  the  daughter 

of  Archibald  Rested.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jewell  have  two  children:  Corwin  and 
Donald. 


Howard  Newton  Cooper,  M.  D.— Among  the  highly  successful  surgeons 
of  Watertown  is  Doctor  Cooper,  who  has  offices  in  the  Woolworth  Build¬ 
ing.  He  was  born  at  Springville,  Erie  County,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  4,  1895,  the  son 
of  Rev.  H.  C.  and  Alice  (Eaton)  Cooper. 

Rev.  H.  C.  Cooper,  who  is  well  known  as  pastor  of  a  Baptist  Church 
in  Carthage,  N.  Y.,  was  born  at  Melrose,  Mass.  He  received  the  degrees 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Master  of  Arts  at  Rochester  University,  and  was 
ordained  as  a  minister  of  the  Baptist  Church  at  Rochester  Seminary. 
Reverend  Cooper  is  a  Republican  in  politics,  and  belongs  to  Phi  Beta  Rappa 
and  Delta  Upsilon  fraternities.  His  wife  was  born  at  Springville,  N.  Y. 
To  Reverend  and  Mrs.  Cooper  were  born  three  children:  James,  who  is 
superintendent  of  the  Utica  Gas  Company,  Utica,  N.  Y.,  is  a  World  War 
veteran,  having  served  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  in  the  chemical  war¬ 
fare  service;  Howard  Newton,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Alice,  mar¬ 
ried  R.  Wilton  Hoover,  lives  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.

Melvin  F.  Kinkley. — A  lawyer  with  great  natural  alertness  and  keen¬ 
ness  of  mind,  well  educated  on  general  subjects  and  in  the  technique  of 
his  profession,  Melvin  F.  Kinkley  has  been  connected  with  important  liti¬ 
gation  in  Watertown,  New  York,  and  is  a  constructive  political  leader 
there.  He  was  born  at  Orleans,  Jefferson  County,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  30,  1884, 
the  son  of  Shirley  P.  and  Josephine  (Fults)  Kinkley.

Ross  Adair  Wetterhahn. — Fortunate  in  being  well  educated  and  well 
trained  particularly  in  banking,  and  being  manager  of  a  branch  of  the 
Jefferson  County  National  Bank,  Ross  A.  Wetterhahn  has  been  able  to 
devote  himself  intelligently  and  constructively  to  a  fine  civic  position, 
the  development  of  every  phase  of  community  progress  on  the  North  Side 
of  Watertown,  N.  Y.  His  chief  work  has  been  the  North  Side  Improve¬ 
ment  Society,  which  he  helped  to  organize  and  to  which  he  has  since 
devoted  much  time  and  energy. 

Ross  A.  Wetterhahn  was  born  in  Jefferson  County,  May  20,  1887,  the 
son  of  Henry  F.  and  the  late  Mary  Ella  (Easton)  Wetterhahn.  His 
father,  a  machinist,  is  a  native  of  Jefferson  County,  while  his  mother  was 
a  native  of  Canada.  Ross  A.  Wetterhahn  attended  the  public  and  high 
schools  and  took  a  special  course  at  the  International  Correspondence 
Schools.

In  December,  1922, 
he  found  his  real  opportunity  for  effective  service  as  assistant  manager 
of  the  new  branch  of  the  Jefferson  County  National  Bank,  located  on  the 
North  Side  of  Watertown,  and  so  valuable  did  his  services  prove  that  he 
was,  in  November,  1925,  made  manager.  This  branch  has  succeeded 
admirably.  Though  established  only  nine  years  it  has  grown  in  leaps  and 
bounds,  and  no  small  part  of  its  success  is  due  to  the  wide  acquaintance¬ 
ship  and  popularity  of  Mr.  Wetterhahn  and  his  unceasing  labor  in  behalf 
of  the  bank  and  of  the  district  in  general.  With  a  view  of  developing  his 
section,  he  was  a  principal  in  the  organization  of  the  North  Side  Improve¬ 
ment  League,  of  which  he  was  president  in  1922  and  1923,  and  which  for 
several  years  he  served  as  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees.  In  politics 
a  Republican,  he  was  supervisor  of  the  Tenth  Ward  for  eleven  years,  1911- 
1922,  and  was  one  of  the  five  commissioners  of  the  city  of  Watertown 
till  Jan.  1,  1930,  having  resigned  as  supervisor  in  August,  1922,  to  accept 
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the  appointment  of  commissioner  to  fill  out  the  unexpired  term  of  Wil¬ 
liam  H.  Auyer  (deceased).  In  November,  1923,  he  was  elected  for  a  two 
year  term  and  reelected  in  November,  1925,  for  a  four  year  term. 

Mr.  Wetterhahn  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War,  having  entered  the 
service  in  February,  1918,  and  served  overseas  in  the  308th  Infantry.  He 
saw  active  service  in  the  Baccarat  sector,  Vesle  sector,  Oise-Aisne  offen¬ 
sive,  and  the  Meuse-Argonne  offensive.  He  was  wounded  at  Oise-Aisne, 
and  honorably  discharged  at  Camp  Upton,  May  9,  1919.  He  is  a  member 
of  Watertown  Lodge  No.  49,  F.  and  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Chapter,  No.  59, 
R.  A.  M. ;  the  Loyal  Order  of  Moose ;  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of 
Elks,  No.  496;  and  the  North  Side  Improvement  League.  He  is  also 
enrolled  in  the  patriotic  societies,  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  and  the 
American  Legion.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church. 

On  Sept.  17,  1924,  Mr.  Wetterhahn  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Matie  E.  Bellinger,  of  Watertown,  the  daughter  of  Ezra  D.  and  Augusta 
(Kelsey)  Bellinger. 


Gary  M.  Jones. — As  principal  of  Watertown  High  School,  Mr.  Jones  is 
widely  and  favorably  known  in  educational  circles  throughout  northern 
New  York.  He  was  born  at  Steuben,  Oneida  County,  N.  Y.,  May  20,  1866, 
the  son  of  Seymour  and  Julia  (Miller)  Jones. 

Seymour  Jones  was  born  at  Steuben,  N.  Y.,  and  his  wife  was  a  native 
of  Trenton,  N.  J.  In  early  life  he  engaged  in  farming  and  for  a  number 
of  years  owned  and  operated  a  general  store  at  North  Western,  N.  Y.  At 
the  time  of  his  retirement  in  1912  Mr.  Jones  was  living  an  a  farm.  He  died 
in  1923  and  his  wife  died  in  1898.  He  was  a  Republican  and  held  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  Methodist  Church.  Their  children  were :  Gary  M.,  the  sub- 
ject  of  this  sketch;  and  Anna,  married  C.  J.  Freeman,  lives  at  North 
Western,  N.  Y. 

Seymour  Jones  was  the  son  of  Hugh  and  Sally  (Smith)  Jones,  who 
were  natives  of  Steuben,  N.  Y.,  and  prominent  citizens  of  that  section. 
Julia  (Miller)  Jones  was  the  daughter  of  Saul  U.  and  Catherine  (Adams) 
Miller,  who  were  natives  of  Trenton,  N.  J.,  and  Steuben,  N.  Y.,  respec¬ 
tively. 

Gary  M.  Jones  grew  up  on  his  father’s  farm  and  received  his  early 
education  in  the  district  schools.  He  also  attended  school  at  Holland 
Patten  and  Boonville,  N.  Y.,  and  spent  three  years  at  the  Rome  Free 
Academy,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1882.  He  received  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts  at  Hamilton  College  in  1888,  and  in  that  year  came 
to  Watertown  as  a  member  of  the  high  school  faculty.  Three  years  later 
he  began  the  study  of  law  in  the  offices  of  John  Lansing,  and  was  admitted 
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to  the  New  York  bar  in  1893.  Mr.  Jones  was  associated  in  practice  with 
Mr.  Lansing  until  1897,  at  which  time  he  became  a  partner  of  Elon  R. 
Brown.  He  was  appointed  city  clerk  of  Watertown  in  January,  1898, 
under  Mayor  J.  B.  Wise,  and  in  the  same  year,  September,  accepted  the 
appointment  as  principal  of  the  Watertown  High  School.  Mr.  Jones  held 
the  office  until  1906,  and  then  entered  the  offices  of  the  Bagley  &  Sewall 
Company.  From  December,  1907,  until  April,  1908,  he  served  as  editor 
of  the  Watertown  Standard,  and  then  became  a  traveling  representative 
of  the  Silver,  Burdette  &  Company.  In  September,  1910,  Mr.  Jones  again 
assumed  the  duties  of  principal  of  the  high  school  and  has  since  served 
in  that  capacity.  He  belongs  to  the  Jefferson  County  Teachers  Associa¬ 
tion  and  the  New  York  State  Teachers  Association. 

In  1891  Mr.  Jones  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Margaret  Mc¬ 
Kinley,  the  daughter  of  William  and  Jane  (Waites)  McKinley,  who  were 
natives  of  Scotland,  both  now  deceased.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jones  have  been 
born  two  sons:  1.  Seymour  McKinley,  a  graduate  of  Watertown  High 
School,  is  a  World  War  veteran,  having  served  in  the  U.  S.  Navy  on  the 
U.  S.  S.  Rochester.  2.  Robert  Waites,  a  graduate  of  Watertown  High 
School,  attended  Union  University,  also  a  World  War  veteran. 

Politically,  Mr.  Jones  has  always  been  a  Republican. 


Monsignor  M.  R.  Burns. — No  Watertown  clergyman  ever  won  to  a 
greater  extent  the  esteem  of  the  people  of  the  city  of  all  creeds  and  de¬ 
nominations  than  Monsignor  M.  R.  Burns.  Broad  in  his  outlook  on  life 
and  in  his  estimate  of  other  creeds,  active  always  in  civic  affairs,  inde¬ 
fatigable  in  his  fight  against  evil,  he  is  a  great  force  for  righteousness 
ih  Northern  New  York. 

An  orator  of  exceptional  ability  and  wide  renown,  his  voice  is  lifted 
in  behalf  of  all  commendable  city  enterprises.  Particularly  he  takes  a 
great  interest  in  the  Community  Chest  and  each  year  he  is  present  at  the 
luncheons  and  his  influence  is  a  vital  one  in  its  history. 

Monsignor  Burns  was  born  at  Port  Henry,  N.  Y.,  on  March  30,  1861, 
a  son  of  the  late  John  and  Margaret  (Sheran)  Burns.  His  father  was  a 
native  of  Ireland,  and  his  mother  was  born  in  England.  They  were  mar¬ 
ried  in  Manchester,  England,  and  came  to  the  United  States  shortly  after 
and  settled  in  the  Lake  Champlain  region,  later  locating  at  Port  Henry. 
Mrs.  Burns  died  at  Ticonderoga,  N.  Y.,  in  1893,  while  her  son  was  serving 
as  pastor  at  Brushton.  The  father  died  in  1902. 

Monsignor  Burns  was  educated  in  the  Port  Henry  grade  and  high 
schools.  He  took  and  passed  the  first  state  Regent’s  examination  ever 
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held  in  New  York  State  during  his  last  year  at  the  Port  Henry  High 
School,  when  he  was  17  years  of  age.  It  was  during  his  high  school  career 
that  he  decided  to  become  a  priest  in  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  and 
following  his  graduation  he  attended  Nicolet  University,  Montreal,  Can¬ 
ada,  for  one  year,  and  then  went  to  Joliet  College,  also  in  Montreal,  for 
two  years.  He  took  a  course  in  philosophy  and  theology  in  the  Grand 
Seminary  of  Montreal  the  next  two  years. 

Because  of  his  age,  he  was  only  21,  he  could  not  be  ordained  to  the 
priesthood  that  year  so  he  was  named  secretary  to  Rt.  Rev.  Edgar  P. 
Wadhams,  then  Bishop  of  Ogdensburg  diocese.  The  following  year,  on 
Feb.  2,  1884,  he  was  ordained.  For  a  time  after  his  ordination  he  acted  as 
secretary  to  Bishop  Wadhams.  Then  he  was  assigned  to  Rouses  Point  for 
a  short  pastorate,  but  soon  transferred  to  Brushton.  Here  he  served  suc¬ 
cessfully  and  was  much  beloved  by  his  parishioners,  until  in  June,  1895, 
when  he  was  appointed  pastor  at  Watertown.  There  was  no  church  and 
it  was  necessary  to  rent  the  auditorium  of  the  Old  Washington  Hall 
where  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  building  now  is  located. 

Following  the  initial  service  the  congregation  remained  and  steps  were 
formulated  to  organize  and  incorporate  the  parish  to  be  known  later  as 
the  Holy  Family  parish.  The  following  Sunday  Dennis  E.  Guilfoyle  was 
elected  treasurer,  and  Mathew  Zimmerman  and  George  H.  Burns,  trus¬ 
tees.  In  1903  plans  were  made  for  the  erection  of  a  larger  and  more 
modern  church,  and  in  1904,  the  new  edifice,  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
in  this  section  of  the  country  or  state  was  built  of  Gouverneur  marble. 

The  church  had  an  initial  membership  of  400,  and  today  it  has  over 
3000  members.  A  rectory  was  built  in  1906. 

Monsignor  Burns  later  established  a  parochial  school  and  Catholic 
High  School,  located  in  old  Sterling  Park,  one  of  the  finest  estates  in  the 
diocese.  The  schools  are  in  charge  of  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph. 

In  1918  a  new  marble  altar,  constructed  of  fine  Italian  marble,  was 
installed.  In  1919  a  new  gold  chalice,  studded  with  precious  stones,  and 
especially  created  under  the  direction  of  Monsignor  Burns,  was  placed  in 
the  church. 

In  April,  1915,  Father  Burns  was  appointed  Dean  of  Jefferson  County, 
to  succeed  the  Very  Rev.  Father  Devlin. 

June  2,  1925,  with  all  the  dignity  of  the  church,  Father  Burns  was 
invested  with  the  scarlet  robes  of  a  monsignor  at  an  investiture  service 
held  at  the  Holy  Family  Church.  The  honor  was  conferred  by  Bishop 
Joseph  H.  Conroy,  of  Ogdensburg.  The  title  of  monsignor  was  conferred 
upon  the  then  Dean  Burns  by  Pope  Pius  XI,  and  was  brought  back  to 
this  country  and  conferred  by  Bishop  Conroy,  who  had  made  a  visit  to 
Rome  that  year. 
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Monsignor  Burns’  first  assistant  is  Rev.  Joseph  P.  Heslin,  and  Rev. 
George  T.  Donnelly  is  second  assistant. 

Monsignor  Burns  is  a  member  of  Watertown  Knights  of  Columbus, 
Fourth  Degree. 


Hon.  DeWitt  C.  Middleton,  prominent  business  man  and  capitalist  of 
Watertown,  N.  Y.  has  been  a  factor  in  the  organization  of  numerous  cor¬ 
porations  in  Northern  New  York,  in  many  of  which  he  serves  as  an  offi¬ 
cer  or  director.  Banks,  trust  companies,  various  other  financial  institu¬ 
tions  and  industrial  or  manufacturing  enterprises  of  varied  character  are 
included  among  the  companies  with  which  he  now  is  or  has  in  the  past 
been  identified. 

DeWitt  C.  Middleton  is  a  son  of  the  late  Hon.  Andrew  C.  and  Nancy 
(Butterfield)  Middleton.  The  father,  long  a  resident  of  the  town  of  Rut¬ 
land,  Jefferson  County,  was  a  farmer.  He  served  efficiently  in  a  number 
of  important  town  offices  and  was  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Sen¬ 
ate  for  one  term.  DeWitt  C.  Middleton  was  born  at  Rutland,  April  11, 
1850.  He  received  his  education  in  the  district  school  of  Black  River  and 
attended  the  Watertown  High  School. 

Mr.  Middleton  organized  and  was  president  of  the  Middleton  &  Buck 
Shoe  Company,  retail  boots  and  shoes,  at  Watertown  until  the  World 
War  when  the  company  was  liquidated.  He  helped  organize  the  Water- 
town  Electric  Light  Company  and  served  as  president  of  the  corporation 
from  1885  until  1905 ;  he  was  president  of  the  Northern  New  York  Trust 
Company,  Watertown,  from  1910  until  1915,  and  is  now  vice  president 
and  director  of  that  institution;  he  was  president  of  the  National  Union 
Bank,  Watertown,  at  the  time  of  the  merger  with  the  Northern  New 
York  Trust  Company;  president  of  the  Northern  Acceptance  Corpora¬ 
tion,  Watertown.  He  is  a  director  of  the  following  corporations:  The 
Agricultural  Insurance  Company;  the  F.  L.  Carlisle  Company,  Inc.;  the 
Citizens’  Bank,  at  Cape  Vincent;  the  Hygienic  Dairy  Company;  the  North¬ 
ern  New  York  Securities  Corporation;  the  Northern  New  York  Utilities 
Inc.;  the  St.  Regis  Paper  Company;  and  the  Power  Corporation  of  New 
York. 

Despite  the  pressure  of  his  many  business  interests,  Mr.  Middleton 
has  found  time  to  serve  the  people  of  Watertown  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  in  the  office  of  postmaster,  and  as  mayor  of  the 
municipality  for  two  terms,  and  from  1900  until  1905  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Forest,  Fish  and  Game  Commission  of  the  State  of  New  York.  Mr. 
Middleton  is  a  communicant  of  Trinity  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and 
is  affiliated  with  Watertown  Lodge,  No.  49,  F.  and  A.  M.,  of  which  he  was 
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Master,  and  a  member  of  the  Central  City  Consistory,  32nd  degree,  A.  A. 
S.  R.;  and  a  member  of  the  Black  River  Valley  Club,  and  the  Lincoln 
League. 

On  June  17,  1897,  at  Cold  Spring  Harbor,  Long  Island,  Mr.  Middleton 
was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Lucy  Almeda  Tuttle,  the  daughter  of 
Nelson  and  Lucy  (White)  Tuttle.  Mrs.  Middleton  died  July  4,  1926,  and 
is  buried  in  Brookside  Cemetery,  Watertown. 


John  C.  Purcell. — One  of  the  leading  members  of  the  Jefferson  County 
bar  is  John  C.  Purcell,  who  is  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Purcell,  Cullen  & 
Reynolds,  of  Watertown,  with  offices  in  the  Woolworth  Building.  He  was 
born  in  this  city  Jan.  28,  1884,  the  son  of  Henry  and  Cecelia  R.  (Neary) 
Purcell. 

A  sketch  of  Henry  Purcell,  deceased,  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history. 

John  C.  Purcell  obtained  his  early  schooling  in  Watertown.  He  at¬ 
tended  Hotchkiss  School  and  studied  engineering  at  Yale  University.  In 
1904  he  took  a  course  in  law  at  the  University  of  Virginia.  While  at 
this  university  he  was  a  member  of  the  football  team,  playing  the  position 
of  half  back.  In  1908  he  received  his  degree  from  the  New  York  Law 
School.  After  his  admission  to  the  bar  Mr.  Purcell  became  associated  in 
the  practice  of  law  with  his  father  under  the  firm  name  of  Purcell  &  Pur¬ 
cell.  Later,  it  became  Purcell,  Cullen  &  Purcell,  and  then  Purcell,  Cullen 
&  Pitcher.  The  present  firm  of  Purcell,  Cullen  &  Reynolds  has  as  its  senior 
member  Francis  K.  Purcell,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  elsewhere  in  this 
history. 

In  1920  Mr.  Purcell  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Hathaway,  the  daughter  of 
J.  0.  and  Helen  (Mansfield)  Hathaway,  who  were  natives  of  Jefferson 
County,  both  now  deceased.  Mr.  Hathaway  was  well  known  in  Watertown 
as  the  cashier  of  the  Citizens  National  Bank,  and  later  was  identified 
with  the  Jefferson  County  National  Bank.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Purcell  have 
been  born  five  children,  as  follows:  John  C.,  Jr.  and  Elizabeth,  twins; 
Helen;  Jean;  and  Henry  Purcell,  III. 

Mr.  Purcell  is  a  Democrat  and  has  served  as  secretary  of  the  city 
committee  and  as  a  member  of  the  Democratic  County  Committee  and  is 
the  executive  director  of  the  Democratic  Union  for  Jefferson  County. 
He  is  past  treasurer  of  the  Jefferson  County  Bar  Association,  and  belongs 
to  the  New  York  State  Bar  Association,  being  a  member  of  the  committee 
on  admissions  of  the  5th  Judicial  District.  Mr.  Purcell  has  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Sacketts  Harbor  Board  of  Education  and  has  also  served  as 
police  justice.  He  holds  membership  in  St.  Andrew’s  Catholic  Church,  and 
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belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  Elks  Lodge.  He  also  is  a  member 
of  the  Black  River  Valley  Club,  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club,  Crescent 
Yacht  Club,  and  Lakeside  Country  Club. 


George  M.  Smith. — As  vice  president  and  treasurer  of  Smith  &  Percy, 
Inc.,  Mr.  Smith  ranks  among  the  dependable  and  widely  known  merchants 
of  Watertown.  He  was  born  at  Deseronto,  Ontario,  Canada,  June  7,  1889, 
the  son  of  James  M.  and  Ella  L.  (Wiltsie)  Smith. 

James  M.  Smith  was  born  at  Morton,  Ontario,  Canada.  As  a  young 
man  he  learned  the  cabinet  maker’s  trade,  but  later  was  associated  with 
the  undertaking  business  of  his  uncle,  Theodore  G.  Stevens,  of  Athens, 
Ontario.  He  subsequently  studied  hydraulic  engineering  and  was  identi¬ 
fied  with  Alfred  Struckt,  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  the  Amberson  Sayles 
Hydraulic  Construction  Company,  being  superintendent  of  these  com¬ 
panies.  Mr.  Smith  now  lives  retired  in  Watertown.  His  wife  died  in  1919 
and  is  buried  in  this  city.  He  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  First 
Methodist  Church,  and  a  32nd  degree  Mason.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith 
were  born  three  children:  1.  Edith,  married  Rev.  F.  E.  Loan,  who  is  pas¬ 
tor  of  the  First  Methodist  Church,  Oswego,  N.  Y.  2.  Inez,  married  Albert 
E.  Lawrence,  lives  at  Pulaski,  N.  Y.  3.  George  M.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch. 

George  M.  Smith  attended  the  public  schools  of  Watertown  and  was 
employed  as  an  office  boy  in  the  offices  of  the  New  York  Air  Brake  Com¬ 
pany.  He  was  also  employed  by  A.  Bushnell  &  Company  for  many  years, 
having  entered  the  company’s  employ  in  1903.  He  became  assistant  man¬ 
ager,  and  when  the  store  was  sold  in  1925  to  Michael  J.  Leo,  Mr.  Smith 
was  retained  as  manager.  Three  years  later,  in  partnership  with  Harold 
S.  Percy,  he  purchased  the  store  of  Charles  H.  Anthony,  which  had  been 
established  37  years  before.  During  its  entire  history  the  business  has 
been  located  at  104-6  Washington  Street.  Smith  &  Percy,  Inc.,  known  as 
“The  Quality  Store,”  has  a  wide  patronage  throughout  Jefferson  County, 
and  handles  high  grade  merchandise  exclusively.  They  are  dealers  in 
women’s  wearing  apparel  and  accessories.  Harold  S.  Percy  is  president, 
with  Mr.  Smith  vice  president  and  treasurer,  and  Florence  L.  Ingalls,  sec¬ 
retary. 

On  Feb.  3,  1909,  Mr.  Smith  was  married  (first)  to  Miss  Florence  M. 
Easton,  who  died  April  15,  1923.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Charles  W.  and 
Catherine  (Munro)  Easton,  who  were  born  in  Canada.  Mr.  Easton  lives 
in  Watertown,  and  his  wife  is  deceased.  To  George  M.  and  Florence  M. 
(Easton)  Smith  were  born  six  children:  Margaret  Frances  and  Lyle  Wil- 
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liam,  both  deceased;  Catherine  Florence,  of  Watertown;  Malcolm  Charles; 
Dorothy  L.,  deceased;  and  George  M.  Jr.,  of  Watertown.  In  1925  Mr. 
Smith  was  married  (second)  to  Miss  Martha  Dickson,  the  daughter  of 
William  and  Margaret  (Munro)  Dickson,  the  former  a  native  of  Scotland 
and  the  latter  a  native  of  Canada.  They  are  residents  of  Winchester, 
Ontario. 

Mr.  Smith  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  First  Methodist  Church, 
and  is  affiliated  with  Watertown  Lodge  No.  49,  F.  &  A.  M.,  Central  City 
Consistory,  32nd  degree,  Media  Temple,  and  Rotary  Club.  He  also  belongs 
to  the  Watertown  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  Y.  M.  C.  A. 


James  B.  Wise.— As  founder  of  the  J.  B.  Wise  Company,  Inc.,  Mr.  Wise, 
deceased,  was  numbered  among  the  prominent  pioneer  manufacturers  of 
Watertown.  He  was  born  at  Branford,  Conn.,  in  1858,  the  son  of  T.  J. 
Wise. 

At  the  age  of  11  years  James  B.  Wise  came  to  Watertown  with  his 
father.  As  a  boy  he  carried  papers  for  the  Watertown  Times  and  also  sold 
papers  on  the  old  Rome,  Watertown  &  Ogdensburg  Railroad.  He  later 
conducted  a  newsstand  on  lower  Franklin  Street.  His  father  owned  and 
operated  a  locksmith  shop  and  this  small  enterprise  was  the  inception  of 
the  extensive  business  which  was  later  founded  by  the  son  and  now  known 
as  the  J.  B.  Wise  Company,  Inc.  Both  gained  a  reputation  for  manufac¬ 
turing  goods  of  durability  and  their  trade  enjoyed  a  steady  growth.  In 
1886  the  father  died,  and  at  that  date  the  business  was  well  established 
and  in  a  prosperous  condition.  A  new  plant  was  built  in  1892  at  Mill  and 
Moulton  streets  and  it  was  there  that  the  company  continued  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  brass  and  plumbing  fixtures.  Later,  the  plant  of  the  Water- 
town  Marble  Company  on  Water  Street  was  purchased  and  a  hydro-elec¬ 
tric  plant  was  built  at  a  cost  of  $150,000.  When  the  World  War  broke  out 
in  1914  Mr.  Wise  conceived  the  idea  of  manufacturing  munitions  of  war 
and  immediately  set  out  to  secure  contracts.  He  carried  out  his  plan  of 
using  the  old  mill  of  the  marble  company  and  also  built  a  cartridge  factory 
upon  the  foundation  that  had  been  built  for  a  new  marble  plant.  The  car¬ 
tridge  plant  was  finished,  an  auxiliary  steam  plant  was  constructed  and 
put  into  operation,  a  smelter  for  the  manufacture  of  brass  to  be  used  for 
cartridges  and  plumbing  goods  was  fitted  up  and  equipped,  load  houses 
were  erected,  and  it  was  decided  to  manufacture  smokeless  powder.  The 
munition  plant  was  also  completed. 

Mr.  Wise  died  in  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  June  7,  1916,  and  is  buried  in 
Watertown.  He  was  a  lifelong  Republican  and  in  1895  was  elected  mayor 
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of  the  city.  At  that  time  the  term  of  office  lasted  but  one  year  and  he  was 
re-elected  for  four  successive  terms,  serving  his  last  year  in  1898.  It  was 
under  his  administration  that  the  city  hall  was  built.  Mr.  Wise  was  always 
a  man  of  broad  ideas  and  never  feared  to  carry  them  out.  He  possessed 
an  energy  far  beyond  that  of  the  average  man  and  he  employed  that  en¬ 
ergy  in  the  upbuilding  of  industries  and  municipal  undertakings  in  the  city 
of  Watertown.  His  real  industrial  service  began  when  he  entered  the 
manufacturing  business  and  ultimately  developed  the  large  lock  and 
plumbing  supply  business  which  now  bears  his  name. 

In  1881  Mr.  Wise  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Harriet  Willard, 
the  daughter  of  George  and  Sylvia  (Bentley)  Willard,  natives  of  Jefferson 
County,  both  now  deceased.  They  are  buried  in  Brookside  Cemetery, 
Watertown.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wise  were  born  two  sons :  1.  Charles  Ralph, 
who  died  February  26,  1919.  He  was  married  to  Miss  Blanche  Harbottle, 
of  Watertown.  2.  Earl  Willard,  who  is  assistant  treasurer  of  the  J.  B. 
Wise  Company,  Inc. 

Mr.  Wise  was  affiliated  with  Watertown  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  49; 
Watertown  Chapter  R.  A.  M.  No.  59;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.  No. 
11;  Media  Temple;  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Corona  Lodge; 
Lincoln  League;  Black  River  Valley  Club;  and  Watertown  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  of  which  he  served  as  president. 

Mr.  Wise  was  an  ardent  football  fan  and  in  1902  managed  the  old  Red 
and  Black  Team,  which  was  not  scored  against  during  that  entire  season. 
He  conceived  the  idea  of  a  great  tournament,  which  was  staged  in  Madi¬ 
son  Square  Garden,  New  York  City,  for  one  week.  Sixteen  teams  com¬ 
peted,  with  prizes  of  $2,100,  $1,300,  and  $700,  the  latter  being  offered  by 
Mr.  Wise  personally. 


John  Henry  Newman.-— Widely  known  among  the  substantial  citizens 
of  Watertown  is  John  Henry  Newman,  who  is  station  master  in  this  city 
for  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  Company.  He  was  born  at  Cape  Vin¬ 
cent,  Jan.  6,  1885,  the  son  of  Robert  J.  J.  and  Emma  J.  (Mosier)  Newman. 

Robert  J.  J.  Newman  was  born  at  Kingston,  Ontario,  Canada,  Dec.  27, 
1863,  and  died  Feb.  6,  1924.  In  early  life  he  was  well  known  as  a  painting 
contractor  in  Cape  Vincent.  He  also  conducted  a  general  mercantile  busi¬ 
ness  in  the  old  Algonquin  Hotel  at  Cape  Vincent.  He  owned  and  operated 
the  “Guide, ”  a  freight  boat,  and  also  was  interested  in  the  passenger 
service.  Mr.  Newman  was  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  St.  John’s  Episcopal 
Church,  and  belonged  to  the  Elks  Lodge.  He  was  one  of  the  organizers 
and  first  Noble  Grand  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  at  Cape 
Vincent  and  belonged  to  Watertown  Encampment.  His  widow,  born  at 
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Cardinal,  Ontario,  Canada,  resides  at  Cape  Vincent,  N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Newman  were  born  two  sons:  John  Henry,  the  subject  of  this  sketch ; 
and  Robert  Frederick,  who  is  identified  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
Watertown. 

John  Henry  Newman  attended  the  public  schools  of  Cape  Vincent  and 
was  a  private  tutor  after  his  graduation  from  high  school.  He  came  to 
Watertown  in  1903  and  spent  one  year  in  the  employ  of  the  Woodruff 
Hotel.  In  May,  1905,  he  entered  the  service  of  the  New  York  Central 
Railroad  as  baggageman.  After  five  years  he  was  promoted  to  baggage 
master  and  during  the  summer  months  was  in  charge  of  the  department 
in  the  Clayton,  N.  Y.  yards.  He  has  held  his  present  responsible  position 
as  station  master  since  1924. 

In  June,  1905,  Mr.  Newman  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Florence 
A.  Cramer,  the  daughter  of  Lewis  M.  and  Mary  (Devoe)  Cramer,  of  Wa¬ 
tertown,  both  now  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Newman  have  a  son,  Harold 
R.,  who  is  identified  with  the  New  York  Air  Brake  Company.  He  married 
Miss  Belva  Berkley,  and  they  have  a  son,  John  R. 

In  politics  Mr.  Newman  is  a  Republican.  He  holds  membership  in  the 
Episcopal  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Elks  Lodge,  being  a  trustee  of 
same,  he  is  Past  Sachem  of  the  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men.  He  is 
president  of  the  New  York  Central  Athletic  Association  of  Watertown 
and  has  been  identified  with  local  sports  for  many  years,  having  served 
as  manager  of  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  New  York  Central  teams. 

In  November  1931,  Mr.  Newman  was  elected  a  member  of  the  city 
council  of  Watertown. 


Hon.  Henry  Purcell. — The  history  of  Jefferson  County  will  record 
Judge  Purcell  as  one  of  the  highest  types  of  men,  one  of  the  ablest  law¬ 
yers,  finest  judges,  and  most  useful  and  public  spirited  of  its  citizens. 
Many  honors  went  to  him  during  his  long  years  of  active  life.  He  was 
twice  a  member  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Fifth  Judicial  District,  and 
served  as  county  judge,  district  attorney,  city  attorney,  president  of  the 
Watertown  Board  of  Education,  and  president  of  the  Jefferson  County 
Savings  Bank  for  many  years.  He  was  president  of  the  Jefferson  County 
Bar  Association,  Democratic  presidential  elector  from  the  32nd  Congres¬ 
sional  District,  member  of  the  board  of  the  Northern  New  York  Trust 
Company,  32nd  Congressional  District  representative  in  charge  of  the 
raising  of  the  million  dollar  fund  as  a  memorial  to  President  Woodrow 
Wilson,  and  identified  with  many  other  activities. 

In  his  profession,  the  law,  and  on  the  bench  as  a  judge,  he  proved  a 
deliberate,  careful,  quiet,  keen,  sound  and  unruffled  character,  who  never 
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became  disturbed  and  through  his  rare  judgment  early  made  for  himself 
an  enviable  reputation.  Judge  Purcell  died  in  Watertown,  Jan.  20,  1931. 

Henry  Purcell  was  born  upon  a  farm  in  the  town  of  Wilna,  Jefferson 
County,  Oct.  13,  1848,  the  son  of  Michael  and  Susan  (Keon)  Purcell.  His 
parents  were  natives  of  Ireland,  who  had  emigrated  to  this  country  early 
in  their  lives. 

Spending  his  boyhood  days  upon  the  farm,  working  during  his  leisure 
hours,  he  attended  the  district  schools  until  he  was  15  and  then  finished 
his  schooling  at  Watertown  High  School  and  the  Antwerp  Academy.  He 
taught  school  during  the  winter  months  and  earned  sufficient  funds  with 
which  to  complete  his  own  education,  being  graduated  from  Watertown 
High  School  in  1871.  In  the  spring  of  1872  he  entered  the  law  office  of  the 
late  Judge  John  C.  McCartin,  but  in  the  fall  of  that  year  he  decided  to  be 
a  candidate  for  school  commissioner  for  the  second  district  of  the  county. 
He  had  no  difficulty  in  being  elected,  overcoming  the  usual  1,000  Republican 
majority,  and  held  the  position  for  three  years,  keeping  up  the  study  of 
law  in  the  meantime.  Admitted  to  the  bar  in  January,  1876,  he  was  for 
the  next  three  years  assistant  in  the  office  of  McCartin  &  Williams.  That 
firm  was  composed  of  the  late  Judge  John  C.  McCartin  and  the  late  Su¬ 
preme  Court  Justice  Pardon  C.  Williams.  At  the  end  of  the  three  years 
he  formed  his  first  law  partnership.  By  it  he  became  the  junior  member 
of  Sherman  &  Purcell.  This  firm  continued  until  the  death  of  Mr.  Sherman 
and  then  in  1894  he  organized  the  firm  of  Purcell  and  Carlisle,  of  which 
the  late  John  N.  Carlisle  was  the  junior  associate.  This  partnership 
lasted  until  May  1,  1897,  when  it  was  dissolved  and  Mullin,  Purcell  & 
Walker  was  formed  with  the  late  Senator  Joseph  Mullin  in  the  senior  post 
and  the  late  George  H.  Walker,  who  died  but  recently,  the  junior  member. 
It  had  become  successor  to  the  old  firm  of  Mullin,  Griffin  &  Walker,  attor¬ 
neys  for  the  New  York  Central  in  the  northern  tier  of  counties  consisting 
of  Jefferson,  Lewis  and  Oswego.  The  death  of  Daniel  G.  Griffin  compelled 
the  reorganization  of  the  firm  and  Henry  Purcell  replaced  him.  The  new 
association  of  attorneys  continued  legal  representatives  of  the  New  York 
Central,  but  the  firm  was  not  destined  to  keep  its  personnel  long,  for  Sena¬ 
tor  Mullin  died  Sept.  1,  1897.  That  brought  out  a  new  alliance  with  Judge 
Purcell  the  head,  George  H.  Walker  the  second  member,  and  Thomas  Burns 
in  the  junior  capacity,  it  becoming  known  as  Purcell,  Walker  &  Burns. 
Mr.  Walker  remained  with  the  firm  only  until  1905  and  the  name  became 
Purcell,  Burns  &  Purcell.  Mr.  Burns  withdrew  in  1906  also,  and  Judge 
Purcell  continued  with  his  eldest  son,  Francis  K.  Purcell,  who  had  been 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  1904.  At  about  the  time  Thomas  Burns  withdrew 
from  the  Purcell  firm,  the  late  Henry  Purcell,  Jr.,  who  had  been  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  1905,  became  associated  with  his  father  and  brother  and

was  one  of  its  members  until  his  death  in  1918.  Judge  Purcell  followed 
his  profession  55  years  and  for  more  than  half  a  century  of  that  time  was 
a  member  of  a  law  firm. 

Francis  E.  Cullen,  one  of  the  present  members  of  the  firm,  came  from 
Oswego,  April  1,  1910,  and  was  taken  as  a  partner  under  the  name  Pur¬ 
cell,  Cullen  &  Purcell,  which  continued  until  Feb.  1,  1920,  when  Senator 
Perley  A.  Pitcher  joined  and  the  firm  took  the  name  Purcell,  Cullen  & 
Pitcher,  which  also  included  John  C.  Purcell,  youngest  son  of  Judge  Pur¬ 
cell,  who  had  been  admitted  in  1908.  Senator  Pitcher  dropped  out  in 
1928  and  Purcell  &  Cullen  was  the  next  name  taken.  This  existed  but  a 
few  months  and  on  March  1,  1929,  there  was  a  complete  reorganization 
under  the  name  of  Purcell,  Cullen  &  Reynolds,  which  still  exists. 

Perhaps  there  was  no  more  staunch  Democrat  in  the  county  than  Judge 
Purcell.  The  late  Mayor  William  Hart  selected  him  for  his  city  attorney 
in  1887,  a  position  at  the  present  time  known  as  corporation  counsel.  Gov¬ 
ernor  Roswell  P.  Flower  determined  upon  him  as  his  choice  for  county 
judge  in  January,  1892.  His  record  on  the  bench  was  outstanding.  In 
1904  he  was  picked  as  delegate  to  the  Democratic  national  convention 
at  St.  Louis,  but  illness  prevented  him  from  attending.  In  the  bar  associa¬ 
tions  of  Jefferson  County  and  of  the  State  he  was  greatly  respected,  having 
served  as  president  of  the  former  and  as  vice  president  and  upon  important 
committees  of  the  latter. 

During  the  campaign  which  had  elected  the  late  Justice  Watson  M. 
Rogers  to  the  Supreme  Court  bench,  Judge  Purcell  had  been  one  of  his 
most  active  supporters,  and  when  the  latter  died  Judge  Purcell  was  ap¬ 
pointed  Feb.  21,  1911,  by  Governor  John  A.  Dix  to  fill  the  vacancy.  He 
occupied  the  position  through  that  year,  but  was  not  elected  in  the  fall 
campaign,  and  again  returned  to  private  practice,  but  on  Feb.  28,  1914, 
when  there  was  another  vacancy  on  the  Supreme  Court  bench  of  the  dis¬ 
trict,  he  was  appointed  by  former  Gov.  Martin  H.  Glynn. 

Many  years  ago  Judge  Purcell  became  a  director  of  the  old  National 
Bank  &  Loan  Company,  and  during  the  last  years  of  his  life  he  was  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Jefferson  County  Savings  Bank.  The  Northern  New  York 
Trust  Company  was  organized  in  1910,  merging  the  old  National  Bank 
&  Loan  Company  and  the  National  Union  Bank,  and  Judge  Purcell  became 
one  of  its  charter  directors  and  served  on  its  board  until  1922.  He  was 
for  a  number  of  years  a  director  of  the  Harmon  Machine  Company  and 
in  many  other  local  concerns. 

When  Judge  Purcell  concluded  50  years  of  practice  as  a  lawyer,  a  great 
complimentary  dinner  was  arranged  for  him  by  his  friends  at  the  Black 
River  Valley  Club.  This  was  held  on  March  1,  1926,  and  was  attended 
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by  150  friends.  Delos  M.  Cosgrove,  then  president  of  the  Jefferson  County 
Bar  Association,  presided  as  toastmaster. 

In  a  political  way  the  last  years  of  Judge  Purcell’s  life  saw  him  as 
an  ardent  admirer  of  Woodrow  Wilson,  and  when  the  million  dollar  mem¬ 
orial  to  President  Wilson  was  being  raised  in  1921,  he  was  selected  to 
have  charge  of  the  campaign  in  the  32nd  congressional  district,  compris¬ 
ing  the  counties  of  Jefferson,  Lewis,  Oswego,  and  Madison.  In  this  same 
district  he  was  in  1928  made  one  of  the  Democratic  presidential  electors 
during  the  Alfred  E.  Smith  campaign. 

Judge  Purcell  was  a  member  of  the  Black  River  Valley  Club,  Knights 
of  Columbus,  Transportation  Club  of  New  York,  and  of  many  social  or¬ 
ganizations.  Religiously  he  was  a  devout  member  of  Holy  Family  Catho¬ 
lic  Church. 

On  Jan.  10,  1878,  Judge  Purcell  married  Miss  Cecelia  R.  Neary,  who 
died  in  Watertown,  June  13,  1925.  Their  children  were:  Francis  K.,  Henry 
Purcell,  Jr.  (deceased)  and  John  C.,  Watertown;  Mrs.  John  Kilfeather, 
of  New  Haven,  Conn.;  Mrs.  Richard  M.  Buck. 


Clarence  M.  Kendall  is  advertising  manager  of  the  Watertown  Times. 
He  was  born  in  this  city,  May  22,  1887,  the  son  of  Martin  W.  and  Clara  M. 
(Ingalls)  Kendall. 

In  1919  Mr.  Kendall  married  Miss  Florence  Marguerite  Sloan,  the 
daughter  of  Stephen  J.  and  Helen  M.  (McDonald)  Sloan,  who  are  residents 
of  Cornwall,  Canada.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kendall  have  two  children,  Mary  Con¬ 
stance,  and  Frederic  Stephen. 

Politically,  Mr.  Kendall  is  a  Republican.  He  and  his  family  hold  mem¬ 
bership  in  Holy  Family  Catholic  Church,  and  he  belongs  to  the  Knights 
of  Columbus,  Watertown  Council,  No.  256 ;  Kiwanis  Club ;  Black  River  Val¬ 
ley  Club ;  and  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


Fr.  Peter  Andrew  Lesperance  is  prominent  in  Watertown,  where  he  is 
pastor  of  the  Sacred  Heart  Catholic  Church.  He  was  born  at  Putnam, 
Conn.,  Sept.  9,  1888,  the  son  of  Timothy  and  Louise  (Gagne)  Lesperance. 

Both  Timothy  Lesperance  and  his  wife  were  born  in  Canada.  He  died 
March  28,  1923,  and  is  buried  at  Woonsocket,  R.  I.  Throughout  his  life 
he  was  interested  in  the  manufacture  of  textiles.  He  was  a  Democrat,  a 
member  of  Holy  Family  Catholic  Church,  and  belonged  to  the  Indepen¬ 
dent  Order  of  Forresters  and  St.  John  the  Baptist  Society.  His  widow 
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lives  at  Woonsocket.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lesperance  the  following  children 
were  born:  Eugene,  lives  in  Chicago,  Ill.;  Joseph,  lives  at  Artie  Center, 
R.  I.;  Sister  Eugene,  deceased;  Rose,  married  Joseph  DuBois,  lives  at 
Woonsocket;  Peter  Andrew,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Edmund, 
lives  at  Woonsocket. 

Peter  Andrew  Lesperance  obtained  his  early  education  at  St.  Ann’s 
School,  at  Woonsocket,  R.  I.,  and  he  became  a  resident  of  Watertown  in 
1901.  He  completed  a  course  at  the  Scholasticate  School  in  1910  and  then 
studied  at  the  Grand  Seminary  in  Montreal,  Canada.  He  was  ordained  to 
the  priesthood  on  Dec.  23,  1911,  in  St.  James  Cathedral,  Montreal,  by 
Archbishop  Bruchesi.  He  then  was  appointed  chaplain  of  state  institutions 
at  Howard,  R.  I.,  his  charge  including  the  state  prison,  county  jails,  and  all 
types  of  institutions  under  the  state  charter.  Father  Lesperance  came  to 
Watertown  in  April,  1919,  as  assistant  pastor  of  Sacred  Heart  Church,  but 
in  the  fall  of  that  year  was  sent  to  Cape  Vincent,  N.  Y.,  to  take  the  place 
of  Father  Byrnes,  pastor  of  St.  Vincent’s  Church.  In  1920  Father  Les¬ 
perance  was  transferred  to  Clayton,  N.  Y.,  as  administrator  of  St.  Mary’s 
Church,  and  the  following  year  returned  to  Watertown.  In  1922  he  went 
to  Washington,  D.  C.,  where  he  took  a  special  course  of  study  at  the 
Apolistic  Mission  House.  He  became  assistant  at  Sacred  Heart  Church  in 
Watertown  in  1923  and  was  appointed  pastor  in  1928. 

Father  Lesperance  is  identified  with  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  Water- 
town  Council,  and  he  also  belongs  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


Hon.  George  H.  Cobb. — Brilliant  achievement  marks  the  career  of 
George  H.  Cobb,  who  is  a  member  of  the  law  firm  of  Cobb,  Cosgrove, 
Harter  &  Wright,  with  offices  in  the  Jefferson  County  National  Bank 
Building,  Watertown.  He  was  born  at  Hounsfield,  Jefferson  County,  Oct. 
10,  1863,  the  son  of  Elijah  and  Emily  (Crandall)  Cobb. 

Elijah  Cobb  is  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He  was  born  at  Alexandria 
Bay,  N.  Y.,  July  22,  1833,  and  now  lives  retired  at  Hounsfield.  His  wife, 
born  at  Brookfield,  Madison  County,  N.  Y.,  in  1835,  died  May  5,  1924, 
and  is  buried  in  Sulphur  Springs  Cemetery,  Hounsfield.  He  followed  gen¬ 
eral  farming  throughout  his  entire  life,  and  was  also  prominent  in  the 
civic  life  of  the  community  in  which  he  has  spent  so  many  years.  He  was 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  Star  Grange.  Mr.  Cobb  served  throughout  the 
Civil  War  as  a  member  of  Company  B,  186th  New  York  Volunteer  In¬ 
fantry,  and  was  slightly  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Antietam.  He  is  a 
Republican,  and  belongs  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  Joseph  Spratt 
Post,  Watertown.  His  wife  was  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church.  To

Elijah  Cobb  is  the  son  of  Joseph  and  Margaret  Cobb,  natives  of  New 
England  and  New  York,  respectively.  Joseph  Cobb  was  of  English  descent 
and  his  wife  was  born  in  Herkimer  County  of  Holland-Dutch  descent. 
Both  are  buried  at  Mansville,  N.  Y.  Emily  (Crandall)  Cobb  was  the 
daughter  of  Clark  and  Maria  Crandall,  both  of  whom  were  natives  of 
Madison  County,  N.  Y.  They  are  buried  in  Sulphur  Springs  Cemetery,  in 
Hounsfield. 

George  H.  Cobb  attended  the  district  schools  of  Jefferson  County  and 
after  his  graduation  from  Sacket  Harbor  High  School  he  entered  Potsdam 
State  Normal  School,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1886.  He  then 
taught  school  and  was  principal  of  the  high  school  at  Hammond,  N.  Y., 
for  a  time.  He  read  law  in  the  offices  of  Lansing  &  Rogers  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  November,  1891.  Mr.  Cobb  served  as  deputy  county 
clerk  for  two  years,  and  held  the  office  of  city  judge  in  Watertown  for  a 
term  of  four  years.  He  subsequently  was  elected  district  attorney  and 
served  for  six  years,  after  which  he  was  State  senator  for  a  period  of 
eight  years.  He  served  as  president  of  the  senate,  and  at  the  time  of  the 
resignation  of  Gov.  Charles  E.  Hughes  as  governor,  when  Lieut.  Gov. 
Horace  White  became  governor,  Mr.  Cobb  was  made  lieutenant  governor 
of  the  State  of  New  York.  In  the  meantime  he  had  established  a  law 
practice  in  Watertown.  For  a  time  he  was  associated  in  practice  with  De¬ 
los  M.  Cosgrove  as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Cobb  &  Cosgrove,  but  later  the 
firm  became  known  as  Cobb,  Cosgrove,  Harter  &  Wright. 

Mr.  Cobb  has  been  president  of  the  Jefferson  County  Bar  Association, 
and  is  identified  with  the  New  York  State  Bar  Association,  and  American 
Bar  Association.  He  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Republican  County  Committee  and  chairman  of  the  Republican 
City  Committee. 

In  March,  1893,  Mr.  Cobb  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Louise 
Wenzel,  the  daughter  of  Frederick  and  Connie  (Ehrlicher)  Wenzel,  natives 
of  Germany,  both  now  deceased.  For  a  number  of  years  Mr.  Wenzel  was 
well  known  in  Watertown  as  a  restaurant  owner.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cobb 
have  a  son,  George  Donald,  who  lives  in  Hollywood,  Calif.,  where  he  is 
interested  in  business  as  a  scenario  writer  for  a  film  company.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  Amherst  College,  and  during  the  World  War  was  a  member 
of  the  Student  Army  Training  Corps. 

Mr.  Cobb  is  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Watertown, 
and  belongs  to  Watertown  Lodge  No.  49,  F.  &  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Chapter 
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No.  59,  R.  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Commandery  No.  11,  K.  T. ;  Central  City 
Consistory,  32nd  degree;  Media  Temple,  Past  Potentate  for  three  terms; 
and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Past  Grand.  He  also  belongs  to 
Black  River  Valley  Club.  Mr.  Cobb  is  a  director  of  the  Watertown  National 
Bank. 


Brayton  Allen  Field. — An  able  and  well  educated  lawyer,  Brayton  A. 
Field  has  generously  contributed  his  experience,  his  energy,  his  time,  and 
his  funds  to  public  service  and  has  come  to  be  regarded  as  a  leading  citi¬ 
zen  and  educational  factor  in  Watertown.  He  was  born  at  Hounsfield, 
Jefferson  County,  March  18,  1853,  the  son  of  Sanford  E.  and  Phoebe 
(Allen)  Field,  both  natives  of  Jefferson  County.  His  father,  a  farmer, 
died  in  1898,  and  his  mother  died  in  1907. 

Brayton  Allen  Field  received  his  preparatory  education  in  the  district 
school  of  Hounsfield  and  the  high  school  of  Watertown,  and  was  gradu¬ 
ated  from  Dartmouth  College  in  1878  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 
He  studied  law  in  the  offices  of  O’Brien  &  Emerson,  of  Watertown,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1886.  That  same  year  he  opened  offices  for 
the  independent  practice  of  his  profession,  in  which  he  has  since  continued. 
In  1902  he  took  as  a  partner  M.  M.  Swan,  and  the  firm  name  became  Field 
&  Swan,  which  partnership  continued  to  the  present  time.  During  the 
summer  of  1904  Mr.  Field  was  called  upon  to  act  for  the  city  judge  for 
several  years.  It  is  a  firm  highly  regarded  because  of  the  fine  reputation 
for  character  and  intelligence  borne  by  the  partners,  and  its  share  in  sig¬ 
nificant  litigation  has  been  large.  Since  1919  Mr.  Field  has  been  attorney 
for  the  Federal  Land  Bank  for  Jefferson  and  Lewis  counties. 

In  politics  Mr.  Field  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Lincoln 
League,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows.  He  was  formerly  a  member  of  the  39th  Separate  Company,  New 
York  National  Guard.  His  religious  affiliation  is  with  All  Soul’s  Univer- 
salist  Church,  which  he  has  served  for  18  years  as  a  member  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  and  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School,  which  his  activity 
has  done  much  to  promote.  For  ten  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  New 
York  State  Executive  Board  of  the  Universalist  denomination  and  for 
two  years  he  was  president  of  its  state  convention.  For  a  number  of 
years  he  was  chairman  of  the  Jefferson  Finance  Committee  of  the  County 
Inter-Denominational  Council  of  Religious  Education.  For  a  number  of 
years  he  was  president  of  the  Jefferson  County  Society  for  the  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  to  Children,  and  of  the  Bureau  of  Charities  for  the  city  of 
Watertown.  In  the  nineties  Mr.  Field  was  a  member  of  the  city  Board 
of  Health  for  seven  years,  and  took  part  in  drafting  regulations  for  the 
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control  of  sources  of  milk  supply,  and  the  plumbing  regulations  for  the 
city. 

In  1881,  Mr.  Field  married  Miss  Antoinette  E.  Thompson,  of  Water- 
town,  the  daughter  of  William  C.  and  Antoinette  Nancy  (Chittenden) 
Thompson.  Their  children  were:  1.  Nellie  L.  2.  Allen  Safford.  3.  William 
T.,  who  married  Emily  Rogers,  and  they  have  a  daughter,  Mildred,  now 
a  student  in  St.  Lawrence  University.  4.  Brayton  W.,  who  married  Dor¬ 
othy  Thompson,  of  Missouri.  They  have  three  children,  Dorothy  Frances, 
Brayton  A.  and  Gerald.  5.  Arthur  Chittenden,  born  Jan.  1,  1891,  died 
March  3,  1901.  6.  Irene  Antoinette,  who  married  Verne  A.  Fogg.  They 
have  a  son  and  daughter,  Verne  A.,  Jr.,  and  Elizabeth  Ann. 

As  evidence  of  the  high  regard  of  the  community,  Mr.  Field  was  one 
of  the  three  selected  in  1909  to  draft  an  amendment  to  incorporate  a 
Theological  School  in  connection  with  St.  Lawrence  University,  and  has 
since  been  a  trustee. 


John  W.  Whalen. — As  treasurer  of  the  Hungerford  Holbrook  Company, 
Mr.  Whalen  is  numbered  among  the  progressive  business  men  of  Water- 
town,  where  he  has  spent  practically  his  entire  life.  He  was  born  at  Os¬ 
wego,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  15,  1873,  the  son  of  John  C.  and  Mary  A.  (Madden) 
Whalen. 

John  C.  Whalen  was  a  representative  citizen  of  Watertown  for  many 
years.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  as  was  also  his  wife.  As  a  young  man  he 
was  employed  on  the  Midland  Railroad  and  served  in  the  capacity  of  con¬ 
ductor.  In  1874  Mr.  Whalen  returned  to  Watertown  with  his  family 
after  having  maintained  his  residence  at  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  for  several 
months.  He  was  then  identified  with  the  Davis  Sewing  Machine  Com¬ 
pany  until  1890,  when  the  company  removed  to  Dayton,  Ohio.  From  that 
time  until  his  death  Mr.  Whalen  was  connected  with  the  Excelsior  Car¬ 
riage  Company,  of  Watertown.  He  died  in  1896  and  his  wife  died  in 
1919.  Both  are  buried  in  Watertown.  Mr.  Whalen  was  a  Democrat  in 
politics  and  held  membership  in  St.  Patrick’s  Catholic  Church.  There  were 
seven  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Whalen,  as  follows:  John  W.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch;  Lawrence  A.,  lives  at  Massena,  N.  Y.;  M.  Louise, 
deceased;  Matthew,  lives  at  Massena,  N.  Y.;  William,  deceased;  Anna, 
lives  at  Utica,  N.  Y. ;  and  Walter,  deceased. 

Following  his  graduation  from  Watertown  High  School  in  1893,  John 
W.  Whalen  entered  the  shops  of  the  New  York  Air  Brake  Company, 
where  he  worked  at  the  trade  of  coremaker.  After  a  short  time,  however, 
he  left  that  company  and  was  identified  with  the  Agricultural  Insurance 
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Company’s  printing  offices.  In  1894  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  0.  E. 
Hungerford  Printing  Company,  which  was  located  on  the  present  site  of 
the  Watertown  Times  office.  The  two  companies  were  merged  in  1898  as 
the  Hungerford-Holbrook  Company,  and  at  that  time  Mr.  Whalen  became 
bookkeeper  for  the  new  organization.  He  was  elected  treasurer  and  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  company  in  1924. 

In  1910  Mr.  Whalen  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Edith  H.  Marks, 
the  daughter  of  John  and  Sarah  Jane  Marks,  natives  of  Athens,  Ontario, 
Canada.  Mr.  Marks  is  retired.  His  wife  died  in  July,  1930,  and  is  buried  at 
Athens,  Ont.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Whalen  have  a  daughter,  Jane  E.,  who  at¬ 
tends  Watertown  High  School. 

Mr.  Whalen  has  always  taken  a  keen  interest  in  local  politics  and  is  a 
Democrat.  During  1904-5  he  was  alderman  of  the  old  4th  Ward,  now  the 
7th  and  8th  Wards,  and  during  1906-7-8-9  he  was  superviser  of  the  Ward. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Democratic  County  Committee.  He  and  his  family 
hold  membership  in  Holy  Family  Catholic  Church,  and  he  is  secretary  of 
B.  P.  O.  Elks  No.  496.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club. 


A.  Lawrence  Lewis,  who  is  secretary  and  general  manager  of  the 
Hungerford-Holbrook  Company,  printers,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  able 
business  executives  of  Watertown.  He  was  born  at  Spragueville,  N.  Y., 
Nov.  27,  1884,  the  son  of  Martin  H.  and  Deliah  (LaBow)  Lewis. 

Martin  H.  Lewis,  who  lives  retired  at  Fulton,  N.  Y.,  was  born  at  Ham¬ 
mond.  He  has  been  widely  known  as  a  mining  contractor  and  for  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years  was  a  diamond  drill  expert.  He  sank  mining  shafts  and 
later  was  a  representative  of  the  Ingersoll  Rock  Drill  Company,  of  Chi¬ 
cago.  Mr.  Lewis  is  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church. 
His  wife,  born  at  Ogdensburg,  N.  Y.,  died  in  1901  and  is  buried  at  Gouver- 
neur,  N.  Y.  The  following  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lewis: 
Zelma,  married  Timothy  Bevins,  lives  at  Chaumont,  N.  Y. ;  A.  Lawrence, 
the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Bessie,  married  Warren  Merritt,  lives  at  Ham¬ 
mond,  N.  Y. ;  LeRoy,  lives  at  Fulton,  N.  Y. ;  Maude,  lives  at  Dexter,  N.  Y.  ; 
Guy,  lives  at  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.;  Eva,  married  William  Black,  lives  at 
Grindstone,  N.  Y. ;  Leo,  lives  at  Ogdensburg,  N.  Y. ;  and  Margaret,  lives 
at  Dexter,  N.  Y. 

A.  Lawrence  Lewis  attended  the  public  schools  of  Gouverneur,  N.  Y., 
and  served  an  apprenticeship  in  the  printing  plant  of  the  Northern  Trib¬ 
une  with  M.  R.  Sackett.  Later,  he  spent  four  years  on  the  Gouverneur 
Free  Press  and  in  1906  came  to  Watertown  as  a  compositor  with  the 
Hungerford-Holbrook  Company.  He  was  promoted  to  foreman  of  the  com- 
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posing  room,  later  became  superintendent,  and  in  1928  was  elected  secre¬ 
tary  and  general  manager  of  the  company. 

In  1907  Mr.  Lewis  married  Miss  Harriet  Bell  Welch,  the  daughter  of 
James  P.  and  Nann  (Brown)  Welch,  natives  of  New  York  and  Scotland, 
respectively.

Arthur  E.  Sherwood  is  one  of  the  progressive  business  men  and  sub¬ 
stantial  citizens  of  Watertown,  where  he  is  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the 
Watertown  Savings,  Loan  &  Building  Association.  He  was  born  at  Copen¬ 
hagen,  Lewis  County,  N.  Y.,  April  21,  1873,  the  son  of  Eugene  P.  and 
Alzadia  (Doney)  Sherwood. 

Eugene  P.  Sherwood  was  born  at  Copenhagen,  N.  Y.,  and  his  wife  was 
a  native  of  Napanee,  Ontario,  Canada.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Solomon 
Doney,  a  native  of  New  York  who  settled  in  Canada  during  his  early  life. 
Later,  however,  he  returned  to  New  York  and  died  at  Copenhagen.  Eugene 
P.  Sherwood  was  reared  and  educated  in  Copenhagen  and  was  for  several 
years  a  customs  officer  in  New  York  City.  Later,  he  lived  at  Albany.  He 
died  at  Beaver  Falls,  N.  Y.,  in  1885.  His  wife  is  also  deceased.  Mr.  Sher¬ 
wood  was  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church.  To  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Sherwood  were  born  two  children:  Arthur  E.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch ;  and  Mary  S.,  married  Fayette  L.  Archer,  lives  at  Lacona,  N.  Y. 
Eugene  P.  Sherwood  was  the  son  of  Jonathan  and  Lydia  A.  (Phillips) 
Sherwood.  The  latter  was  born  at  Rutland,  Jefferson  County,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Edward  and  Mary  Phillips,  who  were  natives  of  Connecticut  and 
early  settlers  of  Rutland,  where  they  became  prosperous  farmers.  During 
the  War  of  1812  Edward  Phillips  served  with  New  York  Militia,  and  was 
given  a  grant  of  land  at  Traverse  City,  Mich.,  under  the  Act  of  Congress, 
March  3,  1855,  but  he  did  not  accept  the  grant,  which  was  dated  Sept.  1, 
1860. 

Arthur  E.  Sherwood  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Copenhagen,  N.  Y.,  and  began  his  business  career  as  a  clerk  in  a  store 
at  Beaver  Falls,  N.  Y.  He  subsequently  became  advertising  manager  of 
the  Middletown,  N.  Y.  “Daily  Signal,”  and  later  went  to  Elmira,  N.  Y., 
in  the  same  capacity  for  the  Sheehan-Dean  Company.

Mr.  Sherwood 
accepted  his  present  position  as  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Watertown 
Savings,  Loan  &  Building  Association  in  October,  1917.  Two  years  later 
he  also  became  a  director  of  the  company.  He  is  secretary  and  treasurer 
of  the  Northern  New  York  League  of  Savings  &  Loan  Associations. 

In  1898  Mr.  Sherwood  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Pearl  M. 
Sage,  the  daughter  of  Phillip  H.  and  Ida  M.  (Butlin)  Sage,  of  Copenhagen, 
N.  Y.  The  former  is  deceased  and  the  latter  lives  at  Copenhagen.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Sherwood  have  no  children. 

Mr.  Sherwood  is  a  Republican,  and  holds  membership  in  the  Asbury 
Methodist  Church.  He  belongs  to  the  Wasoc  Club. 


Peter  Young. — In  the  realm  of  that  essential  public  utility,  municipal 
gas  supply,  Peter  Young,  of  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  is  an  authority  by  virtue 
of  his  lifelong  activity  as  a  gas  engineer.  He  has  done  notable  work  in 
modernizing  the  plant  and  equipment  of  the  Watertown  Gas  Company, 
now  a  part  of  the  Northern  New  York  Utilities  Corporation,  Inc.,  of  which 
he  is  manager,  and  has  brought  the  system  into  a  high  state  of  efficiency. 

Mr.  Young  is  a  native  of  Scotland  and  received  his  early  training  in 
the  private  schools  of  that  country  and  the  public  schools  of  Pittsburgh, 
Pa.,  and  the  Curry  Institute  of  Pittsburgh.  His  father,  John  Young, 
came  to  the  United  States  from  Scotland  in  1876,  and  was  a  gas  engineer 
and  chemist  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  He  died  in  1922.  His  wife,  also  a  native 
of  Scotland,  died  in  1923. 

Peter  Young  began  his  business  career  in  connection  with  gas  engi¬ 
neering  and  has  remained  faithful  to  his  profession.  His  work  has  led 
him  to  various  parts  of  the  country,  south,  east,  north  and  west,  all  of 
which  have  benefitted  by  his  training  and  ability,  and  at  one  time  placed 
him  in  charge  of  the  Astoria  plant  of  the  New  York  Consolidated  Gas 
Company,  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the  world.  In  1914  he  accepted  the 
offer  of  the  Watertown  Gas  Company,  and  for  seventeen  years  has  been 
its  manager.  The  original  plant  of  the  company  was  erected  in  1852,  as 
far  as  local  records  indicate,  on  a  site  back  of  where  the  Woodruff  Hotel 
now  stands.  In  1904  a  new  plant  was  ready  for  occupancy  at  the  foot  of 
Newell  Street,  and  has  since  been  in  use.  The  plant  has  a  capacity  of  one 
and  a  half  million  cubic  feet  of  gas  per  day;  and  fifty-three  and  eight- 
tenths  miles  of  gas  mains  supply  7100  or  more  families.  In  1924  a  new 
vertical  retort  house  was  erected  with  the  West  Vertical  Retort  installed, 
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being  the  latest  type  of  retort  for  carbonizing  coal.  This  expansion  and 
improvement  has  been  largely  engineered  by  Mr.  Young,  who  saw  the  need, 
and  presented  it  so  clearly  to  his  directors  as  to  gain  their  support,  and 
executed  the  details  of  improvement.  As  a  result  of  his  ability  and  ex¬ 
perience,  he  is  a  recognized  authority  on  gas  engineering. 

Peter  Young  married,  Nov.  3,  1885,  Miss  Mary  Wilkins,  of  Pittsburgh, 
Pa.,  the  daughter  of  Edmund  and  Elizabeth  (Grenet)  Wilkins.  Their  chil¬ 
dren  are:  1.  Edmund  W.,  who  married  Nettie  Davis,  and  their  children 
are:  Mary  Gena,  and  Helen  Elizabeth.  2.  Mary  W.  3.  Elizabeth  W.,  who 
married  Stanley  Sherwood  Smith,  and  their  children  are:  Peter  Walker, 
and  Stanley  Sherwood,  Jr.  4.  Josephine  W.  is  the  wife  of  George  H.  Bal¬ 
four,  Watertown.  All  are  college  graduates  and  are  prepared  for  con¬ 
structive  work  in  the  world. 

In  politics  a  Republican,  Mr.  Young  is  a  member  of  Johnstown  Lodge, 
F.  and  A.  M.,  Johnstown,  Pa.;  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Watertown,  and 
the  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club.  His  religious  affiliation  is  with  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church.  He  is  identified  with  all  forward-looking  civic  and  social 
movements. 


Winfield  A.  Fox.—Among  the  leading  business  men  of  Watertown, 
whose  initiative,  energy  and  industry  have  done  much  in  developing  and 
building  up  the  city,  is  Winfield  A.  Fox,  who  is  vice  president  of  Marcy- 
Buck  Company,  Inc.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  Oct.  4,  1880,  the  son  of 
Frank  C.  and  Rose  (Walrath)  Fox. 

Frank  C.  Fox,  who  died  in  1888,  was  a  native  of  New  York,  born  at 
Cape  Vincent.  For  several  years  he  was  the  owner  of  a  clothing  store  in 
Watertown  and  later  lived  in  Idaho,  where  he  operated  an  extensive  ranch. 
He  met  with  an  accidental  death  and  is  buried  in  Watertown.  His  wife, 
also  born  in  New  York,  died  in  1907.  Mr.  Fox  was  a  Democrat  and  held 
membership  in  Trinity  Episcopal  Church.  There  were  two  children  in 
the  Fox  family:  Harriet  0.,  lives  at  Watertown;  and  Winfield  A.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch. 

Frank  C.  Fox  was  the  son  of  Hon.  Alfred  and  Olive  C.  (Bent)  Fox. 
He  was  born  at  Pompey  Hills,  Onondaga  County,  New  York,  Jan.  30, 
1807.  He  attended  the  district  schools  of  Cortland  County  and  for  several 
years  engaged  in  teaching  school.  He  became  interested  in  farming  about 
1832  and  became  one  of  the  largest  land  owners  in  this  section  of  the 
state.  He  served  as  township  supervisor  for  ten  years,  as  justice  of  the 
peace  for  15  years,  and  in  1851  was  elected  as  a  member  of  the  General 
Assembly.  He  also  was  a  delegate  in  1852  to  the  National  Democratic  Con- 
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vention  in  Baltimore,  Md.  He  married  (first)  Miss  Lucy  Harris  of  Cort¬ 
land  County.  She  died  at  the  age  of  26  years,  leaving  four  children:  James 
H.,  Mary  J.,  George,  and  Byron.  His  second  wife  was  Olive  C.  Bent,  of 
Watertown,  and  their  children  were:  Charles,  Hattie,  Nellie,  Frank  C., 
and  Alfred,  Jr.  Mr.  Fox  died  March  13,  1880,  and  his  wife  died  March  27, 
1880.  They  were  members  of  the  Universalist  Church. 

Winfield  A.  Fox  attended  the  public  schools  of  Watertown  and  is  a 
graduate  of  Albany  Business  College.  He  began  as  a  messenger  in  the 
employ  of  the  old  National  Union  Bank,  and  resigned  in  1910  as  teller 
to  accept  the  office  of  treasurer  of  the  Northern  New  York  Coal  Company. 
When  that  company  was  merged  with  the  Marcy-Buck  Company  in  1917 
Mr.  Fox  was  elected  to  the  office  of  vice  president.  He  was  one  of  the 
organizers  of  the  Empire  Petroleum  Products  Company  in  April,  1925,  and 

has  since  held  the  office  of  president. 

In  1913  Mr.  Fox  married  Miss  Katharine  L.  Sherman,  the  daughter  of 
George  C.  and  Alice  T.  Sherman,  of  Watertown.  The  former  is  deceased 
and  the  latter  lives  in  this  city.  Katharine  L.  (Sherman)  Fox  died  in 
1914  and  is  buried  in  Watertown.  In  1918  Mr.  Fox  was  married  the  second 
time  to  Mrs.  Grace  Stebbins  Sherman,  the  daughter  of  Jean  R.  Stebbins, 
who  is  deceased.  He  was  president  of  the  Agricultural  Insurance  Com¬ 
pany,  of  Watertown. 

Politically,  Mr.  Fox  has  always  been  a  Democrat.  He  is  an  active  mem¬ 
ber  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  and  belongs  to  Watertown  Lodge,  F.  & 
A.  M.  No.  49,  Past  Master  in  1920;  Watertown  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  59; 
Watertown  Commandery  K.  T.  No.  11 ;  Central  City  Consistory,  32nd  de¬ 
gree;  Media  Temple;  Black  River  Valley  Club;  Jefferson  County  Golf 
Club;  and  Watertown  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


George  B.  Van  Doren,  M.  D  — One  of  the  foremost  physicians  and  sur¬ 
geons  of  northern  New  York,  Doctor  Van  Doren,  a  World  War  veteran, 
is  recognized  as  a  thoroughly  capable  man  in  his  profession.  He  was  born 
on  a  farm  between  Chaumont  and  Three  Mile  Bay,  Lyme  Township, 
Jefferson  County,  Sept.  13,  1873,  the  son  of  Abraham  and  Mary  (Nellis) 
Van  Doren. 

Abraham  Van  Doren  was  born  in  Montgomery  County,  N.  Y.,  in  1827, 
and  his  wife  was  a  native  of  the  same  county,  born  in  1831.  He  died  Jan. 
2,  1909,  and  she  died  in  1911.  Both  are  buried  at  Chaumont.  He  spent  his 
early  life  on  his  father’s  farm  and  was  eight  years  old  when  his  family 
located  in  Jefferson  County.  He  became  the  owner  of  a  fine  farm,  which 
was  located  between  Chaumont  and  Three  Mile  Bay.  At  that  time  the 
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Indians  were  still  inhabitants  of  this  region.  Mr.  Van  Doren  was  a  Repub¬ 
lican  and  held  membership  in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  There  were  four 
children  born  to  Abraham  and  Mary  (Nellis)  Van  Doren:  Walter,  lives 
at  Chaumont;  Mary  E.,  married  Henry  George,  lives  at  Chaumont;  Rev. 
J.  Canfield,  a  minister  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  lives  at  Merrick,  Long 
Island,  N.  Y. ;  and  George  B.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  By  a  former  mar¬ 
riage  Abraham  Van  Doren  had  another  son,  James  Isaac,  who  lives 
Chaumont. 

Abraham  Van  Doren  was  the  son  of  Joseph  and  Hester  (Becker)  Van 
Doren,  the  former  a  native  of  Milestone,  N.  J.,  and  the  latter  of  New 
York.  Both  are  buried  at  Chaumont.  Joseph  Van  Doren  was  the  son 
of  William  Van  Doren,  who  came  to  the  United  States  from  Holland  and 
settled  in  New  Jersey,  at  Milestone,  where  he  is  buried.  His  wife  owned 
the  house  in  which  George  Washington  stayed  during  the  American  Revo¬ 
lution  when  he  spent  time  in  that  section.  During  that  period  she  was 
approached  by  British  officers  who  demanded  to  know  if  Washington  had 
been  there  and  where  he  had  gone.  When  she  refused  to  inform  them 
she  was  punished  by  being  hung  by  the  heels,  but  was  finally  released. 

Mary  (Nellis)  Van  Doren  was  the  daughter  of  Elijah  and  Mary  Nellis, 
who  were  natives  of  Montgomery  County,  N.  Y.  The  mother  died  at  the 
daughter’s  birth  and  Mr.  Nellis  later  remarried  and  removed  to  Hamilton, 
Ontario,  Canada,  where  he  engaged  in  business. 

George  B.  Van  Doren  attended  the  public  schools  of  Three  Mile  Bay 
and  in  1892  was  graduated  from  Adams  Collegiate  Institute.  He  received 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  from  Brown  University  in  1896,  and  four 
years  later  was  graduated  from  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons, 
Columbia  University.  He  then  served  as  interne  in  the  Hudson  Street  Hos¬ 
pital  and  Roosevelt  Hospital  and  in  February,  1901,  he  came  to  Watertown 
to  engage  in  private  practice.  Doctor  Van  Doren  served  in  the  World  War 
with  the  rank  of  captain  in  the  U.  S.  Medical  Corps,  and  was  stationed  at 
Camp  Greenleaf,  Georgia.  During  his  30  years  of  practice  in  Watertown. 
Doctor  Van  Doren  has  studied  extensively  in  New  York  and  Chicago. 
He  was  appointed  city  health  officer  in  1927  and  still  serves  in  that  ca¬ 
pacity. 

In  1926  Doctor  Van  Doren  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Ruth  M. 
Lehigh,  the  daughter  of  Malcolm  E.  Lehigh,  who  lives  at  Gouverneur, 
N.  Y.  He  was  born  at  Brockville,  Canada.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Van  Doren 
have  two  daughters,  Mary  Ruth  and  Georgene. 

Doctor  Van  Doren  has  been  president  of  the  Jefferson  County  Medical 
Society,  and  also  holds  membership  in  the  New  York  State  Medical  So¬ 
ciety,  and  American  Medical  Association.  He  is  chief  of  the  division  of 
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obstetrics  at  Mercy  Hospital,  and  a  member  of  the  staff  of  Good  Samari¬ 
tan  Hospital. 

Politically,  Doctor  Van  Doren  is  a  Republican.  He  belongs  to  Beta 
Theta  Pi  fraternity,  Black  River  Valley  Club,  and  Jefferson  County  Golf 
Club.  He  and  his  family  are  members  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church. 

Doctor  Van  Doren  is  a  bowling  enthusiast  and  has  won  numerous 
trophies  throughout  the  state  in  this  particular  sport. 


John  M.  Cruikshank. — A  leading  figure  in  newspaper  work  for  many 
years  was  John  M.  Cruikshank,  who  died  Dec.  13,  1912.  He  was  a  native 
of  Carthage,  N.  Y.,  born  in  1865,  the  son  of  Hugh  and  Jane  Cruikshank, 
of  Wilna,  N.  Y.  His  parents  were  natives  of  Ireland  and  prominent 
pioneer  settlers  of  northern  New  York. 

John  M.  Cruikshank  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Wilna, 
N.  Y.,  and  attended  Carthage  High  School.  He  was  graduated  from 
Cornell  University  in  1890.  At  that  time  he  took  up  newspaper  work 
with  the  Watertown  Standard  as  a  reporter,  and  later  went  to  New  York 
City,  where  he  served  on  several  newspapers  in  that  capacity.  For  a  time 
he  was  connected  with  the  Brooklyn  Citizen  and  the  Eagle,  with  which 
he  had  a  long  and  successful  career.  He  soon  became  a  political  reporter 
and  as  such  was  thrown  into  contact  with  nearly  every  public  man  of 
prominence  in  the  State.  He  attended  numerous  state  and  national  con¬ 
ventions,  and  was  sent  to  Albany,  N.  Y.,  by  the  Eagle  as  legislative  corre¬ 
spondent  during  several  sessions.  He  was  also  at  one  time  president  of 
the  Legislative  Correspondents  Association  at  Albany.  In  1906  Mr.  Cruik¬ 
shank  purchased  the  Carthage  Republican,  which  he  successfully  pub¬ 
lished  for  two  years.  He  then  became  associated  with  Richard  C.  Ells¬ 
worth,  of  Canton,  N.  Y.,  and  they  continued  the  publication  until  1910,  at 
which  time  Mr.  Cruikshank  purchased  the  Brooklyn  Times,  also  continu¬ 
ing  his  partnership  with  Mr.  Ellsworth  in  the  new  enterprise.  He  was 
editor  with  Mr.  Ellsworth  as  business  manager,  and  John  M.  Harmon,  of 
Watertown,  became  city  editor.  The  circulation  of  the  newspaper  doubled 
during  Mr.  Cruikshank’s  association  with  it.  He  was  an  aggressive 
newspaperman,  with  a  keen  sense  of  news  value,  and  his  judgment  was 
invariably  good. 

The  years  spent  by  Mr.  Cruikshank  in  Jefferson  County  as  editor  of 
the  Carthage  Republican  were  during  the  two  Hughes  administrations 
and  Mr.  Cruikshank  was  a  staunch  upholder  of  the  policies  of  those  admin¬ 
istrations.  He  was  one  of  the  principal  movers  in  the  organization  of 
the  Jefferson  County  Direct  Primary  League  and  served  as  its  president. 
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He  also  was  a  delegate  to  the  long  drawn  out  congressional  convention  at 
Oswego  and  Pulaski,  when  the  three  cornered  fight  between  Charles  L. 
Knapp,  Merrick  Stowell,  of  Oswego,  and  I.  L.  Hunt,  of  Adams,  was  waged. 

In  1900  Mr.  Cruikshank  married  Miss  Nora  Washburn,  the  daughter 
of  John  R.  Washburn,  a  complete  sketch  of  whom  appears  elsewhere  in 
this  history. 

Mrs.  Cruikshank  is  a  resident  of  Watertown. 


John  R.  Washburn,  deceased,  was  a  representative  citizen  of  Jefferson 
County  and  for  many  years  served  as  superintendent  of  the  poor.  He 
was  born  at  Rodman,  N.  Y.,  in  1837,  and  received  his  education  in  the 
public  schools  at  that  place. 

At  an  early  age  Mr.  Washburn  became  interested  in  general  farming 
and  soon  became  one  of  the  leading  farmers  of  that  section,  as  well  as  a 
prominent  man  of  affairs.  He  early  identified  himself  with  the  Republi¬ 
can  party  in  the  county  and  was  a  zealous  and  effective  worker  in  its 
interests.  He  was  an  intense  and  uncompromising  partisan,  yet  honest 
in  the  things  of  politics  as  in  the  personal  life  he  led. 

Mr.  Washburn  was  elected  supervisor  of  Rodman  and  reelected  to  that 
office,  which  he  successfully  filled  until  1882.  In  the  following  year  he 
was  chosen  superintendent  of  the  poor,  which  position  he  held  continu¬ 
ously  until  his  death,  June  1,  1903.  His  work  as  superintendent  of  the 
poor  was  so  well  known  as  scarcely  to  require  outlining  and  it  was  the 
subject  of  favorable  comment  and  even  enthusiastic  compliment  by  nearly 
every  board  of  supervisors  during  his  20  years  in  office.  His  attitude 
toward  imposters  convinced  them  that  the  county  farm  was  no  place  for 
them  to  remain,  but  to  the  helpless  poor  he  was  a  faithful  and  conscien¬ 
tious  guardian. 

Mr.  Washburn  was  one  of  the  older  members  of  the  state  convention  of 
superintendents  of  the  poor,  and  his  papers  on  the  proper  methods  of  car¬ 
ing  for  the  poor  were  widely  commented  upon,  and  brought  him  more 
than  a  local  reputation  among  people  interested  in  such  work.  He  had 
served  as  president  of  the  New  York  State  Association  and  was  one  of  its 
delegates  to  the  national  convention  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  in  1903. 

Mr.  Washburn  was  prominent  in  Masonic  circles,  being  a  member  of 
Rodman  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Chapter  No.  59 ;  Watertown  Com- 
mandery  No.  11,  K.  T. ;  and  Media  Temple. 

Mr.  Washburn  married  Miss  Lucia  Lewis,  and  their  children  were: 
Nora,  the  widow  of  John  M.  Cruikshank,  of  Watertown;  and  Lewis  R., 
who  lives  in  Watertown. 
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Edward  Leffingwell  Mitchell  is  a  leading  figure  in  financial  circles  in 
Watertown,  where  he  is  treasurer  of  the  Watertown  Savings  Bank.  He 
was  born  at  Copenhagen,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  28,  1874,  the  son  of  James  S.  and 
Mary  (Leffingwell)  Mitchell. 

James  S.  Mitchell,  deceased,  was  a  representative  citizen  of  New  York. 
He  was  born  at  Copenhagen,  where  he  later  conducted  a  general  mercantile 
business.  About  1870  he  disposed  of  his  interests  to  Thompson  &  Com¬ 
pany,  and  at  that  time  became  deputy  clerk  of  the  Assembly  at  Albany, 
N.  Y.  Later,  he  served  as  journal  clerk,  and  at  one  time  was  private  sec¬ 
retary  to  the  late  Charles  H.  Chickering,  who  was  a  member  of  Congress 
from  this  district.  Mr.  Mitchell  was  associated  with  Mr.  Chickering  until 
the  latter’s  death.  He  was  a  Republican,  and  belonged  to  the  Masonic 
Lodge.  He  died  Dec.  23,  1929,  and  his  wife  died  Dec.  25,  1899.  Both  are 
buried  at  Copenhagen,  N.  Y.  Edward  Leffingwell,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch,  was  the  only  child  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mitchell. 

Edward  Leffingwell  Mitchell  obtained  his  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Copenhagen  and  Albany,  and  for  a  time  was  associated  with 
his  father’s  work  in  the  office  of  Mr.  Chickering.  Upon  the  death  of  Mr. 
Chickering  he  was  connected  with  the  offices  of  the  National  Bank  Divi¬ 
sion  of  the  U.  S.  Treasury  Department.  He  returned,  however,  to  Copen¬ 
hagen  in  1899,  and  the  following  year  came  to  Watertown  as  bookkeeper 
with  the  Watertown  Savings  Bank.  Subsequently,  he  became  assistant 
treasurer  and  in  January,  1931,  assumed  the  duties  of  treasurer  of  the 
institution. 

In  1904  Mr.  Mitchell  married  Miss  Lucy  Hardy,  the  daughter  of  John 
Calvin  and  Julia  (Scott)  Hardy,  who  were  natives  of  Rutland,  N.  Y.,  both 
now  deceased.  They  are  buried  at  Copenhagen.  Mrs.  Mitchell  is  president 
of  the  Watertown  Board  of  Education,  and  is  prominent  in  the  civic  life 
of  the  community.  She  is  also  a  member  of  the  Outlook  Club. 

Mr.  Mitchell  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  belongs  to  the  First  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church. 


John  Nelson  Carlisle. — One  of  the  outstanding  citizens  of  Watertown, 
was  John  Nelson  Carlisle,  who  was  president  of  the  Northern  New  York 
Utilities,  Inc.  He  was  born  Aug.  24,  1866,  at  Preble,  Cortland  County, 
N.  Y.,  a  son  of  William  S.  and  Catherine  Rose  (Burdick)  Carlisle. 

The  Carlisle  family  moved  to  Watertown,  where  John  Nelson  Carlisle 
was  educated,  graduating  from  the  high  school  in  1884,  and  immediately 
began  the  study  of  law  in  the  office  of  the  late  Judge  Henry  Purcell. 
After  his  admittance  to  the  bar  in  1889  he  formed  a  partnership  with 
Judge  Purcell.  In  1902  he  was  admitted  to  practice  in  the  U.  S.  courts. 
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He  was  city  attorney  of  Watertown,  1891-92;  a  member  of  the  board  of 
education  1901-04;  and  then  public  service  commissioner  for  the  second 
district,  1910-12. 

Mr.  Carlisle  formed  other  partnerships,  first  with  Francis  M.  Hugo, 
former  Secretary  of  State;  Senator  Elon  R.  Brown,  and  finally  with  his 
brother,  Floyd  L.  Carlisle.  When  Floyd  Carlisle  retired  to  engage  in 
finance,  the  firm  of  Carlisle  &  Carlisle  was  discontinued. 

As  a  young  man  Mr.  Carlisle  was  active  in  politics.  In  1888  while 
Robert  Lansing,  later  war-time  secretary  of  State  under  President  Wilson, 
was  Democratic  County  Chairman,  Mr.  Carlisle  organized  young  members 
of  the  party  into  an  independent  committee  to  aid  the  county  organization 
in  its  work.  He  was  elected  to  the  county  committee  and  became  its 
chairman.  In  1896  he  was  made  Democratic  State  Committeeman  for  the 
35th  Congressional  district,  and  for  six  years  was  secretary  of  the  State 
body. 

Appointed  State  highway  commissioner  in  1913  and  serving  until 
1915,  he  took  office  with  the  understanding  that  he  would  be  permitted 
to  form  an  advisory  board  of  engineers  to  formulate  a  definite  policy  for 
the  department.  Under  his  guidance  the  whole  department  was  reorgan¬ 
ized.  After  leaving  this  office  he  was  adviser  to  the  State  Commissioner 
of  Highways  in  1915. 

While  Mr.  Carlisle  was  highway  commissioner  he  completed  a  system 
of  roads  through  the  north  country,  promoted  the  scenic  boulevard  about 
Storm  King,  and  uncovered  the  famous  “gravel  contract”  under  which 
the  state  expended  thousands  of  dollars  for  “special  gravel”  claimed  neces¬ 
sary  for  certain  road  work. 

With  Daniel  G.  Griffin  he  was  instrumental  in  effecting  the  nomina¬ 
tion  of  Roswell  P.  Flower,  for  governor,  taking  a  prominent  part  in  the 
campaign  that  elected  Mr.  Flower. 

In  1915  the  law  firm  of  Ainsworth,  Carlisle  &  Sullivan  was  formed  in 
Albany  and  during  the  next  five  years  he  practiced  there  and  in  Water- 
town.  In  1919  he  was  employed  by  the  Albany  common  council  to  investi¬ 
gate  city  affairs. 

When  Floyd  L.  Carlisle,  his  brother,  and  his  associates  in  the  Black 
River  Valley  power  group  took  over  the  Northern  New  York  Utilities, 
Inc.,  in  1920,  John  N.  Carlisle  was  chosen  to  head  the  great  hydro-electric 
corporation,  of  which  he  became  president  and  served  in  that  capacity 
until  his  death.  He  also  became  president  of  the  Power  Corporation  of 
New  York  and  a  director  of  the  Mohawk-Hudson  Power  Corporation,  a 
director  of  the  Northern  New  York  Trust  Company,  director  of  the  St. 
Regis  Paper  Company,  and  the  Northeastern  Power  Corporation.  He  was 
a  commissioner  of  the  Black  River  Regulating  District  Board.  From  1909 
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to  1915  he  was  a  trustee  of  Cornell  University;  1895-1910  he  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  New  York  National  Guard,  and  retired  as  major. 

Mr.  Carlisle  was  a  member  of  the  Jefferson  County,  New  York  State, 
and  American  Bar  associations. 

Fraternally,  Mr.  Carlisle  belonged  to  Watertown  Lodge,  No.  49,  F.  & 
A.  M.;  Watertown  Chapter,  No.  59,  R.  A.  M.;  and  Watertown  Com- 
mandry,  No.  11,  K.  T.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Black  River  Valley 
Club,  the  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club,  the  Fort  Orange  Club  of  Albany, 
the  Teugega  Country  Club  of  Rome,  and  the  Thousand  Island  Country 
Club.  He  was  a  trustee  of  the  Jefferson  County  Historical  Society. 

Mr.  Carlisle  married  Carrie  C.  Brown  of  Pulaski,  N.  Y.  Their  only 
child  Catherine,  who  married  Frederick  H.  Taylor,  died  in  1923. 

Mr.  Carlisle  died  July  21,  1931.  He  is  buried  in  Brookside  Cemetery, 
Watertown. 


David  Minott  Anderson. — Dean  of  the  paper  industry  of  the  North 
Country,  honored  for  his  success  and  his  sterling  integrity  in  his  many 
business  and  general  industrial  ventures,  a  pioneer  in  paper  manufactur¬ 
ing  enterprises,  and  an  experienced  and  prudent  counsellor  in  the  director¬ 
ship  of  numerous  substantial  business  houses  and  public  utilities  through¬ 
out  the  State,  David  Minott  Anderson  is  before  all  else  a  factor  for  the 
promotion  of  every  progressive  plan  for  the  welfare  of  Watertown,  the 
county,  and  the  State  itself.  Highly  capable  and  prosperous,  and  with 
broad  views  upon  present  day  affairs,  his  business  and  fraternal  affilia¬ 
tions  are  those  of  popular  as  well  as  gifted  leadership. 

David  Minott  Anderson,  a  descendant  of  the  early  pioneers  of  West¬ 
chester  County,  New  York,  is  a  son  of  David  Anderson,  grandson  of 
Joseph  II.  Anderson,  great-grandson  of  Jeremiah  Anderson  and  great- 
great-grandson  of  William  Anderson.  His  father,  David  Anderson,  was  a 
farmer,  who  died  in  1869.  He  married  Caroline  Minott  (Mitchell)  Ander¬ 
son,  of  White  Plains,  who  died  in  1886. 

David  Minott  Anderson,  son  of  David  and  Caroline  M.  (Mitchell)  An¬ 
derson,  was  born  Oct.  9,  1855,  at  Harrison,  Westchester  County,  where  he 
attended  the  public  and  high  schools,  and  later  graduated  from  Brooklyn 
Polytechnical  Institute.  He  began  his  business  career  at  25  Cliff  Street, 
New  York  City,  where  he  was  employed  as  a  clerk  and  traveling  salesman 
for  a  concern  that  handled  tinware. 

In  1884  Mr.  Anderson  came  to  Watertown  where  he  formed  a  partner¬ 
ship  with  J.  M.  Tilden  in  the  operation  of  a  fleet  of  tinware  carts,  which 
were  common  in  those  days.  At  the  end  of  five  years  he  disposed  of  his 
share  in  the  business  to  become  identified  with  the  Ontario  Paper  Com- 
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pany,  and  thus  became  versed  in  the  practical  side  of  paper  manufacturing. 
In  1889,  he  was  associated  with  the  firm  of  Taggart  Brothers,  as  their 
general  manager,  later  being  elected  president  of  the  company.  In  1900 
he  was  one  of  the  organizers  and  founders  of  the  St.  Regis  Paper  Com¬ 
pany,  and  in  1914  he  retired  from  active  participation  in  manufacturing, 
confining  himself  to  his  official  interest  in  his  large  holdings  with  the 
following  named  concerns :  director  of  the  St.  Regis  Paper  Company,  the 
Raquette  River  Power  Company,  and  the  Brownville  Paper  Company;  di¬ 
rector  of  the  St.  Regis  Falls  Wood  Corporation,  Northern  New  York 
Trust  Company,  Northern  New  York  Utilities,  Inc.,  Jefferson  County  Sav¬ 
ings  Bank,  Agricultural  Insurance  Company,  Marcy-Buck  Company, 
Power  Corporation  of  New  York,  Norwood  and  St.  Lawrence  Railroad, 
Hungerford-Holbrook  Company,  Ontario  Stock  Farm,  Central  Stamping 
Company  of  New  York,  and  a  large  number  of  other  concerns  in  which 
he  is  a  heavy  stockholder. 

In  his  political  views  he  is  a  Republican.  Mr.  Anderson  was  a  presi¬ 
dential  elector  in  the  campaign  for  President  McKinley.  He  is  a  trustee 
of  the  Jefferson  County  Historical  Society;  and  the  House  of  the  Good 
Samaritan;  a  member  of  the  Watertown  Chamber  of  Commerce;  and  his 
clubs  are:  Black  River  Valley;  Jefferson  County  Golf;  Thousand  Island 
Country;  Crescent  Yacht;  and  he  is  a  member  of  various  other  organiza¬ 
tions.  He  is  a  vestryman  in  Trinity  Episcopal  Church. 

On  Dec.  6,  1882,  Mr.  Anderson  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Ida 
M.  Lydecker,  of  Englewood,  N.  J.,  the  daughter  of  John  R.  and  Elizabeth 
(Ward)  Lydecker;  and  they  have  a  daughter,  Elizabeth  L.  She  married 
J.  C.  Wise,  and  they  have  two  children:  Henry  Alexander  Wise,  and 
Elizabeth  Anderson  Wise. 


Maurice  D.  Barnette,  M.  D.,  physician  and  surgeon,  is  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  his  profession  in  Watertown,  with  offices  in  the  Woolworth 
Building.  He  was  born  at  Potsdam,  N.  Y.,  the  son  of  Patrick  and  Cath¬ 
erine  (Manning)  Barnette. 

Following  his  graduation  from  Potsdam  State  Normal  School  in  1907, 
Dr.  Barnette  took  up  the  study  of  medicine  at  the  University  of  Michigan, 
from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1912.  He 
was  then  identified  with  the  staff  of  General  Hospital,  Rochester,  N.  Y., 
until  1915,  at  which  time  he  established  his  present  practice  in  Water- 
town.  Doctor  Barnette  resigned  in  1917  from  the  13th  Battalion,  U.  S. 
Naval  Militia,  and  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Medical  Corps  with  the  rank  of 
first  lieutenant.  He  was  connected  with  the  surgical  service  of  the  Walter 
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Reed  Hospital,  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  later  was  transferred  to  Evacua¬ 
tion  Hospital  No.  18,  and  served  in  France  with  this  outfit  with  the  rank 
of  captain.  He  participated  in  three  major  engagements  of  the  war  and 
was  discharged  from  the  service  in  July,  1919,  after  which  he  resumed 
his  practice  in  Watertown.  Doctor  Barnette  is  a  member  of  the  staffs  of 
Mercy  Hospital  and  House  of  the  Good  Samaritan,  Watertown.  He  is 
identified  with  the  Jefferson  County,  New  York  State,  and  American 
Medical  Associations. 

In  1921  Doctor  Barnette  married  Miss  Mabel  E.  DeCant. 

He  holds  membership  in  St.  Patrick’s  Catholic  Church,  and  belongs  to 
B.  P.  0.  Elks  No.  496,  Knights  of  Columbus,  American  Legion,  and  Vet¬ 
erans  of  Foreign  Wars.  He  also  is  a  member  of  Black  River  Valley  Club 
and  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club. 


Jason  Fairbanks  was  born  in  Mendon,  Mass.,  Sept.  5,  1785,  and  died 
in  Watertown,  Jan.  10,  1875.  He  was  the  son  of  Capt.  Samuel  Fairbanks, 
an  officer  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  who  afterward  commanded  a 
company  sent  to  suppress  the  Shay  Rebellion.  At  the  age  of  13  years  he 
went  to  Boston,  Mass.,  and  hired  out  for  a  year  to  the  proprietors  of  a 
public  house,  whose  firm  name  was  Forbes  &  King.  At  the  end  of  the 
year,  his  father  having  removed  his  family  to  the  town  of  Thompson, 
Conn.,  he  apprenticed  himself  to  James  Bragg,  a  saddler  and  harness- 
maker  at  that  place.  In  1802  he  moved  with  Mr.  Bragg  to  Newport  in 
Herkimer  County,  N.  Y.,  where  he  remained  until  1807.  His  apprentice¬ 
ship  was  to  close  in  the  fall  and  Mr.  Bragg  sent  him  to  the  western  por¬ 
tion  of  the  State,  known  as  the  Genesee  Country  to  make  some  collections, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  give  him  an  opportunity  of  judging  the  possi¬ 
bilities  of  that  section.  After  his  time  was  out  with  Mr.  Bragg,  in  De¬ 
cember,  1807,  he  went  to  Fairfield  Academy  for  three  months.  He  at 
first  was  going  to  open  a  business  in  Ogdensburg,  and  was  negotiating 
with  Judge  Ford,  but  that  fell  through  and  he  came  to  Watertown.  After 
he  left  the  Academy  he  worked  for  a  short  time  at  his  trade  in  Little 
Falls,  N.  Y.,  and  while  there  he  formed  the  acquaintance  of  Calvin 
McKnight,  who  was  a  painting  contractor.  They  opened  a  store  in  Water- 
town  in  1808,  and  remained  in  business  together  for  one  year,  when  Mr. 
Knight  took  the  business  over.  He  then  conducted  another  shop  from 
the  fall  of  1808  until  the  spring  of  1809,  when  he  took  in  a  practiced 
saddler  and  harnessmaker  by  the  name  of  John  Smith,  from  Connecticut, 
with  whom  he  continued  for  two  years. 

In  the  meantime  the  firm  of  Fairbanks  &  Smith  purchased  a  little 
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tannery  of  Oliver  Taylor,  on  the  state  road,  now  State  Street,  near  the 
brick  house  known  for  many  years  as  Baker  Brown’s,  where  they  con¬ 
ducted  a  very  good  business  in  tanning  and  currying  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  Orris  Childs.  In  1810  he  added  shoemaking  to  his  other  leather 
business,  all  of  which  he  continued  about  42  years.  In  1811  he  bought 
Smith  out  and  then  purchased  the  five  cornered  wooden  building  which 
John  Richardson  had  built  on  the  site  of  the  present  Flat  Iron  Block  on 
the  Fairbanks  corner. 

In  1812  Mr.  Fairbanks  was  appointed  deputy  U.  S.  Marshal  under 
Peter  Courtenius,  which  office  he  continued  to  hold  under  Marshals  Liv¬ 
ingston  and  Darrow,  or  for  about  28  years.  In  1812  he  was  a  lieutenant 
of  cavalry  commanded  by  Calvin  McKnight.  He  was  often  required  to 
ride  for  long  hours  in  the  night,  as  well  as  day,  carrying  messages  to 
different  corps  in  the  U.  S.  service,  and  in  rallying  out  the  militia,  as  some 
threatened  invasion  made  it  necessary  to  repel  a  vigilant  foe. 

Jason  Fairbanks  and  Perley  Keyes  were  sureties  for  Samuel  Whit¬ 
tlesey,  Esq.,  a  lawyer  who  was  appointed  to  pay  off  the  New  York  State 
Militia  for  services  in  the  War  of  1812,  and  a  full  account  of  this  tragic 
occurrence  appears  in  Dr.  Hough’s  History  of  Jefferson  County. 

On  Feb.  12,  1821,  Mr.  Fairbanks  was  appointed  sheriff  of  Jefferson 
County,  and  then  was  elected  one  term  under  the  new  constitution  which 
closed  in  1825.  From  1828  until  1838  he  held  the  office  of  county  treas¬ 
urer.  The  latter  years  of  Mr.  Fairbanks’  career  was  industriously  given 
to  the  cultivation  of  his  farm,  dealing  in  wood,  lumber,  collecting  his 
rents,  and  gathering  together  loose  ends  of  a  once  large  and  diversified 
business.  Though  very  liberal,  he  was  also  a  great  economist.  He  held 
other  offices  of  responsibility  and  trust  at  different  times  and  was  widely 
known  throughout  New  York  and  Canada.  He  entertained  at  his  home 
many  men  of  prominence,  among  whom  was  Silas  Wright,  who  cam¬ 
paigned  for  James  K.  Polk  for  president. 

In  1815  Mr.  Fairbanks  married  Miss  Mary  M.  Massey,  who  was  born 
at  Plymouth,  Vt.,  Sept.  29,  1796.  She  died  Sept.  29,  1882.  She  was  a 
daughter  of  Hart  Massey,  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Watertown.  Her 
grandfather,  Jonathan  Massey,  died  March  30,  1830,  at  the  age  of  84 
years.  Her  father,  Hart  Massey,  who  had  been  very  prominent  in  the 
early  history  of  the  county,  coming  here  in  1801,  died  March  30,  1853,  at 
the  age  of  83  years,  and  her  mother,  Lucy  Swain  Massey,  died  April  23, 
1856,  at  the  age  of  85  years. 

Andrew  J.  Fairbanks,  son  of  Jason  and  Mary  M.  (Massey)  Fairbanks, 
was  born  March  21,  1826,  in  Watertown.  He  was  educated  in  the  Water- 
town  public  schools,  Black  River  Institute,  and  French  College,  Montreal, 
Canada.  While  at  college  in  Montreal  he  received  three  first  prizes  at  the 
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hands  of  Sir  Charles  Metcalf,  then  governor  general  of  Canada.  During 
1849-50  he  was  purser  on  the  boats  of  the  Lake  Ontario  and  St.  Lawrence 
Steamboat  Company,  and  from  1851  until  1862  lived  in  Florida,  where  he 
engaged  in  extensive  lumbering  operations.  He  returned  to  Watertown 
soon  after  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War.  Mr.  Fairbanks  was  an  expert 
accountant  and  held  various  responsible  positions  with  the  R.  W.  &  0. 
Railroad,  and  local  manufacturing  concerns.  He  died  June  19,  1898. 

Andrew  J.  Fairbanks  was  married  in  1853  to  Miss  Mary  M.  Wiley,  the 
daughter  of  Nathaniel  Wiley,  of  Watertown.  To  this  union  four  children 
were  born:  Jessie,  deceased;  Harriet,  resides  in  Watertown;  Abbie,  widow 
of  Charles  H.  Remington,  resides  in  Watertown;  and  George  A.,  Water- 
town. 


John  B.  Taylor. — Outstanding  in  the  business  life  of  Watertown  and 
Northern  New  York  was  John  B.  Taylor,  who  was  financially  interested  in 
numerous  industries  and  enterprises  in  this  section  of  the  State.  He  died 
in  New  York  City,  June  5,  1927.  Mr.  Taylor  was  the  son  of  James  Loren 
and  Lanah  (Fox)  Taylor,  and  was  born  at  Three  Mile  Bay,  N.  Y.,  Dec.  30, 
1868. 

Both  James  L.  Taylor  and  his  wife  are  deceased.  He  was  for  many 
years  the  proprietor  of  a  harness  shop  at  Three  Mile  Bay,  and  during 
1859-66  was  in  the  U.  S.  Secret  Service  Department. 

John  B.  Taylor  grew  up  at  Three  Mile  Bay,  and  spent  his  boyhood  on 
a  farm.  He  was  educated  in  the  district  schools  and  in  1884  came  to 
Watertown,  where  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Watertown  Savings  & 
Loan  Company.  Mr.  Taylor  had  a  long  and  useful  career  in  the  city’s 
business  life,  and  was  identified  with  the  following  industries:  treasurer 
of  the  Jefferson  Brass  Company;  president  of  the  Watertown  Light  & 
Power  Company;  officer  in  the  Northern  New  York  Utilities  Company, 
Inc.;  president  and  treasurer  of  the  Woodruff  Holding  Corporation;  and 
member  of  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  from  1899  until  1904. 

On  Sept.  6,  1919,  Mr.  Taylor  was  appointed  by  Governor  Alfred  E. 
Smith  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  the  Black  River  Regulating  District, 
and  was  also  elected  treasurer  of  that  board. 

In  1904  Mr.  Taylor  had  purchased  the  Watertown  Gas  Company  and 
immediately  built  a  new  and  modern  power  plant.  The  following  year 
he  purchased  the  H.  Remington  &  Son  Pulp  &  Paper  Company’s  pulp  mill 
at  Black  River,  and  during  1907-9  transformed  the  pulp  mill  into  a  hydro¬ 
electric  station.  At  that  time  he  also  consolidated  the  gas  and  electric 
properties,  and  extended  the  lines  to  Glen  Park  and  Brownsville.  In  1912, 
by  acquisition  of  the  Dexter  Electric  Light  &  Power  Company,  he  fur- 
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thered  his  interests,  and  in  that  year  also  acquired  the  controlling  interest 
in  the  Carthage  Electric  Light  Company,  which  was  consolidated  with  the 
Watertown  plant.  The  Taylorville  plant  was  developed  by  Mr.  Taylor 
in  1913,  and  the  following  year  the  Carthage  and  Watertown  plants  were 
merged  into  the  new  Northern  New  York  Utilities  Corporation. 

In  1914  Mr.  Taylor  purchased  from  the  Carthage  Tissue  Mills  Company 
the  power  at  Balls  Dam  on  the  Oswegatchie  River  in  St.  Lawrence  County, 
and  from  other  interests  acquired  Cotton  Rapids  and  Rock  Dam,  and 
began  the  development  of  Balls  Dam  into  a  hydro-electric  station.  In 
1915  the  lines  were  extended  all  through  Dexter,  Chaumont,  Three  Mile 
Bay,  Cape  Vincent,  Depauville,  Clayton  and  Alexandria  Bay,  Mr.  Taylor 
having  acquired  the  plants  in  the  above  named  cities.  During  1916-17 
he  acquired  further  holdings  and  enlarged  the  system  considerably,  and 
in  1919  additional  power  plants  on  the  Black  River  and  Oswegatchie  River 
were  developed.  It  was  in  that  year  also  that  Mr.  Taylor  reorganized 
the  Black  River  Power  Company.  In  December,  1920,  he  sold  his  interests 
and  holdings  to  the  Carlisle  interests.  Mr.  Taylor  had  city  homes  in  New 
York  City  and  Port  Chester,  and  his  summer  estate  was  located  at  Pine 
Tree  Point,  Thousand  Islands. 

Throughout  his  life  Mr.  Taylor  was  a  Democrat.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Elks  Lodge,  Masonic  Lodge,  32nd  degree,  Milton  Point  Casino  Club, 
Thousand  Island  Country  Club,  Thousand  Island  Yacht  Club,  Alexandria 
Bay  Golf  Club,  New  York  Athletic  Club,  Racquette  &  Tennis  Club,  Bankers 
Club,  Greenwich  Country  Club,  Fort  Orange  Club,  and  Black  River  Valley 
Club.  His  hobby  was  rare  antiques,  of  which  he  had  an  unusual  collection, 
and  he  was  also  especially  interested  in  fine  bronzes. 


Roswell  Flower  Taylor.— One  of  the  able  young  attorneys  of  Water- 
town,  widely  known  throughout  Jefferson  County,  was  born  in  New  York 
City,  March  23,  1903,  the  son  of  John  Byron  and  Emma  Flower  Taylor. 

A  sketch  of  John  Byron  Taylor  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history. 

The  early  education  of  Roswell  Flower  Taylor  was  received  in  the 
public  schools  of  Watertown,  and  he  attended  St.  John’s  Military  Acad¬ 
emy,  Manlius,  N.  Y.,  and  is  a  graduate  of  Hotchkiss  Preparatory  School, 
class  of  1922.  He  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  at  Yale  Uni¬ 
versity  in  1926  and  was  graduated  from  the  Law  School  of  Cornell  Uni¬ 
versity  in  1929.  In  that  year  Mr.  Taylor  was  admitted  to  the  bar  and 
immediately  became  associated  with  Cobb,  Cosgrove,  Harter  &  Wright, 
with  offices  in  the  Jefferson  County  Bank  Building.  Mr.  Taylor  was 
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elected  as  a  member  of  the  city  council  in  November,  1929.  President  of 
Woodruff  Holding  Corporation,  1931. 

In  1926  Mr.  Taylor  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Helen  Baker, 
the  daughter  of  Ralph  S.  and  Sybil  Baker,  of  Perry,  N.  Y.  They  are  now 
residents  of  Watertown,  where  Mr.  Baker  is  interested  in  the  real  estate 
and  insurance  business.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Taylor  have  a  son,  Roswell 
Flower,  Jr. 

Mr.  Taylor  is  a  member  of  the  Black  River  Valley  Club,  Jefferson 
County  Country  Club,  Crescent  Yacht  Club,  Thousand  Island  Yacht  Club, 
Yale  Club  of  New  York,  Beta  Theta  Pi  and  Phi  Delta  Phi  fraternities, 
B.  P.  0.  Elks,  and  Jefferson  County  Bar  Association,  Seigneury  Club  of 
Canada. 

Mr.  Taylor  holds  the  commission  of  Ensign  in  the  U.  S.  Naval  Reserve, 
being  in  charge  of  the  13th  Fleet  Division  and  Lieutenant  (Jr.)  New  York 
Naval  Militia. 

The  Taylor  family  holds  membership  in  Trinity  Episcopal  Church. 


Raymond  W.  Oakes  is  prominent  in  financial  circles  in  Watertown, 
where  he  is  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Jefferson  Securities  Corpora¬ 
tion  and  assistant  cashier  of  the  Jefferson  County  National  Bank.  He  was 
born  at  Brownville,  Jefferson  County,  Nov.  27,  1884,  the  son  of  William 
D.  and  Ida  M.  (Calkins)  Oakes. 

William  D.  Oakes  spent  his  entire  life  in  Brownville  Township,  Jeffer¬ 
son  County,  and  was  a  prosperous  farmer.  He  died  in  1901  and  is  buried 
at  Dexter,  N.  Y.  His  widow,  born  in  Brownville  Township,  resides  at 
Chaumont.  Mr.  Oakes  was  a  Democrat  in  politics  and  held  membership 
in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church.  The  only  child  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Oakes  was  Raymond  W.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  education  of  Raymond  W.  Oakes  was  received  in  the  public 
schools  of  Dexter,  N.  Y.,  and  he  attended  Albany  Business  College  after 
his  graduation  from  high  school.  In  1903  he  began  as  a  messenger  in 
the  City  National  Bank,  at  Watertown.  He  resigned  in  1910  as  bookkeeper 
and  served  in  the  same  capacity  with  the  Northern  New  York  Trust 
Company,  Watertown.  Two  years  later  Mr.  Oakes  assumed  the  duties 
of  bookkeeper  with  the  Jefferson  County  Savings  Bank,  and  in  1917  be¬ 
came  cashier  of  the  State  Bank  of  Theresa,  N.  Y.  The  following  year 
he  was  elected  cashier  of  the  Bank  of  Antwerp,  N.  Y.  His  next  position 
was  as  assistant  secretary  of  the  Watertown  Savings  Bank  from  1921 
until  1922,  and  he  then  became  assistant  cashier  of  the  Jefferson  County 
National  Bank,  Watertown,  being  elected  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the 
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Jefferson  County  Securities  Corporation  in  1927.  He  now  holds  the  latter 
two  offices,  and  is  also  vice  president  of  the  First  National  Bank,  of 
Lacona,  N.  Y. 

In  1910  Mr.  Oakes  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Jane  E.  Kitts, 
the  daughter  of  John  E.  and  Hattie  M.  (Williams)  Kitts,  who  were  na¬ 
tives  of  St.  Lawrence  County,  N.  Y.,  both  now  deceased.  They  are  buried 
at  Fairport,  N.  Y.  For  a  number  of  years  Mr.  Kitts  was  well  known  as 
a  contractor  in  Rochester.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Oakes  have  a  son,  Paul  R.,  who 
attends  the  Watertown  public  schools. 

Politically,  Mr.  Oakes  is  a  Democrat.  He  and  his  family  hold  member¬ 
ship  in  All  Souls  Universalist  Church,  Watertown. 

The  paternal  grandparents  of  Mr.  Oakes  were  John  and  Barbara  Oakes, 
who  were  natives  of  Jefferson  County  and  well  known  residents  of  Brown- 
ville,  where  Mr.  Oakes  followed  the  trade  of  wagonmaker.  His  maternal 
grandparents  were  William  and  Mary  Calkins,  also  born  in  Brownville 
Township,  Jefferson  County. 


Addison  B.  Parker,  president  of  the  Parker  Press,  Inc.,  is  accounted 
one  of  the  foremost  business  men  of  Watertown.  The  smell  of  printer’s 
ink  early  exercised  its  mystic  charm  on  Addison  B.  Parker,  and  after  a 
successful  career  in  politics,  it  was  to  his  first  love  that  he  returned,  be¬ 
coming  widely  known  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State  as  a  printer  and 
publisher. 

Born  in  Fulton,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  26,  1869,  the  son  of  Rev.  David  D.  and 
Emiline  (Connell)  Parker,  he  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Felts  Mills,  near  Watertown,  and  at  Smith’s  private  school  in  Water- 
town. 

At  an  early  age  Mr.  Parker  took  a  keen  interest  in  newspaper  work 
and  spent  three  years  on  the  Watertown  Post  as  an  apprentice.  Having 
learned  the  trade  he  worked  for  a  time  on  newspapers  in  Rochester,  and 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  and  in  the  government  printing  office  in  Washington, 
D.  C.  Then  he  returned  to  Watertown  as  foreman  of  the  printing  room 
of  the  Watertown  Post. 

During  1906  and  1907  Mr.  Parker  was  head  of  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows  in  New  York  State,  and  for  12  years  was  one  of  four 
representatives  of  the  state  organization  to  the  national  body  of  Odd 
Fellows.  He  established  the  “Lodge  Record,”  in  1893,  which  is  one  of  the 
most  widely  read  publications  of  the  Order. 

Mr.  Parker’s  political  career  began  in  1899  when  he  was  elected  super¬ 
visor  of  the  first  ward  of  Watertown,  on  the  Republican  ticket,  an  office 
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which  he  held  for  several  years.  For  three  years  he  was  chairman  of  the 
board  of  supervisors. 

In  1904  he  was  named  assistant  journal  clerk  of  the  State  Senate  and 
in  1905  became  index  clerk  of  that  body,  holding  that  office  for  eight 
years.  In  1914  he  was  appointed  private  secretary  to  Thaddeus  C.  Sweet, 
speaker  of  the  Assembly,  and  in  the  following  year  was  made  deputy 
secretary  of  State. 

In  1921  Mr.  Parker  retired  from  politics  and  returned  to  Watertown, 
where  he  became  publisher  and  general  manager  of  the  Watertown  Stan¬ 
dard.  When  the  paper  was  purchased  by  the  Watertown  “Times”  in 
August,  1929,  Mr.  Parker  turned  his  whole  attention  to  the  publishing  of 
the  “Lodge  Record”  and  the  conduct  of  the  printing  business  managed 
by  his  son,  Fred  M.  Parker. 

In  1893  Mr.  Parker  founded  the  Parker  Press,  which  was  located  on 
the  second  floor  of  the  Doolittle  Hall  block,  on  the  public  square.  In 
1894  the  plant  was  moved  to  the  McCumber  block  on  Court  Street,  and 
when  the  Hall  Building  was  erected,  he  moved  there.  On  June  1,  1922,  the 
plant  was  moved  to  its  present  location,  252  State  Street. 

The  plant  of  the  Parker  Press  has  a  complete  equipment  of  type  for 
commercial  printing  in  addition  to  two  Kelly  presses,  has  five  modern, 
fast  presses,  wire  stitcher,  and  round  cornering  machine.  It  is  one  of  the 
most  complete  commercial  plants  in  New  York  state. 

Mr.  Parker  married,  Oct.  23,  1891,  Miss  Grace  Carpenter. 

Mr.  Parker  is  a  32nd  degree  Mason  and  a  member  of  the  Shrine.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Elks  and  the  Odd  Fellows  and  belongs  to  the  Black 
River  Valley  Club;  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club;  and  the  Lakeside  Country 
Club. 


Edward  W.  Elsworth. — A  member  of  one  of  the  oldest  and  best  known 
families  of  northern  New  York,  Edward  W.  Elsworth  is  a  representative 
citizen  of  Watertown,  where  he  lives  retired.  He  was  born  at  Pough¬ 
keepsie,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  14,  1876,  the  son  of  Hon.  Edward  and  Mary  (Johnston) 
Elsworth. 

Hon.  Edward  Elsworth  was  born  in  New  York  City  in  1840.  He  was  a 
graduate  of  the  old  Poughkeepsie  Law  School  and  received  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts  (honorary)  from  Rutgers  College.  He  was  treasurer  and 
trustee  of  Vassar  College  for  many  years  and  was  an  outstanding  citizen 
of  Poughkeepsie.  He  had  numerous  banking  and  business  interests  and 
for  a  short  time  also  practiced  law.  He  held  the  office  of  president  of  the 
Poughkeepsie  Savings  Bank.  In  early  life  Mr.  Elsworth  was  a  Democrat 
and  later  a  Republican  and  held  the  office  of  mayor  of  the  city  for  two 
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terms.  He  also  was  judge  advocate  of  the  New  York  State  8th  Brigade. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Reformed  Church.  Mr.  Elsworth  died  in  1911. 
He  had  married  Miss  Mary  Johnston  in  1867.  She  was  born  at  Pough¬ 
keepsie  in  1842  and  died  in  1902.  Both  are  buried  in  Poughkeepsie.  Their 
children  were:  Grace,  deceased;  Mary  Johnston,  lives  at  Poughkeepsie; 
Ethel  Hinton,  lives  at  Poughkeepsie;  and  Edward  W.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch. 

The  first  member  of  the  Elsworth  family  who  came  to  this  country 
from  Holland  was  Theophilus  Elsworth,  who  settled  in  New  Amsterdam 
in  1645.  Many  members  of  this  family  now  reside  throughout  the  state 
of  New  York. 

After  his  graduation  from  Riverview  Academy  in  Poughkeepsie, 
Edward  W.  Elsworth  attended  Amherst  College,  from  which  he  received 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1898.  The  following  year  he  came  to 
Watertown  as  cost  accountant  for  the  New  York  Air  Brake  Company. 
He  later  was  identified  with  the  Remington  Paper  Company  as  manager 
of  the  Norwood  Paper  Company,  which  was  one  of  the  three  companies 
owned  by  the  Remington  interests  at  that  time.  He  became  extensively 
interested  in  the  pulp  wood  business  as  a  broker  and  until  his  retirement 
in  1929  was  recognized  as  a  leader  in  that  particular  field. 

In  1902  Mr.  Elsworth  married  Miss  Katharine  Goodale.  Their  chil¬ 
dren  are:  1.  John  Van  Varick,  who  is  identified  with  the  Austin  Ice 
Cream  Company,  of  Watertown,  as  refrigeration  engineer.  He  married 
Miss  Lois  Hunt.  2.  Katharine  L.,  who  married  Albert  Horr,  lives  in 
Watertown.

In  politics  Mr.  Elsworth  has  always  been  identified  with  the  Republi¬ 
can  party.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Trinity  Episcopal  Church  of  Water- 
town,  and  belongs  to  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  and  Holland  Society. 


Frederick  Merrell  Boyer.— One  of  the  outstanding  figures  in  profes¬ 
sional  circles  in  Jefferson  County  is  Frederick  M.  Boyer,  who  is  success¬ 
fully  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law  in  Watertown,  with  office  in  the 
Jefferson  County  National  Bank  Building.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  Jan. 
13,  1872,  the  son  of  Frederick  H.  and  Sylvia  (Merrell)  Boyer. 

Frederick  H.  Boyer  was  born  in  Jefferson  County  and  his  wife  was 
a  native  of  Watertown.  As  a  young  man  he  purchased  the  city’s  pioneer 
grocery  house,  located  in  old  Washington  Hall  block,  now  the  location  of 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  building.  Mr.  Boyer  continued  in  business  until  1875, 
when  he  was  forced  to  retire  on  account  of  ill  health.  He  died  in  1885 
and  his  wife  died  in  1875.  Both  are  buried  in  Watertown.  Mr.  Boyer 
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was  a  Democrat  and  held  membership  in  the  Episcopal  Church.  Two  sons 
were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Boyer:  Frederick  Merrell,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch;  and  Edwin  Dodge,  lives  in  Watertown. 

Frederick  H.  Boyer  was  the  son  of  Joseph  and  Roxanna  (Howland) 
Boyer.  Joseph  Boyer  was  born  in  France  and  came  to  this  country  with 
Count  Vincent  LeRay  du  Chaumont  and  a  party  of  emigrants.  Joseph 
Boyer  settled  at  Evans  Mills  and  became  one  of  Count  Le  Ray’s  business 
agents.  His  first  wife  was  Miss  Evans.  Mr.  Boyer  is  buried  at  Evans 
Mills,  N.  Y.,  and  his  second  wife  is  buried  at  Watertown. 

Sylvia  (Merrell)  Boyer  was  the  daughter  of  Hiram  A.  and  Caroline 
(Remington)  Merrell,  the  former  a  native  of  Oneida  County,  N.  Y.,  and 
the  latter  of  Connecticut.  He  was  a  farmer  and  spent  his  early  life  at 
Sackets  Harbor,  N.  Y.,  later  removing  to  Watertown,  where  he  owned 
and  operated  the  old  Stone  Mill. 

Frederick  Merrell  Boyer  attended  the  Watertown  public  schools,  from 
which  he  was  graduated  in  1888.  Two  years  later  he  completed  a  course 
of  study  at  St.  Paul’s  School,  Concord,  N.  H.,  and  in  1894  received  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  at  Yale  University.  Mr.  Boyer  then  read  law 
in  the  offices  of  the  late  John  and  Robert  Lansing,  and  was  admitted  to  the 
New  York  bar  in  1897.  From  that  date  until  1910  he  was  associated  in 
practice  with  the  firm  of  Lansing  &  Lansing,  but  has  since  conducted  a 
private  practice. 

Mr.  Boyer  was  married  in  1903  to  Miss  Jessie  Willard  Hall,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  James  T.  and  Catherine  Louisa  (Hamlin)  Hall,  natives  of  Oneida 
County,  both  now  deceased.  Their  daughters  are:  1.  Sylvia  B.,  married 
Malcolm  L.  Williams,  lives  in  Philadelphia.  2.  Catherine,  who  lives  at 
home. 

Mr.  Boyer  is  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  holds  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Yale  Club  of  New  York,  Black  River  Valley  Club,  Crescent 
Yacht  Club,  Zeta  Psi  fraternity,  and  Jefferson  County  Bar  Association. 
He  has  always  been  a  Democrat  and  is  a  member  of  the  Watertown  Board 
of  Education. 


Charles  P.  Redmond. — One  of  the  progressive  young  business  men  of 
Watertown  is  Charles  P.  Redmond,  who  is  associated  with  the  well  known 
insurance  firm  of  B.  J.  Redmond  &  Son.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  Oct.  14, 
1902,  the  son  of  Bernard  James  and  Ida  (Fall)  Redmond. 

A  complete  sketch  of  Bernard  J.  Redmond  appears  elsewhere  in  this 
history. 

Charles  P.  Redmond  has  always  lived  in  Watertown.  After  his  gradu¬ 
ation  from  Watertown  High  School  in  1920  he  received  the  degree  of 
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Bachelor  of  Science  at  New  York  University  in  1924.  He  has  since  been 
interested  in  the  insurance  business  with  his  father  in  this  city  and  in 
January,  1925,  was  made  junior  partner  in  the  business.  They  are  spe¬ 
cialists  in  fire,  theft  and  casualty  insurance  and  have  an  extensive  busi¬ 
ness  throughout  this  section  of  the  State.  Mr.  Redmond  belongs  to  the 
Watertown  Insurance  Exchange,  New  York  State  Association  of  Local 
Agents,  and  National  Association  of  Insurance  Agents. 

In  1927  Mr.  Redmond  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Helen  M. 
O’Brien,  the  daughter  of  Jerome  J.  and  Ellen  (McAvoy)  O’Brien,  who 
were  natives  of  Rossie,  St.  Lawrence  County,  N.  Y.  Mr.  O’Brien  died 
in  February,  1931,  and  his  wife  died  in  1924.  Both  are  buried  at  Rossie. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Redmond  have  two  children,  Ellen  and  Brian  Patrick. 

Mr.  Redmond  is  a  member  of  St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church,  and  belongs 
to  B.  P.  0.  Elks  No.  496,  Alpha  Kappa  Psi  and  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  fra¬ 
ternities.  Politically  he  is  a  Democrat. 

The  house  in  Evans  Mills,  which  is  occupied  by  Mr.  Redmond  and  his 

family ,  was  built  in  1830  and  is  one  of  the  fine  old  landmarks  of  this 
community. 


Walter  R.  Eggleston,  who  is  serving  as  superintendent  of  highways 
in  Jefferson  County,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  county’s  capable  officials. 
He  was  born  at  Henderson  Harbor,  N.  Y.,  May  11,  1885,  the  son  of 
Charles  D.  and  Margaret  A.  (Norton)  Eggleston. 

Charles  D.  Eggleston  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He  was  born 
at  Henderson  Harbor,  N.  Y.,  and  died  there  in  February,  1929.  Through¬ 
out  the  Civil  War  he  served  in  the  New  York  cavalry  and  was  discharged 
with  the  rank  of  corporal.  Until  his  retirement  Mr.  Eggleston  sailed  the 
Great  Lakes  and  for  many  years  was  a  master.  He  was  independent  in 
politics  and  belonged  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  His  widow  was 
bom  at  Lake  George,  and  lives  at  Henderson  Harbor.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Eggleston  were  born  the  following  children:  Lottie  M.,  the  widow  of  Grant 
Gilbert,  lives  at  Liverpool,  N.  Y.;  Viola,  deceased;  Elizabeth,  married 
Henry  Montague,  lives  at  Henderson  Harbor;  Fred  and  Edna,  both  de¬ 
ceased;  George  R.  and  Charles  Terry  live  at  Henderson  Harbor;  John, 

lives  at  Syracuse;  Walter  R.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  James,  lives 
at  Henderson  Harbor. 

Walter  R.  Eggleston  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Henderson  Harbor.  He  spent  two  years  as  a  sailor  on  the  Great  Lakes, 
and  then  became  identified  with  the  engineering  department  of  the  New 
York  State  Highway  Department.  He  subsequently  became  assistant 
engineer,  and  in  May,  1923,  was  appointed  superintendent. 
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In  September,  1911,  Mr.  Eggleston  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Kathryn  Ten  Eyck,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Amanda  (Schubel)  Ten 
Eyck.  The  former  is  a  native  of  Black  River,  N.  Y.,  and  the  latter  of 
Minnesota.  He  is  identified  with  the  Watertown  Daily  Times  and  the 
Ten  Eyck  family  lives  at  Black  River.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eggleston  have  two 
children:  Richard  Neal  and  Johanna  Margaret. 

Mr.  Eggleston  is  identified  with  the  American  Society  of  Civil  Engi¬ 
neers,  New  York  State  Professional  Engineers,  American  Road  Builders 
Association,  Association  of  Highway  Officials  of  the  North  Atlantic  States, 
and  is  president  of  the  County  Superintendents  and  Engineers  Associa¬ 
tion.  He  is  affiliated  with  Bethany  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  821,  Past 
Master,  1922-23,  and  Past  District  Deputy ;  Central  City  Consistory,  32nd 
degree;  Media  Temple;  B.  P.  0.  Elks  No.  496;  and  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows,  Past  Grand.  Politically,  he  is  independent. 


Robert  Jones  Buck. — To  Watertown,  and  to  whatever  pertains  to  the 
highest  status  in  civic  and  business  matters  in  the  city  of  Watertown, 
Robert  J.  Buck  has  always  contributed  public  spirited  service  of  a  most 
permanent  character,  whether  as  the  founder  and  executive  head  of  suc¬ 
cessful  corporations,  as  director  in  industrial  and  financial  institutions, 
as  well  as  in  those  that  have  been  established  for  benevolent  purposes,  or 
in  a  civic  and  a  patriotic  leadership  upon  all  occasions.  He  has  been  very 
actively  associated  with  practically  every  large  business  project  that  has 
materialized  in  this  city,  and  his  citizenship  is  invariably  progressive  and 
of  the  most  exemplary  type.  He  is  a  son  of  Robert  Buck,  a  native  of 
Wethersfield,  Conn.,  who  died  in  1880,  and  Helen  F.  (Jones)  Buck,  of  St. 
Albans,  Vt.,  who  died  in  1889. 

Robert  J.  Buck  was  born  at  St.  Albans  Bay,  Vt„  Sept.  5,  1865.  He 
lived  there  until  he  was  15  years  of  age  and  came  to  Watertown  in  1880, 
where  his  first  employment  was  as  the  office  boy  of  the  Davis  Sewing 
Machine  Company,  and  with  whom  he  remained  for  three  years.  He  then 
entered  the  employ  of  Farwell  &  Rhines,  flour  millers,  as  bookkeeper  and 
clerk.  In  1891  he  became  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Marcy,  Buck  &  Riley, 
dealers  in  coal,  and  he  has  continued  with  this  firm  or  its  successors  to  the 
present  time,  the  firm  now  being  Marcy,  Buck  &  Winslow,  Inc.,  of  which 
Mr.  Buck  is  president. 

The  Marcy-Buck  &  Winslow,  Inc.,  as  this  firm  is  known  today,  was 
established  in  1873  by  Richard  Marcy,  on  Mill  Street,  Watertown,  the  same 
location  as  at  the  present  time,  and  also  they  have  other  sub-offices  in  the 
city  to  deal  in  coal,  both  wholesale  and  retail,  and  in  1891  Mr.  Marcy  re- 
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ceived  into  the  firm  as  his  partners,  Robert  J.  Buck  and  Philip  Riley,  under 
the  firm  name  of  Marcy-Buck  &  Riley.  After  Mr.  Riley’s  death  the  busi¬ 
ness  was  incorporated  under  the  name  of  the  Marcy-Buck  Company,  and 
Robert  J.  Buck  was  elected  president;  C.  E.  Buckholtz,  vice  president; 
James  Davison,  treasurer;  and  W.  A.  Fox,  secretary.  In  1917  Mr.  Buck¬ 
holtz  withdrew  from  the  company  and  Richard  M.  Buck  was  made  vice 
president.  In  addition  to  conducting  a  wholesale  and  retail  coal  business 
this  firm  deals  extensively  in  builders’  supplies,  with  H.  W.  Pennock  in 
charge  of  that  department.  The  capacity  of  the  storage  pockets  of  its 
plants  is :  for  anthracite  about  8,000  tons ;  and  for  bituminous  over  50,000 
tons. 

Not  only  is  this  one  of  the  oldest,  but  it  is  one  of  the  largest  concerns 
in  northern  New  York,  and  very  recently  they  have  entered  into  the  addi¬ 
tional  business  of  oil  and  gasoline  distribution  upon  an  extensive  scale 
with  four  20,000  gallon  tanks,  and  with  the  sole  agency  in  three  counties 
for  the  Pennzoil  Company’s  products,  operating  under  the  name  of  the 
Empire  Petroleum  Products  Company. 

Later,  the  Winslow  Trucking  Company  was  merged  with  the  Marcy- 
Buck  Company,  and  took  over  the  H.  E.  Tyler  Company,  the  new  firm  be¬ 
ing  known  as  Marcy-Buck  &  Winslow,  Inc. 

Mr.  Buck  has  done  much  to  develop  Watertown  and  to  bring  the  com¬ 
munity  up  to  metropolitan  standards,  and  his  associations  with  agencies 
for  that  purpose  are  many.  He  is  chairman  of  the  board  of  the  Northern 
New  York  Trust  Company;  president  of  the  Marcy-Buck  &  Winslow,  Inc.; 
treasurer  of  the  Sweeter  Shirt  Corporation ;  president  of  the  Buck  Term¬ 
inal  Company ;  director  of  the  Agricultural  Insurance  Company  of  Water- 
town  ;  director  and  president  for  seven  years  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. ;  member 
of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Trust  Companies,  State  of  New  York; 
director  of  the  Hungerford  Holbrook  Company,  of  Watertown;  and  for¬ 
mer  president  of  the  Jefferson  County  National  Bank. 

A  Republican  in  his  political  views,  Mr.  Buck  served  in  1889  and  1890 
as  supervisor  of  the  old  second  ward.  He  was  appointed  postmaster  of 
Watertown  in  1901  by  President  William  McKinley,  and  served  for  11 
years.  During  the  World  War  he  both  gave  and  served  generously,  and 
was  chairman  of  all  the  Liberty  Loan  drives  in  Watertown. 

Fraternally,  Mr.  Buck  is  affiliated  with  Watertown  Lodge  No.  49,  F. 
&  A.  M.;  Watertown  Chapter  No.  59,  R.  A.  M.;  Watertown  Commandery 
K.  T.,  No.  11 ;  Central  City  Consistory,  32nd  degree ;  Media  Temple ;  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows;  United  Commercial  Travelers;  Watertown 
Chamber  of  Commerce;  Black  River  Valley  Club;  Jefferson  County  Coun¬ 
try  Club;  Crescent  Yacht  Club;  and  the  Kiwanis  Club.  He  has  held 
membership  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Watertown  since  1882 
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and  is  a  member  of  the  session.  He  is  also  trustee  and  past  president  of 
the  House  of  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital,  and  was  instrumental  in  the 
construction  of  that  institution. 

Mr.  Buck  was  married  on  Aug.  23,  1887,  to  Miss  Mary  Marcy,  of 
Watertown,  the  daughter  of  Richard  and  Lydia  (Roberts)  Marcy.  They 
had  four  sons,  all  of  whom  are  deceased. 


Richard  M.  Buck. — Prominent  in  the  industrial,  civic  and  social  life  of 
Watertown  was  Richard  Marcy  Buck,  who  died  in  this  city,  March  5, 
1931.  He  was  president  of  Marcy-Buck  &  Winslow,  Inc.,  and  also  held 
offices  in  numerous  other  organizations  in  Watertown.  He  possessed  un¬ 
usual  business  acumen  and  vision,  which  were  tempered  with  sound  judg¬ 
ment. 

Mr.  Buck  was  born  in  Watertown,  May  7,  1892,  the  son  of  Robert  J. 
and  Mary  (Marcy)  Buck. 

A  complete  sketch  of  Robert  J.  Buck  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history. 

Richard  M.  Buck  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Watertown  and 
attended  Haverford  Preparatory  School  in  Pennsylvania.  He  was  gradu¬ 
ated  in  1914  from  Sheffield  Scientific  School,  Yale  University,  with  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  Mr.  Buck  began  his  business  career  in 
association  with  his  father  as  an  executive  of  Marcy-Buck  Company,  and 
proved  himself  so  efficient  that  ha  was  soon  elected  vice  president  of  the 
company.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  March  5,  1931,  he  was  president  of 
Marcy-Buck  &  Winslow,  Inc. ;  president  of  the  Marcy-Buck  Company,  Inc. ; 
secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Empire  Petroleum  Products  Corporation; 
secretary-treasurer  of  the  Buck  Terminal,  Inc. ;  secretary-treasurer  of  the 
Watertown  Tire  &  Rubber  Company ;  and  treasurer  of  the  Harold  L.  Bis- 
nett  Company.  He  was  also  a  director  of  the  Jefferson  County  National 
Bank.  Mr.  Buck  was  a  director  of  various  industrial  corporations  outside 
of  the  city  of  Watertown,  including  the  Consaul-Hall  Company,  of  Clay¬ 
ton,  N.  Y. 

During  the  World  War  Mr.  Buck  attended  the  first  Officers’  Training 
Camp  at  Madison  Barracks  and  was  commissioned  a  second  lieutenant. 
He  later  was  transferred  to  Camp  Dix,  and  then  to  Baltimore,  Md.  In 
March,  1919,  at  the  time  of  his  resignation  from  the  army,  he  was  a 
captain. 

On  Aug.  18,  1917,  Mr.  Buck  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Alice 
M.  Purcell,  the  daughter  of  the  late  Judge  Henry  Purcell  and  Cecelia  R. 
(Neary)  Purcell.  The  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Buck  are:  Mary 
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Alice,  born  June  4,  1918;  Richard  M.,  born  May  15,  1920;  Kathleen  Pur¬ 
cell,  born  June  29,  1922;  and  Suzanne,  born  Sept.  29,  1925. 

Mr.  Buck  was  a  member  of  the  Watertown  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and 
several  clubs,  including  the  Black  River  Valley  Club,  Crescent  Yacht  Club, 
Kiwanis  Club,  Thousand  Island  Country  Club,  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club, 
and  Yale  Club  of  New  York. 

Mr.  Buck  was  president  of  the  Kiwanis  Club  of  Watertown,  having 
been  elected  to  the  office  on  Dec.  2,  1930,  and  installed  Jan.  6,  1931.  He 
was  also  a  club  director. 


Herbert  E.  Harmon. — As  secretary  of  Knowlton  Brothers,  Inc.,  Mr. 
Harmon  has  been  prominent  for  many  years  in  the  business  and  financial 
life  of  Watertown,  and  has  played  an  important  part  in  the  growth  of  this 
city.  He  was  born  at  Adams,  Jefferson  County,  Feb.  10,  1854,  the  son 
of  Ellis  J.  and  Lovina  J.  (Allison)  Harmon. 

Ellis  J.  Harmon  was  born  near  Pulaski,  Oswego  County,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  6, 
1826,  and  his  wife  was  born  at  Brownville,  Jefferson  County,  June  25, 
1826.  They  were  residents  of  Watertown  for  many  years,  having  located 
in  this  city  in  1854,  and  Mr.  Harmon  was  employed  as  a  machinist  here. 
In  1876  he  became  identified  with  H.  E.  Tyler  and  Alex  LaDue  in  the 
establishment  of  a  machine  shop,  located  on  Factory  Street,  which  was 
known  as  the  Watertown  Agricultural  Works.  They  became  successful 
manufacturers  of  plows  and  did  general  machine  shop  jobbing.  This  shop 
is  now  part  of  the  present  Knowlton  Bros,  shops.  Later,  Mr.  Tyler  sold 
his  interests  to  Mr.  Harmon  and  Mr.  LaDue,  and  after  a  number  of  years 
Dewitt  C.  Harmon,  son  of  Ellis  J.  Harmon,  purchased  the  interests  of  Mr. 
LaDue.  At  the  death  of  the  elder  Mr.  Harmon,  Aug.  20,  1881,  Herbert  E. 
Harmon  assumed  his  interests,  and  the  business  continued  under  the  firm 
name  of  Harmon  Bros,  until  1888,  at  which  time  Dewitt  C.  Harmon  died. 
In  1892  it  became  known  as  Harmon  Machine  Company.  The  business, 
however,  passed  through  various  stages  of  ownership  in  the  succeeding 
years,  and  finally  was  owned  by  A.  H.  Lefebre.  Later,  it  was  liquidated. 
Ellis  J.  Harmon  was  a  Republican  and  attended  the  Methodist  Church. 
His  wife  died  Dec.  16,  1888.  Both  are  buried  in  North  Watertown  Ceme¬ 
tery.  Their  children  were:  Dewitt  C.,  deceased;  Herbert  E.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch;  Charles  A.,  lives  at  Watertown;  and  George  A.,  who  died 
at  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  April  5,  1931. 

The  boyhood  of  Herbert  E.  Harmon  was  spent  in  Watertown  and  he 
attended  the  public  schools.  In  1869  he  began  as  a  messenger  boy  with 
the  Montreal  Telegraph  Company  in  their  Watertown  office.  He  also 
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learned  telegraphy  and  for  a  time  was  employed  in  the  train  dispatcher  s 
office  of  the  Rome,  Watertown  &  Ogdensburg  Railroad.  Later,  he  became 
ticket  agent  and  was  serving  in  that  capacity  in  December,  1872,  when 
the  Watertown  Junction  office  was  discontinued.  He  was  then  employed 
in  the  company’s  general  freight  office  and  in  1881  purchased  the  interests 
of  his  father  in  the  latter’s  business,  as  mentioned  above.  Mr.  Harmon, 
however,  did  not  devote  any  time  to  this  but  continued  in  railroad  work 
and  in  1882  became  train  dispatcher  for  the  Rome,  Watertown  &  Ogdens¬ 
burg  Railroad.  Two  years  later  he  entered  the  offices  of  the  Watertown 
Insurance  Company,  but  in  February,  1886,  became  identified  with  Knowl- 
ton  Brothers,  Inc.  He  was  elected  secretary  of  the  company  in  1904  and 
has  since  held  that  office.  He  is  trustee  of  the  Watertown  Savings  Bank, 
Thousand  Island  Park  Association,  House  of  the  Good  Samaritan  Hos¬ 
pital,  Henry  Keep  Home,  and  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Children’s 
Home  of  Jefferson  County.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Jefferson  County 
Historical  Society  and  to  the  Watertown  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

In  1883  Mr.  Harmon  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Helen  J.  Haven, 
the  daughter  of  Charles  W.  and  Amy  E.  (Anthony)  Haven,  natives  of 
Watertown  and  Pamelia,  N.  Y.,  respectively.  Both  are  deceased  and  are 
buried  in  North  Watertown  Cemetery.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harmon  were 
born  two  children:  1.  Marion,  deceased.  2.  Frances  H.,  married  Wesley 
Gamble,  lives  in  Watertown.  They  have  a  son,  C.  Willard  Gamble. 

Politically,  Mr.  Harmon  is  a  Republican.  He  holds  membership  in  the 
Rotary  Club  and  Black  River  Valley  Club. 


John  M.  Reynolds,  who  is  identified  with  the  firm  of  Purcell,  Cullen  & 
Reynolds,  with  offices  in  the  Woolworth  Building,  is  numbered  among 
the  able  young  lawyers  of  Watertown,  and  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War. 
He  was  born  at  Fulton,  N.  Y.,  May  8,  1897,  the  son  of  John  M.  and 
Margaret  (Harty)  Reynolds. 

John  M.  Reynolds  was  born  at  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  and  now  lives  retired 
in  Fulton.  For  a  number  of  years  he  was  interested  in  the  wholesale  and 
retail  meat  business  as  proprietor  of  the  Fulton  Markets.  He  has  lived 
retired  since  1919.  Mr.  Reynolds  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  Immaculate 
Conception  Catholic  Church,  and  belongs  to  B.  P.  0.  Elks  and  Knights 
of  Columbus.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reynolds  have  only  one  child,  John  M.,  Jr., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

John  M.  Reynolds  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Fulton,  N.  Y.,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1917.  At  the  outbreak  of 
the  World  War  he  enlisted  and  served  at  Plattsburg,  N.  Y.,  with  the  22nd 
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Infantry,  with  the  rank  of  second  lieutenant.  Later  he  was  transferred 
to  Camp  Grant,  Ill.,  as  a  first  lieutenant.  Upon  his  discharge  from  the 
service  Mr.  Reynolds  reentered  Union  College,  from  which  he  received 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1921.  He  studied  law  at  the  Albany 
Law  School  and  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  in  1924.  Mr.  Reynolds  at 
that  time  became  associated  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  with  County 
Judge  Fanning,  of  Fulton,  and  in  November  of  that  year  went  into  the 
offices  of  Purcell,  Cullen  &  Pitcher,  of  Watertown.  Since  March  1,  1929, 
he  has  been  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Purcell,  Cullen  &  Reynolds. 

On  Sept.  8,  1928,  Mr.  Reynolds  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Helen  Sullivan,  the  daughter  of  William  A.  and  Agnes  Sullivan,  natives  of 
Dexter  and  Mt.  Morris,  N.  Y.,  respectively.  Mr.  Sullivan  died  April  7, 
1930,  and  his  widow  lives  in  Watertown.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reynolds  have  a 
son,  William  Sullivan  Reynolds. 

Mr.  Reynolds  is  a  Republican  and  from  1925  until  1927  was  assistant 
corporation  attorney  for  the  city  of  Watertown.  He  holds  membership 
in  St.  Patrick’s  Catholic  Church,  and  belongs  to  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  Phi  Delta 
Theta  fraternity,  Black  River  Valley  Club,  and  American  Legion.  He  is 
also  a  member  of  the  Jefferson  County  and  New  York  State  Bar  Asso¬ 
ciations. 


Walter  Fox  Smith,  M.  D. — His  native  city,  Watertown,  has  been  the 
scene  of  Dr.  Smith’s  successful  professional  activities  as  a  general  prac¬ 
titioner  since  1922,  ever  since  he  commenced  the  practice  of  his  profession, 
after  completing  his  medical  education. 

Walter  Fox  Smith  was  born  in  Watertown,  Oct.  6,  1895,  a  son  of 
Dr.  James  Monroe  and  Grace  M.  (Fox)  Smith,  both  residents  of  Water- 
town,  where  the  former  has  been  successfully  engaged  for  many  years 
as  a  well  known  and  very  highly  reputed  physician.  Walter  F.  Smith  was 
educated  in  the  public  schools  and  was  graduated  from  Watertown  High 
School.  He  then  entered  Cornell  University  from  which  he  received  his 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  1918.  He  then  took  up  the  study  of  medi¬ 
cine  at  Cornell  University  Medical  College  in  New  York  City,  completing 
his  course  in  1921.  He  served  as  interne  at  Bellevue  and  allied  hospitals 
for  six  months,  and  then  returned  to  his  native  city  and  established  him¬ 
self  in  the  practice  of  medicine.  Though  one  of  the  younger  generation 
of  physicians,  his  professional  skill  and  his  pleasing  personality  has  en¬ 
abled  him  to  build  up  in  a  comparatively  short  time  an  extensive  and 
important  practice.  His  office  is  located  at  185  Stone  Street. 

During  the  World  War  Dr.  Smith  was  a  member  of  the  Officers  Re¬ 
serve  Corps,  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Jefferson 
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County  and  New  York  State  Medical  societies,  and  the  American  Medical 
Association,  the  Zodiac  Fraternity  of  Cornell  University,  the  Nu  Sigma 
Nu  fraternity,  the  Black  River  Valley  Club,  the  Jefferson  County  Golf 
Club,  the  Watertown  Fish  and  Gun  Club,  and  the  Crescent  Yacht  Club. 
Politically,  he  is  a  Republican. 

On  April  29,  1922,  at  Watertown,  Dr.  Smith  married  Miss  Adelaide 
Sherman,  a  daughter  of  Charles  N.  and  Grace  (Stebbins)  Sherman,  natives 
of  Watertown.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Smith  have  a  son,  Walter  Sherman,  born 
April  18,  1925,  and  a  daughter,  Grace  Sherman. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of  Mercy  Hospital  and  the  House  of  the 
Good  Samaritan,  Watertown,  consultant  physician  of  the  State  Hospital 
at  Ogdensburg  and  associate  member  of  the  American  College  of 
Physicians. 

Dr.  Smith  is  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 


James  Monroe  Smith,  M.  D. — A  native  of  Jefferson  County,  Doctor 
Smith  has  practiced  medicine  with  offices  at  Watertown  since  1890,  and 
here  his  ability  and  personal  popularity  have  combined  as  the  fortifying 
elements  in  his  development  of  a  substantial  general  practice  that  marks 
him  as  one  of  the  representative  physicians  and  surgeons  of  the  county. 
Doctor  Smith  was  born  at  Munnsville,  Madison  County,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  18, 
1863,  a  son  of  Martin  M.  and  Sara  M.  (Stuart)  Smith,  the  former  for 
many  years  was  a  grower  and  dealer  in  hops,  both  at  Munnsville  and 
Watertown.  He  died  in  1916  and  his  wife  died  in  1922. 

James  Monroe  Smith  was  educated  in  the  grammar  and  high  schools 
of  Watertown,  and  in  preparation  for  the  exacting  profession  of  his  choice 
he  entered  the  medical  department  of  the  University  of  New  York,  Belle¬ 
vue  Hospital.  In  this  institution  he  was  graduated  as  a  member  of  the 
class  of  1889,  and  after  receiving  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  he 
served  one  year  as  an  interne  in  Bellevue  Hospital.  In  1890  he  returned 
to  Watertown  and  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession,  where  he  has 
met  with  signal  success.  For  25  years  he  has  also  been  official  guardian 
of  the  community’s  health  as  city  physician,  and  for  many  years  he  has 
rendered  most  effective  service  as  a  member  of  the  visiting  staff  of  Mercy 
Hospital.  His  practice,  one  of  the  oldest  in  Watertown  and  carried  on 
from  his  offices  on  Stone  Street,  naturally  is  both  very  extensive  and  im¬ 
portant,  and  he  is  one  of  the  most  widely  known  and  highly  respected  of 
Watertown’s  professional  men. 

Doctor  Smith  is  a  member  of  the  Jefferson  County  Medical  and  New 
York  State  Medical  societies,  and  the  American  Medical  Association,  and 
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the  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club.  He  is  a  Republican  in  politics,  and  his 
religious  affiliations  are  with  Trinity  Episcopal  Church. 

Doctor  Smith  married  Miss  Grace  M.  Fox,  the  daughter  of  Walter 
and  Antoinette  (Hastings)  Fox,  of  Alexandria  Bay,  N.  Y.  They  have  one 
son,  Dr.  Walter  Fox  Smith,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  in  this  history. 


William  E.  Gaffney. — As  chief  of  the  city  fire  department,  William  E. 
Gaffney  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  capable  public  officials  of  Watertown. 
He  was  born  at  West  Osgood,  Ontario,  Canada,  Oct.  24,  1872,  the  son  of 
James  and  Ellen  (Blanchfield)  Gaffney. 

James  Gaffney  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Ontario,  Canada.  They 
came  to  the  United  States  about  1877  and  settled  in  Watertown,  where 
Mr.  Gaffney  followed  his  trade  as  a  carpenter.  He  later  became  widely 
known  as  a  building  contractor,  his  activities  extending  throughout  the 
state  of  New  York.  He  completed  numerous  contracts  for  the  erection 
of  government  buildings  at  Sacket  Harbor.  Mr.  Gaffney  died  in  1923, 
and  his  wife  died  in  1924.  Both  are  buried  in  Watertown.  Mr.  Gaffney 
was  a  Democrat  and  held  membership  in  St.  Patrick’s  Catholic  Church. 
There  were  ten  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gaffney  as  follows:  1. 
Marcella,  deceased,  was  the  wife  of  John  Gilligan,  who  is  captain  of  police, 
Watertown.  2.  Ellen,  married  Joseph  Young,  both  deceased.  3.  Katherine, 
married  James  McDonough,  both  deceased.  4.  Margaret,  married  Edward 
Eldridge,  lives  at  Watertown.  5.  John,  retired,  lives  at  Watertown. 
6.  James,  lives  at  Watertown.  7.  Mary,  the  widow  of  Edward  Duffnay, 
lives  at  Watertown.  8.  William  E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  9.  Michael 
A.,  lives  at  Watertown.  10.  Gertrude,  married  Edward  Manders,  lives  in 
New  York  City. 

William  E.  Gaffney  grew  up  in  Watertown  and  attended  the  public 
schools.  In  1892,  following  his  graduation  from  Watertown  High  School, 
he  became  associated  with  his  father  in  the  contracting  business.  He 
became  identified  with  the  local  fire  department  in  1900,  and  two  years 
later  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  captain.  From  1913  until  1920  he  was 
assistant  chief  of  the  fire  department,  and  superintendent  of  the  fire  alarm 
and  police  signal  system.  As  chief  of  the  department  Mr.  Gaffney  has 
47  men  under  his  supervision.  He  holds  membership  in  the  New  York 
State  Fire  Chiefs  Association,  Eastern  Association  of  Fire  Chiefs,  and 
International  Association  of  Fire  Chiefs. 

In  1901  Mr.  Gaffney  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Marie  O’Connor, 
the  daughter  of  John  and  Catherine  (Loftus)  O’Connor,  who  were  natives 
of  Canada,  both  now  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gaffney  are  the  parents  of 
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five  children:  1.  Donald,  a  graduate  of  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  School,  now 
identified  with  the  Niagara  Hudson  Company  as  an  electrical  engineer. 
2.  Helen  L.,  lives  at  home.  3.  Paul  L.,  attends  Pratt  Institute.  4.  Robert 
J.,  attends  Holy  Family  High  School.  5.  Rosemary,  a  student. 

Politically,  Mr.  Gaffney  is  independent.  He  and  his  family  hold  mem¬ 
bership  in  Holy  Family  Catholic  Church. 


William  Wheeler  Conde. — One  of  the  notable  business  organizations  in 
Jefferson  County  is  the  W.  W.  Conde  Hardware  Company,  of  Watertown, 
and  Mr.  Conde,  founder  of  the  business  which  bears  his  name,  was  for 
many  years  recognized  as  one  of  the  prominent  and  prosperous  business 
men  of  the  city.  He  was  born  at  Burnt  Hills,  Saratoga  County,  N.  Y., 
March  4,  1851,  and  died  in  Watertown,  March  5,  1918.  He  is  buried  in 
Schenectady,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Conde  was  the  son  of  Joseph  and  Sarah  Elizabeth  (Wheeler) 
Conde.  He  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools.  He  began 
his  business  career  in  the  employ  of  his  uncle,  B.  L.  Conde,  a  successful 
hardware  merchant  of  Schenectady,  N.  Y.,  and  in  1878  came  to  Water- 
town,  where  he  took  over  the  interests  of  Utley  &  Winslow,  hardware 
dealers,  whose  place  of  business  was  located  on  Washington  Street.  Two 
years  later  Mr.  Conde  purchased  the  hardware  business  of  Belknap  & 
Lewis,  and  conducted  the  enterprise  alone  until  1905,  at  which  time  the 
business  was  incorporated  as  the  W.  W.  Conde  Hardware  Company.  Mr. 
Conde  held  the  office  of  president  of  the  concern  until  his  death.  Origi¬ 
nally,  he  was  an  exclusive  retail  dealer,  but  later  established  a  successful 
wholesale  business  throughout  northern  New  York,  which  has  expanded 
rapidly  until  today  it  ranks  among  the  leading  business  houses  in  this 
section  of  the  State.  The  site  occupied  by  the  store  in  Watertown  has 
been  the  location  of  a  hardware  business  continuously  since  1839.  In  the 
establishment  of  such  a  business  Mr.  Conde  realized  his  life’s  ambition. 
He  was  also  active  and  prominent  in  the  social  and  civic  life  of  Watertown, 
and  had  numerous  other  business  connections.  He  was  vice  president  of 
the  Watertown  Savings  Bank,  former  president  of  the  Watertown  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce,  and  trustee  of  the  Henry  Keep  Home. 

In  1874  Mr.  Conde  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Catherine  Eliza¬ 
beth  Clute,  of  Schenectady,  N.  Y.  They  had  two  children:  Mrs.  Theodore 
E.  Knowlton,  lives  at  New  York  City,  and  Harold  W.,  lives  at  Watertown. 
He  is  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Watertown  National 
Bank. 

Mr.  Conde  served  as  trustee  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  and  be¬ 
longed  to  Watertown  Lodge,  Free  &  Accepted  Masons. 


WILLIAM  WHEELER  CONDE 
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Ray  S.  Dunaway. — As  commissioner  of  public  welfare,  Ray  S.  Dunaway 
is  widely  known  throughout  Jefferson  County.  He  was  born  at  East 
Rodman,  N.  Y.,  June  26,  1886,  the  son  of  Fred  P.  and  Melissa  A.  (Butts) 
Dunaway. 

Fred  P.  Dunaway  was  born  at  Champion,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  24,  1858.  He 
engaged  in  business  at  East  Rodman  as  a  cheese  manufacturer  from  1885 
until  1908,  when  he  retired  from  business.  He  served  as  justice  of  the 
peace  for  a  number  of  years  and  in  1908  was  appointed  superintendent  of 
the  Jefferson  County  Farm.  He  served  in  that  capacity  until  his  death, 
Nov.  21,  1915.  Mr.  Dunaway  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Univer- 
salist  Church,  and  belonged  to  Rodman  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.;  Watertown 
Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  59;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  11;  and 
Media  Temple.  Melissa  A.  (Butts)  Dunaway  was  born  at  Champion, 
Feb.  24,  1856,  and  died  May  5,  1919. 

Ray  S.  Dunaway  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  East  Rodman 
and  is  a  graduate  of  Bellville  Academy,  Northern  New  York  Business 
School,  and  the  Canton  Agricultural  School,  being  graduated  from  the 
latter  institution  in  March,  1910.  He  was  interested  in  the  manufacture 
of  cheese  until  1914,  when  he  assisted  his  father  in  the  management  of 
the  Jefferson  County  Farm,  being  appointed  superintendent  on  Dec.  1, 
1915,  upon  the  death  of  his  father.  Since  Jan.  1,  1930,  Mr.  Dunaway’s 
office  has  been  known  as  Commissioner  of  Public  Affairs. 

On  Oct.  1,  1913,  Mr.  Dunaway  married  Miss  Theresa  Carroll,  the 
daughter  of  Dennis  and  Theresa  (Brennen)  Carroll,  natives  of  Ireland  and 
New  York,  respectively.  Both  are  deceased,  and  are  buried  at  New  Bos¬ 
ton,  N.  Y.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dunaway  have  a  son,  Donald. 

Mr.  Dunaway  is  a  Republican  and  belongs  to  Elks  Lodge  and  the  Lin¬ 
coln  League. 


Frank  D.  Walrath. — Perhaps  one  of  the  best  known  citizens  of  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  is  Frank  D.  Walrath,  of  Watertown,  who  holds  the  respon¬ 
sible  office  of  sheriff.  He  was  born  at  Clayton,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  19,  1884,  the 
son  of  Frederick  and  Emmeline  (Smith)  Walrath. 

Frederick  Walrath,  a  native  of  Clayton,  N.  Y.,  was  a  blacksmith  by 
trade  and  was  thus  engaged  for  a  period  of  45  years,  most  of  that  time 
being  spent  at  Reynolds  Corners,  N.  Y.  He  died  in  1916  and  his  wife  died 
in  1926.  Both  are  buried  at  Chaumont,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Walrath  was  a  Demo¬ 
crat,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  belonged  to  the  Indepen¬ 
dent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Walrath  were  born  two  sons : 
Gaylord,  born  in  1872,  lives  at  Perchriver,  N.  Y.;  and  Frank  D.,  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch. 
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Frank  D.  Walrath  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Clayton,  N.  Y.,  and  as  a  young  man  became  interested  in  the  livestock 
business  as  a  buyer.  He  continued  as  a  leading  buyer  in  this  section  until 
1930  and  is  still  the  owner  of  three  well  improved  farms  of  525  acres  at 
Point  Salubrous,  N.  Y.  Practically  his  entire  shipping  interests  centered 
in  New  York  City  and  Watertown. 

Mr.  Walrath  was  married  in  1923  to  Miss  Jeanette  Roderick,  the 
daughter  of  Joseph  and  Mary  Roderick,  of  New  York.  Both  are  deceased 
and  are  buried  at  Dexter. 

Mr.  Walrath,  a  Republican  in  politics,  has  been  justice  of  the  peace 
for  20  years,  and  for  the  same  period  of  time  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Jefferson  County  Republican  Committee.  He  was  elected  sheriff  of  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  in  November,  1929,  and  assumed  the  duties  of  office  on  Jan.  1, 
1930.  He  had  also  been  president  of  the  village  of  Chaumont  for  12  years. 
Mr.  Walrath’s  lodge  affiliations  are:  Chaumont  Lodge  No.  172,  F.  &  A.  M. ; 
Cape  Vincent  Chapter,  R.  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Commandery  K.  T.  No.  11; 
Media  Temple;  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  No.  496;  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows,  Past  Grand  for  two  terms  and  state  delegate  in  1913. 

Mr.  Walrath  is  a  life  member  of  the  Jefferson  County  Agricultural 
Society  and  has  been  a  director  of  that  organization  for  15  years. 


Charles  J.  Calkins. — One  of  the  most  capable  and  successful  of  the 
younger  attorneys  of  Jefferson  County  is  Charles  J.  Calkins,  of  Water- 
town.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  Oct.  5,  1902,  the  son  of  Charles  H.  and 
Anna  (Muldoon)  Calkins. 

Charles  H.  Calkins  was  born  at  Pierrepont  Manor,  N.  Y.,  and  his  wife 
is  a  native  of  Watertown.  As  a  young  man  he  entered  the  employ  of  the 
old  Rome,  Watertown  &  Ogdensburg  Railroad  as  a  telegraph  operator,  and 
later  became  station  agent.  When  the  company  was  consolidated  with  the 
New  York  Central  Railroad,  Mr.  Calkins  became  trainmaster  at  Water- 
town,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death,  in  October,  1924,  he  held  the  office  of 
superintendent  of  the  Mohawk  Division,  with  offices  in  Albany,  N.  Y. 
His  widow  resides  in  this  city.  Their  children  were:  1.  Charles  J.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Mary,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Buffalo, 
Potsdam  Normal  School,  and  Russell  Sage  School  for  Women.  3.  Harriet, 
attends  Potsdam  Normal  School. 

Charles  J.  Calkins  received  his  early  education  in  the  parochial  schools 
of  Buffalo  and  Canisius  College.  He  was  graduated  from  St.  Joseph’s 
Collegiate  Institute  in  1922,  and  from  the  University  of  Buffalo  in  1926. 
He  began  as  a  clerk  in  the  law  offices  of  Ranm,  Vaughan,  Brown  &  Sturde- 
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vant,  and  was  also  local  counsel  for  the  New  York  Central  Railroad,  being 
admitted  to  the  New  York  bar  in  March,  1928.  In  December,  1930,  Mr. 
Calkins  came  to  Watertown  and  has  since  been  associated  in  practice  with 
Judge  T.  Arthur  Hendricks,  with  offices  in  the  Northern  New  York  Trust 
Company  Building. 

Mr.  Calkins  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  St.  Patrick’s  Catholic  Church, 
and  belongs  to  Delta  Chi  fraternity,  and  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  No.  496. 


Hon.  Perley  A.  Pitcher. — One  of  the  most  influential  figures  in  public 
life  in  northern  New  York  is  Hon.  Perley  A.  Pitcher,  who  has  served  as 
State  Senator  of  New  York  for  the  37th  Senatorial  District  since  Novem¬ 
ber,  1924.  He  is  also  engaged  in  the  general  practice  of  law  in  Watertown 
with  offices  in  the  Woolworth  Building.  Mr.  Pitcher  was  born  at  Brown- 
ville,  Jefferson  County. 

The  early  life  of  Perley  A.  Pitcher  was  spent  in  the -town  of  Pamelia, 
but  his  education  was  received  in  Watertown.  He  was  graduated  from  the 
Watertown  High  School  in  1894,  and  then  read  law  in  the  offices  of  Hon. 
Joseph  A.  McConnell.  He  was  later  graduated  from  the  Albany  Law 
School,  being  admitted  to  the  New  York  State  Bar  on  July  6,  1898.  Mr. 
Pitcher  then  formed  a  partnership  with  Judge  McConnell  under  the  firm 
name  of  McConnell  &  Pitcher.  On  Jan.  1,  1903,  he  was  appointed  deputy 
county  clerk,  and  served  in  that  capacity  until  elected  county  clerk  in 
November,  1912,  with  the  exception  of  the  time  that  he  served  as  com¬ 
missioner  of  elections.  In  November,  1912,  he  was  elected  county  clerk 
and  served  two  terms,  resigning  on  Jan.  1,  1920.  He  then  devoted  his 
entire  time  and  efforts  to  the  office  of  attorney  for  the  Jefferson  County 
Savings  Bank.  He  was  elected  State  Senator  for  the  37th  Senatorial 
District  in  November,  1924,  and  has  served  continuously  as  Senator  since 
that  date.  He  had  been  a  member  of  the  well  known  law  firm  of  Purcell, 
Cullen  &  Pitcher  from  Feb.  1,  1920,  until  May,  1928,  at  which  time  he 
severed  his  connections  with  the  firm,  and  he  has  since  engaged  in  private 
practice. 

In  May,  1927,  Mr.  Pitcher  was  placed  on  the  commission  on  reorganiza¬ 
tion  for  special  work.  The  city  power  bill  was  rejected  in  March,  1927. 
In  March,  1929,  the  bill  introduced  by  him,  which  adds  a  new  section  to 
the  village  law  and  authorizes  establishment  of  sewer  rents  in  any  village 
which  has  a  sewer  system  including  some  form  of  a  sewerage  treatment 
plant,  was  passed.  In  April,  1930,  Senator  P.  A.  Pitcher’s  Milk  Bill  was 
passed,  and  many  other  bills  succeeded  it.  On  Jan.  13,  1931,  he  was 
honored  by  being  named  chairman  of  the  senate  committee  on  codes,  one 
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of  the  three  most  powerful  committees  in  the  upper  house  of  the  legisla¬ 
ture.  During  1932  he  served  as  chairman  of  the  judiciary  committee  in 
the  upper  house.  In  1925-26  he  was  chairman  of  the  committee  on  com¬ 
merce  and  navigation;  in  1927  he  was  chairman  of  the  committee  on  civil 
service;  in  1927-28  he  was  chairman  of  the  committee  on  reorganization; 
In  1929-30  he  was  chairman  of  the  committee  on  public  health;  and  in 
1931  he  was  chairman  of  the  committee  on  codes. 

Mr.  Pitcher  is  identified  with  the  Jefferson  County  and  New  York 
State  Bar  Associations,  and  belongs  to  the  Black  River  Valley  Club,  and 
B.  P.  0.  Elks  No.  496,  Past  Exalted  Ruler. 

Mr.  Pitcher  is  the  son  of  John  P.  and  Mary  (Root)  Pitcher,  natives  of 
Lewis  and  Jefferson  counties,  respectively.  Her  father  was  a  farmer  and 
in  later  life  came  to  Watertown,  where  he  was  successfully  engaged  in  the 
feed  business.  He  was  a  Republican  and  held  numerous  public  offices  at 
Pamelia.  Mr.  Pitcher  died  in  1912  and  his  wife  died  Dec.  15,  1926.  They 
are  buried  in  Watertown.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pitcher  had  two  children:  Perley 
A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Minnie  D.,  who  is  a  teacher  in  the 
Watertown  public  schools. 

In  1901  Perley  A.  Pitcher  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Luella 
Northup,  of  Albany,  N.  Y.  They  have  no  children. 


Rev.  Edgar  O.  Spaven. — As  pastor  of  Bethany  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  Reverend  Spaven  is  a  highly  esteemed  citizen  of  Watertown.  He 
is  a  native  of  England,  born  at  Snainton,  Yorkshire,  Dec.  27,  1887,  the 
son  of  Thomas  and  Milcha  (Lownsborough)  Spaven. 

Thomas  Spaven  is  living  retired  in  England.  During  his  active  career 
he  followed  general  farming  and  he  is  still  the  owner  of  a  well  established 
dairy  business  at  Starbeck,  Yorkshire.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
Church.  His  wife  died  July  25,  1911,  and  is  buried  at  Snainton.  There 
were  five  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Spaven:  1.  Edgar  0.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch.  2.  Cyril,  a  farmer,  lives  in  England.  3.  Mabel,  married 
George  Craigs,  lives  in  England.  4.  John  Richard,  lives  in  England.  He 
served  during  the  World  War  in  the  English  army.  5.  Clarisse,  lives  in 
England. 

Edgar  0.  Spaven  spent  his  boyhood  in  England,  where  he  was  educated. 
While  a  student  he  was  awarded  a  medal  by  Lord  Strathcona,  Governor 
General  of  Canada,  for  the  writing  of  a  thesis  on  the  development  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada.  He  subsequently  studied  for  the  ministry  and  was 
ordained  as  a  minister  of  the  Primitive  Methodist  Church,  being  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Association.  He  served  on  the  Scarborough 
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First  Circuit  for  seven  years,  and  in  1913  came  to  the  United  States.  He 
located  at  Union  Valley,  Cortland  County,  N.  Y.,  as  pastor  of  the  Union 
Valley  Methodist  Church.  The  following  year  he  went  to  Rodman,  N.  Y., 
and  in  1916  located  at  Evans  Mills,  N.  Y.,  as  pastor  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  In  1919  he  was  transferred  to  Beaver  Falls,  N.  Y.,  and 
three  years  later  went  to  North  Lawrence,  N.  Y.  He  accepted  his  present 
charge  as  pastor  of  Bethany  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  Watertown 
in  1926.  Reverend  Spaven  became  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  in  1919. 

In  1914  Reverend  Spaven  married  Miss  Lillian  M.  Milner,  the  daughter 
of  John  and  Anne  (Proctor)  Milner,  natives  of  England.  The  latter  died 
in  April,  1930.  There  are  two  children  in  the  Spaven  family:  Lawrence 
and  Grace,  the  latter  of  whom  was  born  in  England. 

Reverend  Spaven  is  a  Republican  and  is  affiliated  with  Pisgah  Lodge, 
F.  &  A.  M.  No.  720,  Lodge  of  Perfection,  14th  degree. 


Orlin  W.  Wheelock. — Perhaps  one  of  the  best  known  citizens  of  Water- 
town  is  Orlin  W.  Wheelock,  who  holds  the  office  of  commissioner  of  pub¬ 
lic  welfare.  He  was  born  in  Watertown,  Aug.  27,  1875,  the  son  of  Addison 
W.  and  Harriet  A.  (Bacon)  Wheelock. 

Addison  W.  Wheelock  was  born  at  LeRay,  N.  Y.,  and  was  a  veteran  of 
the  Civil  War.  He  engaged  in  the  general  mercantile  business  for  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years  at  Felts  Mills,  N.  Y.,  being  associated  in  business  with  his 
father,  Orlin  Wheelock.  Mr.  Wheelock  served  throughout  the  Civil  War 
as  a  member  of  the  Tenth  New  York  Heavy  Artillery  and  was  discharged 
with  the  rank  of  adjutant.  He  served  as  sheriff  of  Jefferson  County  about 
1870  and  spent  eight  years  as  superintendent  of  the  poor  in  Jefferson 
County.  In  1888  he  became  identified  with  the  New  York  Life  Insurance 
Company.  He  was  living  retired  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1903.  His 
wife,  born  in  Jefferson  County,  died  in  March,  1930.  Both  are  buried  at 
Felts  Mills.  Mr.  Wheelock  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Universalist 
Church,  and  belonged  to  Watertown  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  49;  Water- 
town  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  59 ;  and  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  11. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wheelock  were  born  six  children:  Virgiline,  lives  at 
Watertown;  Orlin  W.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Jessie  M.,  Marion,  Harold 
and  Earl,  all  deceased. 

Orlin  W.  Wheelock  has  always  lived  in  Watertown.  After  attending 
high  school  he  became  associated  with  the  H.  H.  Babcock  Company,  and 
later  was  connected  with  the  firm  of  Empey  &  Box,  Funeral  Directors. 
Mr.  Wheelock  is  still  a  licensed  embalmer  in  the  state  of  New  York.  For 
a  time  he  was  connected  with  the  J.  W.  Miller  cigar  store,  and  since 
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March  12,  1924,  he  has  held  the  office  of  commissioner  of  public  welfare, 
the  office  originally  being  known  as  superintendent  of  charities.  He  is 
vice  president  of  the  Community  Workers  Club,  and  holds  membership 
in  the  Association  of  Public  Welfare  Officials  of  the  state  of  New  York. 

Mr.  Wheelock  is  affiliated  with  Watertown  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  49; 
Watertown  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  59;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T. 
No.  11;  and  Media  Temple.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Lincoln  League. 


Fred  W.  Earle,  D.  D.  S. — One  of  the  prominent  and  highly  successful 
dental  surgeons  of  Watertown  is  Doctor  Earle,  who  has  offices  at  243 
Washington  street.  He  was  born  in  Watertown,  July  31,  1890,  the  son  of 
Frank  N.  and  Mary  (Hale)  Earle. 

Frank  N.  Earle,  who  is  well  known  in  Watertown,  is  a  native  of  New 
York,  born  at  Frankfort,  Herkimer  County.  His  wife  was  born  in  Water- 
town.  Mr.  Earle  was  four  years  old  when  his  parents  located  in  Water- 
town,  where  he  was  reared  and  educated.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Adams 
Institute,  and  during  his  early  career  was  associated  in  the  transportation 
business  with  his  father,  the  business  later  being  sold  to  the  H.  E.  Tyler 
Company.  The  Earles  then  were  interested  in  the  grocery  business  for  a 
time,  and  Frank  N.  Earle  spent  20  years  as  a  rural  mail  carrier  out  of 
Watertown.  He  is  now  retired.  He  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the 
Baptist  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge.  Three  sons  were  born 
to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Earle,  as  follows:  Fred  W.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch; 
Clarence,  deceased;  and  Kenneth,  lives  at  Watertown. 

Fred  W.  Earle’s  grandparents  were  William  Henry  and  Louisa  (Earle) 
Earle,  both  of  whom  were  natives  of  Herkimer  County,  N.  Y.,  born  in 
1838  and  1836,  respectively.  He  was  a  manufacturer  of  matches  and 
later  was  interested  in  the  transportation  business.  Mr.  Earle  and  his 
family  were  among  the  prominent  early  citizens  of  Watertown,  where  he 
also  had  extensive  building  and  real  estate  interests. 

Fred  W.  Earle  grew  up  in  Watertown  and  received  his  early  education 
in  the  city  public  schools.  After  his  graduation  from  high  school  in 
1909  he  spent  a  year  in  the  Isle  of  Pines,  south  of  Cuba,  and  upon  his 
return  to  the  United  States  in  1911  he  entered  the  University  of  Buffalo, 
where  he  studied  dentistry.  He  was  graduated  in  1914  and  has  since 
engaged  in  successful  practice  in  Watertown.  Doctor  Earle  is  past  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Jefferson  County  Dental  Society,  past  secretary  of  the  Fifth 
District  Dental  Society,  and  is  an  active  member  of  the  New  York  State 
Dental  Society  and  American  Dental  Association.  He  has  taken  graduate 
work  in  prosthetics  and  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  thoroughly  capable 
men  of  his  profession. 
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July  23,  1912,  Doctor  Earle  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Edith 
Sparks,  the  daughter  of  James  W.  and  Nellie  (Mayo)  Sparks,  of  Rome, 
N.  Y.  The  former  lives  in  Watertown,  and  the  latter  is  deceased.  Doctor 
and  Mrs.  Earle  have  no  children. 

Politically,  Doctor  Earle  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Baptist  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  32nd  degree,  Elks 
Lodge,  Xi  Psi  Phi  fraternity,  and  Watertown  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


Jacob  Frederick  Amos. — Banker,  business  man  and  an  industrialist 
whose  activities  have  been  accompanied  with  success  in  whatever  he  has 
undertaken,  Jacob  F.  Amos,  former  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Taggart 
Brothers  Company,  Inc.,  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  was  a  factor  in  the  expansion 
of  that  firm,  and  is  an  ally  in  all  of  Watertown’s  general  business  prog¬ 
ress.  A  believer  in  the  value  of  industry  to  every  community,  an  associate 
with  all  movements  for  the  common  welfare,  Mr.  Amos  has  upon  all 
occasions  taken  a  prominent  part  in  the  development  of  Watertown.  He 
is  a  son  of  John  G.  Amos,  a  cabinet  maker,  of  Wurttemberg,  Germany, 
who  died  in  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  in  1904,  and  Fredericka  R.  (Rauss)  Amos,  of 
Stuttgart,  Germany,  who  died  in  Syracuse,  in  1894.  Both  parents  came  to 
the  United  States  in  1864. 

Jacob  Frederick  Amos  was  born  Nov.  11,  1867,  in  Syracuse,  where  he 
attended  the  public  schools.  He  then  became  engaged  in  the  flour  in¬ 
dustry,  and  as  manager  of  the  Standard  Flour  Milling  Company  of  Syra¬ 
cuse,  and  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  he  continued  with  success  to  1906.  In  January 
of  that  year  he  became  identified  with  Taggart  Brothers  Company,  Inc., 
of  Watertown,  and  he  continued  in  the  capacity  of  secretary  and  treasurer 
until  1928,  when  the  offices  were  removed  to  New  York  City  and  he  re¬ 
signed,  as  he  did  not  care  to  go  there. 

Mr.  Amos  is  vice  president  and  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
the  Watertown  Savings  Bank,  vice  president  and  a  member  of  the  board 
of  directors  of  the  Northern  New  York  Trust  Company;  a  director  of 
the  Utica  Mutual  Insurance  Company ;  and  the  Allied  Fire  Insurance  Com¬ 
pany,  of  Utica,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Amos  is  a  Republican  in  his  political  views  and  supports  with  his 
vote  and  influence  the  principles  of  that  party.  During  the  World  War 
he  was  active  in  all  patriotic  matters;  he  served  as  one  of  the  fuel  com¬ 
missioners  for  Jefferson  County,  and  he  was  active  in  the  Liberty  Loan 
and  other  drives.  He  is  a  member  of  Central  City  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.; 
Watertown  Chapter,  No.  59,  R.  A.  M.;  Watertown  Commandery  No.  11, 
K.  T.;  Central  City  Consistory,  A.  A.  S.  R.,  32nd  degree;  Media  Temple, 
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A.  A.  0.  N.  M.  S.;  he  is  also  a  member  of  the  Black  River  Valley  Club, 
Jefferson  County  Golf  Club,  Rotary  Club;  and  has  served  as  a  director  of 
the  Watertown  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  director  and  vice  president 
of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  for  years.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  board  of  sessions  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church. 

On  Oct.  18,  1893,  Mr.  Amos  married  Miss  Wilhelmina  L.  Harth,  of 
Syracuse,  daughter  of  Peter  and  Elizabeth  (Metzger)  Harth.  Their  chil¬ 
dren  are:  1.  Roland  H.  Amos,  who  married  Louise  Bibbins  in  1920,  and 
they  have  two  daughters,  Carolyn  Louise,  and  Barbara  Elizabeth.  2. 
Robert  J.  Amos,  who  married  Eleanor  Schuyler  in  1930. 


Robert  Asa  Parkinson,  who  is  agency  secretary  of  the  Agricultural 
Insurance  Company  of  Watertown,  one  of  the  large  and  influential  con¬ 
cerns  of  the  country,  has  been  identified  with  the  insurance  business  dur¬ 
ing  the  whole  of  his  business  career,  and  is  considered  one  of  the  ablest 
insurance  executives  in  the  concern. 

Robert  Asa  Parkinson  was  born  May  13,  1877,  at  Rutland,  N.  Y.,  the 
son  of  Phineas  C.  and  Ida  (Hardy)  Parkinson,  both  natives  of  Jefferson 
County.  Mr.  Parkinson,  who  was  a  successful  farmer  of  that  county, 
died  in  1918  and  his  wife  died  Feb.  28,  1928.  The  Parkinson  family  traces 
its  descent  from  early  day  pioneers  of  New  York  State.  One  of  the  fore¬ 
bears  of  the  family,  Asa  Parkinson,  in  the  War  of  1812,  by  a  well  authenti¬ 
cated  bit  of  history  told  of  him,  saved  the  day  in  an  engagement  with  the 
British,  by  wrapping  his  own  and  a  woman’s  stocking  around  a  cannon 
ball  that  was  otherwise  too  small  to  fire.  According  to  the  story,  the  ball 
sank  one  of  the  boats  that  was  about  to  land. 

Robert  Asa  Parkinson  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Watertown 
and  attended  business  college.  He  entered  the  insurance  business  with 
Omar  Hine,  upon  leaving  school,  and  remained  with  him  until  1901,  when 
he  became  connected  with  the  Agricultural  Insurance  Company  of  Water- 
town.  Since  then  he  has  served  in  various  capacities  until  in  1917  he 
was  made  assistant  secretary  and  in  1925  was  made  agency  secretary.  He 
is  a  director  of  the  Omar  Hine  Insurance  Agency. 

During  the  World  War,  Mr.  Parkinson  took  a  prominent  part  in  the 
Liberty  Loan  drives.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Black  River  Valley  Club, 
and  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Politically,  he  is  a  Republican,  and  his  re¬ 
ligious  connections  are  with  the  Universalist  Church,  of  which  he  is  a 
member  of  the  board  of  trustees.  He  is  affiliated  with  Watertown  Lodge, 
No.  49,  F.  &  A.  M.;  Watertown  Chapter,  No.  59,  R.  A.  M.;  Watertown 
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Commandery,  No.  11,  K.  T. ;  Central  City  Consistory,  32nd  degree,  A.  A. 
S.  R.,  and  Media  Temple,  A.  A.  0.  N.  M.  S.,  and  has  served  as  recorder. 

Mr.  Parkinson  saw  service  in  the  Spanish- American  War.  He  was  a 
member  of  Company  E,  203rd  Regiment,  New  York  National  Guard. 

On  Nov.  11,  1904,  Mr.  Parkinson  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Laura  Wilson,  the  daughter  of  George  and  Emma  Wilson.  She  died 
Oct.  17,  1918.  He  married  (second)  on  Oct.  4,  1922,  Jessie  Gillette,  the 
daughter  of  Jesse  and  Mary  (Chittenden)  Gillette,  of  Watertown.  By 
his  first  marriage  Mr.  Parkinson  has  a  daughter,  Muriel  L.  Parkinson. 


Charles  Nathaniel  Bibbins,  M.  D. — One  of  the  best  known  physicians 
of  Watertown  and  vicinity  is  Dr.  Charles  Nathaniel  Bibbins,  who  has 
devoted  himself  to  his  profession  and  to  public  health  for  37  years.  He  is 
of  the  seventh  generation  of  the  family  in  the  United  States.  He  is  a 
descendant  of  one  of  the  oldest  families  in  this  part  of  the  country,  his 
forebears  having  participated  in  the  settling  of  New  England,  the  early 
Colonial  wars,  and  the  Revolution;  while  three  generations  of  both  pa¬ 
ternal  and  maternal  ancestors  lived  in  Watertown.  The  old  Welch  name 
of  Bibbins  was  variously  spelled  as  Beebins,  Bibins,  Bebins,  Bebans,  and 
Bibbens,  occurring  in  all  forms  in  early  New  England  and  as  a  pioneer 
name  in  Jefferson  County,  New  York.  The  American  progenitor  was 
Arthur  Bibbins,  recorded  as  living  in  Glastonbury,  Connecticut,  in  1696. 
From  him  the  paternal  line  descended  through: 

(II)  Arthur,  member  of  the  First  Church  at  Windham,  where  he  died 
in  1788,  at  the  age  of  102  years.  (Ill)  Samuel,  who  moved  to  Washington 
County,  New  York,  before  the  Revolution.  (IV)  Arthur,  an  early  resident 
in  Saratoga  County,  whence  he  moved  to  Jefferson  County,  at  Rodman, 
New  York.  (V)  Charles  W.  Bibbins,  captain  of  militia  in  the  Fenian 
Insurrection,  married  to  Harriett  Fassett.  (VI)  Schuyler  H.,  born  in 
Rodman,  Jefferson  County,  in  1834,  and  died  in  January,  1916.  He  moved 
to  Watertown  soon  after  the  close  of  the  Civil  War,  in  which  he  served 
for  three  years.  Schuyler  H.  Bibbins  married  Louisa  Mary  Burnham 
(Burman)  a  native  of  Watertown,  and  of  as  old  and  distinguished  a  family 
as  his  own. 

The  ancient  seat  of  the  Burnham  family  in  England,  “Burnham 
Beeches”  is  mentioned  in  one  of  Tennyson’s  poems.  Three  brothers  of  the 
name,  John,  Thomas,  and  Robert,  came  with  their  sister,  Mary  Andrews, 
from  Norfolk,  Norfolk  County,  England,  in  1635,  and  located  at  what  is 
now  Ipswich,  Mass.  They  made  the  voyage  in  the  “Angel  Gabriel.”  Lieu¬ 
tenant  Thomas  Burnham  settled  at  Chebacco  (Ipswich),  and  was  a  mem- 
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ber  of  the  Pequot  Expedition  in  1636-37.  The  line  descended  through  (II) 
John  Burnham,  son  of  Thomas;  (III)  Thomas;  (IV)  Stephen,  who  moved 
to  Gloucester,  Mass.;  (V)  Nathaniel,  who  lived  in  what  is  now  Greenfield, 
New  Hampshire;  (VI)  Nathaniel,  son  of  Nathaniel  Burnham,  who  settled 
in  the  eastern  part  of  Watertown,  in  1802,  an  original  member  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  which  was  organized  in  a  barn  on  the  farm  of 
Nathaniel  Burnham’s  brother,  Caleb  Burnham,  married  Susan  Noble; 
(VII)  Nathaniel  Noble,  married  Mary  F.  Nichols;  (VIII)  Louisa  Mary, 
married  Schuyler  H.  Bibbins  (see  Bibbins  line),  died  in  1924. 

Charles  Nathaniel  Bibbins,  son  of  Schuyler  H.  and  Louisa  Mary  (Bur- 
nam  or  Burnham)  Bibbins,  was  born  in  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  April  7,  1867. 
He  enjoyed  liberal  educational  advantages  in  the  local  public  schools,  at 
Ives  Seminary,  and  at  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College,  from  which  he 
received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1894.  A  student  with  a 
receptive  mind  and  ambition,  he  made  an  admirable  record  in  his  studies. 
As  a  boy  he  learned  telegraphy,  and  at  the  age  of  twenty  entered  the 
employ  of  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  Railroad,  as  a  railroad 
telegrapher,  remaining  two  years  in  that  capacity  and  retaining  his  in¬ 
terest  in  that  early  experience  by  membership  in  the  R.  W.  &  O.  Pioneer 
Employees  Association.  He  also  taught  school  for  two  and  one-half  years 
in  the  villages  of  Jefferson  and  Lewis  counties. 

Dr.  Bibbins’  professional  career  began  in  Watertown  in  1894,  when  he 
associated  himself  with  Dr.  H.  G.  P.  Spencer,  who  died  in  1900,  when 
Dr.  Charles  E.  Pierce  succeeded  him,  and  with  Dr.  James  D.  Spencer,  with 
whom  he  continued  until  Dr.  Spencer’s  death  in  1910.  In  1917,  Dr.  H.  C. 
Montgomery  joined  Dr.  Bibbins  and  his  associates  in  their  practice,  and 
they  admitted  Dr.  L.  M.  Vincent  soon  afterward.  These  physicians  occupy 
well  equipped  offices  in  the  Jefferson  County  Bank  Building,  where 
patients  are  assured  of  receiving  the  best  diagnostic  advice  and  treatment 
supplemented  with  all  the  aids  supplied  by  modern  science. 

Dr.  Bibbins  is  a  member  of  the  Jefferson  County  and  New  York  State 
Medical  societies,  and  the  American  Medical  Association;  the  New  York 
State  Society  of  Industrial  Surgery  and  Medicine ;  and  the  Association  of 
New  Yoik  Central  Railway  Lines  Surgeons.  He  is  a  charter  member  of 
the  American  Roentgen  Ray  Association  and  of  the  American  Electro- 
Therapeutic  Association.  Among  Dr.  Bibbins’  activities  may  be  mentioned 
m  connection  with  his  position  as  chief  of  staff  of  the  Good  Samaritan 
and  Mercy  hospitals,  on  first  of  which  he  was  first  president  of  the 
medical  staff ;  and  his  office  as  railroad  surgeon  for  the  New  York  Central 
for  his  district  since  1894.  Dr.  Bibbins  ranks  easily  as  one  of  the  foremost 
physicians  and  surgeons  in  New  York  State. 
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In  politics  he  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  Watertown  Lodge 
No.  49,  F.  and  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Chapter,  No.  59,  R.  A.  M.;  Watertown 
Commandery,  No.  11,  K.  T. ;  Media  Temple,  A.  A.  0.  N.  M.  S.  He  is  affili¬ 
ated  with  the  Modern  Woodmen  of  America,  the  first  man  in  Northern 
New  York  to  join  this  order.  He  attends  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

On  June  12,  1895,  Dr.  Charles  Nathaniel  Bibbins  married  Lucy  H.  Smith, 
the  daughter  of  George  H.  and  Caroline  (Simmons)  Smith,  of  Camden, 
Oneida  County,  New  York.  They  are  the  parents  of  the  following  children: 
Louise  C.,  married  R.  H.  Ames,  Watertown,  and  they  have  two  children: 
Caroline  Louise  and  Barbara  Elizabeth.  2.  George  S.,  a  graduate  of  Cor¬ 
nell  University,  with  the  degree  of  Electrical  Engineer,  is  in  the  employ 
of  the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  New  York  City. 
He  married  Edith  Hulten,  of  Watertown,  Mass.  They  live  at  Orange,  N.  J. 


Charles  Crawford  Johnson. — Prominent  in  legal  circles  in  Jefferson 
County  is  Mr.  Johnson,  who  is  successfully  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law 
at  Watertown,  with  offices  in  the  Woolworth  Building.  He  was  born  at 
Pulaski,  N.  Y.,  May  31,  1889,  the  son  of  Frank  D.  and  Elizabeth  (Moody) 
Johnson. 

Frank  D.  Johnson  is  a  member  of  one  of  the  oldest  and  best  known 
families  of  Pulaski,  N.  Y.,  where  he  was  born.  He  is  now  a  resident  of 
Orwell,  N.  Y.  His  wife,  born  at  Pulaski,  N.  Y.,  died  Aug.  13,  1889.  Their 
only  child  was  Charles  Crawford,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Frank  D.  Johnson  is  the  son  of  Reuben  and  Mary  Rose  (Gurley)  John¬ 
son.  The  latter  was  the  daughter  of  George  and  Sophia  (Dimmick)  Gur¬ 
ley,  natives  of  Connecticut,  who  came  to  New  York  in  1836  and  settled  at 
Pulaski.  He  was  a  manufacturer  of  caskets  and  a  cabinet  maker  by 
trade,  and  became  one  of  the  outstanding  pioneer  citizens  of  that  section 
of  the  State. 

As  a  boy  Charles  Crawford  Johnson  attended  the  public  schools  of 
Pulaski,  and  after  his  graduation  in  1909  from  Pulaski  High  School  he 
entered  the  University  of  Syracuse,  where  he  studied  law.  He  received 
the  degree  of  LL.  B.  in  1912  and  the  following  year  was  admitted  to  the 
New  York  bar.  Mr.  Johnson  was  associated  with  the  law  practice  of  the 
late  Judge  Alverson  for  a  period  of  four  years  and  in  1917  established  a 
private  practice  in  the  Flower  Building,  Watertown.  The  following  year 
he  went  to  Colorado  on  account  of  ill  health  and  remained  there  until 
1919.  Upon  his  return  to  Watertown  he  accepted  the  position  of  superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Watertown  Directory  Company  and  later  was  identified 
with  the  R.  L.  Polk  Directory  Company  in  the  same  capacity.  Mr.  John- 
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son  established  his  present  private  practice  in  the  Woolworth  Building

In  politics  Mr.  Johnson  is  identified  with  the  Republican  party.  He  is 
affiliated  with  B.  P.  0.  Elks  No.  496,  and  belongs  to  the  Wasoc  Club.  He 
is  also  a  member  of  the  Jefferson  County  Bar  Association. 


Francis  M.  McKinley. — Able,  resourceful  and  experienced,  Francis  M. 
McKinley  is  one  of  the  best  representatives  of  the  legal  profession  in 
Jefferson  County,  engaged  in  private  practice  at  Watertown.  He  was 
born  at  Clayton,  N.  Y.,  July  18,  1877,  the  son  of  George  H.  and  Margaret  E. 
(Halpin)  McKinley. 

George  H.  McKinley,  deceased,  was  a  prominent  citizen  of  Clayton, 
N.  Y.,  where  he  was  born.  He  conducted  a  general  mercantile  business  at 
that  place  for  26  years  and  retired  in  1909.  At  the  time  of  his  death  in 
1929  Mr.  McKinley  was  living  in  Watertown.  He  was  a  Democrat  and 
held  membership  in  Holy  Family  Catholic  Church.  His  widow,  born  at 
Kingston,  Ontario,  Canada,  lives  in  Watertown.  She  is  the  daughter  of 
Capt.  Michael  and  Bridget  Halpin,  the  former  a  native  of  England  and 
the  latter  of  Ireland.  They  were  married  in  England  and  for  several  years 
were  residents  of  Canada,  after  which  they  removed  to  Clayton,  N.  Y. 
He  was  a  captain  on  the  Great  Lakes  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Both  he 
and  his  wife  are  buried  at  Clayton.  To  George  H.  and  Margaret  E.  (Hal¬ 
pin)  McKinley  were  born  the  following  children:  Francis  M.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch;  John  H.,  lives  at  Watertown;  Lena  E.,  deceased;  Mary  F. ; 
Edward  E.,  deceased;  Joseph;  Dr.  George  Victor,  deceased;  Dr.  Hilliard  A., 
deceased,  served  throughout  the  World  War  with  the  U.  S.  Dental  Corps 
with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant;  and  Florence,  married  Roswell  Lennox, 
lives  at  Watertown. 

The  early  education  of  Francis  M.  McKinley  was  received  in  the  public 
schools  of  Clayton,  N.  Y.  After  his  graduation  from  high  school  in  1895 
he  entered  Cornell  University,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B. 
in  1899.  Mr.  McKinley  was  admitted  to  the  New  York  bar  in  1900  and 
to  the  Wisconsin  bar  in  1901.  He  spent  three  years  in  practice  at  Superior, 
Wis.,  and  in  1903  established  a  private  practice  at  Clayton,  N.  Y.  He  was 
located  in  that  city  continuously  until  August,  1930,  when  he  came  to 
Watertown.  He  has  offices  in  the  Otis  Building. 
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On  June  29,  1908,  Mr.  McKinley  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Aletha  Riley,  the  daughter  of  James  and  Menetta  Riley,  who  were  natives 
of  Clayton,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Riley  is  deceased  and  his  widow  resides  in  Buffalo, 
N.  Y.  He  was  a  furrier  and  had  traveled  widely,  having  spent  much  time 
in  Australia.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McKinley  have  been  born  three  children: 
Marilynn,  attends  Crane  Institute;  Halpin  and  Patricia,  both  students. 

Politically,  Mr.  McKinley  is  a  Democrat.  He  holds  membership  with 
his  family  in  Holy  Family  Catholic  Church,  and  belongs  to  Clayton  Council 
No.  305,  Knights  of  Columbus,  Phi  Delta  Phi  and  Phi  Sigma  Kappa  fra¬ 
ternities.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Jefferson  County  Bar  Association  and 
New  York  State  Bar  Association. 


Edward  Harry  Bennett. — Associated  with  the  foremost  interests  of 
his  profession  in  Jefferson  County,  and  prominent  in  legal  circles  in  Wa¬ 
tertown,  Edward  Harry  Bennett  is  a  counsellor-at-law,  who  is  held  in  the 
highest  regard  by  the  fraternity,  and  well  recognized  by  the  bench  and 
bar  as  well  as  the  general  public  as  an  able  and  conscientious  general 
practitioner.  Mr.  Bennett  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War  and  is  promi¬ 
nently  identified  with  the  progress  of  the  American  Legion.  He  is  a  son 
of  Edward  DeWitt  and  Maruva  A.  (Minot)  Bennett.  His  father  died 
Oct.  27,  1930.  He  was  a  contractor  and  builder  of  Pulaski,  N.  Y.,  where 
his  widow  now  resides. 

Edward  Harry  Bennett  was  born  Feb.  5,  1884,  at  Pulaski,  Oswego 
County,  where  he  attended  the  public  schools.  He  was  graduated  at 
Hamilton  College  in  1906,  with  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree,  and  in  1909 
he  received  his  Master  of  Arts  degree  from  his  Alma  Mater.  After 
attending  Albany  Law  School  in  an  uncompleted  course  with  the  class 
of  1908,  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1909,  and  was  associated  with  the 
offices  of  the  firm  of  Cobb  &  Cosgrove  for  a  period,  when  he  became 
Claim  Agent,  Law  Department,  for  the  New  York  Central  Railroad,  with 
offices  in  Syracuse.  After  a  valued  experience  as  confidential  clerk  to 
Superior  Court  Justice  Irving  T.  Hubbs,  Mr.  Bennett  in  1915  entered  into 
a  law  partnership  with  Francis  M.  Hugo,  so  continuing  until  Mr.  Hugo’s 
death. 

Mr.  Bennett  is  a  member  of  the  Jefferson  County  Bar  Association.  In 
his  political  views  he  is  a  Republican.  He  served  as  state  supervisor  of 
the  New  York  State  census  in  1915,  and  he  was  a  United  States  Commis¬ 
sioner  for  two  years.  He  enlisted  for  service  in  the  World  War,  May  12, 
1917,  and  was  assigned  to  Officers’  Training  Camp,  at  Madison  Barracks 
(Infantry).  He  was  commissioned  a  second  lieutenant  in  the  Quarter- 
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master’s  Corps,  National  Army,  and  was  later  promoted  to  first  lieutenant, 
United  States  Army.  He  received  his  discharge  Feb.  12,  1919. 

Fraternally  Mr.  Bennett  is  affiliated  with  Pulaski  Lodge,  No.  415,  F. 
&  A.  M. ;  Central  City  Consistory,  A.  A.  S.  R.,  32nd  degree ;  Media  Temple, 
A.  A.  0.  N.  M.  S.;  Watertown  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons;  Knight 
Templar;  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  No.  496;  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows; 
Loyal  Order  of  Moose.  He  was  an  organizer  of  Post  228  of  the  American 
Legion  and  of  the  Jefferson  County  Unit  of  the  American  Legion  and  of 
Voiture  534  of  the  Forty  and  Eight,  and  is  now  a  member  of  Post  61  of 
the  American  Legion.  He  is  a  past  commander  of  Post  228,  Past  County 
Commander  and  Chef  de  Gare-Passe  of  the  40  and  8. 


Norman  F.  Ward. — One  of  the  well  known  young  professional  men  of 
Watertown  is  Norman  F.  Ward,  who  is  a  member  of  one  of  the  oldest 
families  of  this  city.  He  was  born  here  March  26,  1901,  the  son  of  J. 
Francis  and  Anna  (Foley)  Ward. 

J.  Francis  Ward  is  a  leading  building  contractor  of  Watertown,  where 
he  has  spent  his  entire  life.  During  his  forty  years  as  a  builder  Mr. 
Ward  has  constructed  a  large  percentage  of  the  residences  in  Watertown, 
and  he  also  developed  the  Ward  subdivision.  Mr.  Ward  is  a  Republican,  a 
member  of  Holy  Family  Catholic  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Knights  of 
Columbus  and  Elks  lodge.  His  wife  was  born  in  Kingston,  Ontario,  and 
died  in  Watertown  in  1921.  Their  children  were:  Gordon  J.,  contractor, 
lives  in  Watertown;  John  B.,  who  died  while  in  service  during  the  World 
War  while  serving  in  France  as  a  member  of  the  312th  Engineers;  Dor¬ 
othy,  married  John  E.  Keib,  lives  at  Watertown;  and  Norman  F.,  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch. 

J.  Francis  Ward  is  the  son  of  John  Ward,  who  emigrated  to  the  United 
States  from  Ireland  in  1848  and  settled  in  Watertown. 

Norman  F.  Ward  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Watertown  and  in  1921  was  graduated  from  Monson  Academy,  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  He  spent  one  year  at  Niagara  University,  and  one  year  at  St. 
Lawrence  University,  being  graduated  from  the  Albany  Law  School  in 
1926.  He  was  admitted  to  the  New  York  State  Bar  in  1929,  after  having 
served  as  clerk  in  the  offices  of  John  H.  O’Brien  and  C.  R.  Crabb.  In

Charles  S.  Pringle. — As  assistant  secretary  of  the  Watertown  Sav¬ 
ings  Bank,  Mr.  Pringle  is  widely  and  favorably  known  throughout  Jeffer¬ 
son  County.  He  was  born  at  Marlbank,  Ontario,  Canada,  Nov.  11,  1875, 
the  son  of  Isaac  and  Sarah  J.  (Marsh)  Pringle. 

Isaac  Pringle  was  born  in  Canada,  as  was  his  wife.  He  was  a  black¬ 
smith  by  trade  and  owned  a  shop  at  Marlbank.  For  a  short  time  he  was 
also  interested  in  general  farming.  He  died  in  December,  1926,  and  his 
widow  still  resides  at  Marlbank.  Mr.  Pringle  was  a  member  of  the 
Methodist  Church,  and  belonged  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Foresters. 
The  following  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pringle :  Fred,  deceased ; 
Charles  S.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Alberta,  married  Frank  Bates,  lives 
at  Three  Mile  Bay,  N.  Y. ;  John  W.,  lives  at  Watertown;  Lillian,  the  widow 
of  William  R.  Revell,  lives  at  Kingston,  Canada;  William  A.,  lives  at 
Watertown;  Christina,  deceased;  Anna,  married  William  Yates,  lives  at 
Watertown;  Grace,  married  Charles  Rose,  lives  at  Flint,  Mich.;  George, 
lives  at  Watertown;  and  Laura,  married  Gordon  Hall,  lives  in  Canada. 

The  education  of  Charles  S.  Pringle  was  received  in  the  public  schools 
of  his  native  city.  After  coming  to  the  United  States  he  was  employed 
on  a  farm  near  Point  Peninsula,  N.  Y.,  and  later  came  to  Watertown, 
where  he  was  identified  with  the  ice  business  of  C.  W.  Gray.  In  August, 
1900,  Mr.  Pringle  went  with  the  Union  Market,  in  which  he  purchased  a 
half  interest  later  as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  McEvoy  and  Pringle.  In 
1905  he  purchased  the  business  of  M.  D.  Austin,  on  North  Rutland  Street, 
and  five  years  later  removed  to  593  State  Street.  Mr.  Pringle  disposed  of 
the  store  in  1919  to  John  F.  Peck  and  at  that  time  became  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  W.  J.  Sheppard,  Inc.,  real  estate  and  insurance  agents.  Since 
March,  1920,  he  has  devoted  practically  his  entire  time  to  the  real  estate 
business.  He  was  elected  assistant  secretary  of  the  Watertown  Savings 
Bank  in  January,  1931. 

On  Sept.  9,  1903,  Mr.  Pringle  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Mary 
Cummings,  the  daughter  of  Sylvester  and  Sophia  Cummings,  natives  of 
New  York  and  Massachusetts  respectively.  Both  are  deceased  and  are 
buried  at  Dexter,  N.  Y.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pringle  have  no  children. 

Mr.  Pringle  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  Emmanuel  Congregational 
Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  and  Rotary  Club. 
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Hon.  T.  Arthur  Hendricks,  attorney  and  former  judge  of  Jefferson 
County,  was  born  in  Watertown,  Jefferson  County,  Oct.  27,  1889,  the  son 
of  Patrick  J.  and  Caroline  (Sweeney)  Hendricks. 

Patrick  Hendricks  is  now  retired.  He  is  a  native  of  Kingston,  Ont., 
Canada.  He  was  a  small  child  when  he  came  to  Watertown  with  his 
parents,  and  for  many  years  he  was  employed  in  the  city  as  a  cigar 
maker.  He  retired  in  1921.  Mr.  Hendricks  is  a  Democrat  and  a  member 
of  Holy  Family  Catholic  Church.  His  wife  was  born  in  Watertown  and 
died  in  1924.  Their  children  were:  Owen,  lives  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y. ;  Hon. 
T.  Arthur,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  J.  Herbert,  civil  engineer,  Water- 
town;  Dr.  William  J.,  dentist,  lives  at  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  is  a  World  War 
veteran;  Paul  J.,  civil  engineer,  lives  at  Watertown,  is  a  World  War 
veteran;  and  Margaret,  married  J.  E.  Ryan,  lives  at  Munroe,  N.  Y. 

T.  Arthur  Hendricks  was  educated  in  the  public  and  high  schools  of 
Watertown,  and  attended  Syracuse  University.  He  also  spent  one  year 
of  study  at  Albany  Law  School,  and  completed  the  study  of  law  in  the 
offices  of  Carlisle  &  Carlisle,  being  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1913.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  year  he  began  the  general  practice  of  law.  In  1922  he  formed 
a  partnership  with  former  County  Judge  Conboy,  and  continued  until  1929. 
Since  that  time  he  has  practiced  under  his  own  name.  He  has  been  so 
successful  as  to  bring  him  an  enviable  reputation  as  a  lawyer  of  high 
ability.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Jefferson  County,  New  York  State,  and 
American  Bar  Associations. 

With  Judge  Hendricks’  legal  success  has  also  come  political  office.  A 
Democrat  in  party  affiliation,  he  was  appointed  district  attorney  by  Gov¬ 
ernor  Smith  to  succeed  J.  B.  Cooper,  and  on  March  12,  1930,  was  appointed 
county  judge  to  succeed  the  late  Judge  J.  Frank  LaRue,  and  continued  in 
that  office  until  Jan.  1,  1931.  He  has  served  on  the  Watertown  Board  of 
Education,  and  has  been  chairman  of  the  Jefferson  County  Democratic 
Committee  and  a  member  of  Democratic  State  Committee.  It  was  in  part 
through  his  energetic  efforts  that  the  commission  form  of  government 
was  adopted  by  Watertown,  and  that  it  was  made  such  a  success.  Through¬ 
out  the  World  War,  Judge  Hendricks  threw  himself  with  all  zeal  into 
Liberty  Loan  drives,  delivering  countless  “four  minute”  speeches  for  the 
cause,  and  receiving  a  certificate  for  his  work. 

In  1924  Mr.  Hendricks  married  Miss  Orlene  A.  Darling,  of  Pulaski, 
N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  William  J.  and  Elizabeth  (Holland)  Darling.  They 
are  the  parents  of  a  son,  Thomas  A.  Hendricks,  born  Aug.  1,  1925,  and  a 
daughter,  Elizabeth  Ann,  born  Dec.  30,  1926. 

Mr.  Hendricks  is  affiliated  with  Watertown  Council,  No.  256,  Knights 
of  Columbus,  and  is  Past  Exalted  Ruler  and  District  Deputy  for  North¬ 
eastern  New  York  of  B.  P.  0.  Elks  No.  496.  He  is  a  member  of  Delta 
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Chi  fraternity,  Black  River  Valley  Club,  the  National  Democratic  Club  and 
Jefferson  County  Golf  Club.  He  and  his  family  hold  membership  in  Holy 
Family  Catholic  Church. 


Wayne  A.  Seaver. — As  executive  secretary  of  the  Agricultural  Insur¬ 
ance  Company,  Mr.  Seaver  is  a  well  known  figure  in  the  business  life  of 
Watertown.  He  was  born  at  Brownville,  Jefferson  County,  Jan.  19,  1891, 
the  son  of  Richard  F.  and  Clara  J.  (McOmber)  Seaver. 

Richard  F.  Seaver  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Jefferson  County,  and 
are  both  now  deceased.  He  was  employed  in  the  paper  mills  throughout 
his  life,  which  was  spent  in  this  section  of  the  State.  Mr.  Seaver  was  a 
Republican  and  held  membership  in  Trinity  Episcopal  Church.  There 
were  seven  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Seaver,  of  whom  Wayne  A.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch,  was  the  sixth  in  order  of  birth. 

Wayne  A.  Seaver  attended  the  public  schools  of  Watertown.  He  has 
spent  his  entire  business  career  in  the  interests  of  the  Agricultural  Insur¬ 
ance  Company  in  Watertown.  He  began  as  an  office  boy  and  after  years 
of  steady  and  rapid  advancement  he  became  special  agent  in  1919  for  the 
state  of  Ohio  with  headquarters  in  Columbus.

George  W.  Reeves. — Born  and  reared  in  Jefferson  County,  Mr.  Reeves 
has  been  one  of  the  prominent  attorneys  of  Watertown  for  the  past  35 
years.  He  was  born  at  Pillar  Point,  Feb.  13,  1866,  the  son  of  Henry  T. 
and  Mary  J.  (Crapo)  Reeves. 

George  W.  Reeves  attended  the  district  schools  of  Jefferson  County  and 
is  a  graduate  of  Dexter  High  School.  He  taught  in  the  village  schools 
until  1893,  at  which  time  he  entered  the  law  offices  of  Rogers  &  Atwell. 
He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1896  and  has  since  had  an  extensive  and 
successful  practice  in  this  city.  He  held  the  office  of  city  judge  in  Water- 
town  for  six  years,  and  was  later  elected  and  served  as  county  judge  for 
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six  years,  after  having  served  in  the  latter  office  for  one  year  upon  the 
appointment  of  Governor  Dix. 

During  the  World  War  Mr.  Reeves  organized  the  Jefferson  County 
Preparedness  Association  and  served  as  its  president.  He  is  the  author 
of  a  book  entitled  “Jefferson  County  in  the  World  War.” 

In  1892  Mr.  Reeves  married  Miss  Ella  M.  Taylor,  the  daughter  of  An¬ 
drew  and  Martha  (McGill)  Taylor.  They  have  two  children:  1.  Floyd  E., 
who  is  identified  with  the  Northern  New  York  Utilities,  Inc.  He  was 
severely  wounded  and  shell  shocked  while  serving  as  a  first  lieutenant  in 
the  308th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  77th  Division,  during  the  World  War. 
After  a  year  spent  in  hospitals  in  Europe  and  the  United  States  he  was 
discharged.  He  married  Miss  Delia  Wood.  2.  Mildred,  who  is  a  teacher 
in  Watertown  High  School. 

Mr.  Reeves  has  always  been  a  Democrat.  He  is  identified  with  the 
New  York  State  Bar  Association  and  has  served  as  president  of  the 
Watertown  Board  of  Education  and  Watertown  Rotary  Club.  He  also 
belongs  to  the  Black  River  Valley  Club,  Crescent  Yacht  Club,  Royal 
Canadian  Yacht  Club,  Watertown  Gun  Club,  and  Jefferson  County  Farm 
Bureau.  He  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge. 


Arthur  L.  Cohen. — Among  the  younger  generation  of  lawyers  meeting 
with  success  in  their  profession  is  Arthur  L.  Cohen,  of  Watertown,  who 
is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was  bom  in  this  city,  Sept.  15,  1895, 
the  son  of  Simon  A.  and  Zella  (Ives)  Cohen. 

Simon  A.  Cohen  and  his  wife  are  natives  of  Russia,  and  have  been 
residents  of  Watertown  for  almost  half  a  century.  He  is  interested  in 
the  furniture  business  and  is  numbered  among  the  city’s  dependable  mer¬ 
chants.  Mr.  Cohen  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  Congregational  Degel 
Israel  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Cohen  are  the  parents  of  three  children:  Arthur  L.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch;  Elliott;  and  Eunice,  both  of  Watertown. 

Arthur  L.  Cohen  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Watertown, 
from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1914.  He  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B 
at  Syracuse  University  in  1918  and  during  the  following  year  was  admitted 
to  the  New  York  State  Bar.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  World  War  he  en¬ 
listed  for  service  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  and  was  sent  to  Camp  Taylor,  Ky.  He 
received  the  commission  of  second  lieutenant  of  artillery  and  was  dis¬ 
charged  from  service  Dec.  18,  1918.  Mr.  Cohen  became  associated  with 
the  offices  of  Judge  Hendricks  in  Watertown  during  1919,  and  held  the 
office  of  assistant  district  attorney  from  1920-21.  He  established  a  pri- 
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vate  practice  in  this  city  in  1922  but  from  1927  until  1930  was  a  member 
of  the  firm  of  Hitchcock,  Murphy,  Mawhinney  &  Cohen.  Since  Jan.  1, 
1931,  Mr.  Cohen  has  conducted  a  private  practice  with  offices  in  the  Wool- 
worth  Building. 

Politically  Mr.  Cohen  is  a  Republican.  He  is  identified  with  the  Jef¬ 
ferson  County  and  New  York  State  Bar  Associations,  and  belongs  to  the 
Masonic  Lodge,  32nd  degree;  Elks  Lodge;  Watertown  Country  Club;  La¬ 
fayette  Country  Club ;  Cold  Creek  Riding  Club ;  Kiwanis  Club ;  and  Ameri¬ 
can  Legion.  He  holds  membership  in  Congregational  Degel  Israel  Church, 


Allen  S.  Perkins. — One  of  the  city’s  successful  business  men  is  Allen  S. 
Perkins,  who  is  president  of  the  Black  River  Paper  Company  of  Water- 
town.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  Aug.  22,  1890,  the  son  of  Alice  A.  (Miller) 
Perkins. 

Alice  A.  (Miller)  Perkins  is  the  daughter  of  Hiram  and  Charlotte  Mil¬ 
ler,  both  of  whom  are  deceased.  They  were  residents  of  New  York  and 
are  buried  at  Adams.  Mr.  Miller  was  a  farmer  and  was  also  engaged  in 
the  building  of  the  railroad  between  Watertown  and  Cape  Vincent.  Their 
daughter  was  born  at  Lyme,  N.  Y.,  and  resides  in  Watertown.  She  is 
now  the  wife  of  George  L.  Ferguson. 

Allen  S.  Perkins  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Watertown, 
being  a  member  of  the  graduating  class  of  1909,  Watertown  High  School. 
He  spent  three  years  as  bookkeeper  and  shipping  clerk  in  the  employ  of 
Harrington  Bros.  &  Smith,  wholesale  fruit  and  produce  dealers  of  Water- 
town,  and  later  was  manager  of  the  company’s  branch  at  Ogdensburg, 
N.  Y.,  for  a  period  of  four  years.  Upon  his  return  to  Watertown  he  be¬ 
came  field  auditor  for  the  U.  S.  Housing  Corporation.  In  1919  he  pur¬ 
chased  a  half  interest  in  the  Black  River  Paper  Company  and  at  that  time 
became  secretary  and  treasurer.  Two  years  later  he  became  sole  owner 
of  the  business  and  has  since  served  as  president. 

The  Black  River  Paper  Company  was  organized  in  1898  with  a  capital 
stock  of  $1500.  It  has  developed  into  one  of  the  largest  wholesale  paper 
houses  in  northern  New  York  and  has  absorbed  practically  all  of  its  com¬ 
petitors  in  this  section  of  the  state.  In  1921  Mr.  Perkins  purchased  the 
business  of  M.  M.  Bagg,  and  consolidated  it  with  his  own,  it  being  one  of 
the  largest  paper  concerns  at  that  time.  Four  years  later  he  purchased 
a  large  portion  of  stock  in  the  D.  S.  Miller  Company,  and  in  1927  he  took 
over  the  wholesale  paper  business  of  L.  C.  Mooney  at  323-27  Factory 
Street,  which  had  been  operated  under  the  name  of  the  Watertown  Sup¬ 
ply  Company.  For  many  years  the  plant  of  the  Black  River  Paper  Com-

pany  had  been  located  at  414-16  West  Main  Street.  It  was  removed  to 
its  present  location  at  Factory  Square  Feb.  7,  1927.  They  are  distributors 
of  paper  goods  of  all  types,  including  school  supplies,  sanitary  paper  goods, 
towels,  drinking  cups,  etc.  The  company  also  handles  paints  and  var¬ 
nishes. 

On  April  29,  1916,  Mr.  Perkins  married  Miss  Ida  I.  Zimmer,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  John  A.  and  Elizabeth  (Poth)  Zimmer,  natives  of  Alexandria,  N.  Y., 
and  now  residents  of  Watertown.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Perkins  have  four  chil¬ 
dren:  Marian,  Merlin,  Homer,  and  Carl. 

Politically,  Mr.  Perkins  is  a  Republican.  He  was  appointed  in  Jan¬ 
uary,  1928,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  the  late  Dr.  E.  E.  Harrington  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Education.  The  latter  had  served  in  that  capa¬ 
city  for  35  years.  Mr.  Perkins  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Board  for 
a  five  year  term  on  May  1,  1928.  At  the  time  of  his  appointment  he  was 
the  only  member  of  the  board  who  had  been  educated  in  the  schools  of 
Watertown. 

Mr.  Perkins  is  a  member  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  of  which  he 
has  served  as  treasurer  and  trustee,  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  lodge, 
Kiwanis  Club,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  National  Geographic  Society,  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce,  and  Jefferson  County  Fish  and  Game  Protective  Association. 


Albert  J.  Hibbert. — One  of  the  representative  business  men  of  Water- 
town  is  Albert  J.  Hibbert,  who  is  successfully  engaged  in  the  real  estate 
and  insurance  business  in  this  city  with  offices  in  the  Flower  Building.  He 
was  born  in  Watertown,  May  10,  1894,  the  son  of  John  Allan  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  S.  (Walton)  Hibbert. 

John  Allan  Hibbert  was  a  native  of  Liverpool,  England.  He  was  a 
tailor  by  trade  and  conducted  a  business  in  Liverpool  until  1891,  at  which 
time  he  came  to  the  United  States  with  his  family  and  settled  in  Water- 
town.  He  was  employed  by  James  R.  Miller  and  later  by  James  Dorsey, 
owners  of  well  known  tailoring  establishments  in  this  city.  Subsequently 
he  formed  a  partnership  with  Edwin  Scholes  under  the  firm  name  of  Hib¬ 
bert  &  Scholes,  and  this  association  was  continued  until  the  death  of  Mr. 
Hibbert  in  1899.  His  widow,  also  born  in  England,  resides  in  Watertown. 
Mr.  Hibbert  was  a  Republican  and  held  membership  in  Trinity  Episcopal 
Church.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hibbert  were  born  five  children:  Charles  and 
Harry,  both  deceased;  Albert  J.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Ida,  married 
Ralph  J.  Perkins,  lives  at  Watertown;  and  Keith  Thornhill,  lives  at  Buf¬ 
falo,  N.  Y. 
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After  his  graduation  from  Watertown  High  School  Albert  J.  Hibbert 
entered  St.  Lawrence  University,  from  which  he  received  a  degree  in 
1916.  He  then  went  to  Bristol,  Pa.,  as  manager  of  the  Starshield  Farms. 
Two  years  later  he  became  interested  in  the  brokerage  business  with  his 
father-in-law,  Nathan  G.  Buck,  at  Winthrop,  N.  Y.  In  1920  Mr.  Hibbert 
was  appointed  special  agent  for  the  Fire  Underwriters  of  Albany,  his 
territory  including  the  State  of  New  York,  with  the  exception  of  the  metro¬ 
politan  district.  He  purchased  the  W.  J.  Coyle  Insurance  Agency  in 
Watertown,  in  January,  1923,  and  the  following  year  also  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  real  estate  business.  He  disposed  of  his  insurance  agency  in 
1927  to  H.  E.  Randall,  but  is  still  widely  known  as  an  insurance  broker. 
He  is  president  of  the  Watertown  Real  Estate  Board,  director  of  the  New 
York  State  Association  of  Real  Estate  Boards,  and  belongs  to  the  North 
Side  Improvement  League,  and  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

In  1917  Mr.  Hibbert  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Opal  F.  Buck, 
the  daughter  of  Nathan  G.  and  Julia  M.  (Davis)  Buck,  natives  of  Malone, 
and  now  residents  of  Winthrop,  N.  Y.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hibbert  are  the  parents 
of  seven  children:  Albert  John,  John  Allan,  William  C.,  Nathan  James, 
Marilyn,  Barbara  Ann,  and  Virginia  May. 

Politically,  Mr.  Hibbert  is  a  Republican.  He  and  his  family  hold  mem¬ 
bership  in  Trinity  Episcopal  Church  and  he  belongs  to  the  Masonic  and 
Elk  lodges,  Kiwanis  Club,  Theta  Gamma  fraternity,  and  Crescent  Yacht 
Club. 


George  F.  Clark. — Not  only  an  influential  leader  in  the  business  life  of 
Watertown,  but  a  recognized  figure  in  all  that  concerns  the  progress  and 
welfare  of  the  city,  George  F.  Clark,  retired,  occupies  a  position  of  much 
prominence  in  this  city.  He  was  born  here,  July  24,  1857,  the  son  of 
Elijah  J.  and  Jane  A.  (Wright)  Clark. 

George  F.  Clark  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Water- 
town.  He  began  his  business  career  as  a  discount  clerk  with  the  Security 
Bank  of  Watertown,  and  later  entered  the  employ  of  the  National  Union 
Bank  in  the  same  capacity.  He  retired  from  the  latter  institution  after 
20  years  of  service  as  assistant  cashier,  and  in  March,  1901,  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  paper  business,  with  Samuel  A.  Upham.  They  purchased  the 
interest  of  Gamble  Brothers  in  the  Brownville  Paper  Company,  and  Mr. 
Clark  became  secretary,  later  he  served  as  secretary-treasurer,  and  was 
identified  with  this  industry  at  the  time  of  his  retirement  in  June,  1927. 

In  1890  Mr.  Clark  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Minnie  F.  Wright, 
the  daughter  of  Judge  Charles  D.  and  Pamelia  B.  (Shields)  Wright,  na¬ 
tives  of  Jefferson  County.  He  was  a  prominent  attorney  and  served  as 
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county  judge  for  several  terms.  Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  in 
Brookside  Cemetery,  Watertown.  A  daughter,  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Clark,  Emily  May,  is  deceased. 

Mr.  Clark  has  been  an  active  member  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church  for 
many  years,  being  warden  and  chairman  of  the  finance  committee.  He  is 
a  Republican,  and  belongs  to  Black  River  Valley  Club,  Jefferson  County 
Golf  Club,  and  Y.  M.  C.  A.  He  is  president  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
Roswell  P.  Flower  Memorial  Library. 


Julian  A.  Van  Deusen. — One  of  the  better  known  business  men  of 
Watertown,  widely  known  in  Masonic  circles  throughout  the  State,  is 
Mr.  Van  Deusen,  who  is  auditor  of  the  Smith-Eveleigh  Motor  Sales  Com¬ 
pany,  Inc.  He  was  born  at  Harrisville,  N.  Y.,  March  19,  1865,  the  son  of 
John  A.  and  Mary  (Bosworth)  Van  Deusen. 

John  A.  Van  Deusen  was  a  native  of  New  York,  born  at  Cortright, 
Delaware  County,  May  11,  1838.  His  wife  was  born  at  Fowler,  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County,  N.  Y.,  March  6,  1840.  For  a  number  of  years  he  owned 
and  operated  a  tannery  at  Harrisville,  and  later  was  employed  in  building 
a  tannery  at  Jerdan  Falls,  N.  Y.  He  also  worked  on  the  erection  of  coal 
sheds  for  the  Alpena  Iron  Works  at  the  foot  of  Lake  Bonaparte.  Mr. 
Van  Deusen  died  in  1905  and  his  wife  died  in  1907.  Both  are  buried  at 
Harrisville.  He  was  a  Democrat  and  held  membership  in  the  Congrega¬ 
tional  Church. 

John  A.  Van  Deusen  was  the  son  of  James  Van  Deusen,  who  spent  his 
entire  life  in  New  York.  He  was  also  interested  in  the  leather  business 
and  owned  a  tannery  at  Davenport,  Delaware  County. 

Julian  A.  Van  Deusen  attended  the  public  schools  of  Harrisville  and  as 
a  young  man  entered  the  employ  of  the  Dean  &  Aldrich  Lumber  Company 
at  Natural  Dam,  near  Gouverneur,  N.  Y.  For  a  time  he  was  identified  with 
the  Remington  interests,  owners  of  a  paper  mill  at  Glen  Park,  N.  Y.,  and 
he  later  was  connected  with  the  International  Paper  Company.  In  May, 
1924,  he  accepted  his  present  position  as  auditor  of  the  Smith-Eveleigh 
Motor  Sales  Company,  Inc. 

On  Oct.  7,  1884,  Mr.  Van  Deusen  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Josephine  Simser,  the  daughter  of  Albert  M.  and  Mary  (Gould)  Simser, 
who  were  natives  of  Diana,  Lewis  County,  N.  Y.  Both  are  deceased.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Van  Deusen  have  two  sons,  Roy,  and  Robert  A.  A  sketch  of  the 
latter  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history. 

Mr.  Van  Deusen  is  a  Republican  and  has  served  as  alderman  of  the 
First  Ward,  and  is  a  member  of  the  board  of  public  works.  He  and  his 
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family  are  members  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  and  his  lodge  affiliations 
are:  Watertown  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  41,  Master  in  1931;  Watertown 
Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  59,  Past  High  Priest;  Assistant  Grand  Lecturer, 
17th  Capitular  District,  R.  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Council,  R.  &  S.  M.  M.  No. 
34,  Deputy  Master;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  11,  Past  Com¬ 
mander;  Lodge  of  Perfection,  14th  degree,  Past  Thrice  Potent  Master; 
Watertown  Council,  Princes  of  Jerusalem,  Past  Sovereign  Prince;  Water- 
town  Chapter  Rose  Croix  18th  degree,  Past  Most  Wise  Master;  Central 
City  Consistory,  32nd  degree;  Media  Temple,  Past  Potentate;  Modern 
Woodmen  of  America,  Past  Consul;  and  National  Protective  Legion,  now 
the  Chicago  Fraternal  Life  Association,  Past  President. 


William  C.  Smith. — As  president  of  William  C.  Smith,  Inc.,  insurance, 
107-8  Charlebois  Bros.  Building,  Mr.  Smith  is  recognized  as  one  of  the 
progressive  business  men  of  Watertown.  He  was  born  at  Milburne,  On¬ 
tario,  Canada,  July  6,  1867,  the  son  of  Charles  and  Mary  Jane  (Gibson) 
Smith. 

Charles  Smith  was  born  in  Sunbury,  Ontario,  Canada,  as  also  was  his 
wife.  He  was  a  tanner  by  trade  and  spent  his  entire  life  at  that  occupa¬ 
tion.  He  died  in  1869  and  is  buried  in  Sunbury,  Ontario.  His  wife  is  also 
deceased.  They  were  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  par¬ 
ents  of  two  sons:  John  G.,  deceased,  spent  his  life  in  Manitoba,  Canada; 
and  William  C.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  After  the  death  of  her  hus¬ 
band,  Mary  Jane  (Gibson)  Smith  later  married  George  Redpath,  of  Sun¬ 
bury,  who  is  deceased.  To  them  were  born  two  children:  Edward  T., 
lives  at  Gainsboro,  Canada;  and  Sarah  Jane,  married  David  Glasford, 
lives  in  Canada. 

At  the  age  of  15  years  William  C.  Smith  left  school  and  went  to  work 
in  the  cotton  mills  of  Kingston,  Canada.  Later,  he  clerked  in  a  drug 
store  at  that  place,  and  in  August,  1884,  came  to  the  United  States  and 
located  in  Watertown,  where  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Hitchcock  Lamp 
Company.  He  became  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  on  Sept.  2,  1889. 
During  his  early  career  in  the  city  Mr.  Smith  was  employed  by  A.  E. 
Baron,  grocer,  and  D.  B.  Dewey,  clothier.  He  also  was  a  clerk  in  the 
store  of  J.  R.  Miller,  and  later  purchased  an  interest  in  the  Remington 
Clothing  Company  in  Watertown.  He  established  the  MacLeod-Smith 
Company,  clothiers,  in  partnership  with  D.  M.  MacLeod,  W.  T.  King, 
and  C.  D.  Carter,  and  Mr.  Smith  was  vice  president.  After  several  years 
Mr.  Smith  sold  his  interests  and  went  to  Portage  La  Prairie,  Canada,  in 
1916,  where  he  engaged  in  the  real  estate  business.  He  was  also  interested 
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in  two  large  farms  at  that  place.  He  returned  to  Watertown,  however, 
in  December,  1918,  and  at  that  time  became  general  agent  for  the  Phoe¬ 
nix  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company.  Two  years  later  he  became  a  real 
estate  operator,  and  soon  thereafter  resigned  as  agent  for  the  Phoenix 
Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company.  In  September,  1927,  he  incorporated  his 
insurance  business  and  became  president  of  the  new  organization.  He 
handles  fire,  automobile  and  compensation  insurance,  and  specializes  also 
in  the  sale  of  city  and  farm  property. 

Mr.  Smith  married  (first)  Miss  Carrie  M.  Chamberlin,  of  Watertown, 
the  daughter  of  Gilbert  and  Elizabeth  (Tierney)  Chamberlin.  Their  son, 
Harold  C.,  is  deceased.  Mr.  Smith  married  (second)  Miss  Grace  M.  Mor¬ 
row,  the  daughter  of  James  A.  Morrow,  of  Watertown. 

In  politics  Mr.  Smith  is  identified  with  the  Republican  party.  He  is  a 
member  of  Stone  Street  Presbyterian  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Indepen¬ 
dent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  Watertown  Real  Estate  Board. 
He  is  also  identified  with  the  Watertown  Underwriters  Association,  New 
York  State  Association  of  Fire  Underwriters,  and  New  York  State  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Real  Estate  Boards. 

Mr.  Smith  enlisted  July  7,  1891,  as  a  member  of  39th  Separate  Com¬ 
pany,  Fourth  Battalion,  and  was  discharged  with  the  rank  of  Quartermas¬ 
ter  Sergeant  in  October,  1900. 


Bernard  J.  Redmond. — One  of  the  outstanding  figures  in  insurance 
circles  in  northern  New  York  is  Bernard  J.  Redmond,  of  Watertown,  who 
is  identified  with  B.  J.  Redmond  &  Son,  with  offices  in  the  Woolworth 
Building.  He  was  born  in  Watertown,  May  24,  1874,  the  son  of  Patrick 
and  Anna  I.  (Connor)  Redmond.  His  father  was  superintendent  of  chari¬ 
ties  of  the  city  of  Watertown  for  35  years,  and  was  holding  that  position 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  March  17,  1924. 

Bernard  J.  Redmond  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  graduated 
from  Watertown  High  School.  Until  1923  he  was  variously  engaged  serv¬ 
ing  many  firms  as  bookkeeper,  and  for  five  years,  1918-23,  he  was  deputy 
collector,  Internal  Revenue  Department.  In  1923  he  established  the  B.  J. 
Redmond  Insurance  Company,  which  he  conducted  under  that  name  until 
1925,  when  his  son,  Charles  P.  Redmond,  was  taken  in  and  the  firm  be¬ 
came  known  as  B.  J.  Redmond  &  Son.  They  conduct  a  general  business 
and  cover  a  large  territory  as  representatives  of  leading  insurance  com¬ 
panies  in  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Redmond  is  a  member  of  the  Democratic  party  and  was  supervisor 
of  the  Sixth  Ward  for  ten  years,  when  he  resigned.  He  is  a  member  of 
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Watertown  Council  No.  256,  Knights  of  Columbus ;  B.  P.  0.  Elks  No.  496 ; 
Loyal  Order  of  Moose ;  Fraternal  Order  of  Eagles ;  and  Kiwanis  Club.  He 
is  interested  in  civic  progress  and  he  has  served  his  country  in  wartime, 
for  he  was  a  corporal  of  the  203rd  New  York  Volunteers,  Company  E, 
during  the  Spanish-American  War,  and  was  honorably  discharged.  He  is 
a  member  of  St.  Patrick’s  Catholic  Church. 

On  Oct.  7,  1901,  Mr.  Redmond  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Ida 
Fall,  the  daughter  of  Charles  and  Mary  (Cavanaugh)  Fall.  They  have  a 
son,  Charles  P.,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history. 

Mr.  Redmond  is  identified  with  the  Watertown  Insurance  Exchange, 
New  York  State  Association  of  Local  Insurance  Agents,  and  the  National 
Association  of  Insurance  Agents. 


David  Fawdry,  D.  D.  S. — Few  dental  surgeons  are  better  known  in 
Northern  New  York  than  Dr.  Fawdry  who  has  successfully  engaged  in 
the  practice  of  his  profession  in  Watertown  for  the  past  30  years.  He 
was  born  at  Barnes  Corners,  Lewis  County,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  6,  1878,  the  son 
of  Dr.  David  and  Adelaide  (Hozelton)  Fawdry. 

Dr.  David  Fawdry,  who  died  in  Watertown  Feb.  13,  1906,  was  a  native 
of  New  York.  He  was  born  at  Hounsfield,  Jan.  16,  1839.  As  a  boy  he 
attended  the  schools  of  Sackets  Harbor  and  in  1857  was  awarded  a  schol¬ 
arship  at  Albany  State  Normal  School,  where  he  remained  for  two  years. 
He  was  then  graduated  from  Union  Academy  at  Bellville,  after  which  he 
entered  the  Medical  School  at  the  University  of  Michigan.  At  the  out¬ 
break  of  the  Civil  War  he  left  college  and  was  appointed  as  a  medical 
cadet,  being  stationed  at  Fort  Schuyler,  N.  Y.  He  later  resigned  to  accept 
an  appointment  as  surgeon  in  the  navy  and  served  in  that  capacity  until 
the  close  of  the  war.  During  a  period  of  his  service  he  was  attached  to 
Admiral  Farragut’s  famous  flagship,  the  “Hartford.”  Upon  his  discharge 
he  received  a  high  recommendation  from  the  navy  department  for  his 
services.  Dr.  Fawdry  located  at  Adams  Center  in  1866  and  two  years 
later  removed  to  Barnes  Corners.  He  came  to  Watertown  in  1892,  where 
he  was  actively  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  the  time  of 
his  death  in  1906.  His  wife  was  born  at  Chaumont,  and  died  Jan.  29, 
1906.  Dr.  Fawdry  was  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 

The  Fawdry  family  were  French  Huguenots  and  in  1685  during  the 
persecution  under  Louis  the  XIV,  they  left  their  home  in  Nimes,  France, 
and  settled  at  Salford,  Oxfordshire,  England.  Jacques  Fawdry  and  his 
two  sons,  Jacques,  Jr.,  and  Guillane,  with  their  wives,  were  members  of 
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this  family  who  settled  in  England.  Guillane  Fawdry  was  born  at  Nimes, 
France,  in  1662  and  died  at  Salford,  England,  in  1736.  He  married  Cath¬ 
erine  DeCade,  and  their  son,  Cornelius,  was  born  in  1699,  and  died  in 
1760.  He  married  Mary  Chaterway.  Their  son,  Thomas  Fawdry,  was 
born  in  1733,  and  died  in  1799.  He  married  Emma  Robinson.  Their  son, 
James  Fawdry,  was  born  Feb.  23,  1772,  and  died  June  8,  1845.  He  mar¬ 
ried  Hannah  Harris.  Their  son,  James  Fawdry,  was  born  March  31,  1796, 
and  died  Sept.  9,  1877.  He  married  Mary  Nutting,  and  they  were  early 
settlers  of  Sackets  Harbor,  N.  Y.  Daniel  Fawdry  was  born  Dec.  19,  1810, 
and  died  Jan.  4,  1880.  He  came  to  the  United  States  in  1834  and  settled 
at  Hounsville,  N.  Y.  He  became  a  successful  farmer  and  extensive  land 
owner.  His  son  was  Dr.  David  Fawdry,  father  of  the  subject  of  this 
sketch. 

To  Dr.  David  and  Adelaide  (Hozelton)  Fawdry  was  born  a  son,  David, 
the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

David  Fawdry  attended  the  district  schools  of  Barnes  Corners  and  in 
1898  was  graduated  from  Watertown  High  School.  He  studied  dentistry 
at  the  University  of  Buffalo,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Dental  Surgery  in  1902.  He  immediately  established  his  present  prac¬ 
tice  in  Watertown,  and  he  is  recognized  as  the  city’s  most  widely  known 
dental  surgeon.  He  has  offices  at  135  North  Rutland  Street. 

Dr.  Fawdry  married  Miss  Anna  Baxter,  the  daughter  of  James  Baxter, 
who  was  born  in  Pennsylvania  and  now  lives  retired  in  Watertown. 

Dr.  Fawdry  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Elks  Lodge,  Black  River  Valley  Club, 
Jefferson  County  Dental  Society,  and  New  York  State  Dental  Society.  He 
is  also  identified  with  the  Jefferson  County  Sportmen’s  Association. 


Emmett  B.  Dunlay,  M.  D.,  who  has  successfully  engaged  in  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  medicine  in  Watertown  for  the  past  ten  years,  is  a  member  of  a 
prominent  family  of  Jefferson  County.  He  was  born  at  Rosiere,  N.  Y., 
April  6,  1893,  the  son  of  Louis  S.  and  Anna  (Bradley)  Dunlay. 

A  complete  sketch  of  Louis  S.  Dunlay  appears  elsewhere  in  this  his¬ 
tory. 

The  early  education  of  Emmett  B.  Dunlay  was  obtained  in  the  public 
schools  of  Rosiere,  and  he  was  graduated  from  Watertown  High  School 
in  1914.  He  spent  one  year  at  Queen’s  University,  Kingston,  Ontario,  after 
which  he  entered  the  University  of  Buffalo.  He  received  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine  at  the  latter  institution  in  1920,  served  as  interne  in 
the  Buffalo  City  Hospital,  and  in  1921  located  in  Watertown.  He  has 
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offices  in  the  Otis  Building.  During  the  World  War  Dr.  Dunlay  served  in 
the  Student  Army  Training  Corps,  and  was  discharged  with  the  rank  of 
second  lieutenant.  He  is  identified  with  the  Jefferson  County,  New  York 
State,  and  American  Medical  associations,  and  chief  of  the  X-ray  division 
of  the  House  of  the  Good  Samaritan.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  staff  of 
Mercy  Hospital. 

In  1923  Dr.  Dunlay  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Evelyn  Cameron, 
the  daughter  of  Ernest  and  Anne  (McCash)  Cameron,  natives  of  New 
Brunswick,  Canada.  Mr.  Cameron  is  deceased  and  his  widow  lives  in  Buf¬ 
falo.  He  was  an  electrical  engineer.  To  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Dunlay  have 
been  born  three  daughters :  Patricia,  Sallie,  and  Kay. 

Doctor  Dunlay  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  Holy  Family  Catholic 
Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Kiwanis  Club,  and  Nu  Sigma  Nu  fraternity. 


Louis  S.  Dunlay. — Few  men  were  more  prominent  in  Watertown  than 
Louis  S.  Dunlay,  deceased,  who  was  president  of  the  Watertown  Produce 
Exchange  for  many  years.  He  was  born  at  Rosiere,  Jefferson  County,  in 
1866,  and  died  in  Watertown,  Feb.  27,  1926.  He  was  a  son  of  William 
and  Margaret  (Branche)  Dunlay.  The  former  was  a  native  of  Ireland  and 
the  latter  was  a  member  of  one  of  the  early  French  families  which  set¬ 
tled  at  Cape  Vincent  in  Jefferson  County. 

Louis  S.  Dunlay  lived  at  Rosiere  during  his  boyhood  and  was  educated 
there.  As  a  young  man  he  engaged  in  the  produce  business  and  became 
a  well  known  buyer  of  grain  and  hay.  He  was  exceptionally  successful  in 
his  business  and  became  known  throughout  this  section  of  the  county  as 
a  reliable  merchant.  He  became  identified  with  the  interests  of  the  Water- 
town  Produce  Exchange  in  1910,  and  served  as  president  of  the  institu¬ 
tion  until  his  death.  It  was  one  of  the  leading  inland  seas  exchanges  in 
the  world,  and  through  the  efforts  of  the  organization  the  price  of  cheese 
was  regulated  throughout  the  United  States  and  in  foreign  countries. 

In  1891  Mr.  Dunlay  married  Miss  Anna  Bradley,  who  lives  in  Water- 
town.  They  had  four  children:  1.  Emmett  B.,  M.  D.,  a  sketch  of  whom 
appears  elsewhere  in  this  history.  2.  Harry,  lives  at  Watertown.  He 
served  in  France  during  the  World  War  as  a  member  of  the  78th  Division. 
3.  Florence,  who  died  in  1916.  4.  Louis,  who  is  identified  with  the  New 
York  Sun,  New  York  City. 

Mr.  Dunlay  was  a  Republican,  and  was  a  well  known  figure  in  the 
affairs  of  his  party  in  Jefferson  County,  being  particularly  strong  in  Cape 
Vincent.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  a  candidate  for  sheriff  of  Jef¬ 
ferson  County.  He  held  membership  in  the  Holy  Family  Catholic  Church. 
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Robert  A.  VanDeusen,  who  is  cashier  of  the  Watertown  National  Bank, 
is  a  prominent  citizen  of  Watertown,  active  in  its  social,  civic  and  frater¬ 
nal  affairs,  and  he  is  also  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was  born  at 
Harrisville,  N.  Y.,  March  14,  1894,  the  son  of  Julian  A.  and  Josephine 
(Simser)  VanDeusen. 

A  complete  sketch  of  Julian  A.  VanDeusen  appears  elsewhere  in  this 
history. 

Robert  A.  VanDeusen  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Watertown  and  went  with  the  Watertown  National  Bank  as  a  messenger 
boy  in  July,  1913.  He  has  been  identified  with  the  interests  of  that  insti¬ 
tution  continuously  since  that  time  and  was  elected  cashier  in  April,  1931. 

During  the  World  War  Mr.  VanDeusen  enlisted  for  service  and  at¬ 
tended  the  Officers  Training  School  at  Camp  Lee,  Va.,  where  he  was  sta¬ 
tioned  at  the  time  of  his  discharge,  Nov.  22,  1918. 

On  Aug.  2,  1926,  Mr.  VanDeusen  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Ruth  M.  Merrick. 

Mr.  VanDeusen  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church, 
Army  and  Navy  Post  of  the  American  Legion,  and  has  the  following  lodge 
affiliations:  Watertown  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  49;  Watertown  Chapter, 
R.  A.  M.  No.  59;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  11;  Central  City  Con¬ 
sistory,  32nd  degree;  and  Media  Temple. 


James  M.  Strong  is  a  prominent  figure  in  the  business  life  of  Water- 
town,  where  he  is  manager  of  the  local  offices  of  Foster  &  Adams,  brokers. 
He  is  a  native  of  Vicksburg,  Miss.,  born  Dec.  12,  1878,  the  son  of  Isaac 
Powell  and  Elizabeth  (Calkins)  Strong. 

Isaac  Powell  Strong,  a  native  of  Cumberland  County,  Va.,  was  a  veteran 
of  the  Civil  War.  He  was  the  owner  of  a  large  plantation  near  Vicks¬ 
burg,  and  during  the  Civil  War  enlisted  and  served  with  the  Confederate 
Army,  being  wounded  at  the  siege  of  Richmond.  He  died  in  1881,  and  is 
buried  at  Colorado  Springs,  Colo.  His  wife  was  burned  to  death  in  the 
Iroquois  Theatre  fire  in  Chicago  in  1903.  Mr.  Strong  was  a  Democrat,  a 
member  of  the  First  Methodist  Church  and  belonged  to  the  Masonic  Lodge. 
There  were  four  children  in  the  Strong  family:  1.  Georgia  Knight,  de¬ 
ceased.  2.  Savannah  E.,  the  widow  of  John  M.  Goolsby,  who  died  in  July, 
1928.  Their  daughter,  Vera,  was  also  killed  in  the  Iroquois  Theatre  fire. 
3.  Austin  R.,  who  died  in  1919.  4.  James  M.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

James  M.  Strong  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Vicks¬ 
burg  and  Birmingham,  Ala.  He  became  a  telegrapher  in  the  employ  of  the 
Postal  Telegraph  Company  at  Birmingham  and  later  was  stationed  at 
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Memphis,  St.  Louis,  Chicago  and  New  York  City.  In  1911  Mr.  Strong 
located  at  Gloversville,  N.  Y.,  where  he  spent  eight  years  as  a  broker. 
Since  1919  he  has  been  identified  with  the  Watertown  branch  of  Foster 
&  Adams,  brokers,  as  manager.  Main  offices  are  located  at  120  Broadway, 
New  York  City. 

In  1902  Mr.  Strong  married  (first)  Miss  May  Burgess,  who  was  killed 
in  the  Iroquois  Theatre  fire.  He  was  married  (second)  in  1910  to  Miss 
Ethel  Blake,  the  daughter  of  Alfred  and  Margaret  Blake,  of  Brooklyn, 
N.  Y.  The  former  is  deceased.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Strong  were  born  twins, 
Ethel  Edith  and  James  Blake.  Both  are  students  at  Watertown  High 
School.  Miss  Strong  is  the  champion  woman  swimmer  of  Northern  New 
York. 

In  politics  Mr.  Strong  has  always  been  independent.  He  is  a  32nd 
degree  Mason  and  belongs  to  the  Elks  Lodge,  Black  River  Valley  Club, 
Jefferson  County  Golf  Club,  Potsdam  Country  Club,  and  Watertown  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce. 


Ervin  John  Dickey. — Numbered  among  the  responsible  business  men 
of  Watertown  is  Ervin  John  Dickey,  who  is  a  vice  president  of  the  Agri¬ 
cultural  Insurance  Company.  He  was  born  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  July  25,  1881, 
the  son  of  James  L.  and  Gertrude  (Smith)  Dickey. 

James  L.  Dickey  was  a  native  of  Georgia  and  his  wife  was  born  in 
Tennessee.  For  a  number  of  years  he  was  agent  at  Dalton,  Ga.,  for  the 
Western  &  Atlanta  Railroad,  and  at  the  time  of  his  retirement  was  gen¬ 
eral  freight  agent  for  that  company  at  Atlanta,  Ga.  He  is  deceased  and  is 
buried  in  Atlanta.  His  widow  resides  in  Atlanta.  Mr.  Dickey  was  a  Dem¬ 
ocrat  and  a  member  of  the  First  Baptist  Church.  There  were  three  sons 
born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dickey:  James  L.,  Jr.,  who  is  president  of  the 
Dickey-Mangham  Insurance  Agency,  Atlanta,  Ga. ;  Ervin  J.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch;  and  Eugene,  attorney,  lives  at  Atlanta. 

Ervin  John  Dickey  was  reared  and  educated  in  Atlanta  and  after  his 
graduation  from  Atlanta  High  School  in  1898  he  went  as  a  reporter  on 
the  Atlanta  Journal.  He  subsequently  was  identified  with  the  Western 
and  British  America  Assurance  Companies  of  Toronto,  Canada,  and  re¬ 
buried  in  Atlanta.  His  widow  resides  there.  Mr.  Dickey  was  a  Dem- 
lowing  five  years  as  special  agent  for  the  Dixie  Fire  Insurance  Company, 
of  Greensboro,  N.  C.,  and  in  1915  became  general  agent  for  the  Agricul¬ 
tural  Insurance  Company,  of  Watertown,  his  territory  including  Georgia, 
Florida,  Alabama  and  Tennessee,  with  headquarters  in  Atlanta.  Mr. 
Dickey  was  elected  a  vice  president  of  the  company  in  1928  and  at  that 
time  became  identified  with  the  Watertown  office. 
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In  1912  Mr.  Dickey  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Cosby,  the  daughter  of 
J.  H.  and  Mary  (Wilson)  Cosby,  natives  of  Danville,  Va.  The  former  is 
deceased  and  the  latter  lives  in  Watertown.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dickey  have 
been  born  three  children:  Mary  Wilson,  student  Mt.  Vernon  Seminary, 
Washington,  D.  C. ;  Gertrude,  attends  Watertown  Junior  High  School;  and 
Ervin  John,  Jr. 

Mr.  Dickey  and  his  family  are  members  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church.  He  belongs  to  Black  River  Valley  Club;  Jefferson  County  Golf 
Club ;  and  Capital  City  Club,  of  Atlanta. 


Hollis  L.  Brownell. — As  president  of  the  Brownell-Eager  Corporation, 
Mr.  Brownell  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  capable  executives  in  the  business 
life  of  Watertown.  He  was  born  at  Carthage,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  2,  1884,  the  son 
of  LeRoy  J.  and  Bertha  J.  (Kearns)  Brownell. 

LeRoy  J.  Brownell  is  a  prominent  citizen  of  Watertown.  He  was  born 
at  Hopkinton,  N.  Y.,  and  his  wife  is  a  native  of  Harrisville,  N.  Y.  After 
the  completion  of  his  course  in  pharmacy  in  March,  1887,  he  became  asso¬ 
ciated  in  business  at  Potsdam,  N.  Y.,  with  William  Hinman  in  the  Brown- 
ell-Hinman  Pharmacy.  In  1898  he  became  interested  in  the  insurance 
business  at  that  place  as  founder  of  the  L.  J.  Brownell  Insurance  Agency, 
and  in  1906  the  firm  became  known  as  L.  J.  Brownell  &  Son.  Mr.  Brownell 
removed  to  Watertown  in  1915  and  held  the  office  of  president  of  L.  J. 
Brownell  &  Sons,  Inc.,  until  November,  1929,  at  which  time  he  retired. 
Mr.  Brownell  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  32nd  degree.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brownell 
two  sons  were  born:  Hollis  L.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Carlton  K., 
who  is  manager  of  the  Sinclair  Oil  Company  at  Geneva,  N.  Y.  He  is  a 
World  War  veteran,  having  served  in  France  as  a  second  lieutenant  with 
the  Motor  Transport  Division. 

LeRoy  J.  Brownell  is  the  son  of  John  Brownell,  of  Harrisville,  N.  Y., 
who  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War  and  a  prominent  farmer.  Bertha  J. 
(Kearns)  Brownell  is  the  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Eliza  Kearns,  of  Harris¬ 
ville.  He  died  in  1925  and  his  widow  lives  at  Harrisville. 

Hollis  L.  Brownell  attended  Potsdam  Normal  School  and  was  gradu¬ 
ated  from  Eastman  College  in  1905.  He  came  to  Watertown  in  1905  as 
bookkeeper  for  the  C.  A.  White  Company,  and  during  the  following  year 
became  associated  with  his  father’s  insurance  business  in  Potsdam.  The 
firm  removed  to  Watertown  in  1915  and  was  incorporated  at  that  time  as 
L.  J.  Brownell  &  Sons,  Inc.  Mr.  Brownell  served  as  vice  president  and 
treasurer  of  the  company  and  in  Nov.,  1929,  purchased  his  father’s  inter- 
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est.  On  May  1,  1931,  H.  Robert  Eager  became  associated  with  the  com¬ 
pany,  which  was  reorganized  as  Brownell  &  Eager  Corporation,  with  Mr. 
Brownell  as  president  and  Mr.  Eager  as  vice  president  and  treasurer. 
E.  W.  Clark  is  secretary.  Mr.  Brownell  is  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the 
Watertown  Insurance  Exchange,  and  vice  president  of  the  New  York 
State  Association  of  Local  Agents ;  he  is  a  member  of  the  National  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Insurance  Agents,  and  Insurance  Federation  of  the  State  of 
New  York.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Northern  New  York  Underwriters 
Association  and  Famous  Insurers  of  History,  Inc. 

In  1909  Mr.  Brownell  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Mildred  Wright 
Simonds,  the  daughter  of  Jerome  and  Eleanor  Simonds,  natives  of  Wood- 
stock,  Vt.,  and  Potsdam,  N.  Y.,  respectively.  The  former  is  deceased  and 
the  latter  lives  at  Hardwick,  Vt.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brownell  have  two  children, 
Dorothy  Eleanor  and  Hollis  L.,  Jr. 

Politically,  Mr.  Brownell  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  has  the  following  lodge  affiliations :  Watertown 
Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.,  No.  49 ;  Watertown  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.,  No.  59 ;  Water- 
town  Commandery,  K.  T.,  No.  11;  Media  Temple;  Black  River  Valley 
Club;  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club;  Watertown  Golf  Club;  Crescent  Yacht 
Club;  the  Rainbow  Falls  Fish  and  Game  Club;  and  Watertown  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 


Fred  H.  Gould. — As  assistant  postmaster  of  Watertown,  Mr.  Gould  is 
widely  known  in  the  city,  having  been  identified  with  the  mail  service  for 
almost  thirty  years.  He  was  born  at  Forest  Grove,  Oregon,  Oct.  15,  1874, 
the  son  of  James  and  Mary  Elizabeth  (Hughes)  Gould. 

James  Gould,  deceased,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  having  served 
as  a  member  of  Company  F,  144th  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  was 
a  native  of  Newburgh,  N.  Y.,  born  in  1839,  and  he  died  in  1902.  Shortly 
after  the  close  of  the  Civil  War  Mr.  Gould  went  to  Minneapolis,  Minn., 
where  he  became  successful  as  a  building  contractor.  He  later  lived  at  Los 
Gatos,  Calif.  Mr.  Gould  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  and  belonged  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  His 
wife,  born  at  Newburgh,  N.  Y.,  in  1844,  died  in  1930.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Gould  were  born  five  children:  Libbie,  married  Alfred  R.  Stratton,  lives 
at  Spokane,  Wash.;  Orrin,  Nellie,  and  Charles,  all  deceased;  and  Fred  H., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Fred  H.  Gould  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  San  Francisco  and 
Los  Gatos.  Shortly  after  completing  his  schooling  he  enlisted  in  the  U.  S. 
Army  as  a  member  of  Company  F,  First  Infantry,  and  served  throughout 
the  Spanish- American  War.  Shortly  after  its  close  he  served  in  the  Philip- 
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pines  with  Company  A,  23rd  Infantry,  with  the  rank  of  sergeant.  After 
his  discharge  he  later  reenlisted  in  Company  H,  Ninth  U.  S.  Infantry,  and 
served  in  China,  participating  in  the  Boxer  uprising.  He  later  again  served 
in  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  in  June,  1902,  returned  to  the  United  States, 
being  stationed  at  Madison  Barracks,  N.  Y.  After  his  discharge  in  July, 
1903,  he  came  to  Watertown  and  on  Feb.  1,  1904,  entered  the  local  post 
office  as  a  clerk.  He  became  superintendent  of  mails  in  1914  and  was 
appointed  assistant  postmaster  in  1924. 

In  1904  Mr.  Gould  married  Miss  Lena  Even,  and  they  have  four  chil¬ 
dren:  Lois  E.,  married  Martin  Bisnett,  lives  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.;  Orrin  J., 
lives  in  New  York  City;  Lionel  L.,  and  Mary  A.,  live  at  home. 

Mr.  Gould  holds  membership  in  the  Episcopal  Church  and  belongs  to 
the  Spanish-American  War  veterans,  and  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  being 
commander  of  Barben-Jones  Post,  No.  1400. 


Charles  A.  Winslow. — One  of  the  best  known  citizens  and  most  repre¬ 
sentative  business  men  of  Watertown  is  Charles  A.  Winslow,  who  is  first 
vice  president  of  Marcy-Buck  &  Winslow,  Inc.  He  was  born  in  Utica, 
N.  Y.,  July  13,  1871,  the  son  of  Charles  and  Jane  (Leahy)  Winslow. 

Charles  Winslow,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  London,  England,  and  came 
to  this  country  at  the  age  of  20  years.  He  located  at  Utica,  N.  Y.,  where 
he  followed  his  trade  as  a  carpenter.  Later,  he  became  successful  as  a 
building  contractor  and  was  the  founder  also  of  the  Utica  Brewing  Com¬ 
pany,  with  which  he  was  identified  as  president  and  general  manager  at 
the  time  of  his  death  in  1891.  His  wife,  born  in  Utica,  died  in  1880.  Mr. 
Winslow  was  a  Democrat  and  held  the  office  of  assessor.  He  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  St.  John’s  Catholic  Church,  Utica,  and  belonged  to  the  Knights  of 
Honor.  The  following  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Winslow:  1. 
Mary,  married  Jeremiah  O’Connor,  lives  at  Oswego,  N.  Y.  2.  Frank  J., 
lives  at  Utica.  3.  Charles  A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Elizabeth, 
married  Eugene  Williams,  lives  at  Maplewood,  N.  J.  5.  George  J.,  secre¬ 
tary,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Utica.  6.  Jane,  deceased.  7.  Catherine, 
married  Cornelius  Cooney,  lives  in  New  York  City. 

Charles  A.  Winslow  spent  his  boyhood  in  Utica,  N.  Y.,  and  was  educated 
in  St.  John’s  Parochial  High  School.  After  his  graduation  from  high 
school  in  1884  he  attended  Utica  Preparatory  School.  He  learned  the 
plumber’s  trade  and  followed  that  for  two  years,  after  which  he  went 
to  New  York  City  and  studied  voice  under  Signor  Paolo  Giorza  for  four 
years.  Upon  his  return  to  Utica  Mr.  Winslow  began  his  business  career 
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with  the  Utica  Brewing  Company,  which  was  founded  by  his  father,  and 
in  1893  he  came  to  Watertown  with  his  brother,  Frank  Winslow,  and  they 
were  employed  by  the  Watertown  Brewing  Company.  Mr.  Winslow  was 
thus  identified  until  1900,  at  which  time  he  became  associated  with  the 
business  of  H.  E.  Tyler.  In  1912  .he  established  the  Winslow  Trucking 
Company  on  Court  Street,  and  the  plant  was  destroyed  by  fire  two  years 
later.  Mr.  Winslow  then  erected  a  fireproof  warehouse  at  588  Morrison 
Street.  The  business  had  been  incorporated  in  1912  with  Mr.  Winslow  as 
president  and  general  manager.  On  Sept.  1,  1930,  it  was  merged  with 
the  Marcy-Buck  Company,  and  at  that  time  the  interests  of  H.  E.  Tyler 
Company  were  also  taken  over  by  the  new  organization,  which  was  there¬ 
after  known  as  Marcy-Buck  &  Winslow,  Inc.  Mr.  Winslow  is  vice 
president. 

In  1900  Mr.  Winslow  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Anna  Fee, 
the  daughter  of  Michael  and  Bridget  Fee,  who  were  natives  of  Ireland. 
Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  in  Watertown.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Winslow 
have  no  children. 

Mr.  Winslow  holds  membership  in  Holy  Family  Catholic  Church,  Wa¬ 
tertown,  and  belongs  to  B.  P.  O.  Elks  No.  496,  Knights  of  Columbus  Coun¬ 
cil  No.  259,  4th  degree,  Rotary  Club,  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club,  Black 
River  Valley  Club,  Crescent  Yacht  Club,  and  Watertown  Glee  Club.  He 
is  serving  his  second  term  as  president  of  the  Watertown  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 


Laurence  M.  Moore,  who  is  vice  president  of  Warren  J.  Green,  Inc.,  is 
a  prominent  business  man  of  Watertown,  where  he  was  born  June  30, 
1890.  He  is  the  son  of  William  Thomas  and  Nellie  A.  (Rogers)  Moore. 

William  Thomas  Moore  was  born  in  England  and  at  an  early  age  went 
to  Canada  with  his  parents  and  settled  at  Kingston,  Ont.  He  became  a 
machinist  and  after  locating  in  Watertown  was  employed  by  the  New 
York  Air  Brake  Company.  He  became  foreman  engineer  of  the  valve 
department  and  later  plant  superintendent.  He  is  now  identified  with  the 
Massey  Machine  Company,  of  Watertown.  Mr.  Moore  is  a  Republican,  a 
member  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  and  has  belonged  to  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows  for  more  than  40  years.  His  wife  is  a  native  of 
Adams,  N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Moore  were  born  five  children :  Laurence 
M.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Vera,  married  Harold  Radder,  lives  at 
Watertown;  Ruy  H.,  a  World  War  veteran,  having  served  in  the  U.  S. 
Navy,  lives  at  Watertown;  Vernita,  married  James  LaShomb,  lives  at 
Watertown;  and  Marguerite,  deceased. 
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After  his  graduation  from  Watertown  High  School  in  1908,  Laurence 
M.  Moore  spent  the  following  year  in  graduate  work.  In  1909  he  entered 
the  employ  of  the  Barber  Electric  Company  with  whom  he  was  identified 
until  1916.  He  then  became  a  traveling  representative  for  the  H.  C.  Rob¬ 
erts  Electric  Supply  Company,  of  Syracuse,  and  in  February,  1917,  became 
associated  with  Warren  J.  Green,  electrical  contractor,  of  Watertown,  in 
the  capacity  of  salesman.  In  October  of  that  year  the  business  was  incor¬ 
porated  and  Mr.  Moore  became  secretary  and  treasurer.  On  July  22,  1926, 
the  interest  of  Mr.  Green  was  purchased  by  Mr.  Moore  and  Roy  E.  Smith, 
and  the  following  were  elected  officers:  Mr.  Smith,  president;  Mr.  Moore, 
vice  president ;  and  F.  H.  Bassett,  secretary  and  treasurer. 

In  1913  Mr.  Moore  married  Miss  Fanny  I.  Smith,  the  daughter  of  Dell 
and  Abbie  Ann  (Hall)  Smith,  of  Watertown.  Both  are  deceased  and  are 
buried  in  Brookside  Cemetery.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Moore  have  two  daughters, 
Verna  Ann,  and  Laurette  Jane,  students. 

Mr.  Moore  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  and 
has  the  following  club  and  lodge  affiliations:  Rotary  Club,  Wasoc  Club, 
Mohawk  Valley  Club,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Watertown  Golf  Club,  B.  P. 
0.  Elks,  No.  496;  Watertown  City  Lodge,  No.  291,  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows,  past  grand  and  trustee ;  Montezuma  Encampment,  No.  27 ; 
Garland  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  151;  and  Oriental  Lodge,  No.  141,  Ancient 
Mystic  Order  of  Samaritans.  He  is  also  past  counsellor  of  United  Com¬ 
mercial  Travelers,  Garland  City  Council,  No.  238,  and  a  member  of  the 
Grand  Promotion  Committee  for  the  State  of  New  York. 


Joseph  Patrick  Burns. — Active  and  progressive  in  business,  Joseph 
Patrick  Burns  is  prominent  in  Watertown,  where  he  is  president  of  Burns 
Bros.  &  Haley,  Inc.,  with  offices  in  the  Jefferson  County  National  Bank 
Building.  He  was  born  in  Watertown,  March  20,  1875,  the  son  of  Patrick 
and  Mary  (Kinney)  Burns. 

Patrick  Burns  was  born  in  County  Sligo,  Ireland,  and  was  a  prominent 
pioneer  of  Watertown.  He  came  to  this  country  in  early  life,  and  settled 
in  Watertown  with  his  sister,  Margaret,  who  later  became  the  wife  of 
Thomas  Haley.  The  Burns  family  located  in  this  city  in  1847  and  Mr. 
Burns  followed  his  trade  as  a  builder.  He  became  widely  known  in  the 
building  line  and  had  contracts  for  many  of  the  city’s  fine  churches,  as 
well  as  in  other  cities  throughout  the  East.  Mr.  Burns  died  April  6,  1902, 
and  his  wife  died  April  29,  1901.  Both  are  buried  in  Watertown.  He  was 
a  Democrat  and  held  membership  in  St.  Patrick’s  Catholic  Church.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Burns  were  born  14  children,  as  follows:  Patrick  Francis, 
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1st,  deceased ;  Patrick  Francis,  2nd,  deceased ;  Thomas  J.,  deceased ;  Mary, 
married  Philip  Belch,  both  deceased;  Anna,  deceased;  John,  1st,  deceased; 
Julia  F.,  deceased;  Celestin  C.,  born  April  7,  1867,  died  April  21,  1924, 
mention  of  whom  is  made  below;  George  H.,  deceased;  Justin,  who  died 
in  1906,  was  an  engineer  engaged  in  railroad  construction  work  in  China; 
John  Julian,  who  died  Nov.  17,  1930;  Helen  T.,  lives  at  Watertown;  Joseph 
Patrick,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Louis  Andrew,  civil  engineer  and 
member  of  the  firm  of  Burns  Brothers  &  Haley,  Inc.,  Watertown. 

Celestin  C.  Burns  engaged  in  the  contracting  and  building  business 
until  1907.  For  many  years  he  was  associated  with  the  Watertown  Light 
&  Power  Company,  now  the  Northern  New  York  Utilities,  Inc.,  and  he  later 
went  with  the  St.  Regis  Paper  Company.  He  was  elected  a  director  of 
the  Watertown  Light  &  Power  Company  in  1907,  and  two  years  later 
became  president  of  the  organization,  in  which  capacity  he  served  until 
1916  when  he  resigned.  At  that  time  he  purchased  an  interest  in  the 
St.  Regis  Paper  Company  and  served  as  general  manager  of  the  concern 
until  his  death  in  1924.  He  was  a  member  of  the  city  council  and  promi¬ 
nent  in  local  affairs.  He  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Maloney,  of  Antwerp, 
N.  Y.,  in  1895. 

Patrick  Burns  was  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Mary  (Flynn)  Burns,  both 
natives  of  County  Sligo,  Ireland,  and  well  known  pioneer  citizens  of  Water- 
town.  They  are  buried  in  Calvary  Cemetery.  Mary  (Kinney)  Burns  was 
the  daughter  of  James  and  Eunice  (Weeks)  Kinney,  natives  of  Ireland  and 
Watertown,  respectively. 

Joseph  Patrick  Burns,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  educated  in  the 
parochial  schools  of  Watertown  and  is  a  graduate  of  Watertown  High 
School,  class  of  1893.  He  engaged  in  construction  work  with  his  brothers 
and  later  became  a  draftsman  in  the  employ  of  the  late  J.  W.  Griffin.  He 
spent  almost  three  years  as  a  member  of  the  New  York  mounted  police 
force,  being  appointed  by  the  late  Col.  Theodore  Roosevelt.  In  1899 
Mr.  Burns  entered  Cornell  University,  where  he  specialized  in  the  study 
of  chemistry.  He  was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Wisconsin  in 
1903,  and  began  his  professional  career  with  the  Louisville,  Nashville 
Railroad  with  headquarters  at  Louisville,  Ky.  He  subsequently  became 
engineer  for  the  New  York  State  Bridge  Department  at  Albany  and  for  a 
time  was  assistant  engineer  on  the  barge  canal  at  Albany.  He  later 
became  assistant  engineer  for  the  New  York  State  Highway  Department 
at  Watertown  and  was  also  associated  with  the  firm  of  Burns  Bros.  & 
Haley.  In  1924  the  company  was  incorporated  as  Burns  Brothers  &  Haley, 
Inc.,  and  at  that  time  Mr.  Burns  became  vice  president  of  the  organiza¬ 
tion.  He  was  elected  president  in  1931. 
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Mr.  Burns  was  married  (first)  in  1907  to  Miss  Mary  Corr,  who  died 
in  Watertown  in  1917.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Michael  and  Mary  Corr, 
natives  of  Ireland.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Burns  was  born  a  daughter,  Eliza¬ 
beth,  who  is  the  wife  of  Charles  Sloat,  of  Watertown.  They  have  a  son, 
Charles.  Mr.  Burns  later  married  (second)  Miss  Mary  Valin,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Jerome  and  Catherine  (Riley)  Valin,  of  Croghan,  N.  Y.  The  former 
is  deceased  and  the  latter  lives  at  LaFargeville,  N.  Y.  To  Joseph  Patrick 
and  Mary  (Valin)  Burns  have  been  born  six  children:  Jerome,  deceased; 
Robert  Celestin  and  Catherine  Anne,  students;  Sarah  Alice,  deceased; 
Josephine  and  Mary,  twins. 

Mr.  Burns  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  Holy  Family  Catholic  Church, 
and  belongs  to  Watertown  Council,  No.  259,  Knights  of  Columbus,  4th 
degree.  He  is  also  identified  with  the  American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers. 


George  Henry  Burns — In  the  death  of  George  Henry  Burns  on  April  6, 
1931,  the  city  of  Watertown  lost  one  of  its  most  prominent  business  men 
and  highly  esteemed  citizens.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  Dec.  29,  1868,  the 
son  of  Patrick  and  Mary  (Kinney)  Burns. 

A  complete  sketch  of  Patrick  Burns  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history 
in  the  biography  of  his  son,  Joseph  Patrick  Burns. 

George  Henry  Burns  received  his  education  in  Academy  Street  School 
and  Watertown  High  School.  He  learned  the  stone  cutting,  plastering 
and  brick  laying  trades  from  his  father,  and,  in  1893,  with  William  Haley 
and  the  late  Thomas  J.  Ward,  he  was  active  in  the  organization  of  Haley, 
Ward  &  Burns,  builders.  A  few  years  later  Mr.  Ward  left  the  partnership 
to  engage  in  another  business.  In  1906  Burns  Brothers  &  Haley  was 
organized  as  a  partnership,  the  members  of  the  firm  being  C.  C.  Burns, 
George  H.  Burns,  Joseph  P.  Burns  and  William  Haley.  The  business 
was  incorporated  in  1923  with  Mr.  Haley  as  the  first  president.  Five 
years  later  Mr.  Burns  became  president  and  also  held  the  office  of  treas¬ 
urer.  He  took  an  active  part  in  the  development  and  activities  of  Thomp¬ 
son  Gardens,  Inc.,  of  which  he  was  president.  Burns  Brothers  &  Haley 
have  constructed  many  of  the  more  important  buildings  in  this  section, 
including  the  Jefferson  County  National  Bank,  St.  Anthony’s  Church,  Holy 
Family  Church,  Sacred  Heart  Church,  Hungerford-Holbrook  Building, 
Flower  Avenue  School,  Black  River  School,  Potsdam  High  School,  and 
many  others,  as  well  as  taking  a  part  in  the  development  of  many  power 
plants  in  the  North  Country.  Mr.  Burns  was  active  in  the  development 
of  the  North  Country  and  was  associated  with  many  business  and  civic 
interests.  He  was  a  trustee  of  the  Watertown  Savings  Bank,  and  a  direc- 
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tor  of  the  Northern  New  York  Trust  Company,  and  Northern  New  York 
Utilities,  Inc. 

In  1893  Mr.  Burns  married  Miss  Mary  Martin,  the  daughter  of  Michael 
and  Anne  (Burns)  Martin.  They  had  a  son,  Leo,  born  in  1895  and  died 
in  1896.  Mrs.  Burns  died  in  1896  and  is  buried  in  Watertown. 

Mr.  Burns  was  a  trustee  for  35  years  of  Holy  Family  Catholic  Church, 
and  belonged  to  Watertown  Council,  No.  259,  Knights  of  Columbus,  4th 
degree,  and  Black  River  Valley  Club. 


The  Children’s  Home  of  Jefferson  County  in  Watertown  was  originally 
known  as  the  Watertown  Home  for  Destitute  and  Friendless  Orphans  and 
Children,  and  was  founded  in  1859.  It  had  its  origin  immediately  follow¬ 
ing  the  death  of  a  widow,  who  met  with  a  sudden  death,  leaving  two  chil¬ 
dren  entirely  destitute,  with  no  relatives  to  care  for  them.  A  few  women 
held  an  informal  meeting  and  decided  to  rent  a  house  and  establish  a  home 
for  the  unfortunate  children  and  for  such  others  as  might  be  left  home¬ 
less  in  the  community.  They  secured  a  building  and  a  matron  was  in¬ 
stalled  the  following  day,  March  1st,  and  the  names  of  James  and  Mattie 
O’Donnell,  aged  ten  and  eight  years,  respectively,  were  the  first  recorded 
on  the  books,  and  the  first  matron  was  Miss  Jane  Frazier.  The  first  home 
was  located  on  the  north  side  of  Woodruff  Street,  a  few  doors  from  Wash¬ 
ington  Street,  and  John  A.  Haddock  made  himself  responsible  for  the 
rent.  The  second  home,  occupied  by  the  orphans  was  located  on  the 
northeast  corner  of  Sterling  and  Goodale  Streets,  the  third  near  the  corner 
of  Franklin  Street  and  Public  Square,  and  the  fourth  was  located  on 
Franklin  Street  and  Keyes  Avenue,  which  was  donated  by  Rev.  Richard 
G.  Keyes  in  1862.  On  March  1,  1929,  the  home  was  moved  to  the  Cottage 
Plan  on  Upper  State  Street,  and  the  name  was  changed  at  that  time  to  the 
Children’s  Home  of  Jefferson  County. 

At  the  first  meeting  held  on  April  28,  1859,  the  following  trustees  were 
chosen:  Willard  Ives,  Isaac  H.  Fiske,  Aaron  C.  Cady,  Charles  B.  Hoard, 
William  H.  Angel,  Frederick  W.  Hubbard,  Milton  Clark,  John  A.  Haddock 
and  James  M.  Clark.  The  Home  was  incorporated  on  May  11,  1859,  under 
the  title  of  the  Watertown  Home  for  Destitute  and  Friendless  Orphans 
and  Children,  according  to  the  act  of  April  12,  1848.  On  May  19,  1860,  a 
meeting  was  held  to  elect  a  board  of  Directresses  to  act  with  the  Trustees. 
Mrs.  Robert  Lansing  was  elected  first  Directress;  Mrs.  Isaac  H.  Fiske, 
secretary  and  treasurer;  and  Mrs.  Ambrose  W.  Clark,  second  Directress. 

The  first  report  was  made  in  October,  1861,  and  showed  that  42  children 
had  been  taken  care  of  during  that  year.  On  March  19,  1862,  a  resolution 
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was  passed  to  procure  $5,000  which  was  raised  through  a  public  appeal, 
and  in  1863  another  $5,000  was  received,  and  was  given  by  the  State 
through  the  untiring  efforts  of  Senator  James  A.  Bell,  of  Dexter,  N.  Y. 
The  building  was  built  on  the  corner  of  Franklin  Street  and  Keyes  Avenue 
and  occupied  on  April  20,  1864,  at  a  cost  of  about  $14,000,  finished  and 
furnished.  Fifty  children  came  in  from  the  old  Home.  The  State  aid  was 
discontinued  in  1871. 

In  1864  the  name  was  changed  to  the  Jefferson  County  Orphan  Asylum. 
The  county  does  not  pay  and  never  paid  anything  toward  the  support  of 
this  institution.  Children  are  received  between  the  ages  of  two  and  four¬ 
teen,  and  the  institution  is  strictly  non-sectarian. 

At  the  present  time  Eugene  H.  Bunce  and  his  wife  are  the  superintend¬ 
ents  of  the  Home,  having  been  appointed  to  office  in  1922  after  serving  as 
superintendents  of  the  Jefferson  County  Farm  School  for  Boys.  They  are 
very  capable  and  the  institution  has  enjoyed  a  fine  reputation  and  attained 
a  high  standard  since  they  have  assumed  management.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Bunce  have  the  interest  of  the  children  at  all  times  and  have  recently 
organized  an  orchestra  and  band  at  the  Home. 

The  directresses:  Mrs.  Robert  Lansing,  1860-84;  Miss  F.  E.  Hunger- 
ford,  1884-98 ;  and  Mrs.  Smith  T.  Woolworth,  1898,  to  present.  The  treas¬ 
urers:  Mrs.  Isaac  H.  Fiske,  1860-76;  Miss  Frances  E.  Hungerford, 
1876-84;  Mrs.  George  W.  Knowlton,  Jr.,  1884-1907;  and  Miss  Emily  A. 
Tolies,  1907-11.  The  secretaries:  Mrs.  John  Moffett,  1897-1901;  Miss 
Emily  A.  Tolies,  1901-07 ;  Mrs.  Samuel  Child,  1907,  to  present.  Officers 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees:  Charles  B.  Hoard,  president,  1861-65;  Willard 
Ives,  president,  1865-96;  John  Lansing,  president,  1896-1907;  P.  B.  Grant, 
president,  1907-11;  and  Frank  A.  Fletcher,  president,  1911,  to  present. 
Secretaries:  Robert  Lansing,  1861-78;  George  W.  Knowlton,  Jr.,  1878-81. 
Treasurers:  Samuel  B.  Upton,  1861-81.  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  George 
W.  Knowlton,  Jr.,  1881. 


Hyman  G.  Ellis. — Having  spent  the  greater  part  of  his  business  career 
in  the  city  of  Watertown,  where  he  rose  to  be  one  of  the  outstanding  fig¬ 
ures  in  its  business  life,  as  founder  of  the  Globe  Store,  Hyman  G.  Ellis 
died  Dec.  13,  1926,  and  the  announcement  of  his  death  caused  widespread 
grief  and  a  sense  of  real  loss  to  the  community.  He  had  a  very  wide  circle 
of  friends  and  was  the  leader  of  the  Jewish  community  in  Watertown  and 
Northern  New  York.  He  was  nationally  known  for  his  enthusiastic  activi¬ 
ties  in  Jewish  philanthropies,  having  been  chairman  of  all  Jewish  philan¬ 
thropic  campaigns  which  were  held  in  this  section  for  many  years.

Mr.  Ellis’s  meteoric  rise  from  a  penniless  Jewish  immigrant  boy  to  one 
of  Northern  New  York’s  wealthiest  citizens  is  little  short  of  miraculous. 
He  was  born  at  Ratek,  Russian  Poland,  in  1868,  his  parents  being  Russian 
Jews.  As  a  small  boy  be  showed  unusual  zeal  for  studying,  a  zeal  that 
he  kept  up  through  his  life.  He  was  entirely  self-educated.  He  was  a 
competent  linguist,  however,  having  been  a  fluent  speaker  of  several  lan¬ 
guages.  When  about  21  years  old  he  left  his  native  land  and  came  to  New 
York  City  where  he  remained  about  a  year.  While  there  he  married  Miss 
Anna  Schlachetzky,  in  1892.  She  was  also  a  native  of  Poland.  Shortly 
after  his  marriage  Mr.  Ellis  removed  to  Mahanoy  City,  Pa.,  where  he 
began  as  a  peddler  of  merchandise.  After  about  a  year  at  that  place  he 
came  with  his  wife  to  Watertown  and  started  in  business  in  a  very  small 
way,  peddling  a  small  stock  of  merchandise  in  the  country.  Mr.  Ellis  saw 
the  possibilities  in  the  clothing  business  and  in  1894  he  opened  a  small 
clothing  store  in  the  former  Cole  block,  at  the  corner  of  Jackson  and  Court 
streets,  near  the  site  of  the  present  Globe  store.  This  store  was  very 
small  during  the  first  few  years  of  its  existence  and  older  residents  of  the 
city  will  recall  that  Mrs.  Ellis  and  other  members  of  the  family  all  helped 
in  its  growth.  Mr.  Ellis’  uncle,  a  Mr.  Jacobs,  joined  in  a  partnership  with 
Mr.  Ellis  and  for  about  six  years  assisted  him  in  building  up  the  business. 
Mr.  Jacobs  died  about  1910. 

Under  Mr.  Ellis’  competent  guidance  the  business  gradually  grew  and 
expanded  until  it  was  found  necessary  to  take  over  the  other  store  in  the 
block  and  later  to  take  over  the  entire  second  floor.  In  1912  Mr.  Ellis  pur¬ 
chased  the  Cole  block  and  the  land  on  which  it  stood.  The  business  con¬ 
tinued  to  expand  and  in  1919  a  contract  for  the  erection  of  a  modern,  fire¬ 
proof  three-story  brick  block  was  awarded.  Mr.  Ellis’  business  foresight 
was  seen  in  the  fact  that  it  was  so  arranged  that  it  was  not  necessary  to 
close  the  store  for  business  during  the  period  when  the  new  building  was 
being  erected.  The  structure  was  finished  in  1921.  At  the  time  of  its 
completion,  it  was  thought  sufficiently  large  to  take  care  of  all  possible 
expansion  in  the  business  for  a  decade  to  come,  but  in  December,  1924, 
Mr.  Ellis  purchased  the  three  properties  on  Court  Street  adjoining  the  old 
Globe  Store,  at  310-18  Court  Street,  formerly  occupied  by  William  Straus’ 
Bakery,  Sidney  Mantell’s  Jewelry  Shop,  and  the  A.  &  P.  Company’s  store, 
and  in  1925  the  stores  were  remodeled  and  enlarged  to  facilitate  added 
business. 

New  lines  of  merchandise  and  new  departments  were  added  from  time 
to  time  and  the  Globe  Department  Store  is  now  one  of  Watertown’s  largest 
and  most  prosperous  institutions.  The  store’s  rapid  growth  has  been 
largely  due  to  the  spirit  of  loyalty  and  enterprise  which  has  existed  at  all 
times  between  the  firm  and  the  employes. 
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Besides  the  Globe  Department  Store,  Mr.  Ellis  owned  the  former  Gan- 
ter  Block  at  216-20  Court  Street,  which  he  purchased  in  1923.  In  1924  he 
bought  the  Frederick  H.  Taylor  residence  at  325  Washington  Street,  for¬ 
merly  the  Van  Brunt  residence,  and  resided  there  until  the  time  of  his 
death,  which  brought  to  an  end  a  career  of  over  30  years  of  successful  mer¬ 
chandising. 

Mr.  Ellis  is  survived  by  his  widow,  Mrs.  Hyman  G.  Ellis ;  a  son,  Joseph 
Ellis ;  a  daughter,  Mrs.  Rose  Shapiro ;  a  son-in-law,  Israel  A.  Shapiro ;  and 
two  grandsons,  Arnold  and  Gerald  Shapiro,  all  of  325  Washington  Street, 
Watertown. 

For  many  years  Mr.  Ellis  had  been  president  and  chairman  of  the  Zion¬ 
ist  organization  of  this  section,  and  for  several  years  had  been  a  delegate  at 
national  Zionist  conventions  held  in  various  cities  of  the  country.  He  was 
well  known  and  universally  liked  and  respected  wherever  he  went.  Mr. 
Ellis  was  one  of  the  organizers  and  a  charter  member  of  Degel  Israel  Syna¬ 
gogue  of  Watertown,  and  had  served  as  president  of  that  institution  for 
the  past  16  years.  He  was  a  32nd  degree  Mason,  a  member  of  the  Water- 
town  Shrine  and  Scottish  Rite,  and  a  member  of  the  Watertown  Lodge  of 
Elks,  No.  496.  He  was  a  director  and  staunch  supporter  of  Mercy  Hospital 
and  was  connected  with  other  community  enterprises. 


Clarence  Evelyn  Kinne. — One  of  the  able  business  men  of  Watertown, 
who  stands  as  a  community  leader,  Clarence  E.  Kinne  has  had  a  most  im¬ 
portant  part  in  the  business,  political  and  social  life  of  Jefferson  County. 
He  is  of  English  descent  on  the  paternal  side  and  of  Scotch  descent  on  the 
maternal  side. 

The  progenitor  of  the  Kinne  family  in  America  was  Henry  Kinne,  who 
was  born  in  Leyden,  Holland,  in  1624.  His  parents  were  Puritans  from 
the  central  or  northern  part  of  England,  the  native  land  of  the  Pilgrim 
fathers,  who  like  many  others  of  their  sect  were  obliged  to  leave  their 
homes  in  England  on  account  of  an  unholy  persecution  and  sought  re¬ 
ligious  freedom  in  Holland.  Henry  Kinne  and  his  wife,  Anne,  arrived 
in  Salem  village  (now  Danvers)  Mass.,  in  1651.  He  died  in  1712.  Thomas 
Kinne,  second  son  of  Henry  and  Anne  Kinne,  was  born  Jan.  1,  1656,  and 
died  in  June,  1687.  He  married  Elizabeth  Knight.  Thomas  Kinne,  eld¬ 
est  son  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  (Knight)  Kinne,  was  born  July  27,  1678. 
He  married  Martha  Cox.  In  December,  1715,  he  sold  his  lands  at  Salem, 
Mass.,  and  removed  to  Preston  (now  Griswold)  Conn.  He  died  Oct.  1, 
1756.  Amos  Kinne,  fifth  child  of  Thomas  and  Martha  (Cox)  Kinne,  was 
born  at  Danvers,  Mass.,  Sept.  3,  1708.  He  married  Sarah  Palmer,  of 
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Stonington,  Conn.,  Nov.  15,  1732.  He  was  a  lieutenant  in  a  colonial  militia 
company.  He  died  Sept.  19,  1775.  Robert  Kinne,  third  child  of  Amos  and 
Sarah  (Palmer)  Kinne,  was  born  near  Griswold,  Conn.,  in  1738.  He 
married  Abigail  Brown.  In  1767  he  resided  at  Plainfield,  Conn.  He  was 
a  soldier  in  the  war  of  the  American  Revolution  and  marched  from 
Worthington,  Mass.,  in  the  expedition  against  Montreal  in  1776,  and  was 
also  in  the  battle  of  Bennington,  Vt.,  in  August,  1777.  In  1787  he  re¬ 
moved  to  Montgomery  County,  N.  Y.  He  died  near  Amsterdam,  N.  Y., 
Oct.  24,  1831.  Oliver  Kinne,  youngest  of  the  14  children  of  Robert  and 
Abigail  (Brown)  Kinne,  was  born  March  2,  1795,  in  the  town  of  Amster¬ 
dam,  Montgomery  County,  N.  Y.  He  was  a  soldier  in  the  War  of  1812. 
He  married  Diana  Dodge,  at  Camden,  N.  Y.,  in  January,  1833.  He  died 
near  Lockport,  N.  Y.,  March  24,  1846. 

Oliver  Evelyn  Kinne,  youngest  child  of  Oliver  and  Diana  (Dodge) 
Kinne,  was  born  at  Alabama  Centre,  Genesee  County,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  5,  1842. 
He  lived  at  Camden,  N.  Y.,  until  17  years  of  age,  when  he  enlisted  in 
Battery  A,  First  New  York  Light  Artillery,  at  Utica,  N.  Y.,  for  service  in 
the  Civil  War.  Later,  he  was  transferred  to  Battery  H.  He  was  second 
lieutenant  of  Battery  L,  then  first  lieutenant  in  Battery  E,  and  was  given 
a  captain’s  commission  near  the  close  of  the  war,  having  served  nearly 
four  years  in  the  defense  of  his  country.  On  March  15,  1866,  he  married 
Margaret  Anne  Cessford,  of  Utica,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  George  and 
Ann  Isabel  (Stephenson)  Cessford.  George  Cessford  was  a  native  of 
Scotland  and  was  descended  from  the  Cessfords  of  Kerr,  of  Roxborough- 
shire.  He  was  a  machinist  of  the  old  school.  Ann  Isabel  (Stephenson) 
Cessford  was  a  relative  of  George  Stephenson,  who  perfected  the  first  suc¬ 
cessful  steam  locomotive,  the  “Rocket”,  in  England. 

Clarence  Evelyn  Kinne,  eldest  son  of  Oliver  E.  and  Margaret  Anne 
(Cessford)  Kinne,  was  born  at  Utica,  N.  Y.,  April  16,  1869.  He  attended 
the  public  schools  and  high  school  of  Camden,  N.  Y.,  and  early  in  life 
showed  decided  evidences  of  a  mechanical  turn  of  mind.  Consequently,  at 
the  age  of  16  years  he  entered  into  an  apprenticeship  with  Wood  &  Per- 
cival,  in  their  machine  shop,  at  Camden,  N.  Y.,  and  remained  there  from 
1885  until  1888.  For  his  services  he  received  one  dollar  per  week  for  the 
first  year,  two  dollars  per  week  for  the  second,  and  three  dollars  per  week 
for  the  third  year.  During  his  apprenticeship  he  began  the  study  of 
mechanical  drawing,  aided  and  encouraged  by  his  father  and  Mr.  Per- 
cival.  One  year  was  spent  as  a  machinist  in  the  New  York  Locomotive 
Works,  at  Rome,  N.  Y. 

On  June  20,  1889,  Mr.  Kinne  removed  to  Watertown,  where  he  has 
since  resided.  He  entered  the  employ  of  the  Watertown  Engine  Com- 
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pany  as  a  machinist,  and  remained  one  year.  During  this  time  he  entered 
seriously  into  the  study  of  mechanical  drawing  and  the  higher  branches  of 
mathematics,  both  at  night  school  and  private  tutors.  Two  years  were 
spent  as  a  machinist  with  the  New  York  Air  Brake  Company,  and  one 
year  with  them  as  a  draftsman.  In  1893  he  entered  the  employ  of  the 
Bagley  &  Sewall  Company  as  draftsman,  and  with  them  began  his  per¬ 
sonal  success  and  his  real  business  career.  Here  his  character  and 
mechanical  ability  were  recognized,  and  with  the  study  and  preparation 
of  long  years  he  was  ready  when  the  opportunity  came.  In  1898  he  was 
placed  in  full  charge  of  the  mechanical  engineering  department,  entrusted 
with  the  designing  and  building  of  paper  making  machinery,  which  goes 
into  mills  in  all  parts  of  the  United  States  and  Canada,  as  well  as  Japan, 
China,  Mexico,  and  various  countries  in  Europe.  The  Bagley  &  Sewall 
Company  has  built  the  widest  and  fastest  paper  making  machines  in 
existence.  On  May  25,  1915,  Mr.  Kinne  was  elected  secretary  and 
director  of  the  company  and  in  1927  became  vice  president  and  director, 
in  which  position  he  still  continues. 

Mr.  Kinne  is  a  trustee  of  the  Watertown  Savings  Bank,  and  vice 
president  of  the  Watertown  Savings,  Loan  &  Building  Association. 

Mr.  Kinne  married  (first)  on  June  18,  1890,  Miss  Della  L.  Brewster, 
daughter  of  George  J.  and  Sarah  C.  (Schott)  Brewster,  and  a  lineal 
descendant  of  Elder  William  Brewster,  of  Pilgrim  fame,  who  came  to 
America  in  the  Mayflower  in  1620.  Mrs.  Kinne  died  Oct.  2,  1921.  A 
daughter,  Margaret  Cessford  Kinne,  was  born  to  them.  She  married 
Roy  E.  Parker  and  they  have  two  children,  Edward  Kinne  and  Margaret 
Cessford  Parker.  Mr.  Kinne  married  (second)  on  Dec.  10,  1923,  Ger¬ 
trude  C.  (Stone)  Lewthwaite,  the  daughter  of  Edwin  and  Clara  (Sloat) 
Stone. 

In  politics  Mr.  Kinne  is  a  Republican.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  Board  of  Charities,  Board  of  Trustees  of  Flower  Memo¬ 
rial  Library,  and  was  the  engineer  member  of  the  Board  of  Watertown 
Light  &  Power  from  1913  until  1919.  During  the  World  War  Mr.  Kinne 
was  appointed  by  the  United  States  Emergency  Fleet  Corporation  to  in¬ 
spect  and  report  on  machine  shops  in  various  parts  of  the  country  as 
to  their  activities  for  wartime  service,  a  work  for  which  his  impartial 
and  judicious  temperment  and  his  practical  knowledge  eminently  fitted 
him. 

Mr.  Kinne  is  a  member  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Sons 
of  Veterans,  Black  River  Valley  Club,  Crescent  Yacht  Club,  life  member 
of  the  American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers,  and  a  member  of  the

Jefferson  County  Historical  Society.  He  is  a  member  of  Asbury  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  of  which  he  is  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

Keenly  interested  in  history  in  general  and  local  history  in  particular, 
Mr.  Kinne  has  amassed  much  valuable  information  of  an  original  or  re¬ 
search  nature.  With  the  assistance  of  the  Bagley  &  Sewall  Company  he 
has  gathered  into  a  mechanical  museum  a  large  collection  of  ancient  and 
curious  water  wheels,  steam  engines,  and  other  machinery  of  an  earlier 
period. 

Mr.  Kinne  has  traveled  extensively  throughout  the  United  States  and 
Canada,  as  well  as  England,  Ireland,  Scotland,  France,  Belgium,  Hawaiian 
Islands,  Japan,  China,  and  the  Philippines  in  the  interest  of  his  company. 


Alfred  C.  Coty. — A  widely  known  citizen  and  highly  successful  busi¬ 
ness  man  of  Watertown  is  Alfred  C.  Coty,  who  is  president  of  the  Coty 
Machine  Company,  and  president  of  the  Coty  Bag  Company.  He  was  born 
at  Hudson  Falls,  Jefferson  County,  March  30,  1875,  the  son  of  Clement  and 
Adele  (Preville)  Coty. 

Clement  Coty  was  born  in  Montreal,  Canada,  and  his  wife  was  a  native 
of  Whitehall,  N.  Y.  He  was  a  carpenter  and  wagon  maker  by  trade  and 
owned  an  interest  in  a  manufacturing  business  at  Hudson  Falls,  N.  Y., 
where  he  died  in  December,  1875.  His  wife  died  in  1884.  Both  are  buried 
at  Hudson  Falls.  He  was  a  Republican  and  held  membership  in  St.  Paul’s 
Catholic  Church.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Coty  were  born  two  sons :  Frank,  born 
in  1873;  and  Alfred  C.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Clement  Coty  was  the  son  of  Paul  and  Celia  Coty,  who  were  natives 
of  France.  In  early  life  they  settled  at  Montreal,  Canada.  The  original 
spelling  of  the  family  name  is  Cote. 

Alfred  C.  Coty  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Water- 
vliet,  N.  Y.,  but  he  left  school  when  13  years  of  age  to  work  in  a  grocery 
store  as  a  clerk.  In  1891  he  located  at  Hudson  Falls,  and  two  years  later 
he  removed  to  Fort  Edward,  N.  Y.,  where  he  was  employed  by  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Paper  Company  as  a  wood  worker.  Three  years  later  he  went  with 
the  Hudson  Falls  Union  Bag  &  Paper  Company,  and  resigned  as  super¬ 
intendent  in  1912.  While  in  their  employ  he  had  designed  and  patented 
several  paper  bag  machines,  and  in  1912  engaged  in  demonstration  work 
at  Cohoes,  N.  Y.  Later  he  was  located  at  Rumford  Falls  with  the  Conti¬ 
nental  Paper  Bag  Company  as  a  machine  builder,  and  in  1914  he  became 
identified  with  the  Taggart  Brothers  Paper  Company,  Watertown,  as  an 
inventor  and  designer  of  paper  bag  machinery.  Mr.  Coty  organized  the 
Watertown  Bag  Machine  Company  in  1920,  of  which  he  served  as  treas- 
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urer.  He  later  sold  his  interests  to  Taggart  Brothers  and  the  Bates  Valve 
Company,  and  in  1922  became  associated  with  the  latter  concern  at  Toledo, 
Ohio,  as  a  designer  and  builder.  Two  years  later  he  returned  to  Water- 
town,  and  in  association  with  his  son,  Earl  Coty,  established  the  Coty 
Machine  Company,  manufacturers  of  bag  machinery.  He  organized  the 
Coty  Bag  Company  in  1927,  and  the  firm  was  incorporated  the  following 
year  with  Mr.  Coty  as  president.  They  are  nationally  known  manufactur¬ 
ers  of  coal  and  cement  bags,  as  well  as  all  types  of  large  bags  used  for  flour 
and  other  commodities. 

In  1896  Mr.  Coty  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Anna  LaPlante,  the 
daughter  of  Eric  and  Caroline  LaPlante,  natives  of  Canada,  of  French 
descent.  Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  at  Hudson  Falls,  N.  Y.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Coty  were  born  three  children:  1.  Ethel,  married  Cecil 
Aikin,  lives  at  Watertown,  and  they  have  a  daughter,  Rita  Anne.  2.  Earl, 
born  in  1898,  is  vice  president  of  the  Coty  Machine  Company  and  the  Coty 
Bag  Company.  He  married  Miss  Hazel  Brainnard,  and  they  have  four 
children:  Richard;  Paul,  deceased;  Joanne;  and  William.  3.  J.  Victor, 
born  in  1901,  is  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Coty  Machine  Company  and  the 
Coty  Bag  Company.  He  is  unmarried  and  lives  at  home. 

Mr.  Coty  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  he  and  his  family  hold  mem¬ 
bership  in  Holy  Family  Catholic  Church. 


Charles  T.  West,  deceased,  was  a  substantial  citizen  of  Watertown, 
where  he  lived  for  many  years.  He  was  a  native  of  Mohawk,  N.  Y.,  born 
Dec.  21,  1851,  the  son  of  Charles  Townsend  and  Susan  (Peters)  West. 

Charles  Townsend  West  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  New  York.  He 
died  in  1865  and  she  died  in  1862. 

In  1865  Charles  T.  West,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  went  to  Scriba, 
near  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  to  reside  with  his  cousins,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sardius 
Loucks.  After  completing  his  schooling  he  became  interested  in  the  sale 
of  farm  machinery  at  Pulaski,  N.  Y.  He  entered  the  employ  of  the  New 
York  Central  Railroad  on  Aug.  8,  1882,  and  was  promoted  from  fireman 
to  locomotive  engineer  in  February,  1885.  Mr.  West  continued  to  serve  the 
company  in  that  capacity  until  his  retirement,  Dec.  21,  1921.  At  that 
time  New  York  Central  officials  praised  his  record  highly,  and  on  Jan.  4, 
1922,  he  was  the  guest  of  honor  at  a  banquet  given  by  the  Brotherhood  of 
Locomotive  Engineers,  No.  227,  of  which  he  was  a  member.  He  was 
living  retired  in  Watertown  at  the  time  of  his  death,  Sept.  6,  1930. 

On  Dec.  5,  1883,  Mr.  West  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Margaret 
L.  Peach,  who  died  Feb.  21,  1929.  She  was  the  daughter  of  William  and 
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Mary  Ann  ("VVillott)  Peach.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  West  were  born  three  chil¬ 
dren.  Mabel,  lives  at  Watertown;  Charles  W.,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears 
elsewhere  in  this  history ;  and  Harold,  who  died  in  1913. 

Mr.  West  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church, 
and  belonged  to  Watertown  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  49 ;  Watertown  Chap¬ 
ter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  59;  Oswego  Commandery  K.  T.;  Rose  Croix,  18th  degree; 
Media  Temple;  and  Lincoln  League.  He  was  a  director  of  the  North 
Watertown  Cemetery  Association. 


Lloyd  E.  Allen. — Among  the  younger  men  prominent  in  the  business 
and  social  life  of  Watertown,  one  of  the  most  outstanding  is  Lloyd  E. 
Allen,  who  is  manager  of  the  New  York  Telephone  Company.  He  was 
born  at  Copenhagen,  Lewis  County,  March  19,  1889,  the  son  of  John  E. 
and  Eliza  (Young)  Allen. 

John  E.  Allen  was  born  at  Copenhagen,  N.  Y.,  in  1856.  As  a  young 
man  he  left  home  in  1876  to  attend  the  centennial  in  Chicago,  Ill.,  and 
while  there  he  enlisted  in  Troop  E,  Sixth  Cavalry,  U.  S.  Army.  He  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  Indian  Wars  and  was  retired  with  the  rank  of  first  ser¬ 
geant.  He  had  enlisted  under  the  name  of  George  Wilson,  due  to  the  fact 
that  he  was  under  age  at  the  time.  Mr.  Allen  died  at  Copenhagen  in 
1927.  He  was  a  Republican  and  served  as  president  of  the  board  of 
education  and  as  president  of  the  village  board  in  Copenhagen.  His  widow 
lives  there.  Mr.  Allen  held  membership  in  the  Baptist  Church  and  be¬ 
longed  to  Orient  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  238,  and  Carthage  Chapter,  R.  A. 
M.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Allen  were  born  two  sons:  Lloyd  E.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch;  and  Capt.  Albert  L.,  who  lives  at  Mansfield,  Ohio.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  Ohio  Northern  University  and  is  serving  as  surveyor  of  Rich¬ 
land  County,  Ohio.  He  served  in  France  during  the  World  War  as  captain 
of  Company  M,  146th  Infantry,  37th  Division,  and  is  now  president  of 
the  Richland  County  Reserve  Officers  Association. 

John  E.  Allen  was  the  son  of  Dr.  E.  and  Susan  (Stanton)  Allen,  who 
were  natives  of  Mohawk  Valley,  N.  Y.  He  was  a  prominent  pioneer  phy¬ 
sician  and  surgeon  and  is  buried  at  Copenhagen,  N.  Y.  Eliza  (Young) 
Allen  was  the  daughter  of  Elnathan  and  Philena  Young,  both  natives  of 
Denmark,  N.  Y. 

Lloyd  E.  Allen  grew  up  at  Copenhagen,  N.  Y.,  where  he  received  his 
early  education.  After  his  graduation  from  a  teachers’  training  school  he 
taught  at  Harrisburg,  N.  Y.,  during  1909-10.  He  was  later  graduated 
from  Colgate  Academy  and  spent  two  years  at  Colgate  University.  Dur¬ 
ing  1914-15  he  taught  again  at  Harrisburg  and  spent  the  following  year 
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as  a  teacher  at  Rodman,  N.  Y.  During  the  World  War  he  enlisted  in  the 
U.  S.  Medical  Corps,  Regular  Army,  and  was  assigned  to  the  Ambulance 
Corps,  Company  No.  22,  7th  Division,  and  stationed  at  Camp  Oglethorpe, 
Ga.  He  served  overseas  with  this  outfit  and  was  discharged  on  July  9, 
1919,  with  the  rank  of  first  class  sergeant.  He  then  returned  to  Copen¬ 
hagen,  N.  Y.,  and  on  Sept.  1,  1919,  came  to  Watertown  as  assistant  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  On  April  1,  1920,  he  accepted  a  position  with  the 
New  York  Telephone  Company  and  was  sent  to  Syracuse,  N.  Y.  He  re¬ 
turned  to  Watertown  in  October,  1921,  as  manager  of  the  company’s  local 
offices. 

In  1923  Mr.  Allen  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Helen  M.  Lewis, 
the  daughter  of  Jerome  E.  and  Mary  E.  (Hayes)  Lewis,  the  former  a  native 
of  Cape  Vincent  and  the  latter  of  Lyme,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Lewis  lives  at  Water- 
town.  His  wife  died  in  October,  1930.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Allen  have  been 
born  three  children:  Mary  Lewis,  John  C.  and  David  Edgar. 

Mr.  Allen  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  All  Souls  Universalist  Church, 
and  has  the  following  lodge  and  club  affiliations:  Orient  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M. 
No.  238 ;  Central  City  Consistory,  32nd  degree ;  Media  Temple ;  Wasoc  Club ; 
Y.  M.  C.  A.;  Black  River  Valley  Club;  Watertown  Golf  Club;  Army  & 
Navy  Post,  American  Legion ;  Northside  Improvement  League ;  and  Rotary 
Club. 


Col.  Harlow  G.  Farmer,  M.  D. — Brilliant  achievement  marks  the  mili¬ 
tary  and  professional  career  of  Doctor  Farmer,  who  is  one  of  the  thor¬ 
oughly  capable  physicians  and  surgeons  of  Watertown.  He  was  born  in 
this  city,  Oct.  29,  1881,  the  son  of  Dr.  Grosvenor  S.  and  Meriam  (Conkey) 
Farmer. 

A  complete  sketch  of  Dr.  Grosvenor  S.  Farmer  appears  elsewhere  in 
this  history. 

Harlow  G.  Farmer  has  always  been  a  resident  of  Watertown.  After 
his  graduation  from  Watertown  High  School  he  received  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  from  St.  Lawrence  University  in  1904  and  four  years 
later  was  graduated  from  the  New  York  Homeopathic  Medical  College  and 
Flower  Hospital.  During  1908-09  he  served  as  interne  in  the  Hahne¬ 
mann  Hospital,  now  Fifth  Avenue  Hospital,  and  in  1909  he  began  his 
professional  career  in  Watertown.  Doctor  Farmer  has  taken  graduate 
work  at  the  Mayo  Brothers  Clinic,  Rochester,  Minn. ;  Doctor  Crile  Clinic, 
Cleveland,  Ohio;  Dr.  Ochner  Clinic,  Chicago;  and  the  Dr.  Howard  Kelly 
Clinic,  Chicago.  In  1912  he  became  associated  in  practice  with  Dr.  Fred 
Calkins  in  Watertown.  In  the  same  year  he  was  commissioned  a  first  lieu¬ 
tenant  in  the  U.  S.  Medical  Reserve  Corps,  and  at  the  outbreak  of  the 
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World  War  in  1917  Doctor  Farmer  was  promoted  to  captain.  He  was  sent 
to  Fort  Benjamin  Harrison,  where  he  was  in  charge  of  a  field  hospital. 
Later,  he  was  commissioned  a  major  and  sent  to  France  with  the  Second 
Division.  Doctor  Farmer  participated  in  numerous  important  engage¬ 
ments  of  the  war  and  was  discharged  on  June  5,  1919.  He  now  holds  the 
commission  of  lieutenant  colonel,  Medical  Reserve  Corps,  U.  S.  Army. 

Doctor  Farmer  is  attending  surgeon  at  Mercy  Hospital  and  the  House 
of  the  Good  Samaritan.  He  is  identified  with  the  Jefferson  County,  New 
York  State,  and  American  Medical  Associations.  His  offices  are  in  the 
Elks  Building  at  Stone  and  Arcade  streets. 

On  April  25,  1911,  Doctor  Farmer  married  Miss  Dorothy  Orr,  of  Spring- 
field,  Mass.,  the  daughter  of  Louis  H.  and  Ada  (Ege)  Orr,  natives  of 
Jersey  City,  N.  J.  Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  in  Woodlawn  Ceme¬ 
tery,  New  York  City.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Farmer  are  the  parents  of  four 
children:  Meriam,  Robert,  Dorothy  and  Harlow  G.,  Jr. 

Doctor  Farmer  holds  membership  in  the  Army  and  Navy  Post  No.  61, 
American  Legion;  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars;  Beta  Theta  Pi  and  Phi 
Alpha  Gamma  fraternities;  Black  River  Valley  Club;  Jefferson  County 
Golf  Club;  Rainbow  Fish  and  Game  Club;  Watertown  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce.  He  is  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  of  Watertown. 


Francis  K.  Purcell,  who  is  associated  with  the  firm  of  Purcell,  Cullen 
&  Reynolds,  is  outstanding  as  one  of  the  most  prominent  lawyers  of  Wa¬ 
tertown.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  Dec.  23,  1878,  the  son  of  Hon.  Henry 
and  Cecelia  R.  (Neary)  Purcell. 

The  early  education  of  Francis  K.  Purcell  was  received  in  the  public 
schools  of  Watertown,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1896.  He  received 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  from  Cornell  University  in  1901  and  was 
graduated  from  the  New  York  Law  School  in  1902,  being  admitted  to  the 
bar  in  1904.  He  then  became  a  junior  member  of  the  firm  of  Purcell, 
Burns  &  Purcell.  Later,  it  became  Purcell  &  Purcell,  and  finally  was 
known  as  Purcell,  Cullen  &  Purcell.  Upon  the  death  of  his  father  in  1931, 
Mr.  Purcell  became  senior  member  of  the  firm  of  Purcell,  Cullen  & 
Reynolds.  They  have  offices  in  the  Woolworth  Building.  Mr.  Purcell  is 
also  attorney  for  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  in  Watertown,  and  is  a 
representative  of  the  F.  W.  Woolworth  Co.  He  is  a  Democrat  and  has 
served  for  five  years  as  corporation  counsel  for  the  city  of  Watertown. 

In  1905  Mr.  Purcell  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Ella  Conger, 
the  daughter  of  William  H.  and  Amelia  Conger,  natives  of  Watertown. 
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Mr.  Conger  is  deceased  and  his  widow  lives  in  Watertown.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Purcell  are  the  parents  of  three  sons :  Henry  C.,  a  graduate  of  New  York 
Military  Academy,  attends  Cornell  University;  Robert  W.,  a  graduate  of 
Watertown  High  School,  attends  Cornell  University;  and  Francis  K.,  Jr., 
a  student. 

Mr.  Purcell  holds  membership  in  St.  Patrick’s  Catholic  Church,  and  he 
has  the  following  club  and  lodge  affiliations:  Black  River  Valley  Club; 
Jefferson  County  Golf  Club;  Crescent  Yacht  Club;  Knights  of  Columbus, 
Council  No.  259;  B.  P.  0.  Elks  No.  496;  Jefferson  County  Bar  Association; 
and  New  York  State  Bar  Association. 


Hon.  Charles  Darwin  Bingham. — The  history  of  Watertown  during  the 
past  half  century  and  more  has  had  no  more  active  associate  in  all  its  in¬ 
terests,  whether  civic,  industrial  or  social,  than  Hon.  Charles  Darwin 
Bingham,  who  has  held  with  distinction  many  offices  of  honor  and  respon¬ 
sibility,  inclusive  of  those  of  mayor  and  police  commissioner,  and  who 
has  always  proven  a  reliable  factor  in  the  business  progress  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  His  name  and  repute  are  of  the  dependable  type  in  all  movements 
for  the  public  welfare ;  a  Civil  War  veteran,  his  service  therein  is  of  per¬ 
manent  record ;  a  Mason  of  the  thirty-third  degree,  he  has  held  high  office 
in  that  order;  and  a  valued  citizen,  he  has  the  respect  and  good  will  of 
city  and  county.  The  family  name  was  established  in  Connecticut  as 
early  as  1660,  and  has  always  been  representative  of  the  advancement  of 
communities. 

Hon.  Charles  Darwin  Bingham  is  a  son  of  Rev.  Isaac  S.  Bingham,  a 
clergyman  of  the  Methodist-Episcopal  Church,  who  died  in  1893,  and  Jane 
(Mills)  Bingham,  who  died  in  1894.  He  was  born  April  5,  1846,  at  Carth¬ 
age,  Jefferson  County,  New  York.  He  was  educated  at  Rome  Academy, 
Rome,  N.  Y.,  and  at  Falley  Seminary,  Fulton,  N.  Y.  During  a  considerable 
part  of  his  career,  Mr.  Bingham  has  been  engaged  in  office  work,  at  first 
in  Rome,  with  a  carriage  and  hardware  concern,  with  which  he  remained 
for  five  years.  He  came  to  Watertown  in  1870,  and  was  employed  for  a 
time  in  the  Ten  Eyck-Utley  and  Company  hardware  store.  He  later 
formed  a  partnership  with  E.  B.  Sterling,  and  went  into  the  dairy  furnish¬ 
ing  business,  under  the  firm  name  of  Sterling  &  Bingham.  In  1877  he  sold 
his  interest  when  he  became  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Eames  Vacuum 
Brake  Company,  where  he  remained  until  1883,  when  he  became  engaged 
in  the  insurance  business,  representing  the  Sun  Insurance  Company.  In 
188  i  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Bagley  &  Sewall  Company  as  general 
office  manager.  In  1896  he  was  made  secretary,  and  in  1899  was  elected 
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treasurer,  a  position  he  held  until  January,  1931,  when  he  was  made 
General  Consultant. 

A  Republican  in  his  political  views,  Mr.  Bingham  has  held  office  to  the 
benefit  of  the  public  whom  he  has  capably  and  efficiently  served.  He 
was  a  supervisor  of  Watertown  in  1881,  1882  and  1883 ;  he  was  mayor  of 
the  city  in  1904-05;  police  commissioner  from  1896  to  1904;  presidential 
elector  in  1916;  and  he  is  a  member  of  the  Lincoln  League. 

A  veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  Mr.  Bingham  served  in  the  Third  New 
York  Light  Artillery,  and  during  his  last  year  in  the  war,  he  was  with 
the  Army  of  the  James,  near  Richmond,  and  his  battery  was  the  second 
of  all  troops  to  enter  the  city  of  Richmond  at  its  burning  and  evacuation 
by  the  Confederates.  Years  later  he  had  the  honor  of  meeting  General 
Lee’s  daughter  at  Richmond,  Va. 

Fraternally,  Mr.  Bingham  is  affiliated  with  Watertown  Lodge,  No.  49, 
F.  and  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Chapter,  No.  59,  R.  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Com- 
mandery,  No.  11,  K.  T.;  Central  City  Consistory,  A.  A.  S.  R.;  and  in  1896 
he  was  crowned  a  32nd  degree  Mason  in  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction 
of  the  United  States ;  was  Grand  Commander  of  the  Grand  Commandery 
of  the  State  of  New  York  in  1903-04,  succeeding  William  J.  Maxwell;  is 
a  member  of  Media  Temple,  A.  A.  O.  N.  M.  S. ;  and  one  of  the  oldest  living 
Masons  in  New  York  State.  For  many  years  Mr.  Bingham  was  a  member 
of  the  Watertown  Musical  Union  and  served  as  its  president  from  1881 
until  along  in  the  90s,  when  it  was  disbanded.  He  also  served  as  organist 
for  many  years  in  the  Masonic  Temple. 

Mr.  Bingham  married,  May  13,  1868,  Sophie  D.  Button,  and  their  chil¬ 
dren  are:  J.  Grace;  Annie  T.;  Josephine  M. ;  and  Alice  E.,  who  died 
in  1895. 


Charles  W.  West. — Active  and  progressive  in  business,  Charles  W.  West 
is  prominent  in  Watertown,  where  he  was  born  Nov.  7,  1886,  the  son  of 
Charles  T.  and  Margaret  L.  (Peach)  West. 

A  complete  sketch  of  Charles  T.  West  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history. 

Charles  W.  West  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Watertown  and 
is  a  graduate  of  Northern  New  York  Business  College.  As  a  young  man 
he  became  associated  with  the  Frank  W.  Woolworth  Company,  and  went 
to  Boston,  Mass.,  to  study  the  business.  He  was  subsequently  appointed 
assistant  manager  of  the  company’s  store  at  Salem,  Mass.,  and  was  identi¬ 
fied  with  the  business  until  1915,  at  which  time  he  returned  to  Watertown 
and  entered  the  employ  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad.  He  later  be¬ 
came  manager  of  the  Metropolitan  50c  store  at  Trenton,  N.  J.,  but  resigned 
in  1918  to  enlist  for  service  in  the  World  War.  He  was  attached  to  the 
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personnel  division,  and  engaged  in  insurance  and  allotment  work  until 
the  close  of  the  war,  and  was  stationed  at  Camp  Syracuse,  Washington 
Barracks,  and  Camp  Humphrey.  After  his  discharge  in  1919  he  returned 
to  Watertown  as  a  salesman  for  the  E.  P.  Elitharp  Company.  For  several 
years  he  has  been  interested  in  the  real  estate  and  insurance  business  and 
has  offices  in  the  Jefferson  County  National  Bank  Building. 

Mr.  West  is  a  Republican,  and  during  1929-30  served  as  city  assessor. 
He  holds  membership  in  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  and  belongs  to  the 
Masonic  Lodge,  American  Legion,  and  Watertown  Real  Estate  Board. 


John  Weekes,  retired,  is  one  of  the  most  prominent  citizens  of  Water- 
town,  where  for  many  years  he  was  identified  with  John  Weekes  &  Sons, 
Inc.  He  was  born  at  Cardinal,  Ontario,  Canada,  June  22,  1849,  the  son  of 
John  Dowsley  and  Ellen  (LaViere)  Weekes. 

John  Dowsley  Weekes  was  a  native  of  Wales,  and  his  wife  was  born 
in  Canada.  As  a  young  man  he  located  at  Prescott,  Ontario,  where  he  was 
employed  in  a  bank.  He  later  taught  school.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Weekes 
were  born  12  children,  as  follows :  Joseph  and  George,  deceased ;  John,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch;  Charles,  lives  at  Watertown;  Alexander,  lives  at 
Harrisville;  Edward,  lives  at  Watertown;  Andrew  and  William,  deceased; 
Mary,  who  died  in  1930,  wras  the  wife  of  Comfort  Whitney,  of  Prescott, 
Ont. ;  Angeline,  married  John  Brennan,  lives  at  Syracuse;  Louise,  married 
Herbert  Hawley,  lives  at  Ottawa,  Ont. ;  and  Harriet,  the  widow  of  John 
Tooley,  lives  at  Watertown. 

The  early  boyhood  of  John  Weekes  was  spent  at  Cardinal,  Ont.,  where 
he  was  educated.  At  the  age  of  12  years  he  was  employed  in  a  starch 
factory  and  subsequently  became  foreman.  When  17  years  old  he  attended 
Ogdensburg  Business  College,  and  in  1866  went  to  Oswego  as  bookkeeper 
for  the  Merchants  Elevator  Company.  Two  years  later  he  entered  the 
employ  of  Beach  &  Dodge,  tanners,  at  Harrisville,  and  in  1883  Mr.  Weekes 
opened  a  machine  and  blacksmith  shop  at  that  place.  He  also  was  inter¬ 
ested  in  a  hardware  business  and  after  several  years  purchased  the  gen¬ 
eral  mercantile  business  of  0.  D.  Collins,  at  Harrisville.  He  came  to 
Watertown  in  1893  as  founder  of  the  John  Weekes  plumbing  shop,  and 
the  following  year  the  business  was  reorganized  as  a  wholesale  house, 
which  was  known  as  John  Weekes  &  Sons  Company.  It  was  later  incorpo¬ 
rated  and  Mr.  Weekes  served  as  president  of  the  concern  until  his  retire¬ 
ment,  Jan.  1,  1928.  It  is  one  of  the  largest  wholesale  plumbing  houses  in 
Northern  New  York,  and  has  a  well  established  trade.  Mr.  Weekes  also 
served  as  manager  of  the  Remington  Mills  for  a  period  of  three  years,  and 
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throughout  his  business  career  was  identified  with  numerous  industries  in 
the  state.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Northern  New  York  Trust  Company. 

In  1875  Mr.  Weekes  married  Miss  Mary  Jane  Morgan,  who  died  in 
Watertown,  March  12,  1912.  She  was  the  daughter  of  A.  C.  and  Susan 
(VanAlen)  Morgan,  natives  of  Canada  and  New  York,  respectively.  Both 
are  deceased  and  are  buried  at  Harrisville.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Weekes  were 
born  four  children:  1.  Mary,  who  died  in  1927,  was  the  wife  of  Edwin 
Baldwin,  of  Watertown.  He  died  in  1929.  2.  John  Morgan,  who  is  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  real  estate  and  insurance  business  at  Syracuse.  He  married 
Miss  Marie  Oakes,  and  they  have  three  children:  Robert,  Rose,  and  Jack. 
3.  Susan,  married  Glen  Shriver,  of  Watertown.  They  have  four  children: 
Mary  Louise,  John,  Helen  and  Charles.  4.  Dr.  Ernest  Joseph,  who  is  a 
teacher  of  English  at  Berea  College,  Berea,  Ky.  He  served  as  a  missionary 
in  China  for  13  years.  He  married  Miss  Jessie  Angel,  and  they  have  three 
children:  Alice,  Richard,  and  Eleanor. 

Mr.  Weekes  is  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  of  which 
he  serves  as  elder,  and  he  was  superintendent  of  a  Sunday  School  at  the 
Harrisville  Presbyterian  Church  for  18  years.  He  is  affiliated  with  the 
Masonic  Lodge,  and  belongs  to  the  Black  River  Valley  Club. 


Glenn  R.  Shriver. — Perhaps  one  of  the  best  known  men  of  Jefferson 
County  is  Glenn  R.  Shriver,  who  is  identified  with  John  Weekes  &  Son 
Company,  of  Watertown,  as  president  and  treasurer.  He  was  born  at 
Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  Dec.  4,  1880,  the  son  of  Fred  D.  and  Emma  Louise 
(Rice)  Shriver. 

Fred  D.  Shriver  was  a  native  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  and  his  wife  was  born 
at  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.  He  was  interested  in  business  with  his  father, 
Frederick  Shriver,  and  they  were  founders  of  F.  Shriver  &  Son,  plumbing 
and  heating  contractors.  Later,  he  became  the  New  York  representative 
of  the  Crane  Company,  of  Chicago,  Ill.,  and  was  identified  with  that  con¬ 
cern  until  his  death  in  1918.  His  headquarters  were  in  Syracuse.  His 
wife  died  in  1896.  Mr.  Shriver  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Church,  and  belonged  to  the  Elk  and  Masonic  lodges.  There  were  two 
sons  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shriver:  Charles  F.,  lives  at  Chicago;  and 
Glenn  R.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Glenn  R.  Shriver  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Grand  Rapids, 
Mich.,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1898.  For  several  years  he  was 
employed  in  the  offices  of  the  Syracuse  Lighting  Company  as  a  clerk,  and 
in  1900  became  a  claim  clerk  in  the  New  York  City  offices  of  the  Crane 
Company.  Two  years  later  he  came  to  Watertown  as  assistant  bookkeeper 
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for  the  Hopper-Morgan  Company,  and  in  1903  Mr.  Shriver  became  associ¬ 
ated  with  the  John  Weekes  &  Son  Company  as  bookkeeper.  He  later  be¬ 
came  treasurer,  then  vice  president  and  treasurer,  and  on  Jan.  1,  1929,  he 
was  elected  president  and  treasurer.  The  company’s  territory  includes 
all  of  northern  New  York  and  they  are  widely  known  jobbers  of  plumbing, 
heating  and  mill  supplies. 

In  1904  Mr.  Shriver  married  Miss  Susan  Morgan  Weekes,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  John  Weekes,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shriver  have  been  born  four  children:  1.  Mary  Louise, 
married  Everett  M.  Carhart,  of  Ithaca,  N.  Y.  They  have  a  son,  Peter 
Shriver  Carhart.  2.  Helen  Josephine,  attends  the  Eastman  School  of 
Music,  Rochester,  N.  Y.  3.  John  Frederick,  attends  the  United  States 
Naval  Academy,  Annapolis.  4.  Charles  Morgan,  a  student. 

Mr.  Shriver  is  a  Republican  and  has  served  for  two  terms  as  alderman 
from  the  old  Second  Ward.  He  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  First  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church,  and  has  the  following  lodge  and  club  affiliations:  Water- 
town  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  49;  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  No.  496;  Rotary  Club; 
Y.  M.  C.  A. ;  Black  River  Valley  Club ;  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club ;  Lake¬ 
side  Country  Club;  Watertown  and  Syracuse  Chambers  of  Commerce. 


Walter  Sydney  Atkinson,  M.  D. — One  of  the  leading  and  most  success¬ 
ful  physicians  and  surgeons  of  northern  New  York  is  Doctor  Atkinson,  of 
Watertown,  whose  practice  is  limited  to  treatment  of  diseases  of  the  eye. 
He  is  identified  with  the  Jefferson  County  Medical  Society,  New  York 
State  Medical  Society,  American  Medical  Association,  and  is  a  Fellow  of 
the  American  College  of  Surgeons,  and  a  Fellow  of  the  American  Academy 
of  Ophthalmology  and  Oto-Laryngology.  He  has  also  served  as  president 
of  the  Watertown  Medical  Society,  and  is  medical  examiner  of  the  Aero¬ 
nautics  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Commerce,  and  chief  of  the  Eye 
Department  of  the  House  of  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital,  and  a  member 
of  the  staff  of  Mercy  Hospital,  Watertown. 

Doctor  Atkinson  was  born  in  Parrsboro,  Nova  Scotia,  Feb.  3,  1891,  the 
son  of  Dr.  Martin  G.  and  Emma  (Cutten)  Atkinson.  A  complete  sketch 
of  the  late  Doctor  Atkinson  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history. 

Walter  Sydney  Atkinson  received  his  early  education  in  Nova  Scotia. 
He  is  a  graduate  of  Wooster  Academy,  and  University  School,  Cleveland, 
where  he  was  a  member  of  the  class  of  1909.  He  received  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine  at  the  University  of  McGill  in  1914,  and  spent  the 
following  year  as  an  interne  in  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital,  Montreal, 
Canada.  He  was  connected  in  1915-16  with  Herman  Knapp  Memorial  Eye 
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Hospital,  and  during  the  latter  part  of  1916  engaged  in  private  practice  in 
Watertown.  In  the  spring  of  1917,  however,  he  enlisted  for  service  in 
the  World  War  as  a  captain  in  the  Canadian  Army  Medical  Corps,  and  was 
stationed  at  the  13th  Canadian  General  Hospital,  Taplow,  England.  He 
was  discharged  in  1919  and  upon  his  return  to  Watertown  devoted  his 
entire  practice  to  ophthalmology.  Doctor  Atkinson  has  taken  graduate 
work  at  Harvard  University,  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  at  various 
clinics  in  Europe.

Doctor  Atkinson  holds  membership  in  Phi  Delta  Theta  fraternity, 
Kiwanis  Club,  Black  River  Valley  Club  and  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club. 


Martin  G.  Atkinson,  M.  D.,  who  died  in  Watertown,  Oct.  1,  1928,  was 
recognized  as  one  of  the  able  physicians  and  surgeons  of  Jefferson  County. 
He  was  born  in  Nova  Scotia,  Sept.  7,  1860,  the  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth 
(Fawcett)  Atkinson.  Both  were  natives  of  Nova  Scotia. 

Martin  G.  Atkinson  was  a  graduate  of  Mount  Allison  College  in  Nova 
Scotia,  his  parents  being  founders  of  that  institution.  He  subsequently 
attended  New  York  University  and  spent  three  years  in  graduate  study 
in  medicine  in  Berlin,  London,  Paris,  and  Vienna.  Doctor  Atkinson  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  in  Nova  Scotia  until  1900,  at  which  time 
he  came  to  the  United  States  and  established  a  private  practice  in  Mans¬ 
field,  Ohio.  He  located  in  Watertown  in  1911  and  had  offices  at  168 
Sterling  Street,  with  a  private  emergency  hospital  in  connection.  Doctor 
Atkinson  is  buried  in  Brookside  Cemetery,  Watertown. 

In  1884  Doctor  Atkinson  married  Miss  Emma  Cutten,  also  a  native  of 
Nova  Scotia.  They  were  the  parents  of  two  sons:  Dr.  John  H.  and  Dr. 
Walter  S.,  both  of  Watertown. 

Doctor  Atkinson  was  a  member  of  the  Jefferson  County,  New  York 
State  and  American  Medical  Associations.  He  held  membership  in  Trinity 
Episcopal  Church,  and  belonged  to  the  Black  River  Valley  Club. 
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Ora  B.  Reed. — Among  the  men  of  business  prominence  in  Watertown 
is  Ora  B.  Reed,  who  is  identified  with  the  North  Side  Funeral  Home,  611 
Mill  Street.  He  was  born  at  Worth,  Jefferson  County,  May  28,  1876,  the 
son  of  George  W.  and  Emma  (Nichols)  Reed. 

George  W.  Reed,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Jefferson  County,  born  at 
Lorraine.  He  was  a  farmer  and  for  a  number  of  years  was  also  a  rural 
mail  carrier.  Mr.  Reed  was  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
Church  and  belonged  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  the 
Grange.  His  wife  is  also  deceased.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reed  the  following 
children  were  born:  1.  Elizabeth,  married  D.  J.  Washburn,  lives  at  Rod- 
man,  N.  Y.  2.  Grace  C.,  married  Leon  M.  Bartlett,  lives  at  Adams,  N.  Y. 
3.  Ora  B.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Stella  M.,  married  Fred  S.  Calkins, 
lives  at  Pulaski,  N.  Y.  5.  Edward  S.,  deceased.  6.  Frank  D.,  lives  at  Rich¬ 
land,  N.  Y.  7.  G.  Everett,  lives  on  the  old  Reed  homestead  near  Lorraine. 

George  W.  Reed  was  the  son  of  Lorenzo  D.  and  Elizabeth  (Adsit)  Reed. 
He  was  born  at  Adams,  Jefferson  County,  Jan.  21,  1817,  and  died  Sept.  25, 
1893.  He  was  a  merchant  and  farmer.  His  wife  was  also  born  at  Adams. 
Both  are  buried  at  Lorraine.  Emma  (Nichols)  Reed  was  the  daughter 
of  Luman  Nichols,  who  was  a  native  of  Ireland,  and  an  early  settler  of 
Lorraine. 

Lorenzo  D.  Reed  was  the  son  of  John  and  Ester  Reed,  both  of  whom 
are  buried  at  Lorraine. 

Ora  B.  Reed  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Worth  and 
Lorraine  and  is  a  graduate  of  Ives  Seminary  and  Albany  Business  College. 
For  a  time  he  was  employed  at  Dexter,  N.  Y.,  as  a  bookkeeper  for  the  Dex¬ 
ter  Sulphite  Pulp  and  Paper  Company,  and  afterward  served  in  the  same 
capacity  for  the  Hopper-Morgan  Company,  of  Watertown.  For  two  years 
he  conducted  a  general  mercantile  business  at  Lorraine,  and  later  owned  a 
store  at  Richland,  Oswego  County,  where  he  also  served  as  postmaster 
for  seven  years.  Mr.  Reed  was  the  owner  of  a  well  improved  farm  in  Seneca 
County,  which  he  successfully  operated  for  14  years.  In  November,  1923, 
he  was  graduated  from  the  Syracuse  Embalming  School,  and  during  that 
year  also  became  a  licensed  embalmer  in  the  State  of  New  York.  From 
1923  until  1927  he  was  identified  with  the  Northern  New  York  Implement 
Company  as  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  in  the  latter  year  established 
the  North  Side  Funeral  Home  in  Watertown.

Mr.  Benjamin  served  as  a  member  of  the  New  York  General  Assembly,  and 
for  a  number  of  years  was  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Hounsville,  in  Jeffer¬ 
son  County.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reed  have  no  children. 
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Politically,  Mr.  Reed  is  a  Republican.  He  holds  membership  in  Bethany 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  of  which  he  was  treasurer  for  seven  years, 
and  he  has  the  following  lodge  affiliations:  Dexter  Lodge,  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  charter  member;  Pulaski  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M. ;  Pulaski 
Chapter,  R.  A.  M. ;  Oswego  Commandery,  K.  T. ;  Media  Temple ;  Fraternal 
Order  of  Eagles,  and  the  Grange.

Arthur  H.  Emerson,  who  is  vice  president  and  secretary  of  William  T. 
Field  Engineers,  Inc.,  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War,  and  a  member  of  one 
of  the  oldest  and  best  known  families  of  Watertown.  He  was  born  in  this 
city,  Aug.  23,  1885,  the  son  of  Erwin  B.  and  Stella  (Relyea)  Emerson. 

Erwin  B.  Emerson  was  born  at  Pillar  Point,  Jefferson  County,  and  his 
wife  is  a  native  of  Watertown.  His  entire  active  career  has  been  spent 
as  a  farmer,  and  he  has  served  as  justice  of  the  peace  in  Watertown  for  a 
period  of  40  years.  He  also  was  a  member  of  the  school  board  for  12  years. 
Mr.  Emerson  is  affiliated  with  Watertown  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  49,  and 
is  past  master  of  the  Watertown  Grange.  He  has  always  been  a  Republi¬ 
can.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Emerson  have  two  children:  Arthur  H.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch;  and  Jessie,  married  Lyle  S.  Rohr,  lives  at  Clifton  Forge,  Va. 

Erwin  B.  Emerson  is  the  son  of  Sumner  and  Jane  (Woodworth)  Emer¬ 
son,  who  were  natives  of  Jefferson  County.  They  are  buried  at  Hunting- 
tonville,  N.  Y.  The  Emerson  and  Woodworth  families  were  among  the 
first  settlers  in  this  section  of  the  state  and  were  prosperous  farmers. 
Stella  (Relyea)  Emerson  is  the  daughter  of  Henry  and  Margaret  (Thomp¬ 
son)  Relyea,  both  of  whom  were  natives  of  Jefferson  County.  He  died  in 
1878  and  is  buried  at  Brownville.  The  Relyea  family  came  to  the  United 
States  from  France  during  the  religious  persecution  and  settled  in  the 
North  Country  many  years  ago. 

Arthur  H.  Emerson  attended  the  public  schools  of  Watertown,  from 
which  he  was  graduated  in  1908.  He  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Science  at  Clarkson  College  of  Technology  in  1911,  and  the  degree  of  Civil 
Engineer  in  1923.  During  1911-17  he  was  foreman  of  production  with  the 
Lackawanna  Steel  Company  in  Buffalo,  and  at  the  outbreak  of  the  World 
War  received  the  commission  of  first  lieutenant  of  infantry  at  the  second 
officers  training  camp  at  Fort  Niagara,  N.  Y.  He  was  sent  to  Camp  Lee, 
Va.,  later  transferred  to  Camp  Wadsworth,  S.  C.,  and  was  finally  assigned 
to  the  51st  Pioneer  Infantry.  He  served  in  France  with  the  latter  organ¬ 
ization,  and  took  active  part  in  the  St.  Mihiel  offensive  and  operations  in 
the  Woevre  sector.

Harry  William  Greene.— The  name  of  Harry  William  Greene  through¬ 
out  the  city  of  Watertown,  and  its  environs,  signifies  an  architect  of 
proven  ability  and  wide  experience.  Mr.  Greene  is  one  of  the  most  able 
architects  in  Northern  New  York,  and  in  association  with  the  late  Addi¬ 
son  F.  Lansing,  has  been  instrumental  in  the  designing  and  erection  of 
many  beautiful  buildings,  not  only  in  Watertown,  but  throughout  the 
State.  Many  of  the  best  known  public  buildings  in  various  cities  and 
villages  bear  the  stamp  of  his  genius.  Mr.  Greene  brings  to  his  profes¬ 
sion  a  natural  ability  as  a  designer,  great  efficiency  and  a  close  attention 
to  details,  and  a  wide  experience  which  makes  him  a  most  valuable  citizen 
to  the  community. 

Harry  W.  Greene  was  born  at  Copenhagen,  Lewis  County,  N.  Y.,  on 
Oct.  25,  1879,  the  son  of  Eugene  H.  and  Anna  J.  (Babcock)  Greene,  well 
known  and  highly  respected  residents  of  that  place.  The  father,  a  native 
of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  was  a  well  known  general  contractor  and  builder, 
and  died  in  1918.  The  mother,  whose  death  occurred  in  1924,  was  a  native 
of  Watertown. 

Harry  W.  Greene  attended  the  public  and  high  schools  of  his  com¬ 
munity,  and  under  the  wise  guidance  of  his  father  he  became  familiar 
with  the  many  phases  and  ramifications  of  construction  work  at  an  early 
age.

The 
family  residence  is  at  1209  Madison  Avenue,  Watertown,  N.  Y.

George  M.  Tolbert  is  among  the  enterprising  and  highly  successful 
young  business  men  of  Watertown,  where  he  is  president  of  the  Water- 
town  Battery  &  Electric  Company,  556  State  Street.  He  was  born  near 
Jonesboro,  Ark.,  Oct.  21,  1890,  the  son  of  George  M.  and  Addie  Tolbert. 

George  M.  Tolbert,  who  died  in  1927,  was  a  native  of  Tennessee.  He 
was  a  farmer  during  his  entire  lifetime  and  died  at  Jonesboro,  Ark.,  where 
he  was  the  owner  of  a  farm  of  80  acres.  He  was  also  well  known  as  a 
stock  raiser.  He  was  a  Democrat  and  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church.

George  M.  Tolbert  grew  up  on  his  father’s  farm  and  attended  the  pub¬ 
lic  schools.  In  1907  he  removed  to  Fullerton,  Neb.,  where  he  was  employed 
as  a  mechanic  in  a  garage.  In  1916  he  came  to  Watertown  and  spent  the 
following  four  years  in  the  garage  of  B.  N.  James.  He  then  established

Roy  F.  Hall,  who  is  district  engineer  for  the  New  York  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works,  in  charge  of  District  No.  7,  is  recognized  as  one  of 
the  capable  public  officials  of  northern  New  York,  and  is  a  prominent 
citizen  of  Watertown.  He  was  born  at  Clayton,  N.  Y.,  May  23,  1882,  the 
son  of  Frank  L.  and  Emma  (Hurd)  Hall. 

Frank  L.  Hall,  retired,  has  lived  at  Clayton,  N.  Y.,  practically  his  entire 
life.  He  was  born  at  Mannsville  and  spent  20  years  as  a  leading  druggist 
at  Clayton.  He  established  his  business  in  Clayton  immediately  after  his 
graduation  from  the  University  of  Michigan.  Mr.  Hall  is  a  Republican,

Roy  F.  Hall  grew  up  at  Clayton,  where  he  was  graduated  from  high 
school  in  1900.  He  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Civil 
Engineering  at  the  Clarkson  College  of  Technology  in  1908,  after  having 
spent  1904-5-6  in  the  engineering  department  of  the  New  York  State  High¬ 
way  Department.

Lloyd  H.  Casler,  who  is  president  of  the  Hunting  Supply  Corporation, 
of  Watertown,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  able  and  successful  busi¬ 
ness  men  of  Jefferson  County.  He  was  born  at  Starkville,  Herkimer 
County,  N.  Y.,  May  2,  1879,  the  son  of  Rev.  Harvey  and  Sarah  A.  (Fox) 

Casler. 

Rev.  Harvey  Casler  was  widely  known  in  northern  New  York  as  a 
minister  of  the  Methodist  Church.  He  was  born  at  Starkville,  N.  Y., 
March  16,  1842,  and  died  in  Watertown,  Oct.  14,  1916.  Reverend  Casler 
was  a  graduate  of  Cazenovia  Seminary  and  Evanston  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary  in  Illinois.  He  spent  six  years  at  Henderson,  five  years  at  North  Bay, 
and  was  located  at  St.  Lawrence  at  the  time  of  his  retirement  from  the 
ministry.  He  later  moved  to  Watertown  in  1908.  Reverend  Casler  was 
married  in  1864  to  Miss  Sarah  A.  Fox,  also  of  Starkville.  She  died  Dec.  18, 
1921,  and  with  her  husband  is  buried  in  Brookside  Cemetery,  Watertown. 
To  Reverend  and  Mrs.  Casler  were  born  two  sons:  Dr.  Raymond  F.,  men¬ 
tion  of  whom  is  made  below;  and  Lloyd  H.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Dr.  Raymond  F.  Casler  was  born  at  Starkville,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  6,  1874,  and 
died  June  8,  1924.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Cazenovia  Seminary  and  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Pennsylvania  in  1898.  During  the  following  year  he  engaged 
in  the  practice  of  dentistry  at  Little  Falls,  N.  Y.,  and  in  1899  located  in 
Watertown,  where  he  took  over  the  well  established  practice  of  the  late 
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Dr.  John  D.  Huntington.  Doctor  Casler  was  prominent  in  Masonic  circles, 
being  identified  with  Watertown  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  49;  Watertown 
Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  59;  Watertown  Commandery  K.  T.  No.  11,  past 
commander;  and  Media  Temple.  He  had  served  as  president  of  the  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  and  New  York  State  Dental  Societies,  and  also  belonged  to 
the  American  Dental  Association.  He  was  a  member  of  the  First  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  and  belonged  to  the  Black  River  Valley  Club. 

Lloyd  H.  Casler,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  attended  the  public  schools 
of  Henderson  and  Colebrook,  N.  Y.,  and  in  1896  was  graduated  from  Union 
Academy  at  Bellville.  He  also  completed  a  course  of  study  at  Cazenovia 
Seminary,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1898,  and  began  his  business 
career  with  the  Citizens  National  Bank  of  Adams,  N.  Y.,  as  a  messenger 
and  bookkeeper.  In  1900  he  went  with  the  Fidelity  Trust  Company,  of 
Rochester,  N.  Y.,  and  later  went  with  Brewster-Chrittenden,  wholesale 
grocers,  of  Rochester,  as  city  salesman.  In  1906  Mr.  Casler  came  to  Water- 
town  as  a  traveling  representative  for  the  Hunting  Company.  Two  years 
later  he  was  elected  treasurer  of  the  company,  which  was  incorporated  in 
1923  as  the  Hunting  Supply  Corporation,  and  in  the  latter  year  Mr.  Casler 
became  president  of  the  concern.  They  are  dealers  in  plumbing,  heating 
and  mill  supplies,  and  also  handle  supplies  for  tinning  contractors.  Mr. 
Casler  holds  membership  in  the  Eastern  Supply  Association,  National 
Plumbing  &  Heating  Institute  of  Chicago,  and  National  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

In  1907  Mr.  Casler  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Martha  A.  Fuller, 
the  daughter  of  Hon.  Harrison  and  Ella  (Snell)  Fuller.  Mr.  Fuller  was 
born  at  Adams,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  1,  1845,  and  died  June  2,  1904.  He  owned  and 
operated  1,700  acres  of  fine  land  in  Jefferson  County  and  was  recognized  as 
one  of  the  most  prominent  citizens  of  Adams,  where  he  was  vice  president 
of  the  Farmers  National  Bank.  He  was  also  a  director  of  the  Watertown 
National  Bank.  Mr.  Fuller  was  a  Republican  in  politics,  and  in  1891  was 
elected  to  the  General  Assembly  of  New  York.  He  served  during  two  terms 
and  was  the  author  of  some  of  the  most  important  bills  passed  during  that 
period  of  legislation.  In  1894  he  was  chairman  of  the  committee  on  banks, 
and  a  member  of  the  ways  and  means  committee.  During  the  four  terms 
that  Mr.  Fuller  sat  in  the  Assembly  there  were  few,  if  any,  who  surpassed 
him  in  industry  and  sagacity,  and  none  to  whom  he  was  second  in  honest 
devotion  to  public  interests.  He  was  married  on  Oct.  25,  1865,  to  Miss  Ella 
Snell,  and  their  only  child  was  Martha  A.  Casler.  Mr.  Fuller  was  a  member 
of  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M. ;  Adams  Chapter  R.  A.  M.  No.  205 ;  Water- 
town  Commandery  IC.  T.  No.  11;  and  Media  Temple.  He  was  a  generous 
contributor  to  church  and  charities,  which  were  of  benefit  to  the  poor. 
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Mr.  Casler  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  has  the  following  lodge  and  club  affiliations:  Watertown  Lodge  F.  & 
A.  M.  No.  49;  Watertown  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  59;  Watertown  Command- 
ery,  K.  T.  No.  11;  Media  Temple;  Kiwanis  Club;  Black  River  Valley  Club; 
Jefferson  County  Golf  Club;  Watertown  Golf  Club;  and  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 


Wayne  W.  Parsons. — As  president  of  the  North  Country  Battery  Sales, 
Inc.,  Mr.  Parsons  is  widely  known  among  the  young  business  men  of 
Watertown,  where  he  was  born  June  5,  1898.  He  is  the  son  of  Charles  B. 
and  Myrtle  (Wilson)  Parsons. 

Charles  B.  Parsons  was  born  at  Batavia,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  25,  1874,  the  son  of 
Wayne  H.  and  Cornelia  M.  Parsons.  At  the  age  of  11  years  Charles  B. 
Parsons  came  to  Watertown  with  his  parents.  His  father  was  appointed 
manager  of  the  Postal  Telegraph  office  in  this  city,  and  as  a  young  man 
Mr.  Parsons  was  associated  with  him.  He  later  spent  two  years  at  Troy, 
N.  Y.,  and  upon  his  return  to  Watertown  became  telegraph  operator  for 
the  Watertown  Standard,  being  employed  by  the  newspaper  at  the  date  of 
its  first  publication,  March  21,  1894.  Mr.  Parsons  continued  in  the  news¬ 
paper’s  employ  until  his  retirement  April  12,  1928.  He  died  Feb.  11,  1931. 
Mr.  Parsons  served  as  official  weather  observer  of  Watertown  from  1912 
until  1926,  being  appointed  by  the  department  of  agriculture,  and  during 
1925-26  he  was  earthquake  observer  for  Northern  New  York.  He  held 
membership  in  the  First  Baptist  Church  and  belonged  to  the  Lincoln 
League,  Grange,  and  Royal  Arcanum.  His  wife  was  the  daughter  of  Frank 
Wilson,  of  Watertown.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Parsons  were  born  two  children: 
Bernice,  married  John  Etherington,  lives  at  Watertown;  and  Wayne  W., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

After  his  graduation  from  Watertown  High  School  in  1918,  Wayne  W. 
Parsons  enlisted  for  service  in  the  World  War  as  a  member  of  the  Student 
Army  Training  Corps,  at  Syracuse  University.  He  was  later  transferred 
to  the  Officers  Training  School,  Louisville,  Ky.,  where  he  received  the 
commission  of  second  lieutenant  of  artillery.  After  his  discharge  from  the 
service  he  returned  to  Watertown  as  a  salesman  for  the  Schooner-Camp- 
bell  Company,  with  whom  he  was  identified  until  February,  1923.  He  then 
engaged  in  business  for  himself  as  organizer  of  the  Bat-Elec  Service  Com¬ 
pany.  The  business  was  incorporated  in  February,  1928,  as  the  North 
Country  Battery  Sales,  Inc.  Mr.  Parsons  is  president  with  E.  L.  Sweeney 
as  secretary  and  treasurer.  They  are  exclusive  agents  for  the  Willard 
Storage  Battery,  and  also  are  dealers  for  the  Goodyear  Rubber  Company. 
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They  are  experts  in  battery,  electric  and  ignition  service  and  have  a  well 
equipped  shop  at  621  State  Street. 

In  1921  Mr.  Parsons  married  Miss  Elsie  Carpenter,  the  daughter  of 
Charles  E.  and  Marie  (Vedder)  Carpenter,  of  Tarrytown,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Parsons  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge,  and  be¬ 
longs  to  the  American  Legion,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  Watertown 
Golf  Club. 


Henry  D.  Goodale. — One  of  Watertown’s  foremost  citizens  and  public 
benefactors  was  Henry  D.  Goodale,  who  died  in  this  city,  April  4,  1912. 
He  was  born  on  the  old  Sewall  homestead,  Sewall  Island,  Watertown,  Nov. 
7,  1852,  the  son  of  Dr.  Charles  and  Mary  (Sewall)  Goodale. 

Dr.  Charles  Goodale  was  a  prominent  physician  and  surgeon  of  Water- 
town,  where  he  engaged  in  practice  until  his  death  in  1876.  He  studied 
medicine  in  Paris  and  during  the  Civil  War  served  as  a  surgeon.  He  was 
the  son  of  Dr.  Reuben  Goodale,  who  was  a  native  of  Oneida  County,  N.  Y., 
and  one  of  the  first  physicians  and  surgeons  of  Watertown. 

Henry  D.  Goodale  attended  the  public  schools  of  Watertown  and  as  a 
young  man  was  employed  in  the  building  of  the  railroad  between  Water- 
town  and  Carthage,  being  in  the  employ  of  Frank  Himes,  surveyor.  In 
1869  he  entered  the  old  National  Bank  and  Loan  Company,  as  an  office  boy. 
He  rapidly  became  acquainted  with  the  banking  business,  and  was  identi¬ 
fied  with  that  institution  for  a  period  of  16  years.  He  resigned  as  cashier 
in  1885,  and  at  that  time  established  a  real  estate  and  insurance  business, 
with  which  he  was  identified  during  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  also 
developed  an  extensive  loan  business,  and  was  connected  with  many  of  the 
city’s  largest  real  estate  transactions.  He  was  also  district  manager  of 
the  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  of  New  York. 

One  of  the  most  important  civic  enterprises  with  which  Mr.  Goodale 
was  identified  was  the  founding  of  the  Watertown  city  park.  It  was  through 
his  efforts  that  the  project  was  started,  and  he  served  as  active  head  of  the 
movement.  He  outlined  the  park  plans  and  aided  in  carrying  them  out  to 
completion,  and  the  entire  supervision  of  the  work  was  entrusted  to  him. 

Mr.  Goodale  was  active  in  city  affairs  during  his  early  life  and  for  sev¬ 
eral  years  was  a  member  of  the  Watertown  School  Board,  of  which  he 
served  as  president. 

In  1875  Mr.  Goodale  married  Miss  Fanny  Waite,  the  daughter  of  the 
late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ezra  Waite  of  Watertown.  Mrs.  Goodale  died  in  1914 
and  is  buried  in  Watertown.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Goodale  were  born  two 
daughters:  1.  Elizabeth,  the  wife  of  Walter  G.  Massey.  2.  Grace,  wife  of 
Leonard  D.  Worden.  Both  live  in  Watertown. 
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Mr.  Goodale  was  an  active  member  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church  and 
was  affiliated  with  Watertown  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  49;  Watertown 
Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  59;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  11;  and 
Media  Temple.  He  also  belonged  to  the  Black  River  Valley  Club. 


Frank  L.  Massey,  deceased,  was  an  outstanding  figure  in  the  business 
and  civic  life  of  Watertown  for  many  years,  being  identified  with  the 
Massey  Machine  Company  as  president.  He  was  born  at  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
March  10,  1872,  the  son  of  Albert  Parsons  and  Phoebe  Scott  (Griffith) 
Massey. 

Albert  Parsons  Massey  was  a  native  of  Watertown.  He  received  his 
early  education  in  the  public  schools  of  this  city  and  was  a  graduate  of 
Yale  University.  He  began  his  business  career  in  San  Francisco,  Calif., 
and  was  later  located  in  the  Sandwich  Islands.  Upon  his  return  to  Cleve¬ 
land,  Ohio,  Mr.  Massey  became  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Younglove  & 
Massey,  well  known  manufacturers  of  agricultural  implements.  He  then 
came  to  Watertown  in  1887,  where  he  was  identified  with  the  New  York 
Air  Brake  Company  as  an  inventor.  Mr.  Massey  became  master  mechanic 
for  that  concern  and  while  on  an  ocean  voyage  to  regain  his  health  he 
died  and  was  buried  at  sea.  There  were  four  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Massey:  Frank  L.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  George  B.,  Chicago,  Ill.; 
Walter  G.,  Watertown ;  Clara,  Watertown. 

Frank  L.  Massey  grew  up  in  Watertown  and  attended  the  public  schools. 
He  was  graduated  from  Yale  University  and  began  as  a  clerk  in  the  draft¬ 
ing  rooms  of  the  New  York  Air  Brake  Company.  Later  he  was  made  fore¬ 
man  of  the  pumper  department,  and  after  his  marriage  in  1901  he  sailed 
for  Moscow,  Russia,  as  a  representative  for  the  company,  at  that  time 
manufacturers  of  railway  equipment  for  the  Russian  government.  Mr. 
Massey  returned  to  the  United  States  in  1902  and  in  1903  resigned.  In 
that  year  he  was  active  in  the  organization  of  the  Massey  Machine  Com¬ 
pany  in  Watertown,  in  partnership  with  his  brothers,  Walter  G.  and 
George  B.  Massey.  Mr.  Massey  continued  as  president  of  the  concern 
until  the  time  of  his  death,  April  21,  1925.  Prior  to  1914  he  had  been 
president  of  the  H.  D.  Goodale  Company.  The  Massey  Machine  Company 
is  widely  known  as  successful  manufacturers  of  governors  for  machines. 

Mr.  Massey  was  long  identified  with  municipal  affairs  and  for  ten  years 
was  a  member  of  the  municipal  civil  service  commission,  declining  reap¬ 
pointment  in  1922,  when  offered  the  office  by  former  Mayor  Robert  E. 
Cahill.  During  1917-18  Mr.  Massey  was  president  of  the  Watertown 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  was  a  director  of  the  Jefferson  County  Na¬ 
tional  Bank  and  served  as  chairman  of  the  building  committee. 
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During  the  World  War  Mr.  Massey  went  overseas  in  the  interests  of 
the  American  Red  Cross  and  was  made  assistant  director  of  motor  trans¬ 
portation  for  the  Red  Cross  in  France.  In  his  official  capacity  he  traveled 
extensively  throughout  the  war  zone,  including  the  English,  Belgian,  and 
French  fronts.  He  later  visited  the  various  important  battlefields  and  war 
sectors  throughout  France. 

On  Sept.  19,  1901,  Mr.  Massey  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Eliza¬ 
beth  Phillips  Goodale,  the  daughter  of  the  late  Henry  D.  Goodale,  a  sketch 
of  whom  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Massey’s  son 
is  Albert  Goodale  Massey,  secretary  of  the  Massey  Machine  Company. 

Mr.  Massey  held  membership  in  the  Rotary  Club  and  belonged  to  the 
Black  River  Valley  Club. 

On  Jan.  1,  1931,  Mrs.  Massey  married  Walter  G.  Massey,  a  brother  of 
Frank  L.  Massey.  Walter  G.  Massey  is  general  manager  of  the  Massey 
Machine  Company. 


George  Willard  Knowlton. — A  most  picturesque,  forceful  and  public- 
spirited  figure  was  the  late  George  Willard  Knowlton,  who  was  a  member 
of  one  of  the  oldest  and  an  honored  family  of  Watertown,  N.  Y.  He  was 
born  in  this  city,  Aug.  17,  1839,  and  died  March  18,  1931. 

The  name  of  Knowlton  goes  far  back  into  English  history  and  the  days 
of  William  the  Conqueror.  At  that  time  there  were  two  brothers  who 
won  their  spurs  during  the  invasion  of  Wales.  According  to  tradition,  one 
of  them  resided  on  a  hill  and  the  other  one  on  a  knoll,  and  when  William 
the  Conqueror  invested  them  with  the  honors  of  knighthood,  he  named  one 
Hilton  and  the  other  Knowlton.  Down  through  the  pages  of  English  his¬ 
tory  the  name  of  Knowlton  has  continued  to  occupy  an  honored  place. 

The  American  branch  of  the  family  traces  its  descent  from  Richard 
Knowlton,  a  native  of  Kent,  England.  He  was  born  in  1553  and  married 
Elizabeth  Cantize  in  1577.  The  youngest  son  of  Richard  and  Elizabeth 
(Cantize)  Knowlton  was  the  first  William  Knowlton.  He  was  born  in 
1584,  and  married  Anne  Elizabeth  Smith. 

William,  the  second,  the  fourth  son  of  William  the  first,  when  but  a 
youth,  began  life  as  a  sailor.  He  was  a  captain  and  part  owner  of  an  ocean 
vessel.  He  died  in  1632  and  was  buried  at  sea  off  the  coast  of  Nova 
Scotia. 

William,  the  third,  the  son  of  William  the  second,  was  born  in  1615. 
He  lived  in  Ipswich,  Mass.  He  was  a  brick  layer.  His  third  son  was 
William,  who  was  a  tailor,  was  born  in  1642.  He  was  fined  for  having  a 
pack  of  cards  in  his  house.  The  names  of  Thomas  and  Ezekial  Knowlton 
then  are  found  in  the  line  of  ancestors  of  Mr.  Knowlton. 
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The  fifth  child  of  Ezekial  Knowlton  was  born  at  Shrewsbury,  Mass., 
in  1738.  His  name  was  Luke  Knowlton  and  before  his  death  in  1810, 
he  rose  to  a  position  of  prominence  in  the  state  of  Vermont,  where  he 
served  as  legislator  and  judge.  His  son  Calvin  Knowlton,  was  born  on 
Jan.  22,  1761.  He  died  before  he  reached  the  age  of  40,  after  his  mar¬ 
riage  to  Sophia  Willard,  and  he  left  two  children.  The  oldest,  who  was 
but  five  years  of  age  when  his  father  died,  was  George  W.  Knowlton,  Sr., 
the  father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  George  W.  Knowlton,  Jr. 

George  Willard  Knowlton,  Sr.,  was  born  Jan.  19,  1795,  and  died  Oct. 
18,  1886.  When  he  was  16  years  of  age  he  entered  the  employ  of  the 
distillery  at  Warehouse  Point,  Conn.,  operated  by  a  General  Jenks.  There 
he  remained  during  the  War  of  1812.  When  he  reached  the  age  of  21, 
in  1816,  he  began  business  for  himself  in  a  general  store  at  Brattleboro, 
Vt.  Here  he  was  fairly  successful.  It  was  in  1824  that  he  entered  into 
partnership  with  Clark  Rice,  a  young  printer,  for  the  purchase  of  some 
property  in  Watertown,  N.  Y.  With  that  purchase  the  name  of  Knowl¬ 
ton  became  connected  with  the  paper  industry  and  with  that  industry 
he  was  associated  until  his  retirement  in  1854.  As  one  of  the  original 
members  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church,  he  was  active  in  its  affairs, 
now  the  Stone  Street  Church.  In  1832  he  was  chosen  an  elder  of  the 
church  and  served  in  that  capacity  until  his  death. 

In  August,  1830,  Mr.  Knowlton  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Carroll, 
George  Willard  Knowlton  being  their  fifth  child  in  order  of  birth. 

George  Willard  Knowlton,  Jr.,  received  his  education  in  the  schools  of 
this  city.  In  1856,  at  the  age  of  15,  he  went  to  work  in  the  paper  mill 
which  had  been  owned  by  his  father,  but  which  at  that  time  was  operated 
by  the  firm  of  Chamberlain  &  Farrell.  His  first  job  was  in  the  finishing 
room,  in  those  days  called  the  saul,  and  for  his  labors  he  received  25 
cents  a  day.  For  five  years  he  worked  for  this  firm,  acquiring  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  paper  making  in  all  its  branches. 

Then  in  1861  there  came  the  crisis  for  the  firm  of  Chamberlain  & 
Farrell.  As  a  result  G.  W.  and  J.  C.  Knowlton  took  over  the  property  and 
once  again  the  paper  mill  of  their  father  was  back  in  the  hands  of  the 
Knowlton  family. 

The  story  of  the  founding  and  growth  of  this  paper  mill  is  an  import¬ 
ant  part  of  the  history  of  Jefferson  County. 

It  was  in  1808, — Watertown  was  then  but  a  small  hamlet  only  three 
years  old — when  Gurdon  Caswell,  a  pioneer  settler  from  Oneida  County, 
erected  a  small  two  story  frame  building  on  the  south  bank  of  the  Black 
River.  It  was  in  this  crude  plant,  now  the  site  of  the  Knowlton  Brothers’ 
paper  mill,  the  paper  mill  industry  of  northern  New  York  had  its  birth. 
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It  was  not  until  about  the  time  of  the  Civil  War  that  other  paper  mills 
began  to  appear. 

The  little  paper  mill,  built  in  1808  and  called  the  “Pioneer  Mill”  by 
the  founder,  Mr.  Caswell,  together  with  a  second  small  mill,  came  into 
the  possession  of  Holbrook  and  Fessenden,  uncles  of  George  W.  Knowlton, 
Sr.,  in  the  settlement  of  a  debt.  In  1824,  George  W.  Knowlton,  Sr.,  and 
Clark  Rice,  a  young  printer,  secured  the  two  mills  built  by  Caswell  for 
$7,000.  All  of  the  parties  concerned  were  residents  of  Brattleboro,  Vt., 
and  after  the  purchase  of  the  plant,  Clark  Rice  came  immediately  to 
Watertown,  Mr.  Knowlton  coming  here  in  1825.  Their  purchase  included 
in  addition  to  the  two  mills,  a  book  store  and  a  printing  shop. 

Finding  it  difficult  to  dispose  of  any  considerable  quantity  of  paper, 
the  owners  turned  the  product  of  their  plant  into  school  books,  blank 
books,  and  even  miscellaneous  books  for  public  school  libraries.  The 
name  of  Knowlton  &  Rice  came  to  be  a  familiar  one  through  a  large 
section  of  the  country.  The  Webster’s  spelling  book,  Cobb’s  Series  of 
Spellers  and  Readers,  Pierce’s  Grammar  and  Ruger’s  Arithmetic,  which 
were  carried  under  the  arms  of  many  school  children  of  that  day  were 
all  made  and  printed  by  Knowlton  &  Rice. 

In  1833,  a  fire  burned  one  of  the  paper  mills  and  the  printing  plant, 
but  both  were  reestablished  with  better  equipment  and  added  facilities. 
The  new  mill  operated  successfully  until  1848,  when  it  was  destroyed  in 
the  fire  of  March  21  of  that  year.  It  was  at  once  replaced  with  a  brick 
mill.  That  little  mill  is  a  part  of  the  present  Knowlton  Brothers,  Inc., 
plant. 

In  1861,  when  George  W.  Knowlton,  Jr.,  was  20  years  old,  and  his 
brother  J.  C.  Knowlton  was  four  years  his  senior,  they  decided  to  venture 
into  the  paper  business  themselves.  John  C.  Knowlton  had  been  employed 
for  some  time  in  the  Wooster  Sherman’s  bank  and  had  about  $1,200  to 
advance  toward  the  establishment  of  the  business.  Their  father  endorsed 
their  note  for  $5,000  and  the  brothers  formed  a  partnership  which  was 
highly  successful  from  the  first.  The  brothers  continued  in  partnership 
until  1892.  George  W.  Knowlton,  Sr.,  died  in  1886,  and  in  1888,  John  C. 
Knowlton  retired  from  active  management.  On  March  19,  1892,  the 
Knowlton  Brothers  company  was  incorporated  with  a  capital  stock  of 
$100,000.  George  W.  Knowlton,  Jr.,  was  the  president.  G.  Seymour,  his 
son,  now  is  president  of  the  company. 

Starting  with  the  manufacture  of  a  few  forms  of  crude  paper,  the  mill 
has  developed  until  today  it  produces  the  highest  grades.  The  efforts  of 
the  Knowlton  Brothers  has  been  directed  almost  exclusively  to  the  making 
of  high  grade  colored  specialties.  Conspicuous  in  this  line  is  the  produc- 
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tion  of  paper  for  catalogue  covers.  This  special  line  of  their  manufacture 
is  distributed  to  all  parts  of  the  world. 

As  Knowlton  Brothers  expanded,  the  reputation  of  George  Willard 
Knowlton,  Jr.,  as  a  mill  executive  grew.  When  the  Ontario  Paper  com¬ 
pany  was  organized  and  erected  a  mill  at  Glen  Park,  Mr.  Knowlton  was 
made  president  of  the  company. 

In  1898,  George  C.  Sherman  and  David  M.  Anderson,  partners  in  the 
Taggart  Paper  Company,  organized  the  St.  Regis  Paper  Company  and 
urged  Mr.  Knowlton  to  become  president  of  the  company,  which  he  did  in 
1900.  He  remained  in  that  position  for  six  years,  then  retiring  as  presi¬ 
dent  but  remained  on  the  board  of  directors. 

A  benevolent  spirit  prompted  George  Willard  Knowlton,  Jr.,  through¬ 
out  his  life  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  aid  and  uplift  the  needy  and  struggling 
wherever  they  were  found.  There  were  countless  individual  acts  of  phil¬ 
anthropy  that  escaped  publicity  because  of  the  fact  that  Mr.  Knowlton  was 
of  a  retiring  nature  and  cared  not  at  all  for  publicity  in  his  acts  of  kind¬ 
ness.  His  services  to  the  Jefferson  County  Orphanage  is  well  known. 
For  more  than  half  a  century  he  was  an  able  member  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  and  for  many  years  he  was  president  of  the  institution.  The 
new  home  of  the  orphanage  was  made  possible  to  a  large  degree  by  Mr. 
Knowlton’s  untiring  efforts.  He  brought  about  the  cottage  plan  of  caring 
for  the  children,  and  under  his  able  guidance,  the  institution  passed  suc¬ 
cessfully  through  one  of  the  most  important  periods  of  its  history. 

The  manufacture  of  paper  and  charitable  work  were  not  the  only 
things  that  occupied  the  time  of  Mr.  Knowlton.  He  served  the  Water- 
town  National  Bank  as  its  president  for  42  years.  He  retired  from  that 
position  in  1927. 

Twice  married,  Mr.  Knowlton’s  first  wife  was  Miss  Frances  G.  Clarke, 
daughter  of  John  Clarke.  They  were  united  in  marriage  in  1862,  and  two 
children  were  born  to  them:  George  Seymour,  and  Elizabeth  Frances 
Knowlton,  who  later  became  Mrs.  G.  V.  S.  Camp.  The  first  Mrs.  Knowlton 
died  in  1868,  leaving  two  small  children. 

On  Dec.  8,  1870,  Mr.  Knowlton  married  Miss  Gertrude  S.  Ely,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Adrian  Ely,  of  Auburn.  To  them  were  born  three  children:  Theo¬ 
dore  Ely,  Carrol  Foster  (commonly  known  as  Jack  Knowlton)  and  Ger¬ 
trude  Willard  Knowlton  (Mrs.  Malcolm  Pirnie).  Theodore  E.  Knowlton 
upon  reaching  manhood,  took  up  the  study  of  engineering  and  has  become 
outstanding  in  the  work. 

To  Stone  Street  Presbyterian  Church  where  Mr.  Knowlton’s  father 
and  mother,  George  Willard  and  Elizabeth  Carroll  Knowlton,  were  early 
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members,  he  gave  a  beautiful  stained  glass  window  in  1913  to  their 
memory.  The  window,  in  beautiful  colors,  is  entitled  “Jerusalem.” 

Mr.  Knowlton  was  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  for  74 
years  and  an  elder  of  the  church  for  45.  He  was  received  into  the  church 
May  3,  1857,  and  first  was  elected  a  ruling  elder  on  Dec.  2,  1885. 

He  took  a  keen  interest  in  all  political  struggles.  He  was  a  Republi¬ 
can  and  was  interested  in  reform  and  advocated  wisely  directed  progress 
in  reform  matters.  He  was  ever  prompt  in  the  discharge  of  his  political 
obligations. 

Mr.  Knowlton’s  death  brought  to  a  close  a  career  well  rounded  in  its 
public  service.  He  was  a  quiet,  kindly  dignified  gentleman,  of  distin¬ 
guished  appearance.  Throughout  his  life,  all  his  activities  were  marked 
by  their  utter  simplicity  and  lack  of  ostentation.  He  was  satisfied  with 
accomplishment  and  had  no  taste  for  public  acclaim. 


Grosvenor  S.  Farmer,  M.  D. — As  dean  of  the  medical  profession  in 
Jefferson  County,  Doctor  Farmer  is  one  of  Watertown’s  leading  citizens, 
where  he  has  engaged  successfully  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  for 
more  than  half  a  century.  He  was  born  at  Fowler,  St.  Lawrence  County, 
N.  Y.,  Jan.  6,  1850,  the  son  of  Francis  and  Louise  (Homer)  Farmer. 

Francis  Farmer  was  born  at  Herkimer,  N.  Y.,  in  1815,  and  his  wife 
was  a  native  of  Fowler,  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  was  a  dairy  owner  and 
also  raised  hops  on  an  extensive  scale.  Mr.  Farmer  died  in  1896  and  his 
wife  died  in  1906.  Both  are  buried  at  Gouverneur,  N.  Y.,  in  Riverside 
Cemetery.  Mr.  Farmer  was  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Univer- 
salist  Church.  There  were  six  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Farmer: 
Eugene,  lives  at  Evans  Mills,  N.  Y. ;  Grosvenor  S.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch;  Greeley,  deceased;  Herbert,  lives  at  Gouverneur;  Ardon,  lives  at 
Syracuse;  and  Hattie,  married  Rev.  Gilchrist,  and  she  is  deceased. 

Grosvenor  S.  Farmer  secured  his  early  education  in  the  Gouverneur 
public  schools  and  in  1871  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  at 
St.  Lawrence  University.  He  then  took  up  the  study  of  medicine  and  in 
1874  was  graduated  from  New  York  Homeopathic  Medical  College  and 
Flower  Hospital  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  Doctor  Farmer 
began  his  professional  career  at  Gouverneur,  where  he  was  located  until 
1880,  and  he  has  since  been  a  resident  of  Watertown.  At  the  termination 
of  50  years  of  practice  in  this  city  a  banquet  was  tendered  Doctor  Farmer 
on  Jan.  6,  1930,  at  the  Black  River  Valley  Club.  It  was  also  his  80th  birth¬ 
day  and  on  this  occasion  friends  and  associates  of  many  years  standing  met 
to  pay  high  tribute  to  him. 
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Doctor  Farmer  held  the  office  of  health  officer  in  Watertown  for  a 
period  of  41  years.  He  has  served  as  president  of  the  Jefferson  County 
Medical  Society,  and  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  New  York  State  Medi¬ 
cal  Society,  and  the  American  Medical  Association. 

Doctor  Farmer  was  married  (first)  in  1876  to  Miss  Meriam  Conkey, 
who  died  Dec.  7,  1881.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Harlow  and  Lorraine 
(Livingston)  Conkey,  natives  of  St.  Lawrence  County,  now  deceased.  To 
Doctor  and  Mrs.  Farmer  was  born  one  son,  Harlow  G.  He  is  now  a  promi¬ 
nent  physician  and  surgeon  in  Watertown. 

On  June  6,  1883,  Doctor  Farmer  was  married  (second)  to  Miss  Flora 
M.  Holden,  the  daughter  of  Christopher  A.  Holden,  a  native  of  Nantucket, 
Mass.  To  this  marriage  four  children  were  born:  Muriel,  born  May  13, 
1885,  died  April  15,  1888;  Alice,  born  Oct.  29,  1886,  died  May  6,  1888; 
Francis,  born  July  7,  1889,  lives  at  Cleveland,  Ohio;  and  Rosalind,  born 
Oct.  3,  1890,  married  John  Alfred  Remington,  lives  at  Adams,  N.  Y.  They 
have  four  daughters:  Alice,  Rosalind,  Helen,  Flora. 

Politically,  Doctor  Farmer  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  All  Souls  Universalist  Church,  and  a  charter  member  of  Black  River 
Valley  Club. 

For  two  years  Doctor  Farmer  was  president  of  the  Watertown  Build¬ 
ing  &  Loan  Association. 


Walter  P.  Eaton. — Among  the  representative  and  highly  esteemed  busi¬ 
ness  men  of  the  North  Country  is  Walter  P.  Eaton,  who  is  manager  of 
the  Watertown  and  Clayton  Division  of  the  General  Ice  Cream  Corpora¬ 
tion,  with  offices  at  499  Factory  Street,  Watertown.  He  was  born  at  Bos¬ 
ton,  Mass.,  Oct.  11,  1888,  the  son  of  Charles  F.  and  Viola  H.  (Kelley)  Eaton. 

Charles  F.  Eaton  lives  retired  in  Watertown.  He  was  born  at  Brown¬ 
field,  Me.,  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of  Rockland,  Me.  As  a  young  man  he 
entered  the  ranks  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department,  with  which  he  was  iden¬ 
tified  for  a  period  of  23  years.  He  subsequently  became  a  cabinet  maker 
and  later  a  well  known  general  contractor.  He  retired  in  1924  and  removed 
to  Clayton,  N.  Y.,  and  since  Jan.  1,  1930,  has  been  a  resident  of  Water- 
town.  Mr.  Eaton  is  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church. 
His  wife  died  in  1929  and  is  buried  at  Grindstone  Island,  N.  Y.  To  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Eaton  were  born  two  children:  Walter  P.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch;  and  Blanche  M.,  married  Stanley  J.  Evans,  lives  at  Lawrence, 
Long  Island,  N.  Y. 

Charles  F.  Eaton  is  the  son  of  the  late  Judge  Alpheus  and  Phoebe 
(Storer)  Eaton,  who  were  natives  of  Maine.  He  was  a  prominent  attorney 
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and  also  served  as  county  judge,  being  a  leading  Republican  in  that  sec¬ 
tion.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are  buried  at  Brownfield,  Me. 

Viola  H.  (Kelley)  Eaton  was  the  daughter  of  James  W.  and  Mary 
(Horton)  Kelley,  the  former  a  native  of  Scotland  and  the  latter  of  Eng¬ 
land.  He  owned  large  stone  quarries  in  Canada  and  later  engaged  in  the 
stone  business  at  Grindstone  Island,  N.  Y. 

Walter  P.  Eaton  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Boston, 
Mass.,  and  is  a  graduate  of  the  old  English  High  School,  class  of  1903.  He 
spent  the  following  two  years  in  graduate  work  and  during  that  time  was 
employed  in  the  law  offices  of  Augustus  Russ  as  a  clerk.  In  1905  Mr.  Eaton 
went  to  Clayton,  N.  Y.,  where  he  entered  the  employ  of  J.  M.  Hungerford, 
being  associated  with  him  continuously  until  1912.  In  the  latter  year  Mr. 
Eaton  became  a  salesman  for  Bakewell  &  Phillips,  of  Clayton,  but  in  1913 
he  went  with  the  Barnard  &  Bennett  Construction  Company,  of  Rochester, 
N.  Y.,  as  field  manager  and  accountant,  with  headquarters  at  Clayton.  He 
also  was  located  at  Massena,  N.  Y.,  with  the  same  company,  and  in  1916 
went  to  Bath,  N.  Y.,  as  assistant  superintendent  for  the  Joseph  Walker 
Construction  Company,  road  builders.  On  March  1,  1917,  Mr.  Eaton  pur¬ 
chased  a  half  interest  in  a  business  with  Stephen  A.  Devendorf,  at  La- 
Fargeville,  N.  Y.,  and  they  became  successful  manufacturers  of  soft  drinks. 
The  business  was  later  removed  to  Clayton  and  thereafter  was  known  as 
the  Clayton  Bottling  Works.  They  also  became  manufacturers  of  ice  cream 
and  organized  the  Clayton  Ice  Cream  Company.  They  were  pioneers  in 
the  delivery  of  ice  cream  to  the  dealer  by  trucks.  Later,  Mr.  Eugene  P. 
McKinley  purchased  the  interests  of  Mr.  Devendorf,  and  the  business  con¬ 
tinued  until  April  19,  1926,  when  the  owners  sold  out  to  the  General  Ice 
Cream  Corporation.  At  that  time  Mr.  Eaton  became  manager  of  the  Clay¬ 
ton  division.  He  has  had  offices  in  Watertown  since  Jan.  1,  1930.  The 
General  Ice  Cream  Corporation  enjoys  a  remarkable  business  throughout 
the  Northern  Country. 

In  1917  Mr.  Eaton  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Amelia  DuFord, 
the  daughter  of  Michael  J.  and  Emma  (LeFaivre)  DuFord,  who  are  resi¬ 
dents  of  Clayton,  where  they  were  born.  Mr.  DuFord,  retired,  spent  many 
years  in  the  employ  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Eaton  has  been  born  a  son,  Robert  M. 

Mr.  Eaton  is  a  Republican  and  held  numerous  public  offices  at  Clayton. 
He  belongs  to  St.  Paul’s  Episcopal  Church,  and  has  the  following  lodge  and 
club  affiliations:  Clayton  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  296;  Clayton  Chapter, 
R.  A.  M.  No.  301,  Past  High  Priest;  Watertown  Council  R.  &  S.  M.  M. 
No.  34,  Past  Master,  1929-30;  Watertown  Commandery  K.  T.  No.  11 ;  Media 
Temple;  Past  Assistant  Grand  Lecturer  of  the  17th  District  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons ;  F.  O.  Eagles ;  Rotary  Club ;  Black  River  Valley  Club ;  Clayton  Golf 
Club;  Keystone  Club;  and  Watertown  Chamber  of  Commerce.

Howard  F.  Waterman.— As  agency  secretary  of  the  Agricultural  In¬ 
surance  Company,  with  offices  at  207  Washington  Street,  Mr.  Waterman 
is  recognized  as  a  leading  figure  in  insurance  circles  in  Watertown  and 
throughout  the  North  Country.  He  was  born  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  March 
30,  1868,  the  son  of  Frank  W.  and  Gertrude  (Palmes)  Waterman. 

Frank  W.  Waterman,  retired,  is  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He  was 
born  at  Blue  Hills,  Conn.,  in  1846,  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of  Wethers¬ 
field,  Conn.  As  a  young  man  he  became  interested  in  the  insurance  busi¬ 
ness  and  became  identified  with  the  Travelers  Insurance  Company,  of 
Hartford,  Conn.,  in  1876.  He  was  transferred  to  Rockford,  Ill.,  as  a  special 
agent.  Later  he  was  connected  with  insurance  interests  in  Watertown, 
and  then  went  with  the  American  Insurance  Company,  being  identified 
with  the  latter  concern  for  many  years.  He  resides  at  Rockford,  Ill.,  His 
wife  died  in  1913.  At  the  age  of  17  years  Mr.  Waterman  enlisted  for 
service  in  the  Civil  War  and  served  as  a  member  of  the  16th  Connecticut 
Volunteer  Infantry,  being  the  youngest  man  in  his  company.  He  partici¬ 
pated  in  numerous  important  battles  and  skirmishes  of  the  war  and  was 
held  prisoner  in  the  Andersonville  prison  for  200  days.  Mr.  Waterman  is 
a  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  is  past  president  of  the 
16th  Connecticut  Volunteer  Infantry  Association.  Politically,  he  is  a  Re¬ 
publican,  and  he  holds  membership  in  the  Second  Congregational  Church. 
Three  children  were  born  to  Frank  W.  and  Gertrude  (Palmes)  Waterman: 
Howard  F.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Robert,  deceased;  and  Edna,  who 
died  at  Riverside,  Ill.,  in  1929. 

Frank  W.  Waterman  is  the  son  of  Peter  Waterman,  also  a  native  of 
Connecticut.  He  is  buried  at  Hartford.  Gertrude  (Palmes)  Waterman 
was  the  daughter  of  Oliver  and  Eliza  Jane  (Clark)  Palmes,  natives  of  East 
Haddam  and  Rocky  Hill,  Conn.,  respectively.  Both  are  buried  at  East 
Haddam. 

Howard  F.  Waterman  attended  the  public  schools  of  Hartford  and  Rock¬ 
ford  and  is  a  graduate  of  Rockford  High  School.  He  was  employed  for  a 
time  as  office  boy  by  the  Knowlton  Manufacturing  Company,  and  later 
learned  the  machinist’s  trade  with  the  W.  F.  and  John  Barnes  Company. 
He  also  spent  some  time  in  the  offices  of  the  Emmerson  &  Talcott  Manu¬ 
facturing  Company.  Mr.  Waterman  began  his  career  in  the  insurance  field 
with  the  Rockford  Insurance  Company,  of  Rockford,  Ill.,  as  a  clerk  and 
later  became  a  special  agent.  The  company  later  became  the  American 
Insurance  Company,  and  after  several  years  Mr.  Waterman  resigned  and 
went  with  the  Northern  Insurance  Company,  of  London,  England,  as  their 
special  agent  in  Indiana,  Kentucky  and  Tennessee,  with  headquarters  at 
Indianapolis,  Ind.  It  was  in  1900  that  Mr.  Waterman  became  an  examiner 
for  the  Indianapolis  Fire  Insurance  Company  with  offices  in  Indianapolis. 
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Four  years  later  the  company  re-insured  and  liquidated,  and  at  that  time 
Mr.  Waterman  went  to  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  with  the  Prussin  National  In¬ 
surance  Company  as  a  special  agent,  with  Missouri,  Kansas  and  Oklahoma 
as  his  territory,  with  offices  at  Kansas  City.  Since  1913  he  has  been  identi¬ 
fied  with  the  Agricultural  Insurance  Company,  of  Watertown,  with  terri¬ 
tory  at  first  in  Kansas,  Missouri  and  Oklahoma.  He  became  western  agency 
superintendent  in  1918  at  Watertown,  and  later  assumed  his  present  duties 
as  secretary  for  this  agency. 

In  1897  Mr.  Waterman  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Lossie  Com¬ 
ings,  who  died  in  1929.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Dr.  Arthur  F.  and  Abigal 
(Hobart)  Comings,  natives  of  Wisconsin.  They  are  buried  at  Rockford, 
Ill.,  where  Dr.  Comings  was  a  leading  physician.  Mrs.  Waterman  is 
buried  in  Brookside  Cemetery,  Watertown.  Their  daughter,  Phyllis,  is  a 
graduate  of  Central  High  School,  Kansas  City,  and  the  Sargent  School  of 
Physical  Education,  Cambridge,  Mass. 

Mr.  Waterman  is  a  Republican,  and  holds  membership  in  the  Watertown 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  U.  S.  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Jefferson  County  Golf 
Club,  and  Black  River  Valley  Club. 


Henry  Leonhardt. — One  of  the  substantial  and  widely  known  citizens 
of  Alexandria  Bay  is  Henry  Leonhardt,  who  is  serving  as  postmaster.  He 
was  born  at  Offenthal,  Hesse  Darmstadt,  Germany,  March  10,  1867,  the 
son  of  George  and  Margaret  (Zimmer)  Leonhardt. 

George  Leonhardt  was  born  in  Hesse  Darmstadt,  Germany,  in  1836, 
and  his  wife  was  also  a  native  of  that  region.  He  spent  more  than  half 
a  century  in  the  forest  service  in  his  native  land  as  chief  forester,  an  im¬ 
portant  position.  He  died  in  1912  and  his  wife  died  in  1894.  Both  are 
buried  at  Offenthal,  Germany.  Their  children  were:  Henry,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch;  and  Marie,  married  William  Siebert,  lives  at  Offenthal. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Leonhardt  were  devout  members  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

Henry  Leonhardt  grew  up  in  Germany  and  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  land.  During  1884-87  he  served  in  the  German  Army 
and  was  discharged  with  the  rank  of  corporal.  He  came  to  the  United 
States  in  1888  and  settled  on  his  uncle's  farm  near  Alexandria  Bay.  The 
following  year  he  returned  to  Germany,  married,  and  again  came  to  this 
country,  becoming  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  in  1895.  He  continued 
his  farming  interests  and  at  the  present  time  is  the  owner  of  500  acres  of 
well  improved  land  in  Jefferson  County.  From  1896  until  1920  Mr.  Leon¬ 
hardt  also  owned  and  operated  cheese  factories  throughout  this  section 
and  during  that  time  erected  numerous  plants.  He  became  a  resident  of 
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Alexandria  Bay  in  1919  and  from  1920  until  1925  devoted  his  time  to  the 
management  of  his  farms.  Mr.  Leonhardt  was  appointed  postmaster  in 
1926  and  was  reappointed  to  office  in  1930.  He  is  a  director  of  the  First 
National  Bank  of  the  Thousand  Islands  and  belongs  to  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

In  1889  Mr.  Leonhardt  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Elizabeth 
Zimmer,  the  daughter  of  Philip  and  Suzanna  Zimmer,  also  natives  of 
Germany,  both  now  deceased.  Mrs.  Leonhardt  died  in  1929  and  is  buried 
at  Plessis,  N.  Y.  To  Henry  and  Elizabeth  (Zimmer)  Leonhardt  were 
born  five  children:  1.  Mary,  married  Carl  Roder,  lives  at  Alexandria  Bay, 
and  they  have  a  daughter,  Margaret.  2.  Elsie,  married  John  Meisen- 
heimer,  lives  at  Alexandria  Bay,  and  they  have  a  daughter,  Ruth.  3.  Anna, 
a  graduate  of  Cornell  University,  now  a  teacher  in  the  public  schools  of 
Tonawanda,  N.  Y.  4.  Harold,  married  Miss  Hazel  Thompson,  lives  at 
Alexandria  Bay.  5.  Carl,  a  graduate  of  St.  Lawrence  University,  married 
Miss  Mary  Vanducee,  lives  at  Heuvelton,  N.  Y. 

Politically,  Mr.  Leonhardt  is  a  Republican,  and  he  has  held  numerous 
public  offices,  having  served  as  village  trustee  and  town  committeeman. 
He  also  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  education  for  six  years.  He  is  a 
trustee  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  and  Kiwanis  Club,  and  is  affiliated  with 
Alexandria  Bay  Lodge  F.  A.  M.  No.  297 ;  Theresa  Chapter  R.  A.  M.  No. 
149,  Past  High  Priest;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  11 ;  Central  City 
Consistory,  32nd  degree;  and  Media  Temple. 


Robert  Plummer  Williams. — A  member  of  one  of  Watertown’s  best 
known  families,  Robert  Plummer  Williams  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  city’s 
representative  citizens.  He  was  born  in  Watertown,  July  12,  1877,  the 
son  of  Hon.  Pardon  Clarence  and  Sarah  (Hewitt)  Williams. 

A  complete  sketch  of  Judge  Pardon  Clarence  Williams  appears  else¬ 
where  in  this  history. 

Robert  Plummer  Williams  attended  the  Watertown  public  schools  and 
is  a  graduate  of  Phillips-Andover  Academy.  He  served  in  the  capacity  of 
private  secretary  to  his  father  during  his  career  as  judge  and  was  identi¬ 
fied  with  his  father’s  interests  until  the  latter’s  retirement  in  1912.  In 
February,  1913,  Mr.  Williams  took  his  family  to  Europe  and  was  living  at 
Wiesbaden,  Germany,  at  the  outbreak  of  the  World  War  and  they  were 
held  as  civil  prisoners  during  the  entire  war  period.  In  November,  1919, 
after  obtaining  their  passports,  the  family  returned  to  the  United  States 
and  resumed  their  former  residence  in  Watertown.  Mr.  Williams  took  an 
active  part  in  the  organization  of  the  Northern  Acceptance  Corporation  in 
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June,  1923,  and  served  as  secretary  of  the  company  until  1924.  He  is  now 
practically  retired  from  business  and  divides  his  time  between  Watertown 
and  Washington,  D.  C. 

Mr.  Williams  was  married  in  1900  to  Miss  Ethel  Moran,  the  daughter 
of  Francis  A.  and  Lizzie  French  (Lewis)  Moran,  natives  of  Brooklyn, 
N.  Y.  Mr.  Moran  was  a  leading  capitalist  in  New  York  City  until  his  death. 
He  is  buried  in  Greenwood  Cemetery,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  His  widow  later 
married  William  H.  Kretzschmar,  and  recently  died  in  Dresden,  Germany. 
To  Robert  Plummer  and  Ethel  (Moran)  Williams  have  been  born  three 
children:  1.  Pardon  C.,  who  is  secretary  of  the  Thermo-Trol  Corporation, 
of  Watertown.  2.  Barbara,  married  Frank  R.  Winslow,  lives  at  Water- 
town.  3.  Nancy  Elizabeth,  married  Winfield  Broadhurst,  lives  at  Cherry- 
dale,  Va. 

Politically  Mr.  Williams  is  a  Republican,  and  he  holds  membership  in 
Trinity  Episcopal  Church. 


Judge  Pardon  C.  Williams. — Northern  New  York  lost  one  of  its  most 
eminent  jurists  and  distinguished  lawyers  in  the  death  of  Judge  Williams, 
of  Watertown,  on  Jan.  18,  1925.  He  was  born  at  Ellisburg,  Jefferson 
County,  July  12,  1842,  the  son  of  William  Williams,  who  in  turn  was  the 
son  of  William  Williams,  pioneers  of  Jefferson  County. 

The  Williams  family  came  to  New  York  from  Windham  County,  Vt., 
and  settled  at  Ellisburg.  Later,  they  removed  to  Pierrepont  Manor,  where 
they  became  prosperous  farmers. 

Pardon  C.  Williams  received  his  early  education  in  the  district  schools 
of  Jefferson  County,  and  spent  his  boyhood  on  the  farm.  He  was  gradu¬ 
ated  from  Union  Academy  at  Belleville,  N.  Y.,  and  the  Clinton  Liberal 
Institute,  a  military  preparatory  school  at  Fort  Plain,  N.  J.  He  was  among 
the  first  students  to  enroll  in  St.  Lawrence  University,  and  was  graduated 
from  that  institution.  In  1862  he  came  to  Watertown  and  entered  the  law 
offices  of  Hammond  and  Bigelow.  The  following  year  Mr.  Williams  was 
admitted  to  the  New  York  State  Bar  and  in  that  year  became  a  member 
of  the  above  mentioned  law  firm.  Later,  Mr.  Bigelow  retired  and  the  firm 
became  Hammond  and  Williams.  Gen.  Bradley  Winslow  was  also  admitted 
later  and  the  firm  was  known  as  Hammond,  Winslow  and  Williams  until 
1867,  at  which  time  Mr.  Williams  retired  to  practice  alone.  In  1868  he 
was  elected  district  attorney  of  Jefferson  County  and  was  re-elected  to  that 
office.  He  retired  on  Dec.  31,  1874,  as  district  attorney,  and  in  March, 
1875,  formed  a  partnership  with  the  late  Judge  John  C.  McCartin,  under 
the  firm  name  of  McCartin  and  Williams.  In  the  fall  of  1883  Mr.  Williams 
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was  elected  to  the  Supreme  Court  bench  of  the  Fifth  Judicial  District  and 
after  serving  a  full  term  of  14  years  he  was  nominated  by  both  the  Repub¬ 
lican  and  Democratic  parties,  and  was  re-elected  without  opposition. 

In  1895  Governor  Levi  P.  Morton  designated  Judge  Williams  as  one  of 
the  associate  justices  of  the  Appellate  Division,  First  Department,  sitting 
in  New  York  City,  and  he  served  in  that  capacity  until  Jan.  1,  1898.  In 
1900  he  was  again  designated  as  an  associate  justice  of  the  Appellate  Di¬ 
vision,  Fourth  Department,  and  served  for  five  years.  With  a  record  of 
28  years  of  service  as  a  Supreme  Court  justice  to  his  credit,  Judge  Wil¬ 
liams  retired  on  Dec.  1911.  During  his  career  he  tried  some  of  the 
most  celebrated  criminal  cases  in  the  history  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
and  his  record  as  a  jurist  is  most  notable. 

On  Sept.  9,  1868,  Judge  Williams  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Sarah  E.  Hewitt,  who  died  in  Watertown  in  1914.  Their  children  were: 
Mrs.  J.  Cooper  Stebbins,  lives  in  Watertown ;  Robert  Plummer,  lives  in  Wa¬ 
tertown  and  Washington,  D.  C.;  and  Mrs.  Anson  Flower  Robinson,  died  in 
New  York  City  in  1929.  She  is  buried  in  Watertown. 

Judge  Williams  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  Trinity  Episcopal 
Church,  and  belonged  to  Lincoln  League,  and  Black  River  Valley  Club.  He 
was  also  identified  with  the  Jefferson  County  Bar  Association,  New  York 
State  Bar  Association,  and  American  Bar  Association. 


Howard  Faulkner  Farrington,  who  is  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Farring¬ 
ton,  Hyland  &  Gregory,  accountants,  with  offices  in  the  Woolworth  Build¬ 
ing,  is  numbered  among  Watertown’s  prominent  young  business  men.  He 
was  born  in  New  York  City,  Aug.  30,  1890,  the  son  of  Harry  F.  and 
Charlotte  E.  (Smith)  Farrington. 

Harry  F.  Farrington  was  born  at  Albany,  N.  Y.,  and  now  lives  in 
Yonkers.  For  35  years  he  was  purchasing  agent  for  Arnold,  Constable  & 
Company,  of  New  York  City,  in  the  blanket  and  flannel  department,  his 
connection  being  discontinued  when  the  company  closed  that  department 
oi  its  business.  He  is  now  sales  representative  for  Dorman  Commission 
Company  in  the  metropolitan  district.  Mr.  Farrington  is  recognized  as  an 
expert  in  blankets  and  woolens  and  has  been  called  upon  many  times  as  a 
witness  in  cases  where  quality  was  paramount.  He  is  a  Republican,  a 
member  of  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Royal  Ar¬ 
canum.  His  wife  is  a  native  of  New  York  City.  Their  children  are: 
Howard  Faulkner,  the  subject  of  this  sketch ;  Roy  P.,  a  World  War  veteran, 
lives  at  Irvington,  N.  J. ;  and  Ethel  F.,  married  Marshall  V.  H.  Sickles,  lives 
at  Yonkers. 
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Howard  Faulkner  Farrington  attended  the  public  schools  of  New  York 
City  and  was  graduated  from  the  High  School  of  Commerce  in  1909.  Three 
years  later  he  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  at  New  York 
University.  From  1909  until  1914  he  was  identified  with  the  offices  of 
Patterson,  Teele  &  Dennis,  public  accountants,  and  during  1914-16  he  wag. 
with  the  firm  of  Seller,  Farrington  &  O’Brien,  with  offices  in  the  Wool- 
worth  Building.  In  January,  1916,  Mr.  Farrington  went  with  Haskins  & 
Sells,  of  New  York  City,  and  after  four  months  was  transferred  to  the 
Watertown  offices,  resigning  as  manager  in  June,  1921.  He  then  estab¬ 
lished  Howard  F.  Farrington  &  Company.  On  Jan.  1,  1929,  he  became 
senior  member  of  the  firm  of  Farrington,  Hyland  &  Gregory.  Their  head¬ 
quarters  are  in  the  Chrysler  Building,  New  York  City,  with  branch  offices 
in  Watertown,  Syracuse,  White  Plains,  New  Rochelle  and  Washington, 
D.  C.  Mr.  Farrington  is  a  director  of  the  Empire  State  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce,  and  belongs  to  the  New  York  State  Society  of  Certified  Public 
Accountants  and  the  American  Society  of  Certified  Public  Accountants. 

In  1912  Mr.  Farrington  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Florence  G. 
Snyder,  the  daughter  of  William  F.  and  Freda  (Schleunig)  Snyder,  natives 
of  Jersey  City,  N.  J.  Mr.  Snyder  lives  at  Yonkers,  N.  Y.  He  is  an 
architect  and  is  associated  with  his  son,  Howard  C.  Snyder,  as  a  member 
of  the  firm  of  Snyder  &  Snyder.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Farrington  have  been 
born  three  sons:  Robert  F.,  who  is  a  member  of  the  class  of  1932,  Water- 
town  High  School ;  Theodore  Roosevelt ;  and  David  P. 

Mr.  Farrington  is  an  elder  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  and 
served  as  Sunday  school  superintendent  for  ten  years.  He  belongs  to  Alpha 
Kappa  Psi  fraternity,  New  York  Athletic  Club  and  Black  River  Valley 
Club.  Politically  he  is  a  Republican  and  in  1922  was  elected  as  a  member 
of  the  Watertown  Board  of  Education,  taking  office  on  Jan.  1,  1923.  He 
served  in  that  capacity  until  December,  1929,  and  during  that  time  held 
the  office  of  president  for  three  years. 


Alton  T.  Foster,  who  is  identified  with  the  firm  of  Hodge  &  Foster,  gen¬ 
eral  contractors,  with  offices  in  the  Flower  Building,  is  a  representative 
citizen  and  highly  successful  business  man  of  Watertown  and  Jefferson 
County.  He  was  born  at  Hounsfield,  Jefferson  County,  Aug.  4,  1873,  the 
son  of  Hon.  Albert  and  Emily  F.  (Broadbent)  Foster. 

Hon.  Albert  Foster,  deceased,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He  was 
born  at  Brownville,  Jefferson  County,  and  spent  his  early  life  on  his 
father’s  farm.  He  learned  the  spinner’s  trade  in  the  employ  of  the  On¬ 
tario  Woolen  Company,  of  Dexter,  N.  Y.,  and  at  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil 
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War  enlisted  in  Company  K,  35th  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry,  with 
which  he  served  for  a  period  of  two  years.  He  then  re-enlisted  in  the  16th 
New  York  Heavy  Artillery,  and  at  the  close  of  the  war  was  discharged 
with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant  and  regimental  quartermaster,  having 
served  as  aide-de-camp  to  General  Joseph  R.  Hawley.  He  was  wounded  at 
the  second  battle  of  Bull  Run,  and  was  also  wounded  twice  at  the  battle  of 
Fort  Fisher.  Upon  his  return  to  Dexter,  N.  Y.,  Mr.  Foster  resumed  his 
former  employment  with  the  Ontario  Woolen  Mills  until  1870,  when  the 
mill  was  closed.  He  then  engaged  in  general  farming  until  the  time  of 
his  death  in  1925.  His  widow  lives  in  the  township  of  Hounsfield  near 
Dexter.  Mr.  Foster  was  a  Republican  and  served  as  a  member  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  from  New  York.  He  also  held  the  offices  of  highway  com¬ 
missioner  and  justice  of  the  peace.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Universalist 
Church  and  belonged  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  being  past  com¬ 
mander  of  Julius  Broadbent  Post  of  Dexter  and  fire  director  of  the  Dexter 
Grange.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Foster  were  born  the  following  children :  Alton 
T.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Julius  B.,  lives  at  Garden  City,  Long  Island, 
N.  Y. ;  A.  Edson,  lives  at  Hounsfield  in  the  township  of  Hounsfield,  Jeffer¬ 
son  County;  J.  Hawley,  lives  on  the  old  homestead  in  Jefferson  County; 
Alice,  lives  at  Ogdensburg,  N.  Y. ;  and  Hattie  C.,  married  Chester  C.  Wood, 
lives  at  Fulton,  N.  Y. 

Albert  Foster  was  the  son  of  Gilbert  Foster,  who  was  a  native  of  Con¬ 
necticut.  He  is  buried  at  Dexter,  N.  Y.  Emily  F.  (Broadbent)  Foster  is 
the  daugnter  of  Thomas  and  Esther  (Carroll)  Broadbent,  the  former  a 
native  of  England  and  the  latter  of  Dedham,  Mass.  Mr.  Broadbent  was 
a  weaver  by  trade.  He  came  to  the  United  States  when  eight  years  of  age, 
learning  his  trade  at  Southbridge,  Mass.,  and  in  1826  started  the  looms  for 
the  Ontario  Woolen  Company  Mills  at  Dexter,  N.  Y.,  the  present  site  of 
the  Dexter  Sulphite  Company  Mill.  Their  son,  Julius  Broadbent,  was  killed 
in  action  at  the  battle  of  Antietam  during  the  Civil  War. 

Alton  T.  Foster  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Dexter, 
N.  Y.,  and  in  1892  was  graduated  from  the  Clinton  Liberal  Institute  of 
Fort  Plain,  N.  Y.  He  later  taught  school  at  Hounsfield,  Perch  River,  and 
Limerick,  all  in  Jefferson  County,  and  in  1898  he  came  to  Watertown, 
where  he  became  associated  with  the  grocery  firm  of  Brown  &  Foster. 
In  1903  he  became  associated  with  C.  D.  Hodge,  general  contractor.  Five 
years  later  Mr.  Foster  became  a  member  of  the  firm,  which  was  thereafter 
known  as  Hodge  &  Foster.  They  have  completed  numerous  large  contracts 
in  New  York,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  the  power  plant  and  indus¬ 
trial  building  of  J.  B.  Wise  &  Company,  the  New  York  Telephone  Build¬ 
ing,  the  Black  River  Valley  Club,  the  Third  Ward  School,  Watertown; 
school  buildings  at  Dexter,  N.  Y. ;  mason  work  on  the  administration  build- 
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ing,  quartermaster  storehouse,  barracks  buildings,  gun  sheds,  and  stables, 
at  Madison  Barracks,  Sacket  Harbor;  mason  work  on  the  Taggart-Oswego 
Bag  Company  buildings  at  Oswego,  N.  Y. ;  the  rebuilding  of  the  mills  of 
the  National  Paper  Products  Company,  of  Carthage,  N.  Y.,  and  the  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  Jefferson  county  clerk’s  office. 

Sept.  19,  1900,  Mr.  Foster  married  Miss  Florence  Bonney,  the  daughter 
of  Madison  and  Ella  (Horr)  Bonney,  natives  of  Brownville.  Mr.  Bonney 
is  deceased  and  his  widow  lives  in  Watertown. 

Mr.  Foster  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  All  Souls  Universalist  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Lincoln  League,  Sons 
of  Veterans,  and  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

The  Foster  residence  is  located  at  1008  Washington  Street. 


Howard  H.  Vrooman. — One  of  the  representative  young  business  men 
of  Watertown  is  Howard  H.  Vrooman,  dealer  in  boats  and  radios,  with 
headquarters  at  266  State  Street.  He  was  born  at  Deer  River,  Lewis 
County,  N.  Y.,  November  2,  1879,  the  son  of  DeVene  and  Stella  (Hubbard) 
Vrooman. 

DeVene  Vrooman  was  born  at  Deer  River,  Lewis  County,  and  his  wife 
was  born  at  Carthage,  N.  Y.  In  early  life  he  was  a  farmer,  and  later 
became  interested  in  the  garage  business  in  Watertown.  He  also  con¬ 
ducted  a  machine  shop  and  serviced  the  H.  H.  Babcock  machines.  In  1916 
Mr.  Vrooman  established  a  bus  line  and  was  engaged  in  that  enterprise 
at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  had  a  franchise  between  Watertown  and  Low- 
ville  via  Copenhagen.  Mr.  Vrooman  was  a  Republican  and  a  member  of 
the  Congregational  Church.  He  is  buried  at  Deer  River,  Lewis  County. 
His  widow  lives  at  St.  Petersburg,  Fla.  Their  children  were:  Ward,  de¬ 
ceased;  Howard  H.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Lucy,  married  Raymond 
Carter,  lives  at  St.  Petersburg,  Fla. ;  and  Erwin,  lives  at  White  Plains,  N.  Y. 

DeVene  Vrooman  was  the  son  of  Erwin  Vrooman,  who  was  a  native  of 
Herkimer  County,  N.  Y.  He  engaged  in  the  feed  and  flour  business  at 
Deer  River  for  many  years  and  was  also  a  farmer.  He  is  buried  at  Deer 
River. 

The  education  of  Howard  H.  Vrooman  was  received  in  the  public  schools 
of  Deer  River  and  he  attended  West  Carthage  High  School.  He  was  em¬ 
ployed  for  a  time  in  his  father’s  garage  and  later  owned  and  operated  a 
bus  line  between  Watertown  and  Cape  Vincent,  Watertown  and  Sackets 
Harbor,  and  Watertown  and  Alexandria  Bay.  He  sold  his  interests  in 
1925  to  the  Colonial  Bus  Company  and  two  years  later  established  his 
present  business  in  Watertown.  Mr.  Vrooman  is  representative  for  Elton 
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Outboard  Motors  for  which  he  is  wholesale  dealer  in  13  counties ;  Chris- 
Craft  Corporation ;  Dee-Wites,  Inc. ;  Thompson  Boat  Company ;  Old  Towne 
Canoe  Company;  and  the  Atwater-Kent  Radio.  He  also  carries  a  com¬ 
plete  line  of  motor  boat  accessories. 

In  1921  Mr.  Vrooman  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Nellie  Churchill, 
the  daughter  of  William  and  Dora  (Phillips)  Churchill,  natives  of  Rutland, 
Jefferson  County.  He  is  deceased  and  his  widow  lives  in  Watertown.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Vrooman  have  two  sons,  William  and  Paul. 

Mr.  Vrooman  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  Crescent  Yacht 
Club. 


William  J.  Crowder,  who  is  general  manager  and  assistant  treasurer 
of  the  Toohey  Silk  Mills,  Inc.,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  able  business 
executives  and  representative  citizens  of  Watertown.  He  was  born  at 
Gouverneur,  N.  Y.,  April  15,  1889,  the  son  of  William  J.  and  Anna  Crowder. 

William  J.  Crowder,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Michigan  and  his  wife 
was  born  at  Canton,  N.  Y.  He  spent  many  years  in  the  employ  of  the 
New  York  Central  Railroad  in  charge  of  the  machine  and  car  shops  at 
Watertown  as  an  inspector.  He  died  in  1925  and  his  wife  died  in  1894. 
Both  are  buried  in  Watertown.  He  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the 
Methodist  Church,  and  belonged  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Foresters. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Crowder  were  born  three  sons:  William  J.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch;  Herbert,  lives  at  Detroit,  Mich.;  and  Earl,  a  World  War 
veteran.  He  was  severely  shell  shocked  while  serving  in  France  and  is 
now  at  the  Veterans  Hospital,  Battle  Creek,  Mich. 

William  J.  Crowder,  Sr.,  was  the  son  of  James  Crowder,  who  was  a 
Civil  War  veteran.  He  was  bom  in  England  but  during  the  greater  part 
of  his  life  lived  at  Gouverneur,  N.  Y.,  where  he  is  buried.  He  was  a 
mining  contractor. 

William  J.  Crowder  grew  up  in  Gouverneur  and  attended  the  public 
schools.  He  completed  his  education  in  Watertown  and  entered  the  employ 
of  the  Valentine  &  Bentley  Silk  Company  as  an  office  boy.  He  later  was 
promoted  to  foreman  and  when  the  company  was  absorbed  by  the  Toohey 
Silk  Mills,  Inc.,  he  continued  in  the  same  capacity.  Later,  he  became  assis¬ 
tant  superintendent  and  then  superintendent,  and  in  1930  he  was  appointed 
general  manager.  In  January,  1931,  Mr.  Crowder  assumed  the  duties  of 
general  manager  and  assistant  treasurer. 

On  April  29,  1902,  Mr.  Crowder  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Lena 
Montondo,  the  daughter  of  Alexander  and  Mary  Montondo,  natives  of 
New  York  and  Ireland,  respectively.  They  are  now  residents  of  Water- 
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town.  Five  children  have  been  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Crowder:  Kenneth, 
deceased;  Adelaide,  a  graduate  of  Watertown  High  School;  William  J.,  Jr.; 
Rose  Mary;  and  Reginald. 

In  politics  Mr.  Crowder  is  identified  with  the  Republican  party.  He 
is  an  active  member  of  St.  Patrick’s  Catholic  Church,  and  belongs  to  the 
Loyal  Order  of  Moose  and  F.  0.  Eagles.  He  also  holds  membership  in  the 
Rotary  Club  and  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


Edward  J.  Singleton. — One  of  the  outstanding  citizens  of  Jefferson 
County  is  Edward  J.  Singleton,  who  has  served  as  chief  of  police  in  Water- 
town  since  1913.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  June  23,  1864,  the  son  of  John 
and  Mary  (Ryan)  Singleton. 

John  Singleton  was  born  in  County  Tipperary,  Ireland,  the  son  of  John 
Singleton,  who  was  among  the  first  settlers  of  Watertown.  The  son  was 
a  blacksmith  by  trade  and  spent  many  years  in  the  employ  of  the  Old 
Rome-Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  Railroad,  later  being  connected  with 
the  New  York  Central  Railroad.  He  was  a  Democrat  and  held  member¬ 
ship  in  St.  Patrick’s  Catholic  Church.  Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Singleton  are 
deceased.  She  was  also  born  in  Ireland  and  came  to  the  United  States 
with  her  brother,  John  Ryan,  who  lost  his  life  while  in  service  during  the 
Civil  War.  There  were  six  children  in  the  Singleton  family:  John  and 
William,  both  live  at  Watertown;  Thomas  and  Henry,  both  deceased; 
Edward  J.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  James,  deceased. 

Edward  J.  Singleton  attended  the  public  schools  of  Watertown  and  as 
a  boy  became  interested  in  the  printing  business.  Later  he  was  employed 
by  the  Watertown  Carriage  Company,  where  he  learned  the  trade  of  car¬ 
riage  trimmer,  and  he  was  later  associated  with  the  Babcock  Carriage 
Works.  For  a  time  he  was  interested  in  business  in  Syracuse,  N.  Y., 
and  also  was  employed  by  the  H.  A.  Moyer  Carriage  Works,  of  Syracuse. 
Mr.  Singleton  returned  to  Watertown  in  1891  and  spent  two  years  with 
the  Excelsior  Carriage  Company.  He  became  a  member  of  the  local  police 
force  in  July,  1893,  and  in  March,  1898,  became  sergeant.  He  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  rank  of  captain  of  the  detective  force  in  October,  1908,  and 
accepted  the  duties  of  chief  of  police,  July  11,  1913. 

In  1888  Mr.  Singleton  married  Miss  Mary  Casey,  who  died  in  Water- 
town  in  1929.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Catherine  (Murphy) 
Casey,  who  were  natives  of  Ireland.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Singleton  were  born 
six  children:  1.  Thomas,  married  Anna  Bird,  lives  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  2. 
Delaney,  married  M.  Crossett,  lives  at  Columbus,  Ohio.  By  a  former 
marriage  he  has  two  daughters,  Mary  and  Jane.  3.  Florence,  lives  at 
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Watertown.  4.  Beatrice,  married  Alfred  Gilligan,  lives  at  Watertown. 
They  have  a  daughter,  Barbara.  5.  Edward,  deceased.  6.  Catherine, 
deceased. 

Mr.  Singleton  holds  membership  in  Holy  Family  Catholic  Church,  and 
is  a  charter  member  of  Watertown  Council,  No.  259,  Knights  of  Columbus, 
Fourth  Degree.  He  is  also  a  life  member  of  the  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  No.  496. 
He  has  served  as  president  of  the  New  York  State  Chiefs  of  Police  Asso¬ 
ciation,  and  as  treasurer  of  the  International  Association  of  Chiefs  of 
Police. 


Charles  Hayden. — One  of  the  representative  and  public  spirited  citizens 
of  Sackets  Harbor  is  Charles  Hayden,  village  treasurer,  and  successful  real 
estate  operator.  He  has  also  been  station  agent  at  this  place  for  the  New 
York  Central  Railroad  for  almost  25  years.  He  was  born  at  Waddington, 
N.  Y.,  April  23,  1881,  the  son  of  Mathew  and  Ellen  (O’Donahue)  Hayden. 

Both  Mathew  Hayden  and  his  wife  were  born  in  County  Killarney,  Ire¬ 
land,  and  after  their  marriage  in  Montreal  they  settled  in  Kingston,  On¬ 
tario,  where  Mr.  Hayden  learned  the  tanner’s  trade.  He  became  an  expert 
in  the  finishing  of  leathers  and  later  lived  at  Waddington,  N.  Y.,  where  he 
continued  as  a  tanner  for  a  number  of  years,  later  moving  to  Canton.  He 
retired  in  1890  and  died  in  October,  1930.  He  is  buried  at  Canton,  N.  Y., 
and  his  widow  lives  at  that  place.  Mr.  Hayden  was  a  Republican  and  held 
membership  in  St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hayden  were 
born  the  following  children:  John,  lives  at  Potsdam,  N.  Y. ;  Matthew,  lives 
at  Canton,  N.  Y.,  where  he  has  been  connected  with  the  St.  Lawrence  Plain 
Dealer  for  45  years ;  William,  a  graduate  of  St.  Lawrence  University,  con¬ 
nected  with  the  postal  department  at  Canton,  N.  Y.;  Charles,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch ;  Frank,  lives  at  Fulton,  N.  Y. ;  Clarence,  deceased ;  Clifton, 
who  is  connected  with  the  Rutland  Railroad,  Middlebury,  Vt. ;  and  Harold, 
who  is  principal  of  Antwerp  (N.  Y.)  High  School. 

Charles  Hayden  was  educated  in  the  public  and  high  schools  of  Canton, 
N.  Y.  As  a  young  man  he  learned  telegraphy  and  in  1903  became  an  oper¬ 
ator  for  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  at  Canton.  The  following  year  he 
was  transferred  to  Boonville,  N.  Y.,  as  operator  and  clerk,  and  in  1907 
went  to  Chaumont,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Hayden  came  to  Sackets  Harbor  on  Feb.  9, 
1909,  as  agent.  He  has  been  interested  in  the  real  estate  business  here 
since  1915  and  specializes  in  residence  and  farm  property. 

In  1907  Mr.  Hayden  married  Miss  Maude  H.  Collins,  who  is  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Thomas  and  Susan  (Tanner)  Collins,  natives  of  Carthage  and  North 
Lawrence,  respectively.  Both  are  buried  at  Canton.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hay¬ 
den  have  two  children:  1.  Robert  E.,  bom  July  7,  1908,  a  graduate  of 
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Sackets  Harbor  High  School  in  1926  and  Colgate  University  in  1930.  He 
was  prominent  in  athletics  at  the  latter  institution  and  is  now  coach  and 
science  instructor  at  Congers  (N.  Y.)  High  School.  2.  Pauline  Elizabeth. 

Politically,  Mr.  Hayden  is  a  Republican.  He  has  been  president  of  the 
local  board  of  education  and  is  now  village  treasurer.  He  holds  member¬ 
ship  in  St.  Andrew’s  Catholic  Church,  and  the  Watertown  Council  No.  259, 
Knights  of  Columbus,  4th  degree.  He  has  been  active  in  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  of  Sackets  Harbor,  having  held  various  offices  in  that  organiza¬ 
tion.  It  was  through  Mr.  Hayden’s  efforts  that  the  present  fine  play¬ 
ground  for  children  was  established.  He  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  com¬ 
munity’s  civic  leaders.  He  was  general  chairman  of  the  reception  commit¬ 
tee  when  Gov.  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  visited  Sackets  Harbor  in  1929. 


Harold  Hastings  Illingworth,  deceased,  was  a  representative  citizen  and 
highly  esteemed  business  man  of  Watertown  for  many  years.  He  was 
born  at  Saltaire,  England,  Jan.  10,  1879,  and  died  in  Watertown,  Oct.  16, 
1918.  Mr.  Illingworth  was  the  son  of  Henry  and  Ruth  (Greenwood)  Illing¬ 
worth. 

Both  Henry  Illingworth  and  his  wife  are  deceased.  They  were  natives 
of  England  and  after  their  arrival  in  this  country  lived  at  Saxton  River, 
Vt.,  where  Mr.  Illingworth  became  widely  known  as  an  expert  wool  buyer. 
He  and  his  wife  are  buried  at  Saxton  River.  He  was  a  Republican  and  a 
member  of  the  Baptist  Church.  The  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Illing¬ 
worth  were:  Harold  Hastings,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Percival  Ben- 
tick,  fruit  grower,  lives  at  Chester,  Vt. ;  Ernest  Frederick,  postmaster, 
lives  at  Springfield,  Vt. ;  Archibald  Greenwood,  lives  at  Bellows  Falls,  Vt. ; 
Edith,  lives  at  Rochester,  N.  Y. ;  Grace,  married  Roy  Mould,  lives  at  Roches¬ 
ter,  N.  Y. ;  Robert,  lives  at  St.  Paul,  Minn. ;  and  Harry,  lives  at  Rochester, 
N.  Y. 

Harold  Hastings  Illingworth  was  six  years  old  when  he  came  to  this 
country  with  his  parents.  He  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Saxton  River,  Vt.,  and  attended  Vermont  Academy  after  his  graduation 
from  Saxton  River  High  School.  He  spent  a  year  in  a  return  visit  to  Eng¬ 
land  and  then  attended  Salem  Commercial  College  in  Massachusetts.  Mr. 
Illingworth  enlisted  for  service  in  the  U.  S.  Army  and  was  stationed  in  the 
Philippine  Islands  for  three  years,  after  which  he  was  discharged.  He 
began  his  business  career  with  the  New  York  Telephone  Company,  at  New¬ 
bury,  N.  Y.,  and  later  was  identified  with  the  Folger  Boat  Company  at 
Clayton,  N.  Y.  He  came  to  Watertown  as  a  clerk  in  the  office  of  the  super¬ 
intendent  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad,  and  soon  after  became  con- 
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nected  with  the  interests  of  the  Agricultural  Insurance  Company,  with 
whom  he  was  identified  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1918. 

Mr.  Illingworth  married  Miss  Maude  Parker,  the  daughter  of  George 
Wilbur  and  Alice  (Colton)  Parker,  who  were  natives  of  Saekets  Harbor. 
The  former  died  Feb.  17,  1918,  and  the  latter  Dec.  9,  1919.  They  had  two 
children:  Maude  Illingworth  and  Floyd,  who  lives  at  Saekets  Harbor.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Illingworth  were  born  two  sons:  Harold  Parker,  married 
Miss  Madeline  Lang,  lives  at  Rochester,  N.  Y. ;  and  Floyd  Greenwood,  lives 
at  Saekets  Harbor. 

Mr.  Illingworth  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  and  belonged  to  Watertown  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  58.  His  widow  is 
librarian  at  the  Hay  Memorial  Library  in  Saekets  Harbor. 


Sheldon  G.  Stratton,  who  is  widely  known  in  Jefferson  County  as  the 
capable  postmaster  of  Saekets  Harbor,  is  a  native  of  that  place.  He  was 
born  Nov.  16,  1888,  the  son  of  Joseph  N.  and  Ellen  M.  (Whalen)  Stratton. 

Joseph  N.  Stratton  was  born  at  Smithville,  N.  Y.,  and  his  wife  was  a 
native  of  Adams,  Jefferson  County.  For  35  years  Mr.  Stratton  was  a  stew¬ 
ard  on  vessels  on  the  Great  Lakes,  and  after  leaving  that  work  he  owned 
and  operated  a  general  store  at  Saekets  Harbor,  under  the  firm  name  of 
J.  N.  Stratton  &  Son.  The  business  was  liquidated  in  1923  and  at  that 
time  Mr.  Stratton  retired.  He  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyter¬ 
ian  Church,  and  has  the  following  lodge  affiliations:  Saekets  Harbor 
Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  135,  Past  Master;  Saekets  Harbor  Chapter  R.  A.  M. 
No.  68,  Past  High  Priest;  and  Watertown  Commandery  K.  T.  No.  11.  Mrs. 
Stratton  died  in  1927  and  is  buried  at  Saekets  Harbor.  There  were  two 
children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stratton:  Lena,  married  Walter  G.  New- 
burn,  lives  at  Rutherford,  N.  J. ;  and  Sheldon  G.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Sheldon  G.  Stratton  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Saekets  Harbor.  He  learned  the  jeweler’s  trade  with  Frank  L.  Wells,  de¬ 
ceased,  in  whose  employ  he  remained  for  12  years.  In  1916  he  went  to 
Canastota,  N.  Y.,  as  a  jeweler  but  the  following  year  returned  to  Saekets 
Harbor,  where  he  was  identified  with  the  business  of  J.  N.  Stratton  &  Son 
until  1923.  Mr.  Stratton  was  appointed  postmaster  of  Saekets  Harbor  on 
Nov.  25,  1922,  during  the  administration  of  President  Warren  G.  Harding. 
He  was  subsequently  re-appointed  to  office  by  President  Coolidge  and  Presi¬ 
dent  Herbert  Hoover.  Before  accepting  the  office  of  postmaster  Mr.  Strat¬ 
ton  had  served  as  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Hounsfield.  He  has  always 
taken  an  active  and  prominent  part  in  the  civic  life  of  the  community  in 
which  he  lives. 
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On  June  28,  1909,  Mr.  Stratton  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Eliza¬ 
beth  M.  Marsh,  and  they  have  two  children:  S.  Marsh,  attends  Cornell 
University;  and  Murray  William,  attends  Sackets  Harbor  High  School. 

Mr.  Stratton  is  a  Republican  and  at  the  present  time  is  president  of  the 
local  board  of  education.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
belongs  to  Sackets  Harbor  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  135,  Past  Master;  Sackets 
Harbor  Chapter  R.  A.  M.  No.  68;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  11; 
and  Media  Temple.  He  has  also  served  as  president  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 


Walter  Edward  Gurney. — One  of  the  leading  citizens  of  Jefferson 
County  is  Mr.  Gurney,  who  lives  retired  at  Sackets  Harbor,  where  he  is 
resident  trustee  of  Hay  Memorial  Library.  He  was  born  at  Sackets  Har¬ 
bor,  April  3,  1870,  the  son  of  Norman  and  Maria  C.  (Vaughan)  Gurney. 

Norman  Gurney  successfully  engaged  in  business  at  Sackets  Harbor  for 
many  years.  He  was  born  at  Watertown  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of 
Sackets  Harbor.  In  1849  Mr.  Gurney  went  west  to  California  and  was 
fairly  successful  in  gold  prospecting.  Upon  his  return  to  New  York  he  be¬ 
came  interested  in  the  drug  business  with  Col.  Walter  B.  Camp,  and  when 
the  latter  retired  from  the  firm  Mr.  Gurney  became  associated  with  John  S. 
Pettit.  At  the  latter’s  death  his  son  continued  the  business  and  is  still 
thus  engaged.  Mr.  Gurney  and  his  wife  are  deceased  and  are  buried  at 
Sackets  Harbor.  He  was  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  Sackets  Harbor  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M. 
No.  135,  being  Master  of  the  lodge  for  26  years,  and  High  Priest  of  Sackets 
Harbor  Chapter  No.  68  R.  A.  M.  for  22  years.  The  only  child  bom  to  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Gurney  was  Walter  Edward,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  Maria  C. 
(Vaughan)  Gurney  was  the  daughter  of  Commodore  William  and  Abbie  C. 
Vaughan,  natives  of  Pennsylvania  and  New  York,  respectively.  Mr. 
Vaughan  was  commissioned  a  commodore  in  the  U.  S.  Navy  by  President 
Madison,  and  his  papers  of  appointment  are  still  in  the  possession  of  Mrs. 
Gurney.  He  was  in  charge  of  the  “old  pig  gun,”  used  in  the  War  of  1812, 
and  when  the  British  attacked  Horse  Island  Lighthouse  with  the  ship, 
“Royal  George,”  they  were  out  of  cannon  and  when  the  Royal  George 
threw  over  a  ball,  it  fell  short  and  was  picked  up  by  a  U.  S.  Marine  and 
wrapped  with  cloth  and  fired  from  the  “old  pig  gun.”  It  killed  14  men, 
wounded  28,  and  tore  away  the  main  mast,  and  the  Royal  George  sailed 
away. 

Walter  Edward  Gurney  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Sackets  Harbor  and  attended  Adams  Collegiate  Institute  after  his  gradu¬ 
ation  from  high  school.  He  became  an  electrical  engineer  for  the  Western 
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Electric  Company  and  served  in  that  capacity  for  six  years.  He  then 
returned  to  Sackets  Harbor  and  established  a  general  mercantile  business, 
which  he  successfully  conducted  until  his  retirement  on  July  3,  1931. 

In  1900  Mr.  Gurney  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Helen  S.  Stotler, 
the  daughter  of  Mortimer  and  Eunice  (Wilson)  Stotler,  of  Theresa,  N.  Y., 
where  they  lived  retired.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gurney  have  four  children:  1. 
June,  a  graduate  of  Potsdam  Normal  School,  now  a  teacher  in  the  schools 
of  New  York  Mills,  N.  Y.  2.  Evelyn,  a  graduate  of  Potsdam  Normal 
School,  now  a  teacher  in  the  schools  of  Dolgeville,  N.  Y.  3.  Norman,  a 
graduate  of  New  York  University,  now  identified  with  the  Bethlehem 
Steel  Company  of  New  York.  4.  Vaughan,  a  student. 

Mr.  Gurney  is  identified  with  the  Democratic  party  in  politics,  and  is 
a  prominent  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  having  served  for  the 
past  15  years  as  president  of  the  board  of  trustees.  He  belongs  to  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  is  affiliated  with  Sackets  Harbor  Lodge  F.  & 
A.  M.  No.  135;  Sackets  Harbor  Chapter  R.  A.  M.  No.  68;  and  Knights  of 
Pythias  No.  268,  Past  Chancellor. 


George  Van  Santvoord  Camp,  deceased,  was  recognized  as  one  of  the 
able  business  men  and  substantial  citizens  of  Watertown,  where  he  was 
cashier  of  the  Jefferson  County  National  Bank  for  a  number  of  years. 
He  was  born  in  that  city,  Dec.  9,  1860,  and  died  Feb.  2,  1915.  He  is  buried 
in  Brookside  Cemetery,  Watertown.  Mr.  Camp  was  the  son  of  Talcott 
Hale  and  Ann  Elizabeth  (Sewall)  Camp. 

Talcott  Hale  Camp  was  born  at  Utica,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  17,  1816.  His  father 
moved  to  Sackets  Harbor  when  he  was  a  small  child  and  he  was  educated 
there.  He  located  in  Watertown  in  1840  and  established  a  drug  and  paint 
business  in  the  Paddock  Building,  a  store  which  ultimately  came  under 
the  management  of  his  son,  Walter  H.  Camp,  and  the  late  George  B. 
Massey.  Mr.  Camp  was  one  of  the  earliest  advocates  of  the  railroad 
between  Rome  and  Cape  Vincent,  and  in  1863  was  elected  to  the  direc¬ 
torate  of  the  road.  He  was  a  trustee  of  the  Watertown  Steam  Engine 
Company.  For  30  years  he  was  a  trustee  of  the  Jefferson  County  Savings 
Bank  and  was  president  of  that  institution  for  several  years  before  his 
death.  In  1856  he  was  elected  president  of  the  Jefferson  County  National 
Bank.  Mr.  Camp  was  a  prominent  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church.  He  was  married  on  June  3,  1847,  to  Miss  Ann  Elizabeth  Sewall, 
the  daughter  of  Henry  D.  Sewall.  They  had  three  sons:  Fred  Sewall, 
Walter  Hale  and  George  Van  Santvoord.  Mr.  Camp  died  Feb.  7,  1897, 
and  his  wife  died  June  3,  1888. 
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The  Camp  family  is  of  English  origin  and  bore  its  coat-of-arms  as 
early  as  1597,  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth.  The  founder  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  branch  of  the  family  was  Nicholas  Camp,  who  immigrated  in  1630. 
The  name,  Nicholas  Camp,  is  found  on  the  record  at  Milford,  Conn.,  in 
1639,  and  at  Wethersfield  in  1646.  Elnathan  Camp,  a  direct  descendant 
of  Nicholas  Camp,  married  Eunice  Talcott.  They  had  four  sons  and 
three  daughters.  Elnathan  Camp  was  a  captain  and  a  quartermaster  in 
the  Continental  Army.  Talcott  Camp,  eldest  son  of  Elnathan  Camp,  was 
born  in  1762  and  died  in  1832.  He  was  a  student  at  Yale  University  at  the 
age  of  19,  and  left  college  to  go  with  his  father  in  the  army.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Durham  Connecticut  Company,  and  was  commissary  officer. 
He  was  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Utica,  where  he  settled  in  1798.  He  was 
at  one  time  president  of  the  village  of  Utica.  He  made  the  long  journey 
on  horseback  to  Fort  Washington,  now  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  to  locate  land 
warrants  granted  for  Revolutionary  service.  His  wife,  Nancy,  was  a 
daughter  of  Capt.  Jonathan  Hale.  Mr.  Camp’s  warmest  friend  was  Com¬ 
modore  John  Paul  Jones,  of  Revolutionary  fame.  Their  son,  George  Camp, 
was  born  in  the  historic  town  of  Glastonbury,  Conn.,  Aug.  8,  1790.  In  the 
winter  of  1816-17  he  came  to  Sackets  Harbor,  where  he  set  up  the  first 
printing  press  in  the  village  and  issued  the  first  newspaper  ever  published 
there,  a  paper  which  was  noted  as  being  a  warm  champion  of  federalistic 
doctrine,  and  at  the  same  time  a  vigorous  exponent  of  local  interests. 
His  wife  was  Elizabeth  Hitchcock,  the  daughter  of  Eliakim  Hitchcock,  a 
native  of  Connecticut.  There  were  born  to  George  and  Elizabeth  Camp 
three  sons:  Talcott  Hale,  George  Hull,  and  Col.  Walter  B.  Camp. 

George  Van  Santvoord  Camp  was  graduated  from  Mt.  Pleasant  Mili¬ 
tary  Academy  at  Ossining-on-the-Hudson,  after  which  he  entered  Am¬ 
herst  College,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1882.  While  there  he  was 
the  college  organist.  Upon  the  completion  of  his  college  work  Mr.  Camp 
returned  to  Watertown  and  became  identified  with  the  Jefferson  County 
National  Bank,  with  which  he  was  actively  connected  until  the  date  of  his 
death.  He  advanced  through  the  various  positions  to  the  office  of  assistant 
cashier,  and  at  the  death  of  Smith  T.  Woolworth  in  1907  Mr.  Camp  became 
cashier.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  Savings  Bank  and  trustee,  and  was  a  director  of  the  Bank  of 
Antwerp,  and  trustee  of  the  Northern  New  York  Trust  Company. 

Mr.  Camp  was  one  of  the  finest  musicians  in  the  city  of  Watertown. 
Upon  the  completion  of  his  college  work  he  became  organist  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Watertown,  and  gave  his  services  gratuitously 
to  the  church  throughout  his  career,  also  being  choir  master  for  many 
years,  an  office  which  he  also  filled  without  financial  remuneration.  In 
1889  he  gave  a  fine  organ  to  the  church,  which  is  one  of  its  prized  posses- 
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sions.  Not  only  had  he  been  the  leader  in  the  church  music  at  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  but  for  years  he  had  played  gratuitously  Sunday 
evenings  at  Faith  Chapel. 

Mr.  Camp  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Knowlton,  the  daughter  of  George 
W.  Knowlton,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history.  Their 
children  were:  Paul  Van  Santvoord,  who  married  Miss  Emma  Graves, 
and  they  have  two  sons,  Van  S.  and  Henry  Sewall.  They  live  at  Portland, 
Ore.  2.  Frances  K.,  married  Wiser  Brown,  lives  at  Southport,  Conn.  They 
have  a  daughter,  Ann.  3.  Elizabeth,  married  A.  K.  Spencer.  They  have 
a  son,  A.  K.,  Jr. 

Mr.  Camp  served  as  president  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  in  1896-97  and  also 
had  been  treasurer  of  the  City  Anti-Tuberculosis  Committee.  He  held 
membership  in  Black  River  Valley  Club,  Jefferson  County  Golf  Club,  and 
Delta  Upsilon  fraternity. 

Mrs.  Camp  now  lives  at  Sackets  Harbor. 


Stanley  R.  Adams. — One  of  the  progressive  young  business  men  of 
Jefferson  County  is  Stanley  R.  Adams,  who  is  vice  president  and  superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Imperial  Biscuit  Company,  of  Sackets  Harbor.  He  was 
born  at  Pillar  Point,  N.  Y.,  July  16,  1892,  the  son  of  Bray  ton  C.  and 
Hattie  (Graham)  Adams. 

Brayton  C.  Adams  is  a  native  of  New  York,  born  at  Pillar  Point,  and 
he  still  resides  there.  Throughout  his  life  he  has  been  interested  in  gen¬ 
eral  farming  and  stock  raising  and  is  the  owner  of  over  100  acres  of  land. 
He  is  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church.  Hattie 
(Graham)  Adams  died  in  1919  and  is  buried  at  Dexter,  N.  Y.  She  was 
survived  by  two  children:  Stanley  R.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Ruth, 
married  Roger  Lamphear,  lives  at  Rodman,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Adams  later  mar¬ 
ried  Miss  Lena  Carpenter  and  they  have  a  daughter,  Kathryn. 

Stanley  R.  Adams  grew  up  on  his  father’s  farm  and  was  educated  in 
the  Dexter  public  schools,  and  also  attended  the  Dexter  High  School.  He 
completed  a  course  of  study  at  Northern  Business  College  in  1910,  and 
for  a  time  was  a  farmer.  Later,  he  was  connected  with  the  town  of  Brown- 
ville  in  Jefferson  County.  He  came  to  Sackets  Harbor  in  1924  as  superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Imperial  Biscuit  Company,  manufacturers  of  dog  and  fox 
biscuits.  Their  products  enjoy  a  wide  distribution  throughout  the  entire 
United  States.  In  1928  Mr.  Adams  assumed  the  duties  of  vice  president 
and  superintendent  of  the  company. 

In  1913  Mr.  Adams  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Grace  Johnson, 
the  daughter  of  Orson  and  Anna  (McKeever)  Johnson,  natives  of  Canada 
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and  now  residents  of  Pillar  Point,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Johnson  is  a  retired  farmer. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Adams  have  no  children. 

Mr.  Adams  is  a  Republican  and  is  secretary  of  the  Sackets  Harbor  Fire 
Department.  He  is  a  trustee  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  belongs  to 
Sackets  Harbor  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  135,  Master;  Sackets  Harbor  Chap¬ 
ter  R.  A.  M.  No.  68,  Scribe ;  Watertown  Coommandery  K.  T.  No.  11 ;  and 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 


Edward  Villars,  who  is  vice  president  of  the  National  Exchange  Bank 
and  Trust  Company,  and  proprietor  of  the  Edward  Villars  Drug  Store,  of 
Carthage,  is  one  of  the  progressive,  enterprising  and  civic  leaders  of 
Jefferson  County.  He  is  a  native  of  Jefferson  County,  born  at  Antwerp, 
March  23,  1861. 

Edward  and  Mary  (Brown)  Villars,  grandparents  of  the  subject  of 
this  sketch,  lived  and  died  in  County  Limerick,  Ireland,  where  he  was  a 
farmer.  His  ancestors  were  French  refugees  who  settled  in  Ireland.  His 
wife  was  the  daughter  of  Patrick  Brown,  a  farmer  of  the  same  locality. 

Patrick  Villars,  son  of  Edward  and  Mary  (Brown)  Villars,  was  born 
at  Castletown  Conyers,  County  Limerick,  Ireland,  where  he  remained  until 
he  was  20  years  of  age.  He  sailed  from  Liverpool,  England,  in  May,  1847, 
and  after  a  voyage  of  four  weeks  landed  in  Boston,  Mass.,  on  June  3rd. 
He  proceeded  at  once  to  the  town  of  Antwerp,  Jefferson  County,  and  for 
some  time  was  employed  in  the  blast  furnaces  there.  He  later  purchased 
and  operated  a  farm  between  the  villages  of  Antwerp  and  Philadelphia.  In 
1873  he  left  the  farm  and  spent  three  years  in  the  coal  business.  He  lived 
in  Carthage  from  1876  until  the  time  of  his  death.  For  several  years  he 
was  in  charge  of  Nunn’s  Pump  Factory,  and  in  1887  joined  his  son  in 
establishing  a  drug  business,  which  has  since  been  conducted  under  the 
firm  name  of  Edward  Villars  &  Company.  Mr.  Villars  was  independent 
in  politics  and  was  an  active  member  of  St.  James  Catholic  Church.  He 
served  as  school  director  but  declined  all  other  public  offices.  Mr.  Villars 
was  married  April  8,  1855,  in  Carthage,  to  Miss  Ann  McNulty,  who  was 
born  at  Ballynagh,  County  Sligo,  Ireland,  in  1835.  She  came  to  this 
country  with  her  widowed  mother,  Ellen  (Clark)  McNulty,  and  sisters,  in 
1849.  Her  father  was  James  McNulty.  Ann  (McNulty)  Villars  died 
Oct.  11,  1902.  Six  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Villars:  Maria, 
James,  Edward,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Ella,  Carrie  A.,  and  Thomas. 

Edward  Villars  attended  the  public  schools  of  Antwerp,  Sterlingville, 
and  West  Carthage,  and  spent  two  years  at  Villanova  College,  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  For  four  years  he  was  identified  with  the  drug  business  of 
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C.  L.  Fredericks,  of  Carthage,  and  he  later  completed  a  course  at  the 
Albany  School  of  Pharmacy,  a  branch  of  Union  College,  being  graduated 
in  1887.  He  at  once  engaged  in  business  at  Carthage  in  association  with 
his  father. 

Mr.  Villars  was  one  of  the  organizers  in  1901  of  the  National  Ex¬ 
change  Bank,  and  became  a  director.  On  Dec.  1,  1927,  he  was  elected 
vice  president  and  director,  and  he  retained  the  executive  position  at  the 
date  of  the  reorganization  in  1929. 

Mr.  Villars  was  married  on  June  13,  1900,  to  Miss  Carrie  A.  Carroll, 
the  daughter  of  Thomas  Carroll,  an  early  settler  of  Pinckney,  Lewis 
County.  He  lived  on  the  same  farm  for  over  half  a  century  and  died  in 
1897  at  the  age  of  83  years.  His  wife,  Mary  Murphy,  came  to  this 
country  from  County  Meath,  Ireland,  at  the  age  of  40  years.  She  was 
the  daughter  of  John  and  Julia  Murphy,  who  settled  at  Denmark,  Lewis 
County.  Mary  (Murphy)  Carroll  died  in  1891  at  the  age  of  65  years. 
Their  children  were:  1.  Charles,  who  died  in  1901.  2.  Carrie  A.  Villars. 
3.  Jennie,  married  James  Galvin. 

Mr.  Villars  is  a  director  of  Mercy  Hospital,  Watertown,  trustee  of 
Carthage  Public  Library,  vice  president  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
Jefferson  County  Tubercular  Sanitarium,  and  a  member  of  the  Jefferson 
County  Farm  Bureau.  He  is  active  in  Boy  Scout  work,  having  served  as 
president  of  the  Jefferson-Lewis  Council  in  1929-30-31,  and  he  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  National  Council,  Boy  Scouts  of  America.  He  was  one  of  the 
organizers  and  served  as  first  president  of  the  Rotary  Club,  and  has  been 
vice  president  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  is  affiliated  with  the 
Knights  of  Columbus,  Fourth  Degree,  Carthage  Council,  No.  291,  Past 
Grand  Knight.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Black  River  Valley  Club,  and  is  a 
director  of  Carlowden  Country  Club. 

Mr.  Villars  is  a  Democrat.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Carthage 
School  Board  for  40  years,  and  has  held  the  office  as  president  of  that 
body  since  1916. 


Frank  Benjamin  Lehman.— Highly  esteemed  as  the  mayor  of  Sackets 
Harbor,  Mr.  Lehman  has  had  a  colorful  military  career,  having  served  in 
the  Spanish-American  and  World  Wars.  He  was  born  at  Harrisburg,  Pa., 
Nov.  25,  1864,  the  son  of  Dr.  Leander  and  Mary  Ann  (Auxer)  Lehman. 

Dr.  Leander  Lehman  was  born  in  Lancaster  County,  Pa.,  July  23,  1834, 
and  his  wife  was  a  native  of  the  same  county,  born  July  20,  1838.  He 
served  throughout  the  Civil  War  as  a  staff  officer  and  later  became  widely 
known  in  surgery  as  a  cancer  specialist.  He  died  in  September,  1912,  and 
his  wife  died  in  1921.  Both  are  buried  at  Harrisburg.  Dr.  Lehman  was 
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a  Republican  and  served  as  a  member  of  the  Harrisburg  city  council.  He 
held  membership  in  the  United  Brethren  Church  and  belonged  to  the 
Masonic  Lodge.  To  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Lehman  were  born  12  children,  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Alonzo  George,  who  is  president  of  the  Apparel  Manufacturing 
Company,  Shippensburg,  Pa.;  Ella  D.  Schultz,  who  died  in  1931;  Rev. 
Henry  D.,  deceased;  Frank  Benjamin,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Fred, 
Sadie  R.,  Jacob  M.,  Samuel  E.,  and  Edwin  L.,  all  live  at  Camden,  N.  J. ; 
Ida  May,  William  and  Charles  A.,  all  deceased. 

Frank  Benjamin  Lehman  attended  the  public  and  high  schools  of 
Harrisburg,  Pa.,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1882.  He  then  took  up 
the  study  of  medicine  in  his  father’s  office,  but  in  September,  1886,  enlisted 
as  a  musician  in  the  U.  S.  Army  and  was  sent  to  David  Island,  N.  Y., 
which  later  became  known  as  Fort  Slocum.  He  was  subsequently  assigned 
to  the  6th  Infantry  Band  at  Fort  Douglas,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah.  When 
the  regiment  was  transferred  to  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kan.,  he  went  as  a 
member  of  the  guard  of  honor,  and  was  discharged  on  Sept.  19,  1891,  at 
Fort  Thomas,  Ky.,  as  principal  musician.  He  re-enlisted  on  Oct.  1,  1891, 
in  Company  B,  15th  Infantry,  at  Fort  Sheridan,  Ill.,  and  was  promoted 
to  first  sergeant  on  April  7,  1892.  He  was  discharged  as  first  sergeant 
Sept.  30,  1896,  but  re-enlisted  in  the  same  company  with  his  former  rank 
Oct.  1st.  His  company  was  stationed  in  Chicago  in  1894  and  was  part  of 
the  military  guard  of  honor  at  the  Columbian  Fair.  The  regiment  was 
transferred  to  Fort  Grant,  Ariz.,  in  1896  and  during  the  Spanish-American 
War  was  sent  to  Cuba,  on  July  25,  1899.  Mr.  Lehman  was  appointed  post 
commissary  sergeant.  He  returned  to  the  United  States  in  March,  1901, 
and  at  that  time  was  assigned  to  West  Point,  N.  Y.,  for  duty.  Three  years 
later  he  was  sent  to  Mahli  Island  in  the  Philippines  and  served  as  post 
commissary  sergeant  with  the  Seventh  Infantry  until  the  island  was  com¬ 
pletely  destroyed  by  a  hurricane.  He  then  went  to  Camp  Greeg,  Pangasa- 
min  Department,  Philippine  Islands,  and  on  July  25,  1906,  sailed  for  the 
United  States.  He  retired  from  the  service  on  Aug.  10,  1912. 

Mr.  Lehman  then  served  as  clerk  in  the  offices  of  the  quartermaster 
corps  at  Eagle  Pass,  Texas,  and  at  the  outbreak  of  the  World  War  became 
chief  clerk  of  the  training  camp  mess  at  Madison  Barracks,  Sackets 
Harbor.  He  was  commissioned  as  captain  in  the  quartermaster  corps, 
U.  S.  Army,  in  August,  1917,  and  was  stationed  for  a  time  at  Camp  Hill, 
Newport  News,  Va.  This  outfit  sailed  for  France  on  Dec.  25,  1917,  and 
Mr.  Lehman  saw  active  service  at  Bordeaux  until  July  15,  1919.  He  was 
discharged  with  the  rank  of  captain  on  Aug.  5,  1919. 

In  1893  Mr.  Lehman  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Matilda  Swan¬ 
son,  the  daughter  of  Carl  Swanson,  a  native  of  Sweden,  now  deceased. 
They  had  three  daughters:  1.  Violet  Frances,  married  Glenn  Fradenburg, 
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lives  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.  They  have  two  children,  Frances  0.  and  Evan. 
2.  Ethel,  who  is  deceased.  3.  Myrtle,  married  Henry  G.  Baird,  lives  at 
Southampton,  Long  Island.  They  have  two  sons,  Benjamin  Lehman  and 
David  Talmadge. 

Politically,  Mr.  Lehman  is  a  Republican.  He  was  appointed  mayor 
of  Sackets  Harbor  in  August,  1930,  to  fill  an  unexpired  term,  and  in 
March,  1931,  was  elected  to  the  office.  He  holds  membership  in  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows, 
Past  Noble  Grand  and  now  Treasurer;  Sackets  Harbor  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M. 
No.  135,  Past  Master;  Sackets  Harbor  Chapter  R.  A.  M.  No.  68,  Past  High 
Priest;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  11;  Media  Temple;  Vida  Chap¬ 
ter  of  the  Eastern  Star,  Patron  for  ten  years;  and  Knights  of  Pythias, 
No.  368,  Past  Chancellor  Commander.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 


Col.  William  V.  Ewers,  M.  D.— The  lifework  of  William  V.  Ewers,  of 
Sackets  Harbor,  is  a  record  of  high  achievement  in  the  profession  of 
medicine,  and  he  has  also  had  a  brilliant  military  career.  Doctor  Ewers 
was  born  at  Ft.  Hays,  Kan.,  Aug.  5,  1871,  the  son  of  Gen.  Ezra  P.  and 
Sylvia  (Vaux)  Ewers. 

Gen.  Ezra  P.  Ewers  was  born  at  Wayneport,  now  Macedon,  N.  Y., 
April  13,  1837,  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of  Evansville,  Ind.  During  the 
Civil  Mar  he  enlisted  and  in  1863,  after  one  year  in  the  service,  was  com¬ 
missioned  a  second  lieutenant  in  the  19th  U.  S.  Infantry.  He  was  wounded 
at  the  battle  of  Chicamauga  and  in  1866  was  commissioned  a  captain.  He 
served  throughout  the  Indian  Wars  in  the  west  with  the  U.  S.  Regular 
Army  and  after  a  long  military  career  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  briga¬ 
dier  general.  During  the  Spanish-American  War  he  was  put  in  charge  of 
the  9th  U.  S.  Infantry  at  the  battle  of  San  Juan  Hill,  and  in  1901  was 
retired  from  the  service.  General  Ewers  was  living  at  Owensboro,  Ky.,  at 
the  time  of  his  death  in  January,  1912.  His  wife  died  in  October,  1899. 
Both  are  buried  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.  He  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of 
the  Episcopal  Church,  and  was  a  Royal  Arch  Mason,  being  affiliated  with 
Sackets  Harbor  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  135.  There  were  three  children  in 
the  Ewers  family:  Mary  R.,  deceased;  William  V.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch ;  and  Ernest  P.,  deceased. 

The  eaily  education  of  William  V.  Ewers  was  received  at  the  various 
army  post  schools  where  his  father  was  on  duty.  He  attended  Racine 
College  in  Wisconsin  and  graduated  in  pharmacy  at  Northwestern  Univer¬ 
sity.  In  1894  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Pennsylvania,  spent  the  following  year  as  an  interne  in  the 
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Rochester  (N.  Y.)  City  Hospital,  now  General  Hospital,  and  began  the 
practice  of  medicine  in  Rochester  in  1895.  The  entire  professional  career 
of  Doctor  Ewers  was  spent  in  that  city  with  the  exception  of  time  spent 
in  the  service.  During  the  World  War  he  was  commissioned  a  major  in 
April,  1917,  and  ordered  to  active  duty  at  Fort  Benjamin  Harrison  in 
August  of  that  year.  He  became  chief  of  the  Medical  Service  of  Base 
Hospital  No.  19,  and  served  in  France,  being  promoted  to  lieutenant 
colonel  of  the  U.  S.  Medical  Corps  in  February,  1919.  He  was  discharged 
on  April  24,  1919,  and  at  that  time  resumed  his  private  practice  in  Roches¬ 
ter.  Doctor  Ewers  retired  in  1925  and  now  lives  at  Somerset,  Bermuda, 
with  the  exception  of  the  summer  months,  which  he  usually  spends  at  his 
home  in  Sackets  Harbor. 

In  1897  Doctor  Ewers  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Amy  Beach, 
the  daughter  of  Lt.  Gov.  Allen  C.  Beach.  He  was  born  at  Fairfield, 
Herkimer  County,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  9,  1825,  and  died  Oct.  17,  1918.  At  the  age 
of  13  years  Allen  C.  Beach  left  home  and  attended  Jordan  Academy  in 
Onondaga  County,  N.  Y.  He  later  attended  Mexico  Academy  and  in  1849 
was  graduated  with  honors  from  Union  College,  having  earned  his  own 
way  through  college.  He  came  to  Watertown  in  1849  and  became  pro¬ 
fessor  in  the  Black  River  Literary  and  Religious  Institution  for  one  year. 
He  then  entered  the  law  office  of  Joshua  Moore  and  while  studying  law 
he  also  taught  school.  In  1852  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  and  in  that 
fall  took  charge  of  Lafargeville  Academy.  The  following  year  he  formed 
a  partnership  with  Levi  H.  Brown,  and  they  continued  in  successful  prac¬ 
tice  until  1869.  Mr.  Beach  was  a  delegate  in  1860  to  the  National  Demo¬ 
cratic  convention  at  Charleston,  S.  C.,  and  also  the  adjourned  convention, 
which  was  held  later  at  Baltimore,  Md.  He  was  chairman  of  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  County  Committee  from  1860  until  1870,  and  in  1868  was  elected 
lieutenant  governor  of  New  York,  on  the  ticket  with  Gov.  John  T.  Hoff¬ 
man.  Mr.  Beach  was  opposed  by  Tammany  but  received  a  larger  vote  than 
Governor  Hoffman.  After  serving  two  terms  he  was  unanimously  re¬ 
elected  and  ran  at  the  head  of  his  ticket.  In  1877  he  was  elected  Secre¬ 
tary  of  State  and  served  in  that  office  from  1878  until  1880.  He  was  again 
a  delegate  to  the  National  Democratic  Conventions  in  1868-72  and  76.  In 
1862  Mr.  Beach  married  Miss  Olive  Pickering,  the  daughter  of  Capt.  Au¬ 
gustus  Pickering,  of  Sackets  Harbor.  She  died  in  1892.  Their  only  child 
was  Amy  Ewers.  In  1880  Mr.  Beach  retired  from  active  practice  and 
devoted  his  time  thereafter  to  the  management  of  his  personal  interests. 
He  was  in  charge  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Henry  Keep  Home  and 
was  vice  president  and  treasurer  of  the  institution.  He  was  a  director 
of  the  Watertown  Savings  Bank  and  a  member  of  the  executive  committee 
of  the  Watertown  Spring  Wagon  Company.

Doctor  Ewers  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  holds  membership  in 
the  Episcopal  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  Club  of  New 
York  City,  Crescent  Yacht  Club,  Military  Order  of  the  World  War,  and 
Bermuda  War  Veterans  Association. 

Doctor  and  Mrs.  Ewers  have  no  children. 


Fred  W.  Stearne. — Numbered  among  the  reliable  and  successful  busi¬ 
ness  men  of  Sackets  Harbor  is  Fred  W.  Stearne,  who  is  connected  with 
the  Fuel  &  Supply  Company.  He  was  born  at  Sackets  Harbor,  Feb.  23, 
1867,  the  son  of  Aaron  and  Caroline  (Morseman)  Stearne. 

Aaron  Stearne  was  a  native  of  Memel,  Germany,  and  his  wife  was  born 
at  Hounsfield,  Jefferson  County.  He  ran  away  from  home  in  early  youth 
and  came  to  the  United  States.  His  first  venture  in  this  country  was  a 
trip  to  California  during  the  “gold  rush”  and  he  later  lived  in  Iowa,  where 
he  engaged  in  the  general  mercantile  business.  He  then  removed  to  Adams, 
N.  Y.,  and  engaged  in  partnership  with  his  brother,  Philip  Stearne,  as 
proprietors  of  a  general  store.  Later,  Mr.  Stearne  lived  at  Sackets  Harbor 
and  conducted  a  business  at  that  place.  He  died  in  1910  and  his  wife  died 
in  1929.  Both  are  buried  at  Sackets  Harbor.  Mr.  Stearne  was  recognized 
as  an  expert  grader  of  furs  and  was  an  extensive  buyer.  He  usually  spent 
the  winter  months  in  Canada,  where  he  bought  fine  pelts,  his  headquarters 
for  this  particular  business  being  at  Kingston,  Ontario.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Stearne  were  the  parents  of  three  sons ;  Clark  M.,  a  sketch  of  whom 
appears  elsewhere  in  this  history;  Fred  W.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and 
Frank,  lives  at  Sackets  Harbor.  Mr.  Stearne  was  a  Democrat,  a  member 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  belonged  to  the  Masonic  Lodge. 

Fred  W.  Stearne  grew  up  at  Sackets  Harbor  and  was  educated  in  the 
public  schools.  He  became  a  telegrapher  and  was  an  operator  on  the 
Rome,  Ogdensburg  &  Watertown  Railroad,  being  stationed  at  Pierrepont 
Manor,  Watertown  Junction,  Watertown,  Boonville,  Alder  Creek  and 
Morristown.  In  1890  he  went  to  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  with  the  Chicago  & 
Northwestern  Railroad  as  an  operator  on  the  Omaha  Division.  He  re¬ 
mained  there  until  1905,  at  which  time  he  entered  the  employ  of  the 
Delaware,  Lackawanna  &  Western  Railroad  at  Scranton,  Pa.  He  subse¬ 
quently  was  an  operator  for  that  railroad  at  Pittston  and  Portland,  Pa., 
and  finally  became  station  agent  at  Fulton,  N.  Y.  His  next  position  was 
as  inspector  of  lighterage  at  New  York  Harbor,  and  later  he  opened  a 
new  transfer  station,  known  as  the  New  York  Transfer,  in  New  Jersey. 
In  1925  Mr.  Stearne  came  to  Sackets  Harbor.  After  a  time  he  went  to  Boga 
Grande,  Fla.,  as  agent  at  Bradley  Junction  for  the  Charlotte  Harbor  & 
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Northern  Railroad.  Upon  his  return  to  Sackets  Harbor  he  became  asso¬ 
ciated  in  business  with  his  brother,  Clarke  M.,  as  proprietors  of  the  Fuel 
&  Supply  Company.  A  branch  store  was  opened  at  Henderson  in  1921 
and  another  at  Theresa  in  1922.  In  1923  the  brothers  organized  the 
Sterling  Seed  &  Grain  Company  in  Watertown,  with  which  Mr.  Stearne 
has  since  been  identified. 

Mr.  Stearne  is  a  Democrat  and  is  serving  as  village  clerk  of  Sackets 
Harbor,  having  been  appointed  to  office  in  March,  1930,  and  re-appointed 
in  1931.  He  is  an  active  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  is  affili¬ 
ated  with  Sackets  Harbor  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  135,  Sackets  Harbor 
Chapter,  R.  A.  M.,  No.  68,  and  Knights  of  Pythias,  No.  368,  Past  Chancellor. 
He  is  secretary  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


Herbert  A.  Long,  who  is  secretary  and  director  of  the  Dexter  Sul¬ 
phite  Pulp  &  Paper  Company,  of  Dexter,  has  been  identified  with  the 
interests  of  that  company  for  a  period  of  26  years,  and  is  a  substantial 
and  widely  known  citizen  of  the  community  in  which  he  lives.  He  was 
born  at  Dundee,  Quebec,  Canada,  Aug.  18,  1876,  the  son  of  George  and 
Anna  M.  (Aubrey)  Long. 

George  Long  was  born  in  Dublin,  Ireland,  and  his  wife  was  a  native 
of  England.  Their  marriage  took  place  in  Canada,  where  they  lived  for 
many  years,  Mr.  Long  being  engaged  in  the  general  mercantile  business 
at  Dundee.

Gilbert  A.  Foote,  M.  D. — Ranking  high  among  the  successful  profes¬ 
sional  men  of  Jefferson  County  is  Doctor  Foote,  who  has  practiced  medi¬ 
cine  at  Dexter  for  more  than  40  years.  He  is  also  vice  president  of  the 
First  National  Bank  of  Dexter.  Doctor  Foote  was  born  at  Potsdam,  N.  Y., 
July  31,  1859,  the  son  of  Gilbert  L.  and  Wealth  Jeanette  (Smith)  Foote. 

Gilbert  L.  Foote,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  St.  Lawrence  County,  born 
at  Madrid.  His  wife  was  also  born  at  Madrid.  He  became  a  prominent 
stockman  and  shipped  to  New  York  and  Boston  markets.  At  the  time  of 
his  death  in  1902  he  was  living  retired.  His  wife  died  in  1886.  Both  are 
buried  at  Madrid.  Mr.  Foote  was  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the 
Methodist  Church.  There  were  three  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Foote:  Charles,  deceased;  Nellie,  the  widow  of  William  Moyer,  lives  at 
Dexter;  and  Gilbert  A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Gilbert  A.  Foote  attended  the  district  schools  of  St.  Lawrence  County 
and  is  a  graduate  of  Canton  Academy.  He  spent  two  years  at  St.  Law¬ 
rence  University  and  then  taught  school  at  Morely  and  Lisbon  Center 
before  taking  up  the  study  of  medicine  at  Burlington  Medical  College.  He 
received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  New  York  University  in 
1887  and  during  that  year  became  established  in  practice  at  Norfork, 
N.  Y.  Three  years  later  Doctor  Foote  located  in  Dexter  and  during  his 
long  and  successful  practice  in  the  city  he  has  also  served  as  health  officer. 
He  has  taken  graduate  work  in  New  York  City,  and  is  identified  with  the 
New  York  State  Medical  Society,  Jefferson  County  Medical  Society,  and 
American  Medical  Association.

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graduate  of  Smith  College.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Taylor  have  two  children,  Fred¬ 
erick  and  Betty  Jeane. 

Doctor  Foote  is  a  Republican  and  has  served  as  village  trustee.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  belongs  to  Dexter  Lodge 
No.  1072,  F.  &  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Chapter  R.  A.  M.  No.  59;  Watertown 
Commandery  K.  T.  No.  11 ;  and  Media  Temple. 


George  A.  Blaiklock,  who  is  identified  with  G.  A.  Blaiklock  &  Company, 
investment  securities,  with  offices  in  the  Woolworth  Building,  is  recognized 
as  a  leader  in  the  business  affairs  of  Watertown.  He  was  born  at  Sag 
Harbor,  L.  I.,  New  York,  Oct.  15,  1886,  the  son  of  John  and  Alice 
(Hutchins)  Blaiklock. 

John  Blaiklock  was  born  in  London,  England,  and  now  lives  retired  in 
Liverpool.  He  was  educated  in  his  native  land  and  studied  mechanical 
engineering.  In  1879  he  came  to  the  United  States  and  settled  at  Sag 
Harbor,  N.  Y.,  being  identified  in  the  city  of  New  York  as  a  mechanical 
engineer.  He  later  was  identified  in  the  same  capacity  in  Albany.  Upon 
his  return  to  Liverpool,  England,  he  continued  his  profession  until  1906, 
and  has  since  lived  retired.  He  was  connected  for  a  time  with  the  Vickers 
Engineering  Company  in  England  and  was  also  associated  with  a  Mr 
Maxim,  widely  known  inventor  of  firearms.

Charles  Chamberlayne  Kingsley  Phelps,  M.  D. — Outstanding  among  the 
skilled  professional  men  of  the  North  Country  is  Doctor  Phelps,  of 
Sackets  Harbor,  who  has  successfully  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine 
for  the  past  32  years.  He  was  born  at  Clayton,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  4,  1870,  the 
son  of  Rev.  Chamberlayne  and  Mary  E.  (Calkins)  Phelps. 

Rev.  Chamberlayne  Phelps  was  well  known  as  a  minister  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Episcopal  Church,  being  a  member  of  the  Northern  New  York  Con¬ 
ference  for  45  years.  He  was  an  ardent  Prohibitionist  and  was  a  speaker 
of  considerable  note.  His  various  charges  during  his  ministerial  career 
included  Clayton,  Herman,  Rensselaer  Falls,  Evans  Mills,  DeKalb  Junction, 
Taberg,  Westmoreland,  Verona,  and  Plessis,  N.  Y.  Reverend  Phelps  was 
born  at  Guilford,  Chenango  County,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  29,  1830,  and  died  Oct.  1, 
1908.  He  was  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  fraternity.  His  wife  was  born 
at  Perch  River  Jefferson  County,  Feb.  24,  1842,  and  died  Aug.  26,  1916. 
Both  are  buried  at  Sackets  Harbor.  Their  children  were:  Charles  Cham¬ 
berlayne  Kingsley,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Charlotte  May,  born  Oct. 
23,  1872,  the  widow  of  Rev.  George  W.  Gardner,  lives  at  Leonia,  N.  J. ; 
and  George,  born  Dec.  7,  1873,  died  Feb.  14,  1918. 

Charles  Chamberlayne  Kingsley  Phelps  attended  the  public  schools  of 
New  York  State  and  is  a  graduate  of  Ives  Seminary  and  Cazenovia  Semi¬ 
nary.  He  also  attended  Mexico  Military  Academy  and  studied  medicine 
at  the  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College,  now  New  York  University,  from 
which  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1898.  Doctor 
Phelps  began  his  professional  career  at  Dexter,  N.  Y.,  and  after  a  short 
time  removed  to  Taberg,  Oneida  County,  where  he  remained  for  five  years. 
In  August,  1905,  he  established  his  present  successful  practice  at  Sackets 
Harbor.  He  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  House  of  the  Good  Samari¬ 
tan  in  Watertown,  and  is  health  officer  in  the  schools  and  consolidated 
health  district  of  Sackets  Harbor  and  Hounsfield.  Doctor  Phelps  has 
taken  graduate  work  in  obstetrics  at  the  Broome  Street  Mid-Wifery  Dis- 
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pensary  and  the  New  York  Lying-In  Hospital.  He  is  identified  with  the 
American  Medical  Association,  New  York  State  Medical  Society,  and 
Jefferson  County  Medical  Society. 

In  1899  Doctor  Phelps  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Alberta  Ear¬ 
ing,  the  daughter  of  W.  L.  and  Martha  B.  Earing,  natives  of  Baldwinsville 
and  Florence,  N.  Y.,  respectively.  Mr.  Earing  is  deceased  and  his  widow 
lives  at  Sackets  Harbor.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Phelps  have  a  daughter, 
Marheta,  who  is  the  wife  of  Percy  W.  Gamble,  of  Sackets  Harbor. 

Doctor  Phelps  and  his  family  are  attendants  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  He  is  president  of  the  Lakeside  Cemetery  Association,  Inc.  Po¬ 
litically  Doctor  Phelps  is  a  Republican. 


Clark  M.  Stearne  is  a  substantial  and  widely  known  business  man  of 
Watertown,  where  he  is  identified  with  the  Sterling  Seed  &  Grain  Com¬ 
pany,  648  Olive  Street.  He  was  born  at  Sackets  Harbor,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  15, 
1866,  the  son  of  Aaron  and  Carrie  (Morseman)  Stearne. 

Aaron  Stearne  was  a  native  of  Memel,  Germany,  and  his  wife  was 
born  at  Hounsfield,  Jefferson  County.  He  ran  away  from  home  in  early 
youth  and  came  to  the  United  States.  His  first  venture  in  this  country 
was  a  trip  to  California  during  the  “gold  rush”  and  he  later  lived  in  Iowa, 
where  he  engaged  in  the  general  mercantile  business.  He  then  removed 
to  Adams,  N.  Y.,  and  engaged  in  partnership  with  his  brother,  Philip 
Stearne,  as  proprietors  of  a  general  store.  Later,  Mr.  Stearne  lived  at 
Sackets  Harbor  and  conducted  a  business  at  that  place.  He  died  in  1910 
and  his  wife  died  in  1929.  Both  are  buried  at  Sackets  Harbor.  Mr. 
Stearne  was  recognized  as  an  expert  grader  of  furs  and  was  an  extensive 
buyer.  He  usually  spent  the  winter  months  in  Canada,  where  he  bought 
fine  pelts,  his  headquarters  for  this  particular  business  being  at  Kingston, 
Ontario.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stearne  were  the  parents  of  three  sons :  Clark  M., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Fred  W.,  lives  at  Sackets  Harbor;  and  Frank, 
lives  at  Sackets  Harbor. 

Clark  M.  Stearne  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Sackets  Harbor 
and  attended  the  Union  Free  School.  At  the  age  of  17  years  he  went  to 
Denver,  Colo.,  as  an  express  messenger  for  the  Pacific  Express  Company. 
He  returned  east,  however,  in  1887  and  was  associated  in  business  with 
his  father  for  a  number  of  years.  In  1892  Mr.  Stearne  was  appointed 
deputy  collector  of  customs  at  Sackets  Harbor,  and  in  1911  was  appointed 
state  game  protector.  He  resigned  from  the  latter  office  in  1915  to  accept 
the  postmastership  of  Sackets  Harbor,  in  which  capacity  he  served  until 
1919.  In  the  latter  year  he  established  the  Elkhorne  Store,  and  the  fol- 
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lowing  year  became  associated  with  his  brother,  Frank,  as  owners  of  the 
Fuel  &  Supply  Company  of  Sackets  Harbor.  A  branch  store  was  opened 
in  1921  at  Henderson,  and  another  at  Theresa  in  1922.  In  1923  they 
organized  the  Sterling  Seed  &  Grain  Company  in  Watertown,  with  which 
Mr.  Stearne  has  since  been  identified. 

In  1887  Mr.  Stearne  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Louise  Metcalf, 
who  died  in  December,  1930.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Albert  H.  and 
Frances  (Palmer)  Metcalf,  of  Sackets  Harbor,  both  now  deceased.  Mr. 
Metcalf  served  throughout  the  Civil  War,  and  for  30  years  was  ship-keeper 
at  Navy  Point,  Sackets  Harbor.  After  his  death  his  widow  assumed  the 
duties  of  that  office  and  was  the  only  woman  to  hold  that  office  in  the 
United  States.  She  retired  two  years  prior  to  her  death,  and  at  that  time 
the  office  at  Sackets  Harbor  was  discontinued.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stearne 
was  born  a  daughter,  Mrs.  Beatrice  Whitney,  who  is  a  teacher  in  the  Wa¬ 
tertown  public  schools.  She  has  two  children,  Clark  B.  and  Carolyn  P. 

In  politics  Mr.  Stearne  is  identified  with  the  Democratic  party.  He  has 
served  as  a  member  of  the  village  board  at  Sackets  Harbor  and  in  1929 
was  elected  mayor,  but  resigned  from  the  office  in  1930.  He  has  served  for 
many  years  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  has  held  the  office 
of  president.  Mr.  Stearne  is  an  active  member  of  Christ’s  Episcopal 
Church,  and  has  the  following  lodge  affiliations:  Sackets  Harbor  Lodge, 
F.  &  A.  M.  No.  135;  Sackets  Harbor  Chapter  R.  A.  M.  No.  68;  Watertown 
Commandery  K.  T.  No.  11;  and  Media  Temple,  Life  Member. 

Mr.  Stearne  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
takes  an  active  part  in  its  work.  He  lives  at  Sackets  Harbor. 


James  N.  Beane,  retired,  is  highly  esteemed  as  a  substantial  citizen  of 
Sackets  Harbor.  He  was  born  in  Chittenden  County,  Vt.,  Aug.  16,  1855, 
the  son  of  Joseph  and  Catherine  (Connors)  Beane. 

Joseph  Beane  was  born  in  County  Clare,  Ireland,  and  his  wife  was  a 
native  of  County  Tipperary.  After  their  marriage  they  came  to  the 
United  States  and  settled  at  Morristown,  N.  J.,  where  Mr.  Beane  followed 
his  trade  as  a  cabinet  maker.  Later,  the  family  lived  in  Chittenden 
County,  Vt.,  and  Mr.  Beane  became  a  successful  farmer  and  stockman. 
He  died  in  1876  and  his  wife  died  in  1926.  Both  are  buried  at  Bristol,  Vt. 
Mr.  Beane  was  a  Democrat  and  held  membership  in  the  Catholic  Church. 
The  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Beane  were  as  follows :  Anna,  married 
Joseph  Mack,  deceased,  and  she  lives  at  Bristol,  Vt. ;  James  N.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch;  John,  deceased;  Joseph,  lives  at  Lincoln,  Vt. ;  Frank,  lives 
at  Huntington,  Vt. ;  Margaret,  married  Victor  Maddigan,  lives  at  Burling- 
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ton,  Vt. ;  Jennie,  married  Denis  0.  Hank,  lives  at  Stoneham,  Mass.;  and 
Catherine,  married  Vernon  Sergeant,  lives  at  Huntington  Centre,  Vt. 

James  N.  Beane  grew  up  in  Chittenden  Couny  and  attended  the  district 
schools.  In  1878  he  went  to  Columbus,  Ohio,  to  work  on  a  railroad,  but 
upon  his  arrival  there  he  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Army,  May  22,  1878.  He 
was  then  transferred  to  Cheyenne  and  Dakota  territory,  being  discharged 
from  the  service  at  Ft.  Sully  in  1883.  He  re-enlisted  in  Chicago  during 
the  same  year  and  returned  to  the  Columbus  (Ohio)  barracks.  He  spent 
one  year  on  recruiting  duty  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and  was  then  assigned  to 
the  12th  Infantry  at  Madison  Barracks,  Sackets  Harbor.  In  May,  1884, 
Mr.  Beane’s  regiment  was  sent  to  Fort  Sully,  Dakota  Territory,  where  he 
was  discharged  with  the  rank  of  first  sergeant  in  1888.  He  re-enlisted, 
however,  in  1888  in  the  11th  Infantry,  Madison  Barracks,  and  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Whipple  Barracks,  Arizona,  where  he  was  discharged  as  first 
sergeant  in  1891.  He  again  re-enlisted  in  the  11th  Infantry  at  Little 
Rock,  Ark.,  where  he  was  discharged  in  1894.  His  next  re-enlistment  was 
for  another  three  years,  which  were  spent  at  Little  Rock.  Then  he  en¬ 
listed  in  the  9th  U.  S.  Infantry  at  Madison  Barracks,  Sackets  Harbor,  and 
in  1898  was  sent  to  Cuba  for  service  in  the  Spanish-American  War.  He 
was  slightly  wounded  during  the  battle  of  San  Juan,  and  in  March,  1899, 
he  went  to  the  Philippine  Islands,  being  discharged  from  Company  C, 
9th  Infantry,  in  1900.  Mr.  Beane  re-enlisted  as  a  member  of  Company 
C  again  and  was  sent  to  China,  where  he  participated  in  the  Boxer 
Rebellion,  and  while  there  he  was  made  quartermaster  sergeant  of  the 
regiment.  When  the  outfit  returned  to  the  United  States  he  was  dis¬ 
charged  in  1904,  but  almost  immediately  re-enlisted  in  the  service,  retiring 
May  27,  1905.  From  1907  until  1914  Mr.  Beane  was  a  civilian  employe 
of  the  service  and  was  stationed  at  various  camps  throughout  the  country. 
He  also  was  on  duty  at  the  Jamestown  Exposition.  He  was  put  in  charge 
of  sales  and  issues  to  the  student  officers  at  Madison  Barracks  in  1917  at 
the  outbreak  of  the  World  War,  and  in  December,  1918,  was  sent  to  the 
Remington  Arms  Company,  at  Bridgeport,  Conn.,  where  he  was  in  charge 
of  the  weights  of  steel  and  inspection  of  the  Browning  machine  gun,  and 
general  stores  of  the  store  section  department.  Mr.  Beane  went  to  France 
in  1920  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Cantigny  and  was  stationed  at  Cherbourg,  in 
charge  of  the  store  house  and  shipment  of  caskets  to  the  various  rail 
terminals.  He  was  later  transferred  to  St.  Nazaire  in  charge  of  stores, 
and  before  his  return  was  stationed  in  the  same  capacity  at  Chaumont 
and  St.  Quentin.  Upon  his  return  to  the  United  States  in  April,  1922, 
Mr.  Beane  retired  and  removed  to  Sackets  Harbor,  where  he  is  now  a 
resident. 
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In  1888  Mr.  Beane  married  Miss  Lillian  Holden,  the  daughter  of  Porter 
and  Louise  (Wescott)  Holden,  natives  of  Jefferson  County.  Mr.  Holden 
died  in  1907  and  his  wife  died  in  1893.  Both  are  buried  at  Sackets  Harbor. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Holden  had  two  children :  Lillian  Beane  and  Mate.  The  latter 
is  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Beane  have  no  children. 

Mr.  Beane  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  has  served  as  trustee  of 
the  village  of  Sackets  Harbor  and  has  been  a  member  of  the  school  board 
for  12  years.  He  is  vice  president  of  Lakeside  Cemetery  Association,  and 
belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Past  Grand. 


Claude  Oliver  Phelan  has  been  a  resident  of  Dexter  for  more  than  30 
years  and  has  always  taken  a  keen  interest  in  the  civic  affairs  of  the 
community,  having  held  numerous  public  offices.  He  has  been  village 
clerk  since  1911  and  is  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Dexter  Free  Library. 
Mr.  Phelan  was  born  at  Tawas  City,  Mich.,  Feb.  28,  1879,  the  son  of  Wil¬ 
liam  and  Mary  (Marsaw)  Phelan. 

Both  William  Phelan  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Oak  Point,  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County,  N.  Y.  They  removed  to  Tawas  City,  Mich.,  where  he  be¬ 
came  successful  and  well  known  as  a  general  contractor.  He  was  thus 
engaged  until  his  retirement  in  1915.  He  died  in  1927  and  his  wife  died 
in  1907.  Both  are  buried  at  Tawas  City.  Mr.  Phelan  was  a  Republican 
and  held  the  offices  of  city  marshal  and  board  trustee.  He  and  his  wife 
were  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  There  were  six  chil¬ 
dren  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Phelan:  Susie,  married  A.  E.  Yearden,  lives 
at  Detroit,  Mich. ;  Lewis,  lives  at  Tawas  City,  Mich. ;  Maude,  deceased ; 
Claude  Oliver,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Mercy,  deceased;  and  Grace, 
married  Robert  Mattison,  lives  at  Bay  City,  Mich. 

Claude  Oliver  Phelan  grew  up  at  Tawas  City,  where  he  attended  the 
public  schools.  He  learned  the  printer’s  trade  in  the  employ  of  L.  J.  Pat¬ 
terson,  who  was  editor  of  the  Tawas  City  Herald,  and  came  to  Dexter  in 
1900,  being  at  that  time  identified  with  the  Dexter  Sulphite  Pulp  &  Paper 
Company.  Two  years  later  he  went  with  the  late  G.  W.  Hubbs,  owner  and 
publisher  of  the  Dexter  Free  Press,  but  in  1908  disposed  of  his  interest 
in  the  publication  and  became  a  printer  in  the  employ  of  the  Hungerford- 
Holbrook  Company,  of  Watertown.  Later,  he  became  advertising  man¬ 
ager  for  the  Watertown  Daily  Times,  and  in  1911  purchased  a  restaurant 
and  cigar  business  at  Dexter,  which  he  successfully  operated  until  1918. 
He  then  purchased  the  Markham  Building,  which  was  thereafter  known 
as  the  Phelan  Building,  and  Mr.  Phelan  continued  in  business  until  July  15, 
1929,  when  he  sold  out.  Since  1912  he  has  been  general  agent  for  the 
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Northern  New  York  Utilities  Corporation,  now  the  Niagara-Hudson  Com¬ 
pany,  Inc. 

Mr.  Phelan  is  a  Republican  in  politics.  He  served  as  town  clerk  of 
Brownville,  being  elected  to  that  office  in  1908  and  re-elected  in  1910.  He 
also  was  a  member  of  the  Brownville  board  of  education  for  nine  years. 
He  belongs  to  Dexter  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  1072,  and  Central  City  Con¬ 
sistory,  32nd  degree.  He  holds  membership  in  the  Universalist  Church. 

In  1906  Mr.  Phelan  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Susie  G.  Wilder, 
the  daughter  of  Henry  D.  and  Margaret  Wilder,  of  Jefferson  County.  He 
is  deceased  and  his  widow  lives  at  Hounsfield.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Phelan  have 
a  daughter,  Florence,  who  attended  Dexter  High  School  and  graduated 
from  the  Watertown  School  of  Commerce.  She  lives  at  home. 


Edwin  L.  Markham,  postmaster,  is  also  one  of  the  able  and  successful 
business  men  of  Dexter,  where  he  is  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Markham  & 
Heath,  millers.  He  was  born  at  Hounsfield,  Jefferson  County,  Dec.  2,  1872, 
the  son  of  Joseph  H.  and  Phananda  (Wilder)  Markham. 

Joseph  H.  Markham  was  a  Civil  War  veteran.  Both  he  and  his  wife 
were  born  at  Hounsfield.  He  served  during  the  war  as  a  member  of  the 
186th  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  participated  in  all  the  major 
battles  and  engagements  of  the  war.  After  the  close  of  the  war  Mr. 
Markham  followed  farming  for  some  time,  after  which  he  removed  to 
Dexter  to  enter  the  employ  of  the  Dexter  Sulphite  Pulp  &  Paper  Company 
as  foreman.  At  the  time  of  his  death  in  1919  Mr.  Markham  was  living 
retired.  His  wife  died  in  1921.  Both  are  buried  at  Dexter.  He  was  a 
Republican  and  belonged  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  His  wife 
held  membership  in  the  Universalist  Church.  Their  children  were  as 
follows:  Fairbelle,  married  F.  M.  Allen,  lives  at  Watertown;  John,  lives  at 
Dexter;  William  H.,  lives  at  Sackets  Harbor;  Edwin  L.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch;  Jennie,  married  Harry  Flanders,  lives  at  Dexter;  Emma,  married 
William  Lindley,  lives  at  Dexter;  Grace,  married  DeForest  Hanchette, 
lives  at  Brownville ;  Ethel,  married  J.  Kitto,  lives  at  Limerick,  N.  Y. ;  and 
Grover  C.,  deceased. 

The  education  of  Edwin  L.  Markham  was  received  in  the  district 
schools  of  Jefferson  County  and  he  is  a  graduate  of  Dexter  High  School. 
After  spending  his  boyhood  on  his  father’s  farm,  Mr.  Markham  came  to 
Dexter  and  was  employed  in  a  clerical  capacity  in  the  store  of  O.  M.  and 
G.  W.  Wood,  later  being  associated  with  W.  A.  Houghton.  Mr.  Markham 
owned  and  operated  a  freight  transfer  business  between  Dexter  and 
Watertown  for  a  time,  and  then  purchased  the  meat  and  grocery  business 
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of  D.  S.  Baker,  with  which  he  was  identified  for  five  years.  He  erected  the 
Markham  Building  during  this  time,  which  was  later  purchased  by  Mr. 
Phelan.  Mr.  Markham  purchased  the  building  of  0.  M.  and  G.  W.  Wood, 
and  in  partnership  with  E.  M.  Hall,  M.  D.  Nutting  and  A.  W.  Poole,  con¬ 
ducted  a  general  mercantile  business  for  two  years.  At  the  expiration 
of  that  time  Mr.  Markham  with  Mr.  Poole  purchased  their  partners’  inter¬ 
ests  and  two  years  later  Mr.  Markham  became  sole  owner  of  the  business. 
Subsequently,  he  took  in  Warren  Page  as  a  partner  but  after  two  years 
he  again  assumed  control  of  the  business.  He  finally  sold  out  to  Richard 
Coombe,  and  for  a  time  thereafter  devoted  his  entire  time  to  farming.  In 
1929  he  became  associated  in  business  with  his  son-in-law,  Freeman  T. 
Heath,  and  they  purchased  the  Dexter  Milling  Company. 

Mr.  Markham  was  appointed  temporary  postmaster  of  Dexter  on  Sept. 
4,  1929,  by  President  Herbert  Hoover,  and  on  March  8,  1930,  he  received 
the  regular  appointment  as  postmaster.  He  has  held  the  offices  of  mayor, 
village  trustee,  town  clerk  and  school  board  member.  Politically,  Mr. 
Markham  is  a  Republican. 

In  1903  Mr.  Markham  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Jennie  L. 
Greene,  the  daughter  of  Stennett  L.  and  Mary  (Livermore)  Greene,  na¬ 
tives  of  Jefferson  County,  both  now  deceased.  They  are  buried  at  Dexter. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Markham  have  a  daughter,  Parepa,  who  is  a  graduate  of 
Dexter  High  School  and  the  Central  City  Commercial  College.  She  is  the 
wife  of  Freeman  D.  Heath,  of  Dexter. 

Mr.  Markham  is  affiliated  with  Dexter  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  1072- 
Watertown  Chapter  R.  A.  M.  No.  59;  Watertown  Commandery  K.  T.  No! 
11;  Central  City  Consistory,  32nd  degree;  Media  Temple;  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows ;  and  Men’s  Club. 


Freeman  T.  Heath.— One  of  the  progressive  young  business  men  of 
Dexter  is  Mr.  Heath,  who  is  identified  with  the  milling  business  of  Mark¬ 
ham  &  Heath.  He  was  born  at  Brownville,  Jefferson  County,  Oct.  17, 
1900,  the  son  of  Orton  G.  and  Lillian  (Peck)  Heath. 

Orton  G.  Heath,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Kingston,  Ontario,  Canada. 
He  was  a  small  child  when  his  parents  came  to  New  York  and  settled  at 
Brownville,  where  they  became  prosperous  farmers.  Mr.  Heath  was  the 
owner  of  100  acres  of  land.  He  died  in  1927,  and  his  widow  lives  at  Dex¬ 
ter,  where  she  was  born.  Mr.  Heath  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  belonged  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Foresters. 
There  were  three  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Heath:  Gertrude,  mar- 
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ried  Virgil  Washburn,  lives  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y.;  Robert,  at  home;  and 
Freeman  T.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Freeman  T.  Heath  has  spent  most  of  his  life  at  Dexter.  He  was  edu¬ 
cated  in  the  public  schools  here  and  in  1918  was  graduated  from  Dexter 
High  School.  He  began  his  career  in  the  employ  of  the  Dexter  Sulphite 
Pulp  &  Paper  Company,  and  later  went  with  the  Hind  &  Dauch  Paper 
Company.  In  1927  he  became  associated  in  business  with  Edwin  L.  Mark¬ 
ham,  his  father-in-law,  as  proprietors  of  a  milling  business,  formerly 
known  as  the  Dexter  Milling  Company. 

In  1926  Mr.  Heath  married  Miss  Parepa  Markham,  the  daughter  of 
Edwin  L.  and  Jennie  L.  (Greene)  Heath,  of  Dexter. 

Mr.  Heath  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Men’s  Club. 


William  W.  Kelley. — Outstanding  among  the  highly  successful  attor¬ 
neys  of  Jefferson  County  is  William  W.  Kelley,  who  is  engaged  in  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  his  profession  in  Watertown,  with  offices  in  the  Jefferson  County 
National  Bank  Building. 

He  was  born  on  a  farm  near  Carthage,  Jefferson  County,  on  Oct.  29, 
1862,  the  son  of  John  and  Matilda  (Walker)  Kelley.  The  following  chil¬ 
dren  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Kelley:  John  A.;  George  E.,  now  a 
retired  school  principal,  having  served  as  such  in  the  Village  of  Quogue, 
Long  Island,  for  more  than  25  years ;  Robert  S. ;  Elizabeth ;  Etta ;  and  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  George  E.  and  he  are  the  only  ones  now  living. 

He  attended  the  public  and  select  schools  and  the  Potsdam  Normal 
School  and  is  a  graduate  of  Ives  Seminary.  He  served  as  principal  of  the 
village  schools  of  Osceola,  Antwerp  and  LaFargeville. 

Later  he  attended  and  received  a  degree  from  Cornell  Law  School  and 
was  admitted  to  practice  law  in  1891.  In  1892  he  became  connected  with 
the  Jefferson  County  Clerk’s  office,  serving  first  as  search  clerk,  and  then 
for  about  seven  years  as  deputy  County  Clerk.  Since  1904  he  has  been 
engaged  in  the  general  practice  of  law  in  the  City  of  Watertown.  He 
has  been  attorney  for  the  Watertown  Savings  Bank  for  the  past  twenty- 
five  years  and  is  a  director  of  that  bank. 

He  is  a  Republican.  He  was  the  first  man  in  the  county  to  openly 
espouse  the  cause  of  direct  primaries,  and  in  one  of  the  fiercest  battles 
that  the  Lincoln  League  has  ever  had,  Mr.  Kelley  prevented  the  adoption 
of  a  resolution  putting  the  league  on  record  against  direct  primaries.  He 
has  served  as  president  of  this  league.  In  November,  1923,  he  was  elected 
a  member  of  the  City  Council  of  Watertown.  On  Feb.  15,  1926,  he  resigned 
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that  office  and  was  appointed  Corporation  Counsel  for  the  City  of  Water- 
town,  which  office  he  now  holds. 

Mr.  Kelley  has  never  married.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Black  River 
Valley  Club;  Watertown  Lodge  No.  49,  F.  &  A.  M.;  Watertown  Chapter 
No.  59,  R.  A.  M. ;  and  Watertown  City  Lodge  No.  291,  I.  0.  0.  F. 


Brayton  C.  Foster. — As  president  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Dex¬ 
ter,  Brayton  C.  Foster  is  prominent  in  the  business  and  civic  life  of  the 
community  and  is  a  member  of  one  of  the  best  known  families  in  Jefferson 
County.  He  was  born  at  Dexter,  Aug.  31,  1880,  the  son  of  Charles  and 
Josephine  (Moffatt)  Foster. 

Charles  Foster  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  Both  he  and  his  wife 
were  born  at  Dexter  in  Jefferson  County.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil 
War  he  enlisted  and  served  for  two  years  with  the  35th  New  York  Vol¬ 
unteer  Infantry,  and  three  years  with  the  18th  New  York  Cavalry,  thus 
being  in  service  throughout  the  entire  war  period.  He  was  discharged 
with  the  rank  of  corporal.  Mr.  Foster  became  successful  in  business  and 
established  a  fuel,  ice  and  builders’  supply  house  in  Dexter,  with  which  he 
was  identified  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1910.  His  wife  died  in  1923. 
Both  are  buried  at  Dexter.  Mr.  Foster  was  a  Republican,  and  served  as 
president  of  the  village  board  and  as  a  member  of  the  school  board.  He 
held  membership  in  the  Universalist  Church  and  belonged  to  the  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Brownville  Lodge.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Foster 
had  only  one  child,  Brayton  C.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  education  of  Brayton  C.  Foster  was  received  in  the  public  schools 
of  Dexter,  and  he  became  associated  with  his  father’s  business  interests 
after  graduation  from  high  school.  Upon  the  death  of  his  father  in  1910 
he  assumed  control  of  the  fuel,  ice  and  supply  business,  which  is  now 
operated  under  his  name.  Mr.  Foster  is  also  well  known  as  a  building 
contractor  and  is  the  owner  of  a  fine  farm  of  100  acres  in  Jefferson  County. 
He  has  held  the  office  of  president  of  the  First  National  Bank  since  1930. 

In  1903  Mr.  Foster  married  Miss  Mabel  Maynard,  the  daughter  of 
Hubert  B.  and  Jane  (Livermore)  Maynard.  Mr.  Maynard  was  born  at 
Brownville,  Oct.  13,  1853,  and  his  wife  was  born  at  Hounsfield,  March  31, 
1854.  He  lives  retired  at  Dexter  and  his  wife  died  in  1922.  Mr.  Maynard 
spent  a  number  of  years  on  the  Welland  Canal  in  Canada,  being  a  captain 
of  lake  vessels  on  the  Lake  Erie  end  of  the  canal.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Maynard  were  born  four  children:  Mabel  Foster;  Mary,  married  Edson 
Foster,  deceased;  Merle,  lives  at  Dexter;  and  Ruth,  a  teacher,  lives  at 
Hastings-on-the-Hudson,  N.  Y. 
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To  Brayton  C.  and  Mabel  (Maynard)  Foster  have  been  born  three  chil¬ 
dren:  1.  Kenneth,  a  graduate  of  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute.  He 
married  Miss  Pauline  Booth,  and  they  have  a  son,  Mark.  They  live  at 
Dexter.  2.  Janet,  a  graduate  of  Watertown  Business  College  and  Albany 
Commercial  College,  lives  at  Albany,  N.  Y.  3.  Edith,  a  student. 

Mr.  Foster  has  always  been  a  Republican  and  has  served  as  president 
of  the  village  board  of  trustees  and  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  education. 
He  and  his  family  are  members  of  the  Universalist  Church,  and  he  is 
affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 


C.  Sumner  Booth,  who  is  president  of  the  H.  V.  Clark  Company,  Inc., 
is  prominent  in  Jefferson  County  as  one  of  Dexter’s  representative  and 
highly  successful  business  men.  He  was  born  at  Limerick,  Jefferson 
County,  Jan.  17,  1874,  the  son  of  Charles  0.  F.  and  Amelia  P.  (Canfield) 
Booth. 

Charles  0.  F.  Booth  was  born  at  Little  Falls,  N.  Y.,  and  came  to  Perch 
Lake  as  a  boy  with  his  parents.  He  was  a  blacksmith  by  trade  and  later 
operated  a  shop  at  Stone  Mills.  He  removed  to  Limerick  in  1860  and  spent 
the  remainder  of  his  life  at  that  place  as  a  farmer.  He  died  in  1905,  and 
his  wife,  born  at  Chaumont,  Jefferson  County,  died  in  July,  1929.  Both 
are  buried  at  Dexter.  Mr.  Booth  was  a  Republican  and  his  wife  held 
membership  in  the  Methodist  Church.  Their  children  were:  Julia,  married 
Frank  Denny,  lives  at  Limerick;  William  D.,  lives  at  Brownville;  Edwin 
M.,  lives  at  Watertown;  Earl  A.,  lives  at  Limerick;  and  C.  Sumner,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  education  of  C.  Sumner  Booth  was  received  in  the  Limerick 
schools  and  also  at  Dexter.  He  grew  up  on  his  father’s  farm  and  in  early 
youth  was  employed  as  a  telegrapher  by  the  New  York  Central  Railroad. 
He  then  spent  four  years  as  a  clerk  in  the  store  of  W.  H.  Everett  &  Son, 
of  Limerick.  He  came  to  Dexter  in  1899  as  a  clerk  for  H.  V.  Clark  & 
Company,  and  has  since  been  identified  with  the  interests  of  that  con¬ 
cern.  He  became  a  member  of  the  firm  and  vice  president  in  1913  and  on 
Jan.  1,  1931,  gained  the  controlling  interest  in  the  business.  He  has  been 
president  since  the  latter  date.  This  has  been  the  community’s  leading  gen¬ 
eral  mercantile  establishment  since  1858,  having  been  founded  in  that 
year  by  E.  S.  Clark.  High  grade  merchandise  is  handled  by  the  company 
and  a  complete  line  of  dry  goods,  women’s  wear,  men’s  clothing,  groceries, 
and  drugs  is  available  to  the  shopper  in  the  vicinity  of  this  up-to-date 
establishment.  The  store  occupies  three  floors  of  a  modern  business  block.

Mr.  Underwood  served  throughout  the  Civil  War  and  during  the  latter 
part  of  his  life  he  lived  in  Watertown.  He  had  engaged  in  farming  for  a 
number  of  years.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Booth  have  a  daughter,  Pauline,  who  is  a 
graduate  of  Dexter  High  School.  She  attends  Potsdam-Crane  Institute. 

Mr.  Booth  is  a  Republican  and  has  served  as  county  committeeman. 
Since  1920  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  local  school  board  and  is  now 
president  of  the  Dexter  Cemetery  Association  Board.  He  holds  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Universalist  Church,  and  his  lodge  affiliations  are:  Dexter 
Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  1072,  Treasurer;  Sackets  Harbor  Chapter  R.  A.  M.

Charles  S.  Moyer. — One  of  the  progressive  business  men  and  well 
known  citizens  of  Dexter  is  Charles  S.  Moyer,  who  is  president  of  the 
Dexter  Woodworking  &  Builders  Supply  Company.  He  was  born  at  this 
place,  Sept.  25,  1858,  the  son  of  Solomon  and  Jane  (Crawford)  Moyer. 

Solomon  Moyer  was  a  native  of  Herkimer  County,  N.  Y.,  and  his  wife 
was  born  in  the  northern  part  of  Ireland.  As  a  young  man  he  came  to 
Dexter  with  his  brother,  Samuel,  and  they  owned  and  operated  a  black¬ 
smith  shop  here  for  many  years.  Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Moyer  are  deceased. 
Their  children  were :  Alanson  B.,  deceased ;  Nancy,  married  Henry  Howk, 
both  deceased;  George  E.,  deceased;  Sarah,  deceased;  Sanford,  deceased; 
Alice,  the  widow  of  C.  A.  Fox,  lives  at  Washington,  D.  C. ;  Charles  S.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Anna  L.,  married  M.  Fletcher,  lives  at  Los 
Angeles,  Calif.  Mr.  Moyer  was  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Uni¬ 
versalist  Church. 

Charles  S.  Moyer  has  always  lived  at  Dexter.  After  completing  his 
schooling  he  learned  the  carpenter’s  trade  while  in  the  employ  of  Leonard 
Gilmore  &  Company.  For  a  time  he  also  had  a  half  interest  in  a  res¬ 
taurant  in  Dexter.  At  the  time  of  the  establishment  of  the  Dexter  Wood¬ 
working  &  Builders  Supply  Company  in  1906,  Mr.  Moyer  became  vice 
president.  He  has  served  in  the  capacity  of  president  since  1918.  The 
company  owns  and  operates  a  modern  wood  working  plant  and  are  expert 
craftsmen.  Electrical  equipment  is  used  throughout  the  establishment, 
and  a  large  volume  of  business  is  handled  annually  by  the  company. 

Mr.  Moyer  was  married  in  1876  to  Miss  Elizabeth  G.  Patrick,  who  died 
in  March,  1930.  She  was  the  daughter  of  John  Patrick,  a  native  of  Canada

Lewis  D.  Dingman. — One  of  the  popular  young  business  men  of  Dex¬ 
ter  is  Lewis  D.  Dingman,  who  is  the  capable  cashier  of  the  First  National 
Bank.  He  was  born  at  Pillar  Point,  Jefferson  County,  Sept.  3,  1905,  the 
son  of  Charles  C.  and  Bertha  (Dopking)  Dingman. 

Charles  C.  Dingman  is  a  native  of  Jefferson  County,  born  at  Pillar 
Point,  and  his  wife  was  born  at  Enterprise,  Ontario,  Canada.  He  has  been 
in  the  employ  of  the  Dexter  Sulphite  Pulp  &  Paper  Company  for  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years.  He  served  as  deputy  sheriff  under  Sheriff  Button  during 
1923-24  and  was  U.  S.  customs  officer  at  Clayton  in  1925.  Mr.  Dingman 
is  a  Republican  and  is  now  constable  of  Brownville.  He  is  also  a  member 
of  the  school  board  and  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  Methodist  Church. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dingman  have  two  sons:  Julius,  lives  at  Dexter;  and  Lewis 
D.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Lewis  D.  Dingman  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools,  being 
a  graduate  in  1924  of  Dexter  High  School.  In  that  year  he  entered  the 
First  National  Bank  of  Dexter  as  a  teller.  Two  years  later  he  was 
appointed  assistant  cashier  and  in  1927  he  was  promoted  to  the  office  of 
cashier.  He  has  also  been  a  director  of  the  institution  since  1929. 

Mr.  Dingman  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and 
is  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Dexter  Council  Troop  No. 
55,  Boy  Scouts  of  America.  He  is  also  a  trustee  of  the  Dexter  Free 
Library. 


Richard  F.  Jones. — As  proprietor  of  the  Dexter  Hardware  Company, 
Mr.  Jones  is  numbered  among  the  dependable  and  highly  successful  young 
business  men  of  Jefferson  County.  He  was  born  at  Dexter,  Dec.  14,  1907, 
the  son  of  Charles  H.  and  Maude  E.  (Shimmel)  Jones. 

Charles  H.  Jones,  deceased,  was  widely  known  as  the  founder  of  the 
Dexter  Hardware  Company.  He  was  born  at  Remson,  Herkimer  County, 
N.  Y.,  and  his  wife  was  born  at  Dexter.  Mr.  Jones  entered  the  employ  of 
the  New  York  Central  Railroad  as  a  brakeman  in  early  life,  later  was  pro- 
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moted  to  conductor,  and  subsequently  he  left  the  railroad  and  came  to 
Dexter  as  an  engineer  for  the  Dexter  Sulphite  Pulp  &  Paper  Company.  It 
was  Mr.  Jones  who  went  to  Chicago,  Ill.,  to  purchase  the  locomotive  to  be 
used  by  the  company  in  their  railroad  yards  at  Dexter,  and  this  engine  is 
still  in  daily  use.  For  a  time  Mr.  Jones  was  employed  as  a  tinner  by 
Gaylord  Casler,  and  at  a  later  date  the  two  men  became  partners  in  the 
hardware  business.  His  last  business  connection  was  the  founding  of  the 
Dexter  Hardware  Company,  in  partnership  with  Judge  Claude  B.  Alverson 
and  Herbert  Long.  Fred  Sweeney  later  became  identified  with  the  enter¬ 
prise.  Mr.  Jones  died  in  1927  and  his  widow  still  resides  at  Dexter.  He 
was  a  Republican  and  held  the  offices  of  village  trustee  and  school  board 
member.  He  was  an  elder  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  and  belonged 
to  Brownville  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.;  Central  City  Consistory,  32nd  degree; 
Media  Temple;  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Past  Noble  Grand. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jones  had  only  one  child,  Richard  F.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch. 

The  education  of  Richard  F.  Jones  was  received  in  the  public  schools  of 
Dexter  and  he  attended  Dexter  High  School  and  Manlius  Military  Acad¬ 
emy.  After  the  death  of  his  father  in  1927  Mr.  Jones  purchased  the  other 
partners’  interests  in  the  business,  which  he  has  since  conducted  alone. 
It  is  one  of  the  city’s  finest  business  houses  and  has  a  well  established 
trade. 

Mr.  Jones  is  identified  with  the  Republican  party  in  politics,  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Men’s  Club  and 
Kings  Club.  He  is  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Dexter 
Athletic  Association.  Mr.  Jones  is  unmarried. 


Edward  B.  Eveleigh,  who  has  successfully  engaged  in  the  grocery  busi¬ 
ness  at  Dexter  for  more  than  30  years,  is  a  native  of  Jefferson  County. 
He  was  born  at  Hounsfield,  Nov.  20,  1876,  the  son  of  George  H.  and  Emma 
(DeMeules)  Eveleigh. 

George  H.  Eveleigh  was  a  native  of  New  York  and  his  wife  was  born 
in  Canada.  He  was  a  sailor  on  the  Great  Lakes  and  became  captain  of 
the  “Minnusa  Boy”  and  “Black  Duck,”  well  known  lake  steamers.  The 
latter  sank  off  Mexico  Bay  and  Captain  Eveleigh  almost  lost  his  life  in  the 
disaster,  as  did  also  his  brother,  William  Eveleigh,  and  the  latter’s  wife. 
All  jumped  overboard  when  the  vessel  was  sinking,  but  were  picked  up 
and  rescued  without  the  loss  of  a  single  life  on  the  boat.  Captain  Eveleigh 
later  became  an  engineer  and  fireman,  and  was  interested  in  the  lumber 
business  for  a  time.  He  was  living  retired  before  his  death,  which  occurred 
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in  1922.  He  is  buried  at  Dexter.  His  widow  lives  here.  Mr.  Eveleigh 
was  a  Republican  and  belonged  to  the  Presbyterian  Church.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Eveleigh  were  born  ten  children,  as  follows:  Edward  B.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch;  Henry,  lives  at  Watertown;  Raymond,  lives  at  Dexter; 
Clara,  married  Albert  Adams,  lives  at  Watertown;  Charles,  lives  at  Dex¬ 
ter;  Ernest,  lives  at  Pillar  Point;  William,  deceased;  Merton,  lives  at 
Watertown;  Edith,  married  Dr.  D.  B.  Armstrong,  lives  at  Watertown;  and 
Beatrice,  lives  at  Miami,  Fla. 

Edward  B.  Eveleigh  obtained  his  education  in  the  Dexter  public 
schools.  For  a  time  he  conducted  a  restaurant  business,  having  pur¬ 
chased  the  restaurant  of  L.  E.  Foster.  He  later  attended  Northern  Busi¬ 
ness  College,  after  which  he  took  over  the  business  of  William  Ellisan. 
On  May  1,  1904,  he  established  his  present  grocery  business.  Mr.  Eveleigh 
owns  the  Eveleigh  block  and  also  is  the  owner  of  the  post  office  building 
at  Sackets  Harbor.  With  his  brother,  Merton,  he  is  the  owner  of  a  build¬ 
ing  in  the  business  district  of  Watertown. 

In  November,  1922,  Mr.  Eveleigh  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Grace  B.  Parker,  the  daughter  of  Eugene  and  Ida  (Atwater)  Parker,  of 
Jefferson  County.  Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  at  Brownville.  He 
was  well  known  as  a  farmer  and  stock  buyer.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eveleigh  have 
no  children. 

Mr.  Eveleigh  is  a  member  and  trustee  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Improved 
Order  of  Red  Men,  and  Men’s  Club.  He  is  a  Republican  in  politics. 


R.  Sheridan  Clark,  who  has  been  the  proprietor  of  a  funeral  establish¬ 
ment  at  Chaumont  for  more  than  25  years,  was  born  at  Lyme,  Jefferson 
County,  Dec.  21,  1864,  the  son  of  James  L.  and  Mary  E.  (Ellenwood) 
Clark. 

James  L.  Clark  and  his  wife  were  born  in  Jefferson  County,  the  towns 
of  Lyme  and  Adams,  respectively.  He  grew  up  on  his  father’s  farm  and 
always  was  interested  in  general  farming  and  stock  raising.  He  was  liv¬ 
ing  retired  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1913.  His  wife  died  in  1896.  Both 
are  buried  at  Three  Mile  Bay,  N.  Y.  Their  children  were:  R.  Sheridan, 
the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Charles  B.,  deceased;  and  Mabel  S.,  married 
Charles  Fetherstone,  lives  at  Pasadena,  Calif.  Mr.  Clark  was  a  Republican 
and  held  membership  in  the  Methodist  Church. 

R.  Sheridan  Clark  attended  the  public  schools  of  Lyme  and  Ives  Semi¬ 
nary,  and  taught  in  the  district  schools,  in  1889  was  graduated  from  Al¬ 
bany  Normal  College,  after  which  he  taught  and  served  as  principal  of 
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various  village  schools.  While  principal  of  Mannsville  School  he  was 
elected  school  commissioner  of  the  old  3rd  district  of  Jefferson  County, 
and  served  in  that  capacity  for  a  period  of  six  years.  In  1900  he  purchased 
the  grist  mill  of  the  John  H.  Ellen  Seed  Company,  in  partnership  with 
Charles  G.  Wilcox.

Five  years  later  he  bought 
the  undertaking  business  from  Mr.  Childs  McPherson  at  Chaumont,  which 
he  has  since  conducted.  He  has  been  a  licensed  embalmer  since  July  2, 
1903,  and  in  September,  1904,  received  his  license  as  an  undertaker.  Mr. 
Clark  is  a  director  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Dexter. 

In  1894  Mr.  Clark  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Emma  Beebe,  who 
was  born  in  Mannsville,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  William  and  Lucy  (Lowrey) 
Beebe,  natives  of  Jefferson  County,  both  now  deceased.  Their  daughter, 
Dorothy,  is  the  wife  of  Emerich  A.  George,  hardware  merchant,  of  Chau¬ 
mont. 

Mr.  Clark  has  always  been  a  Republican  and  has  served  as  village  treas¬ 
urer  for  the  past  15  years.  He  was  also  president  of  the  school  board 
for  many  years.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  Chaumont 
Lodge  No.  172,  F.  &  A.  M.,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  belongs 
to  the  New  York  State  Embalming  Association. 


Lansing  Eugene  Peck  is  one  of  the  progressive  and  well  known  busi¬ 
ness  men  of  Chaumont,  where  he  has  engaged  in  the  grocery  business  for  a 
number  of  years.  He  was  born  at  Three  Mile  Bay,  N.  Y.,  Dec.  7,  1882,  the 
son  of  Newton  E.  and  Mahala  (McPherson)  Peck. 

Newton  E.  Peck  was  a  native  of  Chaumont,  where  he  lived  during  most 
of  his  life.  He  was  a  furniture  finisher  by  trade  and  was  an  expert  work¬ 
man.  Politically,  he  was  a  Republican,  and  held  membership  in  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Church  and  Modern  Woodmen  of  America.  He  died  in  1910.  His 
widow,  a  native  of  Canada,  lives  at  Chaumont.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Peck  were 
the  parents  of  two  sons:  Lansing  Eugene,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and 
George,  lives  at  Watertown. 

Lansing  Eugene  Peck  spent  the  early  part  of  his  life  as  a  semi-profes¬ 
sional  baseball  player.  After  his  graduation  from  Chaumont  High  School 
in  1900  he  became  a  member  of  the  baseball  team  at  Auburn,  N.  Y.,  and 
was  a  pitcher.  Later,  he  played  on  such  leading  teams  as  the  Lyons,  N.  Y. ; 
Richmond,  Va.  (Mid-Atlantic  League) ;  Kane,  Pa.  (Interstate  League) ; 
Binghamton,  N.  Y.  (New  York  State  League).  Because  of  an  injury  to 
his  arm,  Mr.  Peck  was  compelled  to  retire  from  professional  baseball  and 
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in  1909  returned  to  Chaumont.  Later,  he  played  with  the  Watertown  team 
of  the  Fraternal  Order  of  Eagles,  and  for  five  years  was  a  member  of  the 
team  of  the  Union  Carbide  Company,  of  Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y.,  also  being 
identified  with  that  firm  as  an  engineer.  In  1914  he  established  his  pres¬ 
ent  business  at  Chaumont,  and  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  city’s  leading 
merchants.

In  1906  Mr.  Peck  married  Miss  Laura  E.  Vancoughnet,  the  daughter 
of  Edward  and  Melissa  (Teeple)  Vancoughnet,  natives  of  Canada.  Mr. 
Vancoughnet  lives  at  Watertown.  His  wife  is  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Peck  are  educating  their  neice,  California  Morgan. 

Mr.  Peck  is  a  Republican,  and  holds  the  office  of  fire  chief  and  village 
trustee.  He  belongs  to  Chaumont  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  172,  and  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  No.  801,  Past  Noble  Grand. 


Myron  E.  Avery. — One  of  the  important  business  concerns  of  Water- 
town  is  the  M.  E.  Avery  Company,  of  which  Mr.  Avery  is  president  and 
treasurer.  He  was  born  in  the  Village  of  Fairville,  Town  of  Arcadia, 
Wayne  County,  N.  Y.,  March  14,  1864,  the  son  of  Zachariah  and  Marie 
(Rosa)  Avery. 

Both  Zachariah  Avery  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Ulster  County, 
N.  Y.,  born  Nov.  20,  1821,  and  June  26,  1822,  respectively.  In  early  life 
Mr.  Avery  was  a  captain  on  the  old  Erie  Canal,  and  later  engaged  in  gen¬ 
eral  farming.  He  died  in  1911  and  his  wife  died  in  1903.  Both  are  buried 
at  Palmyra,  N.  Y.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  a 
Prohibitionist.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Avery  were  born  eight  children :  Obediah, 
born  in  1845,  lives  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.;  Mary  Frances,  Jacob,  Elizabeth, 
and  George,  all  deceased;  Ira,  born  in  1857,  lives  at  Newark,  N.  Y. ; 
William  H.  born  in  1860,  lives  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.;  and  Myron  E.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch. 

Myron  E.  Avery  attended  the  public  schools  of  Hydeville  and  Newark, 
N.  Y.  He  remained  on  his  father’s  farm  until  he  was  16  years  of  age, 
when  he  went  to  Palmyra  as  an  express  clerk  in  the  employ  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Express  Company.  Later  he  was  a  fireman  on  the  Buffalo,  Rochester 
&  Pittsburgh  railroad,  and  also  served  as  a  member  of  the  police  depart¬ 
ment  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.  In  1887  Mr.  Avery  engaged  in  business  at 
Newark  as  a  dealer  in  musical  instruments.

Mr.  Avery  was  married  (first)  in  1888  to  Miss  Arabelle  M.  Pulver, 
who  died  Dec.  6,  1924.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Martin  and  Melissa 
Pulver,  of  Newark,  N.  Y.  He  was  married  (second)  Dec.  29,  1925,  to  Miss 
Mabel  L.  Reynolds,  the  daughter  of  George  and  Elizabeth  Reynolds,  of 
Yates  County,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Reynolds,  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  is  deceased. 
His  widow  lives  at  Newark. 

Mr.  Avery  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  All  Souls  Universalist  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and 
Black  River  Valley  Club.  He  is  an  associate  member  of  the  Boy  Scouts 
of  America,  and  served  for  several  years  on  the  “Court  of  Honor”  com¬ 
mittee.

William  Frederick  Sweeney,  who  is  successful  and  widely  known  as  a 
heating  and  plumbing  contractor  at  Dexter,  is  a  native  of  Jefferson  County. 
He  was  born  at  Brownville,  July  28,  1896,  the  son  of  John  Edward  and 
Hannah  (Donahue)  Sweeney. 

John  Edward  Sweeney  was  born  in  Newbury,  Ontario,  Canada,  and  his 
wife  was  a  native  of  County  Cork,  Ireland.  At  the  age  of  21  years  he 
came  to  the  United  States  and  settled  at  Watertown,  where  he  learned 
the  machinist’s  trade  in  the  employ  of  Charles  Dyer.  Later,  he  located  in 
Brownville  as  a  machinist  with  the  Brownville  Iron  Works.  He  became 
foreman  and  subsequently  superintendent  of  the  plant,  and  was  serving 
in  the  latter  capacity  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1912.  His  wife  died  in 
1914.  Both  are  buried  at  Brownville.  Mr.  Sweeney  was  a  Democrat,  a 
member  of  B.  P.  0.  Elks  No.  496,  Watertown;  Brownville  Lodge,  Knights 
of  Pythias,  Charter  Member;  and  Brownville  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  His  wife 
held  membership  in  the  Catholic  Church.  Their  children  were:  John  Ed¬ 
ward,  deceased ;  Helen,  married  Floyd  Haskins,  lives  at  Oxford,  N.  Y. ;  and 
William  Frederick,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

William  Frederick  Sweeney  grew  up  in  Brownville,  where  he  attended 
the  public  schools.  After  attending  high  school  he  then  was  employed  in 
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the  shop  of  H.  S.  Arthur,  plumbing  contractor,  of  Watertown,  and  com¬ 
pleted  his  trade  in  the  shops  of  George  Gleason.  He  then  came  to  Dexter 
as  head  of  the  plumbing  department  of  the  Dexter  Hardware  Company. 
During  the  World  War  he  enlisted  and  served  as  a  member  of  Battery  B, 
14th  Field  Artillery.  In  1921  Mr.  Sweeney  purchased  an  interest  in  the 
Dexter  Hardware  Company,  which  he  later  sold  on  Feb.  15,  1928.  At 
that  time  he  established  the  W.  F.  Sweeney  Company,  plumbing  and  heat¬ 
ing  contractors. 

In  1919  Mr.  Sweeney  married  Miss  Hattie  L.  Lonsdale,  the  daughter  of 
Lewis  and  Henrietta  (Otis)  Lonsdale,  natives  of  New  York.  He  lives  re¬ 
tired  at  Dexter.  His  wife  is  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sweeney  have  a 
daughter,  Helen  Elizabeth. 

Politically,  Mr.  Sweeney  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  charter  member  and 
one  of  the  organizers  of  American  Legion  Post  No.  583,  and  Past  Com¬ 
mander.  He  belongs  to  Dexter  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  1072,  Senior  Deacon, 
and  Sackets  Harbor  Chapter  R.  A.  M.  No.  68. 


James  A.  Lee. — One  of  the  widely  known  business  men  of  Dexter  is 
James  A.  Lee,  commercial  fisherman,  who  has  held  the  office  of  mayor,  and 
he  is  also  a  director  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Dexter.  Mr.  Lee  was 
born  at  Hounsfield,  Jefferson  County,  Feb.  2,  1879,  the  son  of  Lemuel 
George  and  Ellen  (Carter)  Lee. 

Lemuel  George  Lee  was  born  at  Camp  Mills,  N.  Y.,  and  throughout  his 
life  was  a  successful  farmer.  He  died  in  1888  and  his  wife  died  in  1920. 
She  was  born  at  Muscalonge,  N.  Y.  Politically,  Mr.  Lee  was  a  Republican. 
There  were  five  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lee:  William  F.,  lives  at 
Dexter;  James  A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  three  children  died  in 
infancy. 

Lemuel  George  Lee  was  the  son  of  Lemuel  G.  and  M.  (Baker)  Lee,  the 
former  a  native  of  Wales  and  the  latter  of  New  York.  Both  are  buried  at 
Camp  Mills. 

James  A.  Lee  attended  the  district  schools  of  Jefferson  County  and  also 
was  a  student  at  Dexter  High  School.  After  the  death  of  his  father,  he 
became  proprietor  of  the  homestead  and  continued  to  operate  the  farm 
until  1927,  at  which  time  he  retired.  He  has  been  a  resident  of  Dexter 
since  1909,  having  established  a  commercial  fishing  business  at  this  place 
in  1898.  Mr.  Lee  operates  two  fishing  boats  and  fishes  in  Black  River  Bay. 
His  products  are  shipped  to  Watertown,  New  York  and  Boston  markets. 

In  1908  Mr.  Lee  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Carrie  Field,  the 
daughter  of  John  W.  and  Amelia  (Symonds)  Fields,  natives  of  Jefferson 
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County.  Mr.  Field  died  in  1914  and  his  wife  died  in  1907.  Both  are  bur¬ 
ied  at  Sackets  Harbor.  Their  children  were:  Carrie  Lee;  George,  lives 
at  Sackets  Harbor;  and  Jessie  May,  lives  at  Mt.  Vernon,  N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Lee  was  born  a  son,  Murray  G.,  who  attends  New  York  University. 
He  also  has  been  a  student  at  Columbia  University  during  the  summer 
sessions. 

John  W.  Field  was  the  son  of  Joseph  Field,  who  was  born  in  Tyrone, 
Ireland.  He  came  to  the  United  States  in  1829  and  settled  at  Hounsfield  in 
Jefferson  County.  He  married  Sarah  Wright,  the  daughter  of  James  and 
Jane  (Hall)  Wright,  also  natives  of  Ireland.  Joseph  Field,  brother  of 
John  W.  Field,  was  a  Civil  War  soldier,  having  enlisted  in  Company  B, 
186th  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  was  killed  in  action  at  the  battle 
of  Five  Forks,  on  April  2,  1865.  Amelia  (Symonds)  Field  was  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Chester  and  Laura  (Luff)  Symonds,  the  former  a  native  of  Connecti¬ 
cut  and  the  latter  of  England.  Both  are  buried  at  Sackets  Harbor. 

Politically,  Mr.  Lee  is  a  Republican,  and  he  has  held  the  offices  of  trus¬ 
tee  and  mayor.  He  belongs  to  the  Dexter  Grange  and  is  affiliated  with 
Brownville  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  53. 


D.  Wellington  Rounds,  who  lives  retired  at  Dexter,  is  one  of  the  best 
known  and  most  highly  esteemed  citizens  of  Jefferson  County.  He  was 
born  at  Dexter,  Aug.  10,  1852,  the  son  of  George  H.  and  Sarah  (Riggs) 
Rounds. 

George  H.  Rounds  was  a  native  of  Chester,  Vt.,  and  his  wife  was  born 
in  New  Haven,  Conn.  He  was  a  millwright  by  trade  and  for  many  years 
was  employed  by  F.  J.  Hall  &  Company,  manufacturers  of  blankets  at  Dex¬ 
ter.  He  built  the  old  Crossman  House  at  Alexandria  Bay,  N.  Y.,  which 
has  continued  as  one  of  the  leading  summer  hotels  in  the  Thousand  Island 
district  for  many  years.  He  was  living  retired  at  the  time  of  his  death  in 
1896.  His  wife  lived  to  the  age  of  104  years  and  enjoyed  splendid  health. 
Her  death  occurred  in  1925.  Both  are  buried  at  Dexter.  Mr.  Rounds  was 
a  Republican  and  served  as  a  member  of  the  village  board  and  board  of 
education.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Universalist  Church  and  his  wife  be¬ 
longed  to  the  Episcopal  Church.  He  also  held  membership  in  the  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  There  were  three  children  born  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Rounds:  Tinie,  deceased;  D.  Wellington,  the  subject  of  this  sketch; 
and  Cleora,  deceased. 

D.  Wellington  Rounds  attended  the  public  schools  of  Dexter  and  as  a 
young  man  learned  the  carpenter  trade.  He  became  construction  foreman 
for  the  Dexter  Sulphite  Pulp  &  Paper  Company,  in  whose  employ  he  re- 
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mained  for  a  period  of  seven  years.  In  1898  he  was  chosen  as  erecting 
engineer  for  the  S.  Morgan  Smith  Company  of  York,  Pa.,  and  in  that  capa¬ 
city  traveled  throughout  the  United  States,  Canada,  and  Cuba,  in  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  hydroelectric  machinery.  He  resigned  in  1923  and  at  that  time 
became  identified  with  the  James  Leffel  Company,  of  Springfield,  Ohio,  as 
erecting  engineer  on  the  same  type  of  work.  Mr.  Rounds  retired  from 
his  profession  in  1929  and  has  since  resided  at  Dexter.  He  spent  the  year 
of  1930  in  travel  with  Mrs.  Rounds  and  visited  England,  Ireland  and  Scot¬ 
land. 

In  June,  1872,  Mr.  Rounds  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Sarah 
Thompson,  the  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Lucinda  Thompson,  of  Ireland. 
Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  in  Dexter.  Mrs.  Rounds  was  their  only 
child.  To  D.  Wellington  and  Sarah  (Thompson)  Rounds  were  born  six 
children:  1.  George  H.,  a  graduate  of  Rochester  University  and  Columbia 
University,  having  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  from  the 
latter  institution.  He  is  now  engaged  in  research  work  at  Columbia  Uni¬ 
versity  and  has  the  rank  of  professor.  2.  Floyd,  deceased.  He  was  a 
widely  known  citizen  of  Jefferson  County  and  lived  at  Dexter.  He  married 
Miss  Elizabeth  Wilder,  and  they  had  two  children,  Byron  and  Elizabeth. 
3.  Jessie,  married  Merton  Angel,  who  is  a  teacher  in  the  New  York  public 
schools.  They  live  at  White  Plains,  N.  Y.,  and  have  two  daughters,  Louise 
and  Helen.  4.  Charles,  a  graduate  of  Eastman  College,  now  identified  with 
the  Hearst  Publications.  He  lives  at  Roselle,  N.  J.  He  married  Miss  Ger¬ 
trude  Denzil,  and  they  have  two  sons,  Charles  and  William.  5.  Olive,  a 
graduate  of  Oswego  Normal  College,  now  the  wife  of  George  Schiemer,  and 
they  have  two  children,  George  and  Marilyn.  They  live  at  Little  Falls, 
N.  Y.  6.  Harold,  a  graduate  of  Union  College,  now  consulting  engineer 
with  Ford,  Bacon  &  Davis,  of  New  York  City.  He  is  a  World  War  veteran, 
having  served  as  a  second  lieutenant  in  the  88th  Squadron,  Aviation  Sec¬ 
tion,  U.  S.  Signal  Corps,  as  an  observer. 

Mr.  Rounds  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  belongs  to  the  Indepen¬ 
dent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  Men’s  Club  of  Dexter. 


J.  J.  O’Connor. — As  president  and  treasurer  of  the  Ron-noc-o  Paper 
Corporation,  of  Dexter,  Mr.  O’Connor  is  numbered  among  the  representa¬ 
tive  business  men  of  Jefferson  County.  He  was  born  at  Holyoke,  Mass., 
Oct.  15,  1867,  the  son  of  Maurice  J.  and  Mary  (McCrohan)  O’Connor. 

Maurice  J.  O’Connor  was  born  in  County  Kerry,  Ireland,  as  was  his 
wife.  They  were  married  at  Holyoke,  Mass.,  and  during  the  Civil  War 
he  enlisted  and  served  as  a  member  of  Company  F,  150th  New  York  Vol- 
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unteer  Infantry.  He  saw  service  for  four  years,  serving  under  General 
Meade.  Mr.  O’Connor  became  interested  in  the  paper  trade  as  a  manufac¬ 
turer  and  devoted  many  years  to  that  business.  He  and  his  wife  are  de¬ 
ceased  and  are  buried  at  Holyoke,  Mass.  They  were  members  of  the  Cath¬ 
olic  Church,  and  he  belonged  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  To  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  O’Connor  were  born  six  children,  as  follows:  J.  J.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch ;  Thomas,  deceased ;  Patrick ;  Maurice,  who  is  identified  with 
the  printing  offices  of  the  U.  S.  Government,  Washington,  D.  C. ;  T.  J.,  lives 
in  New  York  City;  and  Margaret,  deceased. 

J.  J.  O’Connor  was  educated  in  the  public  and  parochial  schools  of  Holy¬ 
oke,  Mass.,  and  is  a  graduate  of  Childs  Business  College.  He  began  his 
business  career  with  the  Chemical  Paper  Company,  of  Holyoke,  Mass.,  and 
learned  the  business  from  its  very  foundation.  He  later  became  a  paper 
maker  with  the  Fall  Mountain  Paper  Company,  of  Bellows  Falls,  Vt.,  and 
in  1906  came  to  Watertown  as  foreman  for  the  International  Paper  Com¬ 
pany.  Four  years  later  he  removed  to  Toronto,  Canada,  as  superintendent 
of  the  Don  Valley  Paper  Company,  and  served  in  that  capacity  for  five 
years.

Hon.  Alfred  Earl  Emerson. — One  of  the  outstanding  citizens  of  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  is  Mr.  Emerson,  of  Dexter,  who  has  served  as  a  member  of 
the  New  York  General  Assembly,  150th  Session.  He  was  born  at  Pillar 
Point,  Jefferson  County,  Nov.  27,  1885,  the  son  of  Albert  Ernest  and  Roxy 
(Barker)  Emerson. 

Albert  Ernest  Emerson  was  born  at  Pillar  Point  and  his  wife  was  a  na¬ 
tive  of  Clayton,  Jefferson  County,  born  Aug.  15,  1848.  He  was  a  farmer 
throughout  his  life  and  was  the  owner  of  392  acres  of  fine  land.  He  also 
owned  and  operated  a  dairy.  Mr.  Emerson  died  in  1907  and  his  wife  died 
in  1918.  Both  are  buried  at  Dexter.  He  was  a  Republican,  and  belonged 
to  the  Grange.  His  wife  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church.  Two 
sons  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Emerson :  Francis  B.,  born  April  10,  1873, 
lives  at  Pillar  Point;  and  Alfred  Earl,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Albert  Ernest  Emerson  was  the  son  of  Alfred  and  Margery  (Luther) 
Emerson,  who  were  natives  of  Pillar  Point.  Both  are  buried  in  Rural  Ceme¬ 
tery,  Luther  Hill,  Pillar  Point.  Roxy  (Barker)  Emerson  was  the  daughter 
of  Francis  and  Martha  (Joy)  Barker.  The  former  was  born  at  Russia, 
Herkimer  County,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  19,  1813,  and  the  latter  at  Turin,  Lewis 
County,  N.  Y.,  May  23,  1823.  Mr.  Barker  died  Sept.  22,  1866,  and  his 
wife  died  Dec.  20,  1906. 

Alfred  Earl  Emerson  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  and 
in  1905  was  graduated  from  Dexter  High  School.  He  spent  his  boyhood 
on  his  father’s  farm,  and  during  1909-10  taught  school  at  Pillar  Point.  In 
1913  he  purchased  the  old  homestead,  which  he  successfully  farmed  until 
1929.  He  then  sold  part  of  the  land  and  retained  the  balance.  He  has 
lived  on  his  present  farm  on  the  Watertown  Road  since  1929. 

On  June  11,  1908,  Mr.  Emerson  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Anna 
Belle  Livermore,  the  daughter  of  Whitney  and  Mary  (Nutting)  Livermore. 
Mr.  Livermore  was  born  at  Hounsfield,  Jefferson  County,  May  14,  1851, 
and  lives  at  Dexter,  R.  F.  D.  No.  2.  His  wife  was  born  at  Dexter,  May  30, 
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1852,  and  died  June  24,  1920.  Their  children  were :  Grace  Livermore,  who 
died  June  13,  1893 ;  and  Anna  Belle  Emerson.  Whitney  Livermore  is  the 
son  of  Solomon  and  Alvira  (Whitney)  Livermore,  natives  of  Jefferson 
County.  They  are  buried  at  Dexter.  Solomon  Livermore  was  the  son  of 
Levi  and  Anna  (Van  Schaick)  Livermore,  natives  of  Jefferson  and  Mohawk 
Valley,  respectively.  The  latter  lived  to  the  age  of  103  years.  Mary 
(Nutting)  Livermore  was  the  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Elizabeth  (Cook) 
Nutting,  natives  of  England,  and  well  known  pioneer  residents  of  Dexter, 
where  they  died.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Emerson  have  no  children. 

Mr.  Emerson  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  is  Past  Master  of  Jefferson  County  Pomona  Grange,  and  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Jefferson  County  Fish  and  Game  League  and  Jefferson  County 
Farm  Bureau.  He  is  Past  Master  of  Brownville  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  53; 
Watertown  Chapter  R.  A.  M.  No.  59 ;  Watertown  Commandery  K.  T.  No. 
11;  Media  Temple;  Order  of  Eastern  Star,  Past  Patron;  and  White  Shrine. 


Leslie  Eugene  Daniels. — As  postmaster  of  Chaumont,  where  he  has 
spent  practically  his  entire  life,  Mr.  Daniels  is  recognized  as  one  of  Jeffer¬ 
son  County’s  prominent  young  men.  He  was  born  at  Chaumont,  Aug.  28, 
1892,  the  son  of  Adelbert  A.  and  Emma  (Diefendorf)  Daniels. 

Adelbert  A.  Daniels  was  a  native  of  Clayton  township,  Jefferson  County, 
and  his  wife  was  born  at  Perch  River,  N.  Y.  For  a  time  he  was  a  school 
teacher  and  later  became  a  well  known  cheese  manufacturer.  He  also 
owned  and  operated  a  retail  coal  business  at  Chaumont  and  had  a  well 
improved  farm,  where  he  lived.  Mr.  Daniels  was  a  Republican,  and  held 
the  offices  of  justice  of  the  peace,  and  president  of  the  village  board.  He 
also  served  on  the  board  of  education.  He  was  a  trustee  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  and  belonged  to  Chaumont  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  172,  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Past  Noble  Grand,  Chaumont  Grange,  Jefferson 
County  Pomona  Grange,  and  New  York  State  Grange.  Mr.  Daniels  died 
in  1918  and  his  wife  died  in  1922.  Both  are  buried  at  Chaumont.  Their 
children  were:  Mabel,  lives  at  Chaumont;  Leslie  Eugene,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch;  and  Wesley,  twin  brother  of  Leslie  Eugene,  is  a  World  War 

veteran,  having  served  in  France  with  the  82nd  Division.  He  lives  at 
Chaumont. 

Leslie  Eugene  Daniels  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Chaumont 
and  Watertown,  being  graduated  from  Watertown  High  School  in  1910. 
He  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  at  Syracuse  University  in 
1916,  and  for  a  time  was  interested  in  farming.  He  disposed  of  the  farm 
in  1921,  and  at  that  time  engaged  in  the  coal  business  at  Chaumont,  and 
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became  sole  owner  of  the  business  three  years  later.  In  1924  he  was  also 
appointed  postmaster  of  Chaumont  by  President  Calvin  Coolidge  and  re¬ 
appointed  to  the  office  in  1928.

Epsilon  fraternity.  He  is  also  Past  Master  of  Chaumont  Grange,  and 
holds  membership  in  the  Jefferson  County  Pomona  Grange  and  New  York 
State  Grange.  He  belongs  to  the  New  York  State  Branch  of  the  National 
League  of  District  Postmasters. 


Frederick  A.  Grant. — One  of  the  leading  attorneys  of  Watertown  is 
Frederick  Arthur  Grant,  who  is  Surrogate  of  Jefferson  County.  He  was 
born  at  Cape  Vincent,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  20,  1881,  the  son  of  William  J.  and 
Sarah  J.  (Horton)  Grant. 

William  J.  Grant  was  born  at  Cape  Vincent,  Feb.  18,  1851,  and  his 
wife  was  a  native  of  Lyme,  Jefferson  County,  born  June  19,  1855.  For 
many  years  he  engaged  in  the  wholesale  hay  business.  He  later  became 
customs  inspector  and  then  collector  of  customs  at  Cape  Vincent,  and 
served  in  that  capacity  for  11  years.  Mr.  Grant  died  April  8,  1911,  and 
his  wife  died  Dec.  30,  1926.  Both  are  buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  Cape 
Vincent.  Mr.  Grant  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Cape  Vincent,  and  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  for 
many  years,  and  belonged  to  Cape  Vincent  Lodge  No.  293,  F.  and  A.  M., 
Cape  Vincent  Chapter  No.  96,  R.  A.  M.,  Watertown  Commandery  No.  11, 
K.  T.  and  Media  Temple.  The  following  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Grant:  Walter  H.,  lives  at  Cape  Vincent;  William  J.,  deceased;  Fred¬ 
erick  A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Nellie  J.  lives  at  Watertown; 
Judson  M.,  lives  at  Cape  Vincent;  Anna  M.,  lives  at  Watertown;  Clara,  de¬ 
ceased;  and  Ethel  B.,  married  Dr.  E.  A.  Hammond,  lives  at  New  Berlin, 
N.  Y. 

Frederick  A.  Grant  attended  the  public  schools  of  Cape  Vincent.  He 
was  graduated  from  Adams  Collegiate  Institute  in  1899,  and  in  1903  re¬ 
ceived  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy  at  Hamilton  College.  He 
began  his  career  as  a  teacher  and  was  vice  principal  of  Gouverneur  High 
School  from  1903  until  1906.  Mr.  Grant  then  took  up  the  study  of  law 
and  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  from  the  New  York  Law  School  in  1908. 


FREDERICK  A.  GRANT 
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After  his  admission  to  the  bar  he  entered  the  law  offices  of  Brown,  Car¬ 
lisle  &  McCartin,  of  Watertown,  and  in  January,  1909,  became  identified 
with  the  firm  of  Carlisle  &  Carlisle.  He  had  engaged  in  private  practice 
from  1913  until  1923  when  he  became  associated  with  W.  W.  Kelley,  as  a 
member  of  the  firm  of  Kelley  &  Grant.  This  partnership  continued  until 
Jan.  1,  1929,  when  Mr.  Grant  assumed  the  office  of  surrogate  of  Jefferson 
County. 

Mr.  Grant  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War  having  served  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  47th  Training  Battery,  U.  S.  Field  Artillery.  Throughout  his 
enlistment  he  was  stationed  at  Camp  Taylor,  Louisville,  Ky. 

Politically,  Mr.  Grant  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Cape  Vincent,  of  which  he  served  as  Sunday 
School  superintendent  for  12  years,  and  as  a  member  of  the  board  of 
trustees  for  a  number  of  years.  He  is  a  member  of  Cape  Vincent  Lodge, 
F.  and  A.  M.  No.  293,  of  which  he  is  past  master;  R.  A.  M.  No.  96,  and 
Watertown  Consistory.  He  is  past  district  deputy  grand  master  of  Jef- 
ferson-Lewis  Masonry  and  a  past  commander  of  Watertown  Commandery 
No.  11,  K.  T.,  and  a  member  of  the  American  Legion  Post  No.  832  and 
Chi  Psi  fraternity. 


Oliver  J.  LaFontaine,  M.  D. — Prominent  among  the  successful  profes¬ 
sional  men  of  Jefferson  County  is  Doctor  LaFontaine,  who  has  been  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  at  Chaumont  for  more  than  35  years. 
He  was  born  in  the  town  of  Clayton,  Jefferson  County,  Sept.  5,  1866,  the 
son  of  Martin  Webster  and  Alice  (Frazer)  LaFontaine. 

Martin  Webster  LaFontaine,  deceased,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War. 
As  a  young  man  he  enlisted  for  service  in  the  Civil  War  and  served  as  a 
member  of  Battery  K,  10th  New  York  Heavy  Artillery.  He  was  slightly 
wounded  on  several  occasions,  being  discharged  with  the  rank  of  sergeant. 
Mr.  LaFontaine  was  an  expert  cabinet  maker  and  engaged  in  the  making 
of  fine  furniture.  He  removed  with  his  family  to  Maitland,  Ontario,  Can¬ 
ada,  in  1872,  and  died  at  that  place  in  1888.  His  widow  still  lives  at  Mait¬ 
land.  Mr.  LaFontaine  was  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church  and  be¬ 
longed  to  the  Masonic  fraternity.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  LaFontaine  were  born 
five  children,  as  follows:  Oliver  J.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Dr.  Edgar, 
lives  at  Watertown ;  Frederick  W.,  lives  in  Montreal,  Canada,  where  he  has 
been  identified  with  a  sugar  company  for  a  period  of  40  years ;  Emma,  lives 
at  Maitland ;  and  Eva,  married  Allen  J.  Hodge,  lives  at  Spragueville,  N.  Y. 

Oliver  J.  LaFontaine  attended  the  public  schools  of  Maitland  and  Brock- 
ville,  Ontario.  He  was  graduated  from  Brockville  (Ont.)  High  School  in 
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1888,  and  six  years  later  obtained  the  degre  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at 
New  York  University.  During  1894-95  Doctor  LaFontaine  was  an  interne 
in  the  Chamber  Street  Hospital,  although  he  was  registered  at  Roosevelt 
Hospital,  and  in  the  latter  year  he  established  a  private  practice  at  Chau- 
mont,  where  he  has  continued  to  the  present  time.  Doctor  LaFontaine 
has  taken  graduate  work  at  the  Fifth  Avenue  Clinic  and  the  New  York 
Post  Graduate  School.  For  many  years  he  has  been  health  officer  of  Chau- 
mont,  and  he  is  identified  with  the  Jefferson  County  Medical  Society,  New 
York  State  Medical  Society,  and  American  Medical  Association. 

In  1894  Doctor  LaFontaine  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Flora  L. 
Grey,  who  died  at  Chaumont  in  Oct.,  1916.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Rev. 
L.  B.  and  Josephine  (Walrath)  Grey,  who  were  natives  of  Springfield,  N.  Y. 
He  was  a  minister  of  the  Methodist  Church.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  LaFontaine 
had  no  children. 

Politically,  Doctor  LaFontaine  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Episcopal  Church,  and  belongs  to  Chaumont  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  172. 


Rev.  Edward  H.  Bernier. — One  of  the  highly  esteemed  and  most  influ¬ 
ential  citizens  of  Jefferson  County  is  Rev.  Bernier,  who  is  pastor  of  All 
Saints’  Catholic  Church  at  Chaumont.  He  was  born  at  Swanton,  Vt.,  July 
23,  1885,  the  son  of  Mitchell  and  Matilda  (Stemm)  Bernier. 

Mitchell  Bernier  and  his  wife  were  born  at  St.  Albans,  Vt.,  and  are 
buried  at  Swanton.  He  was  a  mason  by  trade  and  was  thus  employed 
throughout  his  active  career.  He  held  membership  in  the  Church  of  the 
Nativity  and  was  a  Republican  in  politics.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bernier  were 
born  the  following  children :  Debora,  deceased ;  Lillian,  married  George  L. 
Bedor,  lives  at  Colorado  Springs,  Col.;  Anna,  married  Cuthbert  Cheney, 
lives  at  Swanton,  N.  Y. ;  William,  lives  at  Providence,  R.  I.;  Frank,  lives 
at  Manila,  R.  I. ;  Leon,  lives  at  Springfield,  Mass. ;  Anthony,  deceased ;  and 
Edward  H.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Edward  H.  Bernier  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  parochial  schools 
of  Swanton,  Vt.,  and  at  the  age  of  12  years  entered  the  College  of  the 
Sacred  Heart,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1901.  He  completed  the 
course  of  study  at  St.  Michael’s  College,  at  Winoski  Park,  Vt.,  in  1907,  and 
was  graduated  from  St.  Michael’s  Seminary  in  England  in  1912,  being  or¬ 
dained  to  the  priesthood  at  the  Cathedral  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  at 
Burlington,  Vt.,  by  Bishop  Rice,  on  Oct.  12,  1912.  He  then  became  pro¬ 
fessor  at  St.  Michael’s  College  in  Vermont  and  was  identified  with  that 
institution  from  1912  until  1923.  In  the  latter  year  he  took  charge  of  mis¬ 
sion  work  at  St.  Labre’s  Indian  Mission  in  Montana.  Father  Bernier  came 
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to  Chaumont  Oct.  6,  1924,  as  pastor  of  All  Saints’  Church,  and  now  serves 
in  that  capacity. 

During  the  World  War  Father  Bernier  was  chaplain  at  Fort  Ethan 
Allen.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus. 


All  Saints’  Church,  Chaumont. — The  earliest  record  of  mass  being  said 
in  Chaumont  is  about  1868,  when  Father  James  Hogan,  of  St.  Patrick’s 
Church,  Watertown,  held  funeral  services  at  the  home  of  John  Delaney. 
This  old  red  house  is  still  standing  at  the  east  end  of  the  railroad  bridge. 
Later,  mass  was  said  at  the  home  of  Samuel  Govro,  who  lived  on  the  road 
to  Point  Salubrious.  This  house  burned  several  years  ago.  Father  Tur- 
geon,  of  Watertown,  conducted  services  in  this  residence  on  two  or  three 
occasions.  At  the  home  of  Frank  Duford,  which  stood  in  what  was  known 
as  the  Copley  Quarry,  on  the  west  side  of  the  Point  Salubrious  Road, 
Father  Chapelle,  of  the  Fathers  of  the  Sacred  Heart,  Watertown,  held  serv¬ 
ices  several  times.  In  1876  Mr.  Duford  moved  his  family  to  the  house 
now  occupied  by  Charles  Nims,  on  the  corner  of  Main  Street  and  the  De- 
pauville  road.  Here  Father  Durin,  Father  Grom,  and  others  of  the  Fathers 
of  the  Sacred  Heart,  said  mass  several  times. 

In  1877  the  Chaumont  Mission  was  united  with  Clayton,  Cape  Vincent 
and  Rosiere,  with  Father  James  Sherry  as  pastor.  At  this  time  through 
the  benevolence  of  Hiram  Copley,  two  rooms  in  the  old  LeRoy  de  Chau* 
mont  house  were  fitted  up  for  the  use  of  the  Catholic  people  of  Chaumont. 
Mass  was  said  there  once  a  month  on  a  week-day  for  a  year  or  two.  Then 
again,  through  the  kindness  of  Hiram  Copley,  the  upstairs  part  of  the 
house  now  occupied  by  Dayton  Hilts  was  donated  for  services,  and  this  was 
used  as  a  chapel  until  the  present  property  was  purchased  and  the  house 
thereon  changed  into  a  church. 

In  1884  Rosiere,  Cape  Vincent  and  Chaumont  were  separated  from 
Clayton  and  Father  Kelly  had  charge  of  this  mission.  About  1888  Chau¬ 
mont  was  taken  from  Rosiere  and  Cape  Vincent  and  given  to  Brown ville 
together  with  Dexter  and  Belleville,  Brownville  being  separated  from  Wat¬ 
ertown.  Upon  Father  Hagerty’s  sponsorship,  a  subscription  was  circulated 
and  enough  money  was  secured,  especially  from  non-Catholics,  to  purchase 
the  property  where  the  church  now  stands.  This  property  consisted  of  a 
house  and  shop  and  about  a  quarter  acre  of  land.  The  purchase  was  made 
Feb.  17,  1896.  Father  Corbett  succeeded  Father  Hagerty,  and  during  the 
last  year  of  his  pastorate  at  Chaumont  alterations  were  started  on  the 
house  belonging  to  the  church  in  order  that  it  might  be  made  fit  for  the 
Holy  Sacrifice  of  the  mass.  Augustus  Solar  and  his  two  sons,  Frank  and 
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Claude,  together  with  Francis  Duford  and  R.  Barnes,  did  the  work  free. 
During  the  process  of  repairs,  Father  Pontur  replaced  Father  Corbett,  and 
through  Father  Pontur’s  efforts  the  inside  of  the  church  was  completed 
and  mass  was  said  twice  every  month  on  Sundays. 

Father  McGowan  was  sent  to  replace  Father  Pontur  in  1909.  During 
the  pastorate  of  Father  McGowan  the  summer  colony  began  to  increase 
and  Bishop  Conroy  found  it  advisable  to  separate  Chaumont  from  Brown- 
ville  and  give  Chaumont  a  pastor  together  with  Dexter. 

Father  Condon  was  named  first  resident  pastor.  He  remained  only  a 
few  weeks  and  priests  were  sent  from  Ogdensburg  on  Sundays  for  another 
few  weeks  until  the  Rev.  E.  H.  Bernier  was  sent  to  Chaumont  on  Nov.  6, 
1924.  From  this  time  the  congregation  gradually  increased,  especially  in 
the  summer  seasons,  so  that  it  became  necessary  to  double  the  capacity  of 
the  small  church.  This  was  done  in  the  spring  of  1928.  The  rectory  was 
purchased  in  1929  from  Joseph  Houghton. 

When  a  large  portion  of  Chaumont  was  destroyed  by  fire  on  Aug.  21, 
1930,  the  church  was  burned  to  the  ground,  and  the  present  edifice  was 
built  and  was  used  for  the  first  time  at  midnight  mass,  Christmas,  1930. 


Luke  Edward  Wells,  merchant  and  postmaster  of  Limerick,  is  a  sub¬ 
stantial  and  widely  known  citizen  of  Jefferson  County.  He  was  born  at 
Three  Mile  Bay,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  24,  1886,  the  son  of  Clarence  and  Lillian  (Hal- 
laday)  Wells. 

Clarence  Wells,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  New  York,  born  at  Three 
Mile  Bay.  His  wife  was  born  near  Depauville,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Wells  remained 
on  his  father’s  farm  until  1893,  at  which  time  he  removed  to  Limerick  and 
engaged  in  general  farming.  He  retired  in  1924  and  died  in  1926.  His 
widow  lives  at  Limerick.  Mr.  Wells  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the 
Universalist  Church,  and  belonged  to  the  Dexter  Grange.  The  only  child 
born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wells  was  Luke  Edward,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  boyhood  of  Luke  Edward  Wells  was  spent  at  Limerick  and  he 
attended  Dexter  High  School.  He  began  his  business  career  with  the 
American  Express  Company  at  Watertown  and  for  two  years  was  stock 
clerk  in  the  employ  of  Sears  &  Pryun,  wholesale  grocers,  Watertown.  In 
1914  he  became  interested  in  the  general  mercantile  business  at  Limerick 
as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Crysler  &  Wells.  Three  years  later  Mr.  Crysler 
retired  and  sold  his  interest  in  the  business  to  Irving  Smith,  and  the  part¬ 
nership  of  Wells  &  Smith  continued.  They  are  general  merchants  and 
also  are  dealers  in  automobile  accessories.  Since  1914  Mr.  Wells  also  has 
served  as  postmaster. 
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In  1910  Mr.  Wells  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Ada  Estelle 
Crysler,  the  daughter  of  Ellington  B.  and  Gertrude  (Weaver)  Crysler, 
natives  of  Jefferson  County  and  now  residents  of  Dexter.  He  is  a  retired 
farmer  and  merchant.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wells  have  a  son,  Leon  Weaver,  who 
is  a  graduate  of  Dexter  High  School  and  Dexter  Training  School. 

Mr.  Wells  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Universalist  Church,  and 
belongs  to  Dexter  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  1072,  Sackets  Harbor  Chapter 
R.  A.  M.  No.  68,  Watertown  Commandery  K.  T.  No.  11,  and  Media  Temple. 
He  also  holds  membership  in  the  Jefferson  County  Farm  Bureau. 


Milton  B.  Empie,  who  has  spent  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  in 
business  at  Brownville,  is  recognized  as  a  substantial  citizen,  of  Jefferson 
County.  He  was  born  at  Three  Mile  Bay,  Jan.  8,  1872,  the  son  of  A.  G. 
and  Frances  (Knowlton)  Empie. 

A.  G.  Empie  was  born  at  Three  Mile  Bay,  Jefferson  County,  as  was  also 
his  wife.  Both  are  buried  at  that  place.  He  was  a  general  farmer  and 
stockman  throughout  his  life  and  took  an  active  part  in  local  politics,  being 
an  ardent  Democrat.  He  held  membership  in  the  Baptist  Church.  To 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Empie  were  born  three  children:  Milton  B.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch;  Hart  G.,  lives  at  Safford,  Ariz.;  and  Abigail,  married  C.  F. 
Favrert,  lives  at  Three  Mile  Bay. 

Milton  B.  Empie  grew  up  at  Three  Mile  Bay  and  attended  the  public 
schools  and  Mexico  Academy.  For  two  terms  he  taught  school  in  the 
Three  Mile  Bay  district,  after  which  he  went  to  LaRaysville,  N.  Y.,  as 
manager  of  an  ax  handle  factory.  He  also  conducted  a  meat  business  at 
that  place  and  in  1905  located  at  Black  River,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Empie  came  to 
Brownville  in  1907  and  at  that  time  established  Empie’s  Home  Bakery, 
which  he  successfully  managed  until  1924.  The  business  was  then  liqui¬ 
dated  and  Mr.  Empie  has  since  conducted  a  grocery  business. 

In  1896  Mr.  Empie  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Julia  S.  Mosher, 
the  daughter  of  Charles  and  Louise  (Fenner)  Mosher,  who  were  natives 
of  Herkimer  County,  N.  Y.,  both  now  deceased.  They  have  a  son,  Giles  E. 
Empie,  who  was  born  in  1900.  He  married  Miss  Georgia  Brown,  the 
daughter  of  Frank  and  Mina  Brown,  natives  of  Glen  Park,  N.  Y.  Mr. 

Empie  is  engaged  in  business  with  his  father  at  Brownville.  He  has  two 
sons,  Douglas  and  Malcolm. 

Mr.  Empie  is  a  Democrat  and  in  November,  1925,  was  elected  super¬ 
visor.  He  was  endorsed  by  both  the  Democratic  and  Republican  party  in 
the  election  of  1927  and  was  re-elected  to  office  in  1929.  He  is  affiliated 
with  the  Knights  of  Pythias. 
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Edith  M.  Root  Phelps  is  prominent  in  Jefferson  County  as  the  capable 
postmaster  of  Brownville,  where  she  was  born,  the  daughter  of  Charles  E. 
and  Carrie  M.  (Morris)  Root. 

Charles  E.  Root  was  born  in  the  town  of  Hounsfield,  Jefferson  County 
as  was  his  wife.  He  died  in  1917  and  his  widow  lives  at  Brownville.  Mr. 
Root  followed  general  farming  for  a  number  of  years  and  was  later 
employed  by  the  Ontario  Paper  Mills,  which  was  later  acquired  by  the 
International  Paper  Company.  He  was  living  retired  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  Mr.  Root  was  a  Republican. 

Edith  M.  Root  attended  the  public  schools  of  Brownville.  She  was 
employed  for  five  years  by  the  firm  of  Frazier  &  Schermerhorn  as  a  book¬ 
keeper,  and  remained  at  home  after  her  marriage  in  1902  to  Daniel  B. 
Phelps,  the  son  of  Charles  C.  and  Nancy  (Brown)  Phelps,  natives  of  New 
York  and  Illinois,  respectively.  Both  are  deceased.  Daniel  B.  Phelps  was 
employed  for  a  time  at  the  Harmon  Paper  Company.  He  is  now  employed 
in  Watertown  as  a  chauffeur.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Phelps  had  three  children: 
Dorothy,  deceased;  Doris  June  and  Charles  Curtis,  students. 

Mr.  Phelps  and  his  wife  are  Republicans.  She  has  held  the  appointment 
of  postmaster  of  Brownville  since  April  4,  1928,  and  has  also  served  as 
village  treasurer  for  several  terms.  She  is  a  member  of  the  Episcopal 
Church. 


James  W.  Fitzgerald,  who  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War,  is  widely 
known  throughout  Jefferson  County  as  the  efficient  cashier  of  the  First 
National  Exchange  Bank  of  Clayton.  He  was  born  at  Clayton,  Jan.  1, 
1892,  the  son  of  Michael  and  Mary  (Connolley)  Fitzgerald. 

Michael  Fitzgerald  and  his  wife  were  born  in  Ireland.  In  early  life 
they  came  to  the  United  States  and  for  several  years  lived  in  Vermont, 
later  removing  to  Clayton,  where  Mr.  Fitzgerald  owned  and  operated  a 
large  farm.  He  died  in  1907  and  is  buried  at  Clayton,  where  his  widow 
still  resides.  Mr.  Fitzgerald  was  a  Democrat  and  served  as  assessor.  He 
was  a  member  of  St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church,  and  belonged  to  the  Knights 
of  Columbus,  Clayton  Council  No.  350.  Six  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Fitzgerald,  as  follows:  James  W.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Mary  E., 
lives  a  Clayton ;  Gertrude,  a  teacher,  lives  at  Clayton ;  Robert,  who  is  identi¬ 
fied  with  the  Consaul-Hall  Company,  of  Clayton;  Louise,  married  Lewis 
Leonard,  lives  at  Clayton ;  and  Edward  M.,  lives  at  Clayton. 

James  W.  Fitzgerald  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Clayton,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1909.  He  then  entered  the 
National  Exchange  Bank  as  a  bookkeeper  and  resigned  in  1914  as  teller. 
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In  that  year  he  entered  Cornell  University,  from  which  he  received  a 
degree  in  Civil  Engineering  in  1918.  During  the  World  War  Mr.  Fitz¬ 
gerald  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Engineers,  and  was  sent  to  Washington,  D.  C., 
where  he  was  assigned  to  the  ordnance  corps  at  Wilson  Dam,  Muscle 
Shoals.  He  was  discharged  in  December,  1918,  but  remained  as  an 
accountant  in  the  Ordnance  Department  of  the  U.  S.  Army  until  April, 
1919,  when  he  returned  to  Clayton  as  assistant  cashier  of  the  National 
Exchange  Bank.  He  was  promoted  to  cashier  in  1924  and  the  following 
year  was  elected  director.  In  1930,  when  the  National  Exchange  Bank  and 
the  First  National  Bank  were  merged  as  the  First  National  Exchange 
Bank,  Mr.  Fitzgerald  became  cashier  and  director. 

Mr.  Fitzgerald  is  also  a  director  of  the  Warner  Knitting  Company,  and 
director  of  the  Consaul-Hall  Company.  He  is  independent  in  politics,  holds 
membership  in  St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church,  and  is  Past  Deputy  Grand 
Knight  of  Clayton  Council  No.  350,  Knights  of  Columbus.  He  also  belongs 
to  the  Elks  Lodge,  and  is  treasurer  of  the  Rotary  Club,  and  secretary  of 
the  Clayton  Golf  Club.  He  is  past  commander,  charter  member  and  one 
of  the  organizers  of  Colon-Couch  Post  No.  821,  American  Legion,  and 
belongs  to  the  “40  and  8”  society. 


J.  E.  Swart  wont,  who  is  well  known  as  the  postmaster  of  Clayton,  is 
a  member  of  one  of  Jefferson  County’s  oldest  families.  He  was  born  at 
St.  Lawrence,  Jefferson  County,  May  28,  1870,  the  son  of  James  A.  and 
Jane  (Putney)  Swartwout. 

James  A.  Swartwout,  deceased,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  Both 
he  and  his  wife  were  born  at  Pamelia  in  Jefferson  County.  He  was  reared 
on  his  father’s  farm  and  at  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  enlisted  in 
Battery  M,  10th  New  York  Heavy  Field  Artillery,  serving  throughout  the 
entire  war  period.  He  later  resumed  his  farming  interests  and  was  thus 
engaged  during  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  died  in  1907  and  his  wife 
died  in  1918.  Both  are  buried  in  Union  Cemetery,  St.  Lawrence.  Mr. 
Swartwout  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and 
belonged  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  the  Grange.  There 
were  five  sons  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Swartwout,  as  follows:  Alson  B.,  who 
died  in  May,  1931;  Edgar  H.,  who  died  in  1930;  Charles  G.,  a  farmer,  lives 
near  Black  River  in  Jefferson  County;  J.  E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch; 
and  Frank,  deceased. 

J.  E.  Swartwout  attended  the  district  schools  of  Jefferson  County  and 
Luther  Hill  School  at  Pillar  Point.  He  was  interested  in  farming  for  a 
time  and  in  1892  operated  and  owned  a  grist  mill  and  cider  press.  In 
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1907  he  became  manager  of  the  Stephen  Johnson  estate,  and  three  years 
later  purchased  the  cigar  store  of  E.  W.  Corbin  in  Clayton.  Mr.  Swart- 
wout  continued  as  the  successful  manager  of  this  business  until  1927,  at 
which  time  his  son  took  over  the  store,  and  he  continued  as  manager 
until  1930.  It  was  then  sold  to  Howard  L.  Hudson.  Mr.  Swartwout  was 
appointed  acting  postmaster  in  1927,  and  on  Dec.  12,  1928,  he  was 
appointed  postmaster.  He  had  held  the  office  of  village  treasurer  for  14 
years,  and  has  always  been  prominent  in  public  affairs  in  his  community. 

In  1895  Mr.  Swartwout  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Sarah  E. 
Kelly,  the  daughter  of  George  Kelly,  who  conducted  a  blacksmith  shop  at 
Cape  Vincent  for  many  years.  He  is  now  deceased  and  is  buried  at  Cape 
Vincent,  N.  Y.  Their  son,  Emory,  is  a  graduate  of  Clayton  High  School 
and  the  Pratt  Institute,  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Swartwout  is  a  Republican,  and  is  affiliated  with  Clayton  Lodge 
F.  &  A.  M.  No.  296,  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  No.  539. 


Lewis  William  Charlebois. — Among  the  practical  and  dependable  busi¬ 
ness  men  of  Watertown  is  Lewis  William  Charlebois,  general  contractor. 
He  was  born  at  Grindstone  Island,  Jefferson  County,  Oct.  16,  1873,  the  son 
of  Eli  and  Elizabeth  (Bertrand)  Charlebois. 

Eli  Charlebois  was  a  native  of  Ontario,  Canada,  born  March  16,  1830, 
and  his  wife  was  born  at  Cape  Vincent,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  24,  1835.  At  the  age 
of  17  years  Mr.  Charlebois  came  to  the  United  States  and  spent  a  number 
of  years  as  a  chef  on  the  Great  Lakes.  He  also  served  in  that  capacity 
on  the  private  yacht  of  H.  H.  Warner  for  seven  years.  In  later  life  he  was 
a  farmer.  Mr.  Charlebois  died  Sept.  25,  1910,  and  his  wife  died  Jan.  7, 
1911.  Both  are  buried  at  Clayton,  N.  Y.  He  was  a  Republican  and  held 
membership  in  the  Catholic  Church.  The  following  children  were  born 
to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charlebois:  Elias  Ward,  born  April  2,  1854;  John,  born 
Sept.  11,  1855;  Virginia,  born  Aug.  27,  1857;  Anthony,  born  Sept.  23, 
1859;  John  Alphonso,  born  Sept.  17,  1861;  Elizabeth,  born  July  10,  1863; 
Ellen,  born  Aug.  26,  1865 ;  Mary,  born  Aug.  25,  1866 ;  Edward,  born  March 
23,  1868;  Eli,  born  Aug.  29,  1869;  Lewis  William,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch ;  George,  born  Oct.  22,  1876 ;  and  Joseph  Wellington,  born  Feb.  13, 
1878. 

Lewis  William  Charlebois  was  educated  in  the  district  schools.  At  the 
age  of  16  years  he  learned  the  trade  of  carpenter,  and  in  1908  he  became 
a  general  building  contractor  at  Watertown.  He  has  specialized  in  busi¬ 
ness  property  and  has  erected  buildings  for  the  following  companies: 
Brownsville  Paper  Company;  Hind  &  Daush  Paper  Company;  Newton 
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Falls  Paper  Company,  of  Newton  Falls,  N.  Y.;  Moyer  &  Pratt  Paper  Com¬ 
pany,  of  Lyonsdale,  N.  Y.;  and  Watertown  Ice  Company.  He  also  had 
contracts  for  the  building  of  Canton  High  School,  Carthage  High  School, 
Watertown  City  Hospital,  Jefferson  County  Sanitarium,  and  Weather 
Bureau  Building,  of  Canton. 

In  October,  1895,  Mr.  Charlebois  married  Miss  Bertha  M.  Riley,  the 
daughter  of  Thomas  and  Hattie  (McCombs)  Riley,  natives  of  Jefferson 
County.  Mr.  Riley,  a  Civil  War  veteran,  lives  retired  at  Utica,  N.  Y.  His 
wife  is  deceased.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charlebois  were  born  seven  children 
as  follows:  1.

— Numbered  among  the  highly  successful  young 
professional  men  of  Jefferson  County  is  Ellsworth  J.  Carter,  who  is  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  practice  of  law  at  Clayton,  with  offices  in  the  National  Ex¬ 
change  Bank  Building.  He  was  born  at  Harrisville,  Lewis  County,  Nov.  24, 
1900,  the  son  of  Hon.  Milton  and  Minnie  (Olin)  Carter. 

Hon.  Milton  Carter,  who  is  serving  as  county  judge  and  surrogate  in 
Lewis  County,  is  a  native  of  New  York.

John  T.  Fowkes,  Jr.,  M.  D. — Among  the  leading  young  physicians  and 
surgeons  of  Jefferson  County,  Doctor  Fowkes,  a  veteran  of  the  World  War, 
is  outstanding  for  his  professional  skill  and  personal  popularity.  He  was 
born  at  Omar,  N.  Y.,  April  21,  1894,  the  son  of  Dr.  John  T.  and  Ellen  Grace 
(Tinkess)  Fowkes. 

Dr.  John  T.  Fowkes,  Sr.,  has  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  at 
Lafargeville,  N.  Y.,  for  many  years  and  has  also  held  the  office  of  health 
officer  there  for  30  years.  He  was  born  at  Sheffield,  England,  and  his  wife 
was  born  at  Avonmore,  Ontario,  Canada.  He  was  four  years  old  when 
his  parents  removed  to  Canada  and  he  was  later  graduated  from  Queen’s 
College  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  He  began  his  professional 
career  at  Omar,  N.  Y.  He  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows, 
Lafargeville  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  171,  Jefferson  County,  New  York  State 
and  American  Medical  Associations.

D.  V.  Seeber,  who  is  cashier  and  director  of  the  Citizens  Bank  of  Cape 
Vincent,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  reliable  and  substantial  business  men 
of  Jefferson  County.  He  was  born  at  Clayton,  N.  Y.,  June  23,  1867,  the 
son  of  Walter  and  Celestia  (Reynolds)  Seeber. 

Walter  Seeber  was  born  at  Brownville  and  was  a  Civil  War  veteran.  He 
grew  up  on  his  father’s  farm  and  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war  enlisted  in 
Battery  I,  10th  New  York  Heavy  Artillery,  with  which  he  served  until 
the  close  of  the  war  in  1865.  Throughout  his  active  life  Mr.  Seeber  suc¬ 
cessfully  engaged  in  general  farming  and  stock  raising.  He  died  at  Clay¬ 
ton  in  1905  and  his  wife,  a  native  of  Sandy  Creek,  Oswego  County,  died 
in  1907.  Both  are  buried  at  Depauville,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Seeber  was  a  Repub¬ 
lican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  belonged  to  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Seeber  were  born  four  children:  Alice, 
Clarence  and  Dier,  all  deceased;  and  D.  V.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

D.  V.  Seeber  was  educated  in  the  district  schools  near  Clayton  and  in 
1883  was  graduated  from  Ives  Seminary.  He  received  a  degree  from 
Cornell  University  in  1889  and  until  1910  engaged  in  farming  and  stock 
raising  on  his  three  farms  in  Jefferson  County.  In  that  year  he  became 
identified  with  the  U.  S.  customs  offices  at  Cape  Vincent.  Five  years  later 
he  purchased  the  S.  S.  Block  general  insurance  agency.  He  became  gen¬ 
eral  bookkeeper  for  the  Citizens  Bank  of  Cape  Vincent  in  1922,  later  was 
made  assistant  cashier,  and  in  1927  was  elected  cashier  and  director  of  the 
institution.  He  is  manager  of  the  Cape  Vincent  Water  Works,  vice  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Cape  Vincent  Underwriters  Corporation,  and  former  president 
of  the  Cape  Vincent  Board  of  Trade. 

In  1889  Mr.  Seeber  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Minnie  J.  Cheese- 
man,  the  daughter  of  Rev.  Anson  and  Mary  (Stowell)  Cheeseman,  natives 
of  Theresa.  Mr.  Cheeseman  was  a  minister  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
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Church,  and  is  buried  at  Theresa,  N.  Y.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Seeber  had  a 
daughter,  Alice  J.,  who  is  the  wife  of  Robert  M.  Winn,  and  they  live  at 
Wollaston,  Mass.  They  had  two  daughters,  Lelia  J.  and  Frances  S.  Mrs. 
Seeber  died  Sept.  23,  1931,  and  is  buried  at  Depauville. 

Mr.  Seeber  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  belongs  to  Depauville  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  688;  Cape  Vincent 
Chapter  R.  A.  M.  No.  96,  Past  High  Priest;  Grand  Representative  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  of  the  Grand  Chapter;  Watertown  Council  R.  &  S.  M. 
M.  No.  34;  Cape  Vincent  Chapter,  0.  E.  S.  No.  491,  Patron. 


Major  William  N.  Maloney,  M.  D. — One  of  the  able  and  successful 
professional  men  of  Jefferson  County  is  Doctor  Maloney,  of  Cape  Vincent, 
who  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was  born  at  Cape  Vincent,  Oct.  26, 
1871,  the  son  of  William  and  Margaret  (Cornaire)  Maloney. 

William  Maloney  was  born  in  County  Tipperary,  Ireland,  and  came  to 
the  United  States  with  his  parents  when  he  was  a  very  small  child.  He 
became  interested  in  the  lumber  business  in  Michigan  and  in  later  life 
purchased  a  farm  on  the  river  road  at  Cape  Vincent,  where  he  lived  from 
1868  until  his  retirement.  Mr.  Maloney  died  in  1911  and  is  buried  at  Cape 
Vincent.  His  widow  lives  at  Cape  Vincent,  where  she  was  born.  Mr. 
Maloney  took  an  active  part  in  local  politics  and  was  a  Republican.  There 
were  eight  children  in  the  Maloney  family,  as  follows:  William  N.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch;  John  R.,  lives  at  River  View,  N.  Y.;  James  B., 
contractor  and  builder,  lives  at  Clayton ;  Mary,  married  H.  P.  Wallace,  lives 
at  Cape  Vincent;  R.  L.,  who  is  president  and  general  manager  of  the  M. 
M.  T.  Motor  Company,  of  Baltimore,  Md. ;  M.  A.,  lives  on  the  old  Cornaire 
homestead  near  Cape  Vincent;  T.  D.,  lives  on  the  homestead;  and  E.  M., 
who  is  identified  with  the  Niagara  Sprayer  Company,  of  Middleport,  N.  Y. 

The  early  education  of  William  N.  Maloney  was  received  in  the  public 
schools  of  Cape  Vincent.  After  his  graduation  from  Clayton  High  School 
in  1894  he  taught  school  for  one  year  and  then  entered  Bellevue  Hospital 
Medical  College,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine 
in  1898.  Doctor  Maloney  served  as  an  interne  in  Mothers  and  Babies  Hos¬ 
pital,  New  York  City,  and  in  1899  engaged  in  the  general  practice  of 
medicine  at  Three  Mile  Bay,  N.  Y.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  World  War  he 
was  commissioned  a  captain  in  the  U.  S.  Medical  Corps  and  sent  to  Fort 
Oglethorpe,  Ga.,  later  being  transferred  to  General  Hospital  No.  14,  Fort 
Oglethorpe,  and  then  to  Base  Hospital  No.  159,  Fort  Oglethorpe.  He  sub¬ 
sequently  became  commander  of  Hospital  Train  No.  17,  and  was  in  charge 
of  the  transportation  of  thousands  of  wounded  soldiers  throughout  the 
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United  States.  In  January,  1920,  he  went  to  Camp  Jackson,  S.  C.,  where 
he  was  chief  of  G.  U.  Service  work  at  that  place,  and  in  December  of  the 
same  year  he  was  sent  to  Madison  Barracks,  N.  Y.,  where  he  was  later 
discharged  with  the  rank  of  major.  He  re-enlisted  and  was  sent  to  Camp 
Dix,  N.  J.,  as  attending  surgeon,  and  in  November,  1921,  he  was  relieved 
from  active  duty  and  at  that  time  placed  upon  the  reserve  officers  list. 
Since  1921  Doctor  Maloney  has  engaged  in  private  practice  at  Cape  Vincent 
and  he  has  met  with  unusual  success  in  his  profession.  He  also  is  health 
officer  and  is  vice  president  of  the  Jefferson  County  Medical  Society,  and 
a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Medical  Society,  and  the  American 
Medical  Association. 

Doctor  Maloney  was  married  in  1907  to  Miss  Cola  M.  Ailing,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  James  Ailing,  a  native  of  Madison  County,  N.  Y.,  now  living  at 
Madison.  He  is  a  retired  farmer.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Maloney  have  no 
children. 

In  politics  Doctor  Maloney  is  independent.  He  is  affiliated  with  Cape 
Vincent  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  293,  and  Camden  Consistory,  32nd  degree. 
He  is  past  commander  of  John  W.  Londraville  Post,  American  Legion,  and 
belongs  to  the  Order  of  Military  Surgeons,  and  Order  of  the  Officers  of 
the  Great  War. 


Gen.  Delos  Bennett  Sacket,  U.  S.  A.,  deceased,  was  a  member  of  a 
prominent  pioneer  family  of  Jefferson  County.  He  was  born  at  Cape  Vin¬ 
cent,  April  14,  1822,  and  died  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  March  8,  1885.  He  is 
buried  at  Cape  Vincent.  General  Sacket  was  a  son  of  Gideon  S.  and 
Frances  (Bush)  Sacket. 

Gideon  S.  Sacket  was  born  at  Westfield,  Mass.,  in  1792,  and  died  in 
1860.  He  was  a  captain  of  the  46th  Regiment,  New  York  Infantry,  and 
was  the  son  of  Menardus  and  Fanny  (Nimocks)  Sacket.  The  latter  was 
born  at  Westfield,  Mass.,  in  1770,  and  died  in  1854.  Menardus  Sacket  was 
the  son  of  Ezekiel  and  Anna  (Granger)  Sacket.  He  was  born  in  1738. 

Entering  West  Point  Military  Academy  in  1841,  Delos  Bennet  Sacket 
was  graduated  with  the  rank  of  brevet  second  lieutenant  in  1845,  and 
assigned  to  the  Second  Regiment  of  Dragoons.  Within  a  year  he  had  won 
his  first  promotion  on  the  battle  fields  of  Palo  Alto  and  Resaca-della 
Palma,  and  on  June  30,  1846,  was  commissioned  second  lieutenant  and 
assigned  to  the  First  Regiment  of  Dragoons.  On  Dec.  27,  1848,  he  was 
commissioned  a  first  lieutenant,  and  from  Dec.  10,  1850,  until  April  16, 
1855,  he  was  assistant  instructor  of  cavalry  tactics  at  the  U.  S.  Military 
Academy.  On  March  3,  1855,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  captain  in 
the  First  Cavalry,  and  the  following  year  was  made  a  member  of  the  Board 
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of  Officers  selected  to  revise  the  U.  S.  Army  Regulations,  and  during  a 
considerable  part  of  the  year  1856-57  he  served  on  frontier  duty  in  the 
Kansas  disturbances.  In  1848  he  participated  with  credit  in  the  Utah  and 
Cheyenne  expeditions.  On  Jan.  31,  1861,  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of 
major  of  the  First  Cavalry,  and  on  May  3,  following,  was  commissioned 
lieutenant  colonel  of  the  Second  Cavalry.  In  October,  1861,  he  was  assigned 
to  duty  as  inspector  general  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  with  the  rank 
of  colonel,  and  served  on  the  staff  of  the  commanding  general  in  the  Vir- 
ginia-Peninsula  and  the  Maryland  and  Rappahannock  campaigns,  partici¬ 
pating  in  the  principal  battles.  He  seemed  to  have  held  an  exalted  place 
in  the  estimation  of  General  McClelland,  who  commended  him  most  highly 
in  several  of  his  reports  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  in  one  of  which  he  used 
the  following  language:  “In  Heaven’s  name  give  me  some  generals  who 
understand  the  profession.  Give  me  such  men  as  Stephenson,  Marcy, 
Sacket  and  Lander,  and  I  will  answer  for  it  with  my  life  that  I  meet  with 
no  disaster.” 

From  Jan.  10  to  May  26,  1863,  Colonel  Sacket  was  in  charge  of  the 
inspector  general’s  office  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  subsequently  until 
March,  1864,  was  an  active  member  of  the  board  having  charge  of  organ¬ 
ization  of  invalid  corps  and  the  retirement  of  disabled  officers.  From 
April,  1864,  until  August,  1865,  he  was  engaged  in  making  a  special  tour 
of  the  Departments  of  Cumberland,  Arkansas,  and  New  Mexico.  On 
March  13,  1865,  he  was  brevetted  brigadier  general  and  major  general  for 
“gallant  and  meritorious  service  in  the  field  during  the  Civil  War.”  After 
the  termination  of  the  war  he  was  inspector  general  of  the  Department  of 
Tennessee  and  of  the  Divisions  of  the  Atlantic  and  Missouri.  On  Jan.  2, 
1881,  he  became  senior  inspector  general  of  the  armies  of  the  United 
States,  with  the  rank  of  brigadier  general. 

In  1847  General  Sacket  married  (first)  Miss  Amanda  Field,  who  died 
in  1854.  Their  daughter,  Frances  E.,  was  born  in  1848,  and  married 
Archibald  C.  Fairbairn,  M.  D.  Both  are  deceased.  General  Sacket  was 
married  (second)  on  Dec.  13,  1856,  to  Miss  Frances  Ann  Williams,  the 
daughter  of  Edward  and  Eliza  Beekley  (Ross)  Williams,  who  were  natives 
of  New  York  City.  To  Delos  B.  and  Frances  Ann  (Williams)  Sacket  were 
born  five  children:  1.  Maynard,  born  Sept.  17,  1858,  died  Jan.  2,  1863. 
2.  Delos  Bennet,  Jr.,  born  June  5,  1861,  died  March  9,  1862.  3.  Francis 
Williams,  born  Sept.  15,  1867,  died  in  March,  1926.  4.  Cornelius  Tiebout, 
born  Jan.  22,  1870,  died  in  October,  1929.  5.  Eliza  Ross,  married  Charles 
M.  DeValin,  M.  D.  He  is  deceased  and  she  resides  at  Cape  Vincent  and 
New  York  City.  To  Doctor  and  Mrs.  DeValin  was  born  a  daughter, 
Frances  Sacket,  who  is  the  wife  of  Thomas  Devereux  Haigh.  They  live  in 
New  York  City. 
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Kenneth  C.  Steblen. — A  member  of  one  of  the  oldest  families  of  Jef¬ 
ferson  County,  Kenneth  C.  Steblen  is  widely  known  as  the  capable  post¬ 
master  of  Cape  Vincent.  He  was  born  at  Cape  Vincent,  Feb.  12,  1900,  the 
son  of  Frank  A.  and  Eva  M.  (Copeland)  Steblen. 

Frank  A.  Steblen  was  born  at  Cape  Vincent  and  his  wife  is  a  native  of 
Carthage.  In  early  life  he  was  a  farmer  and  now  holds  the  office  of  deputy 
sheriff  of  Jefferson  County.  He  has  also  served  as  chief  of  police  and 
street  commissioner  of  Cape  Vincent,  where  he  resides.  Mr.  Steblen  is  a 
Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  belongs  to  B.  P. 
0.  Elks,  No.  496.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Steblen  were  born  four  children:  Os¬ 
wald,  deceased;  Kenneth  C.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Marjorie,  married 
Frederick  Gerard,  lives  at  Watertown;  and  Lucille,  lives  at  Cape  Vincent. 

Kenneth  C.  Steblen  attended  Albany  Law  School  after  his  graduation 
from  Cape  Vincent  High  School  in  1918.  During  the  World  War  he  served 
as  a  member  of  the  Student  Army  Training  Corps.  For  a  time  he  was 
identified  with  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Fisheries  as  a  fish  culturist,  and  on 
Jan.  27,  1925,  accepted  the  appointment  as  postmaster  of  Cape  Vincent, 
being  reappointed  to  office  Feb.  9,  1929. 

In  1922  Mr.  Steblen  married  Miss  Doris  Millen,  the  daughter  of  Capt. 
A.  D.  and  Mary  (Burdick)  Millen,  natives  of  Jefferson  County.  He  is  a 
retired  lake  captain.  His  wife  is  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Steblen  have  a 
son,  Kenneth  Willard. 

Politically  Mr.  Steblen  is  a  Republican.  He  holds  membership  in  the 
Episcopal  Church,  and  belongs  to  Gamma  Eta  Gamma  fraternity.  He  is 
Past  Commander  of  American  Legion  Post  No.  832,  and  in  1931  was  com¬ 
mander  of  the  Jefferson  County  organization  of  the  American  Legion. 


Davis  Comstock. — One  of  the  prominent  young  business  men  of  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  is  Davis  Comstock,  who  is  cashier  of  the  First  National  Bank 
of  the  Thousand  Islands,  at  Alexandria  Bay.  He  was  bom  at  Alexandria 
Bay,  Sept.  25,  1893,  the  son  of  Capt.  George  M.  and  Louella  (Davis) 
Comstock. 

Capt.  George  M.  Comstock  has  spent  his  entire  life  in  Alexandria  Bay, 
and  for  20  years  has  successfully  operated  a  privately  owned  fleet  of 
yachts  in  the  Thousand  Islands  district.  His  wife  died  in  1896.  To  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Comstock  were  born  three  children:  Davis,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch;  Catherine,  married  Hubert  Hunt,  lives  at  Alexandria  Bay;  and 
Redo,  married  Elisha  Burtch,  lives  at  Alexandria  Bay. 

Capt.  George  M.  Comstock  is  the  son  of  Capt.  John  M.  and  Catherine 
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(McCormick)  Comstock,  who  are  natives  of  Jefferson  County  and  residents 
of  Alexandria  Bay.  He  is  a  retired  steamboat  captain. 

Davis  Comstock  attended  the  public  schools  of  Alexandria  Bay  and 
after  his  graduation  from  high  school  in  1910  he  was  employed  as  a  clerk 
in  the  hardware  store  of  Henry  Hartman.  He  then  became  a  bookkeeper 
for  the  First  National  Bank  of  the  Thousand  Islands  and  served  as  teller 
and  assistant  cashier  before  his  election  in  1923  as  cashier  of  the  institu¬ 
tion.  Since  1930  he  has  also  been  a  director. 

In  1916  Mr.  Comstock  married  Miss  Marian  Barnes,  of  Madrid,  N.  Y. 
They  have  a  daughter,  Natalie. 

Politically,  Mr.  Comstock  is  a  Democrat  and  he  is  serving  as  treasurer 
of  the  village.  He  is  treasurer  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  belongs 
to  Alexandria  Bay  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  297,  and  Theresa  Chapter, 
R.  A.  M.  No.  149,  Past  High  Priest.  He  is  also  treasurer  of  the  Kiwanis 
Club,  Grenadier  Island  Country  Club,  Ltd.,  Alexandria  Bay  Rod  &  Gun 
Club,  and  Alexandria  Bay  Sportsmen  Association. 


William  T.  Field. — One  of  the  outstanding  professional  men  of  Water- 
town  is  Mr.  Field,  who  is  president  of  William  T.  Field  Engineers,  Inc.  He 
was  born  in  this  city,  Aug.  15,  1888,  the  son  of  Hon.  Brayton  Allen  and 
Antoinette  E.  (Thompson)  Field. 

Hon.  Brayton  Allen  Field  has  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law  in  Water- 
town  for  a  period  of  45  years.  He  was  born  in  Jefferson  County  at  Houns- 
field,  March  18,  1853,  and  in  1878  was  graduated  from  Dartmouth  College 
with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  He  read  law  in  the  offices  of  O'Brien 
&  Emerson,  Watertown,  being  admitted  to  the  New  York  bar  in  1886.  His 
entire  professional  career  has  been  spent  in  Watertown  and  he  has  served 
as  city  judge.  Mr.  Field  is  a  member  of  All  Souls  Universalist  Church, 
a  Republican,  and  belongs  to  the  Lincoln  League.  He  is  a  trustee  of  St. 
Lawrence  University,  former  president  of  the  Jefferson  County  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  and  former  president  of  the 
Buieau  of  Charities  in  the  City  of  Watertown.  He  has  also  served  as 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Health.  In  1881  Mr.  Field  married  Miss  An¬ 
toinette  E.  Thompson,  the  daughter  of  William  A.  and  Nancy  (Chittenden) 
Thompson.  Their  children  were:  Nellie  L.,  lives  at  Watertown;  Allen  S.; 
William  T.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Arthur  C.,  deceased;  Brayton  W., 
lives  at  Glen  Olden,  Pa.;  and  Irene  A.,  married  V.  A.  Fogg,  lives  at 
Ithaca,  N.  Y. 

William  T.  Field  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Watertown.  He  studied  law  in  his  father’s  office  for  two  years  and  dur¬ 
ing  that  time  also  took  a  correspondence  course  in  civil  engineering.  He 
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became  associated  in  engineering  work  with  the  New  York  Central  Rail¬ 
road,  but  in  December,  1910,  engaged  in  business  for  himself.  The  engi¬ 
neering  firm  of  William  T.  Field  Engineers,  Inc.,  has  been  in  existence 
since  1929,  with  Mr.  Field  as  president  and  treasurer  and  Arthur  H. 
Emmerson  as  vice  president  and  secretary.  They  are  widely  known 
engineers  of  water  and  sewage  systems  and  have  completed  contracts  for 
this  type  of  work  in  60  municipalities  throughout  New  York.  They  are 
also  specialists  in  the  erection  of  hydro-electric  power  plants. 

In  1912  Mr.  Field  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Emily  M.  Rogers, 
the  daughter  of  David  H.  and  Mildred  (Moffett)  Rogers,  of  Antwerp, 
N.  Y.  Their  daughter,  Mildred  Thompson,  is  a  student  at  St.  Lawrence 
University. 

Mr.  Field  is  a  Republican  in  politics,  a  member  of  All  Souls  Universalist 
Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  Watertown  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  49 ;  Water- 
town  Chapter  R.  A.  M.  No.  59;  B.  P.  0.  Elks  No.  496;  American  Society 
of  Civil  Engineers;  American  Waterworks  Association;  New  York  State 
Society  of  Professional  Engineers;  New  York  State  Association  of  City 
and  Village  Engineers;  and  New  York  State  Sewage  Works  Association. 


Thomas  J.  Brady,  who  is  deputy  collector  in  charge  of  U.  S.  Customs  at 
Cape  Vincent,  is  widely  known  throughout  Jefferson  County.  He  was  born 
at  Cape  Vincent,  Dec.  10,  1864,  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Mary  (Dooley) 
Brady. 

Thomas  Brady  was  born  at  New  Ross,  County  Wexford,  Ireland,  and 
his  wife  was  a  native  of  the  same  county,  born  at  Rosscommon.  In  early 
life  they  emigrated  to  the  United  States  with  their  respective  families, 
and  their  marriage  took  place  at  Rome,  N.  Y.  Later  they  removed  to  Cape 
Vincent,  where  Mr.  Brady  spent  many  years  in  the  employ  of  the  New 
York  Central  Railroad.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are  deceased  and  are  buried 
at  Cape  Vincent.  Their  children  were:  Margaret,  deceased;  James  A., 
lives  at  Cape  Vincent;  John,  deceased;  Thomas  J.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch;  Mary,  married  James  P.  Davis,  lives  at  Cape  Vincent;  Edward, 
deceased;  and  Frank,  lives  at  Cape  Vincent. 

Thomas  J.  Brady  was  reared  and  educated  at  Cape  Vincent,  and  began 
his  business  career  with  the  J.  A.  Scobell  Lumber  &  Grain  Company.  He 
then  spent  nine  years  in  the  employ  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  as 
a  billing  clerk  and  in  1896  was  appointed  inspector  of  customs.  He  re¬ 
ceived  his  present  appointment  as  deputy  collector  a  number  of  years  ago. 

In  August,  1890,  Mr.  Brady  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Emily 
Field,  the  daughter  of  William  and  Martha  (Glenn)  Field.  Mr.  Field  was 
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born  in  England  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of  Canada,  where  they  were 
married  and  reared  their  family.  Both  are  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brady 
are  the  parents  of  four  children:  John  Halstead,  a  World  War  veteran, 
lives  in  New  York  City;  Genevieve,  married  William  B.  Kapper,  lives  at 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  and  they  have  one  daughter,  Mary  Martha;  Thomas  B., 
lives  at  Brooklyn,  married  Kathleen  King.  They  have  one  daughter, 
Marilyn;  and  Leo  E.,  lives  on  Long  Island,  married  Margaret  Kane  and 
has  one  son,  John  E. 

Mr.  Brady  is  a  Democrat,  and  belongs  to  the  Board  of  Trade.  For 
many  years  he  served  on  the  Cape  Vincent  School  Board.  He  is  a  member 
of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul’s  Catholic  Church. 


Frank  G.  Blum,  mayor,  is  a  prominent  citizen  of  Cape  Vincent  and  a 
successful  business  man,  being  the  proprietor  of  the  F.  G.  Blum  General 
Store.  He  was  born  here  Sept.  1,  1871,  the  son  of  Jacob  and  Christina 
Blum. 

Both  Jacob  Blum  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Germany.  Their  mar¬ 
riage  took  place  at  Albany,  N.  Y.,  and  they  later  removed  to  Cape  Vincent, 
where  Mr.  Blum  followed  his  trade  as  a  stonemason.  He  later  became  a 
successful  contractor.  He  and  his  wife  are  deceased  and  are  buried  at 
Cape  Vincent.  Mr.  Blum  was  a  Democrat  and  held  membership  in  the 
Episcopal  Church.  There  were  seven  children  in  the  Blum  family :  Charles, 
Jacob,  John,  and  Christina,  all  deceased;  Elizabeth,  married  Michael  Rad¬ 
ley,  lives  at  Cape  Vincent;  Louise,  the  widow  of  Henry  Peo,  lives  at  Cape 
Vincent;  and  Frank  G.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Frank  G.  Blum  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Cape 
Vincent,  where  he  has  always  lived.  He  spent  two  years  as  a  clerk  in  the 
store  of  Whitney  &  Company,  and  later  clerked  for  L.  0.  Woodruff.  He 
became  manager  of  the  Woodruff  store,  and  upon  the  death  of  Mr.  Wood¬ 
ruff  in  1912,  Mr.  Blum  purchased  the  business.  It  is  the  largest  general 
store  in  Cape  Vincent.  Mr.  Blum  carries  a  complete  line  of  dry  goods,  and 
also  deals  in  groceries. 

Mr.  Blum  held  the  office  of  treasurer  of  the  Cape  Vincent  Water  & 
Light  Works  for  15  years,  and  also  was  trustee  of  the  Water  Board.  He 
was  elected  mayor  in  March,  1928,  and  reelected  to  office  two  years  later. 
He  was  also  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  of  which  he  has 
served  as  treasurer. 

In  1891  Mr.  Blum  married  Miss  Delia  Hammond,  who  died  in  1918.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  Jesse  and  Catherine  (McLarne)  Hammond,  the  former 
a  native  of  New  York  and  the  latter  of  Wolfs  Island,  Ontario,  Canada. 
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Both  are  buried  at  Cape  Vincent.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Blum  was  born  a 
daughter,  Florence,  who  is  the  wife  of  Frank  Pigden,  of  Cape  Vincent.  In 
1927  Mr.  Blum  married  Ethel  (Rattan)  Gardner,  the  widow  of  Frank 
Gardner. 

Mr.  Blum  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  is 
affiliated  with  Cape  Vincent  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  293;  Cape  Vincent 
Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  96;  Watertown  Council,  R.  &  S.  M.  M.  No.  34; 
Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  11 ;  and  Media  Temple. 


Capt.  Harold  L.  Gokey,  M.  D. — One  of  the  best  known  of  the  younger 
physicians  and  surgeons  of  Jefferson  County  is  Dr.  Gokey,  of  Alexandria 
Bay,  who  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was  born  at  South  Ham¬ 
mond,  St.  Lawrence  County,  Dec.  10,  1893,  the  son  of  Willis  L.  and  Gene¬ 
vieve  (Cook)  Gokey. 

Willis  L.  Gokey  was  born  in  St.  Lawrence  County  in  1862  and  spent 
his  entire  life  in  that  section  as  a  farmer  and  stockman.  He  died  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  1930,  and  is  buried  in  Rarick  Cemetery,  South  Hammond.  Mr. 
Gokey  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  belonged 
to  the  Masonic  Lodge.  His  widow  resides  at  South  Hammond.  Their 
only  child  is  Harold  L.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Harold  L.  Gokey  received  his  early  education  at  South  Hammond  and 
was  graduated  in  1911  from  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy.  He  received  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  McGill  University  in  1917,  and  soon  after 
was  commissioned  a  first  lieutenant  in  the  Medical  Corps  of  the  U.  S.  Army. 
He  attended  the  Army  Medical  School  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  subse¬ 
quently  was  sent  to  London,  England,  on  detached  service  with  the  Royal 
Army  Medical  Corps  of  the  British  Army.  He  served  in  the  Richmond 
Military  Hospital  on  the  Thames  River  and  on  Dec.  5,  1917,  was  attached 
to  the  148th  Field  Ambulance  Unit,  British  Army,  and  sent  to  France. 
He  was  later  transferred  to  the  Seventh  Royal  Fusiliers  of  the  Third 
British  Army,  and  was  with  this  outfit  during  the  retreat  across  the 
Somme  River.  During  a  severe  illness  he  was  returned  to  London,  and 
after  his  recovery  Dr.  Gokey  was  sent  to  the  Rochester  Row  Military 
Hospital  in  London.  On  Jan.  1,  1919,  he  was  transferred  to  the  Robb 
Royston  War  Hospital,  near  Glasgow,  Scotland,  at  that  time  being  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  rank  of  captain.  On  March  14,  1919,  he  was  recalled  to  the 
American  Army  Medical  Headquarters  in  London,  and  the  following  month 
left  England  for  duty  on  the  hospital  ship  “Saxonia.”  This  vessel  returned 
to  the  United  States  from  LaHavre,  France,  with  1,100  sick  and  wounded 
soldiers.  Dr.  Gokey  was  then  located  at  Base  Hospital,  Camp  Merritt, 
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N.  J.,  until  his  discharge  Dec.  14,  1919.  He  became  a  member  of  the  staff 
of  the  St.  Lawrence  State  Hospital,  Ogdensburg,  in  January,  1920,  and 
two  years  later  established  his  present  private  practice  at  Alexandria  Bay. 

In  1921  Dr.  Gokey  married  Miss  Ruth  Helen  Huntley,  who  was  gradu¬ 
ated  from  McGill  University  in  1916.  She  is  the  daughter  of  Julius  and 
Lena  Huntley,  of  Little  Rock,  Ark.  The  former  is  deceased  and  the  latter 
lives  at  Little  Rock.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Gokey  have  no  children. 

Politically  Dr.  Gokey  is  a  Republican.  He  holds  the  office  of  mayor, 
having  been  elected  in  March,  1931.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  Kiwanis  Club,  American  Legion,  Alexandria  Bay  Golf  Club,  Alpha 
Kappa  Kappa  fraternity,  and  Masonic  Lodge.  He  also  belongs  to  the 
Jefferson  County,  New  York  State,  and  American  Medical  Associations. 


Fuller  F.  Cornwall. — Among  the  successful  business  men  of  Alexandria 
Bay,  Mr.  Cornwall  has  attained  prominence  as  vice  president  of  the  First 
National  Bank  of  the  Thousand  Islands,  and  he  is  also  identified  with  the 
business  of  A.  C.  Cornwall  &  Son.  He  was  born  at  Alexandria  Bay,  Oct.  13, 
1879,  the  son  of  Andrew  Calhoun  and  Julia  (Fuller)  Cornwall. 

A  complete  sketch  of  Andrew  Calhoun  Cornwall  appears  elsewhere  in 
this  history  in  the  biography  of  his  son,  A.  Raymond  Cornwall,  of 
Watertown. 

Fuller  F.  Cornwall  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Alexandria 
Bay,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1897.  Two  years  later  he  completed 
a  course  of  study  in  the  Eastman  Business  College.  He  began  his  banking 
career  as  a  bookkeeper  in  the  First  National  Bank  of  the  Thousand  Islands 
in  1900,  and  resigned  as  assistant  cashier  in  1909.  At  that  time  he  pur¬ 
chased  the  interests  of  H.  A.  Cornwall  in  the  business  of  Cornwall 
Brothers,  general  merchants,  coal  and  feed  dealers.  In  1913,  in  partnership 
with  his  father,  Mr.  Cornwall  took  over  the  coal  and  feed  business,  which 
was  thereafter  known  as  A.  C.  Cornwall  &  Son.  Since  1916  he  has  been 
proprietor  of  the  business,  and  is  widely  known  as  a  dealer  in  flour,  feed, 
coal  and  wood. 

In  May,  1904,  Mr.  Cornwall  married  Miss  Lucia  Hartman,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Henry  and  Minnie  (Everson)  Hartman,  of  Alexandria  Bay.  Mr. 
Hartman,  a  retired  hardware  merchant,  lives  at  Alexandria  Bay  and  St. 
Petersburg,  Fla.  His  wife  is  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cornwall  have  a 
daughter,  Jean,  who  is  a  graduate  of  St.  Lawrence  University.  She  is  the 
wife  of  A.  D.  Hunt,  of  Ottawa,  Ont. 

Mr.  Cornwall  is  a  Democrat  and  served  as  mayor  for  two  terms,  and  as 
supervisor  for  eleven  years.  He  has  also  been  president  of  the  Board  of 
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Education,  and  is  a  member  of  the  Kiwanis  Club,  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
and  trustee  of  the  Holland  Library.  He  is  treasurer  of  the  Alexandria 
Bay  Cemetery  Association.  Mr.  Cornwall  holds  membership  in  the  Dutch 
Reformed  Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  Alexandria  Bay  Lodge,  F.  and 
A.  M.,  No.  297;  Theresa  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  149;  Watertown  Council, 
R.  S.  M.  M.  No.  34;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  11;  Central  City 
Consistory,  32nd  degree ;  and  Media  Temple. 


Hon.  Alfred  D.  Lowe,  who  has  served  as  a  member  of  the  New  York 
General  Assembly  from  the  First  District  of  Jefferson  County,  has  been 
identified  with  public  affairs  at  Depauville  for  many  years,  and  now  lives 
retired  there.  He  was  born  at  Clayton,  Jefferson  County,  Sept.  26,  1850, 
the  son  of  Isaac  and  Zillah  (Atwood)  Lowe. 

Isaac  Lowe  was  born  at  Denmark,  in  Lewis  County,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  8,  1812, 
and  his  wife  was  a  native  of  Vermont.  He  was  a  farmer  throughout  his 
life  and  was  active  in  local  politics,  being  first  a  Whig  and  later  a  Repub¬ 
lican.  He  held  membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Mr.  Lowe 
died  in  1879  and  his  wife  died  in  1889.  Both  are  buried  at  Depauville. 
Their  children  were  as  follows :  Celia,  who  died  in  1930,  was  the  wife  of 
D.  C.  Herkimer,  a  Civil  War  veteran;  Luthera,  who  died  in  1866,  was  the 
wife  of  Clytus  Sheppard,  a  Civil  War  veteran ;  Frank,  deceased ;  Alfred  D., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Frank  D.,  born  Oct.  17,  1862,  lives  at  Water- 
town,  and  is  in  the  U.  S.  Government  service;  Adelaide,  deceased;  and 
three  children  who  died  in  infancy. 

Alfred  D.  Lowe  attended  the  public  schools  of  Clayton  for  a  time  and 
also  was  a  student  at  a  select  school  at  Perch  River  and  Depauville.  He 
studied  for  a  time  under  Prof.  John  Felt  at  Brownville,  and  is  a  graduate 
of  Watertown  Commercial  College  and  Fairfield  Seminary.  During  1869- 
70  he  taught  school  at  Clayton  Centre,  N.  Y.,  and  from  1870  until  1872 
was  identified  with  the  general  store  of  James  Johnson  &  Brother  at 
Depauville.  In  the  spring  of  1872  he  established  a  business  at  that  place 
in  partnership  with  Martin  Ranney  under  the  firm  name  of  Ranney  & 
Lowe,  but  disposed  of  his  interests  four  years  later.  On  Jan.  29,  1877,  he 
became  associated  with  Richard  Terry  and  the  firm  of  Terry  &  Lowe  con¬ 
tinued  successfully  until  Nov.  1,  1886,  when  the  business  was  discontinued. 
At  that  time  Mr.  Lowe  founded  a  general  mercantile  establishment  at  De¬ 
pauville  and  continued  as  sole  owner  of  the  enterprise  until  April  30, 
1906,  when  the  store  was  completely  destroyed  by  fire.  From  1922  until 
1929  Mr.  Lowe  represented  the  Watertown  Standard  in  the  field  and  fair 
exhibits  in  counties  of  Northern  New  York.  He  then  devoted  his  time 
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and  energy  to  the  management  of  his  fine  farm  of  237  acres  in  Jefferson 
County,  which  he  still  owns. 

Mr.  Lowe  has  had  numerous  business  interests  at  Depauville  and  is 
founder  of  the  local  office  of  the  Postal  Telegraph  Company,  and  also  built 
and  managed  the  first  telephone  company  at  this  place,  with  which  he 
was  identified  until  his  retirement  in  1906.  He  was  well  known  also  as 
the  promoter  of  the  street  lighting  system  at  Depauville,  and  it  may  be 
said  that  every  municipal  project  has  had  his  earnest  support. 

Mr.  Lowe  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  in  November,  1906,  was  elected 
to  the  New  York  General  Assembly.  He  served  on  the  Agriculture,  Village 
and  Forestry  committees,  and  was  re-elected  to  office  for  a  second  term  in 
1907  and  again  in  1908.  He  was  appointed  by  Governor  Hughes  as  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Assembly  Committee  on  the  investigation  of  industries,  and 
also  served  on  numerous  committees,  and  was  chairman  of  forestry.  Dur¬ 
ing  1909-10  he  was  superintendent  of  fires,  in  the  District  of  the  Eastern 
Forest,  Fish  and  Game  Department.  Among  local  important  offices  held 
by  Mr.  Lowe  are  the  following:  postmaster  of  Depauville  for  27  years; 
member  of  the  Republican  County  Committee  for  many  years;  and  justice 
of  the  peace  for  20  years. 

Mr.  Lowe  was  united  in  marriage,  on  Aug.  12,  1873,  with  Miss  Emma 
F.  Smith,  the  daughter  of  Abner  and  Elma  (Wheeler)  Smith,  natives  of 
Jefferson  and  Herkimer  counties,  respectively.  Both  are  buried  at  Depau¬ 
ville.  Mr.  Smith  was  a  school  teacher  and  farmer,  and  received  the  first 
state  certificate  issued  by  the  department  of  education  in  Jefferson  County, 
and  held  the  offices  of  principal  of  Clayton  schools  and  town  superinten¬ 
dent.  He  also  was  a  justice  of  the  peace.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lowe  have  no 
children.  They  celebrated  their  58th  wedding  anniversary  on  Aug.  12, 
1931. 

Mr.  Lowe  belongs  to  Depauville  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  688,  Past  Secre¬ 
tary  and  Treasurer;  Clayton  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  301;  Watertown 
Commandery  K.  T.  No.  11;  Media  Temple;  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows  No.  848;  and  Depauville  Grange.  He  is  also  a  trustee  of  the  De¬ 
pauville  Cemetery  Association. 


Walter  E.  Kittle  is  prominent  in  Jefferson  County  as  mayor  of  Clayton, 
where  he  is  also  identified  with  the  city’s  business  life.  He  was  born  at 
Clayton,  Sept.  27,  1898,  the  son  of  Frank  B.  and  Jessie  L.  (Murdock) 
Kittle. 

Frank  B.  Kittle  and  his  wife  are  natives  of  Grindstone  Island,  N.  Y., 
and  are  now  residents  of  Clayton,  having  come  here  in  1906.  At  that  time 
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Mr.  Kittle  purchased  the  business  of  Frank  Dufold,  and  has  continued  as  an 
ice  dealer  and  transfer  agent  to  the  present  time.  He  also  is  well  known 
as  a  cattle  buyer  and  shipper.  Mr.  Kittle  is  a  Republican  and  has  served 
as  village  trustee.  He  holds  membership  in  the  Baptist  Church,  and  be¬ 
longs  to  Clayton  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  296,  and  Clayton  Chapter  R.  A.  M.

Curtis  T.  Martin,  of  Alexandria  Bay,  is  part  owner  of  the  Thousand 
Islands  Printing  Company,  and  was  born  at  Denmark,  Lewis  County, 
May  6,  1886,  the  son  of  Fred  and  Anna  (Clark)  Martin. 

Fred  Martin  was  a  native  of  Denmark,  N.  Y.,  and  during  his  life  was 
interested  in  general  farming  and  stock  raising.  He  died  in  1898  and  is 
buried  at  Denmark.  His  widow  lives  at  Lowville,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Martin  was 
identified  with  the  Republican  party  in  politics.  There  were  two  sons 
born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Martin :  Clark,  lives  at  Providence,  R.  I. ;  and  Curtis 
T.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Curtis  T.  Martin  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Den¬ 
mark,  and  for  a  time  lived  in  Minnesota  with  his  mother.  He  is  a  graduate 
of  Albert  Lea  (Minn.)  Commercial  College,  and  has  spent  his  entire  busi¬ 
ness  career  in  the  printing  and  newspaper  business.  He  located  in  Water- 
town  in  1915  as  a  printer  in  the  employ  of  Holbrook  &  Hungerford,  and 
later  was  identified  with  the  printing  department  of  the  Taggart  Bros. 
Manufacturing  Company.  In  the  spring  of  1917  Mr.  Martin  enlisted  for

The  Thousand  Islands  Sun  was  founded  in  1901  by  G.  L.  Olds, 
and  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  thoroughly  independent  newspapers  in  this 
section  of  the  State. 

In  1924  Mr.  Martin  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Louise  Cady,  the 
daughter  of  Luther  and  Etta  Cady,  natives  of  Onondaga  County,  N.  Y., 
and  residents  of  Syracuse.

Charles  Frederick  Peck,  who  is  president  of  Seaver  &  Peck,  general 
insurance  agents,  is  an  able  business  man  and  substantial  citizen  of  Water- 
town,  where  he  was  born  Dec.  7,  1864.  He  is  the  son  of  Hamilton  and 
Anne  (Johnson)  Peck. 

Both  Hamilton  Peck  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  New  York,  born  at 
Flushing,  L.  I.,  and  Watertown,  respectively.  He  engaged  in  the  general 
mercantile  business  throughout  his  life  at  Flushing.  Mr.  Peck  was  a 
Republican  and  a  member  of  St.  George’s  Episcopal  Church.  Two  sons 
were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Peck:  Clifford,  deceased;  and  Charles  Frederick, 
the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

After  his  graduation  from  Watertown  High  School  Charles  F.  Peck 
entered  the  offices  of  the  Davis  Sewing  Machine  Company.  He  learned 
telegraphy  and  subsequently  was  employed  on  the  Watertown  Daily  Times 
as  an  operator  for  the  United  Press  Association.  He  later  spent  five 
y  eai  s  with  the  Utica  Press  as  operator  of  their  associated  press  reports. 
Upon  his  return  to  Watertown,  Mr.  Peck  was  associated  with  the  Agri¬ 
cultural  Insurance  Company,  and  in  1901  purchased  the  interests  of  Mr.

Byron  Haskin,  M.  D. — Prominent  in  medical  circles  throughout  the 
North  Country,  Doctor  Haskin  is  one  of  the  best  known  and  most  liked 
men  of  Theresa,  where  he  has  successfully  practiced  his  profession  for 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century.  He  was  born  at  Lyn,  Ontario,  Canada, 
July  21,  1872,  the  son  of  Sidney  and  Maria  (Slack)  Haskin. 

Sidney  Haskin  was  a  native  of  Greenbush,  Ontario,  Canada,  and  spent 
his  entire  life  in  that  country.  He  was  a  manufacturer  of  chairs  and  was 
interested  in  that  business  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1882.  His  wife 
died  in  November,  1930.  Both  are  buried  at  Lyn,  Ontario.  Their  children 
were:  Olive,  married  Edwy  White,  lives  at  Coral  Gables,  Fla.;  Joseph 
Preston,  lives  at  Stanford,  Conn.;  and  Byron,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  early  education  of  Byron  Haskin  was  received  in  the  public  schools 
of  Lyn,  Ontario,  and  he  was  graduated  from  Athens  High  School  in  1893. 
He  then  taught  school  for  five  years  at  North  Augusta  and  Greenbush, 
Ontario,  after  which  he  took  up  the  study  of  medicine  at  Queens  Univer¬ 
sity,  where  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1902.  He 
began  his  professional  career  at  Frankville,  Ontario,  in  the  offices  of  Drs. 
Dixon  and  Burns  and  in  1903  established  a  private  practice  at  Plessis, 
N.  Y.,  where  he  remained  for  three  years.  In  September,  1906,  Doctor 
Haskin  opened  offices  at  Theresa,  where  he  has  since  been  located.  He 
has  served  as  local  health  officer  continuously  since  1916,  and  for  five  years 
has  been  a  member  of  the  board  of  education.  He  was  president  of  the 
village  council  in  1914  and  is  now  trustee.  Doctor  Haskin’s  professional 
work  has  a  wide  scope  and  he  is  connected  with  the  staffs  of  Good  Samari¬ 
tan  Hospital  and  Mercy  Hospital,  both  of  Watertown.  He  is  a  prominent 
member  of  the  New  York  State  Medical  Society,  American  Medical  Asso¬ 
ciation,  and  has  served  as  president  of  the  Jefferson  County  Medical 
Society. 

Doctor  Haskin  was  married  (first)  in  1904  to  Miss  Ethel  Richards,  who 
died  a  year  following  their  marriage.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Richard 
and  Frances  Richards,  both  of  whom  are  deceased,  buried  at  Frankville, 
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Ontario,  Canada.  To  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Haskin  was  born  a  son,  Sidney  R., 
who  lives  at  Providence,  R.  I.  He  is  a  graduate  of  the  Genesee  Wesleyan 
Seminary  and  St.  Lawrence  University.  Doctor  Haskin  married  (second) 
in  1906  Miss  Lula  M.  Putnam,  the  daughter  of  Squire  U.  and  Nancy  (Town¬ 
send)  Putnam,  who  were  natives  of  Plessis,  N.  Y.  Both  are  deceased. 
Doctor  and  Mrs.  Haskin  have  two  sons :  Squire,  a  graduate  of  the  Eastman 
School  of  Music,  class  of  1931,  now  taking  graduate  work  at  the  same 
institution;  and  Frank  Judson,  a  graduate  of  Theresa  High  School,  class 
of  1931. 

Doctor  Haskin  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
and  belongs  to  Theresa  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  174,  and  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows. 


Earl  E.  White  is  among  the  progressive  young  business  men  of  Jeffer¬ 
son  County,  and  is  widely  known  as  the  cashier  of  the  First  National  Bank 
of  La  Fargeville.  He  was  born  at  Redwood,  N.  Y.,  June  14,  1904,  the  son 
of  Fred  E.  and  Lucia  M.  (Gates)  White. 

Fred  E.  White  was  born  at  Redwood.  At  the  age  of  19  years  he  became 
a  partner  with  his  father  in  a  hardware  business,  and  later  a  brother, 
Floyd  0.  White,  purchased  the  father’s  interest  and  the  business  was  con¬ 
tinued  as  White  Brothers.  They  are  well  known  merchants  of  Redwood. 
Mrs.  White  is  also  a  native  of  Jefferson  County.  Mr.  White  is  a  Republican 
and  holds  membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Three  children 
were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  White:  Earl  E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch; 
Ruth,  at  home;  and  Ray,  who  is  a  student  at  the  University  of  St. 
Lawrence. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  public  schools  of  Redwood  in  1921,  Earl 
E.  White  attended  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  from  which  he  received 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  1925.  He  then  returned  to  Redwood 
as  assistant  cashier  of  the  Redwood  National  Bank,  and  was  connected 
with  that  institution  until  Sept.  1,  1929,  when  he  came  to  LaFargeville  as 
cashier  of  the  First  National  Bank. 

In  1924  Mr.  White  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Virginia  R.  Priest, 
the  daughter  of  LeRoy  and  Grace  (Whittier)  Priest,  natives  of  Jefferson 
County,  and  residents  of  DePauville,  where  Mr.  Priest  is  manufacturer’s 
agent  for  the  Massey-Harris  Farm  Implement  Company.  Three  children 
have  been  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  White:  Earl  E.,  Jr.,  Theodore,  and  Carol. 

Mr.  White  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  La  Fargeville  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  171,  and 
Sigma  Zeta  fraternity. 
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Ernest  G.  Eckert,  of  DePauville,  is  a  substantial  merchant  of  that  place 
and  has  held  the  office  of  postmaster  since  1911.  He  was  born  here  July  29, 
1883,  the  son  of  Philip  and  Addie  (Suits)  Eckert. 

Philip  Eckert  is  a  native  of  Alexandria  Bay.  He  became  a  successful 
farmer  and  stockman  and  has  lived  retired  at  Depauville  since  1916.  His 
wife  was  born  at  Redwood.  Mr.  Eckert  is  a  Democrat  and  an  active  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Methodist  Church.  Four  sons  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eckert: 
Clarence,  lives  at  Depauville;  Bert,  lives  at  Watertown;  Ernest  G.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Earl,  deceased. 

Ernest  G.  Eckert  has  always  lived  at  Depauville.  He  spent  his  boyhood 
on  the  farm  and  after  his  graduation  from  Depauville  High  School  in 
1901  he  was  identified  with  various  business  enterprises  at  this  place.  In 
1910  he  became  identified  with  William  Walton,  and  purchased  the  F.  J. 
Walton  general  store.  Eight  years  later  William  Huckzermeier  purchased 
the  interest  of  William  Walton  in  the  business,  and  in  1922  Mr.  Eckert 
became  sole  owner  of  the  enterprise.  He  has  an  up  to  date  establishment 
and  carries  a  complete  line  of  general  merchandise.

Harold  E.  Giltz. — The  funeral  home  of  Harold  E.  Giltz,  located  at  Alex¬ 
andria  Bay,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  dependable  establishments  of  that 
city.  Mr.  Giltz  is  a  native  of  Theresa,  N.  Y.,  born  May  25,  1899,  the  son  of 
Charles  and  Lena  (Swartz)  Giltz. 

Charles  Giltz  is  a  prominent  business  man  of  Theresa,  where  he  has 
conducted  a  funeral  home  and  furniture  business  for  32  years.  He  was 
born  near  Lowville,  Lewis  County,  March  27,  1873,  and  his  wife  is  a 
native  of  Theresa,  born  July  9,  1871.  Mr.  Giltz  is  a  Democrat  and  has 
served  as  mayor  of  Theresa  and  was  president  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
Both  he  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in  the  Episcopal  Church.  They 
are  the  parents  of  two  children:  Harold  E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and 
Helen,  married  Glenn  Alverson,  lives  at  Theresa. 

Harold  E.  Giltz  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Theresa 
and  left  high  school  at  the  outbreak  of  the  World  War  to  enlist  in  the  U.  S.

Mr.  Giltz  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  be¬ 
longs  to  the  American  Legion,  Kiwanis  Club,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and 
Syracuse  Turn-Verein. 


Charles  McKnight  Flansburgh  has  spent  most  of  his  life  at  LaFarge- 
ville,  and  for  the  past  35  years  has  been  station  agent  there  for  the  New 
York  Central  Railroad.  He  was  born  here  Aug.  11,  1868,  the  son  of 
Timothy  D.  and  Helen  Lucelia  (Richardson)  Flansburgh. 

Timothy  D.  Flansburgh  was  born  in  New  York  in  1838  and  died  at 
LaFargeville  in  1881.  He  was  a  tailor  by  trade  and  at  the  time  of  his 
death  held  the  office  of  postmaster  of  LaFargeville.  He  was  succeeded  by 
his  wife,  who  served  as  postmaster  until  1909,  when  she  resigned.  She 
died  in  1910.  Both  are  buried  at  LaFargeville.  Mrs.  Flansburgh  was  the 
daughter  of  Daniel  Richardson,  one  of  the  earliest  postmasters  of  La¬ 
Fargeville.  Mr.  Flansburgh  was  a  Republican,  an  active  member  of  the 
Episcopal  Church,  and  was  prominent  in  Masonic  circles,  being  affiliated 
with  LaFargeville  Lodge  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  171.  Two  sons  were  born  to 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Flansburgh:  William,  who  died  in  1910;  and  Charles  Mc¬ 
Knight,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  founders  of  the  Flansburgh  family  in  the  Mohawk  Valley  came  to 
this  country  from  Holland. 

Charles  McKnight  Flansburgh  obtained  his  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  LaFargeville,  and  for  a  time  was  a  clerk  in  the  local  post  office. 
He  learned  telegraphy  in  the  offices  of  the  Great  Northwestern  Telegraph 
Company,  and  in  July,  1889,  became  an  operator  at  LaFargeville  for  the 
New  York  Central  Railroad.  He  was  transferred  to  Edwards,  N.  Y., 
as  agent  in  1894,  but  returned  here  two  years  later  as  agent,  in  which 
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capacity  he  has  since  served.  Mr.  Flansburgh  has  held  membership  in 
the  Order  of  Railway  Telegraphers  for  many  years,  having  been  awarded 
the  gold  medal  in  1928  by  the  organization  for  25  years  of  continuous 
service.

Mr.  Flansburgh  is  a  Republican  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  and 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  He  is  a  warden  of  the  Episcopal 
Church. 


Walter  W.  Tilley,  who  holds  the  office  of  postmaster  of  Theresa,  is 
numbered  among  the  dependable  and  substantial  citizens  of  Jefferson 
County,  where  he  has  spent  his  entire  life.  He  was  born  in  the  town  of 
Alexandria,  Jefferson  County,  June  26,  1884,  the  son  of  William  J.  and 
Elvira  (Wilson)  Tilley. 

William  J.  Tilley  was  born  at  Sherness,  County  of  Kent,  England,  and 
was  14  years  of  age  when  he  enlisted  in  the  British  Navy  with  the  consent 
of  his  parents.  He  served  for  three  years  under  Capt.  Burgoyne.  Later, 
Mr.  Tilley  sailed  on  the  St.  Lawrence  River  and  Great  Lakes,  and  for  a 
time  was  employed  at  Collins  Landing,  N.  Y.,  by  Elbridge  Collins.  He 
subsequently  learned  the  cheese  making  trade  from  John  P.  Douglas  and 
at  that  time  also  attended  Potsdam  Normal  School.  He  became  a  teacher 
and  later  was  graduated  from  Watertown  Business  College.  After  his 
marriage  in  1879  Mr.  Tilley  purchased  a  farm  near  Alexandria,  in  Jefferson 
County,  and  successfully  operated  it  for  a  period  of  24  years.  He  then 
located  on  a  farm  near  Theresa,  where  he  remained  until  he  retired  in 
1923  and  moved  to  Theresa,  where  he  died,  Feb.  15,  1931.  He  is  buried 
at  Theresa,  where  his  widow  still  resides.  Mr.  Tilley  was  a  Republican 
and  served  as  trustee  of  the  village  board.  He  held  membership  in  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  for  20  years  was  secretary  of  the  Plessis 
Grange,  and  also  served  as  Master.  Walter  W.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch, 
was  the  only  child  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tilley. 

After  his  graduation  from  Theresa  High  School  in  1904,  Walter  W. 
Tilley  spent  18  months  at  Colgate  University.  He  remained  on  his  father’s 
farm  until  1910,  at  which  time  he  purchased  a  milk  business  in  Watertown. 
It  was  sold  the  following  year  and  Mr.  Tilley  again  managed  his  father’s 
farm  for  a  period  of  nine  years,  removing  to  Theresa  in  1920.  He  then

became  a  clerk  in  a  local  store.  Mr.  Tilley  was  appointed  postmaster  of 
Theresa  in  1923  and  re-appointed  in  1927.  He  is  identified  with  the  New 
York  State  League  of  District  Postmasters  and  National  League  of  Dis¬ 
trict  Postmasters. 

In  1910  Mr.  Tilley  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Ethel  Smith,  the 
daughter  of  Sherman  and  Clarissa  Smith,  who  were  natives  of  De  Ruyter, 
N.  Y.,  both  now  deceased.  Their  children  are:  Sherman,  is  a  graduate 
of  the  Theresa  High  School  and  attended  Rider  Business  College  at  Tren¬ 
ton,  N.  J.,  for  a  year,  assists  his  father  in  the  Theresa  post  office;  Helen,  a 
teacher;  Isabel  and  Robert,  students. 

Politically,  Mr.  Tilley  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Episcopal  Church,  being  president  of  the  board  of  trustees  and  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Men’s  Brotherhood  of  the  church. 


Harrison  Duane  Fuller,  who  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War,  is  promi¬ 
nent  as  Antwerp’s  capable  postmaster.  He  was  born  in  Watertown,  Oct. 
24,  1888,  the  son  of  Duane  and  E.  Adelle  (Lee)  Fuller. 

Duane  Fuller,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Lewis  County,  born  at  Pink¬ 
ney.  His  widow  is  a  native  of  Adams,  Jefferson  County.  Mr.  Fuller  was 
widely  known  in  this  section  of  the  North  Country  as  editor  of  the  Ant¬ 
werp  Gazette,  with  which  he  was  identified  for  a  period  of  32  years.  He  had 
formerly  been  connected  with  the  Watertown  Times.  Mr.  Fuller  was  a 
Republican  and  an  active  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and 
belonged  to  Antwerp  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  226,  and  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows.  He  is  buried  at  Adams  Center,  and  his  widow  resides  at 
Antwerp.  Their  children  were :  Lena,  deceased ;  Lona,  assistant  postmas¬ 
ter  at  Antwerp,  is  the  widow  of  Ernest  Bariteau ;  Walter,  deceased ;  Harri¬ 
son  Duane,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Hazel,  married  Guy  W.  Reyn¬ 
olds,  lives  at  Antwerp. 

Harrison  Duane  Fuller  attended  the  Antwerp  public  schools  from  which 
he  was  graduated  in  1906.  He  learned  the  printer’s  trade  and  newspaper 
business  with  his  father,  and  in  1911  completed  a  course  of  study  at  the 
Albany  Business  College.  He  was  identified  with  the  Antwerp  Gazette 
until  1915,  at  which  time  he  became  a  printer  for  the  Corse  Press,  at 
Sandy  Creek,  N.  Y.  Later  Mr.  Fuller  worked  on  the  Saturday  Night  Press 
as  a  printer.  On  June  1,  1917,  he  enlisted  in  Troop  C,  First  Michigan  Cav¬ 
alry,  which  when  federalized  became  Headquarters  Company,  119th  Field 
Artillery,  32nd  division.  Mr.  Fuller  served  in  the  following  important  en¬ 
gagements:  Toul  Sector,  June  18-22,  1918;  Alsace  Sector,  June  26-July  22, 
1918;  Aisne-Marne  Offensive,  July  27,  Aug.  24,  1918;  Oise-Aisne  Offensive, 
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Aug.  27-Sept.  11,  1918.  He  was  discharged  May  15,  1919,  and  returned  to 
his  former  work  on  the  Antwerp  Gazette.  He  has  served  as  postmaster 
since  1924. 

On  July  12,  1911,  Mr.  Fuller  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Ethel  L. 
Brown,  who  died  in  October,  1915.  She  was  the  daughter  of  0.  Z.  and 
Alice  H.  (Miller)  Brown,  of  Rodman,  N.  Y.  A  daughter  was  born  to  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Fuller,  Alice  A.  On  Sept.  2,  1919,  Mr.  Fuller  married  Miss 
Frankie  D.  Burtis,  the  daughter  of  Charles  F.  and  Mildred  Burtis,  the  for¬ 
mer  a  native  of  Antwerp,  and  the  latter  of  Jasper,  Ont.  Mr.  Burtis  lives  at 
Antwerp.  His  wife  is  deceased.  To  Harrison  Duane  and  Frankie  D.  (Bur¬ 
tis)  Fuller  has  been  born  a  son,  Roger  F. 

Mr.  Fuller  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  belongs  to  Antwerp  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  226,  Past  Master; 
and  American  Legion,  Antwerp  Post,  No.  916,  Past  Adjutant. 


Stanley  A.  Holling,  M.  D.,  of  Theresa,  is  one  of  the  outstanding  young 
physicians  and  surgeons  of  Jefferson  County,  and  is  a  veteran  of  the 
World  War.  He  was  born  at  Pilot  Mound,  Manitoba,  Canada,  Aug.  27, 
1895,  the  son  of  Rev.  Theophilus  Ernest  and  Marietta  (Crawford)  Holling. 

Rev.  Theophilus  Ernest  Holling  was  born  in  Yorkshire,  England,  and 
his  wife  is  a  native  of  St.  George,  Ontario,  Canada.  They  are  now  resi¬ 
dents  of  Lindsey,  Canada.  Reverend  Dr.  Holling  received  his  early  edu¬ 
cation  in  England  and  is  a  graduate  of  Manitoba  University  and  Queens 
University,  having  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  from  the 
latter  institution.  For  a  number  of  years  he  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Bay  of  Quinte  Conference  of  the  United  Church  of  Canada.  There  were 
three  children  born  to  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Holling:  Stanley  A.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch;  Evelyn,  married  Fred  Thurston,  lives  at  Port  Moody,  B.  C.; 
and  Gladys,  who  lives  at  home. 

Stanley  A.  Holling  attended  the  public  schools  of  Canada  and  is  a 
graduate  of  Victoria  High  School,  class  of  1912.  He  received  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts  from  McGill  University  in  1917,  and  in  that  year  vol¬ 
unteered  for  service  in  the  World  War  with  the  Royal  Naval  Volunteer 
Reserve  forces.  He  was  commissioned  a  sub-lieutenant  in  the  medical 
service  and  saw  active  service  in  the  English  Channel,  and  in  the  Mediter¬ 
ranean.  After  his  discharge  in  June,  1919,  he  took  up  the  study  of  medi¬ 
cine  at  McGill  University,  from  which  he  was  graduated  with  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1921.  His  interne  work  was  done  in  the  Toronto 
Western  Hospital,  and  Harlem  Hospital,  New  York  City.  In  February, 
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1923.  he  was  admitted  to  practice  in  the  United  States,  having  been  ad¬ 
mitted  to  practice  in  Canada  two  years  previous.  He  has  maintained  offices 
at  Theresa  since  May  1,  1924,  and  has  a  well  established  practice. 

In  1923  Doctor  Holling  married  Miss  Claudia  Ann  Guichard,  who  was 
born  in  Lyons,  France.  They  have  two  children,  Rosalie  and  Crawford. 

Doctor  Holling  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  belongs  to 
the  Masonic  Lodge,  and  Phi  Kappa  Pi  fraternity.  He  also  holds  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Jefferson  County  Medical  Society,  New  York  State  Medical 
Society,  and  American  Medical  Association. 


Edward  Hankin. — One  of  the  most  influential  and  highly  esteemed  fig¬ 
ures  in  the  business  life  of  Watertown  for  more  than  half  a  century  is 
Edward  Hankin,  who  is  president  of  the  Watertown  Savings,  Loan  & 
Building  Association.  He  has  also  been  identified  with  the  New  York 
Air  Brake,  Company  since  the  date  of  its  organization.  Mr.  Hankin  was 
born  near  Manchester,  England,  in  1859,  the  son  of  William  and  Susanna 
(Gratrix)  Hankin. 

William  Hankin,  who  died  in  Watertown  in  January,  1881,  was  a 
native  of  England.  About  1870  he  brought  his  family  to  the  United  States 
and  settled  at  Rome,  N.  Y.  Four  years  later  the  family  came  to  Water- 
town,  where  Mr.  Hankin  entered  the  employ  of  the  R.  W.  &  0.  Railroad 
as  a  blacksmith.  Later,  he  was  employed  in  the  shops  of  a  Mr.  Eames 
in  this  city. 

Edward  Hankin  was  educated  in  the  elementary  schools  of  England, 
and  when  a  boy  of  nine  years  was  employed  in  the  cotton  mills  at  Farn- 
worth  part  time.  About  1871  he  went  to  work  in  the  coal  mines  on  the 
estate  of  the  Duke  of  Bridgewater.  Three  years  later  he  came  to  this 
country  and  for  a  time  was  employed  in  the  shops  of  the  Knox  Carriage 
Works.  He  also  spent  some  time  in  the  employ  of  J.  B.  McHarg  &  Com¬ 
pany,  manufacturers  of  fishing  tackle,  and  in  1878  he  came  to  Watertown. 
Mr.  Hankin  worked  for  Mr.  Eames,  who  was  the  owner  of  the  Eames 
Vacuum  Brake  Company.  At  his  death  in  1883  the  business  passed  into 
the  hands  of  John  C.  Thompson,  and  continued  under  his  management 
until  1890,  at  which  time  it  was  reorganized  as  the  New  York  Air  Brake 
Company.  Mr.  Hankin  continued  in  charge  of  the  blacksmith  department 
and  on  March  9,  1928,  was  tendered  a  banquet  at  the  Black  River  Valley 
Club  to  commemorate  his  50  years  of  service  with  the  company.  He  has 
been  a  director  of  the  Watertown  Savings  Loan  &  Building  Association 
since  1888  and  was  elected  to  the  office  of  president  after  serving  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years  as  vice  president.

Mr.  Hankin  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  First  Methodist  Church,  and 
for  25  years  has  been  active  in  the  affairs  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  He  belongs 
to  the  Masonic  Lodge  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  was 
the  recipient  of  a  gold  medal  for  50  years  of  service  in  the  latter  organiza¬ 
tion.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Wasoc  Club. 

Mr.  Hankin  lives  at  249  Winslow  Street. 

Mr.  Hankin  was  united  in  marriage  June  3,  1885,  to  Miss  A.  Elizabeth 
Lepper,  a  native  of  Watertown,  a  daughter  of  John  F.  and  Annie  E. 
(Waugh)  Lepper.  Mr.  Lepper  was  one  of  the  pioneer  millers  of  Water- 
town,  where  he  was  born  and  reared.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hankin  one  daugh¬ 
ter  was  born,  Clara  E.,  a  graduate  of  Watertown  High  School,  resides  with 
her  parents. 


Fred  K.  Felshaw,  who  is  outstanding  in  Jefferson  County  among  the 
successful  attorneys,  is  also  vice  president  and  director  of  the  Bank  of 
Antwerp,  where  he  has  practiced  law  for  20  years.  He  was  born  at  West 
Schuyler,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  20,  1884,  the  son  of  Rev.  Abner  J.  and  Alice  L.  (Ken¬ 
yon)  Felshaw. 

Rev.  Abner  J.  Felshaw,  deceased,  was  a  member  of  the  Northern  New 
York  Methodist  Conference  for  a  period  of  37  years.  He  was  born  at  High 
Market,  Lewis  County,  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of  Lee,  Oneida  County. 
He  studied  for  the  ministry  in  the  Northern  New  York  Conference,  being 
ordained  as  a  minister  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  His  first  charge 
was  at  Clayville,  N.  Y.,  and  at  the  time  of  his  retirement  he  was  located 
at  Heuvelton,  N.  Y.  He  died  in  1923  and  his  wife  died  the  following  year. 
Both  are  buried  in  Hillside  Cemetery,  Antwerp.  Reverend  Felshaw  was  a 
Republican  and  was  chaplain  of  Antwerp  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  226. 
Three  children  were  born  to  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Felshaw:  Frank  D.,  who  lives 
at  Antwerp;  Fred  K.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Edna,  married  Orin 
G.  Shippee,  lives  at  Antwerp. 

Fred  K.  Felshaw  read  law  in  the  offices  of  the  late  Hon.  Frank  LaRue, 
of  Philadelphia,  N.  Y.,  following  his  graduation  from  Port  Leyden  High 
School  in  1902.  He  subsequently  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  in  1908 
from  Syracuse  University,  being  admitted  to  the  New  York  State  bar  in 
1909.  Mr.  Felshaw  began  his  professional  career  in  association  with  John 
T.  Delaney  at  Alexandria  Bay,  but  on  May  18,  1911,  came  to  Antwerp  and 
established  a  private  practice.  He  has  served  for  many  years  as  village 
attorney  and  village  clerk,  and  is  also  secretary  of  the  local  Board  of 
Education. 

In  1911  Mr.  Felshaw  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Idell  M.  Ford, 
the  daughter  of  Frank  and  H.  Almira  (Conway)  Ford,  the  former  a  native 
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of  Antwerp  and  the  latter  of  Philadelphia,  N.  Y.  They  are  residents  of 
Antwerp.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Felshaw  have  a  daughter,  Miriam,  who  is  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Antwerp  High  School,  class  of  1930,  now  a  student  at  the  School 
of  Public  Speech,  Syracuse  University. 

Mr.  Felshaw  is  a  Republican,  a  trustee  of  Crosby  Public  Library,  and 
director  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  is  an  active  member  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  being  president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  is  affiliated  with  Antwerp  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  226.  He  also  be¬ 
longs  to  the  Jefferson  County  Bar  Association  and  Syracuse  University 
Alumni  Association. 


Richard  I.  Gates,  who  is  postmaster  of  Redwood,  is  prominent  in  the 
community  where  he  has  spent  his  entire  life,  and  he  is  a  veteran  of  the 
World  War.  He  was  born  at  Redwood,  April  9,  1895,  the  son  of  Augustus 
L.  and  Margaret  (Johnston)  Gates. 

Augustus  L.  Gates,  who  died  in  1918,  was  born  at  Antwerp.  He  was 
a  miller  by  trade  and  was  thus  engaged  throughout  his  active  life.  He  is 
buried  at  Redwood,  where  his  widow  resides.  She  is  a  native  of  County 
Kitley,  Ont.  Both  held  membership  in  the  Episcopal  Church.  Their  chil¬ 
dren  are:  Dwight  J.,  general  merchant;  Lucia,  married  Fred  E.  White; 
Theresa,  married  F.  F.  Rebscher ;  and  Richard  I.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
All  live  at  Redwood. 

Richard  I.  Gates  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Red¬ 
wood  and  after  attending  high  school  he  located  at  Utica,  N.  Y.,  with  the 
Horrocks-Ibbotson  Company.  He  soon  returned  to  Redwood,  however,  and 
purchased  an  interest  in  his  brother’s  general  mercantile  establishment, 
the  firm  thereafter  being  known  as  Gates  Brothers.  In  June,  1918,  Mr. 
Gates  enlisted  for  service  in  the  World  War  in  the  U.  S.  Light  Artillery, 
and  was  sent  to  the  University  of  Buffalo  for  training.  He  later  served  at 
Camp  Taylor,  Ky.,  Camp  Sheridan,  Ala.,  and  Camp  Devon,  Mass.,  being 
discharged  with  the  rank  of  sergeant  on  Dec.  17,  1918.  For  a  time  he  re¬ 
sumed  his  former  business  connections,  and  after  selling  his  interest  to 
his  brother,  he  spent  eighteen  months  in  the  employ  of  the  Carthage  Supply 
Company.  For  a  time  Mr.  Gates  also  conducted  a  confectionery  business 
at  Redwood  and  was  the  proprietor  of  a  motion  picture  theatre.  He  was 
appointed  postmaster  by  President  Coolidge,  May  4,  1926,  and  reappointed 
to  office  in  1930  by  President  Hoover. 

In  1924  Mr.  Gates  married  (first)  Miss  Theresa  M.  Johnston,  who  died 
Aug.  5,  1926,  leaving  a  son,  Richard  Joseph.  She  was  the  daughter  of 
Joseph  and  Blanche  Johnston,  natives  of  New  York  City.  Mr.  Gates  was 
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married  (second)  in  1929  to  Miss  Edna  Martha  Layng,  the  daughter  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Layng,  who  are  residents  of  Athens,  Ont. 

Mr.  Gates  is  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church  and  belongs  to  Alexan¬ 
dria  Lodge  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  296 ;  Theresa  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  149 ;  and 
American  Legion,  John  Lyman  Post.  Politically,  he  is  a  Republican. 


Mathew  M.  Ryan,  M.  D. — One  of  the  most  skilled  professional  men  of 
the  North  Country  is  Doctor  Ryan,  of  Philadelphia,  who  has  engaged  in 
the  practice  of  medicine  for  the  past  35  years  with  unusual  success.  He 
has  also  served  as  coroner  of  Jefferson  County  for  13  years  and  has  been 
health  officer  in  Philadelphia  during  his  entire  period  of  residence  at  that 
place.  Doctor  Ryan  was  born  at  Redwood,  Jefferson  County,  Jan.  11,  1868, 
the  son  of  Michael  and  Mary  (Cosgrove)  Ryan. 

Michael  Ryan  was  born  at  Perth,  Ontario,  Canada,  and  his  wife  was  a 
native  of  Jefferson  County,  born  at  Alexandria  Bay.  He  was  a  shoemaker 
in  his  early  life  and  conducted  a  business  at  Redwood.  He  also  became 
widely  known  as  a  breeder  of  fine  horses.  Mr.  Ryan  died  in  1906  and  his 
wife  died  in  1918.  Both  are  buried  at  Redwood.  He  was  a  Republican 
and  held  numerous  public  offices.  He  was  a  life  long  member  of  St.  Fran¬ 
cis  Xavier  Catholic  Church.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ryan  were  born  the  follow¬ 
ing  children:  Charles,  George,  Dr.  J.  E.,  all  deceased;  Minnie,  married 
James  Burns,  both  deceased;  E.  C.,  attorney,  lives  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y. ;  and 
Mathew  M.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Ruth  Ryan,  daughter  of  E.  C.  Ryan,  of  Syracuse,  is  a  graduate  of  the 
Fine  Arts  Department  of  Syracuse  University,  where  she  received  the 
highest  honors  for  scholastic  work  ever  to  be  awarded  a  woman  student 
at  that  university  for  one  of  her  age.  She  is  the  wife  of  Charles  C.  Tail- 
man,  a  graduate  of  Dartmouth  College,  who  is  chief  cost  accountant  for 
the  Franklin  Automobile  Works,  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y. 

Mathew  M.  Ryan  attended  the  Redwood  public  schools,  taught  school 
in  the  town  of  Alexandria  for  four  years,  and  then  read  medicine  in  the 
office  of  the  late  Doctor  J.  E.  Ryan,  Redwood,  N.  Y.  During  1889-90  he 
was  deputy  collector  inspector  of  customs,  at  Wells  Island,  N.  Y.,  and  in 
1894  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  the  Hahnemann  Medi¬ 
cal  College  of  Chicago,  Ill.  It  was  in  March,  1895,  that  Doctor  Ryan  estab¬ 
lished  his  present  practice  at  Philadelphia,  and  as  mentioned  above,  he 
has  met  with  phenomenal  success  in  his  profession.  He  has  served  as 
president  of  the  Jefferson-Lewis  Medical  Society.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Jefferson  County  Medical  Society,  the  New  York  State  Medical  Society 
and  American  Medical  Association. 
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In  1901  Doctor  Ryan  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Lulah  Briggs, 
who  is  a  graduate  of  Carthage  High  School  and  Potsdam  Normal  School. 
She  is  active  in  the  work  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution, 
in  which  she  holds  membership.  Mrs.  Ryan  is  the  daughter  of  Elias  Wes¬ 
ley  and  Paulina  (Buck)  Briggs,  natives  of  Champion,  Jefferson  County. 
He  was  born  in  1841  and  died  in  1917.  His  wife  was  born  in  1842  and 
died  in  1903.  Both  are  buried  at  Great  Bend,  N.  Y.  Their  marriage  took 
place  on  May  8,  1862.  He  was  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Champion  for 
many  years,  and  was  a  farmer  and  merchant,  being  the  proprietor  of  a 
business  at  Great  Bend,  N.  Y.  Elias  Wesley  Briggs  was  the  son  of  Elias 
and  Clarissa  (Thurbur)  Briggs.  The  former  was  born  Aug.  29,  1792,  and 
died  Sept.  4,  1860.  His  wife  was  born  Sept.  24,  1797.  She  was  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Benjamin  and  Esther  (Allen)  Thurbur.  Both  were  natives  of 
Massachusetts.  Elias  Briggs  was  the  son  of  Enos  and  Bethana  (Samp¬ 
son)  Briggs.  He  was  born  Feb.  1,  1763,  and  died  Jan.  10,  1825.  She  was 
born  Nov.  8,  1768,  and  died  Aug.  13,  1863.  Paulina  (Buck)  Briggs,  mother 
of  Mrs.  Ryan,  was  the  daughter  of  Theodorus  and  Harriet  (Carter)  Buck, 
who  were  natives  of  Champion,  Jefferson  County,  and  buried  at  West  Car¬ 
thage,  N.  Y.  Harriet  Carter  was  the  daughter  of  Zeoboim  and  Olive 
(Hanchett)  Carter,  and  Olive  Hanchett  was  the  daughter  of  David  Han- 
chett,  who  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier.  He  was  a  private  in  the  Lexing¬ 
ton  alarm,  and  a  record  of  his  military  career  is  on  file  in  the  offices  of  the 
War  Department  at  Washington,  D.  C.  He  married  Miss  Deborah  Shel¬ 
don. 

Doctor  and  Mrs.  Ryan  have  an  adopted  son,  Lyman  A.,  who  attended 
the  Peddie  Institute,  and  now  is  identified  with  the  offices  of  the  William 
Sloan  House,  New  York  City. 

Dr.  Ryan  is  a  Republican.  He  and  his  brother,  E.  C.  Ryan,  own  one 
of  the  finest  farms  in  Jefferson  County,  which  is  located  near  Alexandria, 
and  it  consists  of  400  acres. 


Rev.  Joseph  Ludger  Des  Jardins,  who  is  pastor  of  St.  Francis  Xavier 
Catholic  Church  at  Redwood,  is  prominent  throughout  Jefferson  County. 
He  was  born  at  St.  Rose,  Quebec,  Canada,  Nov.  10,  1866,  the  son  of  Cyril 
and  Eloise  (Chartrand)  Des  Jardins. 

Cyril  Des  Jardins  and  his  wife  were  born  at  St.  Rose,  Quebec,  and 
throughout  his  life  he  was  interested  in  general  farming  and  stock  raising. 
He  died  in  1909  and  his  wife  died  March  17,  1917.  They  were  members  of 
St.  Rose’s  Catholic  Church.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Des  Jardins  were  the  parents 
of  17  children,  of  whom  Father  Joseph  L.  was  the  second  in  order  of  birth. 
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Joseph  Ludger  Des  Jardins  attended  the  public  schools  of  St.  Rose  from 
which  he  was  graduated  in  1880.  He  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Science  at  St.  Therese  College  in  1888,  and  was  graduated  from  Grande 
Seminary,  at  Montreal,  in  1891,  being  ordained  to  the  priesthood  by  Bishop 
Fabre  on  December  19,  1891.  He  became  assistant  pastor  of  St.  Bridget’s 
Church  in  Montreal  and  soon  after  was  transferred  to  St.  Jerome’s  Church, 
near  Montreal.  Father  Des  Jardins  was  then  sent  to  Pembrook,  Ont.,  and 
in  1896  came  to  Keysville,  N.  Y.,  as  assistant  at  St.  John  the  Baptist 
Church.  After  four  months  in  that  capacity  he  became  pastor  of  St.  Brid¬ 
get’s  Church  at  Trout  River,  N.  Y.  He  subsequently  served  as  pastor  at 
St.  Francis  Church  at  Harrisville  for  nine  years,  after  which  he  established 
the  Lady  of  Victory  Church  at  Plattsburg.  He  was  located  at  Notre  Dame 
Church,  Ft.  Covington,  N.  Y.,  St.  Regis  Church,  at  St.  Regis  Falls,  and 
spent  two  years  in  travel  in  Western  Canada  before  locating  at  Redwood, 
in  October,  1926,  as  pastor  of  St.  Francis  Xavier’s  Church.  Since  1927 
Father  Des  Jardins  has  also  been  in  charge  of  the  Catholic  Church  at 
Theresa. 

Father  Des  Jardins  is  identified  with  Carthage  Council,  Knights  of 
Columbus,  and  also  holds  membership  in  numerous  church  societies  in  Can¬ 
ada. 


Earle  J.  Kelsey,  D.  D.  S. — One  of  the  highly  successful  dentists  of  Jef¬ 
ferson  County  is  Doctor  Kelsey,  of  Theresa.  He  was  born  here,  June  22, 
1900,  the  son  of  Charles  Herbert  and  Nettie  B.  (Fikes)  Kelsey. 

Charles  Herbert  Kelsey,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Watertown,  and 
spent  most  of  his  life  as  a  farmer  and  stockman.  He  was  a  Republican  in 
politics  and  for  many  years  was  Republican  county  committeeman.  He 
also  served  as  assessor  for  ten  years.  Mr.  Kelsey  was  an  elder  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  was  Past  Master  of  the  Theresa  Grange.  He 
died  in  1928  and  his  widow  lives  at  Theresa.  They  had  the  following 
children:  Winfield,  who  lives  on  a  farm  near  Theresa;  Earle  J.,  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch;  Florence,  married  Albert  Gilman,  lives  at  Rochester, 
N.  Y.;  Charles,  lives  at  Theresa;  Marian,  married  Harold  Leeson,  lives  on 
the  old  Kelsey  homestead ;  Grace,  a  student  nurse,  Mercy  Hospital,  Water- 
town  ;  and  Dorothy,  a  student. 

Earle  J.  Kelsey  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Theresa,  and  was  graduated  from  Theresa  High  School  in  1919.  He  spent 
two  years  at  Syracuse  University  and  in  1925  was  graduated  from  the 
Dental  School  of  the  University  of  Buffalo.  Doctor  Kelsey  spent  the  fol¬ 
lowing  year  as  dental  specialist  in  the  Watertown  public  school  system, 
and  on  Aug.  1,  1926,  took  over  the  well  established  practice  of  Doctor 
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Burgess,  of  Theresa.  He  is  identified  with  the  Jefferson  County,  New  York 
State,  and  American  Dental  Associations,  and  is  recognized  as  a  capable 
man  in  his  chosen  profession. 

In  1925  Doctor  Kelsey  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Evelyn  Tim¬ 
merman,  the  daughter  of  Fred  and  Lillian  (Soper)  Timmerman,  who  were 
both  born  at  LeRay,  Jefferson  County.  The  former  is  deceased  and  the 
latter  lives  at  Theresa.  He  was  prominent  as  a  stockman  and  was  one  of 
the  leading  Holstein  breeders  in  this  section  of  New  York. 

Politically,  Doctor  Kelsey  is  a  Republican,  and  belongs  to  Theresa 
Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  174,  Master  in  1931;  Lodge  of  Perfection,  14th  de¬ 
gree,  Watertown;  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  and  Xi  Psi  Xi  fraternities. 


Clarence  D.  Reed,  who  is  cashier  of  the  Bank  of  Philadelphia,  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  one  of  the  prominent  pioneer  families  of  Jefferson  County,  and  is  a 
veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was  born  at  Philadelphia,  March  26,  1892, 
the  son  of  Minor  C.  and  Eva  May  (Owens)  Reed. 

Minor  C.  Reed  lives  retired  at  Philadelphia  where  he  has  spent  his  en¬ 
tire  life,  and  he  is  a  resident  of  the  old  Reed  homestead  which  was  settled 
over  a  century  ago.  During  his  active  career  he  was  interested  in  general 
farming  and  stock  raising.  He  is  a  Republican  and  belongs  to  the  Ma¬ 
sonic  Lodge.  His  wife  was  also  born  at  Philadelphia.  Their  children  were: 
Ethel,  married  Myron  Johnson,  lives  at  Philadelphia;  and  Clarence  D.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch. 

Minor  C.  Reed  is  the  son  of  Charles  and  Mary  J.  (Van  Amber)  Reed, 
who  were  natives  of  Philadelphia.  Charles  Reed  was  the  son  of  Wilder 
Reed,  a  native  of  Massachusetts,  and  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  this  sec¬ 
tion  of  Jefferson  County. 

Clarence  D.  Reed  attended  the  district  school  and  in  1912  was  gradu¬ 
ated  from  Philadelphia  High  School.  The  following  year  he  completed  a 
course  of  study  at  the  Albany  Business  College,  and  his  entire  business 
career  has  been  identified  with  the  Bank  of  Philadelphia.  He  began  as 
bookkeeper,  became  assistant  cashier  in  1914,  and  two  years  later  was 
appointed  cashier.  In  March,  1918,  Mr.  Reed  volunteered  for  service  in 
the  World  War,  and  served  as  a  member  of  Company  G,  310th  Infantry, 
78  Division.  He  was  active  in  the  St.  Mihiel  Offensive,  and  Meuse-Argonne 
drive,  and  was  severely  gassed  in  October,  1918.  After  his  discharge  as 
a  first  class  private,  Feb.  28,  1919,  Mr.  Reed  assumed  his  former  duties  as 
cashier  of  the  Bank  of  Philadelphia. 

In  1917  Mr.  Reed  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Katherine  Quiner, 
the  daughter  of  Jacob  and  Elizabeth  (Stottler)  Quiner,  natives  of  Water- 
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town  and  Theresa,  respectively.  Mr.  Quiner,  deceased,  was  well  known  as 
a  furniture  dealer  and  funeral  director,  and  was  also  interested  in  the  lum¬ 
ber  business.  His  widow  lives  at  Redwood. 

Mr.  Reed  has  served  as  village  trustee  and  clerk  and  is  now  justice  of 
the  peace.  Politically  he  is  a  Republican.  He  was  first  commander  and 
one  of  the  founders  of  Robert  Markwick  Post,  No.  798,  American  Legion, 
and  is  Past  Master  of  Philadelphia  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  916.  He  also 
belongs  to  the  Modern  Woodmen  of  America. 


Allen  E.  Bullard. — Associated  with  the  Bank  of  Philadelphia  as  vice- 
president,  Mr.  Bullard  is  widely  known  throughout  Jefferson  County  as  a 
successful  hay  dealer.  He  was  born  at  Lewisville,  St.  Lawrence  County, 
May  5,  1864,  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Tilda  (Moore)  Bullard. 

Thomas  Bullard  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  England  and  Scotland. 
At  the  age  of  13  years  he  came  to  this  country  with  his  parents  and  set¬ 
tled  at  Lewisville.  He  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  at  that  place  and 
was  well-known  as  a  builder,  farmer  and  stockman.  Both  he  and  his  wife 
are  deceased.  Their  children  were:  Henry,  who  died  in  1929;  Abagail, 
who  died  in  1930,  was  the  wife  of  Michael  Claffey,  who  died  in  1926;  Cath¬ 
erine,  who  died  in  1916,  was  the  wife  of  Orin  Farnsworth;  John,  lives  at 
Sterlingville,  N.  Y. ;  Sarah,  married  Aaron  Corey,  both  deceased;  Mary, 
who  died  in  1923,  was  the  wife  of  Guy  Wilson ;  Thomas,  who  died  in  1922 ; 
Allen  E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  James,  who  lives  at  Tacoma, 
Wash.  He  has  spent  many  years  as  a  successful  gold  prospector  in 
Alaska. 

Allen  E.  Bullard  attended  the  Lewisville  public  schools.  He  engaged 
in  farming  until  he  was  22  years  of  age,  at  which  time  he  came  to  Phila¬ 
delphia  and  purchased  the  Kirkbride  farm.  Since  1887  he  has  been  an 
extensive  hay  buyer  and  also  ships  to  Eastern  markets.  His  operations  in 
the  hay  market  have  extended  throughout  New  York,  Ohio,  Indiana,  and 
the  Province  of  Quebec,  Canada. 

On  Jan.  5,  1887,  Mr.  Bullard  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Etta 
Andrew,  who  died  at  Philadelphia,  July  3,  1925.  She  was  the  daughter 
of  William  and  Angeline  Andrew,  natives  of  Canada.

Hazel,  a  graduate  of  Syracuse  University,  married  Harry  Rus¬ 
sell,  of  Watertown,  and  they  have  four  children:  Kenneth,  Allen,  Robert, 
and  Virginia.  2.  Dr.  Carleton  W.,  physician,  is  a  graduate  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Buffalo  and  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  For  the  past  six  years 
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he  has  been  engaged  in  private  practice  at  Black  River,  N.  Y.  In  1929-30 
and  ol  he  took  a  post  graduate  course  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in 
eye,  nose  and  throat.  He  is  a  World  War  veteran.  He  married  Miss  Chloe 
Popple,  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Bullard  is  a  Republican  and  is  serving  as  a  member  of  the  village 
board.  He  has  served  as  village  trustee  and  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Education.  He  is  also  affiliated  with  Philadelphia  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No. 
916;  Theresa  Chapter,  R.  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  11; 
and  Media  Temple. 


J.  Arthur  Rathbun,  who  is  president  and  treasurer  of  Affiliated  Brokers, 
Inc.,  with  offices  in  the  Northern  New  York  Trust  Company  Building,  is 
recognized  as  one  of  the  leading  business  executives  in  the  city  of  Water- 
town.  He  was  born  at  Mt.  Pleasant,  Oswego  County,  N.  Y.,  June  16,  1886, 
the  son  of  Rev.  Jesse  F.  and  Flora  (Grant)  Rathbun. 

Rev.  Jesse  F.  Rathbun,  retired,  is  numbered  among  the  best  loved  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Northern  New  York  Conference.  He  was  born  at  Parish, 
N.  Y.,  and  his  wife  is  a  native  of  Henderson.  He  was  educated  in  Mexico 
(N.  Y.)  Academy  and  taught  school  for  several  years  before  taking  up 
the  study  of  ministry.  He  completed  a  four  year  course  and  was  ordained 
as  a  minister  of  the  Methodist  Church.  Throughout  his  long  and  inter¬ 
esting  career  as  a  minister  he  was  located  at  Vermillion,  Earlville,  Minetto, 
Vernon,  Sacket  Harbor,  Belleville,  Cape  Vincent,  Dexter,  Brownville,  and 
Copenhagen.  He  retired  in  1921,  and  lives  at  Mexico,  N.  Y.  Rev!  and 
Mrs.  Rathbun  celebrated  their  golden  wedding  anniversary  on  Aug.  29, 
1927.  They  are  the  parents  of  three  children :  Stella,  married  William  E. 
Young,  lives  at  Johnstown,  N.  Y.;  Mertie,  married  Fred  P.  Wright,  lives 
at  Oswego,  N.  Y. ;  and  J.  Arthur,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

J.  Arthur  Rathbun  attended  the  public  schools  of  Minetto,  Earlville  and 
Oswego.  He  spent  two  years  at  Cazenovia  Seminary  and  is  a  graduate 
of  the  Renaurd  Embalming  College  in  New  York  City.  He  was  interested 
in  the  undertaking  business  for  a  time  in  New  York,  and  later  spent  nine 
yeais  with  the  Northern  New  York  Utilities  Corporation,  as  manager  of 
their  offices  and  plant  at  Dexter,  N.  Y.  For  a  period  of  eight  years  he 
was  connected  with  the  Northern  New  York  Securities  Corporation,  a 
subsidiary  of  the  Northern  New  York  Trust  Company,  and  in  1928  in 
association  with  D.  C.  Ayres  and  J.  H.  Atkinson,  he  was  active  in  the 
organization  of  the  Affiliated  Brokers,  Inc.,  of  which  he  became  secretary 
and  treasurer.  In  1929  Mr.  Rathbun  was  elected  president  and  treasurer 
They  are  distributors  of  Incorporated  Investors.

Politically,  Mr.  Rathbun  is  independent.  He  is  an  active  member  of 
Asbury  Methodist  Church,  of  which  he  is  auditor  and  former  member  of 
the  official  board. 


Clarence  W.  Crysler  is  prominent  throughout  Jefferson  County  as  the 
cashier  of  the  Peoples  Bank  of  Evans  Mills,  and  is  a  veteran  of  the  World 
War.  He  was  born  in  the  town  of  Brownville,  Jefferson  County,  April  23, 
1891,  the  son  of  Ellington  and  Gertrude  (Weaver)  Crysler. 

Ellington  Crysler  and  his  wife  are  natives  of  the  town  of  Brownville, 
and  now  live  at  Dexter.  Until  his  retirement  in  1909  he  was  successful  as  a' 
farmer  and  stockman,  and  operated  the  old  Crysler  homestead  and  farm 
near  Brownville.  He  is  a  Republican  and  holds  membership  in  the  Uni- 
versalist  Church.  Four  children  were  born  to  Ellington  and  Gertrude 
(Weaver)  Crysler:  1.  Ada,  married  L.  E.  Wells,  lives  at  Limerick,  N.  Y. 
2.  Clarence  W.,  the  subject, of  this  sketch.  3.  Dr.  Earl  M.,  a  dentist,  lives 
at  Watertown,  and  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  4.  Louise,  who  lives  at 
Dexter. 

Ellington  Crysler  is  the  son  of  John  and  Angeline  Crysler,  natives  of 
the  Mohawk  Valley,  and  prominent  pioneers  of  the  North  Country.  They 
lived  later  in  the  town  of  Brownville  in  Jefferson  County  and  are  buried 
at  Dexter.  John  Crysler  served  during  the  Civil  War  as  a  member  of 
Company  A,  110th  New  York  Heavy  Artillery,  and  was  injured  while  in 
the  service. 

The  boyhood  of  Clarence  W.  Crysler  was  spent  in  the  town  of  Brown¬ 
ville  and  he  attended  the  district  schools.  After  his  graduation  from 
Dexter  High  School  in  1913  Mr.  Crysler  was  appointed  assistant  cashier 
of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Dexter.  He  served  in  that  capacity  until 
1917,  at  which  time  he  accepted  the  appointment  of  cashier  of  the  newly 
organized  Croghan  National  Bank  at  Croghan,  N.  Y.  On  March  18,  1918, 
Mr.  Crysler  gave  up  his  business  career  to  enlist  for  service  in  the  World 
War  and  was  sent  to  Camp  Devens,  Mass.,  where  he  was  assigned  to  the 
Depot  Brigade.  He  was  later  transferred  to  Camp  Lee,  Va.,  where  he 
attended  the  officers’  training  school,  and  at  the  signing  of  the  armistice 
he  was  located  at  Camp  Humphrey,  Va.  After  his  discharge  in  April, 
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1919,  Mr.  Crysler  came  to  the  Peoples  Bank  of  Evans  Mills  as  its  first 
cashier,  and  two  years  later  he  became  a  director  of  the  institution. 

In  1925  Mr.  Crysler  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Irene  Helmer, 
the  daughter  of  Albert  E.  and  Francis  (Peck)  Helmer,  natives  of  Jefferson 
County.  He  is  a  well  known  druggist  of  Clayton.  His  wife  is  deceased. 

Politically,  Mr.  Crysler  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  prominent  member 
of  the  Universalist  Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  Brownville  Lodge  F.  & 
A.  M.  No.  53;  Central  City  Consistory,  32nd  degree;  Media  Temple;  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  No.  950;  and  William  C.  Dexter  Post  No. 
673,  American  Legion. 


Lincoln  Grant  Hawn,  of  Evans  Mills,  is  a  member  of  a  well  known 
pioneer  family  of  Jefferson  County.  He  has  been  postmaster  at  Evans 
Mills  since  1922,  and  is  recognized  as  an  able  official.  Mr.  Hawn  was 
born  at  Clayton,  Jefferson  County,  May  16,  1866,  the  son  of  Cyrus  J. 
and  Sarah  (Griswold)  Hawn. 

A  complete  sketch  of  Cyrus  J.  Hawn  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history 
in  the  biography  of  his  son,  G.  M.  Hawn. 

Lincoln  Grant  Hawn  was  educated  in  the  Clayton  public  schools,  from 
which  he  was  graduated.  He  then  continued  to  assist  his  father  in  farm¬ 
ing  and  also  became  interested  in  the  buying  and  selling  of  hay.  In  1894 
Mr.  Hawn  came  to  Evans  Mills,  and  conducted  a  flour  and  feed  business 
here  for  two  years.  In  1897  he  became  proprietor  of  the  Central  House, 
and  also  operated  another  hotel  at  this  place  for  some  time.  In  1904  he 
sold  his  hotel  holdings  and  in  that  year  became  supervisor  of  the  town, 
after  having  served  as  justice  of  the  peace  for  four  years.  He  continued 
to  serve  as  supervisor  until  1910,  and  later  held  the  offices  of  town  clerk 
and  assessor.  He  also  served  a  clerkship  in  the  Assembly  at  Albany, 
N.  Y.  For  a  time  Mr.  Hawn  was  in  charge  of  the  books  of  A.  H.  Herrick 
&  Sons  branch  store  in  Watertown,  and  he  was  later  bookkeeper  for  the 
Sagamore  Oil  &  Tire  Company,  of  Evans  Mills.  He  was  appointed  post¬ 
master  of  Evans  Mills  in  1922  during  the  administration  of  President 
Warren  G.  Harding,  and  received  reappointments  by  Presidents  Coolidge 
and  Hoover. 

In  1890  Mr.  Hawn  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Louise  Linstruth, 
the  daughter  of  John  and  Catherine  (Bickel)  Linstruth,  who  were  natives 
of  Germany,  both  now  deceased.  Mr.  Linstruth  was  a  Civil  War  veteran. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hawn  were  born  two  daughters:  1.  Iva,  married  W.  Carl¬ 
ton  Beebe,  lives  at  LeRoy,  Jefferson  County,  and  they  have  four  children: 
Robert,  Virginia,  Lucille  and  Ann.  2.  Hazel,  married  Thomas  A.  Sperry, 
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lives  at  Westfield,  N.  J.,  and  they  have  two  children,  Thomas  A.,  Jr.,  and 
Catherine. 

Mr.  Hawn  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  is  a  trustee  of  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church  and  belongs  to  Pisgah  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  720,  and 
Independent  Order  of  Foresters. 


Dayton  L.  Harvey,  who  is  superintendent  of  the  United  Milk  Products 
Corporation,  of  Adams  Center,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  able  business 
men  of  Jefferson  County.  He  was  born  at  Freetown,  Cortland  County, 
N.  Y.,  April  12,  1883,  the  son  of  Lucius  L.  and  Lillian  C.  (Meeker) 
Harvey. 

Lucius  L.  Harvey  is  a  highly  esteemed  citizen  of  Cortland  County,  and 
lives  retired  at  Texas  Valley.  In  early  life  he  was  a  farmer  and  stockman, 
and  later  became  interested  in  the  butter  and  cheese  manufacturing 
business.  He  successfully  operated  a  plant  for  21  years.  Mr.  Harvey 
is  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  His  wife  died 
in  October,  1923,  and  is  buried  at  Texas  Valley.  She  was  born  in  Chenango 
County,  N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harvey  were  born  five  children:  1.  Lena, 
married  Edward  Luddington,  lives  at  Cortland.  2.  Dayton  L.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch.  3.  Ralph  C.,  who  is  president  of  the  R.  C.  Harvey  &  Com¬ 
pany,  Inc.,  New  York  City.  4.  Lew,  lives  at  Texas  Valley.  5.  Rhuel  G., 
lives  at  Syracuse. 

Lucius  L.  Harvey  is  the  son  of  Ralph  Dayton  and  Arimentha  (Ham¬ 
mond)  Harvey,  natives  of  New  York.  He  was  a  Civil  War  veteran,  hav¬ 
ing  served  with  a  company  of  New  York  Infantry.  He  died  later  from 
wounds  suffered  in  the  service.  His  wife  died  in  1930. 

Dayton  L.  Harvey  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Marathon, 
Cortland  County,  and  is  a  high  school  graduate.  He  assisted  his  father 
in  general  farming  until  1912,  at  which  time  he  went  to  Woodville,  N.  Y., 
for  the  Jefferson  County  Creamery  Company.  Later,  he  was  put  in 
charge  of  the  Northern  New  York  Milk  Corporation,  at  Bellville.  He  then 
became  field  man  for  that  corporation,  his  duties  being  in  the  nature  of 
dairy  and  farm  inspection.  On  March  1,  1927,  he  accepted  the  position  of 
superintendent  of  the  United  Milk  Products  Corporation,  of  Adams  Center. 

Mr.  Harvey  married  Miss  Claire  L.  Hitchcock,  the  daughter  of  Wil¬ 
liam  Hitchcock,  of  Woodville,  now  a  resident  of  Malone,  where  he  is  identi¬ 
fied  with  the  Malone  Light  &  Power  Company.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harvey  have 
four  sons:  Stuart,  Warren,  Vincent,  and  Lucius.  By  a  former  marriage 
Mr.  Harvey  has  three  children:  Dorman,  lives  at  Adams  Center;  Bruce

Howard  E.  Reed,  banker  and  merchant,  is  a  prominent  citizen  of  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  and  Fisher’s  Landing,  where  he  resides.  He  was  born  at 
Orleans,  Jefferson  County,  Oct.  1,  1879,  the  son  of  Capt.  Sardis  A.  and 
Mary  (Gould)  Reed. 

Capt.  Sardis  A.  Reed  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Orleans,  Jefferson 
County.  He  spent  many  years  as  a  captain  on  the  St.  Lawrence  River. 
Mr.  Reed  died  in  1921  and  his  wife  died  in  1927.  Both  are  buried  in  Omar 
Cemetery,  in  the  town  of  Alexandria.  He  was  a  Republican.  The  only 
child  born  to  Captain  and  Mrs.  Reed  was  Howard  E.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch. 

Howard  E.  Reed  attended  the  public  schools  of  Orleans  and  the  Clayton 
High  School.  He  then  taught  school  at  West  Ridge,  Tanner’s  Corners,  and 
Collins  Landing  until  1895,  when  he  became  a  clerk  in  the  employ  of 
Wagoner  Brothers,  general  merchants,  at  Fisher’s  Landing.  After  three 
years  Mr.  Reed  formed  a  partnership  with  E.  B.  Wagoner,  under  the  firm 
name  of  Wagoner  &  Reed,  and  in  1901  Mr.  Reed  became  proprietor  of  the 
business,  which  was  thereafter  known  as  H.  H.  Reed’s  General  Store.  He 
is  also  a  director  of  the  First  National  Exchange  Bank  of  Clayton. 

In  1900  Mr.  Reed  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  L.  Maude  Baltz, 
the  daughter  of  Andrew  and  Elizabeth  Baltz,  of  Jefferson  County.  Both 
are  deceased  and  are  buried  in  Brookside  Cemetery,  Watertown.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Reed  have  two  sons :  Gerald  E.,  married  Janice  Lee,  lives  at  Fisher’s 
Landing;  and  Stewart  A.,  a  graduate  of  Clayton  High  School,  class  of  1931. 

Politically,  Mr.  Reed  is  a  Republican,  and  he  is  a  member  of  the  town 
board  and  also  is  justice  of  the  peace.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge  and  Grange.  He 
also  belongs  to  the  Fisher’s  Landing  Boat  Club. 


William  J.  Scott,  of  Black  River,  is  a  substantial  and  highly  esteemed 
citizen  of  Jefferson  County,  and  has  held  the  office  of  postmaster  for 
almost  ten  years.  He  was  born  at  Rutland,  Jefferson  County,  April  9, 
1875,  the  son  of  Byron  and  Elizabeth  (Crain)  Scott. 

Byron  Scott,  deceased,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  Both  he  and 
his  wife  are  natives  of  Jefferson  County,  born  at  Rutland.  In  his  early 
life  he  was  identified  with  a  tannery  at  Champion  Huddle  as  manager, 
and  later  became  interested  in  the  dairy  business.  He  served  throughout 
the  Civil  War  as  a  member  of  Company  D,  Tenth  New  York  Heavy 
Artillery  and  was  wounded  in  action.  Mr.  Scott  died  in  1926  and  is  buried 
at  Black  River.  He  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
and  belonged  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic;  Bethany  Lodge,  F.  and 
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A.  M.  No.  821 ;  and  Watertown  Chapter  R.  A.  M.  No.  59.  His  widow 
resides  at  Black  River.  Their  only  child  was  William  J.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch. 

William  J.  Scott  attended  the  Rutland  public  schools  and  remained  on 
his  father’s  farm  until  1899.  He  then  located  at  Black  River  where  he 
became  associated  in  the  general  mercantile  business  with  his  brother-in- 
law,  Mr.  Loomis,  and  they  purchased  the  business  of  F.  W.  Carpenter,  the 
firm  being  known  as  Scott  &  Loomis.  After  a  period  of  five  years  Mr. 
Loomis  sold  his  interest  to  Mr.  Brown  and  the  business  continued  under 
the  name  of  Scott  &  Brown  until  1922,  when  Mr.  Scott  retired.  In  that 
year  he  accepted  the  appointment  as  postmaster  of  Black  River.  He  is 
a  Republican  in  politics  and  has  served  as  town  clerk  for  14  years.  He  is 
identified  with  the  New  York  State  League  of  District  Postmasters  and 
National  League  of  District  Postmasters. 

In  1899  Mr.  Scott  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Martha  A.  Loomis, 
the  daughter  of  Clark  and  Helen  (Freeman)  Loomis,  both  deceased.  They 
were  natives  of  Champion,  Jefferson  County.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Scott  have 
no  children. 

Mr.  Scott  is  an  active  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  He  belongs 
to  Bethany  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  821,  Past  Master;  and  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Riverside  Lodge  No.  384,  Past  Noble  Grand. 


Eugene  E.  Fredenburg  is  among  the  prosperous  merchants  of  Antwerp, 
where  he  also  holds  the  office  of  mayor.  He  was  born  at  Herman,  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County,  June  4,  1877,  the  son  of  Noyes  and  Emma  (Kingsbury)  Fre¬ 
denburg. 

Noyes  Fredenburg  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Herman.  He  was  well 
known  as  a  building  contractor  and  erected  numerous  houses  at  Herman 
and  throughout  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  died  in  1913  and  his  wife  died 
in  1927.  Both  are  buried  at  East  DeKalb,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Fredenburg  was  a 
Republican  and  a  trustee  of  the  Methodist  Church.  There  were  two  chil¬ 
dren  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fredenburg:  Winifred,  married  J.  L.  Carney, 
lives  at  DeKalb  Junction,  N.  Y. ;  and  Eugene  E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Eugene  E.  Fredenburg  attended  the  public  schools  of  Herman  and  as  a 
youth  learned  the  plumber’s  trade  in  the  shop  of  George  Sheldon  at  De¬ 
Kalb.  He  later  was  employed  at  Massena,  N.  Y.,  and  in  1912  located  at 
Antwerp  where,  in  partnership  with  Charles  Staplin,  of  Gouverneur,  N.  Y., 
he  purchased  the  hardware  business  of  D.  C.  Bullis,  the  firm  being  known 
as  Fredenburg  &  Staplin.  Since  1915  Mr.  Fredenburg  has  owned  and 
managed  the  business. 
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In  1906  Mr.  Fredenburg  married  Miss  Florence  Putnam,  who  died  in 
1918.

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Freden- 
burg  had  a  daughter,  Marjorie,  who  is  a  graduate  of  Syracuse  University, 
and  a  teacher  in  the  public  schools  at  Rensselaer  Falls,  N.  Y.  In  1920 
Mr.  Fredenburg  married  Miss  Gladys  Love,  the  daughter  of  Orin  D.  and 
Emma  (McKinley)  Love,  natives  of  Canada,  and  now  residents  of  Ant¬ 
werp.  To  Eugene  E.  and  Gladys  (Love)  Fredenburg  have  been  born  two 
sons :  Robert  L.,  and  John  E. 

Mr.  Fredenburg  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  has  served  as  mayor  of 
Antwerp  since  1926,  having  been  elected  to  office  three  successive  terms. 
He  is  a  trustee  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  belongs  to  Antwerp 
Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  226.  He  takes  an  active  part  in  the  civic  life  of 
the  community  and  is  president  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


Ray  F.  Crandall. — Associated  with  the  firm  of  Withington  &  Crandall, 
hardware  merchants,  Mr.  Crandall  is  prominent  in  the  business  and  civic 
life  of  Adams  Center,  where  he  also  serves  as  village  clerk.  He  was  born 
at  Ellisburg,  Jefferson  County,  Nov.  27,  1883,  the  son  of  Milton  D.  and 
Addie  (Graves)  Crandall. 

Milton  D.  Crandall  was  born  at  Fruitland,  and  his  wife  was  a  native 
of  Ellisburg.  Throughout  his  life  he  followed  his  trade  as  a  carpenter. 
He  died  in  1913  and  his  wife  died  in  1923.  Both  are  buried  at  Ellisburg. 
Mr.  Crandall  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Bellville  Lodge,  F.  and 
A.  M.  There  were  three  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Crandall:  1. 
Ethel,  the  widow  of  Frank  Allard,  lives  at  Ellisburg.  2.  Ray  F.,  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Pearl,  married  Everett  Eastman,  lives  at  Bellville. 

Ray  F.  Crandall  attended  the  public  schools  of  Ellisburg  and  Bell¬ 
ville  Academy.  He  was  employed  as  a  clerk  in  the  Albro  general  store 
at  Ellisburg  and  later  was  identified  with  the  W.  D.  Andrews  Company,  of 
Buffalo,  as  a  salesman.  Later  he  was  associated  with  the  Dennison  Seed 
Company  of  Ellisburg,  and  for  a  time  was  manager  of  their  branch  store 
at  Adams  Center.

S.  V.  Barker. — Active  and  progressive  in  business  for  more  than  35 
years  in  the  city  of  Watertown  as  president  of  S.  V.  Barker  &  Company, 
Mr.  Barker  is  numbered  among  the  representative  citizens  of  Jefferson 
County.  He  was  born  at  Rossie,  St.  Lawrence  County,  N.  Y.,  June  16, 
1855,  the  son  of  S.  and  Belinda  (Crowner)  Barker. 

S.  Barker  was  a  native  of  St.  Lawrence  County  and  his  wife  was  born 
in  Jefferson  County.  He  was  a  farmer  throughout  his  active  career  and 
died  May  8,  1874.  His  wife  died  in  1877.  Both  are  buried  in  Black 
Creek  Cemetery,  at  Wilna,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Barker  was  a  Democrat  and  his 
wife  held  membership  in  the  Methodist  Church.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Barker 
the  following  children  were  born :  Frances  E.,  lives  at  Minneapolis,  Minn. ; 
Jay  P.,  lives  at  Grand  Junction,  Col.;  Emma,  married  William  H.  Smith, 
lives  at  Minneapolis,  Minn.;  S.  V.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Ida,  married 
James  Gow,  lives  at  Minneapolis,  Minn.;  Antoinette,  lives  at  Minneapolis; 
Cora  E.,  lives  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y. ;  and  Delia,  married  Claude  H.  DuVaull, 
lives  at  Syracuse. 

S.  V.  Barker  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Wilna  and 
Carthage.  As  a  young  man  he  learned  the  trade  of  wagonmaker,  and  for 
a  time  was  employed  in  the  establishment  of  Montgomery  Clark  in  Phila¬ 
delphia.  He  became  interested  in  the  general  mercantile  business  at 
Auburn,  N.  Y.,  where  he  remained  for  seven  years,  and  in  1894  came  to 
Watertown  to  establish  a  business.  The  store  of  S.  V.  Barker  &  Com¬ 
pany  is  still  located  on  the  original  site,  which  was  chosen  by  Mr.  Barker 
upon  his  arrival  in  the  city.  At  the  present  time  it  is  one  of  the  largest 
establishments  of  its  kind  in  this  section  of  the  state.

Mr.  Barker  and  his  family  live  at  657  Boyd  Street. 


S.  V.  BARKER 
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Frank  P.  Redfield. — One  of  the  most  representative  citizens  of  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  is  Frank  P.  Redfield,  who  is  postmaster  at  Adams.  He  was 
born  at  Coventry,  Chenango  County,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  27,  1867,  the  son  of 
Lyman  C.  and  Eliza  (Sweet)  Redfield. 

Lyman  C.  Redfield  is  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  and  now  lives  retired 
at  Birmingham,  Ala.  He  was  born  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  Oct.  16,  1841.  He 
was  an  orphan  at  the  age  of  ten  years,  and  at  that  time  went  to  live  with 
his  uncle,  Pardon  Redfield,  of  Bainbridge,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Redfield  served  for 
three  years  during  the  Civil  War  as  a  member  of  Company  I,  114th  New 
York  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Cedar  Creek. 
As  a  young  man  he  was  employed  on  the  farm  of  Cyrus  Sweet,  who  later 
became  his  father-in-law.  Until  his  retirement  Mr.  Redfield  was  interested 
in  general  farming.  He  later  lived  at  Johnson  City,  N.  Y.,  and  in  1924 
removed  to  Birmingham.  He  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  and  Past  Commander  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  His 
wife,  a  native  of  Pennsylvania,  died  in  1904  and  is  buried  at  Bainbridge.

The  boyhood  of  Frank  P.  Redfield  was  spent  at  Bainbridge,  N.  Y., 
where  he  was  educated.  He  taught  school  for  one  term  at  Guilford, 
Chenango  County,  after  which  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Union  Valley 
Cheese  Company  at  West  Bainbridge.  He  was  subsequently  employed  by 
the  Stone  Cheese  Company  at  Oxford,  N.  Y.,  and  later  was  manager  of  the 
Brown  &  Rolley  Cheese  Company,  at  Wells  Bridge,  N.  Y.,  being  transferred 
to  the  latter  company’s  branch  factory  at  DeBruce,  Sullivan  County.  After 
his  return  to  Bainbridge  Mr.  Redfield  was  foreman  and  later  manager  of 
the  Bainbridge  Creamery  Company,  and  in  1907  was  transferred  to  Adams 
as  manager  of  the  Rosemary  Creamery  and  Dry  Milk  Company.  He  be¬ 
came  general  superintendent  of  the  company’s  plants  in  New  York,  Mary¬ 
land,  and  Michigan,  but  resigned  in  1919  to  become  identified  with  the 
Northern  New  York  Milk  Corporation.  One  of  the  finest  dairy  plants  in  the 
world  was  built  by  this  corporation  at  Pierrepont  Manor,  New  York,  and 
Mr.  Redfield  became  manager  and  director.  He  was  appointed  division 
superintendent  of  the  Dairyman’s  League,  which  comprised  seven  counties 
in  August,  1921.  Three  years  later  he  became  associated  with  the  North¬ 
ern  Oil  and  Fuel  Corporation,  in  charge  of  credits  and  collections.  When 
the  company  was  merged  with  the  City  Service  Corporation  in  1925,  Mr. 
Redfield  continued  in  his  former  capacity.

He  married  Miss 
Leah  Gibbons. 

Mr.  Redfield  has  always  been  a  Republican,  and  on  Nov.  1,  1930,  was 
appointed  postmaster  of  Adams.  He  also  served  two  years  as  president 
of  the  village  board  of  Adams. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  former  president  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  Citizens  Club,  and  is  a  director  of  the  Rotary 
Club.

Mr.  Redfield  also  belongs  to 
the  Black  River  Valley  Club  of  Watertown,  and  he  is  a  member  of  the  New 
York  State  and  National  League  of  District  Postmasters. 


Edgar  V.  Bloodough. — One  of  the  most  prominent  attorneys  in  the 
North  Country  is  Edgar  V.  Bloodough,  of  Adams,  who  has  served  as 
Deputy  Attorney  General  under  Carl  Sherman.  He  was  born  at  Clayton, 
Jefferson  County,  May  4,  1875,  the  son  of  John  W.  and  Francelia  (Inger- 
son)  Bloodough. 

John  W.  Bloodough  was  born  in  Jefferson  County  in  1838.  His  early 
life  was  spent  in  farming,  and  he  was  especially  interested  in  dairying. 
After  his  retirement  he  removed  to  Clayton  and  later  lived  at  Watertown. 
Mr.  Bloodough  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  He 
also  belonged  to  the  Depauville  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  Mr.  Bloodough  died 
Jan.  1,  1917,  and  his  wife  died  Jan.  13,  1923.  They  are  buried  in  North 
Watertown  Cemetery.  Their  children  were:  1.  Hattie  E.,  the  widow  of 
Addison  E.  Percy,  lives  at  Watertown.  2.  Cora  A.,  the  widow  of  McClellan 
C.  Butts,  lives  at  Watertown.  3.  Edgar  V.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  boyhood  of  Edgar  V.  Bloodough  was  spent  on  a  farm  and  he 
attended  the  district  schools.  He  was  graduated  from  Clayton  High  School 
in  1895,  and  continued  his  farming  interests  until  1902,  at  which  time  he 
entered  the  employ,  during  the  summer  months,  of  the  Folger  Brothers 
Steamship  Company,  of  Kingston,  Ontario.  He  began  the  study  of  law 
in  January,  1897,  in  the  offices  of  H.  E.  and  G.  E.  Morris,  of  Clayton,  and 
in  the  fall  of  the  same  year  entered  the  offices  of  Walts  &  Pitcher,  of 
Watertown.  Mr.  Bloodough  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  July,  1900,  and 
immediately  established  a  private  practice  in  Watertown,  with  offices  in 
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the  Flower  Building.  He  received  the  appointment  of  Deputy  Attorney 
General  under  Carl  Sherman  in  1923,  and  late  in  the  year  of  1924  re¬ 
turned  to  Watertown  to  resume  his  former  practice.  Two  years  later 
he  removed  to  his  fine  farm  near  Adams  and  in  February,  1928,  opened 
offices  in  this  village.  He  and  his  family  have  maintained  their  residence 
also  in  Watertown,  and  live  at  110  Charles  Street. 

In  1909  Mr.  Bloodough  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Hester  L. 
Burnett,  the  daughter  of  Orlando  and  Hester  L.  (Taylor)  Burnett,  natives 
of  Kingston,  Ontario,  both  now  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bloodough  have 
a  son,  John  W.,  who  is  identified  with  the  New  York  State  Department  of 
Highways. 

Mr.  Bloodough  has  always  been  a  Democrat. 


Michael  Gleason,  who  has  held  the  office  of  postmaster  of  Carthage  for 
many  years,  is  a  representative  citizen  of  Jefferson  County.  He  was  born 
at  Lyonsdale,  Lewis  County,  March  4,  1861,  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Mary 
(McLaughlin)  Gleason. 

Thomas  Gleason  was  a  native  of  County  Tipperary,  Ireland.  At  the 
age  of  16  years  he  came  to  the  United  States  with  his  mother  and  settled 
near  Boonville,  Lewis  County.  He  became  a  contractor  in  the  stone  quar¬ 
ries  and  was  living  retired  at  the  time  of  his  death.  His  wife,  born  near 
Elmira,  Chemung  County,  is  also  deceased.  Both  are  buried  at  Boonville. 
They  were  the  parents  of  12  children:  Anna,  who  died  in  1930;  Julia, 
deceased;  Mary,  deceased;  John,  who  died  in  1928;  Catherine,  married 
Henry  Brown,  lives  at  Lowville;  Rose,  deceased;  Michael,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch;  Lucy,  deceased,  was  the  wife  of  Walter  Wood;  Thomas  and 
Bernard,  both  deceased;  William,  lives  at  Boonville;  and  Nellie. 

Michael  Gleason  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Lyons¬ 
dale  and  attended  Boonville  High  School.  As  a  boy  he  was  employed  as 
a  driver  on  the  old  Black  River  Canal.  He  finally  became  captain  on  the 
river  and  worked  between  New  York,  Albany,  Syracuse,  and  Lake  Geneva. 
For  a  time  he  clerked  in  Moose  River  House,  at  Moose  River,  and  in  April, 
1889,  came  to  Carthage  as  clerk  in  the  Lewis  House.  Two  years  later 
he  leased  the  old  Dougherty  House,  which  he  renamed  the  Central  House, 
and  in  1892  he  built  the  Grand  Union  Hotel  at  Carthage  which  he  suc¬ 
cessfully  operated  until  1897. 

In  February,  1898,  Mr.  Gleason  was  appointed  postmaster  of  Carthage 
by  President  William  McKinley.  He  was  reappointed  during  the  Roosevelt 
administration  in  1902,  and  again  in  1906,  and  reappointed  in  1910  by  the 
Taft  administration,  his  term  of  office  expiring  on  April  15,  1914.  He 
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then  became  manager  of  Indian  Mountain  Club  at  Cranberry  Lake,  N.  Y., 
and  later  in  1914  established  a  shoe  business  at  Carthage.  He  was  elected 
sheriff  of  Jefferson  County  in  1917  and  after  leaving  office  he  resumed  his 
business  interests  at  Carthage.  He  was  again  appointed  postmaster  in 
January,  1923,  by  President  Warren  G.  Harding,  reappointed  by  President 
Calvin  Coolidge  in  1927,  and  again  reappointed  in  1931  by  President  Her¬ 
bert  Hoover.  He  retired  from  business  in  1928. 

In  1889  Mr.  Gleason  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Mary  M. 
Bishop,  the  daughter  of  Edward  and  Caroline  Bishop,  natives  of  Gregg, 
Lewis  County.  The  former  is  deceased  and  the  latter  lives  at  Carthage. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gleason  were  born  two  daughters:  1.  Ethel,  who  died 
July  24,  1899.  2.  Mabel  E.,  a  graduate  of  Carthage  High  School  and  La¬ 
Salle  School  for  Girls.  She  married  Matthew  R.  Fletcher,  of  Carthage. 

Mr.  Gleason  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club  and  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  also  is  affili¬ 
ated  with  Carthage  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  158;  Carthage  Chapter,  R. 

A.  M.  No.  259;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  11;  Media  Temple; 

B.  P.  0.  Elks;  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 


Earl  Errett  Babcock,  M.  D.,  is  engaged  in  the  general  practice  of  his 
profession  at  Adams  Center,  and  is  not  only  one  of  the  representative 
physicians  and  surgeons  of  Jefferson  County,  but  is  also  a  broad  minded 
and  public  spirited  citizen.  He  was  born  at  Denmark,  Lewis  County, 
Feb.  23,  1886,  the  son  of  George  and  Esther  (Card)  Babcock. 

George  Babcock  was  born  in  Cambridgeshire,  England,  and  his  wife 
is  a  native  of  Napponee,  Ontario.  He  came  to  the  United  States  when  18 
years  of  age  and  settled  in  New  York  City.  He  later  removed  to  Lewis 
County  and  successfully  engaged  in  general  farming  until  1910,  when  he 
retired  and  removed  to  Adams  Center.  He  died  there  in  1931  and  his 
widow  is  still  a  resident  of  that  place.  Earl  Errett,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch,  was  their  only  child.  Mr.  Babcock  was  a  Republican  and  held 
membership  in  the  Episcopal  Church. 

The  boyhood  of  Earl  Errett  Babcock  was  spent  at  Deer  River,  N.  Y. 
He  was  graduated  from  Copenhagen  High  School  in  1904  and  received 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  Albany  Medical  College  in  1908,  after 
having  served  as  interne  in  the  Boston  Emergency  General  Hospital  dur¬ 
ing  1907-8.  Immediately  after  his  graduation  he  established  his  present 
practice  at  Adams  Center.  Dr.  Babcock  took  graduate  work  at  Bellevue 
Hospital,  New  York  City,  in  1916,  and  at  Albany  Medical  College  in  1903. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Jefferson  County,  New  York  State,  and  American 
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Medical  Associations.  Dr.  Babcock  was  a  member  of  the  first  board  of 
managers  of  the  Tuberculosis  Sanitarium  of  Jefferson  County.  He  has 
also  served  as  local  health  officer. 

In  1913  Dr.  Babcock  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Lena  Losee,  the 
daughter  of  Franklin  and  Alta  (Stewart)  Losee,  of  Jefferson  County.  Both 
are  deceased.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Babcock’s  children  are:  Marion  and  Dor¬ 
othy,  both  students. 

Dr.  Babcock  has  always  been  a  Republican  and  is  serving  his  seventh 
year  as  a  member  of  the  local  board  of  education.  He  is  a  trustee  of 
the  Baptist  Church  and  is  affiliated  with  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M. ; 
Adams  Chapter  R.  A.  M.  No.  205;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  11; 
Media  Temple;  and  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star. 


Fred  E.  O’Brien  is  well  and  favorably  known  in  Watertown,  where  he 
has  held  the  office  of  city  engineer  since  May,  1930.  He  was  born  at 
Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  11,  1889,  the  son  of  John  C.  and  Catherine  (Ennis) 
O’Brien. 

John  C.  O’Brien  was  born  at  Little  Falls,  N.  Y.,  in  1848.  He  was  a 
carriage  maker  by  trade  and  at  one  time  was  superintendent  of  the 
Union  Carriage  and  Gear  Company,  of  Watertown.  He  was  a  resident 
of  this  city  from  1880  until  his  death  in  1922,  and  in  later  years  was 
identified  with  the  Bagley  &  Sewall  Company.  Mr.  O’Brien  was  a  Republi¬ 
can,  a  member  of  Holy  Family  Catholic  Church  and  belonged  to  the  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Catholic  Benevolent  Association  and  Order 
of  Foresters.  His  widow  was  born  at  Utica,  N.  Y.,  and  resides  in  Water- 
town.  Their  children  were:  John  H.,  attorney,  lives  at  Watertown; 
Catherine,  lives  at  Watertown;  William,  deceased;  and  Fred  E.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch. 

Following  his  graduation  from  Watertown  High  School  in  1908  Fred  E. 
O’Brien  was  employed  by  the  city  engineer  and  the  New  York  Central  Rail¬ 
way  as  civil  engineer.  For  a  time  he  was  employed  as  a  reporter  on  the 
Watertown  Standard.  For  five  years  Mr.  O’Brien  was  a  junior  engineer 
with  the  New  York  State  Highway  Department.  During  the  World  War 
he  was  identified  with  the  U.  S.  Housing  Corporation  as  field  engineer,  and 
in  1920  became  assistant  city  engineer  of  Watertown.  Ten  years  later  he 
assumed  his  present  duties  as  city  engineer.  He  is  a  member  of  the  New 
York  State  Society  of  Professional  Engineers,  and  the  New  York  State 
Society  of  Village  and  City  Engineers. 

Mr.  O’Brien  was  married  in  1910  to  Miss  Maud  Shea,  the  daughter  of 
Daniel  E.  and  Helen  M.  (Connor)  Shea,  the  former  a  native  of  Ontario,

N.  Y.,  and  the  latter  of  Wolcott,  N.  Y.  They  are  residents  of  Watertown. 
Mrs.  O’Brien  traces  her  ancestry  to  the  early  Colonial  period,  members 
of  her  family  having  served  under  General  Washington.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
O’Brien  have  two  sons,  John  D.  and  Frederick  L. 

The  O’Brien  family  holds  membership  in  Holy  Family  Catholic 
Church,  and  Mr.  O’Brien  is  identified  with  the  Republican  party. 


William  O.  Walton  is  one  of  the  representative  business  men  of  Adams, 
where  he  also  holds  the  office  of  mayor.  He  was  born  at  Palmyra,  N.  Y., 
Dec.  17,  1884,  the  son  of  George  W.  and  Minnie  M.  (Young)  Walton. 

George  W.  Walton  was  a  native  of  Palmyra  and  his  wife  was  born  at 
Sandy  Creek,  Oswego  County.  He  spent  many  years  in  the  retail  lumber 
business  at  Henderson  and  was  thus  engaged  at  the  time  of  his  death  in 
1912.  He  is  buried  at  Sandy  Creek.  Throughout  his  life  Mr.  Walton 
manifested  a  keen  interest  in  mechanics  and  spent  much  of  his  leisure 
time  in  mechanical  work,  which  proved  to  be  his  recreation.  He  was  a 
Democrat  and  an  active  member  of  the  Baptist  Church.  His  widow  resides 
at  Henderson.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Walton  were  born  six  children :  1.  Frank, 
lives  at  Watertown.  2.  William  0.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  B.  H., 
deceased.  4.  Fred,  lives  at  Los  Angeles,  Calif.  5.  Nellie,  married  Clifford 
Easton,  lives  at  Depauville.  6.  George  W.,  lives  at  Syracuse. 

William  0.  Walton  attended  the  Henderson  public  schools  and  as  a 
young  man  was  identified  for  two  years  with  his  father’s  business.  He 
then  spent  almost  five  years  on  the  Great  Lakes  and  was  about  to  receive 
a  pilot’s  license  when  he  retired  from  that  work.  In  1906  he  became  a 
clerk  in  his  brother’s  store  at  Depauville,  and  four  years  later  in  partner¬ 
ship  with  E.  G.  Eckert,  he  purchased  the  business  of  Frank  J.  Walton,  and 
Mr.  Walton  continued  with  this  enterprise  until  1917,  when  he  disposed 
of  his  interests  to  William  Huckzermier.  In  that  year  he  purchased  270 
acres  of  land  near  Henderson  in  Jefferson  County,  but  the  following  year 
disposed  of  it  to  Bernard  H.  Treadwell.  Since  1919  he  has  been  a  resident 
of  Adams,  and  until  1923  was  associated  with  W.  S.  Rice,  Inc.  In  1923 
he  established  his  present  business  as  a  building  contractor. 

In  1907  Mr.  Walton  married  Miss  Edith  Payne.  Their  son,  Ralph  B., 
born  in  1908,  died  in  1927,  and  is  buried  at  Sandy  Creek. 

Politically  Mr.  Walton  is  a  Republican.  He  served  as  village  trustee 
for  four  years,  as  town  assessor  for  three  years,  and  in  March,  1931,  was 
elected  mayor  of  Adams.  He  holds  membership  in  the  Citizens  Club  and 
belongs  to  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  234. 
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Floyd  J.  Rich. — Prominent  in  the  North  Country  as  editor  and  pub¬ 
lisher  of  the  Carthage  Republican-Tribune,  Mr.  Rich  has  had  a  long  and 
enteresting  career  in  the  newspaper  field.  He  was  born  in  the  town  of 
Denmark,  Lewis  County,  N.  Y.,  March  30,  1879,  the  son  of  Frank  H.  and 
Lucinda  (Chamberlain)  Rich. 

Frank  H.  Rich  was  a  native  of  Lewis  County,  born  on  the  Rich  farm, 
located  between  Carthage  and  Copenhagen,  and  his  wife  was  born  on  the 
Chamberlain  homestead  on  the  East  Road.  He  spent  the  latter  part  of 
his  life  in  the  insurance  business,  and  was  located  at  Carthage,  Lowville, 
Watertown,  and  Ogdensburg.  He  died  in  1903  and  his  wife  died  in  1892. 
Both  are  buried  at  Copenhagen,  N.  Y.  Their  children  were :  Floyd  J.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Ruth,  married  Frank  Scott,  lives  at  Water- 
town.  Mr.  Rich  was  a  Republican  and  a  communicant  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church. 

The  boyhood  of  Floyd  J.  Rich  was  passed  in  Carthage  and  Watertown, 
where  he  received  his  education.  He  spent  some  time  in  learning  the 
printer’s  trade  on  the  Watertown  Standard,  and  on  Sept.  1,  1909,  resigned 
as  manager  of  the  circulation  and  advertising  departments.  He  then 
went  to  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  as  business  manager  of  the  Hudson  Morning  Re¬ 
publican,  which  was  owned  by  the  Bryan  Printing  Company,  and  was 
identified  with  that  publication  until  May  1,  1911,  when  he  came  to  Car¬ 
thage  and  purchased  the  interests  of  the  late  John  M.  Cruikshank  and 
Richard  C.  Ellsworth,  owners  of  the  Carthage  Republican.  Mr.  Rich 
became  editor  and  publisher,  his  newspaper  and  job  printing  plant  being 
located  at  412  State  Street.  In  June,  1920,  he  purchased  the  Eggleston 
Building  at  401-3  State  Street,  and  removed  to  that  location,  the  entire 
ground  floor  being  remodeled  and  equipped  with  new  machinery  of  the 
latest  type.  In  1923  Mr.  Rich  became  owner  of  the  Carthage  Tribune, 
which  he  purchased  from  W.  B.  Kesler,  who  had  founded  that  newspaper 
in  1887.  The  two  publications  were  merged  and  thereafter  known  as  the 
Carthage  Republican-Tribune.  In  May,  1925,  Mr.  Rich  also  took  over 
the  subscription  list  of  the  Antwerp  Gazette,  when  that  paper  suspended 
publication  and  it  became  a  part  of  the  newly  organized  publication.  A 
special  department  of  Antwerp  news  was  introduced  at  that  time. 

On  Oct.  4,  1905,  Mr.  Rich  married  Miss  Bessie  D.  Allen,  the  daughter 
of  Edward  and  Mary  (Simmons)  Allen,  of  Watertown.  Both  are  deceased. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rich  are  the  parents  of  two  children:  Elizabeth  Mary,  a 
graduate  of  Carthage  High  School  and  Elmira  College,  lives  at  home;  and 
Robert  C.,  attends  Carthage  High  School. 

Politically,  Mr.  Rich  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Masonic 
Lodge,  president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
secretary  of  the  Rotary  Club,  and  a  director  of  the  Carthage  Chamber  of 
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Commerce.  He  is  also  a  past  president  of  the  Northern  New  York  Typo- 
thetae,  a  member  of  the  New  York  Press  Association  and  a  director  of  the 
National  Exchange  Bank  &  Trust  Company,  of  Carthage. 


Hon.  Edward  North  Smith. — Jurist,  educator,  publicist,  prominent  up¬ 
state  citizen,  Hon.  Edward  North  Smith,  of  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  is  the  senior 
trial  Supreme  Court  Justice  of  the  Fifth  Judicial  District.  He  was  born 
at  Little  Falls,  Herkimer  County,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  30,  1868,  son  of  the  late 
Hannibal  and  Amelia  M.  Smith.  His  father  was  a  distinguished  educator, 
attorney  and  leading  citizen  of  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  for  many  years,  dying 
Dec.  17,  1899. 

In  February,  1870,  his  parents  removed  from  Little  Falls  to  Water- 
town  and  permanently  established  themselves  there.  He  attended  the 
public  schools,  including  the  Watertown  High  School,  from  which  he  was 
graduated  in  1886.  He  was  graduated  from  Hamilton  College  in  the  class 
of  1890,  achieving  high  scholastic  attainment  which  brought  election  to 
the  honorary  Greek  letter  fraternity,  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  and  was  awarded 
a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree.  Later,  he  received  his  Master  of  Arts  degree, 
and  in  1927  his  college  honored  him  with  the  LL.  D.  degree. 

College  graduation  was  succeeded  by  decision  to  engage  in  the  legal 
profession  and  he  entered  the  law  office  of  his  father,  where  he  spent  his 
clerkship.  Entering  the  law  college  of  the  University  of  Buffalo,  he  com¬ 
pleted  his  law  course  in  1892  with  the  degree,  Bachelor  of  Laws,  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  that  year,  beginning  practice  in  the  office  of  his  father 
under  the  firm  name,  Smith  &  Smith.  The  partnership  continued  until  the 
death  of  his  father  in  1899,  after  which  Edward  N.  Smith  formed  a  part¬ 
nership  with  Judge  George  W.  Reeves  under  the  firm  name  of  Smith  & 
Reeves.  This  firm  was  dissolved  in  1904  and  Attorney  Smith  practiced 
alone  until  1905,  when  he  formed  a  new  connection  with  Attorney  Charles 
Austin  Phelps  under  the  firm  name,  Smith  &  Phelps. 

The  firm  of  Smith  &  Phelps  continued  until  Dec.  31,  1922,  when  Gov¬ 
ernor  Nathan  L.  Miller  appointed  Mr.  Smith  a  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  for  the  Fifth  Judicial  District  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death 
of  Justice  Claude  B.  Alverson.  Assuming  his  judicial  duties  Jan.  1,  1923, 
he  served  under  the  appointment  during  that  year,  and  in  the  fall  of  that 
year  he  was  elected  by  the  vote  of  both  parties  for  a  full  term  of  fourteen 
years.  This  non-partisan  confidence  in  his  ability  has  been  amply  justified 
by  Justice  Smith’s  conduct  in  the  office,  he  being  held  in  highest  regard 
throughout  his  county  of  Jefferson  and  northern  New  York  by  both  the 
members  of  his  profession  and  the  laity. 


HON.  EDWARD  NORTH  SMITH 
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From  the  time  he  decided  upon  the  law  as  his  profession  Justice  Smith 
applied  himself  assiduously  to  a  study  of  legal  fundamentals  and  delved 
deeply  into  the  problems  of  a  broad  variety  of  cases,  grounding  himself 
in  the  decisions  of  the  trial  justices  and  appellate  tribunals. 

Early  in  his  career  his  ability  was  appreciated  in  his  community  and 
he  was  made  city  attorney  of  Watertown  and  held  this  office  for  the  years 
1895-6.  For  eight  years  prior  to  his  elevation  to  the  bench  he  served  as 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  his  city,  and  for  four  of  those 
terms  successively  was  president  of  that  body.  Keenly  sympathetic  with 
those  things  tending  to  improve  the  youth  of  his  country,  he  gave  his 
best  as  an  educator.  In  fact  as  a  justice  also  his  efforts  have  been  directed 
to  the  encouragement  of  young  attorneys  along  lines  of  accuracy,  stimu¬ 
lating  in  them  habits  of  thoroughness,  scholarliness  and  integrity.  This 
same  interest  to  uplift  has  been  displayed  in  the  citizenry  of  his  country, 
particularly  in  his  courts  of  naturalization,  where  his  one  aim  has  been 
to  admit  only  those  worthy  and  well  qualified. 

In  1912  he  aided  in  the  preparation  of  the  constitutional  amendment 
known  as  the  Bird  Amendment,  authorizing  the  use  of  forest  lands  for  the 
regulation  of  the  flow  of  the  rivers  of  the  state,  and  was  largely  respon¬ 
sible  for  its  adoption.  Then,  in  his  capacity  as  chairman  of  the  Legislative 
Committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  City  of  Watertown,  N.  Y., 
he  assisted  in  drafting  the  bill  providing  the  necessary  legal  machinery 
for  the  regulation  of  all  the  rivers  within  the  state. 

One  of  the  legacies  of  his  father  was  a  heavy  interest  in  the  Water- 
town  Daily  Standard,  and  from  1899  until  his  elevation  to  the  Supreme 
Court  bench  he  directed  its  policies  both  politically  and  for  the  betterment 
of  his  community  and  North  Country  parish.  When  he  went  on  the  bench 
he  relinquished  all  connection  with  the  Standard  Publishing  Company,  of 
which  he  had  been  president  and  in  the  publication  of  which  he  had  con¬ 
tributed  many  leading  editorials.  The  paper  was  absorbed  by  the  Water- 
town  Times  in  the  early  fall  of  1929. 

Politically,  Justice  Smith  has  always  been  a  loyal  Republican.  For 
the  years  1893-4  he  served  as  secretary  of  the  Jefferson  County  Republi¬ 
can  Committee,  and  in  1895-6  as  its  chairman.  He  was  elected  a  delegate 
to  the  State  Constitutional  Convention  of  1915  and  gave  outstanding 
service  to  it. 

In  a  civic  way  he  has  been  identified  with  most  of  the  leading  move¬ 
ments  up  to  the  time  of  his  justiceship,  and  during  the  World  War  held 
the  trying  post  of  Fuel  Administrator  for  his  county.  He  is  a  trustee  of 
the  House  of  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  and  the  Jefferson  County  His¬ 
torical  Society,  and  prior  to  his  election  as  Supreme  Court  Justice  was  a 
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director  of  the  Jefferson  County  National  Bank,  and  has  held  other  bank¬ 
ing  and  industrial  connections. 

His  social  affiliations  include  membership  in  the  Black  River  Valley 
Club  and  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Watertown  and  the  Fort  Schuyler 
Club  of  Utica.  His  college  fraternity  is  Psi  Upsilon.  He  is  a  member  of 
Watertown  Lodge  No.  49,  F.  &  A.  M. ;  Watertown  Chapter  No.  59,  R.  A. 
M.;  Watertown  Commandery  No.  11,  K.  T. ;  Media  Temple,  A.  A.  0.  N. 
M.  S. ;  Watertown  Lodge  No  291,  I.  0.  0.  F. ;  Watertown  Lodge  No.  496, 
B.  P.  0.  Elks,  and  Watertown  Lodge  No.  1150,  L.  0.  0.  M.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Jefferson  County  Bar  Association,  New  York  State  Bar 
Association,  American  Bar  Association,  and  the  American  Society  of 
International  Law.  He  is  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Watertown. 

Justice  Smith  was  first  married  in  1894  to  Alice  L.  Powers,  daughter 
of  the  late  Isaac  P.  and  Lorinda  (Lamon)  Powers;  she  died  in  1906.  He 
next  married,  in  1923,  Marion  E.  Ward,  daughter  of  the  late  Walter  and 
Annie  (Bennett)  Ward.  He  has  one  son,  C.  Powers  Smith,  a  graduate  of 
Yale  University  and  Harvard  Law  School,  a  veteran  of  the  World  War, 
having  overseas  service  as  captain  of  artillery,  and  a  writer  and  poet  of 
high  rating  in  modern  English  letters. 


Rev.  Alfred  H.  Valiquette,  O.  S.  A. — As  pastor  of  St.  James  Catholic 
Church,  at  Carthage,  Father  Valiquette  has  a  wide  acquaintance  in  the 
community  and  is  recognized  as  one  of  its  most  influential  citizens.  He 
was  born  at  Ottawa,  Ont.,  June  9,  1864,  the  son  of  Joachin  and  Adeline 
(Rossignol)  Valiquette. 

Joachin  Valiquette  was  a  native  of  Ottawa,  Ont.,  as  was  his  wife.  They 
were  of  French  descent.  He  was  interested  in  the  bakery  business  and 
was  the  owner  of  a  large  bakery,  patisserie,  and  candy  manufacturing 
plant.  He  died  in  1867,  and  his  wife  died  in  1912.  Both  are  buried  at 
Ottawa.  Their  children  were :  1.  Joachin,  deceased.  2.  Adeline,  deceased. 
3.  Margaret,  deceased.  4.  Cleophas,  lives  at  Ottawa.  5.  Rev.  Alfred  H., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.  6.  Thomas,  deceased.  7.  Josephine,  deceased. 

Alfred  H.  Valiquette  attended  the  Christian  Bros,  parochial  school  in 
Ottawa  and  was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Ottawa.  He  studied 
for  the  priesthood  at  Villa  Nova  (Pa.)  College,  and  was  ordained  on 
March  15,  1900,  by  Archbishop  John  Ryan  of  Philadelphia.  He  served  as 
assistant  at  Immaculate  Conception  Church,  Hoosick  Falls,  N.  Y. ;  assist¬ 
ant  at  St.  Mary’s  Church,  Waterford,  N.  Y. ;  assistant  at  St.  Mary’s  Church, 
Lawrence,  Mass. ;  and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  a  school  for  Del  Christo 
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Church  in  Havana,  Cuba.  Later  Father  Valiquette  became  pastor  of  St. 
Mary’s  Church  in  Waterford.  He  was  also  identified  with  St.  Augustine’s 
School  for  Boys  at  San  Diego,  Calif.,  and  since  August,  1926,  has  been 
pastor  of  St.  James  Church  in  Carthage.  His  work  here  has  been  of  a 
most  progressive  nature.  A  new  school  was  recently  built  to  accommo¬ 
date  increasing  enrollment. 

Father  Valiquette  is  chaplain  of  Carthage  Council,  Knights  of  Co¬ 
lumbus. 


St.  James  Catholic  Church,  Carthage. — The  history  of  the  church  and 
the  Catholic  congregation  of  St.  James  dates  back  to  the  earliest  settle¬ 
ment  of  white  men  in  the  valley  of  the  Black  River.  In  1792,  during  the 
terrors  of  the  Revolution  in  France,  a  tract  of  land  was  purchased,  630,000 
acres,  including  Long  Falls,  the  present  village  of  Carthage.  The  deed 
of  this  transfer  is  dated  Aug.  31,  1792,  and  the  purchase  was  made  in 
the  name  of  M.  Pierre  Chaussanis.  The  plan  was  to  establish  a  colony  for 
expatriated  Frenchmen,  to  sell  the  land  to  desirable  home  builders  similar 
to  the  colonies  at  Gallipolis,  on  the  Ohio  River,  and  at  Standing  Stone  on 
the  Susquehanna  River,  in  Pennsylvania.  In  June,  1793,  a  company  was 
formed  in  Paris  to  carry  on  and  control  the  business  of  this  colony  under 
the  title  of  “LaCompagnie  de  New  York.”  The  president  of  this  land 
company  was  Jacques  LeRay  de  Chaumont,  brother-in-law  of  Pierre 
Chaussanis,  in  whose  name  the  land  had  been  bought.  The  French  settlers 
who  came  to  escape  the  unrest  of  revolution  and  to  establish  new  homes 
here  were,  so  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  Catholics.  Other  settlers  were 
attracted  by  the  opportunities  which  the  French  company  offered.  Some 
came  from  Vermont.  A  number  of  families  from  Ireland  formed  what  is 
still  known  as  the  “Irish  Settlement.” 

The  enterprise  and  activities  of  the  LeRay’s  father  and  son,  during 
the  times  of  pioneer  settlement  in  the  Black  River  valley  are  a  record  of 
high  honor  and  credit  to  their  name.  Roads  were  opened,  grinding  mills 
and  saw  mills  were  built.  Domestic  animals,  grain  and  seed  for  planting 
were  imported  from  France,  and  in  1818  it  was  estimated  that  a  thousand 
settlers  had  come  to  make  homes  on  the  new  land  developed  under  the 
administration  of  James  LeRay.  It  was  James  LeRay  also  who  gave  the 
land  where  St.  James  Church  now  stands.  This  was  during  the  summer 
of  1818.  A  list  of  subscribers  for  the  building  of  the  church  was  opened 
July  7,  1818,  and  54  names  were  entered  with  the  amount  promised  by 
each,  including  contributions  of  “money,  material  and  work.”  The  total 
amount  subscribed  was  $823.50.  The  building  described  was  to  be  of 
frame,  30  x  40  feet,  within  one-half  mile  from  the  bridge  in  the  village  of 
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Carthage,  the  exact  location  to  be  determined  by  James  LeRay.  He  also 
pledged  himself  to  give  20,000  feet  of  lumber  for  the  building,  glass  for 
the  windows,  and  “all  material,  stone  or  timbers  may  be  taken  from  my 
land.” 

The  record  of  the  treasurer’s  account  indicates  that  the  building  was 
erected  during  the  summer  of  1821,  although  the  payment  of  bills  extend 
from  Dec.  31,  1818,  until  Aug.  31,  1824.  The  church  was  blessed  by  Bishop 
Connolly  during  the  same  summer,  the  exact  date  not  being  known.  In 
1821  the  congregation  of  St.  James  was  incorporated  in  accordance  with 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York.  The  corporate  title  was  “The  Catholic 
Society  of  Carthage.”  The  material,  support  and  management  were  put 
in  the  hands  of  seven  trustees  with  the  priest  in  charge.  This  arrange¬ 
ment  continued  until  1862.  The  land,  four  acres,  on  which  the  church  was 
built,  was  conveyed  to  the  Catholic  Society  of  Carthage  by  Vincent  LeRay, 

son  of  James  LeRay,  on  July  30,  1821,  in  consideration  of  the  payment  of 
one  dollar. 

After  the  first  church  was  blessed  in  1821  the  congregation  was  under 
the  care  of  Rev.  John  Franan,  of  Utica,  who  visited  the  people  of  Carthage 
four  times  a  year.  Rev.  Patrick  Kelly  and  Rev.  Richard  Bulger  also  visited 
Carthage  during  the  years  1821-27.  From  1827  until  1833  Carthage  was 
under  the  pastoial  care  of  Rev.  James  Salmon,  rector  of  the  missions  con¬ 
nected  with  Ogdensburg  and  Watertown.  The  first  register  of  baptisms 
and  marriages  at  Carthage  was  opened  April  20,  1833,  by  a  French  priest, 
Father  Simon,  who  attended  Carthage  from  the  mission  at  Rosiere.  Be¬ 
tween  the  years  1828  and  1840  the  following  names  are  found  of  priests 
who  attended  Carthage  occasionally :  Rev.  M.  Fitzsimmons,  Rev.  Thomas 
Daily,  Rev.  James  Cahill,  Rev.  Walter  J.  Quarter,  Rev.  Philip  Gillick,  and 
Rev.  Michael  Gilbride.  Later,  Carthage  was  attended  by  Rev.  F.  X.  Guth, 
Rev.  John  O’Dowd,  Rev.  Matthew  Gibson,  and  Rev.  Michael  Power. 

In  1851  Father  Power  purchased  a  house  to  serve  as  a  priest’s  resi¬ 
dence  and  made  Carthage  the  center  of  missions  attended  by  him.  In 
1852  Father  Maurice  Roche  succeeded  Father  Power,  and  he  remained  in 
charge  until  1855,  when  Rev.  Michael  Edward  Clarke,  a  native  of  Carthage, 
took  charge  of  St.  James. 

In  December,  1873,  the  care  of  St.  James  and  missions  attended  from 
Carthage  was  given  to  the  Friars.  Rev.  John  Fedigan  was  the  first  Au- 
gustinian  assigned  to  Carthage.  In  1877  he  was  succeeded  by  Rev.  Francis 
J.  McShane.  Later  came  Rev.  Edward  Dailey  and  Rev.  Patrick  Lynch. 
In  1886  Father  Lynch  was  succeeded  by  Rev.  Patrick  J.  O’Connell.  During 
the  pastorate  of  Father  O’Connell,  1882-85,  a  parish  school  was  built  and 
the  number  of  pupils  enrolled  was  225. 
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Rev.  Patrick  Carr  succeeded  Father  O’Connell  in  1890  and  was  rector 
four  years.  In  1894  Rev.  William  Morrison  was  appointed  to  the  charge 
of  Carthage.  After  one  year  Rev.  McShane  returned  for  a  second  time 
and  during  the  latter  term  as  pastor  a  new  Sister’s  convent  was  built  and 
provision  was  made  for  an  academy.  Father  McShane  was  succeeded  in 
June,  1898,  by  Rev.  Francis  McCranor,  who  remained  in  charge  until 
June,  1902,  when  Rev.  H.  T.  Regan  was  appointed  rector.  In  1910  Rev. 
D.  A.  Herron  was  assigned  to  St.  James.  He  was  succeeded  in  1918  by 
Rev.  George  L.  Dermody.  In  June,  1926,  the  present  rector,  Rev.  Alfred 
H.  Valiquette  was  appointed.  He  carries  on  the  work  begun  57  years  ago, 
when  the  Augustinians  first  took  charge  of  Carthage  and  its  missions  to 
build  up  the  life  of  religion  and  Christian  education. 


Fred  L.  Smith. — The  legal  fraternity  of  Jefferson  County  has  no  more 
capable  and  progressive  member  than  Fred  L.  Smith,  who  is  identified 
with  the  firm  of  Norris,  Smith  &  Carnell,  of  Carthage.  He  was  born  at 
Diana,  Lewis  County,  Aug.  3,  1887,  the  son  of  Daniel  and  Mary  S. 
(Clark)  Smith. 

Daniel  Smith,  a  native  of  Renfrew,  Ontario,  was  born  in  1842.  In 
1872  he  came  to  the  United  States  and  settled  at  Diana,  where  he  followed 
his  trade  for  many  years  as  a  stone  mason.  He  also  served  as  postmaster 
of  Diana.  Mr.  Smith  died  Dec.  18,  1898,  and  his  wife  died  Feb.  9,  1930. 
They  are  buried  at  Oswegatchie  Corners,  near  Diana.  Mr.  Smith  was  a 
Republican.  Mrs.  Smith  was  an  active  member  of  the  Methodist  Church. 
They  were  the  parents  of  three  sons:  1.  Charles,  born  April  29,  1879, 
lives  at  Harrisville,  N.  Y.  2.  Fred  L.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Leon 
L.,  born  July  10,  1894,  lives  at  Syracuse.  He  is  a  World  War  veteran, 
having  served  in  France  as  a  member  of  Company  B,  First  Engineers.  He 
was  decorated  with  the  Croix  de  Guerre,  in  recognition  of  his  services  at 
Cantigny,  France. 

Daniel  Smith  was  the  son  of  Elihu  and  Ruby  (Andrews)  Smith.  Elihu 
Smith  was  born  in  the  United  States  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of  Canada. 
Following  the  death  of  her  husband  in  1876,  Mrs.  Smith  removed  to  the 
United  States  and  thereafter  resided  with  her  son,  Daniel.  She  died  April 
4,  1899,  and  is  buried  at  Oswegatchie  Corners.  Mary  S.  (Clark)  Smith 
was  the  daughter  of  Alanson  and  Dorcas  (Blanchard)  Clark,  natives  of 
Lewis  and  Jefferson  counties  respectively.  He  was  a  farmer  and  was  also 
well  known  as  a  cooper. 

Fred  L.  Smith  attended  the  grammar  schools  of  Diana  and  is  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Harrisville  High  School,  class  of  1906.  He  taught  school  at  Diana 
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and  Napanoch  and  subsequently  took  up  the  study  of  law  at  Syracuse  Uni¬ 
versity,  where  he  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  in  1911.  He  began  his 
professional  career  at  Harrisville  in  that  year  and  in  1920  removed  to  Car¬ 
thage,  where  he  was  associated  with  the  firm  of  Kilby  &  Norris.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  year  the  firm  was  reorganized  as  Kilby,  Norris  &  Smith,  and  in 
1927  became  Norris,  Smith  &  Carnell.  Mr.  Smith  was  elected  district 
attorney  of  Lewis  County  in  November,  1917,  and  reelected  to  that  office 
in  1920.  He  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  Jefferson  County  Bar  Associa¬ 
tion,  New  York  State  Bar  Association,  and  the  American  Bar  Association. 

Politically  Mr.  Smith  is  a  Republican.  He  holds  membership  in  the 
Methodist  Church,  Rotary  Club,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Gamma  Eta 
Gamma  and  Delta  Sigma  Rho  fraternities,  and  Carlowden  Country  Club. 
He  is  affiliated  with  Harrisville  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  928,  and  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  No.  821,  Past  Grand. 


Leon  E.  Carnell,  of  Carthage,  is  representative  of  the  successful  young 
professional  men  of  Jefferson  County,  and  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War. 
He  was  born  at  Frankfort,  Herkimer  County,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  7,  1893,  the  son 
of  John  and  Fannie  (Horton)  Carnell. 

John  Carnell  was  born  near  Kensington,  England.  As  a  young  man 
he  went  to  Canada  with  his  parents  and  settled  at  St.  Thomas,  Ontario. 
At  the  age  of  18  years  he  came  to  this  country  and  located  at  Frankfort, 
N.  Y.  He  soon  became  a  naturalized  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  has 
continued  in  residence  here  until  the  present  time,  now  being  a  resident 
of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.  He  spent  25  years  in  a  clerical  capacity  with  the 
Sennet-Solvay  Company,  and  was  retired  by  that  concern  in  1926.  Mr. 
Carnell  is  a  Republican  and  is  affiliated  with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows.  His  wife  is  a  native  of  Frankfort,  N.  Y.  They  are  the  parents 
of  two  children:  Leon  E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Dora,  married 
Wesley  Jakaway,  lives  at  Syracuse. 

The  boyhood  of  Leon  E.  Carnell  was  spent  in  Syracuse,  and  he  attended 
Syracuse  University  after  his  graduation  from  Central  High  School,  Syra¬ 
cuse,  in  1913.  He  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1918  and  in 
that  year  enlisted  for  service  in  the  World  War.  He  was  sent  to  Camp 
Dix,  N.  J.,  and  later  he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Gordon,  Georgia,  where 
he  attended  an  officers’  training  school.  After  his  discharge  in  November, 
1918,  he  became  head  of  the  English  Department  at  Manilus  Military 
School,  and  held  that  position  until  September,  1919,  when  he  entered  the 
Law  School  of  Syracuse  University.  He  received  a  degree  in  law  in  1922, 
and  at  that  time  became  a  clerk  in  the  office  of  Oliver  D.  Burden,  of  Syra- 
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cuse,  being  admitted  to  the  New  York  bar  in  1924.  From  1922  until  1926 
Mr.  Carnell  was  part  time  instructor  in  the  department  of  sociology  at 
Syracuse  University,  and  in  the  latter  year  he  came  to  Carthage,  where 
he  became  associated  with  the  well  known  law  firm  of  Kilby,  Norris  & 
Smith,  and  in  1928  the  firm  name  was  changed  to  Norris,  Smith  and 
Carnell.  Mr.  Carnell  is  identified  with  the  Justinian  Society,  Jefferson 
County  Bar  Association,  and  New  York  State  Bar  Association. 

In  1920  Mr.  Carnell  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Mildred  Whipple, 
the  daughter  of  Clair  B.  and  Marian  Whipple,  of  Laceyville,  Pa.  The  for¬ 
mer  is  deceased  and  the  latter  lives  at  Laceyville.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carnell 
have  two  children,  Marian  and  John  E. 

Politically,  Mr.  Carnell  is  a  Republican.  He  holds  membership  in  Good 
Will  Congregational  Church,  Syracuse,  and  is  a  trustee  of  the  Carthage 
Baptist  Church.  He  is  junior  warden  of  Carthage  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No. 
158,  and  belongs  to  Theta  Alpha  fraternity,  and  American  Legion,  Bassett- 
Baxter  Post  No.  789,  Past  Commander,  and  vice  commander  of  the  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  American  Legion. 


Thomas  C.  Lynch. — As  president  of  the  Carthage  National  Bank, 
Thomas  C.  Lynch  is  accounted  one  of  the  prominent  and  influential  busi¬ 
ness  men  of  Jefferson  County.  He  was  born  at  Malone,  April  18,  1878,  the 
son  of  William  P.  and  Ella  A.  (Case)  Lynch. 

William  P.  Lynch  was  a  native  of  Plattsburgh,  N.  Y.,  as  was  his  wife. 
He  was  educated  in  Franklin  Academy,  Malone,  and  throughout  his  busi¬ 
ness  career  engaged  in  the  general  mercantile  business  at  Malone.  He 
died  in  1921  and  his  wife  died  in  1930.  Mr.  Lynch  was  a  Democrat  and 
for  many  years  served  as  village  trustee  and  school  board  member.  Both 
he  and  his  wife  were  members  of  St.  Joseph’s  Catholic  Church,  Malone. 
They  were  the  parents  of  11  children,  of  whom  Thomas  C.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch,  was  the  second  in  order  of  birth. 

Thomas  C.  Lynch  grew  up  at  Malone,  where  he  received  his  early  edu¬ 
cation.  After  his  graduation  in  1895  from  Franklin  Academy  he  attended 
Albany  Business  College.  During  the  summer  months  he  clerked  in  the 
Grandview  Hotel,  at  Lake  Placid,  and  in  the  winter  was  a  telegraph 
operator  in  the  brokerage  offices  of  a  well  known  Syracuse  firm.  From 
1904  until  1913  Mr.  Lynch  was  manager  of  Longacre  Hotel,  New  York 
City,  and  from  1913  until  1918  was  identified  with  Hotel  Champlain  at 
Plattsburgh,  N.  Y.,  during  the  summer  seasons  and  as  assistant  manager 
of  Royal  Palm  Hotel,  at  Miami,  Fla.,  in  the  winter  months.  In  1918  Mr. 
Lynch  began  his  banking  career  as  bookkeeper  for  the  Carthage  National 
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Bank.  Later,  he  became  teller  and  then  assistant  cashier.  In  1925  he 
was  elected  vice  president  and  four  years  later  was  made  president  of  the 
institution. 

Mr.  Lynch  was  married  in  1909  to  Miss  Lenita  Sample,  the  daughter  of 
William  and  Jennie  (Marshall)  Sample,  of  Schuylerville,  N.  Y.  Both  are 
deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lynch  are  the  parents  of  two  sons:  William 
Marshall,  a  graduate  of  Peekskill  Military  Academy,  attends  Lafayette 
College ;  and  Thomas  C.,  Jr.,  attends  Carthage  High  School. 

In  politics  Mr.  Lynch  has  always  been  independent.  He  is  a  member  of 
St.  James  Catholic  Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  the  Knights  of  Columbus. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Rotary  Club,  and  former  president  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce.  He  is  also  a  director  of  Carlowden  Country  Club. 


Alfred  S.  Wood,  widely  known  throughout  Jefferson  County  as  the 
County  Probation  Officer,  is  a  native  of  Canada.  He  was  born  at  Tam- 
worth,  March  15,  1869,  the  son  of  Elias  and  Catherine  (Parks)  Wood. 

Elias  Wood  has  spent  his  entire  life  in  Canada  and  until  his  retirement 
was  a  successful  farmer.  He  lives  at  Tamworth.  His  wife  died  in  1900. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wood  were  born  five  sons:  Alfred  S.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch;  Jacob  S.,  lives  at  Los  Angeles,  Calif.;  Willard  A.,  lives  at  Portland, 
Ore.;  James  M.,  lives  at  Victoria,  B.  C. ;  and  Edward,  deceased. 

Alfred  S.  Wood  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  and  re¬ 
mained  on  his  father’s  farm  until  1887.  He  has  since  been  a  resident  of 
Watertown,  and  in  1894  became  a  member  of  the  city  police  force.  Five 
yeais  later  he  was  appointed  sergeant  and  in  1904  became  night  captain. 
In  1913  Mr.  Wood  was  promoted  to  detective  captain  of  the  force,  and 
was  retired  Ang.  1,  1924.  At  that  time  he  received  the  appointment  of 
County  Probation  Officer  from  Judge  LaRue,  and  still  serves  in  that 
capacity.  Mr.  Wood  became  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  in  Octo¬ 
ber,  1895. 

Mr.  Wood  was  married  (first)  in  1888  to  Miss  Nancy  L.  Hartin,  who 
died  June  11,  1924.  She  was  the  daughter  of  George  and  Margaret  (Sweet) 
Hartin,  natives  of  Canada.  The  former  is  deceased  and  the  latter  lives 
at  Tamworth,  Canada.  To  Alfred  S.  and  Nancy  L.  (Hartin)  Wood  was 
born  a  son,  Virgil  V.,  who  lives  at  Charleston,  S.  C.  He  enlisted  his  serv¬ 
ices  in  the  World  War.  He  married  Miss  Emma  Bennett. 

Mr.  Wood  was  married  (second)  Nov.  29,  1929,  to  Elizabeth  (Wilder) 
Rounds,  the  daughter  of  Byron  and  Charlotte  (Shorey)  Wilder,  natives  of 
New  York  and  Canada  respectively.  Mr.  Wilder  died  in  1919,  and  his  wife 
died  in  1886.  They  are  buried  at  Sackets  Harbor,  N.  Y.  By  a  former

Blanche,  married  Edward  J.  Brana- 
gan,  lives  at  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

John  Charles  Butler  was  the  son  of  John  and  Margaret  Butler,  who 
were  natives  of  Ireland,  and  early  settlers  of  Hogansburg,  N.  Y.  They 
were  the  parents  of  19  children. 

James  John  Butler  spent  his  boyhood  at  North  Lawrence  in  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County,  and  in  1902  was  graduated  from  Brasher-Stockholm  High 
School.  He  completed  a  course  of  study  at  Albany  Business  College  in 
1903  and  in  that  year  accepted  a  clerical  position  with  Branch  &  Callanan, 
contractors,  at  Saranac  Lake.  In  1904  he  became  bookkeeper  in  the  Black 
River  National  Bank  at  Lowville,  and  the  following  year  entered  the  offices 
of  the  LeRay  Paper  Company,  at  Carthage.  He  became  assistant  manager 
of  the  business  in  1906  and  four  years  later  accepted  the  position  of 
manager  of  the  New  York  Lime  Company  at  Natural  Bridge,  although  he 
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maintained  his  residence  at  Carthage.  Mr.  Butler  became  interested  in 
law  in  1911  and  studied  in  the  offices  of  the  late  Allen  E.  Kilby  and  Charles 
E.  Norris,  being  admitted  to  the  New  York  State  Bar  in  1917.  He  was 
associated  with  the  above  mentioned  firm  until  his  enlistment  in  1918  for 
service  in  the  World  War.

Mr.  Butler  is  a  Democrat  in  politics  and  has  been  chairman  of  the 
Jefferson  County  Democratic  Committee  since  1927.  He  is  a  member  of 
St.  James  Catholic  Church  and  is  affiliated  with  the  Knights  of  Columbus, 
Fourth  Degree,  being  Past  Grand  Knight  of  Carthage  Council,  Past  Dis- 
trict  Deputy  Grand  Knight,  and  Past  State  Advocate.  He  has  been  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Rotary  Club,  president  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  be¬ 
longs  to  the  American  Legion,  Bassett-Baxter  Post.  He  was  one  of  the 
organizers  of  the  Carlowden  Country  Club. 

During  the  World  War  Mrs.  Butler  served  as  an  army  nurse.  She  was 
stationed  at  Camp  Dix,  N.  J.,  and  also  served  in  France.  She  also  holds 
membership  in  the  American  Legion. 


Edmund  A.  Maxwell,  M.  D.— One  of  the  best  known  of  the  younger 
physicians  and  surgeons  of  the  North  Country  is  Dr.  Maxwell,  who  is 
associated  in  practice  at  Carthage  with  Dr.  E.  A.  Simmons.  He  was  born 

at  West  Carthage,  June  11,  1907,  the  son  of  Fred  and  Cora  (Hovt) 
Maxwell. 

Fred  Maxwell  is  a  prosperous  and  well  known  farmer  of  Jefferson 
County,  being  the  owner  of  two  fine  farms  near  Carthage.  Both  he  and 
his  wife  are  natives  of  Lewis  County.  He  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of 
the  Baptist  Church,  Carthage  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  158,  and  the 

Grange.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Maxwell  have  two  sons:  Edmund  A.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch;  and  Sterling. 

Edmund  A.  Maxwell  obtained  his  early  education  at  West  Carthage 
being  graduated  from  West  Carthage  High  School  in  1925.

Ernest  B.  Eddy. — As  manager  of  the  National  Paper  Products  Com¬ 
pany,  Mr.  Eddy  is  one  of  the  best  liked  business  executives  of  Carthage, 
and  is  recognized  as  an  outstanding  citizen  of  Jefferson  County.  He  was 
born  at  Eddington,  Maine,  April  28,  1878,  the  son  of  Elijah  P.  and  Sarah 
E.  (Knowlton)  Eddy. 

Elijah  P.  Eddy  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Eddington,  Maine.  As  a 
young  man  he  learned  the  trade  of  butcher  in  Chicago,  Ill.,  being  em¬ 
ployed  by  the  Armour  Company.  He  subsequently  owned  and  successfully 
managed  a  meat  business  at  Pittsfield,  Me.,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death 
was  interested  in  a  ranch  in  Anoco  County,  Minn.  Mr.  Eddy  died  in  1908 
and  his  wife  died  in  1916.  Both  are  buried  at  Eddington,  Me.  Mr.  Eddy 
was  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  the  Universalist  Church,  and  belonged  to 
the  Masonic  Lodge.  Three  sons  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eddy :  Luther 
W. ;  Herbert  P. ;  and  Ernest  B.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.

Fred  S.  Merrill. — Long  in  the  employ  of  the  New  York  Central  Rail¬ 
road,  Mr.  Merrill  is  well  known  as  freight  and  ticket  agent  at  Carthage. 
He  was  born  at  St.  Elmo,  Colo.,  April  13,  1882,  the  son  of  Austin  C.  and 
Harriet  A.  (Stillman)  Merrill. 

Austin  C.  Merrill  was  a  native  of  St.  Lawrence  County,  N.  Y.,  and  his 
wife  was  born  in  Lewis  County.  She  is  now  a  resident  of  Carthage.  He 
was  a  druggist  and  engaged  in  business  for  several  years  at  Carthage. 
He  then  removed  to  St.  Elmo,  Colo.,  where  he  was  interested  in  the  drug 
business  with  Robert  Francis  until  his  death  in  1884.  Mr.  Merrill  is 
buried  at  Carthage.  He  was  a  Republican  and  held  membership  in  the 
Methodist  Church.  Two  sons  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Merrill:  1. 
Fred  S.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Austin  C.,  attorney,  lives  at  Elkins, 
W.  Va. 

Austin  C.  Merrill  was  the  son  of  John  and  Eliza  Merrill.  They  were 
natives  of  St.  Lawrence  County. 

After  completing  his  early  education  at  Carthage,  Fred  S.  Merrill 
attended  Colgate  University,  in  the  class  of  1905.  He  then  became  identi¬ 
fied  with  the  Carthage  Republican  as  reporter  and  columnist,  and  was  also 
the  local  representative  of  Syracuse,  Utica,  and  Watertown  papers.  In 
1909  Mr.  Merrill  entered  the  employ  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  as 
ticket  agent  at  Carthage,  and  the  following  year  was  transferred  to 
Rochester,  N.  Y.,  in  the  same  capacity.  He  returned,  however,  to  Carthage 
in  1911,  and  became  chief  clerk  of  the  freight  department  in  1912.  Since 
1919  he  has  been  freight  and  ticket  agent.

Dell  W.  Sarvay  is  a  leading  figure  in  the  business  life  of  Carthage, 
where  he  is  president  of  the  Ryther  &  Pringle  Company.  He  is  a  native 
of  Jefferson  County,  born  at  Wilna,  Oct.  4,  1889,  the  son  of  Lalor  and 
Rosalie  (Weatherhead)  Sarvay. 

Lalor  Sarvay,  deceased,  was  a  member  of  one  of  the  well  known  pio¬ 
neer  families  of  Jefferson  County.  He  was  born  on  a  farm  near  Wilna, 
and  in  early  life  was  interested  in  farming.  He  removed  to  Carthage  in 
1902,  where  he  was  associated  in  business  with  C.  P.  McDonald,  feed 
dealers.  Later  he  became  a  partner  of  R.  E.  Stoddard.  Mr.  Sarvay  retired 
in  1917  and  died  at  Carthage  in  1926.  His  widow  still  resides  here.  Their 
children  were:  Myrle,  married  S.  E.  Hayne,  lives  at  Beaufort,  N.  C. ;  Dell 
W.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Emma  A.,  married  Clark  Perry,  lives  at 
Hartford,  Conn.

Lalor  Sarvay  was  the  son  of  Leonard  and  Laura  (Coburn)  Sarvay,  both 
natives  of  Wilna,  Jefferson  County.  Leonard  Sarvay  was  a  prosperous 
farmer  and  after  his  retirement  became  a  well  known  resident  of 
Watertown. 

Dell  W.  Sarvay  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Wilna 
and  Carthage  and  after  his  graduation  from  Carthage  High  School  in 
1908  he  attended  Eastman  Business  College.  He  began  his  business 
career  with  the  St.  Regis  Paper  Company  in  a  clerical  capacity,  and  in 
1915  went  with  the  National  Paper  Products  Company  as  office  manager, 
and  held  that  position  continuously  until  1925.  In  1923  Mr.  Sarvay  took 
an  active  part  in  the  organization  of  the  Readell  Silver  Fox  Corporation, 
in  partnership  with  R.  E.  Stoddard,  and  he  has  served  as  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  company  since  its  inception.

— As  vice  president  and  cashier  of  the  National  Ex¬ 
change  Bank  and  Trust  Company,  of  Carthage,  Mr.  Marilley  holds  an 
important  position  in  financial  circles  in  Jefferson  County.  He  was  born 
at  Croghan,  Lewis  County,  Jan.  21,  1887,  the  son  of  Edward  M.  and 
Catherine  (Banahan)  Marilley. 

Edward  M.  Marilley  has  successfully  engaged  in  the  general  mercantile 
business  at  Croghan  for  many  years.  He  was  born  at  Frieborg,  Switzer¬ 
land,  and  at  the  age  of  five  years  was  brought  to  this  country  by  his 
parents,  who  settled  at  Croghan.

George  B.  Rourke,  who  is  cashier  of  the  Carthage  National  Bank,  of 
Carthage,  has  been  prominently  identified  with  the  banking  interests  of 
the  North  Country  for  more  than  30  years.

George  B.  Rourke  attended  the  public  schools  of  Natural  Bridge  and 
in  1894  was  graduated  from  Albany  Business  College.  He  was  connected 
with  the  Carthage  post  office  in  a  clerical  capacity  until  July  1,  1898,  when 
he  came  to  the  Carthage  National  Bank  as  clerk.  He  later  served  as  book¬ 
keeper,  teller,  and  assistant  cashier,  being  elected  cashier  and  director  of 
the  institution  in  1924.

Parts  Corporation,  Mr.  Keegan  is  prominent  among  the  successful  young 
business  executives  of  Watertown.  He  Was  born  at  Wolfe  Island,  Ontario, 
Canada,  May  29,  1896,  the  son  of  Gregory  and  Ellen  (Smith)  Keegan. 

Giegory  Keegan  was  born  in  Canada  and  as  a  young  man  was  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  hotel  business.  He  came  to  the  United  States  in  1912  and 
was  employed  by  the  St.  Regis  Paper  Company  as  a  carpenter  until  the 
time  of  his  death  in  1928.  His  wife  died  in  1923,  and  both  are  buried  in 
Glenwood  Cemetery,  Watertown.  Mr.  Keegan  was  a  Democrat,  a  member 
of  Holy  Family  Catholic  Church,  and  belonged  to  B.  P.  O.  Elks  No.  496, 
and  Knights  of  Columbus,  Watertown  Council  No.  259.

Isidor  E.  Keegan  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  and 
attended  the  Regopolis  Preparatory  College,  Kingston.  He  became  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States  in  1917.  He  began  his  business  career  with 
the  International  Paper  Company,  later  was  associated  with  the  DeGrass 
Paper  Company,  and  the  St.  Regis  Paper  Company.

Kent  G.  Pierce,  who  is  principal  of  Natural  Bridge  Union  School,  is  a 
veteran  of  the  World  War,  and  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  able  school  men 
of  Jefferson  County.  He  was  born  at  Chaumont,  N.  Y.,  May  12,  1894,  the 
son  of  Charles  W.  and  Ellen  (Wells)  Pierce. 

Charles  W.  Pierce  was  born  at  Theresa,  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of 
Lyme,  Jefferson  County.  He  spent  16  years  as  a  teacher  in  the  district 
schools  of  the  county  and  later  became  interested  in  general  farming  and 
stock  raising.  His  well  improved  farm  is  located  near  Limerick,  N.  Y. 
Mr.  Pierce  was  living  retired  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  May,  1929.  His 
wife  died  two  months  later.  Both  are  buried  at  Dexter.  Politically  Mr. 
Pierce  was  a  Democrat.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pierce  were  born  three  children : 

Kent  G.,  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Claire,  married  Wells  Linnell,  lives  at  Limerick. 

The  early  education  of  Kent  G.  Pierce  was  received  in  the  public 
schools  of  Lafargeville  and  Limerick.  After  his  graduation  from  Dexter 
High  School  in  1913  he  went  to  Saskatchewan,  Canada,  where  he  was 
employed  on  a  large  wheat  farm  and  cattle  ranch.  He  later  returned  to 
New  York  in  1915  and  then  attended  one  year  at  the  College  of  Forestry, 
Syracuse  University.

Herbert  Erwin  Phelps,  M.  D. — For  more  than  35  years  Dr.  Phelps  has 
successfully  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  at  Carthage,  and  he  is 
widely  known  throughout  Northern  New  York.  He  was  born  at  House- 
ville,  Lewis  County,  Sept.  11,  1871,  the  son  of  Charles  J.  and  Delia  (Dekin) 
Phelps. 

Charles  J.  Phelps,  who  died  in  1916,  was  a  well  known  citizen  of  House- 
ville,  N.  Y.  He  spent  his  entire  life  as  a  farmer  and  was  the  owner  of  a 
fine  farm  near  Turin,  Lewis  County.  He  retired  in  1910  and  lived  at  Glen- 
field,  N.  Y.,  until  his  death  in  1916.

Charles  J.  Phelps  was  the  son  of  Roland  and  Ada  (Johnson)  Phelps, 
both  of  whom  were  natives  of  Martinsburg,  N.  Y.  Roland  Phelps  was  the 
son  of  Thomas  and  Nancy  (Brown)  Phelps,  who  came  to  New  York  from 
Connecticut  during  the  early  days  and  settled  on  land  near  Martinsburg. 
He  was  a  millwright  and  owned  several  grist  mills  in  that  section.  Delia 
(Dekin)  Phelps  is  the  daughter  of  James  and  Lavina  (Holmes)  Dekin. 

They  were  natives  of  New  York,  now  deceased.  They  are  buried  at  Beaver 
Falls. 

Herbert  Erwin  Phelps  attended  the  public  schools  of  Houseville,  N.  Y., 
and  Lowville  Academy  and  Cazenovia  Seminary.  He  received  the' degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine  from  the  Long  Island  Medical  College  in  1896,  spent 
a  few  months  in  practice  at  Newark,  N.  Y.,  and  in  September,  1896,  came 
to  Carthage.  He  has  offices  at  281  State  Street. 

In  1901  Dr.  Phelps  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Jessie  Frost,  the 
daughter  of  Luther  and  Julia  Frost.  They  were  natives  of  New  York. 
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The  former,  deceased,  is  buried  at  Yonkers,  N.  Y.,  and  the  latter  lives  at 
Carthage.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Phelps  have  three  children:  1.  Helen,  married 
Donald  Perine,  lives  at  Carthage.  2.  Herbert,  a  graduate  of  Clarkson 
College  of  Technology,  now  identified  with  the  General  Electric  Company 
at  Fort  Wayne,  Ind.

Dr.  Phelps  is  a  Republican  and  is  affiliated  with  Carthage  Lodge,  F. 

He 
is  a  member  of  the  Jefferson  County,  New  York  State  and  American  Medi¬ 
cal  Associations.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Carthage  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


Ivan  L.  Connor. — Highly  esteemed  and  widely  known  throughout  Jef¬ 
ferson  County  is  Ivan  L.  Connor,  postmaster  of  Natural  Bridge,  and  a 
veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was  born  at  Natural  Bridge,  Aug.  1,  1894, 
the  son  of  David  and  Lucy  May  (Duley)  Connor. 

David  Connor  is  a  native  of  Lindsley,  Ontario,  Canada.  As  a  young 
man  he  came  to  New  York  and  located  at  Natural  Bridge,  where  he  was 
connected  with  the  business  of  F.  E.  Proctor,  tanner.  Later,  he  estab¬ 
lished  a  general  mercantile  business  at  that  place,  with  which  he  was  suc¬ 
cessfully  identified  until  his  retirement  in  1919.  He  has  since  resided  at 
Carthage.  Mr.  Connor  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  has  served  as 
assessor.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Connor  have  been  born  three 
children:  1.  Ivan  L.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Ethel,  married  Stewart 
Green,  lives  at  Carthage.  3.  Kenneth,  lives  at  Carthage. 

After  attending  the  public  schools  of  Natural  Bridge,  Ivan  L.  Connor 
was  graduated  from  Carthage  High  School  in  1913.  He  then  went  to 
Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  with  the  Dyneto  Electric  Company,  and  subsequently  be¬ 
came  foreman  of  the  service  department.  During  the  World  War  Mr. 
Connor  enlisted  for  service  on  July  24,  1917,  and  was  assigned  to  the  312th 
Field  Signal  Battalion.  He  served  in  France  with  that  outfit  and  was 
severely  gassed  while  participating  in  the  battle  of  Meuse-Argonne.  After 
his  discharge  in  April,  1919,  Mr.  Connor  returned  to  Natural  Bridge,  and 
was  identified  with  his  father’s  store  at  that  place  until  it  was  sold  in 
1922.  In  that  year  he  was  appointed  postmaster  of  Natural  Bridge  by 
President  Warren  G.  Harding.

Mr.  Connor  belongs  to  the  New  York  State  League  of  District  Postmasters 
and  National  League  of  District  Postmasters. 

Mr.  Connor  was  married  in  1918  to  Miss  Blanch  May  Porter,  the 
daughter  of  Fred  and  Emily  (Fuller)  Porter,  who  are  residents  of  Gouv- 
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erneur,  N.  Y.  He  is  the  retired  superintendent  of  the  Gouverneur 
Quarries.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Connor  have  a  son,  Gerald. 

Politically,  Mr.  Connor  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Past 
Noble  Grand,  Natural  Bridge  Grange,  and  is  past  vice  commander  of 
Bassett-Baxter  Post  of  the  American  Legion. 


Wainwright  D.  Blake. — As  principal  of  Black  River  High  School,  Mr. 
Blake  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  capable  school  administrators  of  Jefferson 
County.  He  was  born  at  Watertown,  April  29,  1894,  the  son  of  James  and 
Mary  (Martin)  Blake. 

James  Blake,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Watertown,  and  his  wife  was 
also  born  in  New  York.  He  was  a  machinist  by  trade  and  spent  many 
years  in  the  employ  of  the  Bagley-Sewall  Company,  at  the  time  of  his 
death  being  head  of  the  repair  department.  He  died  in  1930  and  his  wife 
died  in  1920.  Both  are  buried  in  Brookside  Cemetery,  Watertown.  Mr. 
Blake  was  independent  in  politics,  and  held  membership  in  Trinity  Epis¬ 
copal  Church.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Blake’s  only  child  was  Wainwright  D.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  early  education  of  Wainwright  D.  Blake  was  received  in  the  public 
schools  of  Watertown,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1913.  He  received 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  1917,  and  in  that  year  enlisted  for 
service  in  the  World  War,  being  assigned  to  a  company  of  infantry  at 
Camp  Dix,  N.  J.  Later,  he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Taylor,  Kentucky, 
and  served  in  France  as  a  second  lieutenant  of  Battery  C,  106th  Field 
Artillery.  After  his  discharge  in  December,  1918,  Mr.  Blake  became  a 
chemist  in  the  employ  of  the  Nestles  Food  Company,  New  York  City,  but 
in  January,  1921,  he  began  his  teaching  career  at  Lancaster,  N.  Y.  In 
September,  1924,  he  became  principal  of  Keeseville  High  School,  at  Keese- 
ville,  N.  Y.,  and  four  years  later,  September,  1928,  Mr.  Blake  accepted  his 
present  position  as  principal  of  Black  River  High  School.  During  his 
progressive  administration  the  fine  new  school  building  was  erected,  and 
numerous  other  advances  and  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  local 
school  system.  Mr.  Blake  received  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  at  Co¬ 
lumbia  University  in  1931.  He  is  identified  with  the  Jefferson  County 
Teachers  Association,  Jefferson-Lewis  Principals  Association,  New  York 
State  Teachers  Association,  National  Teachers  Association,  and  Associated 
Academic  Principals  Association. 

Mr.  Blake  was  married  in  June,  1920,  to  Miss  Alice  Marshall,  the 
daughter  of  John  and  Jeanette  (Rupert)  Marshall,  natives  of  Vermont 
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and  residents  of  Ogdensburg,  N.  Y.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Blake  have  two  sons, 
Donald  and  Robert. 

Politically,  Mr.  Blake  is  independent.  He  is  a  member  of  St.  Paul’s 
Episcopal  Church,  and  belongs  to  Herman  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  500; 
Pulaski  Chapter  R.  A.  M.  No.  249 ;  “40  and  8”  Society ;  American  Legion ; 
and  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity. 


J.  Edward  Doyle. — One  of  the  representative  business  men  of  Jefferson 
County  is  J.  Edward  Doyle,  who  is  owner  of  the  Doyle  Funeral  Home  at 
Carthage.  He  was  born  at  Sterlingbush,  Lewis  County,  Jan.  27,  1895,  the 
son  of  Michael  F.  and  Jennie  M.  (Dundon)  Doyle. 

Michael  F.  Doyle  and  his  wife  are  natives  of  Sterlingbush,  where  they 
still  live.  Until  his  retirement  in  1926  he  was  interested  in  the  general 
mercantile  business  there,  although  for  a  time  he  lived  in  the  West.  Mr. 
Doyle  is  still  the  owner  of  several  fine  farms  in  Lewis  County.  He  and 
his  family  are  members  of  St.  Patrick’s  Catholic  Church.  Politically  he 
is  a  Democrat  and  has  served  as  assessor  in  the  town  of  Diana  and  high¬ 
way  superintendent.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Doyle’s  only  child  is  J.  Edward,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch. 

J.  Edward  Doyle  attended  the  public  schools  of  Sterlingbush  and  is  a 
graduate  of  Carthage  High  School.  For  a  time  he  was  assistant  superin¬ 
tendent  in  the  plant  of  the  Basic  Refractors  Company  at  Natural  Bridge, 
after  which  he  spent  two  years  in  his  father’s  store.  In  1919  he  became 
a  clerk  in  the  employ  of  the  Walsh  Furniture  Corporation  at  Carthage,  and 
three  years  later  purchased  the  interest  of  the  late  Mr.  Perry,  at  that 
time  becoming  secretary  of  the  business.  In  1922  Mr.  Doyle  also  completed 
a  course  of  study  at  the  Syracuse  Embalming  School,  and  on  Sept.  1,  1929, 
took  over  the  undertaking  business  of  the  Walsh  Furniture  Corporation. 
In  that  year  he  located  at  his  present  place  of  business,  518  State  Street, 
where  he  has  a  modern  funeral  home. 

In  1916  Mr.  Doyle  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Kathleen  D. 
Pierce,  the  daughter  of  John  F.  and  Anna  (Mulvaney)  Pierce,  residents  of 
Sterlingbush.  Until  1919  Mr.  Pierce  was  interested  in  the  hotel  business, 
and  is  now  engaged  in  farming.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Doyle  have  two  daughters, 
Alice  Elizabeth  and  Mary  Margaret. 

Mr.  Doyle  is  a  Democrat  and  is  an  active  member  of  St.  James  Catholic 
Church,  and  Past  Grand  Knight  of  Carthage  Council,  No.  291,  Knights  of 
Columbus,  Fourth  Degree.  He  also  belongs  to  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  No.  496; 
Rotary  Club;  Chamber  of  Commerce;  and  Carlowden  Golf  Club.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  New  York  State  and  National  Embalmers  Associations. 
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George  D.  Hewitt,  M.  D.,  was  a  prominent  pioneer  physician  and  sur¬ 
geon  of  Jefferson  County,  where  he  spent  many  years  in  active  practice 
at  West  Carthage.  He  was  born  at  Denmark,  Lewis  County,  July  31, 
1837,  the  son  of  Isaac  and  Nancy  (Earl)  Hewitt. 

Isaac  Hewitt  was  a  native  of  Lewis  County,  born  near  Denmark.  He 
was  one  of  the  most  prosperous  farmers  in  that  section  and  owned  three 
well  improved  farms.  Mr.  Hewitt  died  in  1885  and  his  wife,  a  native  of 
Vermont,  died  in  1902.  Both  are  buried  at  West  Carthage. 

George  D.  Hewitt  received  his  early  education  in  the  district  schools 
of  Lewis  County.  He  attended  the  University  of  Vermont,  Pittsfield 
(Mass.)  Medical  College,  and  in  1863  was  graduated  from  Metropolitan 
Medical  College.  He  spent  some  time  in  general  practice  at  Edwards, 
N.  Y.,  and  in  1860  located  at  West  Carthage.  Although  advanced  in 
years  Dr.  Hewitt  was  recognized  as  one  of  the  community’s  most  out¬ 
standing  medical  practitioners. 

During  the  Civil  War  Dr.  Hewitt  served  in  Company  H.,  186th  Regi¬ 
ment,  U.  S.  Volunteer  Infantry,  being  identified  with  the  medical  depart¬ 
ment  part  of  the  time.  He  was  surgeon  for  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re¬ 
public  and  for  many  years  was  examining  physician  for  the  U.  S.  Pension 
Board,  having  served  in  this  capacity  longer  than  any  other  physician  in 
the  United  States.  The  death  of  Doctor  Hewitt  occurred  Oct.  16,  1931. 
He  is  buried  in  West  Carthage  Cemetery. 

Dr.  Hewitt  married  (first)  Miss  Elizabeth  Easton,  who  died  at  West 
Carthage  in  1877.  Their  son,  Claude  E.,  is  deceased.  Dr.  Hewitt  married 
(second)  Miss  Nettie  M.  Spencer,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  elsewhere  in 
this  history. 

Dr.  Hewitt  was  a  Democrat  and  for  ten  years  served  as  village  super¬ 
visor  and  as  president  of  the  village  board  for  several  years. 


Nettie  M.  (Spencer)  Hewitt,  who  has  served  as  president  of  the  New 
York  State  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs,  has  been  active  for  many  years 
in  the  social  and  civic  life  of  Jefferson  County,  and  is  a  well  known  resi¬ 
dent  of  West  Carthage.  She  was  born  at  Antwerp,  Jefferson  County,  the 
daughter  of  Darius  Hale  and  Cornelia  Ann  (Duoley)  Spencer. 

Darius  Hale  Spencer,  a  native  of  Jefferson  County,  was  born  at  Cham¬ 
pion  in  1835.  He  became  one  of  the  widely  known  and  successful  cheese 
and  butter  manufacturers  of  northern  New  York,  and  also  was  interested 
in  general  farming,  being  the  owner  of  a  farm  of  160  acres  near 

Antwerp.  Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Spencer  are  deceased  and  are  buried  at 
Natural  Bridge. 
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Nettie  M.  Spencer  obtained  her  early  education  in  the  district  schools 
and  also  attended  private  schools  in  Jefferson  County.  She  is  a  graduate 
of  Potsdam  Normal  School,  and  before  her  marriage  to  Dr.  George  D. 
Hewitt  she  was  a  teacher  in  public  and  private  schools. 

Mrs.  Hewitt  is  a  Democrat  and  serves  as  Democratic  State  Committee- 
woman  from  Jefferson  County.  She  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  an  officer  of  the  Women’s  Presbyterial  Society  of  the  St.  Law¬ 
rence  District,  the  Grange,  the  Civil  War  Veterans  and  the  Woman’s  Re¬ 
lief  Corps  have  held  strong  interest  for  Mrs.  Hewitt. 

Mrs.  Hewitt  has  served  as  president  of  the  Northern  New  York  Fed¬ 
eration  of  Women’s  Clubs,  New  York  State  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs, 
and  has  been  a  director  from  New  York  on  the  board  of  the  General  Fed¬ 
eration  of  Women’s  Clubs.  She  is  president  of  the  Child  Welfare  Board 
of  Jefferson  County,  director  of  the  Jefferson  County  Tuberculosis  and 
Public  Health  Association,  and  has  been  a  member  of  the  Carthage  Library 
Board  since  its  inception  in  1908,  having  served  as  its  president  since 
1910.  She  is  a  member  of  many  clubs.  Through  her  patriotic  ancestry 
she  is  a  member  of  the  Ilion  Colony  of  New  England  Women  and  LeRay 
de  Chaumont  Chapter,  D.  A.  R.,  Watertown. 


Clifford  C.  Wenzel  is  a  substantial  citizen  of  Deferiet,  where  he  is 
identified  with  the  St.  Regis  Paper  Company  as  paymaster,  and  he  also 
holds  the  office  of  postmaster.  He  was  born  at  Watertown,  Dec.  25,  1897, 
the  son  of  Charles  and  Cora  (Kilborne)  Wenzel. 

Charles  Wenzel  was  born  at  Watertown  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of 
Richland,  N.  Y.  He  entered  the  employ  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad 
in  early  life  and  for  a  time  was  cashier  of  the  freight  department  at 
Watertown.  Later,  he  was  ticket  agent  at  Watertown  after  serving  in  the 
ticket  office  in  Syracuse.  Mr.  Wenzel  died  in  1910  and  his  wife  died  in 
1928.  Both  are  buried  in  Watertown.  He  was  a  member  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  and  belonged  to  the  Masonic  Lodge.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Wenzel  were  born  twro  children:  Marie,  who  is  secretary  to  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Provident  Life  Insurance  Company,  at  Chattanooga,  Tenn. ; 
and  Clifford  C.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Clifford  C.  Wenzel  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Watertown,  and  in  1916  was  graduated  from  Monson  Academy.  He  spent 
some  time  in  the  freight  department  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad, 
and  in  1918  he  came  to  Deferiet  as  timekeeper  for  the  St.  Regis  Paper 
Company.  He  became  paymaster  in  1922.  Mr.  Wenzel  also  holds  the 
position  of  postmaster,  having  been  appointed  during  the  administration 
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of  President  Coolidge  in  1926.  He  was  reappointed  in  1930  by  President 
Herbert  Hoover.  Mr.  Wenzel  is  also  treasurer  and  village  collector. 

In  1921  Mr.  Wenzel  married  Miss  Nellie  Hickman,  the  daughter  of 
Archie  Hickman,  a  native  of  Scotland.  He  was  a  papermaker  by  trade  and 
now  lives  retired  in  Watertown.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wenzel  have  been  born 
two  children,  Clifford  Harry  and  Jean  Marie. 

Mr.  Wenzel  is  a  Republican  and  is  affiliated  with  Carthage  Lodge,  F. 
and  A.  M.  No.  158;  Carthage  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.,  No.  259;  Watertown 
Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  11;  and  Media  Temple.  He  is  president  of  the 
St.  Regis  Athletic  Association. 


Frank  Elliott  Perkins,  M.  D. — Standing  high  among  the  skilled  pro¬ 
fessional  men  of  Jefferson  County,  Doctor  Perkins  has  honorably  earned 
the  position  he  occupies  in  his  profession  and  community.  He  was  born 
at  Gouverneur,  St.  Lawrence  County,  N.  Y.,  May  4,  1879,  the  son  of 
John  and  Virginia  (Bowen)  Perkins. 

John  Perkins  was  born  at  Manchester,  N.  H.  He  met  with  an  acci¬ 
dental  death  in  the  Caledonia  coal  mines  in  1879.  His  widow  later  married 
George  Stone,  of  Russell,  N.  Y.  She  was  born  at  Van  Kleek  Hill,  Ontario, 
Canada,  the  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Clarissa  Miranda  Bowen,  who  are 
buried  at  Spragueville,  N.  Y.  Virginia  (Bowen)  Perkins  died  in  1927  and 
is  buried  at  Hailesboro,  N.  Y. 

Frank  Elliott  Perkins  attended  the  public  schools  of  Montague,  N.  Y., 
and  is  a  graduate  of  Lowville  Academy,  class  of  1899.  He  taught  school 
for  one  year  before  entering  the  University  of  Buffalo,  from  which  he 
received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1905.  Until  1909  he  engaged 
in  private  practice  at  Henderson,  N.  C.,  and  then  located  in  New  York  City. 
He  returned,  however,  to  Henderson  in  1911.  In  1916  Doctor  Perkins 
received  the  commission  of  first  lieutenant  in  the  Medical  Corps  of  the 
North  Carolina  National  Guard  and  was  stationed  at  Fort  Caswell,  near 
Wilmington,  N.  C.  He  became  a  first  lieutenant  in  the  U.  S.  Medical  Re¬ 
serve  Corps  in  1917,  and  was  sent  to  Morristown,  N.  J.,  where  he  was 
attached  to  the  government  hospital.  After  his  discharge  from  the  service 
in  December,  1918,  Doctor  Perkins  located  in  Watertown.  He  is  identified 
with  the  Jefferson  County  Medical  Society,  New  York  State,  North  Caro¬ 
lina  State,  and  New  Jersey  State  Medical  societies,  and  belongs  to  the 
American  Medical  Association. 

Doctor  Perkins  is  affiliated  with  Watertown  Lodge  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  49; 
Watertown  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  59;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.  No. 
11 ;  and  Media  Temple.  He  is  a  Republican. 
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Alex  C.  Calisch,  M.  D. — Outstanding  among  the  successful  physicians 
and  surgeons  of  the  North  Country  is  Doctor  Calisch,  of  Oswego,  who  is  a 
veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was  born  at  Jersey  City,  N.  J.,  Jan  29, 
1871,  the  son  of  Charles  Henry  and  Sevilla  (Gunst)  Calisch. 

Charles  Henry  Calisch  was  a  native  of  Denmark,  as  was  his  wife. 
After  their  marriage  they  came  to  the  United  States  in  1861  with  their 
son  and  located  in  New  York  City,  where  Mr.  Calisch  became  successful 
as  a  tobacco  broker.  He  died  in  1893  and  his  wife  died  in  1903.  Both  are 
buried  in  Mt.  Hope  Cemetery,  New  York  City.  Mr.  Calisch  was  a  Demo¬ 
crat,  a  member  of  the  Jewish  faith,  and  belonged  to  the  Masonic  Lodge. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Calisch  were  born  the  following  children:  Albert,  who 
died  in  October,  1930;  Harry,  who  died  in  Chicago,  Ill.,  1931;  Marian 
Carlisle,  deceased;  Louis,  who  died  in  1891;  Julius,  deceased;  Serina,  who 
died  in  1931 ;  and  Alex  C.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Alex  C.  Calisch  obtained  his  early  schooling  in  the  public  schools  of 
Hoboken,  and  attended  Stevens  College.  He  spent  one  year  in  the  study 
of  medicine  under  Dr.  J.  R.  Atwell,  after  which  he  entered  the  New  York 
Homeopathic  Medical  College,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Doc¬ 
tor  of  Medicine  in  1891.  He  was  located  in  the  Albany  City  Homeopathic 
Hospital  as  an  interne  during  the  following  six  months,  after  which  he 
spent  one  year  at  Wards  Island  Hospital,  New  York  City.  He  also  was 
located  in  the  Five  Points  House  of  Industry  Hospital  for  nine  months, 
where  he  specialized  in  children’s  work.  Doctor  Calisch  engaged  in  sub¬ 
stitute  work  for  a  year  in  New  York  and  New  Jersey,  after  which  he  went 
to  Sharon  Springs,  N.  Y.,  to  engage  in  private  practice  in  1893.  Five 
years  later  he  located  in  Oswego,  where  he  has  enjoyed  a  successful  prac¬ 
tice.  In  June,  1917,  he  enlisted  for  service  in  the  World  War  and  received 
the  rank  of  captain  in  the  U.  S.  Army  Medical  Corps.  He  spent  three 
months  at  Ft.  Oglethorpe,  Ga.,  and  from  there  went  to  San  Antonio,  Texas, 
and  in  January,  1918,  Doctor  Calisch  was  transferred  to  El  Paso  Base 
Hospital,  where  he  remained  until  October,  1918,  when  he  was  sent  to  Fort 
Benjamin  Harrison  in  Indiana  as  sanitary  officer  of  West  Camp.  He  was 
discharged  from  the  service  in  December,  1918,  and  then  returned  to  New 
York  City,  where  he  took  graduate  work  in  rectal  diseases  until  March, 
1919.  He  then  resumed  his  former  practice  in  Oswego.  Doctor  Calisch  is 
identified  with  the  Oswego  County  Medical  Society,  New  York  State  Medi¬ 
cal  Society,  and  American  Medical  Association.  He  has  been  president  of 
the  Oswego  County  Medical  Society  and  Oswego  Academy  of  Medicine, 
and  is  a  surgeon  on  the  staff  of  the  Oswego  Hospital. 

On  Oct.  21,  1896,  Doctor  Calisch  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Lena  Richheimer,  of  Johnstown,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Hen¬ 
rietta  (May)  Richheimer,  the  former  a  native  of  Germany  and  the  latter 
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of  New  York  City.  Both  are  deceased.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Calisch  have 
no  children. 

Politically,  Doctor  Calisch  has  always  been  a  Democrat.  He  holds 
membership  in  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  Elks  Lodge,  Oswego  City  Club, 
Oswego  Country  Club,  American  Legion,  and  “40  and  8”  society.  Doctor 
and  Mrs.  Calisch  live  at  75  West  5th  Street,  Oswego. 


Rev.  Walter  Dudley  Cavert,  D.  D. — Few  men  in  the  North  Country 
have  attained  such  prominence  as  Doctor  Cavert,  who  is  pastor  of  Grace 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Oswego.  He  was  born  at  Charlton,  Saratoga 
County,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  18,  1891,  the  son  of  Walter  I.  and  Elizabeth  (Brann) 
Cavert. 

Walter  I.  Cavert,  who  lives  retired  at  Ballston  Spa,  Saratoga  County, 
is  a  native  of  Charlton.  Until  1922  he  successfully  engaged  in  general 
farming  on  the  old  Cavert  homestead.  He  is  a  prominent  Democrat  and 
has  always  taken  a  keen  and  active  interest  in  local  affairs.  He  holds 
membership  in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Elizabeth  (Brann)  Cavert  was 
also  born  at  Charlton  and  died  in  1896.  She  was  a  direct  descendant  of 
the  McCrea  family  of  New  York  and  related  to  Jane  McCrea.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Cavert  were  born  four  children:  1.  William  L.,  identified  with  the 
Minnesota  State  Agricultural  College.  2.  Rev.  Samuel  McCrea,  is  senior 
secretary  of  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in  America,  with 
headquarters  in  New  York  City.  3.  Inez  May,  engaged  in  the  research 
depai  tment  of  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches.  4.  Walter  Dudley,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch. 

In  1907  Walter  Dudley  Cavert  was  graduated  from  Charlton  Academy, 
and  four  years  later  he  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  from 
Union  College.  He  is  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  honorary  fraternity, 
and  during  his  senior  year  in  college  was  captain  of  the  intercollegiate 
debating  team,  editor  of  the  Concordiensis,  manager  of  the  college  track 
team,  and  president  of  the  Philomathean  Literary  Society.  He  taught  at 
the  Charlton  Industrial  Farm  School,  a  private  boys’  reform  school  from 
1911  until  1912,  and  in  1915  received  the  degree  of  B.  D.  at  Union  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary.  He  also  took  graduate  work  at  Columbia  University 
while  attending  the  theological  seminary.  Reverend  Cavert  then  became 
director  of  religious  education  at  the  First  Congregational  Church  of 
Willimantic,  Conn.,  during  1915-16.  He  was  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyte¬ 
rian  Church,  at  Stamford,  N.  Y.,  during  1916-20;  pastor  of  the  North 
Presbyterian  Church,  at  Elmira,  N.  Y.,  during  1921-24;  and  has  been 
pastor  of  Grace  Presbyterian  Church,  at  Oswego,  since  1925. 
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During  the  World  War  Doctor  Cavert  served  as  army  chaplain  (first 
lieutenant)  during  1918,  and  was  stationed  at  Camp  McArthur  and  Camp 
Taylor.  At  present  he  has  a  captain’s  commission  as  chaplain  of  the  390th 
Infantry,  Reserve. 

Since  his  pastorate  in  Oswego,  Doctor  Cavert  has  served  as  chairman 
of  the  Oswego  County  Red  Cross,  and  as  president  of  the  Oswego  Kiwanis 
Club.  He  has  served  as  moderator  of  Syracuse  Presbytery,  and  for  three 
years  has  been  president  of  the  Oswego  Council  of  Churches.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  New  York  State  Council  of 
Religious  Education.  Doctor  Cavert  has  represented  Syracuse  Presbytery 
at  the  Presbyterian  General  Assembly,  and  several  times  at  the  meetings 
of  the  New  York  Synod. 

Doctor  Cavert  is  a  frequent  contributor  to  religious  magazines,  having 
written  for  the  Presbyterian  Advance,  the  Christian  Century,  and  the 
Christian  Century  Pulpit.  He  is  also  well  known  as  a  lecturer  and  has 
lectured  extensively  before  lyceum  groups,  civic  organizations,  and 
luncheon  clubs. 

It  was  in  June,  1931,  that  Doctor  Cavert  received  the  honorary  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Divinity  from  Union  College. 

On  July  17,  1916,  Doctor  Cavert  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Harriet  Harrer,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  G.  A.  and  Letitia 
(Morrison)  Harrer.  The  former  died  in  1912,  and  the  latter  lives  in 
Brooklyn.  There  are  two  children  in  the  Cavert  family:  Elizabeth  Harrer, 
born  Nov.  18,  1923 ;  and  Harriet  Morrison,  born  May  31,  1926.  Mrs.  Cavert 
is  a  graduate  of  Briarcliff  Manor  School  and  received  a  degree  from  Co¬ 
lumbia  University  in  1914.  Before  her  marriage  she  was  identified  with 
the  Charity  Organization  Society  of  New  York  City,  and  taught  in  the 
Girls’  High  School  of  Brooklyn. 


Clair  E.  Light,  a  leading  citizen  of  Oswego,  enjoys  prominence  in  the 
business  life  of  the  North  Country  as  vice  president  of  the  Diamond 
Match  Company.  He  was  born  in  New  York  City,  Aug.  12,  1880,  the  son 
of  M.  K.  and  Mary  Jane  (Kidd)  Light. 

M.  K.  Light  was  bom  at  Lebanon,  Pa.,  where  he  spent  his  early  life 
and  received  his  education.  He  became  prominent  in  business  at  that 
place,  and  died  in  1921.  His  wife,  who  was  born  at  Baltimore,  Md.,  died 
in  1929.  They  are  buried  at  Lebanon  and  Oswego,  respectively.  Mr.  Light 
was  a  Republican  throughout  his  life  and  held  membership  in  the  Epis¬ 
copal  Church.  Clair  K.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  the  only  child 
born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Light. 
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After  his  graduation  from  York  (Pa.)  High  School,  Clair  K.  Light 
attended  Patrick’s  Business  College  there.  He  began  his  business  career 
in  the  offices  of  the  York  Match  Company,  and  in  1899  came  to  Oswego  to 
enter  the  employ  of  the  Diamond  Match  Company.  He  began  work  in  the 
company’s  factory  and  through  hard  work  and  steady  advancement,  he 
became  manager  in  1913,  being  elected  vice  president  of  the  concern  in 
1922.  He  is  also  in  complete  charge  of  production. 

In  1903  Mr.  Light  married  Miss  Louise  Eddy,  of  Oswego,  the  daughter 
of  Dr.  J.  W.  and  Hannah  (Eggelston)  Eddy,  the  former  a  native  of  Wil¬ 
liamson  and  the  latter  of  Henderson,  N.  Y.  Both  are  deceased  and  are 
buried  at  Oswego. 

Politically  Mr.  Light  is  a  Republican,  and  he  is  a  member  of  the  Harbor 
and  Dock  Commission  of  Oswego.  He  and  his  wife  hold  membership  in 
the  Episcopal  Church,  and  he  belongs  to  the  Oswego  Country  Club.  They 
maintain  their  residence  at  105  Fourth  Street,  Oswego,  and  also  have  a 
summer  fishing  camp  at  Redfield,  N.  Y. 

Alexander  Kidd,  maternal  grandfather  of  Mr.  Light,  served  through¬ 
out  the  Civil  War  and  was  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 


C.  R.  Kervey,  M.  D. — Among  the  men  who  have  won  success  in  the 
North  Country,  Dr.  Hervey  has  won  a  prominent  place  as  a  physician 
and  surgeon,  having  been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  at  Oswego 
since  1902.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Oswego 
Tuberculosis  Sanitarium,  and  District  State  Health  Officer,  being  in  official 
charge  of  public  health  in  Jefferson,  Oswego,  Cayuga  and  Wayne  counties. 
He  was  born  at  Mount  Vernon,  Ohio,  Aug.  14,  1867,  the  son  of  Rev.  D.  B. 
and  Mary  Elizabeth  (Reeder)  Hervey. 

Henry  Hervey,  great  grandfather  of  Dr.  Hervey,  came  to  America 
from  County  Down,  Ireland,  in  1770,  and  located  in  Virginia.  The  farm 
on  which  he  was  born  in  Ireland  is  still  in  possession  of  the  Hervey  family. 
His  son,  Rev.  Henry  Hervey,  was  a  minister  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
and  founder  of  the  Martinsburg  Academy,  in  Ohio.  He  also  took  a  promi¬ 
nent  part  in  the  establishment  of  Wooster  College.  Rev.  D.  B.  Hervey, 
who  was  born  at  Martinsburg,  Ohio,  died  in  1901,  and  is  buried  at  Newark, 
Ohio.  Most  of  his  life  was  spent  in  Ohio  as  a  Presbyterian  minister,  and 
he  also  was  president  of  the  Granville  Female  College  for  15  years.  His 
wife,  a  native  of  Newark,  died  in  1925.  Their  children  were:  1.  W.  L., 
lives  in  New  York  City,  was  for  five  years  president  of  Teachers’  College, 
of  Columbia  University.  2.  Henry  D.,  retired,  served  as  superintendent  of 
schools  at  Auburn,  N.  Y.,  and  as  superintendent  of  schools  at  Little  Falls, 
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N.  Y.  3.  C.  R.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Mary  B.,  a  teacher  at  Wadley 
High  School,  New  York  City.  5.  Dr.  George  E.,  dentist,  who  died  in  New 
York  City  in  1928. 

After  attending  the  public  schools  of  Granville,  Ohio,  C.  R.  Hervey 
entered  Denison  University.  He  later  became  a  student  at  the  University 
of  Michigan,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in 
1893.  He  served  as  interne  at  Metropolitan  Hospital,  New  York  City,  and 
was  afterward  located  in  general  practice  at  Perry,  N.  Y.,  until  1901,  when 
he  commenced  his  present  practice  in  Oswego.  He  has  served  as  district 
state  health  officer  since  1916,  and  is  a  Fellow  in  the  American  Public 
Health  Association.  He  also  holds  membership  in  the  Oswego  County 
Medical  Society,  New  York  State  Medical  Society,  and  the  American  Medi¬ 
cal  Association. 

Dr.  Hervey  was  married  in  1900  to  Miss  Adah  Ward,  of  Perry,  N.  Y., 
the  daughter  of  Isaac  and  Elizabeth  (Scout)  Ward,  natives  of  New  York 
and  Michigan,  respectively.  Both  are  deceased. 

Dr.  Hervey  is  a  member  of  the  Kiwanis  Club  and  belongs  to  Beta  Theta 
Pi  fraternity.

Hon.  Don  A.  Colony. — One  of  the  most  influential  figures  in  profes¬ 
sional  circles  in  Northern  New  York  is  Judge  Colony,  who  as  county  judge 
in  Oswego  County,  holds  leading  rank  as  a  lawyer.  He  was  born  at  Sandy 
Creek,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  7,  1874,  the  son  of  Charles  W.  and  Emma  J.  (Tallman) 
Colony. 

Charles  W.  Colony,  who  died  in  1919,  was  a  native  of  New  York,  born 
at  Locke.  His  wife  was  a  native  of  LaFargeville,  and  died  in  1913.  He 
was  a  graduate  of  Adams  Academy  and  Eastman  Business  College.  As  a 
young  man  he  became  identified  with  the  Campbell  Dry  Goods  Stores  in 
Watertown,  and  later  was  appointed  branch  manager  at  Sandy  Creek.  He 
afterward  bought  this  store,  which  he  successfully  operated  for  a  time, 
and  he  then  conducted  a  plumbing  and  hardware  business  until  his  retire¬ 
ment.  Mr.  Colony  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Congregational 
Church,  and  belonged  to  the  Masonic  Lodge.  He  served  as  overseer  of 
the  poor,  school  director,  and  for  many  years  was  active  in  the  Oswego 
County  Fair  Association.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Colony  were  born  four  chil¬ 
dren:  Florence  Irene,  who  died  in  infancy.  2.  Don  A.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  3.  Blanche  Quencer,  who  died  in  Florida,  January  11,  1931.  4. 

Agnes  C.  Lewis,  who  lives  at  Central  Square,  N.  Y. 

Don  A.  Colony  attended  the  public  schools  of  Sandy  Creek,  from  which 
he  was  graduated  in  1894.  Before  taking  up  the  study  of  law  he  taught 
school  for  five  terms,  and  then  entered  the  offices  of  H.  L.  Wallace,  being 
admitted  to  the  New  York  bar  on  March  1,  1899.  He  immediately  opened 
his  own  offices  in  Lacona,  where  he  has  since  maintained  them.  Judge 
Colony  has  held  numerous  public  offices,  having  served  as  village  clerk  for 
a  number  of  years,  and  as  town  clerk  of  Sandy  Creek.  He  held  the  office 
of  assistant  district  attorney  of  Oswego  County  for  15  years,  then  became 
district  attorney,  and  after  seven  years  in  the  latter  office  he  resigned  in 
1928  to  accept  the  nomination  and  election  to  the  office  of  county  judge, 
which  office  he  has  most  ably  and  efficiently  filled.  He  also  presides  over 
the  juvenile  courts  of  Oswego  County. 

In  1912  Judge  Colony  became  interested  in  the  organization  of  the 
Sandy  Creek  Oil  &  Gas  Company,  Ltd.,  and  became  sole  owner  of  the  enter¬ 
prise  in  1921.  He  holds  the  offices  of  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  his 
wife,  Lillian  E.  Colony,  is  president.  The  company  owns  and  operated  40

large  gas  wells,  which  supply  natural  gas  to  about  500  families  in  the 
vicinity  of  Sandy  Creek  and  Lacona.  Offices  are  maintained  at  Lacona. 

In  1904  Mr.  Colony  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Lillian  E.  Truex, 
of  Altmar,  the  daughter  of  Peter  W.  and  Ellen  (Smith)  Truex.  Mr.  Truex 
is  80  years  of  age  and  resides  at  Altmar.  His  wife  died  in  1894.  Judge 
and  Mrs.  Colony  had  a  daughter,  Irene  Bethyl,  who  was  born  July  9,  1908. 
During  her  senior  year  at  Syracuse  University  she  met  with  an  accidental 
death,  Oct.  20,  1928,  while  driving  home  from  the  University. 

Judge  Colony  is  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church,  of  which  he 
is  a  trustee,  and  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Pulaski  Chapter, 
Watertown  Commandery  and  Media  Temple;  Elks  Lodge,  and  Rainbow 
Shore  Country  Club.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Oswego  County  Trust  Com¬ 
pany,  and  has  always  taken  a  keen  interest  in  the  business,  social,  and 
fraternal  life  of  the  community  in  which  he  has  spent  his  entire  life.  The 
family  residence  is  located  between  Sandy  Creek  and  Lacona  and  Mr. 
Colony  also  has  a  summer  home  on  Ontario  Bay. 


Joseph  C.  Park,  who  has  been  director  of  the  Department  of  Industrial 
Arts  at  Oswego  State  Normal  School  for  almost  30  years,  is  recognized  as 
an  authority  on  industrial  education.  He  was  born  at  Big  Flats,  N.  Y., 
Nov.  25,  1872,  the  son  of  Charles  M.  and  Nettie  I.  (Paddock)  Park. 

Charles  M.  Park,  who  died  Oct.  28,  1924,  is  buried  in  Rural  Cemetery, 
Big  Flats,  N.  Y.  Throughout  his  life  he  was  interested  in  farming.  His 
widow  resides  at  Horseheads,  N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Parks  were  born 
three  children:  1.  Joseph  C.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  William  E., 

M.  D.,  born  Aug.  28,  1874,  is  in  charge  of  U.  S.  Veterans  Hospital,  at  Fort 
Bayard,  N.  M.  3.  Mae  L.,  born  Nov.  29,  1876,  lives  at  107  Fletcher  Street, 
Horseheads. 

Joseph  C.  Park  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Big  Flats.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Oswego  State  Normal  School  and  received 
the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Science  and  Master  of  Science  from  Syracuse 
University.  From  1896  until  1901  Mr.  Park  was  principal  of  the  Cherokee 
Baptist  Academy,  Tahlequah,  Indian  Territory,  and  during  that  time  was 
a  teacher  at  the  summer  sessions  of  the  University  of  Illinois  and  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Missouri.  In  1902  he  accepted  his  present  position  as  director 
of  Industrial  Arts  at  the  Oswego  State  Normal  School.  In  1927  Mr.  Park 
traveled  throughout  the  Near  East  and  in  Europe,  and  spent  the  entire 
year  in  the  study  of  problems  connected  with  industrial  education. 

On  Aug.  2,  1895,  Mr.  Park  married  Miss  Nettie  Matteson,  of  Marcellus, 

N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Diana  (Cuddeback)  Matteson,  natives 
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of  New  York,  both  now  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clark  had  four  children: 
1.  John  W.,  born  May  8,  1896,  is  principal  of  school  No.  14,  Albany.  He  is 
interested  in  aviation  and  is  a  licensed  transport  pilot.  2.  Ruth  Park 
Harder,  born  Feb  22,  1898,  lives  at  Wellsville,  N.  Y.  3.  Helen  Blake,  born 
March  26,  1900,  died  Sept.  5,  1922.  4.  Joseph  C.,  Jr.,  born  July  26,  1913. 

Mr.  Park  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church,  and  is  affili¬ 
ated  with  Aeonian  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  679. 

During  the  World  War  Mr.  Park  was  director  of  the  Student  Army 
Training  Corps  at  Oswego  State  Normal  School. 


Archie  C.  Stafford,  who  is  president  of  the  Stafford-Howard  Corpora¬ 
tion,  with  offices  in  the  Woolworth  Building,  is  outstanding  among  the 
successful  business  men  of  Watertown.  He  was  born  at  Clarendon,  Rut¬ 
land  County,  Vt.,  Sept.  23,  1884,  the  son  of  Hon.  Charles  F.  and  Fannie  F. 
(Fisk)  Stafford. 

Hon.  Charles  F.  Stafford  was  born  at  Clarendon,  Vt.,  in  1855.  He 
grew  up  on  his  father’s  farm  and  began  his  business  career  with  the 
Grimm  Manufacturing  Company,  Ltd.,  of  Montreal,  Canada.  He  retired 
from  business  in  1923  and  died  four  years  later.  He  is  buried  at  Claren¬ 
don,  and  his  widow  lives  at  Utica,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Stafford  was  a  Republican 
and  served  for  one  term  as  a  member  of  the  Vermont  Legislature  from 
the  Clarendon  district.  He  belonged  to  the  Community  Church,  and  was 
affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stafford  were  born 
four  sons :  Clarence,  lives  at  Spring  Lake,  N.  J. ;  Rollin,  deceased ;  Percy 
R.,  lives  at  Rutland,  Vt.;  and  Archie  C.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Charles  F.  Stafford  was  the  son  of  John  Stafford,  also  a  native  of 
Clarendon,  Vt.  The  latter  lived  to  be  100  years  of  age.  He  was  one  of 
the  first  representatives  of  the  Singer  Sewing  Machine  Company  and  had 
the  first  agency  in  Vermont.  Later,  he  engaged  in  farming. 

Fannie  F.  (Fisk)  Stafford  was  the  daughter  of  Merritt  and  Jane 
(Everett)  Fisk,  natives  of  Clarendon,  Vt. 

Archie  C.  Stafford  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Clarendon,  Vt.,  and  in  1902  was  graduated  from  West  Rutland  High 
School.  The  following  year  he  completed  a  course  of  study  at  the  Albany 
Business  College,  and  he  then  went  to  New  York  City  as  a  stenographer 
for  the  Malkie  Employment  Agency.  Later,  he  was  with  D.  Appleton  & 
Company,  in  charge  of  their  foreign  correspondence,  and  in  1904  Mr. 
Stafford  returned  to  Rutland,  Vt.,  and  became  a  representative  for  a 
Rochester  concern.  In  1905  he  was  identified  with  the  Columbian  Na¬ 
tional  Life  Insurance  Company  as  an  agent  at  Bennington,  Vt.,  later  being 
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promoted  to  assistant  superintendent  at  Rutland.  When  the  company 
was  merged  with  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Company  Mr.  Stafford 
became  a  traveling  representative  for  the  Rutland  Fire  Clay  Company, 
his  territory  including  the  eastern  states  and  the  middle  west.  His  next 
business  connection  was  with  the  Creamery  Package  Manufacturing  Com¬ 
pany,  of  Chicago,  Ill.,  at  the  Rutland  branch,  and  later  in  the  New  York 
offices.  He  resigned  in  1920  and  went  to  Detroit,  Mich.,  as  a  salesman 
for  the  S.  J.  Anstey  Company,  brokers.  The  following  year  he  took  up 
the  sale  of  securities  for  the  Clarence  Hodson  Company,  of  New  York, 
in  the  Watertown  territory.  He  then  in  1925  organized  the  Northern 
Maytag  Company,  dealers,  and  served  as  president  for  two  years  when 
he  sold  his  interests  to  Clyde  Bame,  of  Gouverneur,  N.  Y.  In  the  mean¬ 
time  he  continued  his  interests  with  the  Clarence  Hodson  Company,  securi¬ 
ties.  In  1927  Mr.  Stafford  organized  the  Blaiklock-Stafford  Company,  but 
three  years  later  dissolved  the  partnership  and  organized  the  Stafford- 
Howard  Corporation,  which  was  incorporated  on  Feb.  1,  1930,  with  Mr. 
Stafford  as  president,  Glenn  Larmouth,  vice  president,  and  Turner  E. 
Howard  as  secretary-treasurer.  May  1,  1931,  Mr.  Howard  severed  his 
connection  with  the  company  and  Ella  Fitzgerald  was  elected  secretary 
and  Mr.  Stafford  took  over  the  duties  as  treasurer.  They  are  representa¬ 
tives  for  the  Clarence  Hodson  securities. 

In  1906  Mr.  Stafford  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Lois  Pine,  the 
daughter  of  Elmer  N.  and  Cora  E.  (James)  Pine,  who  are  residents  of 
Montpelier,  Vt.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stafford  were  born  two  children:  Law¬ 
rence,  who  is  deceased;  and  Evlyn  Elaine,  who  attended  Utica  Academy, 
now  a  student  of  voice  at  the  Utica  Conservatory  of  Music. 

Mr.  Stafford  holds  membership  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  is 
affiliated  with  Liberty  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  959;  Oneida  Chapter  R.  A. 
M.  No.  57 ;  Utica  Commandery  K.  T.  No.  3 ;  Ziyare  Temple;  National  League 
of  Masonic  Clubs ;  Knights  of  Pythias,  Champlain  Lodge  No.  7 ;  United 
Commercial  Travelers  of  America,  No.  231;  and  Watertown  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

Mr.  Stafford  and  his  family  live  in  Utica. 


Wesley  D.  Manwaring. — As  sheriff  of  Oswego  County,  Mr.  Manwaring 
is  widely  known  and  highly  esteemed  in  the  community.  He  was  born  at 
Scriba,  N.  Y.,  June  10,  1877,  the  son  of  Ernest  Spencer  and  Cora  (Madi¬ 
son)  Manwaring. 

Ernest  Spencer  Manwaring  was  born  in  Oswego  County  in  1853.  He 
spent  many  years  on  the  Great  Lakes  and  retired  as  an  engineer  in  1929. 
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Mr.  Manwaring  is  a  Republican,  and  served  as  constable  of  Scriba.  He  is 
a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge. 
His  wife  is  a  native  of  Scriba,  born  in  1859.  They  are  the  parents  of  two 
children:  1.  Wesley  D.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Jessie  Mabel  Brod- 
reick,  lives  in  Monroe  County,  N.  Y.  Wesley  Madison,  maternal  grand¬ 
father  of  Wesley  D.  Manwaring,  was  a  soldier  during  the  Civil  War. 

Wesley  D.  Manwaring  attended  the  Scriba  public  schools  and  also 
studied  at  Oswego  State  Normal  School.  He  spent  three  years  as  a  sailor 
on  the  lakes,  afterward  becoming  interested  in  the  meat  and  cattle  busi¬ 
ness  at  Scriba  and  Oswego.  He  held  the  office  of  supervisor  of  Scriba  for 
eight  years,  and  in  1930  was  elected  sheriff  of  Oswego  County. 

On  Nov.  22,  1911,  Mr.  Manwaring  married  Miss  Nellie  May  Haines,  of 
Scriba,  the  daughter  of  Gilbert  and  Lucy  (Bartlett)  Haines.

Mr.  Manwaring  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  has  served  as  county 
committeeman  for  a  number  of  years.  He  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic 
Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias,  Loyal  Order  of  Moose,  Sons  of  Veterans,  and 
the  Grange.  He  and  his  wife  are  members  of  the  Methodist  Church  of 
Scriba. 


Robert  A.  Downey. — Standing  among  the  leading  figures  in  the  busi¬ 
ness  life  of  Oswego  is  Robert  A.  Downey,  who  is  president  of  the  Robert 
Downey  Company,  Inc.  He  was  born  June  5,  1870,  the  son  of  Robert  and 
Ellen  (Preston)  Downey. 

Robert  Downey,  deceased,  was  a  representative  business  man  of  Oswego 
for  many  years,  and  was  founder  of  the  business  which  now  bears  his 
name.  He  became  associated  with  the  firm  of  Irwin  &  Sloan,  which  was 
later  reorganized  as  the  Gaylord-Downey  Company,  later  Downey,  Irwin 
&  Company,  and  finally  known  as  Robert  Downey  Company,  Inc.  They  are 
leading  dealers  in  coal,  grain,  etc.  Mr.  Downey  died  in  1899.  His  wife 
died  in  1878.  Mr.  Downey  was  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  Christ  Church 
and  belonged  to  the  Masonic  Lodge.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Fortnightly  Club  of  Oswego.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Downey  were  born  three 
children:  1.  Robert  A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Grace,  deceased,  was 
the  wife  of  Major  Daniel  B.  Brinsmade,  a  World  War  veteran.  3.  John  W., 
who  lives  at  Oswego. 

Robert  A.  Downey  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools 
and  is  a  graduate  of  Trinity  College  and  Lehigh  University.  In  1902  he 
became  associated  with  Downey-Irwin  &  Company,  which  as  mentioned 
above  was  later  reorganized  as  Robert  Downey  Company,  Inc.,  and  of 
which  he  is  now  president.  Mr.  Downey  recently  completed  25  years  as 
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president  of  the  Second  National  Bank,  which  was  merged  in  1930  with 
the  First  National  Bank.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Montcalm  Dock  Com¬ 
pany,  Great  Lakes  Terminal  Company,  and  Ontario  Milling  Company. 

In  1898  Mr.  Downey  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Susan  Jermyn 
of  Scranton,  Pa.,  who  died  in  1925.  To  them  were  born  two  sons:  1. 
Robert  A.,  Jr.,  born  in  1901,  a  graduate  of  Exeter  Academy,  attended 
Princeton  University.  He  is  treasurer  of  Robert  Downey  Company,  Inc. 
2.  John  Jermyn,  born  in  1905,  a  graduate  of  Exeter  Academy  and  Syra¬ 
cuse  University.  He  is  also  identified  with  Robert  Downey  &  Company, 
Inc.  Both  sons  are  unmarried.  They  are  ardent  yachtmen  and  hold  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  Oswego  Yacht  Club.  They  have  a  summer  home  at  Fair 
Haven. 

In  1925  Mr.  Downey  was  married  (second)  to  Miss  Louise  M.  Mackin, 
of  Oswego,  the  daughter  of  John  H.  and  Sarah  (Hyland)  Mackin. 

Mr.  Downey  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  Christ  Church,  and  belongs 
to  the  Elks  Lodge,  Phi  Upsilon  fraternity,  Syracuse  Century  Club,  Oswego 
Country  Club,  Oswego  Yacht  Club. 

During  the  World  War  Mr.  Downey  was  chairman  of  the  Home  De¬ 
fense  Commission,  treasurer  of  the  local  chapter  of  the  Red  Cross,  and 
chairman  of  Liberty  Loan  drives. 

The  family  residence  is  located  at  8  Montcalm  Street,  and  overlooking 
Lake  Ontario.  A  summer  residence  is  at  Redfield. 


James  Gilbert  Riggs. — As  principal  of  Oswego  State  Normal  School, 
James  Gilbert  Riggs  holds  a  highly  important  position,  and  is  one  of  the 
widely  known  educators  of  Northern  New  York.  He  was  born  at  Dexter, 
N.  Y.,  May  21,  1861,  the  son  of  Edwin  Starr  and  Cynthia  A.  (Hardy) 
Riggs. 

Edwin  Starr  Riggs  and  his  wife  were  of  New  England  ancestry. 

After  attending  the  public  schools,  James  Gilbert  Riggs  entered  Pots¬ 
dam  State  Normal  School,  where  he  received  a  thorough  foundation  in 
teacher  training  methods.  He  entered  Amherst  College,  from  which  he 
was  graduated  in  1888  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  later  receiving 
the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  from  the  same  institution.  He  taught  school 
for  several  years  and  during  1891-92  was  principal  of  the  high  school  at 
Watertown.  He  became  superintendent  of  schools  at  Plattsburgh  in  1893 
and  served  in  that  capacity  until  1900,  when  he  accepted  an  offer  to  teach 
in  a  private  school  at  Dobbs  Ferry  on  the  Hudson.  He  satisfactorily 
filled  that  position  until  1905,  when  he  was  elected  superintendent  of 
schools  at  Orange,  N.  J.  Mr.  Riggs  held  that  important  office  for  six  years, 
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and  during  that  time  his  methods  of  teaching  evoked  favorable  comment. 
He  resigned  to  become  principal  of  the  Oswego  State  Normal  School. 

The  Oswego  State  Normal  College  conferred  upon  Mr.  Riggs  the 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Pedagogy.  He  was  appointed  by  Gov.  Alfred 
E.  Smith  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Rome  State  Nor¬ 
mal  School.  His  great  knowledge  and  love  of  history  have  qualified  him 
for  the  position  of  president  of  the  New  York  State  Historical  Society, 
and  he  is  also  president  of  the  Oswego  Historical  Society. 

Mr.  Riggs  is  the  third  principal  of  Oswego  State  Normal  School,  which 
is  one  of  the  oldest  teacher  training  schools  in  the  country.  Having  been 
educated  in  a  normal  school,  Mr.  Riggs  is  particularly  adapted  to  his  work 
as  principal,  and  his  efforts  to  build  up  the  Oswego  institution  have  met 
with  the  highest  praise  from  his  associates  on  the  faculty,  members  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  and  his  fellow  townsmen  generally. 

On  January  9,  1900,  Mr.  Riggs  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Spencer  of 
Dobbs  Ferry,  N.  Y.,  who  died  in  February,  1915.  He  was  married  (second) 
on  Dec.  23,  1918,  to  Miss  May  Jones,  of  Ridgeway,  Mich. 

Mr.  Riggs  is  a  Republican,  and  is  an  advocate  of  administrative  meas¬ 
ures  for  the  relief  of  educational  agencies.  He  holds  membership  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  Fortnightly  Club,  Theta  Delta  Chi  fraternity,  and 
Oswego  Country  Club.  He  is  also  actively  identified  with  numerous  edu¬ 
cational  societies. 


David  D.  Long. — As  president  of  the  Oswego  Candy  Works,  Inc.,  of 
which  the  Long  Chocolate  Works,  Inc.,  is  a  subsidiary,  Mr.  Long  is  one  of 
the  pioneer  candy  manufacturers  in  this  section  of  the  country,  and  is  a 
representative  business  man  of  the  North  Country.  He  was  born  in  Oswego, 
June  22,  1857,  the  son  of  James  and  Margaret  (Irwin)  Long,  of  Oswego. 

James  Long  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  County  Tyrone,  Ireland. 
Their  marriage  took  place  in  Oswego  in  1852,  and  they  spent  the  remainder 
of  their  lives  in  this  city.  Mr.  Long  was  a  stationary  engineer  and  died 
in  March,  1922,  and  his  wife  died  in  1866. 

David  D.  Long  acquired  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Oswego 
and  began  his  career  as  a  candy  manufacturer  in  the  employ  of  Jerry 
Haggerty,  a  well  known  candy  manufacturer,  of  Oswego,  who  died  in 
1930.  Mr.  Long  was  identified  with  that  business  for  three  years,  after 
which  he  purchased  a  small  candy  shop  in  Oswego.  Under  his  wise  man¬ 
agement  the  volume  of  business  increased  greatly,  and  about  1900  Mr. 
Long  was  recognized  as  the  leading  candy  manufacturer  in  this  section. 
The  marvelous  growth  of  the  plants  of  the  Long  Chocolate  Works  and  the

Oswego  Candy  Works,  and  the  good  will  enjoyed  by  these  concerns,  have 
their  foundation  in  the  humble  beginnings  and  basic  principles  laid  down 
by  Mr.  Long. 

The  Oswego  Candy  Works,  Inc.,  a  parent  plant  of  this  organization, 
was  founded  in  1900.  Its  specialty  is  bulk  chocolate  candy,  which  is  sold 
wholesale  throughout  the  entire  East  and  Middle  West.  The  plant  has  a 
capacity  of  80  tons  of  chocolate  candy  per  week,  or  approximately  15  tons 
daily.  Five  tons  of  peanut  butter  are  also  manufactured  daily.  The  prod¬ 
ucts  of  this  well  known  concern  are  sold  under  its  trade  mark,  “Ox-Heart.” 
In  1915  Mr.  Long’s  four  sons  became  associated  with  the  business,  which 
continued  as  a  partnership  until  1921,  when  the  business  was  incorporated, 
the  stock  being  held  by  members  of  the  Long  family  exclusively. 

Additions  to  the  plant  were  made  in  1915,  1921,  and  1924,  and  the 
present  plant,  located  at  275-281  West  First  Street,  occupies  70,000  square 
feet  of  space.  Over  two  hundred  people  are  employed.  Officers  of  the 
Oswego  Candy  Works  are :  David  D.  Long,  president  and  treasurer ;  Harold 
D.  Long,  vice  president;  and  James  M.  Long,  secretary  and  manager. 

The  Long  Chocolate  Works,  Inc.,  is  located  at  West  Second  and  Utica 
Streets,  Oswego.  It  was  organized  by  David  D.  Long  as  mentioned  above, 
and  is  now  operated  by  Raymond  M.  Long,  as  manager;  and  David  D. 
Long,  Jr.,  as  secretary.  This  subsidiary  of  the  Oswego  Candy  Works,  Inc., 
manufactures  chocolate  coatings  and  chocolate  specialties,  the  base  of  its 
products  being  the  raw  cocoa  bean  which  is  shipped  in  great  quantities  to 
the  local  plant  from  New  York  City.  The  plant  was  enlarged  in  1916  and 
now  occupies  50,000  square  feet.  This  business  had  been  established  in 
1911  by  David  D.  Long,  and  was  successfully  managed  by  him  until  1916, 
when  it  was  operated  by  his  sons.  This  business  was  also  incorporated  in 
1921,  the  entire  stock  being  owned  by  members  of  the  Long  family. 

On  June  20,  1883,  Mr.  Long  married  Miss  Emma  J.  Chatterton,  the 
daughter  of  Jacob  and  Catherine  Chatterton  of  Oswego.  To  them  were 
born  five  children :  1.  Grace,  married  Charles  W.  Linsley,  lives  at  Oswego, 
and  they  have  a  daughter,  Mary  June.  2.  Harold  D.,  born  Sept.  28,  1887, 
is  vice  president  of  the  Oswego  Candy  Works,  Inc.  He  married  Miss  Ruth 
Radway,  and  they  have  two  daughters,  Grace  Isabel  and  Jane  Radway.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Masonic  and  Elk  Lodges,  Fortnightly  Club,  and  Oswego 
Country  Club.  3.  James  M.,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  elsewhere  in  this 
history.  4.  Raymond  M.,  born  March  6,  1891,  is  vice  president  of  Long’s 
Chocolate  Works,  Inc.  He  married  (first)  on  April  14,  1913,  Miss  Irene 
G.  Buck,  the  daughter  of  William  W.  and  Jennie  M.  (Hagenbruch)  Buck, 
of  Oswego.  She  died  in  1928,  and  Mr.  Long  married  (second)  Miss  Gladys 
Warner,  of  Syracuse.  They  have  a  son.  Mr.  Long  is  a  member  of  the 
Masonic  Lodge,  Fortnightly  Club,  and  Oswego  Country  Club.  5.  David 
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D.,  Jr.,  born  Nov.  21,  1892,  is  secretary  of  Long’s  Chocolate  Works,  Inc. 
He  was  married  March  1,  1920,  to  Miss  Edna  Snell,  who  died  in  1929.  Their 
children  are:  Lucille,  David  D.  Ill  and  Emily  Jean.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  Masonic  Lodge  and  Fortnightly  Club. 

David  D.  Long,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  elected  mayor  of  Oswego 
on  the  Republican  ticket  in  1911,  his  victory  at  the  polls  being  a  remark¬ 
able  tribute  to  his  popularity  and  worth  as  a  citizen,  for  it  was  achieved 
in  a  section  which  is  normally  a  Democratic  stronghold.  His  pleasing 
personality,  vigorous  character,  and  genial  manner  are  strong  assets  in 
his  favor,  both  in  his  business  relations  and  in  his  associations  with  people 
in  other  channels  of  endeavor.  He  has  been  a  director  of  the  First  Na¬ 
tional  Bank,  now  known  as  the  First  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company, 
of  Oswego  for  20  years  and  is  a  trustee  of  the  Oswego  Savings  Bank.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  former  trustee  of  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  and  a  member  of  the  Oswego  Board  of  Charities.  He  is  a  trustee  of 
the  Congregational  Church  and  belongs  to  Aeonian  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M. ; 
B.  P.  0.  Elks;  City  Club;  Fortnightly  Club;  Pleasant  Point  Club;  and 
Oswego  Country  Club. 


Harry  C.  Boardman  is  an  energetic  and  progressive  business  man  of 
Oswego,  and  is  widely  known  as  the  manager  of  the  New  York  Telephone 
Company.  He  was  born  at  Biddeford,  Maine,  Aug.  19,  1878,  the  son  of 
James  Francis  and  Carrie  N.  (Boynton)  Boardman. 

James  Francis  Boardman  was  a  native  of  Ipswich,  Mass.,  and  died  in 
Worcester,  Mass.,  in  December,  1911.  He  spent  his  early  life  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts  and  later  lived  in  Maine,  being  the  superintendent  of  a  foundry 
and  machine  shop.  For  many  years  he  was  interested  in  the  manufacture 
of  cotton  machinery.  His  family  was  identified  with  the  sea  and  his  father 
was  a  master  mariner  between  the  East  Indies  and  America  for  many 
years.  Mr.  Boardman  was  a  life  long  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Con¬ 
gregational  Church,  and  belonged  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  32nd  degree, 
Knights  of  Pythias,  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  He  also  served 
throughout  the  Civil  War,  as  did  his  two  brothers.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Boardman  two  children  were  born,  a  daughter,  who  died  in  infancy,  and 
Harry  C.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Carrie  N.  (Boynton)  Boardman  was  born  in  Maine,  Jan.  12,  1832,  and 
died  at  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  in  April,  1930,  at  the  age  of  98  years.  She  is  buried 
at  Biddeford,  Maine.  She  was  a  member  of  the  Daughters  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Revolution,  and  the  Boynton  family’s  coat  of  arms  is  registered  in  the 
College  of  Heralds  in  London,  England.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Joseph 
D.  Boynton,  whose  father  was  Samuel  Boynton,  and  the  latter’s  ancestors 
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were  William  and  John  Boynton,  brothers,  who  came  to  New  England  in 
1635.  William  was  a  school  teacher  and  was  the  23rd  generation  from 
Bartholomew  de  Boynton,  who  was  seated  at  the  Manor  of  Boynton  in 
the  ancient  village  of  Boynton  in  the  eastern  part  of  Yorkshire,  England, 
in  1066.  William  Boynton  was  born  in  Knapton,  England,  in  1606,  and 
settled  at  Rowley,  Mass.,  after  coming  to  New  England  in  1635.  John 
Boynton  was  born  at  Knapton,  England,  in  1614,  and  came  to  New  Eng¬ 
land  in  1638,  and  settled  at  Rowley. 

Harry  C.  Boardman,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  received  his  early 
education  in  the  public  schools  of  Biddeford,  Maine,  and  attended  Bowdoin 
College.  He  spent  two  years  in  a  bank  at  New  Bedford,  Mass.,  and  then 
became  identified  with  the  Southern  Massachusetts  Telephone  Company, 
which  was  later  merged  with  the  New  England  Telephone  Company.  In 
1912  Mr.  Boardman  was  transferred  to  the  New  York  Telephone  Company 
and  three  years  later  came  to  Oswego  as  manager  of  the  Oswego  district, 
which  comprises  four  exchanges,  besides  the  Oswego  exchange.  Territory 
under  his  management  and  supervision  covers  350  square  miles. 

In  1904  Mr.  Boardman  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Nina  Parker, 
of  New  Bedford,  Mass.,  the  daughter  of  Herbert  and  Laura  E.  (Linscott) 
Parker.  Mr.  Parker  died  in  March,  1930,  and  his  wife  died  in  1923.  Both 
are  buried  in  Woodfords  Cemetery  at  Portland,  Maine.  In  1922  they  came 
to  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  where  they  resided  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Boardman.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Boardman  have  no  children. 

Mr.  Boardman  is  a  Republican  in  politics,  a  member  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Kiwanis  Club,  Oswego  Country  Club,  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  Fortnightly  Club,  Knights  of  Pythias.  He  also  holds  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  Telephone  Pioneers  of  America.  Mrs.  Boardman  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution. 


Joseph  A.  Bohn  is  one  of  the  progressive  and  highly  successful  busi¬ 
ness  men  of  Oswego,  where  he  is  vice  president  and  general  manager  of 
the  Ames  Iron  Works  Division  of  Pierce,  Butler  &  Pierce  Manufacturing 
Corporation.  He  was  born  at  Dunkirk,  N.  Y.,  March  3,  1889,  the  son  of 
Nicholas  and  Caroline  (Bird)  Bohn. 

Nicholas  Bohn,  who  retired  in  1928,  is  a  well  known  resident  of  Dun¬ 
kirk,  N.  Y.  He  was  born  in  that  city  and  in  early  life  was  the  proprietor 
of  a  meat  business.  In  1899  he  became  interested  in  the  hotel  business 
and  was  the  owner  and  manager  of  the  St.  Nicholas  Hotel  until  his  retire¬ 
ment  in  1928.  Mr.  Bohn  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Catholic  Church, 
and  a  charter  member  of  B.  P.  O.  Elks,  Dunkirk.  His  wife  died  in  1914. 
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To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bohn  were  born  three  children:  1.  Joseph  A.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch.  2.  Julia,  lives  at  home.  3.  Frances,  married  Eugene  Mur¬ 
phy,  lives  at  Dunkirk. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  parochial  schools  of  Dunkirk,  Joseph  A. 
Bohn  attended  Canisius  College,  Buffalo,  and  Bryant  &  Stratton  Business 
College.  He  spent  a  year  in  the  employ  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad, 
two  years  with  the  South  Shore  Natural  Gas  Company  at  Dunkirk,  and 
ten  years  with  the  United  States  Light  &  Heat  Corporation  at  Niagara 
Falls.  Mr.  Bohn  came  to  Oswego  in  1919  as  cost  accountant  for  the  Ames 
Iron  Works,  later  became  production  manager,  and  in  1929  was  elected 
vice  president  and  general  manager  of  the  company. 

In  1919  Mr.  Bohn  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Margaret  Ma¬ 
honey  of  Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  James  J.  Mahoney.  Mr. 
Mahoney,  deceased,  was  Democratic  State  Committeeman  for  many  years 
and  was  popularly  known  as  “Big  Jim”  Mahoney.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bohn 
have  a  daughter,  Mary  Ann,  born  at  Oswego,  May  12,  1929. 

Mr.  Bohn  is  a  member  of  the  Catholic  Church  and  belongs  to  the 
Knights  of  Columbus,  Elks  Lodge,  Fortnightly  Club,  Oswego  City  Club, 
and  Oswego  Yacht  Club.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

The  family  residence  at  143  East  Seventh  Street,  Oswego,  was  built 
in  1930.  Mr.  Bohn’s  greatest  recreation  is  riding  and  he  is  the  owner  of 
several  fine  saddle  horses,  one  of  which  took  first  prize  at  the  Fort  Ontario 
Horse  Show  in  1930. 


Arthur  A.  Dorr,  who  is  district  manager  for  the  Union  Central  Life 
Insurance  Company,  with  offices  in  the  Wool  worth  Building,  is  well  known 
in  insurance  circles  in  Watertown.  He  was  born  at  Clayton,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  3, 
1885,  the  son  of  Peter  and  Harriett  Jeannetta  (Deans)  Dorr. 

Peter  Dorr  was  born  at  Clayton  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of  Alexan¬ 
dria,  Jefferson  County.  He  attended  Bellville  Academy  and  Fulton  Semi¬ 
nary,  and  until  his  retirement  in  1911  successfully  engaged  in  general 
farming  and  stockraising,  being  the  owner  of  a  farm  of  332  acres.  Mr. 
Dorr  now  lives  retired  at  Clayton.  He  is  a  Republican  and  an  active 
member  of  the  Methodist  Church  of  Clayton.  His  wife  died  in  February, 
1926.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dorr  were  born  six  children:  Lowa  M.,  lives  at 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y. ;  Emma  E.,  lives  at  New  York  City;  Roy;  Florence,  de¬ 
ceased;  Arthur  A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Charles,  deceased. 

After  his  graduation  from  Clayton  High  School  Arthur  A.  Dorr  went 
to  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  where  he  was  identified  with  the  engineering  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Westinghouse  Electric  Company.  From  1909  until  1912  he 
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was  connected  with  the  Western  Electric  Company,  and  in  the  latter  year 
returned  to  Jefferson  County  to  take  over  the  management  of  his  father’s 
farm  near  Clayton.  In  1919  he  became  manager  of  the  tractor  and  farm 
implement  department  of  B.  M.  James  Company.  Mr.  Dorr  began  his 
career  in  the  insurance  business  in  December,  1922,  as  an  agent  for  the 
Equitable  Life  Assurance  Society,  with  whom  he  was  identified  until  Jan¬ 
uary,  1929.  He  has  since  been  located  in  Watertown  in  charge  of  the 
Northern  territory  of  the  Union  Central  Life  Insurance  Company. 

In  1913  Mr.  Dorr  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Bertha  George,  the 
daughter  of  James  George,  who  lives  retired  at  Brockville,  Ontario,  Canada. 

Mr.  Dorr  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  be¬ 
longs  to  Clayton  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  296,  and,  New  York  State 
Archaeological  Society. 

In  1926  Mr.  Dorr  served  as  president  of  the  Northern  New  York  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Life  Underwriters.  He  is  now  secretary  and  treasurer  of  that 
organization. 


M.  D.  Ewell,  who  is  superintendent  of  highways  in  Oswego  County, 
has  an  outstanding  record  in  engineering  work.  He  was  born  in  Wyoming 
County,  N.  Y.,  April  15,  1884,  the  son  of  Rudell  and  Alice  (Smith) 
Ewell. 

Rudell  Ewell  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Wyoming  County.  He 
attended  the  district  schools  and  was  a  graduate  of  Middlebury  Academy. 
He  taught  school  for  several  years  and  later  engaged  in  farming.  Mr. 
Ewell  was  a  Republican  and  held  the  office  of  county  assessor.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Baptist  Church.  He  died  in  1891  and  his  wife  died  in  1921. 
They  were  the  parents  of  two  sons:  1.  Earl,  who  lives  on  the  old  home 
stead  in  Wyoming  County.  2.  M.  D.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  boyhood  of  M.  D.  Ewell  was  spent  on  his  father’s  farm  and  after 
his  graduation  from  Wyoming  High  School  he  entered  Lafayette  College 
at  Easton,  Pa.,  from  which  he  received  a  degree  in  Civil  Engineering  in 
1907.  He  began  his  professional  career  with  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company  at  New  Castle,  Pa.  Later  he  was  connected  with  the  state  de¬ 
partment  in  New  York  and  engaged  in  canal  construction.  In  1914  Mr. 
Ewell  accepted  a  position  with  the  Concrete  Steel  Engineering  Company 
of  New  York  City,  and  while  identified  with  that  organization  he  was  in 
charge  of  the  construction  of  the  following  bridges:  Lafayette  Street 
Bridge,  Ogdensburg;  Oswego  River  Bridge  at  Minetto,  N.  Y. ;  Grass  River 
Bridge,  at  Massena,  N.  Y. ;  Court  Street  Bridge,  at  Watertown ;  and  four 
bridges  over  the  Racquette  River  at  Potsdam,  N.  Y.  In  1924  Mr.  Ewell 
located  in  Watertown  where  he  was  associated  in  business  with  Donald  H. 
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Breen.  After  a  year  he  returned  to  the  employ  of  the  Concrete  Steel 
Engineering  Company  and  was  sent  to  West  Virginia  by  that  firm.  Later 
he  was  in  charge  of  contracts  at  Port  Ontario  and  Texas,  N.  Y.  In 
February,  1929,  Mr.  Ewell  assumed  his  present  duties  as  superintendent 
of  highways  in  Oswego  County.  In  this  position  he  has  been  in  charge  of 
the  building  of  numerous  bridges  throughout  the  county. 

In  1908  Mr.  Ewell  was  married  to  Miss  Eudora  Johnson,  of  Phillips- 
burg,  N.  J.,  the  daughter  of  John  W.  and  Mary  (Yauger)  Johnson,  natives 
of  New  Jersey.  Both  are  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ewell  have  a  daughter, 
Alice,  born  Sept.  17,  1917.  She  is  a  student  at  Fulton  High  School. 

Mr.  Ewell  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
belongs  to  Hiram  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  144,  Fulton  Chapter,  R.  A.  M. 
No.  167,  and  Fulton  Council,  No.  150.  He  and  his  family  live  at  307 
Cayuga  Street,  Fulton. 


Fred  W.  Plank,  who  is  superintendent  and  general  manager  of  the  Oil 
Well  Supply  Company,  is  one  of  the  progressive  business  men  of  Oswego, 
having  been  identified  with  this  concern  for  more  than  30  years.  He  was 
born  in  this  city,  March  6,  1879,  the  son  of  Milo  H.  and  Mary  A.  (Taskett) 
Plank. 

Milo  H.  Plank  was  a  native  of  Bennington,  Vt.  As  a  young  man  he 
came  to  Oswego  and  entered  the  employ  of  the  Kenyon  Company,  with 
whom  he  learned  the  tinner’s  trade.  For  a  number  of  years  Mr.  Plank 
successfully  engaged  in  the  hardware  business  at  Oswego.  He  died  here 
in  1900,  and  his  wife,  who  was  born  at  Carthage,  died  in  1898.  Both  are 
buried  in  Oswego.  Mr.  Plank  was  a  Republican  and  held  membership  in 
the  West  Baptist  Church.  Two  sons  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Plank: 
Edward  A.,  who  died  in  1921;  and  Fred  W.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

After  his  graduation  from  Oswego  High  School,  Fred  W.  Plank  took 
correspondence  work  in  mechanical  engineering  at  the  International  Corre¬ 
spondence  School.  He  spent  two  years  as  a  bookkeeper  in  the  Kingsford 
store,  and  served  in  the  same  capacity  for  three  years  in  the  employ  of 
Jules  Wendell  &  Son.  In  1900  Mr.  Plank  became  associated  with  the  Oil 
Well  Supply  Company  as  a  mechanical  draftsman.  He  served  in  various 
factory  and  office  positions  until  1915,  at  that  time  being  made  superin¬ 
tendent.  In  1926  he  became  superintendent  and  general  manager. 

On  Jan.  1,  1901,  Mr.  Plank  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Laura 
E.  Carrier,  of  Oswego,  the  daughter  of  Charles  H.  and  Edna  M.  (Murdock) 
Carrier.  The  former  died  in  1919  and  the  latter  Aug.  1,  1908.  They  are 
buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  Oswego.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Plank  have  two  sons : 
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1.  Edward  M.,  born  Jan.  4,  1911,  a  graduate  of  Oswego  High  School,  class 
of  1931.  2.  Fred  W.,  Jr.,  born  Aug.  1,  1914. 

Mr.  Plank  was  a  member  of  the  New  York  National  Guard  for  26 
years,  being  retired  in  1919  with  the  rank  of  captain.  During  the  World 
War  he  served  with  that  organization  and  was  on  patrol  duty  on  the 
waterways  of  Western  New  York. 

Politically  Mr.  Plank  is  a  Republican,  and  he  has  served  as  president 
of  the  Oswego  Civil  Service  Commission  since  1923.  He  and  his  family 
are  members  of  the  West  Baptist  Church,  and  he  belongs  to  the  Masonic 
Lodge,  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 


The  J.  E.  Hawley  Company,  who  are  retail  distributors  of  anthracite 
and  bituminous  coal,  with  offices  at  69  East  Bridge  Street,  are  recognized 
as  the  leading  coal  dealers  in  Oswego  County.  The  business,  established  in 
1924,  became  affiliated  with  the  Niagara-Hudson  System  in  April,  1931, 
and  they  are  exclusive  distributors  of  Niagara-Hudson  coke  in  this  terri¬ 
tory,  having  assumed  the  business  formerly  conducted  by  the  Peoples  Gas 
&  Electric  Company. 

At  the  date  of  the  organization  of  this  company  Mr.  Hawley  realized 
that  all  business,  in  order  to  be  successful,  should  be  founded  on  an  ideal. 
His  ideal  was  to  deliver  to  the  public  the  best  fuel  which  money  could 
buy,  and  to  follow  this  purchasing  program  with  a  personnel  that  would 
be  efficient.  The  success  of  Mr.  Hawley’s  plan  has  been  evident  from  the 
beginning. 

With  offices  on  East  Bridge  Street,  the  company  maintain  a  storage 
plant  at  the  new  harbor  front.  It  is  the  largest  coal  storage  system  in 

the  city. 

J.  E.  Hawley  was  born  in  Oswego,  the  son  of  Charles  E.  and  Jane 
(McCauley)  Hawley.  The  former  was  born  in  Canada  and  came  to  Oswego 
at  the  age  of  21  years.  Throughout  his  business  career  he  has  been  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  coal  and  shipping  business  and  has  offices  in  Oswego.  His 
wife  was  born  at  Cape  Vincent,  N.  Y. 

In  1918  Mr.  Hawley  married  Miss  Zeta  Babcock  of  Fulton,  N.  Y.,  the 
daughter  of  Edwin  P.  and  Helen  (Graver)  Babcock.  Mr.  Babcock  was 
born  at  Fulton  and  died  in  1923.  His  widow,  who  resides  at  Oswego,  is  a 
native  of  Warners,  N.  Y.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hawley  have  no  children. 

Mr.  Hawley  has  an  attractive  country  home  on  the  East  River  Road, 
where  he  owns  eleven  acres.  The  estate  is  well  landscaped  and  is  one  of 
the  beauty  spots  of  Oswego  County. 
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John  Tiernan. — One  of  the  most  influential  figures  in  professional 
circles  in  Oswego  County  is  John  Tiernan,  who  as  a  successful  lawyer,  is 
also  a  prominent  citizen  of  Oswego.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  the  son 
of  Michael  and  Anna  (Hannon)  Tiernan. 

Michael  Tiernan  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  County  Sligo,  Ireland. 
He  was  a  farmer  and  became  an  extensive  land  owner  in  Oswego  County. 
He  died  at  the  age  of  96  years. 

John  Tiernan,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  attended  the  public  and 
parochial  schools  of  Oswego.  He  read  law  in  the  offices  of  Francis  E. 
Hamilton  in  Oswego  and  was  admitted  to  the  New  York  bar  in  1897.  His 
entire  professional  career  has  been  spent  in  Oswego.  He  served  as  city 
attorney  from  1904  until  1906,  his  first  term  being  under  Mayor  James  E. 
Mansfield,  and  although  a  Democrat,  Mr.  Tiernan  was  retained  by  the 
incoming  Republican  mayor,  John  K.  Smith.  In  1928  he  was  appointed 
special  surrogate  judge  of  Oswego  County  by  Gov.  Alfred  E.  Smith. 

On  Nov.  10,  1910,  Mr.  Tiernan  married  Miss  Carrie  Hackett,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Patrick  and  Mary  (Doris)  Hackett,  of  Oswego. 

Mr.  Tiernan  is  a  member  of  the  Catholic  Church,  and  is  active  in  the 
affairs  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  having  received  the  Fourth  Degree, 
and  is  past  grand  knight. 

Mr.  Tiernan  has  always  been  interested  in  the  early  history  of  Oswego 
County  and  has  gathered  much  first  hand  information  concerning  the  life 
and  habits  of  the  early  pioneers  of  Northern  New  York. 


Jay  B.  Kessler. — One  of  the  most  prominent  of  the  younger  attorneys 
of  the  North  Country  is  Jay  B.  Kessler,  who  is  established  in  practice  at 
Oswego,  with  offices  at  217  West  First  Street.  He  was  born  at  Fulton, 
N.  Y.,  March  10, 1902,  the  son  of  James  H.  and  Bessie  B.  (Barker)  Kessler. 

James  H.  Kessler  was  born  March  9,  1876,  in  Mexico,  N.  Y.,  and  his 
wife  was  born  in  Fulton,  N.  Y.  They  are  well  known  residents  of  Mexico, 
N.  Y.,  where  Mr.  Kessler  is  engaged  in  the  retail  grocery  and  meat  busi¬ 
ness.  He  is  a  Republican  and  has  held  the  office  of  mayor  for  a  number 
of  years.  He  is  an  elder  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  belongs  to  the 
Masonic  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  Grange.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Kessler  are  the  parents  of  five  children:  1.  Betty  Elizabeth  Lyman, 
lives  at  Gary,  Ind.  2.  Ida  Magioudis,  lives  at  Gary.  3.  J.  B.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch.  4.  James  H.,  Jr.,  who  is  principal  of  the  high  school  at 
Theresa.  5.  Mary  G.  Bisbo,  lives  at  Mexico,  N.  Y. 

Jay  B.  Kessler  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  public  and  high 
schools  of  Mexico,  and  in  1920  was  graduated  from  St.  John’s  Military 
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Academy,  at  Ossining,  N.  Y.  He  then  entered  Hobart  College,  at  Geneva, 
from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  1924.  Mr. 
Kessler  received  the  degree  of  LL,  B.  at  Albany  Law  School  in  1927,  and 
during  his  law  work  at  Albany  he  was  identified  with  the  offices  of  Attor¬ 
ney  General  Albert  Ottinger  for  three  years.  In  1927  Mr.  Kessler  located 
at  Oswego  in  association  with  Avery  Wright,  but  since  July,  1930,  he  has 
engaged  in  private  practice.  He  is  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Bar 
Association. 

In  August,  1930,  Mr.  Kessler  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Cherie 
Irwin,  of  Oswego,  the  daughter  of  Dr.  A.  W.  and  Stella  P.  (Emmett) 
Irwin.  The  former  was  born  in  England  and  died  in  October,  1929.  His 
widow,  a  native  of  Kingston,  Ontario,  Canada,  lives  at  Oswego.  Mrs. 
Kessler  is  a  graduate  of  Wells  College,  class  of  1924,  and  was  a  teacher 
before  her  marriage. 

Mr.  Kessler  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge,  and  be¬ 
longs  to  the  Rotary  Club,  Fortnightly  Club,  Oswego  Country  Club,  Mad 
River  Club,  and  Theta  Delta  Chi  fraternity.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church,  and  his  wife  holds  membership  in  the  Episcopal  Church. 

Mr.  Kessler  is  a  trustee  of  the  Oswego  Home  for  the  Homeless. 


Nelson  G.  Tanner. — As  a  successful  building  contractor  and  lumber 
dealer,  Nelson  B.  Tanner  is  prominent  among  Oswego’s  young  business 
men.  He  was  born  at  Altmar,  Oswego  County,  Aug.  10,  1896,  the  son  of 
William  and  Elizabeth  (Potter)  Tanner. 

William  Tanner,  deceased,  was  interested  in  the  building  and  contract¬ 
ing  business  for  a  number  of  years  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was 
carpenter  foreman  in  the  maintenance  and  ways  department  of  the  New 
York  Central  Railroad.  He  died  in  1910  and  his  wife  died  in  1906.  Mr. 
Tanner  was  a  Republican  and  held  numerous  village  offices.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  the  Sons  of  Veterans.  His  father, 
Lansing  Tanner,  was  a  soldier  in  the  Civil  War.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tanner 
were  born  six  children:  1.  Mamie,  married  David  Tanner,  lives  at  Wil- 
liamstown,  N.  Y.  2.  Earl,  lives  at  Watertown.  3.  Roy,  lives  at  Syracuse. 
4.  Herbert,  lives  at  Oswego.  5.  Nelson  G.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  6. 
Lillian,  married  Floyd  Welbourne,  lives  at  Watertown.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Tanner  are  buried  in  the  Altmar  Cemetery. 

After  his  graduation  from  Oswego  High  School,  Nelson  G.  Tanner 
spent  three  years  as  a  carpenter  in  the  employ  of  the  New  York  Central 
Railroad.  In  1919  he  established  his  present  contracting  business,  and 
is  recognized  as  one  of  the  city’s  leading  builders.  On  July  1,  1929,  he 
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purchased  the  business  of  the  Farmers  Lumber  &  Supply  Company  at 
180-82  East  Tenth  Street,  and  he  is  a  leading  lumber  dealer  of  the  city. 

On  May  23,  1917,  Mr.  Tanner  married  Miss  Ruth  Desens,  of  Oswego, 
the  daughter  of  Richard  and  Bertha  (Noftz)  Desens,  natives  of  Germany. 
The  former  died  in  1896  and  the  latter  lives  at  Oswego.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Tanner  have  two  daughters:  1.  Doris  Ruth,  born  Feb.  2,  1919.  2.  Jean, 
born  Dec.  1,  1922. 

Mr.  Tanner  is  a  member  of  the  West  Baptist  Church.  He  is  affiliated 
with  the  Masonic  Lodge  and  belongs  to  the  Kiwanis  Club.  Politically  he 
is  a  Republican. 

Alvin  Potter,  uncle  of  Mr.  Tanner,  served  throughout  the  Civil  War. 


Charles  L.  Dain. — The  firm  of  Dain  Brothers,  funeral  directors,  located 
at  112  East  Second  Street,  has  long  been  recognized  as  one  of  the  substan¬ 
tial  business  establishments  of  Oswego,  having  been  founded  more  than 
65  years  ago.  Mr.  Dain  was  born  in  Oswego,  the  son  of  John  F.  and 
Margaret  (Bookman)  Dain. 

John  F.  Dain  was  born  in  Germany,  Jan.  2,  1843,  and  died  in  Oswego, 
Sept.  3,  1929.  He  is  buried  in  St.  Peter’s  Cemetery,  Oswego.  Mr.  Dain 
settled  in  Oswego  in  1846,  after  having  lived  for  some  time  in  Syracuse. 
He  was  a  cabinet  maker  by  trade  and  conducted  a  furniture  business  in 
Oswego  for  eight  years.  In  1872  he  established  the  undertaking  business 
which  is  now  successfully  managed  by  his  sons.  Mr.  Dain  was  a  pioneer 
in  his  profession  being  a  graduate  of  the  Kalamazoo  School  of  Embalming. 
He  was  married  in  1864  to  Miss  Margaret  Bookman,  the  daughter  of 
Nicholas  and  Mary  Bookman  of  Syracuse.  She  died  Nov.  15,  1922,  and  in 
that  year  Mr.  Dain  retired  from  business.  There  were  four  children  in 
the  Dain  family:  1.  John  F.,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  elsewhere  in  this 
history.  2.  Alice  L.,  who  died  Oct.  10,  1901.  3.  Charles  L.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch.  4.  Agnes,  married  William  McCormick,  lives  at  Pas-A-Grill, 
Florida. 

After  his  graduation  from  Oswego  High  School,  Charles  L.  Dain  be¬ 
came  associated  with  John  F.  Dain  &  Son,  his  older  brother,  John,  at  that 
time  being  a  member  of  the  firm.  When  the  father  retired  in  1922,  the 
business  was  reorganized  as  Dain  Brothers.  As  mentioned  above  they 
are  leading  funeral  directors  in  this  section  of  the  state  and  have  been 
established  in  their  present  location  for  many  years. 

Mr.  Dain  was  married  on  June  20,  1906,  to  Miss  Geneva  Galvin,  of 
Oswego,  the  daughter  of  William  and  Mary  (Carpenter)  Galvin.  Both 
are  deceased.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dain  have  been  born  six  children:  1. 
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John  F.,  born  Sept.  3,  1908,  attended  Hobart  College,  now  a  clerk  in  the 
Second  National  Bank,  Oswego.  2.  Geneva  M.,  born  Nov.  25,  1910,  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  St.  Elizabeth  College,  Morristown,  N.  J.  3.  Margaret  N.,  born 
Oct.  10,  1912,  attends  St.  Elizabeth  College.  4.  Charles  L.,  Jr.,  born 
Feb.  17,  1913,  a  graduate  of  Oswego  High  School,  class  of  1931,  now  attend¬ 
ing  Union  College.  5.  Elizabeth  F.,  born  Jan.  28,  1916,  attends  Oswego 
High  School.  6.  Virginia  A.,  born  May  1,  1918. 

Mr.  Dain  is  a  member  of  St.  Peter’s  Catholic  Church  and  belongs  to 
the  Knights  of  Columbus,  Elks  Lodge,  City  Club,  Oswego  Country  Club, 
and  Oswego  Yacht  Club.  He  has  always  been  a  Republican  in  politics. 


Joseph  B.  Ringland,  M.  D.,  of  Oswego,  has  been  engaged  in  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  medicine  here  since  1904.  He  was  born  at  Oswego,  May  23,  1878, 
the  son  of  Joseph  and  Alice  M.  (Breen)  Ringland. 

Joseph  Ringland  was  a  native  of  Canada,  born  at  Prescott.  He  was 
20  years  of  age  when  he  came  to  New  York  and  settled  in  Oswego.  For 
many  years  he  was  widely  known  in  this  section  as  the  proprietor  of  the 
Ringland  House  in  Oswego.  He  died  in  this  city,  Nov.  16,  1891.  His 
wife,  a  native  of  Ireland,  died  March  22,  1928.  Mr.  Ringland  was  a  Demo¬ 
crat  in  politics.  There  were  three  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ring- 
land:  1.  Jennie  Tifft,  who  met  with  an  accidental  death  in  1929.  2.  Wil¬ 
liam  John,  who  died  in  1912.  3.  Joseph  B.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Joseph  B.  Ringland  attended  the  grammar  and  high  schools  of  Oswego 
and  subsequently  took  up  the  study  of  medicine  at  Syracuse  University, 
from  which  he  received  a  degree  in  1902.  After  serving  as  interne  in  St. 
Joseph’s  Hospital,  Syracuse,  Dr.  Ringland  came  to  Oswego  to  engage  in 
the  practice  of  medicine.  Professionally  he  belongs  to  the  Oswego 
Academy  of  Medicine,  Oswego  County  Medical  Society,  New  York  State 
Medical  Society,  and  American  Medical  Association.  He  is  also  a  member 
of  the  staff  of  Oswego  Hospital. 

In  July,  1918,  Dr.  Ringland  enlisted  for  service  in  the  World  War  and 
received  the  commission  of  captain  in  the  Medical  Corps,  U.  S.  Army.  He 
was  stationed  at  General  Hospital  No.  5,  Lakewood,  N.  J.,  and  occasionally 
worked  at  Walter  Reed  Hospital,  Washington,  D.  C.  After  his  discharge 
June  5,  1919,  he  resumed  his  practice  in  Oswego. 

Dr.  Ringland  was  married  in  February,  1906,  to  Miss  Nellie  Grace 
Pratt,  of  Oswego,  the  daughter  of  Silas  B.  and  Louise  (Rappleye)  Pratt, 
of  Oswego.  To  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Ringland  have  been  born  three  sons.  1. 
Joseph  Pratt,  born  Jan.  2,  1908,  a  graduate  of  Phillips-Andover  Academy, 
and  Yale  University,  class  of  1929.  He  is  now  identified  with  the  New 
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York  Telephone  Company,  New  York  City.  2.  Pratt,  born  April  16,  1911, 
a  graduate  of  Phillips-Andover  Academy,  now  a  junior  at  Yale  University. 
3.  Breen,  born  April  6,  1916,  attends  Oswego  High  School. 

Dr.  Ringland  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Rotary 
Club,  Oswego  Yacht  Club,  American  Legion,  and  “40  and  8”  Society  and  is 
a  director  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 


Lieut.  Commander  Harrison  J.  Angley,  who  is  executive  secretary  of 
the  Jefferson  County  Automobile  Association,  is  a  veteran  of  the  World 
War,  and  an  outstanding  citizen  of  Watertown.  He  was  born  at  Rome, 
N.  Y.,  Sept.  12,  1884,  the  son  of  Capt.  Jacob  and  Barbara  (Hartman) 
Angley. 

Capt.  Jacob  Angley  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Germany.  As  a  young 
man  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Rome,  Watertown  &  Ogdensburg  Rail¬ 
road,  which  later  became  a  part  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad.  At 
the  time  of  his  retirement  he  was  serving  as  engineer.  Mr.  Angley  served 
during  the  Civil  War  as  captain  of  an  engineering  corps.  He  was  a  Re¬ 
publican,  a  member  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  and  belonged  to  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  Brotherhood  of  Locomotive  Engineers. 
Mr.  Angley  died  Feb.  24,  1931,  and  his  wife  died  Feb.  23,  1925.  Both  are 
buried  in  Watertown.  Their  children  were:  Albert  J.,  lives  at  Watertown; 
Harrison  J.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Harriet  and  Arthur,  both  deceased; 
Grace,  married  Frank  Tauronjoe,  lives  at  Watertown;  and  Daisy,  married 
Ray  M.  MacDonald,  lives  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y. 

Harrison  J.  Angley  attended  the  public  schools  of  Watertown,  from 
which  he  was  graduated  in  1898.  He  enlisted  for  service  during  the 
Spanish-American  War  and  served  as  a  member  of  Company  E,  203rd 
New  York  State  Volunteers.  After  the  close  of  the  war  he  established  the 
Angley  Studio  in  Watertown,  which  he  successfully  conducted  for  a  period 
of  17  years.  In  1913  Mr.  Angley  organized  the  4th  Division,  3rd  Battalion, 
Naval  Militia  of  New  York  and  was  commissioned  a  lieutenant,  junior 
grade,  later  being  appointed  lieutenant.  When  the  war  was  declared  in 
1917  Mr.  Angley  was  a  member  of  one  of  the  first  organizations  in  the 
United  States  to  enter  the  service.  He  was  attached  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Wis¬ 
consin  and  served  as  a  gunnery  officer,  later  being  promoted  to  lieutenant 
commander  on  Sept.  20,  1918.  He  was  in  the  transport  service  on  the 
U.  S.  S.  Pretoria,  and  served  as  first  lieutenant,  later  being  executive 
officer  and  finally  commander.  He  was  discharged  from  the  service  on 
Dec.  20,  1920,  and  returned  to  Watertown.  He  reorganized  the  naval 
militia  and  was  assigned  as  the  commanding  officer  of  the  13th  Fleet 
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Division,  3rd  Battalion,  Naval  Militia,  but  was  transferred  to  the  3rd 
Battalion,  Headquarters,  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  3rd  Naval  District,  on  April  15, 
1930. 

Mr.  Angley  was  appointed  executive  secretary  of  the  Jefferson  County 
Automobile  Association  in  1922,  and  maintains  offices  at  243  Washington 
Street.  He  has  served  as  a  member  of  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission,  and  as  city  committeeman.  He  is  also  secretary  and  treasurer  of 
the  Jefferson  County  Automobile  Dealers  Association. 

In  1901  Mr.  Angley  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Nina  Rogers, 
the  daughter  of  Seneca  and  Laura  (Parham)  Rogers,  both  deceased.  They 
have  no  children. 

Mr.  Angley  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Rotary  Club,  American  Legion,  “40  and 
8”  society,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  Veterans  Foreign  Wars,  and 
Crescent  Yacht  Club. 


Theron  A.  Contryman  is  a  well  known  figure  in  the  business  life  of 
Oswego,  where  he  is  branch  manager  of  Taggart  Brothers  Company,  Inc. 
He  was  born  at  Pamelia  Four  Corners,  Jefferson  County,  April  18, 1888,  the 
son  of  William  M.  and  Ella  L.  (Baxter)  Contryman. 

William  M.  Contryman,  who  was  a  native  of  Jefferson  County,  died  in 
1906.  He  was  reared  and  educated  at  Pamelia  Four  Corners,  and  until  his 
retirement  in  1897  was  interested  in  general  farming.  He  spent  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  his  life  in  Watertown.  Mr.  Contryman  was  a  Republican  and 
a  member  of  the  Universalist  Church.  His  wife,  born  at  Orleans,  Jefferson 
County,  died  in  1929.  They  were  the  parents  of  two  sons:  1.  Leland. 
2.  Theron  A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  boyhood  of  Theron  A.  Contryman  was  spent  in  Watertown,  where 
he  was  educated.  After  his  graduation  from  high  school  in  1908  he 
entered  the  employ  of  the  Madison-Cooper  Company  as  an  apprentice 
draftsman.  He  was  identified  with  that  concern  for  ten  years  and  during 
that  time  studied  mechanical  engineering.  He  then  went  with  the  New 
York  Air  Brake  Company  of  Watertown  as  assistant  superintendent  of 
maintenance  and  construction.  He  was  identified  with  the  H.  H.  Babcock 
Company  as  chief  inspector  and  factory  manager  for  eight  years,  and  in 
1928  became  associated  with  Taggart  Brothers  Company,  Inc.  Mr.  Contry¬ 
man  came  to  Oswego  as  branch  manager  in  January,  1930. 

On  June  26,  1913,  Mr.  Contryman  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Kathryn  Lamont  Calvert,  of  Syracuse,  the  daughter  of  Lamont  and  Nellie 
(Moore)  Calvert,  natives  of  Watertown.  They  are  residents  of  Syracuse. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Contryman  have  been  born  two  children:  1.  Jane  Moore, 
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born  March  14,  1915.  2.  Calvert  Theron,  born  March  5,  1920.  Mrs. 

Contryman  is  a  graduate  of  Syracuse  High  School  and  attended  Syracuse 
University.  She  is  a  member  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolu¬ 
tion  and  is  a  direct  descendant  of  Lord  Baltimore  and  Cecil  Calvert. 

In  politics  Mr.  Contryman  is  identified  with  the  Republican  party. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Black  River  Valley  Club  of  Water- 
town  and  Oswego  Country  Club.  The  family  lives  at  121  West  Seventh 
Street,  Oswego,  N.  Y. 

Alexander  Contryman,  paternal  grandfather  of  Mr.  Contryman,  came 
to  the  United  States  from  England  and  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  of 
Jefferson  County.  The  old  family  homestead,  built  of  stone,  still  stands  at 
Pamelia  Four  Corners. 


Harold  J.  LaTulip,  M.  D. — One  of  the  outstanding  members  of  the  med¬ 
ical  profession  in  Oswego  County  is  Dr.  LaTulip,  who  has  offices  at  58 
West  Bridge  Street,  Oswego.  He  was  born  here,  May  20,  1898,  the  son  of 
J.  N.  and  Theresa  (Yeager)  LaTulip. 

J.  N.  LaTulip,  a  well  known  and  highly  esteemed  citizen  of  Oswego,  is 
a  native  of  Canada.  He  was  born  at  Quebec  and  in  early  life  came  to  the 
United  States  and  settled  in  Oswego,  where  he  has  followed  his  trade  as 
a  pattern  maker.  He  has  spent  many  years  in  the  employ  of  the  Ames 
Iron  Works.  Politically  Mr.  LaTulip  is  a  Republican.  He  has  been  a 
member  of  the  commission  on  charities  for  20  years.  He  and  his  family 
are  members  of  St.  Peter’s  Catholic  Church,  and  he  belongs  to  the  Knights 
of  Columbus,  Elks  Lodge  and  Eagles  Lodge. 

Harold  J.  LaTulip  attended  the  parochial  schools  of  Oswego  and  is  a 
graduate  of  Oswego  High  School.  He  was  graduated  from  the  Medical 
School  of  Syracuse  University  in  1924,  served  as  interne  for  one  year  at 
St.  Vincent’s  Hospital,  Staten  Island,  N.  Y.,  and  in  1926  located  in  Oswego. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  staff  of  Oswego  Hospital  and  is  identified  with  the 
Oswego  Academy  of  Medicine,  Oswego  County,  New  York  State  and 
American  Medical  Associations. 

Dr.  LaTulip  was  married  May  7,  1928,  at  Syracuse,  to  Miss  Mary 
Shannon,  of  Oswego.  She  is  a  graduate  nurse,  having  been  connected 
with  the  Oswego  Hospital  before  her  marriage.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  LaTulip 
have  two  children:  1.  Mary  Diane,  born  Sept.  11,  1929.  2.  Harold  Shan¬ 
non,  born  March  14,  1931. 

Dr.  LaTulip  holds  membership  in  the  Fortnightly  Club,  Oswego  Yacht 
Club,  Elks  Lodge,  Lambda  Chi  Alpha  and  Alpha  Kappa  Kappa  fraternities, 
and  American  Legion. 
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Nelson  B.  Hall. — One  of  the  popular  young  business  men  of  Oswego  is 
Nelson  B.  Hall,  who  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was  born  in 
Oswego,  May  8,  1898,  the  son  of  A.  C.  and  Abbie  May  (Burnham)  Hall. 

A  complete  sketch  of  A.  C.  Hall  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history. 

After  his  graduation  from  Oswego  High  School,  Nelson  B.  Hall  spent 
two  years  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  He  left  college  on  Jan.  12, 
1918,  to  enlist  for  service  in  the  World  War  and  was  sent  to  Camp  Han¬ 
cock,  Ga.  Six  months  later  he  was  transferred  to  Camp  Mills,  N.  J.,  and 
sailed  for  France  July  8,  1918.  He  returned  to  the  United  States  after 
his  discharge  in  July,  1919.  Upon  his  return  to  Oswego  Mr.  Hall  became 
identified  with  the  A.  C.  Hall  Bakery,  which  was  established  by  his  father 
35  years  ago. 

In  1920  Mr.  Hall  married  Miss  Gladys  Lewis,  of  Oswego,  the  daughter 
of  Levi  E.  and  Ella  (Hastings)  Lewis,  natives  of  Amboy  Center,  Oswego 
County.  Both  are  deceased.  Mrs.  Hall  is  a  graduate  of  Oswego  State 
Normal  School  and  attended  Syracuse  University.  She  was  a  teacher  of 
music  in  the  public  schools  of  Herkimer  and  Oswego  before  her  marriage.

Mr.  Hall  is  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church  and  is  affiliated 
with  Frontier  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Fortnightly 
Club  and  holds  membership  in  the  Rotary  Club,  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
American  Legion  and  Pleasant  Point  Club.  Politically  he  is  a  Republican. 


Harry  B.  Lasky  is  treasurer  and  general  manager  of  the  Oswego 
Netherlands,  Inc.,  and  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  successful  and 
progressive  young  business  men  of  the  North  Country.  He  was  born  at 
Troy,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  12,  1901,  the  son  of  Joseph  and  Celia  Lasky. 

Joseph  Lasky,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Russia.  At  the  age  of  27 
years  he  emigrated  to  the  United  States  and  settled  at  Troy,  N.  Y.,  where 
he  became  a  prosperous  merchant.  Before  coming  to  this  country  Mr. 
Lasky  had  served  in  the  Russian  army  for  eight  years.  He  was  a  Re¬ 
publican,  a  member  of  the  Jewish  faith,  and  belonged  to  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  Modern  Woodmen  of  America.  His  widow  still 
resides  at  Troy.  Mr.  Lasky  died  in  1927.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lasky  were 
born  the  following  children:  1.  Abraham,  lives  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  where 
he  is  general  manager  of  the  Consolidated  Trimming  Company  of  America.

Harry  B.  Lasky  was  graduated  from  the  public  schools  of  Troy  and 
Troy  Business  College.  He  has  taken  correspondence  work  at  Syracuse 
University.  Mr.  Lasky  began  his  business  career  as  a  traveling  auditor  in 
Troy,  N.  Y.,  for  the  Borden  Milk  Company,  where  he  was  employed  from 
1917  until  1920.  From  1920  to  1925  he  was  associated  with  the  Nether¬ 
lands  Company  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  and  in  1925  came  to  Oswego  as  man¬ 
ager  of  the  local  business.

Mr.  Lasky  organized  the  Clip-on  Corporation  in  Oswego  in  March, 
1931.  Their  specialty  is  the  manufacture  of  paper  clips. 

On  April  27,  1930,  Mr.  Lasky  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Mar¬ 
garet  Karsh  of  Oswego,  the  daughter  of  Julius  Karsh.

Ira  J.  Harris. — An  experienced  man  in  his  particular  line  of  business, 
Ira  J.  Harris,  of  Oswego,  is  widely  known  as  president  and  general  man¬ 
ager  of  W.  L.  Wallace  &  Company,  Inc.  He  was  born  at  Fort  Johnson, 
Montgomery  County,  N.  Y.,  June  6,  1876,  the  son  of  James  F.  and  Eliza 
(Hempton)  Harris. 

James  F.  Harris,  born  at  Cherry  Valley,  N.  Y.,  died  in  1905.  He  was 
reared  on  a  farm  and  for  many  years  managed  and  operated  a  grist  mill  at 
Fort  Johnson,  N.  Y.  He  retired  at  the  age  of  65  years  and  died  in  1905. 
His  wife  died  in  1911.  Mr.  Harris  served  as  postmaster  of  Fort  Johnson 
for  four  years,  and  was  independent  in  politics.  He  held  membership  in 
the  Methodist  Church.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harris  were  the  parents  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  children:  1.  Elizabeth,  lives  at  Oswego.  2.  Gussie,  married  C.  B.

Ira  J.  Harris  was  reared  and  educated  at  Fort  Johnson  and  at  the  age 
of  15  years  was  employed  as  a  clerk  in  the  grocery  store  of  J.  E.  Marshall, 
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with  whom  he  remained  for  nine  years.  He  came  to  Oswego  in  1900  as 
junior  member  of  the  firm  of  W.  L.  Wallace  &  Company,  and  when  the 
business  was  incorporated  in  1918  Mr.  Harris  was  elected  president  and 
general  manager.  They  are  dealers  in  flour,  feeds,  grains,  and  poultry 
supplies,  and  have  been  leading  retail  dealers  in  this  section  since  1900.

George  H.  Hunt,  who  has  successfully  engaged  in  business  in  Oswego 
for  more  than  half  a  century,  is  a  widely  known  and  highly  esteemed 
citizen  of  this  community.  He  was  born  at  Windsor,  Conn.,  Dec.  2,  1858, 
the  son  of  Michael  L.  and  Rebecca  (Sweetman)  Hunt. 

Both  Michael  L.  Hunt  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Ireland.  They 
lived  in  Connecticut  for  a  number  of  years  and  later  settled  in  Oswego, 
where  Mr.  Hunt  was  a  truck  gardener.  He  died  in  1921  and  his  wife 
died  in  1924.  Both  are  buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  Oswego.  Their 
children  were:  1.  Mary,  who  died  in  1901.  2.  George  H.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch.

George  H.  Hunt  was  five  years  old  when  his  parents  settled  in  Oswego. 
After  completing  his  schooling  he  entered  the  employ  of  Majoi  N.  A. 
Wright,  flour  and  grist  mill  owner.  In  1888  Mr.  Hunt  purchased  an 
interest  in  the  business,  and  the  firm  of  Wright  &  Hunt  continued  until 
1898,  at  which  time  Mr.  Hunt  purchased  his  partner  s  interest.  He 
handles  flour,  feed,  grain  and  hay,  and  has  been  in  his  present  location, 
117  West  Second  Street,  since  1894.  Mr.  Hunt  is  vice  president  of  the

John  A.  Wiener. — One  of  the  substantial  citizens  of  Oswego  is  John  A. 
Wiener,  who  is  plant  manager  of  the  Oswego  Board  Corporation.  He  was 
born  at  Kewanee,  Wis.,  May  2,  1880,  the  son  of  Dusmas  and  Mary  Hazel 
(Fleigle)  Wiener. 

Dusmas  Wiener  was  born  in  Germany  and  died  at  North  Prairie,  Minn., 
in  1929.  He  was  four  years  of  age  when  his  parents  came  to  the  United 
States  and  settled  at  Kewanee,  Wis.  He  was  educated  there  and  later 
became  the  proprietor  of  a  saw  mill  at  that  place.  In  1882  he  removed  to 
Royalton,  Minn.,  where  he  continued  to  reside  until  his  retirement  in 
1915.  His  widow,  Mrs.  Wiener,  resides  at  Royalton.  She  is  now  81  years 
of  age.  Mr.  Wiener  was  a  member  of  the  Catholic  Church.  There  were 
11  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wiener:  1.  Annie  Snyder,  lives  at  Pierce, 
Minn.

John  A.  Wiener  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  North 
Prairie,  and  until  1896  was  identified  with  his  father’s  business.  He  then 
was  employed  for  five  years  in  a  flour  mill  at  Two  Rivers,  Minn,  spent  two 
years  at  Royalton,  Minn.,  and  then  went  to  Spokane,  Wash.,  where  he 
was  identified  with  the  Washington  Water  Power  Company  for  one  year.

Mr.  Wiener  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and 
belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  Pleasant  Point 
Club.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  chairman  of  the  American 
Red  Cross  in  Oswego. 


Jeremiah  Connell,  who  is  superintendent  of  St.  Paul’s  Cemetery,  has 
spent  his  entire  life  in  Oswego  and  is  a  substantial  citizen  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  Feb.  20,  1871,  the  son  of  Jeremiah  and 
Catherine  (Hart)  Connell. 

Jeremiah  Connell  died  in  Oswego  in  1911.  He  was  a  native  of  Ireland 
and  had  lived  in  Oswego  since  he  was  20  years  of  age.  His  wife  came  here 
from  Ireland  at  the  age  of  15  years.  She  died  in  1907.  They  are  buried  in 
St.  Paul’s  Catholic  Cemetery.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Connell  were  born  the 
following  children:  1.  Michael,  who  died  in  1856.  2.  Margaret,  who  died 
at  the  age  of  9  years.  3.  William,  lives  at  Oswego.  4.  Mary,  the  widow  of 
Henry  B.  Featherstonhaugh,  lives  at  Oswego.

After  his  graduation  from  the  parochial  schools  of  Oswego,  Jeremiah 
Connell  followed  the  trade  of  machinist  for  ten  years.  He  then  became 
the  owner  of  several  tugs  on  the  St.  Lawrence,  in  partnership  with  his 
brother,  John  Connell.  They  were  the  owners  of  the  “Redfern,”  which 
was  wrecked  just  east  of  Oswego  harbor  while  attempting  to  rescue  a 
disabled  vessel.  In  the  disaster,  Henry  D.  Featherstonhaugh,  brother-in- 
law  of  Mr.  Connell,  was  drowned.  In  1894  the  Connell  brothers  became

Connell  resumed  his  former  employment  as  a  machinist.  In  June,  1923, 
he  accepted  the  appointment  of  superintendent  of  St.  Paul’s  Cemetery. 

Politically,  Mr.  Connell  is  a  Democrat.  He  holds  membership  in  St. 
Paul’s  Catholic  Church  and  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Foresters 
and  Red  Men.  He  is  unmarried  and  lives  with  his  sisters  at  52  East 
Mohawk  Street,  Oswego. 


A.  C.  Hall. — As  proprietor  of  the  A.  C.  Hall  Bakery,  62-66  East  Fourth 
Street,  Mr.  Hall  has  been  recognized  as  one  of  the  dependable  merchants 
of  Oswego  for  the  past  35  years.  He  was  born  in  England,  Sept.  4,  1875, 
the  son  of  Richard  and  Rose  (Sturges)  Hall. 

Richard  Hall,  who  died  in  England  in  1877,  was  interested  in  the  com¬ 
mercial  bakery  business.  His  wife,  also  a  native  of  England,  came  to  the 
United  States  in  1913.  She  died  in  Oswego  in  1926  at  the  age  of  80  years. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hall  were  born  four  children:  1.  Mary,  married  Thomas 
Newton,  lives  at  Oswego.  2.  Richard,  lives  in  England.  3.  A.  C.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  John,  lives  in  England. 

At  the  age  of  16  years  A.  C.  Hall  came  to  the  United  States  and  settled 
at  Richfield  Springs,  N.  Y.  He  spent  five  years  on  a  farm  and  in  1895 
removed  to  Oswego,  where  he  became  interested  in  the  bakery  business. 
His  first  plant  was  located  on  Seventh  Street  and  in  1906  was  removed  to 
larger  quarters  on  East  Fourth  Street.  The  factory  was  enlarged  in  1916 
and  several  additions  have  since  been  made.  The  company  employs 
approximately  28  people,  operates  seven  motor  trucks,  and  carries  on  an 
extensive  wholesale  trade  within  a  radius  of  100  miles  of  Oswego.  Ten 
thousand  loaves  of  bread  are  baked  daily,  as  well  as  thousands  of  cakes 
and  cookies.  The  company  slogan  “It’s  Good  because  it’s  Pure,”  aptly 
describes  its  baked  goods. 

In  October,  1895,  Mr.  Hall  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Abbie 
May  Burnham,  of  Oswego,  the  daughter  of  Philo  and  Lydia  (Miner) 
Burnham.  Both  were  natives  of  Oswego  and  are  now  deceased.  To  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Hall  were  born  two  sons:  1.  Nelson  B.,  a  sketch  of  whom 
appears  elsewhere  in  this  history.  2.  Roland,  born  in  1900,  died  April  8, 
1928.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Oswego  High  School  and  Syracuse  Univer¬ 
sity,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  associated  with  his  father’s  business. 

Mr.  Hall  is  a  Republican,  and  an  active  member  of  the  Congregational 
Church,  of  which  he  has  served  as  treasurer  for  15  years.  He  is  affiliated 
with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  and  belongs  to  the  Fortnightly  Club,  and  Rotary 
Club.  He  is  president  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Oswego  Hospital, 
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director  of  the  Home  for  the  Homeless,  and  director  of  the  Oswego  Orphan 
Asylum. 

Mr.  Hall  is  vice  president  of  the  Oswego  City  Savings  Bank,  and  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Universal  Pressing  Machine  Company. 

The  family  residence  is  located  at  West  Fifth  and  Seneca  Streets,  and 
Mr.  Hall  also  owns  a  summer  home  at  Pleasant  Point,  N.  Y. 


Alfred  G.  Tucker. — A  leader  in  financial  circles  in  the  North  Country  is 
Alfred  G.  Tucker,  who  is  vice  president  and  cashier  of  the  First  and  Sec¬ 
ond  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company  of  Oswego.  He  was  born  at 
Windsor,  England,  Sept.  1,  1888,  the  son  of  Francis  H.  and  Sarah  (Pether) 
Tucker. 

Francis  Tucker,  a  native  of  England,  died  at  Fort  Francis,  Ont., 
Dec.  22,  1930.  He  remained  in  England  until  1913  and  for  40  years  was 
a  steward  in  the  royal  household  of  Windsor  Castle.  He  then  went  to 
Canada  and  in  1915  became  a  recruiting  sergeant  in  the  Canadian  army. 
He  was  stationed  in  France  for  several  months  and  returned  to  England 
in  1918.  His  wife  died  in  1901,  and  is  buried  in  Canada.  Both  were 
members  of  the  Church  of  England.  Their  children  were:  1.  Edwin 
Henry,  who  died  in  Oswego  in  1918.  2.  Agnes  Mary,  who  died  in  1926, 
was  the  wife  of  John  Walton,  of  Fort  Francis,  Ont.  3.  Alfred  G.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.

The  early  life  of  Alfred  G.  Tucker  was  spent  in  Windsor,  England,  and 
he  is  a  graduate  of  St.  Stephen’s  Intermediate  School.  He  was  employed 
for  two  years  in  the  Windsor  post  office,  and  in  January,  1909,  came  to 
Oswego  where  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Second  National  Bank  as  a 
messenger.

William  Romeyn,  born  May  30, 
1919.  Mrs.  Tucker  is  a  graduate  of  Teachers  Training  School,  Fulton,  and 
before  her  marriage  was  a  teacher  in  the  public  schools  of  Lansing  and 
Seneca  Hill,  N.  Y. 

Politically  Mr.  Tucker  is  a  Republican.  He  served  as  postmaster  of 
Minetto  from  1917  until  1924,  being  appointed  by  President  Woodrow 
Wilson  and  reappointed  by  Presidents  Harding  and  Coolidge,  resigning 
during  the  latter’s  administration.  He  holds  membership  in  the  Episcopal 
Church  and  belongs  to  the  American  Order  of  the  Sons  of  St.  George.  He 
is  a  charter  member  of  the  Kiwanis  Club,  of  which  he  served  as  president 
in  1930,  and  as  treasurer  for  seven  years.  He  belongs  to  the  Fortnightly 
Club,  Leather  Stocking  Club,  Knights  of  Pythias,  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  is  treasurer  of  the  Oswego  Automobile  Club. 

Mr.  Tucker  was  the  organizer  of  the  Seneca  Hill  Improvement  Associa¬ 
tion,  and  was  primarily  responsible  for  the  lighting  of  Minetto  Bridge, 
which  was  accomplished  through  his  personal  contact  with  former  Gov¬ 
ernor  Smith. 

The  Tucker  family  lives  at  Seneca  Hill,  N.  Y. 


Richard  J.  Keefe,  owner  of  the  Chaffee  Business  Institute,  was  born 
in  this  city,  July  29,  1891,  the  son  of  Edward  and  Mary  (Sullivan)  Keefe. 

Both  Edward  Keefe  and  his  wife  were  born  in  Oswego.  His  father 
was  Richard  Keefe,  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  this  city  who  came  here 
from  Ireland.  Jeremiah  Sullivan,  the  father  of  Mrs.  Keefe,  was  also  an 
early  settler  of  Oswego,  having  come  here  from  Baltimore,  Md.  To  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Keefe  were  born  the  following  children :  1.  Richard  J.,  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Catherine,  married  Ronald  McLean,  lives  at  Miami, 
Fla.  3.  Ward,  a  teacher  of  industrial  education,  lives  in  New  York  City. 
4.  Margaret,  a  teacher,  New  York  City.  5.  Mark,  who  is  employed  by  the 
New  York  Trust  Company,  New  York  City. 

The  early  education  of  Richard  J.  Keefe  was  obtained  in  the  public 
schools  of  Oswego.  Upon  completion  of  his  public  school  education  he 
then  went  to  LaCrosse,  Wis.,  where  he  attended  the  Tri-State  Business 
College.  Mr.  Keefe  then  became  a  commercial  teacher  in  Wisconsin  and 
until  the  World  War  was  identified  with  the  Tri-State  Business  College.  In 
July,  1917,  he  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  army  at  Fort  Ontario,  Oswego,  and 
served  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  war.  In  October,  1919,  Mr.  Keefe 
became  an  instructor  of  commercial  subjects  at  Fort  Ontario  and  spent 
two  years  in  this  work  for  the  government.  He  established  his  own  school 
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at  Fulton,  N.  Y.,  in  January,  1923,  and  the  following  year  purchased  the 
Chaffee  Business  Institute  at  Oswego,  the  latter  being  founded  in  1870 
by  Willis  G.  Chaffee.  Mr.  Keefe  consolidated  the  two  institutions  as  the 
Chaffee  Business  Institute. 

In  1924  Mr.  Keefe  was  married  to  Miss  Florence  M.  Follan,  of  Fulton, 
the  daughter  of  John  B.  and  Mary  Mehegan  Follan,  natives  of  Oneida  and 
Oswego  counties,  respectively.  The  former  resides  at  Fulton  and  the 
latter  died  in  1916.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Keefe  have  a  daughter,  Rosemary,  born 
Sept.  28,  1925. 


Eugene  M.  Benzing,  who  is  proprietor  of  the  Benzing  Novelty  Works, 
is  a  substantial  business  man  and  well  known  citizen  of  Oswego,  where 
he  was  born  Jan.  16,  1887.  He  is  the  son  of  J.  Adam  and  Mary  (Hover) 
Benzing. 

J.  Adam  Benzing  was  born  in  Germany  in  1839.  As  a  child  he  was 
brought  to  the  United  States  by  his  parents  who  made  the  voyage  in  a 
sailing  vessel.  They  settled  in  Oswego,  and  as  a  young  man  Mr.  Benzing 
became  interested  in  the  milling  business  as  founder  of  the  Pearl  Mills. 
Later  he  was  senior  member  of  the  firm  of  Hover-Jenkins,  millers.  In 
1895  he  established  the  Benzing  Novelty  Works,  which  he  formerly  called 
the  Eagle  Planing  Mill.  About  1890  the  business  was  removed  to  its 
present  location,  144  East  First  Street,  and  at  that  time  the  business  was 
reorganized  as  the  Benzing  Novelty  Works.  Mr.  Benzing  lived  retired 
for  two  years  before  his  death  in  1922.  His  wife,  a  native  of  Oswego,  died 
in  1927.  Mr.  Benzing  was  a  Democrat,  and  served  for  three  terms  as 
alderman  from  the  Seventh  Ward.  He  was  a  member  of  St.  Peter’s 
Catholic  Church  and  a  founder  of  St.  Francis  Home  and  St.  Peters’  Ceme¬ 
tery  Association.  He  was  affiliated  with  the  Elks  Lodge.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Benzing  were  born  five  sons:  1.  Joseph  H.,  retired  lumber  merchant, 
lives  in  New  York  City.  2.  Alfred,  lives  at  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  3.  Herbert, 
lives  at  Oswego.  4.  Ward,  lives  in  Florida.  5.  Eugene  M.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch. 

After  his  graduation  from  Oswego  High  School,  Eugene  M.  Benzing 
became  associated  with  his  father’s  business,  and  after  the  latter  s  retire¬ 
ment  in  1920,  he  took  complete  charge  of  the  enterprise.  The  company 
specializes  in  the  making  of  garden  furniture  and  fancy  mill  work. 

In  1910  Mr.  Benzing  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Eva  Ryan,  of 
Oswego,  the  daughter  of  Andrew  and  Delia  (Dailey)  Ityan.  Mr.  Ryan 
died  in  1931  and  his  widow  lives  in  Oswego.  Eva  (Ryan)  Benzing  died  in 
1927  and  is  buried  in  St.  Peter’s  Cemetery,  Oswego.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.

Mr.  Benzing  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  St.  Peter’s  Catholic  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  Eagles  Lodge. 

Mr.  Benzing  is  especially  interested  in  the  history  of  Oswego  County 
and  is  recognized  as  an  authority  on  this  subject. 


William  F.  Quigley. — For  a  great  many  years  the  name  of  Quigley  has 
been  identified  with  the  marine  and  general  insurance  business  in  Oswego, 
and  William  F.  Quigley  is  one  of  the  city’s  representative  young  business 
men.  He  was  born  here,  Aug.  23,  1898,  the  son  of  William  H.  and  Mary 
F.  (O’Connor)  Quigley. 

Bernard  O’Connor  and  John  Quigley,  grandfathers  of  William  F. 
Quigley,  were  natives  of  Ireland  and  prominent  pioneer  citizens  of  Oswego. 
The  former  was  interested  in  the  milling  business  here  and  the  latter  was 
a  captain  on  the  Great  Lakes.  He  died  many  years  ago  and  his  widow, 
who  died  in  March,  1931,  at  the  age  of  93  years,  had  lived  in  Oswego  for 
90  years. 

William  H.  Quigley,  who  died  in  Oswego  in  1922,  spent  his  entire  life 
in  this  city.  As  a  young  man  he  became  associated  with  the  firm  of  Molli- 
son  &  Dowdle,  insurance  agents,  and  after  30  years  he  became  a  member 
of  the  firm,  which  was  reorganized  as  Dowdle  &  Quigley.  Mr.  Quigley  was 
actively  identified  with  marine  and  general  insurance  throughout  his 
entire  business  career.  He  was  a  Democrat  in  politics  and  took  a  promi¬ 
nent  part  in  local  civic  affairs.  He  held  membership  in  St.  Paul’s  Catholic 
Church  and  belonged  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus.  His  widow  resides  in 
Oswego.  They  were  the  parents  of  three  children:  1.  William  F.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Helen,  married  Max  Ziel,  lives  at  Oswego.  3. 
Grace,  who  died  in  1921. 

William  F.  Quigley  attended  St.  Paul’s  parochial  school,  including  spe¬ 
cial  study  under  Rt.  Rev.  Dean  Barry,  of  Oswego,  and  was  graduated 
from  the  Oswego  High  School  and  in  1917-18  was  a  law  student  at 
Syracuse  University.  He  left  college,  however,  to  become  associated 
with  his  father’s  insurance  business  in  1920,  and  two  years  later 
upon  the  death  of  his  father,  Mr.  Quigley  assumed  full  control  of  the 
agency.  The  business,  founded  in  1845,  is  one  of  the  oldest  marine  and 
general  insurance  agencies  in  this  section  of  the  state. 

In  1927  Mr.  Quigley  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Arlene  King, 
of  Oswego,  the  daughter  of  Edward  and  Mary  (Upcraft)  King.  The

James  H.  Mackin.- — An  experienced  man  in  his  particular  line  of  busi¬ 
ness,  James  H.  Mackin,  of  Oswego,  is  widely  known  as  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  the  Electric  Construction  and  Supply  Company.  He  was 
born  in  this  city,  Aug.  16,  1886,  the  son  of  John  H.  and  Sarah  L.  (Hyland) 
Mackin. 

John  H.  Mackin  was  born  in  Oswego  and  died  in  1919.  In  early  life 
he  was  a  plumbing  and  heating  contractor  and  later  served  as  deputy  col¬ 
lector  of  customs  for  30  years,  having  been  appointed  to  that  office  during 
the  administration  of  President  Grover  Cleveland.  Mr.  Mackin  was  a 
Democrat  and  held  membership  in  St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church.  His  widow 
lives  in  Oswego.  Their  children  were:  1.  James  H.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  2.  Mrs.  R.  A.  Downey,  lives  at  Oswego.  3.  Mrs.  Edwin  C.  Chap¬ 
man,  lives  at  Washington,  D.  C.  4.  Marian  C.,  lives  at  East  Orange,  N.  J. 
5.  John  H.,  Jr.,  who  is  identified  with  the  St.  Regis  Paper  Company, 
Montreal,  Canada.  6.  Dorothy  C.,  who  died  in  1916,  at  the  age  of  11  years. 

James  H.  Mackin  received  his  education  in  the  grammar  and  high 
schools  of  Oswego,  attended  business  college,  and  began  his  business  career 
in  the  office  of  the  Peoples  Gas  &  Electric  Company.  In  1905  he  estab¬ 
lished  a  business  in  partnership  with  J.  C.  Snyder.  The  business  was 
incorporated  during  the  same  year  with  Mr.  Snyder  as  president,  and  Mr. 
Mackin  as  secretary  and  treasurer.  In  1916  the  business  was  removed  to 
its  present  location,  201  West  First  Street.  They  are  widely  known  elec¬ 
trical  contractors  and  have  made  many  of  the  more  important  installa¬ 
tions  in  this  part  of  the  state. 

Mr.  Mackin  has  always  been  a  Democrat.  He  is  a  member  of  St. 
Mary’s  Catholic  Church  and  belongs  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  City 
Club,  Oswego  Yacht  Club,  Knights  of  Columbus,  and  B.  P.  O.  Elks,  hav¬ 
ing  been  Exalted  Ruler  at  the  age  of  28  years,  and  District  Deputy  Grand 
Exalted  Ruler  during  1927-28. 

Mr.  Mackin  resides  at  80  West  Oneida  Street,  Oswego. 
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Joseph  Anthony  Wallace  is  an  active  and  progressive  business  man  in 
Oswego,  where  he  is  the  owner  of  the  Wallace  Poster  Advertising  Com¬ 
pany,  19  East  Cayuga  Street.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  Sept.  22,  1896, 
the  son  of  Joseph  Anthony  and  Elizabeth  Lucy  (Bentley)  Wallace. 

Joseph  Anthony  Wallace,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  Oswego,  and  lived 
in  this  city  throughout  his  life.  He  established  the  poster  advertising 
business  which  is  now  owned  by  his  son,  and  he  was  also  interested  in  the 
real  estate  business.  For  several  years  he  owned  a  large  warehouse  in 
Oswego  and  was  identified  with  the  management  of  the  Richardson 
theater.  Mr.  Wallace  died  Aug.  25,  1928,  and  is  buried  in  Riverside  Ceme¬ 
tery,  Oswego.  His  wife  was  born  at  Beaver  Dam,  Wis.,  and  died  Oct.  31, 
1919.  Mr.  Wallace  was  a  Republican,  held  membership  in  the  Episcopal 
Church,  and  was  affiliated  with  Frontier  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  422,  and 
Elks  Lodge,  No.  271.  His  wife  was  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Joseph  Byron  Wallace,  grandfather  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was 
a  soldier  in  the  Civil  War. 

Joseph  Anthony  Wallace  attended  the  Oswego  public  schools  and  is 
a  graduate  of  Chaffee’s  Business  Institute  and  Oswego  State  Normal 
School.  He  taught  school  four  years  in  the  public  schools  of  Pittsburgh, 
and  during  that  time  also  attended  the  University  of  Pittsburgh.  His 
entire  business  career  has  been  identified  with  the  Wallace  Poster  Adver¬ 
tising  Company.  A  branch  office  is  maintained  in  Watertown. 

Mr.  Wallace  belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club,  Fortnightly  Club,  Pleasant 
Point  Club,  Oswego  Country  Club,  Frontier  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  and  B. 
P.  0.  Elks. 


Reuben  Lavine,  M.  D. — In  medical  circles  in  Oswego  County  the  name 
of  Dr.  Reuben  Lavine,  of  Oswego,  is  recognized  as  a  prominent  and  highly 
successful  physician  and  surgeon.  He  was  born  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  9, 
1896,  the  son  of  Abraham  and  Esther  M.  (Alderman)  Lavine.  Abraham 
Lavine  resides  in  Syracuse,  N.  Y.  His  wife  died  May  3,  1926,  aged  73. 

After  receiving  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Syracuse, 
Reuben  Lavine  attended  Syracuse  University  from  which  he  received  the 
degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Science  and  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1917  and  1919, 
respectively.  He  served  as  an  interne  for  two  years  in  Lincoln  Hospital, 
New  York  City,  and  spent  one  year  at  Mt.  Sinai  Hospital,  at  New  York 
City,  having  specialized  in  the  study  of  X-Ray  diagnosis  and  treatment 
and  diseases  of  the  stomach  and  intestines.  He  established  his  present 
practice  in  Oswego  on  April  1,  1922.  Dr.  Lavine  is  a  roentologist  of 
the  Oswego  Hospital,  and  holds  membership  in  the  Oswego  County  Medi¬ 
cal  Society,  the  New  York  State  Medical  Society  and  the  American 
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Medical  Association.  He  is  a  Fellow  of  the  American  College  of  Physicians 
and  a  Fellow  of  the  American  College  of  Physical  Therapy.  He  is  also  a 
member  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  Mt.  Sinai  Hospital,  New  York  City. 

During  the  World  War  Dr.  Lavine  organized  an  emergency  hospital 
at  Winchell  Hall,  Syracuse  University,  during  the  influenza  epidemic,  while 
he  was  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Student  Army  Training  Corps.  He 
was  discharged  from  the  service  Dec.  7,  1918. 

In  1923  Dr.  Lavine  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Gertrude  Braude, 
of  Syracuse,  the  daughter  of  Rev.  Moses  J.  and  Esther  (Pearlman) 
Braude,  now  residents  of  Syracuse,  where  Rev.  Braude  is  identified  with 
Temple  Beth  Israel. 

Dr.  Lavine  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  and  is  a  charter  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Tau  Chapter,  Phi  Delta  Epsilon  medical  fraternity. 


Lester  J.  Knapp,  who  is  agent  for  the  Railway  Express  Agency  at 
Oswego,  has  been  in  this  company’s  employ  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a 
century.  He  was  born  at  Jersey  City,  N.  J.,  May  8,  1878,  the  son  of 
William  J.  and  Susan  A.  (Deane)  Knapp. 

William  J.  Knapp  was  born  at  Bethel,  Sullivan  County,  N.  Y.,  and  spent 
his  early  life  there.  He  was  a  carpenter  foreman  in  the  employ  of  the  Erie 
Railroad  at  Jersey  City  until  1882,  when  he  removed  to  Narrowsburg, 
N.  Y.  He  died  there  in  1915,  and  his  wife,  born  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  died 
in  1912.  Mr.  Knapp  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
and  belonged  to  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Knapp  were 
bom  three  children:  1.  Alvin  H.,  lives  at  Rutherford,  N.  Y.  2.  Jennie  C., 
who  died  in  1892,  at  the  age  of  17  years.  3.  Lester  J.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch. 

The  Knapp  family  is  of  English  descent  and  the  Deanes  came  to  this 
country  from  Scotland.  Usual  Knapp,  great,  great  uncle  of  Lester  J. 
Knapp,  served  as  a  member  of  General  George  Washington’s  guard  of 
honor. 

Lester  J.  Knapp  grew  up  at  Narrowsburg,  N.  Y.,  where  he  was  edu¬ 
cated.  He  learned  telegraphy  and  spent  eight  years  in  railroad  work.  In 
1906  he  went  with  the  Wells  Fargo  Express  Company  at  Jersey  City,  N.  J., 
and  remained  there  for  six  months  as  a  messenger.  He  was  then  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Easton,  Pa.,  as  agent  for  four  years,  and  served  in  the  same 
capacity  at  Montclair,  N.  J.,  for  three  years.  He  was  next  located  at 
Bloomfield,  N.  J.,  for  a  year,  and  spent  two  years  as  relief  agent  between 
Jersey  City  and  Buffalo.  Mr.  Knapp  was  then  transferred  to  Tuxedo 
Park,  N.  Y.,  and  remained  as  agent  there  for  four  years.  He  also  served 
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as  chief  clerk  to  the  claim  agent  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  and  later  went  to 
Oil  City,  Pa.,  with  the  American  Railway  Express  Company  as  chief  clerk 
to  the  claim  agent  at  that  place.  He  was  located  for  a  time  at  Elizabeth, 
N.  J.,  and  in  1921  came  to  Oswego  as  agent.  The  company  was  later 
known  as  the  Railway  Express  Agency,  and  Mr.  Knapp  has  continued  in 
his  present  position. 

In  1922  Mr.  Knapp  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Lillian  Honey- 
man,  of  Bath,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Austin  and  Lucy  Honeyman.  The 
former  died  in  1912  and  the  latter  in  1918.  Both  are  buried  at  Bath. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Knapp  have  no  children. 

Mr.  Knapp  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  is  an  active  member 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  Callicon  Lodge  F.  & 
A.  M.,  New  York  City;  Jersey  City  Consistory,  32nd  degree;  and  Mystic 
Shrine,  of  Newark,  N.  J. 


Charles  Gamble. — Among  the  leading  lumber  dealers  and  building  con¬ 
tractors  of  Jefferson  County  is  Charles  Gamble,  of  Sackets  Harbor,  who 
is  identified  with  C.  Gamble  &  Sons.  He  was  born  at  Brownville,  Jefferson 
County,  May  5,  1860,  the  son  of  James  and  Anna  (Gregg)  Gamble. 

James  Gamble  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  northern  Ireland.  Both 
came  to  this  country  before  their  marriage.  For  a  number  of  years  Mr. 
Gamble  was  associated  with  the  Lord  Company,  plow  manufacturers,  of 
Brownville.  Later,  he  lived  at  Sackets  Harbor  and  was  employed  here  as 
a  carpenter.  He  subsequently  became  a  successful  contractor.  During 
the  Civil  War  he  was  engaged  in  government  work  at  Washington,  D.  C. 
He  was  a  Republican  and  served  as  village  trustee.  He  and  his  wife  held 
membership  in  the  Methodist  Church.  They  are  buried  at  Sackets  Har¬ 
bor.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gamble  were  born  six  children:  Edward  and  James, 
live  at  Sackets  Harbor;  John,  deceased;  Charles,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch;  Josiah  and  William,  both  deceased. 

The  education  of  Charles  Gamble  was  received  in  the  public  schools 
of  Sackets  Harbor  and  as  a  young  man  he  followed  the  trade  of  carpenter 
in  Chicago,  Ill.,  where  he  remained  for  three  years.  He  spent  one  year 
with  the  Board  of  Education  at  Detroit,  Mich.,  after  which  he  returned 
to  Sackets  Harbor.  At  that  time  he  established  the  lumber  and  contract¬ 
ing  business  with  which  he  is  now  connected.  The  company  deals  in 
builders’  supplies  and  operates  one  of  the  largest  lumber  yards  in  this 
section  of  northern  New  York.  Since  1922  Percy  W.  Gamble  has  been 
identified  with  the  business,  and  in  1930  Charles  Franklin  Gamble  became 
a  member  of  the  firm.  Both  are  sons  of  Mr.  Gamble.  Numerous  govern- 
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ment  contracts  have  been  handled  by  C.  Gamble  &  Sons,  including  large 
building  programs  at  Madison  Barracks,  Pine  Camp  and  Stoney  Point.

Mr.  Gamble  is  a  Republican  and  has  held  the  offices  of  village  and 
school  trustee.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  has  the 
following  lodge  affiliations:  Sackets  Harbor  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  135;

Frederic  Conde,  deceased,  was  a  representative  citizen  of  Oswego  and 
founder  of  the  Frederic  Conde  Company,  Inc.  He  was  born  at  Central 
Square,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  14,  1855,  the  son  of  Henry  Swits  and  Dorcas  Alida 
(Peckham)  Conde. 

Henry  Swits  Conde  was  a  native  of  Saratoga  County,  N.  Y.  He 
engaged  in  the  general  mercantile  business  for  a  number  of  years  and  in 
1856  located  in  Oswego,  where  he  became  county  clerk  and  later  estab¬ 
lished  the  Conde  Knitting  Mills.  At  his  death  the  business  was  continued 
by  his  son,  Swits  Conde.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Conde  are  buried  in  Riverside 
Cemetery,  Oswego. 

Frederic  Conde  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  but  did  not  become 
associated  with  his  father’s  business  as  had  been  planned.  Due  to  ill 
health  he  was  obliged  to  spend  ten  years  in  the  West,  and  upon  his  return 
to  Oswego  in  1891  he  established  a  small  manufacturing  plant,  which  later 
developed  into  the  Frederic  Conde  Knitting  Mill.  He  was  actively  identi- 
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fied  with  this  enterprise  at  the  time  of  his  death,  Sept.  14,  1924.  He  is 
buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  Oswego. 

The  business  of  Frederic  Conde  was  continued  by  his  widow,  Mary 
(Kingsley)  Conde,  until  Oct.  1,  1930,  when  it  was  incorporated  with  Mrs. 
Conde  as  president  and  Michael  G.  Conn  as  vice  president  and  treasurer. 
Edward  P.  Kenife  is  secretary.  The  firm  has  continued  the  policy  of  Mr. 
Conde  in  the  manufacture  of  superior  merchandise.  They  are  widely 
known  manufacturers  of  men’s  cotton  underwear,  and  have  added  numer¬ 
ous  other  types  of  wearing  apparel  including  men’s  polo  shirts,  and 
women’s  cotton  mesh  sport  dresses. 

On  Jan.  7,  1908,  Mr.  Conde  married  Miss  Mary  G.  Kingsley,  of  Syra¬ 
cuse,  the  daughter  of  Elisha  Pierce  and  Emily  (Hollister)  Kingsley.  The 
former  died  in  1899  and  the  latter  in  1924.  They  are  buried  in  Syracuse. 
A  son,  Frederic  Kingsley,  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Conde,  died  in  New  York 
City  in  1923.  Mrs.  Conde  is  a  member  of  the  York  Club  and  Women’s 
National  Republican  Club  of  New  York  City  and  Oswego  Country  Club. 

Mr.  Conde  held  membership  in  the  Fortnightly  Club,  City  Club,  Oswego 
Country  Club,  Oswego  Yacht  Club  and  the  Thousand  Islands  Yacht  Club. 
He  was  particularly  fond  of  water  sports  and  was  the  owner  of  two  fine 
steam  yachts,  the  Catherine  C.,  120  foot  boat,  and  the  Corinthian,  90  foot 
boat.  He  was  the  owner  of  a  fine  summer  home  on  an  island  near 
Alexandria  Bay  in  the  Thousand  Islands  group. 


J.  Edward  Campbell. — Active  and  progressive  in  business,  J.  Edward 
Campbell  is  prominent  in  Oswego  as  vice  president  of  the  Maltby-Camp- 
bell  Company,  jewelers.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  Dec.  17,  1892,  the  son 
of  James  Edward  and  Bertha  (Trapp)  Campbell. 

James  Edward  Campbell,  a  native  of  New  York,  died  in  Oswego  July  4, 
1918.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  as  a  young  man  enlisted 
in  the  U.  S.  Army,  being  identified  with  the  service  until  he  was  30  years 
of  age.  He  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  in  the  employ  of  the  City  Rail¬ 
way  Company  in  Oswego.  Mr.  Campbell  was  a  Republican  and  held  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  English  Lutheran  Church.  His  widow,  who  resides  in 
Oswego,  is  a  native  of  Germany.  Their  children  are:  1.  J.  Edward,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Gordon,  lives  at  Oakland,  Calif.  3.  William,  lives 
at  Oswego.  4.  Manley,  lives  at  Oswego.  5.  Carl,  lives  at  Oswego. 

After  completing  his  schooling  in  Oswego,  J.  Edward  Campbell  entered 
the  employ  of  Jules  Wendell  &  Sons,  jewelers,  with  whom  he  was  identified 
for  eleven  years.  The  Maltby-Campbell  Company  was  organized  in  1916 
with  U.  Z.  Maltby  as  president,  Mr.  Campbell  as  vice  president,  and  Mrs. 
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Maltby,  as  secretary-treasurer.  Upon  the  death  of  Mr.  Maltby  in  July, 
1928,  Mrs.  E.  K.  Maltby  succeeded  him  as  president.  They  are  recognized 
as  the  city’s  leading  jewelers  and  have  an  attractive  store  at  20  West 
Bridge  Street. 

In  April,  1918,  Mr.  Campbell  volunteered  for  service  in  the  World  War, 
and  after  two  months  spent  at  Camp  Dix,  N.  J.,  he  sailed  for  France  with 
Company  K,  311th  Infantry,  78th  Division.  After  his  discharge  he  re¬ 
ceived  the  following  citation  from  the  War  Department  in  Washington: 
“March  8,  1919.  James  E.  Campbell,  private,  first  class,  Company  K, 
311th  Infantry.  For  extraordinary  heroism  in  action  near  Grand  Pre, 
France,  Nov.  1,  1918.  After  all  the  regular  company  runners  had  become 
casualties,  private  Campbell  volunteered  as  a  runner,  carrying  a  call  for 
reinforcements  through  the  enemy  barage  and  guiding  the  reinforcing 
troops  back  to  his  company.  He  then  aided  in  first  aid  work  until  his 
company  was  relieved.  Under  the  provision  of  the  act  of  congress  ap¬ 
proved  July  9,  1918,  the  distinguished  service  cross  was  awarded  by  the 
commanding  general,  American  Expeditionary  Forces,  for  extraordinary 
heroism  in  action.  Private  Campbell  was  among  those  enlisted  men  to 
receive  this  award.” 

In  October,  1917,  Mr.  Campbell  married  Miss  Marie  Moran  of  Oswego, 
the  daughter  of  Patrick  and  Sarah  K.  (White)  Moran.  The  former  is 
deceased  and  the  latter  lives  in  Oswego.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Campbell  have  two 
daughters:  1.  Elizabeth  Maltby,  born  Nov.  10,  1918.  2.  Patricia  May, 

born  April  26,  1926. 

Mr.  Campbell  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  Frontier  Lodge,  F.  and

American  Legion;  and  Oswego  Yacht  Club.  He  holds  membership  in  the

John  Wilson  has  long  been  identified  with  public  aifairs  in  Oswego  and 
is  now  a  member  of  the  Oswego  County  Board  of  Elections.  He  was  born 
at  Redfield,  Oswego  County,  Dec.  6,  1858,  the  son  of  John  and  Helen  M. 

(Sloan)  Wilson. 

John  Wilson  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Ireland.  He  was  a  sailor 
and  when  16  years  of  age  came  to  the  United  States  and  settled  at  Water- 
town,  N.  Y.  He  sailed  on  the  Great  Lakes  for  many  years  and  became  an 
engineer.  Later,  in  1855,  he  located  at  Redfield,  where  he  farmed.  He 
died  there  in  1903  and  his  wife  died  in  1911.  Both  are  buried  at  Redfield. 
Their  children  were:  1.  William  S.,  who  died  in  1920.  2.  John,  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch.  3.  James  S.,  lives  at  Redfield. 
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John  Wilson  was  reared  and  educated  at  Redfield.  He  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  lumber  business  and  in  1883  became  superintendent  of  the 
Tonkin  Lumber  Company,  of  Redfield.  He  served  in  that  capacity  for 
nine  years,  was  superintendent  of  the  H.  A.  Burritt  Lumber  Company  for 
six  years,  and  superintendent  of  the  Johnson  Harvester  Company  for  16 
years.  Mr.  Wilson  has  been  retired  from  business  since  1914.  In  1892 
he  was  elected  county  supervisor,  and  held  that  office  for  two  terms,  being 
again  re-elected  the  third  time.

Henry  L.  Page. — In  the  important  position  of  county  agent  in  Oswego 
County,  Mr.  Page  is  prominent  in  agricultural  affairs  in  this  section  of 
the  state.  He  was  born  at  Phelps,  Ontario  County,  Nov.  7,  1905,  the  son 
of  John  Allen  and  Lena  (Vrooman)  Page. 

John  Allen  Page  is  a  native  of  Ontario  County,  born  at  Seneca  Castle. 
His  early  life  was  spent  there  and  he  later  removed  to  Phelps,  where  he 
successfully  engaged  in  farming  until  1930.  In  that  year  he  was  appointed 
postmaster  of  Phelps.  He  is  a  Republican  and  has  been  County  Commit¬ 
teeman  for  eight  years.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are  members  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Church,  and  he  is  a  32nd  degree  Mason,  and  a  member  of  the  Grange.

William  A.  Leask. — Outstanding  among  Oswego’s  progressive  business 
men  is  William  A.  Leask,  who  is  general  manager  and  treasurer  of  the 
Leask  Manufacturing  Company.  He  was  born  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  July  7, 
1888,  the  son  of  John  and  Helen  (Walker)  Leask. 

John  Leask,  who  died  in  1921,  was  a  native  of  St.  Andrews,  Scotland, 
and  his  wife  was  also  born  in  that  country.  He  was  interested  in  the  dry 
goods  business  in  Scotland  during  his  early  youth  and  at  the  age  of  21 
years  started  for  America  on  the  vessel,  “Strathmore,”  which  was  ship¬ 
wrecked  during  the  voyage.  The  entire  crew  and  passenger  list  were 
marooned  on  an  island  for  six  months  and  suffered  many  privations  before 
being  rescued.  Mr.  Leask  finally  located  at  Oswego  in  1908  and  became 
identified  with  the  interests  of  the  Nottingham  Knitting  Company.  Three 
years  later  he  and  his  son,  William  A.,  organized  the  Sterling  Manufac¬ 
turing  Company,  with  which  Mr.  Leask  was  identified  until  the  time  of  his 
death  in  1921.  He  was  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  Grace  Presbyterian 
Church.  His  wife  died  in  1929.  Both  are  buried  at  Oswego.  Their  only 
child  was  William  A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.

Upon  the  death  of  his  father  in  1921  Mr.  Leask  organized  and  in¬ 
corporated  the  Leask  Manufacturing  Company,  of  which  he  is  general 
manager  and  treasurer.  The  company  occupies  a  modern  factory  building 
with  20,000  square  feet  of  floor  space.  They  are  widely  known  manufac¬ 
turers  of  women’s  house  dresses  and  bath  robes,  their  entire  output  being 
sold  to  practically  one  concern.  Approximately  150  people  are  employed, 
at  least  half  of  whom  are  women  in  their  own  homes  who  sew  for  the 

company. 

In  1914  Mr.  Leask  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Louise  Bush,  of 
Oswego,  the  daughter  of  George  W.  and  Cora  (Petrie)  Bush,  of  this  city. 
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Mr.  and  Mrs.  Leask  have  two  children:  William  M.,  born  April  6,  1917; 
and  Helen  Louise,  born  Feb.  15,  1920. 

Mr.  Leask  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  during  1926-29  served  as 
city  chamberlain.  He  is  a  trustee  of  Grace  Presbyterian  Church  and  he 
is  also  a  director  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  a  member  of  the  advisory  board 
of  the  Salvation  Army.  Mr.  Leask  is  affiliated  with  Aeonian  Lodge  F.  & 
A.  M.,  and  belongs  to  the  Fortnightly  Club,  Leather  Stocking  Club,  and 
Oswego  Country  Club.

William  T.  Van  Wie,  who  lives  retired  at  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  is  a 
representative  citizen  of  the  community  in  which  he  lives.  He  was  born 
near  Albany,  N.  Y.,  and  for  many  years  conducted  a  business  at  Amster¬ 
dam,  being  well  known  as  a  building  contractor.  He  also  was  established 
in  business  for  several  years  at  Plattsburg,  N.  Y.,  and  retired  in  1897. 
He  has  since  been  a  resident  of  Atlantic  City.  He  is  a  Republican  and 
holds  membership  in  the  Baptist  Church.  His  wife  was  born  in  Jersey 
City,  N.  J.,  and  died  in  1914.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Van  Wie  were  born  four 
children:  1.

John  C.  Snyder. — One  of  Oswego’s  able  and  highly  successful  business 
men  is  John  C.  Snyder,  who  is  president  of  the  Snyder  &  Mackin  Elec¬ 
trical  Construction  Company,  of  201  West  1st  Street.  He  was  born  in 
this  city,  March  11,  1881,  the  son  of  Jacob  and  Anna  (Andelfinger)  Snyder. 

Jacob  Snyder  was  born  in  Baden-Baden,  Germany,  as  was  also  his 
wife.  He  was  a  harness  maker  by  trade  in  his  native  land  and  after 
his  arrival  in  New  York  City  he  spent  three  years  as  the  proprietor  of  a 
shop  there.  He  then  came  to  Oswego,  where  he  became  successful  in  the 
same  line  of  business.  His  shop  is  now  owned  and  operated  by  his  eldest 
son,  Fred  Snyder.  The  father  died  in  1916  and  is  buried  in  St.  Peter’s 
Catholic  Cemetery,  Oswego.  His  widow  still  lives  in  this  city  and  is  86 
years  of  age.  Mr.  Snyder  was  a  Civil  War  veteran  and  held  membership 
in  the  Catholic  Church.

Hon.  Claude  B.  Alverson. — In  the  death  of  Claude  B.  Alverson  on 
Dec.  23,  1922,  one  of  the  most  eminent  jurists  and  able  lawyers  passed 
from  the  courts  of  Jefferson  County.  He  had  been  elected  as  judge  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  New  York  in  1920,  5th  Judicial  District,  and  was 
one  of  the  youngest  members  of  the  bar  to  serve  in  that  capacity.  Judge 
Alverson  was  born  at  Hounsfield,  Jefferson  County,  July  19,  1878,  the  son 
of  Samuel  and  Fanny  (Phelps)  Alverson.  Both  were  born  at  Hounsfield 
and  are  buried  at  Dexter. 

Claude  B.  Alverson  attended  the  district  schools  of  Jefferson  County 
and  studied  law  in  the  offices  of  Walts  and  Pitcher,  of  Watertown,  in  which 
the  late  Senator  Fred  B.  Pitcher  was  junior  member.  In  1905  Mr.  Alver¬ 
son  was  graduated  from  the  Albany  Law  School  and  during  that  year  was 
admitted  to  the  New  York  bar.  He  then  formed  a  partnership  with 
Edward  W.  Carroll,  under  the  firm  name  of  Alverson  &  Carroll,  with  offices 
in  the  Otis  Building.  His  first  political  office  came  to  him  at  this  period 
when  he  was  appointed  deputy  county  clerk,  and  he  was  also  elected  super¬ 
visor  from  the  town  of  Hounsfield,  where  his  residence  was  maintained 
until  his  removal  to  Dexter.  He  served  for  two  years  as  deputy  county 
clerk,  resigning  to  devote  his  entire  time  to  private  practice.  The  partner¬ 
ship  with  Mr.  Carroll  was  dissolved  and  he  later  became  associated  with 
the  late  George  S.  McCartin  under  the  firm  name  of  McCartin  and  Alver¬ 
son.  In  1910  Mr.  Alverson  was  elected  district  attorney  of  Jefferson 
County  and  re-elected  to  that  office  three  years  later.  As  district  attorney 
he  handled  many  important  criminal  cases  and  his  rise  as  a  lawyer  at  this 
particular  period  was  phenomenal.  In  1918  he  was  nominated  for  county 
judge  and  at  that  time  defeated  Judge  George  W.  Reeves.  Two  years 
later  he  was  elected  as  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  York,  5th  Judi¬ 
cial  District,  and  during  his  two  years  in  office  he  served  in  many  counties 
in  the  State. 

On  Sept.  28,  1907,  Judge  Alverson  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Grace  Hilliker,  the  daughter  of  William  E.  and  Sarah  (Countryman)  Hilli- 
ker,  the  former  a  native  of  Dexter  and  the  latter  of  Stone  Mills,  N.  Y.  He 
died  in  1921  and  his  widow  lives  at  Dexter.  Mr.  Hilliker  lan  away  to 
enlist  for  service  during  the  Civil  War  and  served  with  a  company  of 
Connecticut  infantry.  He  was  a  farmer  and  the  owner  of  the  well  known 
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Hilliker  Farm  in  Jefferson  County.  To  Claude  B.  and  Grace  (Hilliker) 
Alverson  was  born  a  son  and  daughter,  Kent  Hilliker,  who  is  a  member  of 
the  1931  class  of  Dexter  High  School,  and  Marion  C.,  deceased. 

Judge  Alverson  was  a  Republican,  and  had  the  following  lodge  affilia¬ 
tions:  Brownville  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.;  Watertown  Chapter  R.  A.  M.  No.  59; 
Watertown  Commandery  K.  T.  No.  11;  Central  City  Consistory,  32nd  de¬ 
gree;  Media  Temple;  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows;  B.  P.  0.  Elks  No. 
496,  Past  Exalted  Ruler.  He  was  identified  with  the  Jefferson  County 
Bar  Association,  of  which  he  served  as  president,  and  he  also  belonged  to 
the  New  York  State  Bar  Association  and  the  American  Bar  Association. 
He  held  membership  in  the  Agricultural  Society  and  took  much  pride  in 
his  beautiful  dairy  farm,  which  was  located  on  the  outskirts  of  the  city  of 
Dexter.  He  was  recognized  as  an  authority  on  fine  cattle  and  his  farm 
was  well  stocked. 


Peter  Savas. — As  proprietor  of  the  Savas  Coffee  Shoppe,  at  29  West 
Bridge  Street,  Mr.  Savas  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  dependable  business 
men  of  Oswego,  where  he  has  engaged  in  business  for  more  than  a  quar¬ 
ter  of  a  century.  He  was  born  in  Greece,  April  3,  1882,  the  son  of 
Nicholas  and  Maria  (Karaginopoulon)  Savas. 

At  the  age  of  15  years  Peter  Savas  emigrated  to  the  United  States 
and  settled  at  Schenectady,  N.  Y.  He  and  his  brother,  Chris,  conducted 
a  retail  fruit  and  produce  business  there  until  1899,  at  which  time  they 
removed  to  Bennington,  Vt.  They  managed  a  confectionery  business  there 
for  four  years,  and  at  that  time  Peter  Savas  sold  his  interest  in  the  store 
to  his  brother,  and  went  to  Waterloo,  N.  Y.,  where  he  remained  for  one 
year.  He  came  to  Oswego  in  1904  and  became  associated  with  James 
Svolos  as  proprietors  of  a  confectionery  business  at  49  East  Bridge  Street. 
The  business  was  known  as  the  New  York  Candy  Kitchen,  and  after  two 
years  Mr.  Savas  became  sole  owner.  He  soon  opened  a  branch  store  at 
29  West  Bridge  Street,  known  as  Kandyland.  Subsequently  he  sold  one 
of  the  stores  to  his  brothers,  John  and  Thomas  Savas,  and  later  opened 
another  store  at  210  West  1st  Street.  Until  1930  Mr.  Savas  devoted  his 
entire  efforts  to  the  confectionery  business  but  in  that  year  he  became 
interested  in  the  restaurant  business.  His  coffee  shop  ranks  among  the 
up-to-date  restaurants  of  the  city  and  Mr.  Savas  endeavors  to  serve  only 
the  finest  of  foods.  Ice  creams  and  candies,  sold  by  him,  are  manufac¬ 
tured  in  the  Savas  plant. 

In  1915  Mr.  Savas  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Despina  Sideris, 
of  Bennington,  Vt.,  the  daughter  of  Constantine  and  Constantina  Sideris, 
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both  natives  of  Greece.  They  live  in  Tripoli.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Savas  are  the 
parents  of  four  children:  1.  Marie  P.,  born  July  27,  1916.  2.  Nicholas  P., 
born  July  14,  1917.  3.  Constantinos  P.,  born  Oct.  13,  1918.  4.  Bessie  P.,

Mr.  Savas  is  a  Republican  in  politics.  He  holds  membership  in  Christ 
Episcopal  Church,  of  which  he  is  a  vestryman,  and  his  lodge  affiliations 
are :  Frontier  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M. ;  B.  P.  0.  Elks ;  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows;  and  Kiwanis  Club.  He  is  also  a  director  of  the  Oswego  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce  and  trustee  of  the  Oswego  City  Savings  Bank. 

The  Savas  family  lives  at  164  West  4th  Street,  Oswego. 


William  J.  Dempsey. — As  commissioner  of  Public  Safety  in  Oswego, 
Mr.  Dempsey  is  prominent  in  that  community,  where  he  has  spent  his 
entire  life.  He  was  born  here,  Feb.  3,  1864,  the  son  of  Joseph  and  Mary 
(Manning)  Dempsey. 

Joseph  Dempsey,  deceased,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He  was 
born  in  Oswego  and  attended  the  public  schools.  Most  of  his  life  was 
spent  as  a  market  gardener  and  he  was  active  in  local  politics,  being 
deputy  sheriff  and  United  States  customs  inspector.  He  and  his  wife 
were  members  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  He  died  in  1902  and  she  died 
Sept.  22,  1865.  Both  are  buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  Oswego.  During 
the  Civil  War  Mr.  Dempsey  served  as  a  member  of  Company  K,  147th 
New  York  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  was  discharged  with  the  rank  of  cap¬ 
tain.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dempsey  were  born  five  children:  1.  Kitty  L. 
Johnson,  who  died  in  1894.  2.  Delia  M.  Wagg,  who  died  in  1903.  3.  Ella 
A.,  who  died  in  1929,  was  a  teacher  in  the  Oswego  public  schools  for  52 
years.  4.  Clara  W.,  lives  at  Oswego.  5.  William  J.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch. 

The  boyhood  of  William  J.  Dempsey  was  spent  in  Oswego,  where  he 
was  educated.  He  served  as  deputy  sheriff  of  Oswego  County  for  eight 
years  and  in  1893  entered  the  employ  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  as 
a  special  agent.  Later,  he  was  promoted  to  the  position  of  captain  of 
police  for  the  railroad  company,  and  still  serves  in  that  capacity,  having 
completed  a  service  record  of  38  years.  He  has  been  commissioner  of 
public  safety  since  April  22,  1922.

Emma  F.  Geddes,  of  Brockville,  Ontario,  Canada.  She  is  the  daughter  of 
George  and  Mary  (Beach)  Geddes,  both  deceased.

George  J.,  born  Feb.  2,  1896,  a  graduate  of  Oswego  High 
School  and  Clarkson  School  of  Technology,  where  he  specialized  in  the 
study  of  engineering.  He  is  now  engaged  in  government  work  and  resides 
at  Oswego.  He  married  Miss  Leatha  Kenyon,  of  Carthage,  N.  Y.  3. 
James  E.,  born  in  Oswego  in  1906,  died  June  26,  1925.  He  was  a  graduate 
of  Oswego  High  School. 

Mr.  Dempsey  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and 
is  affiliated  with  Aeonian  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M. ;  Lake  Ontario  Chapter;  Lake 
Ontario  Commandery;  Media  Temple  of  Watertown;  and  B.  P.  O.  Elks. 
His  wife  is  an  active  member  of  the  Baptist  Church,  and  is  prominent  in 
the  work  of  the  Eastern  Star,  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  and  is  president  of  the  Women’s 
Auxiliary  of  the  Pioneer  Association  of  the  New  York  Central. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dempsey  live  at  105  East  8th  Street,  Oswego.

St.  Francis  Home,  of  Oswego,  was  organized  in  1885  and  incorporated 
two  years  later.  To  give  an  interesting  and  complete  description  of  the 
work  of  this  institution  it  is  necessary  to  go  back  as  early  as  the  year 
1885,  when  the  work  of  caring  for  the  orphan  children  of  Oswego  was 
begun.  Up  to  this  time  the  Franciscan  Sisters  felt  the  need  of  an  insti¬ 
tution  for  the  care  and  protection  of  the  poor  and  unfortunate  children  of 
the  city.  It  seemed  providential  that  the  Ludlow  estate  was  then  for  sale, 
as  it  appeared  just  the  place  for  this  particular  purpose.  Accordingly,  the 
property  was  purchased  by  the  Sisters,  and  the  house  was  blessed.  The 
20  little  children  were  then  removed  there  and  thus  found  a  comfortable 
and  happy  home  for  many  years.  Although  the  home  was  small  it  served 
as  a  beginning,  and  in  1887  it  was  incorporated  at  St.  Francis  Home. 

Plans  were  later  made  for  the  erection  of  a  separate  building  for  the 
boys.  The  number  of  orphans  was  increasing  and  one  building  was  too 
small  to  accommodate  both  boys  and  girls.  Work  was  begun  and  in  1912 
the  boys’  building  was  completed.  Many  improvements  have  been  made 
in  the  original  building  and  together  they  are  considered  as  one  of  the 
finest  institutions  in  this  section  of  the  State. 

The  people  of  Oswego  have  always  shown  a  keen  interest  in  the  Home 
and  its  affairs  and  have  contributed  to  its  support  annually. 

Both  buildings  are  under  the  direction  of  one  board  of  directors  and 
trustees  and  the  same  sister  superintendent.  However,  there  is  a  whole 
hearted  co-operation  on  the  part  of  all  connected  with  both  institutions 
and  together  they  are  endeavoring  to  continue  that  idea  of  noble  service 
rendered  to  God’s  helpless  little  ones,  services  which  are  rendered  unspar¬ 
ingly  with  one  ideal  in  view — to  assist  the  needy. 
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Coridon  F.  Barlow,  who  is  a  clerk  in  the  office  of  the  U.  S.  Inspectors 
of  Steamboats,  Oswego,  is  a  member  of  a  well  known  family  of  Oswego 
County.  He  was  born  at  Scriba,  Oswego  County,  May  31,  1906,  the  son 
of  J.  F.  and  Pearl  E.  (Peer)  Barlow. 

Both  J.  F.  Barlow  and  his  wife  are  natives  of  this  county,  and  live  at 
Scriba.  For  many  years  he  has  been  interested  in  general  farming.  He 
is  a  Republican  and  served  as  justice  of  the  peace  at  Scriba  from  1923 
until  1927.  Mr.  Barlow  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows, 
Ontario  Lodge,  No.  610.  His  wife  is  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church. 
Their  children  are:  1.  Velma  M.,  lives  at  Oswego.  2.  Coridon  F.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch. 

After  attending  the  Oswego  High  School,  Coridon  F.  Barlow  completed 
a  course  of  study  at  the  Chaffee  Business  Institute  in  1926,  and  for  sev¬ 
eral  months  was  an  assistant  to  Mr.  Keefe,  owner  of  the  school.

Fred  G.  Ingison  lives  at  Fayetteville,  N.  Y.  He  was  born  at  Syracuse 
and  has  spent  practically  his  entire  life  at  Fayetteville.  He  is  an  iron 
moulder  by  trade.  Mr.  Ingison  is  a  Republican  and  holds  membership  in 
the  Methodist  Church.  His  wife  is  a  native  of  Fayetteville.  Their  chil¬ 
dren  are:  1.  Clayton  S.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Fredella,  died  in 
1925  at  the  age  of  21  years.  She  was  a  junior  at  Syracuse  University  at 
the  time  of  her  death. 

The  boyhood  of  Clayton  S.  Ingison  was  spent  at  Fayetteville,  and  he 
attended  the  public  schools  there.

Boggs.  The  former  died  in  1924  and  the  latter  in  1921.  Both  are  buried 
in  Syracuse.

Mr.  Ingison  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  Grace  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club,  Leather  Stocking  Club,  and  Phi  Kappa  Psi 
fraternity  at  Syracuse  University. 

Mr.  Ingison  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Navy  during  the  World  War  and  was 
in  the  service  from  August  until  December,  1918. 


Thomas  B.  Judge,  who  is  popular  as  the  successful  manager  of  Hotel 
Pontiac,  Oswego,  is  a  native  of  New  York.  He  was  born  at  Saratoga 
Springs,  Nov.  29,  1898,  the  son  of  Michael  and  Ellen  M.  (Roach)  Judge. 

Michael  Judge  was  born  in  Ireland,  and  his  wife  was  born  at  Whitehall, 
Washington  County,  N.  Y.  At  the  age  of  14  years  Mr.  Judge  came  to  the 
United  States  and  settled  at  Saratoga  Springs,  N.  Y.,  where  he  successfully 
conducted  a  restaurant  business  for  more  than  half  a  century.  It  was 
known  as  Judge  &  Christie’s  Oyster  House  and  had  a  wide  and  popular 
patronage.  Mr.  Judge  retired  in  1920  and  died  at  Saratoga  Springs, 
April  11,  1931.  He  is  buried  there.  He  was  always  a  Democrat.  To  Mr.

Abram  B.  Clark — One  of  the  progressive  and  highly  successful  busi¬ 
ness  men  of  Minetto  was  Abram  B.  Clark,  who  was  identified  with  the 
firm  of  Clark  Brothers,  dealers  in  lumber,  builders’  supplies,  coal,  hard¬ 
ware,  etc.  He  was  born  at  Oswego,  Aug.  3,  1874,  the  son  of  Hiram  and 
Martha  (Lee)  Clark. 

Hiram  Clark,  who  died  in  1892,  was  a  native  of  Oswego.  His  wife, 
born  in  Oswego  County,  died  in  1908.  Throughout  his  life  he  was  in¬ 
terested  in  farming  and  was  especially  interested  in  fruit  farming.  He 
was  a  Republican  and  held  membership  in  the  West  Baptist  Church  of 
Oswego.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clark  were  born  seven  children,  as  follows:

Abram  B.  Clark  was  reared  and  educated  in  Oswego.  For  14  years 
he  was  employed  by  the  Rathbun  Lumber  Company,  of  Oswego,  and 
then  spent  five  years  with  the  Post  &  Henderson  Lumber  Company.  In 
September,  1909,  he  became  interested  in  business  in  partnership  with 
his  brother,  Alvin  A.  Clark,  and  at  that  time  the  business  of  Clark 
Brothers  was  organized.  Their  plant  occupies  an  acre  of  land  on  Ben¬ 
son  Street  at  the  D.  L.  &  W.  Railroad,  and  they  have  a  well  established 
business.  They  are  members  of  the  New  York  State  Coal  Dealers  Associa¬ 
tion  and  the  New  York  State  Builders  Supply  Association. 

On  Oct.  25,  1898,  Mr.  Clark  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Gertrude 
Dutcher,  of  Oswego,  the  daughter  of  Lewis  and  Carrie  (Horton)  Dutcher. 
Mr.  Dutcher  died  in  1896  and  his  widow  lives  at  Oswego.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Clark  were  bom  four  children:  1.

Mrs.  Clark  still  lives  on 
the  home  place.  He  was  interested  in  the  raising  of  flowers  and  shrubbery 
on  this  fine  estate. 


William  J.  Young  is  a  progressive  and  widely  known  business  man  of 
Oswego  County,  being  proprietor  of  Young’s  Garage  at  Minetto.  He  was 
born  in  New  York  City,  Oct.  26,  1865,  the  son  of  John  and  Mary  (Watson) 
Young. 

John  Young  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  England.  He  was  a  sailor 
during  his  early  youth  and  made  several  trips  around  the  world  and 
approximately  100  voyages  across  the  Atlantic  ocean.  Later  he  sailed 
the  Great  Lakes,  and  lived  at  Oswego  after  his  retirement.  He  was  a 
Republican  in  politics  and  held  numerous  public  offices.  He  and  his  wife 
were  members  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  They  are  deceased  and  are  buried 
in  Riverside  Cemetery,  Oswego.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Young  were  born  seven 
children:  1.  John  W.,  deceased.  2.  Esther  Watson,  deceased.  3.  Sarah 
Jane  Weishoun,  lives  at  Belmar,  N.  J.  4.  Joseph,  who  died  in  1882.  5. 

William  J.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  6.  George,  deceased.  7.  John, 

deceased. 

William  J.  Young  attended  the  public  schools  of  Oswego  and  was  a 
boy  of  six  years  when  his  family  located  here.  In  1881  he  learned  the 
trade  of  machinist  and  was  employed  in  the  shops  of  the  Ontario  & 
Western  Railway  for  two  years.  He  then  went  with  the  Ames  Iron 
Company,  spent  eight  years  in  the  shops  of  the  R.  W.  &  0.  R.  R.,  and 
became  master  mechanic  of  the  car  spring  works  for  two  years.  His 
next  position  was  with  the  Kingsford  Machine  Works,  and  from  there  he 
went  to  Auburn,  N.  Y.,  with  the  Mclntosh-Seymour  Company  for  one 
year.  Upon  his  return  to  Oswego  Mr.  Young  was  identified  with  the 
Minetto  Shade  Cloth  Company  and  later  the  Columbia  Window  Shade 
Company.  He  served  as  master  mechanic  for  the  latter  concern  until 
1914,  at  which  time  he  became  interested  in  the  automobile  business  at 
Minetto.  He  built  a  fine  garage  at  this  place  and  has  since  successfully 
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carried  on  that  enterprise.  He  also  handles  electric  refrigerators  and 
radios. 

In  1887  Mr.  Young  married  Miss  Della  E.  Wiley,  of  Oswego,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Watson  and  Mary  (Scoulon)  Wiley.  Both  are  deceased  and  are 
buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  Oswego.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Young  were  born 
five  sons:  1.  William  W.,  born  in  1888,  served  in  the  U.  S.  Navy  for  three 
years,  lives  at  Bristol,  Pa.  He  is  married  and  has  two  children.  2.  Charles 
H.,  born  in  1890,  lives  at  New  Rochelle,  N.  Y.  He  married  Miss  Georgia 
Ricker,  and  they  have  four  children:  Charles,  Marion,  Ruth,  and  Ken¬ 
neth.  3.  John  Edgar,  born  in  1895,  lives  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y.  He  is  mar¬ 
ried  and  has  three  children.  4.  Robert,  born  in  1899,  lives  at  Syracuse, 
N.  Y.  5.  Joseph,  born  in  1907,  is  associated  in  business  with  his  father. 
He  is  unmarried. 

Mr.  Young  is  a  Republican,  has  served  as  alderman  of  Oswego  from 
the  4th  Ward,  and  as  a  member  of  the  Minetto  School  Board.  He  is  an 
active  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  Oswego 
Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  127,  and  B.  P.  O.  Elks.  Mr.  Young  and  his  family 
have  lived  at  Minetto  since  1902  and  are  located  at  Benson  Avenue. 


William  P.  Rooney,  who  is  identified  with  the  St.  Regis  Paper  Company 
as  superintendent  of  claims,  is  recognized  as  one  of  Watertown’s  sub¬ 
stantial  and  well  known  citizens.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  May  29,  1885, 
the  son  of  Michael  and  Mary  (Mooney)  Rooney. 

Michael  Rooney  and  his  wife  were  born  in  County  Sligo,  Ireland,  and 
came  to  the  United  States  after  their  marriage.  They  settled  in  Water- 
town,  where  Mr.  Rooney  was  employed  by  the  Rome,  Ogdensburg  &  Water- 
town  Railroad  until  his  death  in  1887.  His  wife  is  also  deceased.  Both 
are  buried  in  Glenwood  Cemetery,  Watertown.  Mr.  Rooney  was  a  Demo¬ 
crat  in  politics  and  held  membership  in  St.  Patrick’s  Catholic  Church. 
There  were  six  children  in  the  Rooney  family,  as  follows:  Catherine, 
deceased;  Michael,  lives  in  Watertown;  Lucille,  married  J.  E.  Lowe,  lives 
in  New  York  City;  William,  deceased;  Thomas  J.,  lives  in  Watertown; 
and  William  P.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  The  latter  two  are  twins. 

William  P.  Rooney  attended  Watertown  High  School  and  Northern  New 
York  Business  College.  He  began  his  business  career  with  the  National 
Compensation  Bureau  in  New  York  as  an  inspector  in  their  industrial 
plants.  While  engaged  in  this  particular  work  Mr.  Rooney  traveled 
throughout  the  United  States  and  came  in  contact  with  all  types  of  busi¬ 
ness  and  industry.  He  resigned  in  June,  1919,  and  at  that  time  went  to 
Utica,  N.  Y.,  with  the  Utica  Mutual  Insurance  Company  as  branch  man- 
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ager  of  the  Watertown  office.  He  continued  in  that  capacity  until  June  30, 
1929,  when  he  was  appointed  superintendent  of  the  claim  department  of 
the  St.  Regis  Paper  Company  and  associated  companies,  which  consists 
of  13  large  manufacturing  plants.  His  work  extends  throughout  the 
entire  North  Country. 

Mr.  Rooney  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  Holy  Family  Catholic  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  Watertown  Council  No.  259,  Black 
River  Valley  Club,  Watertown  Golf  Club  and  Lakeside  Country  Club. 


Walter  B.  Batchelor.— Numbered  among  the  capable  young  lawyers  of 
Oswego  is  Walter  B.  Batchelor,  who  is  successfully  engaged  in  practice  in 
this  city,  with  offices  in  the  Grant  Building,  being  associated  with  the  firm 
of  Morehouse  &  Morehouse.  Mr.  Batchelor  was  bom  in  Oswego,  March  9, 
1902,  the  son  of  Harry  W.  and  Margaret  (Fenton)  Batchelor. 

Harry  W.  Batchelor  was  born  in  Kent  County,  England,  and  for  many 
years  has  been  a  highly  esteemed  citizen  of  Oswego.  He  is  a  machinist 
by  trade  and  early  in  life  entered  the  shops  of  the  New  York  Central  Rail¬ 
road  in  Oswego,  with  which  he  was  identified  for  a  period  of  20  years.  He 
is  now  connected  with  the  Long  Chocolate  Works,  of  Oswego,  as  master 
mechanic.  Mr.  Batchelor  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  Grace  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge  and  Fraternal  Order  of 
Eagles,  of  which  he  served  as  president  in  1920.  His  wife  was  born  in 
Oswego,  and  her  father,  John  Fenton,  served  throughout  the  Civil  War, 
and  died  from  the  effects  of  wounds  received  in  the  service.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  To  Harry  W.  and  Margaret 
(Fenton)  Batchelor  were  born  the  following  children :  1.  Harold,  who  died 
in  1918.  2.  Robert  T.,  lives  at  Fulton,  N.  Y.  3.  William  Ray,  a  pharmacist, 
lives  at  Albany,  N.  Y.  4.

Mar¬ 
garet,  a  graduate  of  Oswego  High  School,  class  of  1931,  lives  at  home. 

Walter  B.  Batchelor  was  graduated  from  Oswego  High  School  and  in 
1925  received  the  degree  of  LL.  B.  from  Albany  Law  School,  being  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  bar  in  1927.  He  had  been  identified  with  the  law  offices  of 
Morehouse  &  Morehouse  from  1921,  and  after  his  admission  to  the  bar  he 
resumed  his  former  connection  with  that  firm. 

Mr.  Batchelor  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  Grace  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Fortnightly  Club,  Inter-Fraternity  Club  of  New  York 
City,  and  Delta  Chi  fraternity.  He  is  also  affiliated  with  B.  P.  O.  Elks, 
and  is  president  of  Oswego  Aerie  No.  498,  F.  O.  E. 
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Alvin  A.  Clark,  who  is  associated  with  Clark  Brothers,  lumber  dealers, 
of  Minetto,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  successful  and  widely  known  busi¬ 
ness  men  of  Oswego  County.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  Oct.  29,  1878,  the 
son  of  Hiram  and  Martha  (Lee)  Clark. 

A  complete  sketch  of  Hiram  Clark  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history 
in  the  biography  of  his  son,  Abram  B.  Clark. 

Alvin  A.  Clark  attended  the  public  schools  of  Oswego,  and  as  a  young 
man  followed  the  trade  of  machinist.  After  ten  years  in  Providence,  R.  I., 
and  Easton,  Pa.,  Mr.  Clark  located  at  Minetto  in  1909  and  at  that  time 
became  connected  with  the  lumber  and  coal  business.  As  mentioned  be¬ 
fore,  the  company  also  handles  building  supplies,  hardware,  etc. 

Mr.  Clark  was  married  (first)  to  Miss  Hanna  Wallace,  of  Providence, 
R.  I.,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Mary  (Corey)  Wallace.  The  former 
died  in  1911  and  the  latter  lives  at  Providence.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clark 
were  born  three  children:  1.  Arthur  W.,  born  Feb.  27,  1907,  unmarried, 
lives  at  Norwood,  R.  I.  2.  Charles  Lee,  born  Sept.  14,  1911,  a  graduate 
of  Fulton  High  School,  lives  at  home.  3.  Ruth  A.,  born  March  27,  1914, 
attends  high  school.  Mr.  Clark  was  married  (second)  to  Miss  Martha 
Dodge,  of  Fulton,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Rensellaer  and  Sophia  (Tyler) 
Dodge,  natives  of  New  York  and  Connecticut,  respectively.  Both  are 
deceased. 

Mr.  Clark  is  identified  with  Oswego  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  127.  He 
is  a  Republican  and  has  served  as  village  clerk.  Since  1924  he  has  been 
a  resident  of  Fulton. 


Irving  S.  Wood. — One  of  the  highly  successful  business  men  of  Oswego 
County  is  Irving  S.  Wood,  who  is  president  of  the  Phoenix  Paper  Manu¬ 
facturing  Company,  of  Phoenix.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  April  23,  1877, 
the  son  of  H.  D.  and  Eva  (Spencer)  Wood. 

H.  D.  Wood  lives  retired  at  Phoenix,  Oswego  County.  He  was  born 
at  Palermo,  N.  Y.,  in  1853.  His  wife,  a  native  of  Oswego  County,  N.  Y., 
died  in  1923  and  is  buried  at  Phoenix.  In  1875  Mr.  Wood  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  paper  manufacturing  business  and  was  the  founder  of  the 
Phoenix  Paper  Manufacturing  Company,  with  which  he  was  actively 
identified  until  his  retirement  in  1918.  He  is  one  of  the  pioneers  in  that 
industry  in  northern  New  York.  He  was  succeeded  to  the  business  by  his 
two  sons,  Irving  S.  and  J.  Howard  Wood,  mention  of  whom  is  made  below. 
Mr.  Wood  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  belongs  to  Calle- 
machus  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  369,  Phoenix;  Phoenix  Chapter;  Oswego 
Commandery;  and  Media  Temple  of  Watertown.  He  is  a  Democrat  in 
politics.  His  wife  held  membership  in  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star. 
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To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wood  only  two  sons  were  born:  1.  Irving  S.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch.  2.  J.  Howard,  who  met  with  an  accidental  death  on  July  8, 
1924.  He  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Hobbs,  of  Portland,  Me.,  and  they  had 
three  children:  J.  Howard,  Jr.;  Nancy;  and  Irving  Spencer.  Mrs.  Eliza¬ 
beth  Wood  and  her  children  live  in  OswTego.  Mr.  Wood  was  affiliated  with 
the  Masonic  and  Elk  lodges  and  was  prominent  in  the  city’s  civic  and 
social  life. 

Irving  S.  Wood  attended  the  Phoenix  public  schools  and  at  the  age  of 
14  years  entered  the  paper  mill  of  his  father.  He  learned  the  business 
thoroughly  from  the  very  foundation  and  in  1918,  at  the  time  of  his 
father’s  retirement,  Mr.  Wood  proved  an  able  successor.  In  1926,  two 
years  after  the  death  of  his  brother,  he  acquired  full  control  of  the  busi¬ 
ness,  which  at  that  time  was  also  incorporated  with  Mr.  Wood  as  presi¬ 
dent.  The  plant  employs  40  people  and  are  widely  known  manufacturers 
of  paper  specialties.  Mr.  Wood  is  also  a  director  of  the  Phoenix  Bank. 

On  Feb.  3,  1918,  Mr.  Wood  married  Miss  Nettie  Louster,  of  Clyde, 
N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Nicholas  Louster,  a  native  of  Germany.  He  lives 
at  Clyde.  His  wife  died  in  1925.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wood  have  no  children. 

Politically  Mr.  Wood  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Calle- 
machus  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  369,  Phoenix  Chapter,  Phoenix  Council, 
Oswego  Commandery  and  Media  Temple,  of  Watertown.  He  is  also  a 
member  of  B.  P.  O.  Elks. 


George  H.  Wallace,  M.  D. — One  of  the  best  known  physicians  and  sur¬ 
geons  of  Oswego  County,  where  he  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profes¬ 
sion  for  20  years,  was  Doctor  Wallace,  who  died  at  Minetto  on  Sept.  17, 
1927.  He  was  born  at  Palermo,  Oswego  County,  in  1884,  the  son  of  Wil¬ 
lard  M.  and  Ella  A.  (Scudder)  Wallace. 

Willard  M.  Wallace  was  born  at  Palermo  and  is  now  a  resident  of 
Fulton,  N.  Y.  His  wife,  born  at  Palermo,  died  May  4,  1931,  and  is  buried 
at  Fulton. 

The  boyhood  of  George  H.  Wallace  was  spent  at  Palermo,  where  he 
received  his  early  education.  After  his  graduation  from  high  school  he 
attended  Syracuse  University,  and  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medi¬ 
cine  at  that  institution  in  1907.  He  served  as  an  interne  in  the  Auburn 
City  Hospital,  and  immediately  engaged  in  the  private  practice  of  medi¬ 
cine  at  Minetto.  At  the  time  of  his  death  in  1927,  Doctor  Wallace  was 
recognized  as  an  able  man  in  his  profession  and  had  established  an  excel¬ 
lent  practice.  He  was  a  tireless  worker,  ever  ready  to  render  professional 
services  in  any  emergency.  Doctor  Wallace  was  a  member  of  the  Oswego 
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Academy  of  Medicine,  Oswego  County  Medical  Society,  New  York  State 
Medical  Society,  and  American  Medical  Association.  He  was  also  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  staff  of  Oswego  City  Hospital. 

On  Aug.  20,  1907,  Doctor  Wallace  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Emma  S.  Butts,  of  Towanda,  Pa.,  the  daughter  of  Henry  and  Louisa 
(Houseman)  Butts,  natives  of  Bradford  County,  Pa.,  and  Germany,  re¬ 
spectively.  The  former  died  in  1888  and  the  latter  in  1900.  They  are 
buried  in  French  Town  Cemetery.  To  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Wallace  were  born 
five  children:  1.  Ella,  a  graduate  of  Syracuse  University,  class  of  1930,  is 
a  member  of  the  Oswego  Chapter,  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution. 
2.  Helen,  a  graduate  of  Oswego  State  Normal  School,  class  of  1930.  3. 
Willard,  a  graduate  of  Oswego  High  School,  class  of  1931.  4.  Elizabeth, 
attends  Minetto  High  School.  5.  Robert,  a  student  in  the  grade  schools. 

Doctor  Wallace  was  a  member  of  the  Community  Methodist  Church  of 
Minetto,  and  held  membership  in  Oswego  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  127. 


Edward  H.  Buske,  who  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War,  is  one  of  the 
popular  young  business  men  of  Minetto,  where  he  is  a  successful  plumb¬ 
ing  and  heating  contractor.  He  was  born  at  Oswego,  Feb.  25,  1897,  the 
son  of  Albert  and  Alvina  (Noft)  Buske. 

Albert  Buske  is  a  native  of  Germany,  but  has  spent  practically  his 
entire  life  in  Oswego,  his  parents  having  brought  him  to  the  United  States 
when  he  was  an  infant.  He  became  a  boiler  maker  by  trade  and  spent 
a  number  of  years  in  the  railroad  shops.  He  is  now  employed  by  his  son, 
Edwaid  H.  Mr.  Buske  is  a  Republican.  His  wife  is  a  native  of  Oswego. 
Their  children  are:  1.  Rena,  unmarried,  lives  at  home.  2.  Edward  H.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Ethel  Myers,  lives  at  Oswego.  4.  Lillie  Deno, 
lives  at  Oswego. 

Edward  H.  Buske  was  reared  and  educated  in  Oswego.  As  a  young 
man  he  learned  the  plumber’s  trade  and  was  employed  first  at  Oswego  and 
later  at  Lake  Placid.  He  also  worked  in  Detroit,  Mich.,  and  in  August, 
1918,  enlisted  for  service  in  the  World  War.  He  served  as  a  sergeant  at 
Camp  Jackson,  S.  C.,  and  was  a  bugler.  In  December  he  was  transferred 
to  Camp  Upton,  Long  Island.  After  his  discharge  from  the  service  he 
returned  to  Oswego  and  from  there  went  to  Oneida,  N.  Y.  He  also  spent 
two  years  at  Canandaigua,  N.  Y.,  and  for  a  time  was  located  at  Fulton.  In 
1924  he  came  to  Minetto  and  at  that  time  established  his  present  business 
as  a  plumbing  and  heating  contractor.  He  erected  a  large  shop  in  1928 
and  is  equipped  to  do  all  types  of  contract  work.  He  is  also  local  agent 
for  the  Copeland  electric  refrigerator. 
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In  1919  Mr.  Buske  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Enola  Smith,  of 
Minetto,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Charles  and  Julia  (Fairchild)  Smith.  Both 
died  in  1928.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Buske  have  the  following  children:  1.  Betty 
E.,  born  Dec.  24,  1920.  2.  Carol  E.,  born  Feb.  4,  1922.  3.  Donna  N.,  born

George  Justice  Smith,  paternal  grandfather  of  Mrs.  Buske,  was  bom 
in  Oswego  County  in  1848.  Until  his  retirement  he  was  interested  in 
general  farming  in  this  section  and  he  is  widely  known  in  the  community, 
where  he  has  spent  his  entire  life.  He  now  resides  with  the  Buske  family 
at  Minetto. 

Mr.  Buske  is  a  Republican  and  is  serving  as  county  committeeman. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 


Glen  R.  Grimm,  who  is  manager  of  the  Eldred  Refining  Company  at 
Oswego,  with  headquarters  at  98  East  Bridge  Street,  is  a  substantial  and 
well  known  business  man  of  the  city.  He  was  born  at  Mexico,  Oswego 
County,  June  2,  1889,  the  son  of  Charles  and  Hattie  (Russell)  Grimm. 

Charles  Grimm  was  born  at  Phoenix,  N.  Y.,  and  his  wife  is  a  native  of 
Pulaski.  He  attended  the  public  schools  and  early  in  life  became  interested 
in  general  farming  near  Canandaigua.  In  1928  he  retired  and  removed  to 
Rochester,  N.  Y.,  where  he  now  resides.  Mr.  Grimm  is  a  Republican,  and 
a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church.  There  are  three  children  in  the  Grimm 
family:  1.  Glen  R.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Bessie,  a  school  teacher, 
lives  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.  3.  Leone  Hyde,  lives  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y. 

The  education  of  Glen  R.  Grimm  was  received  in  the  public  schools 
of  Mexico,  and  as  a  young  man  he  learned  the  barber’s  trade.  He  owned 
and  operated  a  shop  at  Mexico  until  1912,  and  at  that  time  came  to  Oswego, 
where  he  engaged  in  the  same  business  until  1917.  He  spent  the  follow¬ 
ing  five  years  in  the  offices  of  the  starch  factory  here,  and  in  1923  became 
manager  of  the  Eldred  Refining  Company  at  Oswego.  It  is  a  subsidiary  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Oil  Products  Refining  Company  and  operates  three  serv¬ 
ice  stations  at  Oswego,  one  at  Fulton,  and  one  at  Hannibal.  They  are 
wholesale  and  retail  distributors  of  high  grade  petroleum  products. 

Mr.  Grimm  was  married  Nov.  9,  1910,  to  Miss  Charlotte  Ethel  Calkins, 
of  Scriba,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Luther  and  Lucy  (Hammond)  Calkins. 
The  former  died  in  1917  and  the  latter  in  July,  1930.  Both  are  buried  at 
Scriba.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Grimm  have  a  son,  George  Allison,  who  was  born 
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June  6,  1913.  He  is  employed  in  a  music  store  at  Oswego  and  is  now 
taking  extension  work  from  Columbia  University. 

Politically,  Mr.  Grimm  is  a  Republican.  He  and  his  family  are  active 
members  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  he  belongs  to  the  Knights  of 
Pythias.  The  family  residence  is  located  at  203  East  5th  Street. 


Mary  (Fralick)  Mullin. — As  postmistress  of  Phoenix,  Mary  (Fralick) 
Mullin  is  prominent  in  that  community  and  has  a  wide  acquaintance 
throughout  Oswego  County,  being  a  member  of  one  of  the  first  families 
of  this  section  of  the  North  Country.  She  was  born  at  Hinmansville, 
Oswego  County,  June  9,  1879,  the  daughter  of  Cyrus  S.  and  Laura  Wescott 
(Spencer)  Fralick. 

Cyrus  S.  Fralick  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He  was  born  at  Hin¬ 
mansville  and  in  early  life  was  a  carpenter  and  building  contractor.  In 
1884  he  purchased  the  general  store  at  Hinmansville,  which  he  successfully 
conducted  until  the  time  of  his  death,  Oct.  18,  1902.  His  wife,  also  born 
at  Hinmansville,  died  April  7,  1930.  They  are  buried  in  Rural  Cemetery, 
Phoenix.  Their  children  were :  1.  Frances  J.,  now  the  wife  of  W.  E.  Tay¬ 
lor,  lives  at  Fulton,  N.  Y.  2.  Angie  L.,  now  the  wife  of  H.  L.  Waugh,  lives 
at  Fulton,  N.  Y.  3.  Aimee  S.,  twin  sister  of  Angie,  died  in  1895.  4.  Mary, 
the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

After  her  graduation  from  Phoenix  High  School,  Mary  Fralick  was  a 
student  at  the  Oswego  State  Teachers  School,  from  which  she  was  gradu¬ 
ated  in  1898.  She  then  taught  school  for  five  years  prior  to  her  marriage 
on  Dec.  15,  1903,  to  Dennis  J.  Mullin,  of  Granby,  N.  Y.  He  was  a  veteran 
of  the  Spanish-American  War  and  died  in  1917.  After  the  death  of  her 
husband  Mrs.  Mullin  continued  to  conduct  his  business,  which  had  been  in 
the  possession  of  her  family  for  40  years  before.  She  disposed  of  it  in 
1921  and  came  to  Phoenix  as  clerk  in  the  post  office.  She  received  the 
appointment  as  postmistress  in  1928  from  President  Calvin  Coolidge. 

To  Dennis  J.  and  Mary  (Fralick)  Mullin  were  born  three  children: 

1.  Cyrus  Fralick  Mullin,  gas  and  oil  salesman,  lives  at  Casanova,  N.  Y. 

2.  Robert  James  Mullin,  lives  at  Phoenix.  3.  Laura  Frances,  who  died  in 
1919  at  the  age  of  ten  years. 

Mrs.  Mullin  is  a  Republican  in  politics.  She  has  served  as  county  com¬ 
mittee  woman  and  is  actively  identified  with  local  public  affairs.  She  is 
a  member  of  the  Phoenix  Congregational  Church,  and  belongs  to  the 
Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  Evalyn  Wood  Court,  Order  of  the  Amaranth; 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  of  Fulton,  N.  Y.;  and  Kanatenah 
Club,  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y. 
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Members  of  the  family  of  Mrs.  Mullin  have  lived  in  Oswego  County  for 
more  than  a  century.  She  is  descended  on  both  sides  from  German  Palati¬ 
nates,  who  came  to  America  during  Queen  Anne’s  time  and  settled  in  the 
Mohawk  Valley.  Her  maternal  great-great-grandfather  was  Lieut.  Jacob 
Sammons,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Tryon  County  Committee  of  Safety, 
and  who  fought  at  Saratoga.  He  was  taken  prisoner  by  the  Indians  in 
1780  and  for  a  time  was  confined  in  an  English  fortress  in  Canada,  between 
Lake  Champlain  and  the  St.  Lawrence  River.  He  escaped  and  found  his 
way  to  Albany  through  an  unknown  wilderness  along  the  Vermont  shore 
of  Lake  Champlain.  He  also  served  in  the  War  of  1812,  and  fought  at 
Sackets  Harbor  and  Lake  Champlain. 

The  great-grandfather  of  Mrs.  Mullin,  Daniel  Spencer,  was  also  a  sol¬ 
dier  in  the  War  of  1812.  Her  grandfather,  Abram  Fralick,  came  from 
Palatine  Bridge,  N.  Y.,  in  1826  and  settled  in  the  town  of  Schroeppel, 
Oswego  County.  The  Fralick  homestead,  built  in  1838,  is  still  standing 
in  Hinmansville.  His  wife,  Julia  Dodge  Fralick,  was  a  member  of  the 
pioneer  Dodge  family  who  came  from  Litchfield,  Conn.,  in  1795  and  settled 
at  Pompey  Hill,  Onondaga  County. 

Cyrus  S.  Fralick,  father  of  Mrs.  Mullin,  enlisted  at  the  age  of  16  years 
during  the  Civil  War  and  served  with  the  old  149th  Regiment  of  New 
York  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  was  with  Sherman  in  the  fighting  before 
Atlanta,  and  was  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Kenesaw  Mountain,  Georgia. 


Leonard  M.  Himes.— As  proprietor  of  Hall  Road  Florist  Shop,  Mr. 
Himes  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  dependable  business  men  and  substantial 
citizens  of  Oswego.  He  was  born  at  Scriba,  Oswego  County,  June  21, 
1875,  the  son  of  Charles  B.  and  Sarah  (Borden)  Himes. 

Charles  B.  Himes,  a  native  of  Herkimer  County,  N.  Y.,  died  at  Scriba 
in  1897.  His  wife  was  born  at  Scriba  and  died  in  1922.  Throughout  his 
life  Mr.  Himes  was  interested  in  general  farming.  He  was  a  Democrat 
and  his  wife  was  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church  of  Scriba.  There  were 
15  children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Himes,  only  three  of  whom  survive: 
1.  Charles  B.,  lives  at  Oswego.  2.  Chester  M.,  lives  at  Rochester.  3. 
Leonard  M.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Leonard  M.  Himes  obtained  his  education  in  the  Scriba  public  schools. 
He  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Army  and  served  during  the  Spanish-American 
War  with  the  Hospital  Corps,  being  in  the  service  for  more  than  three 
years.  He  spent  a  year  and  a  half  in  Cuba  and  also  was  stationed  in  the 
Philippine  Islands  for  14  months.  He  returned  to  Oswego  after  his  dis¬ 
charge  and  entered  the  service  of  the  Oswego  Traction  Company  as  a 
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street  car  conductor,  in  which  capacity  he  served  for  20  years.  He  re¬ 
signed  in  1926  and  has  since  conducted  a  floral  business  on  Hall  Road.  He 
is  ably  assisted  by  his  wife,  who  is  especially  skilled  in  the  designing  of 
attractive  floral  offerings  for  all  occasions. 

Mr.  Himes  was  married  on  Jan.  27,  1915,  to  Miss  Nora  I.  Thompson, 
of  Clayton,  Mich.,  the  daughter  of  John  F.  and  Clara  A.  (Rowley)  Thomp¬ 
son,  of  Seneca,  Mich.  Mr.  Thompson  died  in  1924  and  his  wife  died  in 
1927.  They  are  buried  at  Clayton,  Mich.  Mrs.  Himes  is  a  graduate  of 
Chesterton,  Ind.,  High  School. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Himes  attend  the  Baptist  Church,  and  he  belongs  to  the 
Loyal  Order  of  Moose  and  Fraternal  Order  of  Eagles.  He  is  also  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  R.  C.  Anderson  Camp,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  and  the  Vet¬ 
erans  of  Foreign  Wars. 


Rev.  Harry  Westbrook  Reed,  D.  D. — Widely  known  throughout  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  is  Reverend  Doctor  Reed,  who  has  served  as  pastor  of  All 
Souls  Universalist  Church  for  the  past  20  years.  He  was  born  at  Mace- 
don,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  3,  1875,  the  son  of  Henry  Hobart  and  Dorothy  Anna 
(Dietrich)  Reed. 

Henry  Hobart  Reed  was  born  at  Macedon  and  his  wife  was  a  native 
of  Rochester,  N.  Y.  Throughout  his  life  he  engaged  in  general  farming. 
He  died  in  1906  and  his  wife  died  in  1905.  Both  are  buried  at  Palmyra. 
Mr.  Reed  was  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  the  Universalist  Church,  and 
prominent  in  the  affairs  of  the  Masonic  Lodge,  being  Past  Master  of 
Macedon  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  for  a  period  of  16  years.  There  were  four 
children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reed:  1.  Kathryn  May,  who  died  April  26, 
1930,  was  the  wife  of  John  E.  Peabody,  of  New  Haven,  Conn.  2.  Jerome 
Dietrich,  who  died  in  1911.  3.  Genevieve  Ann,  lives  in  New  York  City.  4. 
Harry  Westbrook,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Henry  Hobart  Reed  was  the  son  of  Peter  Ostrander  and  Maria  (Thurs¬ 
ton)  Reed,  who  were  natives  of  Athens-on-the-Hudson.  They  settled  at 
Macedon  in  1845.  Dorothy  Anna  (Dietrich)  Reed  was  the  daughter  of 
Jacob  Dietrich,  who  is  buried  at  Chili,  N.  Y.  He  died  at  the  age  of  99 
years  and  351  days. 

Harry  Westbrook  Reed  attended  the  public  schools  of  Macedon,  Mace¬ 
don  Center  Academy,  and  Geneva  High  School.  He  was  graduated  from 
the  Canton  Theological  School  in  1899  and  during  the  following  year  took 
special  work  at  the  same  school,  which  is  now  part  of  St.  Lawrence  Uni¬ 
versity.  He  had  been  ordained  as  a  minister  of  the  Universalist  Church 
in  1899,  and  filled  the  following  pastorates  before  coming  to  Watertown  in 
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October,  1911;  Clifton  Springs,  N.  Y.,  1900-01;  Troy,  N.  Y.,  1901-07;  and 
St.  John’s  Universalist  Church,  Joliet,  Ill.,  1907-11.  During  the  World 
War  he  was  in  charge  of  a  unit  of  the  Naval  Air  Corps  as  secretary  of 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  stationed  at  Cape  May,  N.  J. 

Reverend  Reed  has  been  president  of  the  New  York  State  Convention 
of  Universalists,  superintendent  and  president  of  the  Black  River  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Universalists,  and  has  been  selected  to  preach  a  sermon  at  the 
opening  of  the  session  of  the  General  Convention  of  Universalists,  which 
is  to  be  held  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  in  October,  1931.  He  is  a  trustee  of  St. 
Lawrence  University,  and  in  1917  that  institution  conferred  upon  him  the 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity. 

Doctor  Reed  was  married  (first)  in  1901  to  Miss  Maud  Harmon,  who 
died  March  8,  1929.  She  was  the  daughter  of  H.  N.  and  Rowena  (Gile) 
Harmon,  who  were  natives  of  Clifton  Springs,  N.  Y.  Doctor  and  Mrs. 
Reed  had  an  adopted  daughter,  Evelyn  Clara,  who  is  the  wife  of  James 
Edward  Wilson.  They  live  at  Old  Greenwich,  Conn.,  and  are  the  parents 
of  a  daughter,  Evelyn  Ann. 

Doctor  Reed  was  married  (second)  in  1930  to  Miss  Marjorie  P.  Baker, 
the  daughter  of  William  R.  and  Emmeline  Baker,  the  former  a  native  of 
England  and  the  latter  of  Watertown.  Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried 
in  Brookside  Cemetery,  Watertown. 

Doctor  Reed  is  a  Democrat  in  politics,  a  32nd  degree  Mason,  and  be¬ 
longs  to  the  Rotary  Club,  of  which  he  is  past  president,  Watertown  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce,  and  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity.  He  is  vice  president 
and  trustee  of  the  Roswell  P.  Flower  Memorial  Library  Association. 


Edward  W.  Allanson  is  prominent  in  Phoenix,  where  he  is  identified 
with  E.  W.  Allanson  &  Company,  funeral  directors.  He  was  born  at  Vic¬ 
tory,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  3,  1879,  the  son  of  William  A.  and  Ella  (Sidney)  Allanson. 

William  A.  Allanson,  deceased,  was  a  native  of  New  York  and  spent 
the  greater  part  of  his  life  at  Cato,  where  he  was  interested  in  the  furni¬ 
ture  and  undertaking  business.  The  old  Allanson  homestead,  located  near 
Cato,  is  now  owned  by  his  son,  Edward  W.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
The  father  died  in  1922  and  is  buried  in  Union  Hill  Cemetery,  Cato.  The 
mother  now  resides  at  Phoenix.  Mr.  Allanson  was  a  Democrat,  a  member 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  was  Past  Master  of  Cato  Lodge  F.  & 
A.  M.  The  only  child  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Allanson  was  Edward  W. 

The  boyhood  of  Edward  W.  Allanson  was  spent  at  Cato,  N.  Y.,  where 
he  was  educated.  He  was  associated  in  business  there  with  his  father  for 
nine  years,  and  then  sold  his  interest  to  a  Mr.  Briggs  and  located  at

Geneva,  N.  Y.  He  soon  went  to  Albany  and  was  employed  for  four  years 
by  John  Harrigan  &  Son,  undertakers,  after  which  he  went  to  Auburn, 
N.  Y.,  with  C.  S.  Gross  for  three  years.  For  a  time  he  was  also  located 
at  Brockport,  N.  Y.,  and  in  1916  came  to  Phoenix,  where  he  formed  a  part¬ 
nership  with  E.  I.  Hill.  In  the  same  year  the  company’s  building  was 
completely  destroyed  by  fire.  A  new  building  was  erected  in  1917  at  the 
company’s  present  location,  and  in  January,  1921,  Mr.  Hill  disposed  of 
his  interest  to  James  Archambo,  the  father-in-law  of  Mr.  Allanson.  Mr. 
Archambo  died  in  1925,  and  since  that  date  Mr.  Allanson’s  son,  William  D., 
has  been  associated  with  him. 

Mr.  Allanson  was  married  (first)  to  Miss  Evelyn  Crowninshield  in  1901. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  Edgar  and  Jennie  (Hubbard)  Crowninshield,  and 
died  in  April,  1919.  She  is  buried  in  Union  Hill  Cemetery,  Cato.  To  Ed¬ 
ward  W.  and  Evelyn  (Crowninshield)  Allanson  was  born  a  son,  William  D., 
a  sketch  of  whom  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history.  Mr.  Allanson  was 
married  (second)  in  1921  to  Miss  Neva  Archambo,  of  Oswego,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  James  M.  and  Etta  (Tyler)  Archambo.  The  former  died  in  1925 
and  his  widow  lives  at  Phoenix. 

Mr.  Allanson  is  a  Republican  and  is  serving  as  county  committeeman. 
He  also  has  held  the  office  of  trustee  of  the  village.  He  attends  the  Con¬ 
gregational  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows,  and  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  holds  membership  in  the 
New  York  State  Embalmers  Association,  of  which  he  is  past  president  j 
the  New  York  State  Funeral  Directors  Association,  and  is  a  member  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  to  the  New  York  State  Department  of  Health. 


William  D.  Allanson. — One  of  the  progressive  young  business  men  of 
Oswego  County  is  William  D.  Allanson,  who  is  associated  with  E.  W. 
Allanson  &  Company,  funeral  directors  of  Phoenix.  He  was  born  at  Cato, 

N.  Y.,  June  18,  1903,  the  son  of  Edward  W.  and  Evelyn  (Crowninshield) 
Allanson. 

A  complete  sketch  of  Edward  W.  Allanson  appears  elsewhere  in  this 
history. 

William  D.  Allanson  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Phoenix  and  Brockport,  N.  Y.,  and  attended  the  State  Normal  School 
at  Brockport.  He  is  a  graduate  of  St.  John’s  Military  Academy  and  the 
Syracuse  School  of  Embalming,  having  completed  a  course  of  study  at  the 
latter  institution  in  1923.  He  has  since  been  identified  with  the  business 
of  his  father  at  Phoenix  and  has  been  a  partner  since  1925. 
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In  October,  1927,  Mr.  Allanson  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Doris 
Mandell,  of  Phoenix,  the  daughter  of  G.  F.  and  Adelaide  (Merrell)  Mandell, 
who  are  residents  of  this  city.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Allanson  have  a  daughter, 
Neva  Adelaide,  born  Sept.  8,  1928. 

Mr.  Allanson  is  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church,  and  belongs 
to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Oswego  River  Chapter  and  Fulton  Council;  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  Phoenix  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He 
also  is  a  member  of  the  Phoenix  Rod  and  Gun  Club.  Politically,  Mr. 
Allanson  is  a  Republican. 


William  S.  Blake,  who  is  president  of  the  Senoso  Paper  Company,  of 
Phoenix,  is  representative  of  the  successful  business  men  of  Oswego 
County.  He  was  born  at  Clay,  Onondaga  County,  N.  Y.,  in  November, 
1871,  the  son  of  George  and  Rebecca  (Ludlow)  Blake. 

George  Blake  was  born  at  Buckinghamshire,  England,  and  came  to 
this  country  in  1842.  He  settled  in  Onondaga  County,  where  he  success¬ 
fully  engaged  in  farming.  He  died  in  1912  and  his  wife,  also  a  native  of 
England,  died  in  1892.  They  are  buried  at  Clay,  N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Blake  were  born  the  following  children:  1.  John,  who  died  in  1926.  2. 

George,  who  died  in  1922.  3.  Sarah,  who  died  in  1909.  4.  Anna  Weller, 
who  died  in  1912.  5.  William  S.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  6.  Charles, 
who  died  in  1914.  7.  Henry,  who  died  in  1924. 

William  S.  Blake  attended  the  grade  and  high  schools  of  Phoenix,  N.  Y. 
He  taught  school  for  two  years  and  then  followed  the  trade  of  carpenter 
for  several  years.  His  next  venture  was  with  the  Crescent  Paper  Com¬ 
pany  at  Phoenix,  with  whom  he  was  identified  for  four  years.  He  then 
established  a  retail  coal  business  at  Phoenix,  which  he  still  successfully 
manages.  Since  1916  he  has  been  identified  with  the  Senoso  Paper  Com¬ 
pany,  the  business  being  organized  in  that  year.  The  modern  factory 
was  erected  in  March,  1917,  and  the  company  is  widely  known  as  manu¬ 
facturers  of  paper  specialties,  including  napkins,  towels,  etc.  About  20 

people  are  employed  by  the  company. 

In  1892  Mr.  Blake  married  Miss  Anne  Limbeck,  of  Phoenix,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Henry  and  Lucy  (Santer)  Limbeck.  Both  natives  of  Germany  are 
deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Blake  have  no  children. 

Politically,  Mr.  Blake  has  always  been  independent.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  school  board  of  Phoenix,  has  served  on  the  local  water  board  for  nine 
years,  and  has  been  village  assessor  for  13  years.  He  is  affiliated  with  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  His  wife  holds  membership  in  the 

Congregational  Church. 
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D.  Norman  Uings  is  among  the  progressive  and  widely  known  farmers 
and  stockmen  of  Oswego  County,  and  is  the  owner  of  a  well  improved  farm 
of  40  acres  on  Myers  Road  near  Minetto.  He  was  born  in  this  community, 
July  4,  1885,  the  son  of  William  H.  and  Lottie  (Stone)  Uings. 

William  H.  Uings,  who  lives  retired,  is  a  native  of  Oneida  County, 
N.  Y.,  born  near  Oriskany  Falls.  Since  early  manhood  he  has  been  a  resi¬ 
dent  of  Oswego  County  and  for  many  years  was  a  successful  farmer  of 
this  section.  He  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  has  served  as  assessor  of 
Minetto  for  16  years.  He  holds  membership  in  the  Community  Methodist 
Church.  Lottie  (Stone)  Uings  was  born  in  England  and  died  Oct.  21, 
1930.  She  is  buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  Oswego.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Uings  were  born  two  children :  Louisa,  who  died  at  the  age  of  three  years ; 
and  D.  Norman,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

D.  Norman  Uings  has  always  been  interested  in  farming  in  Oswego 
County.  He  purchased  the  Jim  Lockwood  farm  on  Myers  Road  in  1913, 
and  has  since  successfully  operated  that  place.  He  is  especially  interested 
in  dairy  farming  and  has  pure  bred  Holstein  cattle. 

In  1912  Mr.  Uings  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Elsie  White,  of 
Minetto,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Kate  (Chancey)  White.  Both  were 
born  at  Oswego.  Mr.  White  died  May  3,  1930,  and  his  widow  lives  at 
Minetto.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Uings  have  a  son,  William  Russell,  born  June  17, 
1917.  He  attends  Minetto  High  School. 

Mr.  Uings  is  identified  with  the  Republican  party  in  politics  and  served 
as  justice  of  the  peace  for  12  years,  from  1915  until  1927.  He  is  now  fill¬ 
ing  the  third  term  as  county  supervisor. 

Mr.  Uings  and  his  family  are  members  of  Minetto  Community  Metho¬ 
dist  Church,  and  he  belongs  to  the  Grange. 


F.  Benton  Cole,  who  is  proprietor  of  the  Oswego  Motor  Company,  is 
one  of  the  outstanding  business  men  of  the  city.  He  was  born  at  Saginaw, 
Mich.,  Aug.  13,  1883,  the  son  of  Orlando  and  Mary  J.  (Penner)  Cole. 

Orlando  Cole,  deceased,  was  a  Civil  War  veteran.  He  was  born  in 
Oswego  County  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of  Nassau  County,  N.  Y.  When 
he  was  15  years  of  age  he  came  to  Oswego  with  his  parents  and  settled  on 
a  farm  on  the  East  River  Road.  During  the  Civil  War  he  served  as  a 
member  of  Company  B,  24th  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  went  to 
Syracuse  about  1866  and  two  years  later  located  at  Saginaw,  Mich.,  as 
an  engineer  in  the  employ  of  a  dredging  company.  In  1887  Mr.  Cole  came 
to  Fulton,  N.  Y.,  and  purchased  a  small  farm.  He  retired  in  1914  and 
died  in  February,  1929.  He  is  buried  in  Mount  Pleasant,  N.  Y.  His  wife 
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died  in  1925  at  the  age  of  83  years.  Mr.  Cole  was  a  Republican,  a  member 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  belonged  to  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic.  There  were  four  children  in  the  Cole  family :  1.  Alfred,  who 
died  in  1930.  2.  Myrtle,  who  died  in  1911.  3.  Josephine  Pearson,  lives  at 
Fulton,  N.  Y.  4.  F.  Benton,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

F.  Benton  Cole  attended  the  public  schools  of  Fulton  and  remained  on 
his  father’s  farm  until  1914.  He  then  spent  four  years  in  the  garage  of 
Palmers-Granite  as  a  salesman,  and  in  1918  Mr.  Cole  came  to  Oswego  to 
establish  his  present  business.  He  is  local  agent  here  for  the  Chevrolet 
automobile  and  has  a  well  established  business.  He  has  been  in  his  pres¬ 
ent  location,  116  East  1st  Street,  since  1928. 

In  1908  Mr.  Cole  was  married  to  Miss  Kate  Jones,  of  Scriba,  N.  Y.,  the 
daughter  of  Harvey  D.  and  Mary  (Hart)  Jones,  natives  of  Lansing,  Os¬ 
wego  County.  The  former  died  in  1930  and  the  latter  in  1923.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Cole  have  no  children. 

Politically,  Mr.  Cole  is  a  Republican,  and  he  holds  membership  in  the 
Methodist  Church  and  Fortnightly  Club. 

A  number  of  years  ago  Mr.  Cole  was  the  owner  of  many  fine  racing 
horses  and  had  his  own  stables.  Several  of  his  trotters  were  prize  win¬ 
ners  in  this  section  of  the  state,  and  Mr.  Cole  frequently  drove  at  county 
fairs. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cole  live  at  230  East  7th  Street,  Oswego. 


Hon.  Luther  Wright  Mott. — A  prominent  figure  in  public  affairs  in 
Oswego  County  for  many  years  was  Luther  Wright  Mott,  who  for  13 
years  was  a  member  of  Congress  from  the  Thirty-second  District  of  New 
York.  He  was  born  in  Oswego,  Nov.  30,  1874,  and  died  July  10,  1923. 
Mr.  Mott  was  the  only  son  of  Col.  John  T.  and  Alice  (Wright)  Mott. 

After  his  graduation  from  Oswego  High  School  in  1892,  Luther  Wright 
Mott  attended  Harvard  University,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1896.  In  college  he  was  a  member  of  the  newspaper 
staff  and  took  a  leading  part  in  campus  affairs,  at  the  time  manifesting  a 
keen  interest  in  political  leadership,  which  in  his  maturity  came  to  be  one 
of  his  dominant  traits,  and  the  ambition  of  his  life.  Shortly  after  his 
graduation  from  college  he  entered  the  First  National  Bank  of  Oswego, 
long  in  the  control  of  his  family,  and  for  a  number  of  years  he  was  cashier 
and  vice  president  of  the  institution.  He  also  became  interested  in  civic 
affairs  and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Oswego  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
Inc.,  taking  in  the  Board  of  Trade  and  the  Business  Men’s  Association,  thus 
amalgamating  them  into  one  organization,  of  which  he  was  the  first 
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president.  This  interest  he  maintained  until  the  time  of  his  death.  He 
also  took  the  same  keen  interest  in  banking-  affairs,  and  in  1907  was 
appointed  state  superintendent  of  banks  by  Governor  Hughes.  During 
1910  and  1911  Mr.  Mott  was  president  of  the  New  York  Bankers  Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Throughout  his  life  Mr.  Mott  was  interested  in  Republican  politics. 
He  inherited  a  desire  to  be  a  leader  of  men,  and  displayed  even  in  youth 
a  sagacity  and  knowledge  of  human  nature  which  served  him  well  in  his 
political  life.  He  came  into  prominence  in  his  party  in  Oswego  during  the 
closing  years  of  the  leadership  of  the  late  Judge  Merrick  Stowell,  long  a 
leader  of  the  party.  Mr.  Mott  gathered  about  him  a  group  of  Republicans, 
dissatisfied  with  affairs  of  the  party,  and  under  his  direction  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  Judge  Stowell  was  contested  in  the  primaries  and  Mr.  Mott’s  fac¬ 
tion  won  out.  He  became  a  candidate  for  Congress  when  Charles  L.  Knapp, 
of  Lowville,  Lewis  County,  announced  his  retirement,  and  that  fall  Mr. 
Mott  won  the  primary  and  went  to  a  congressional  convention  in  Water- 
town  as  the  candidate  of  Oswego  County.  Senator  Elon  R.  Brown  was 
Jefferson  County’s  candidate.  Mr.  Mott  won  out  at  the  convention  and  in 
the  following  fall  was  elected  to  the  62nd  Congress. 

Mr.  Mott  then  was  candidate  of  his  party  for  Congress  in  every  elec¬ 
tion  until  his  death,  being  elected  by  constantly  increasing  majorities,  and 
often  with  the  endorsement  of  other  parties  for  the  position.  In  Congress 
he  first  served  on  the  Committee  of  Claims,  and  just  before  the  World  War 
was  designated  to  serve  on  the  Committee  of  Foreign  Affairs.  His  work 
during  the  war  was  outstanding  and  his  services  were  many.  Before  the 
war  he  was  responsible  for  the  organization  of  the  9th  Division,  Naval 
Militia,  in  Oswego,  and  of  a  division  at  Fulton,  both  of  which  served 
throughout  the  war.  In  Watertown  he  enrolled  and  personally  enlisted 
many  men  in  the  service.  In  countless  other  ways  Mr.  Mott  also  mani¬ 
fested  great  enterprise  and  efficiency,  and  during  the  following  years  he 
aided  many  service  men  in  the  settlement  of  their  claims.  He  was  a  strong 
supporter  of  a  bonus  payable  by  a  sales  tax. 

Mr.  Mott  was  one  of  the  first  leaders  to  take  up  the  cause  of  woman 
suffrage,  and  was  an  ardent  prohibitionist. 

On  Dec.  10,  1902,  Mr.  Mott  married  Miss  Ruth  Woolsey  Johnson,  of 
Oswego,  and  they  were  the  parents  of  three  children:  Luther  W.,  Jr., 
Alice  Wright,  and  Dorothy  J.  Mott.  His  widow  received  the  appointment 
as  postmaster  of  Oswego  on  Feb.  29,  1924,  and  now  serves  in  that  capacity. 

Mr.  Mott  was  a  trustee  of  Grace  Presbyterian  Church,  a  trustee  of 
Oswego  City  Library,  a  trustee  of  the  Oswego  Home  for  the  Homeless, 
and  a  trustee  of  the  Oswego  Orphan  Asylum.  He  held  membership  in  the 
Harvard  Club  of  New  York,  Army  and  Navy  Club,  Racquet  Club  of  Wash- 
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ington,  Fortnightly  Club,  Kiwanis  Club,  Oswego  Country  Club,  and  Black 
River  Valley  Club  of  Watertown. 


Charles  Edward  Kirshner. — One  of  Oswego’s  most  successful  business 
men  is  Charles  Edward  Kirshner,  who  is  superintendent  of  the  H.  M. 
Benson  Paper  Box  Company,  and  he  is  a  member  of  one  of  the  first 
families  of  this  city.  He  was  born  in  Oswego,  Dec.  5,  1857,  the  son  of 
John  Lawrence  and  Dorothea  R.  (Mergenthaler)  Kirshner. 

John  Lawrence  Kirshner,  who  died  in  1875,  is  buried  in  Riverside 
Cemetery,  Oswego.  His  wife  died  in  1906.  Both  were  natives  of  Ger¬ 
many  and  emigrated  to  this  country  in  early  life.  Mr.  Kirshner  was  21 
years  of  age  when  he  came  in  1832  and  he  became  well  known  in  Oswego 
as  the  proprietor  of  a  bakery  and  hotel  business.  His  store  was  destroyed 
by  fire  in  1853,  but  he  rebuilt  the  bakery  on  East  Seneca  Street,  with  which 
he  was  successfully  identified  until  the  time  of  his  death.  Mr.  Kirshner 
was  the  second  German  citizen  to  settle  in  Oswego.  He  was  a  Republican 
in  politics  and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  German  Lutheran  Church 
in  this  city.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kirshner  were  born  the  following  children: 
1.  Henry,  died  at  Fostoria,  Ohio.  2.  Eliza  Stoffel,  deceased.  3.  Jeanette 
Maenche,  deceased.  4.  Caroline  Lieb,  deceased.  5.  John  G.,  deceased.  6. 
Margaret  Pattae,  deceased.  7.  Matilda  Hagenbruck,  deceased.  8.  William, 
deceased.  9.  Martin,  deceased.  10.  George,  deceased.  11.  Charles  Edward, 
the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  boyhood  of  Charles  Edward  Kirshner  was  spent  in  Oswego,  where 
he  was  educated.  He  was  associated  in  the  bakery  business  with  his 
father  and  brother,  George,  until  the  death  of  the  father,  at  which  time 
the  brothers  continued  in  the  enterprise  for  eight  years.  Mr.  Kirshner 
then  conducted  a  general  mercantile  business  on  East  Bridge  Street  for 
about  15  years,  after  which  he  became  superintendent  of  the  Wallace 
Department  Store  for  six  years.  He  next  was  associated  with  the  Fred¬ 
erick  Conde  Company  for  six  years,  and  in  1916  accepted  the  position  of 
superintendent  of  the  H.  M.  Benson  Paper  Box  Company. 

In  1886  Mr.  Kirshner  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Margaret 
Hilbert,  of  Oswego,  the  daughter  of  Peter  and  Caroline  (Trougott)  Hilbert, 
natives  of  Germany,  both  now  deceased.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kirshner  were 
born  six  children :  1.  Dorothy  E.,  a  graduate  of  Oswego  High  School  and 
the  Oswego  State  Normal  School,  married  George  Vanoot,  and  they  have 
three  children:  Bernice,  James,  and  Dorothy.  They  live  at  Oswego.  2. 
Edward  G.,  a  World  War  veteran,  now  employed  by  the  post  office  depart¬ 
ment  at  Oswego.  3.  Marguerite,  a  graduate  of  Oswego  High  School  and 
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Oswego  Business  College,  married  Hugh  Sturge,  and  they  have  two  sons, 
Robert  and  Donald.  They  live  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y.  4.  Carl  H.,  married 
Miss  Gertrude  Hallahan,  and  they  have  four  sons:  Warren,  Robert,  Ray¬ 
mond,  and  Carl.  They  live  at  Oswego.  5.  Warren  W.,  twin  brother  of 
Carl  H.  He  married  Miss  Eva  Groft,  and  they  have  five  children:  Carl 
Lee,  Jane,  Neida,  Caroline,  and  Charles.  They  live  at  Adams,  N.  Y.  6. 
Louise,  a  graduate  of  Oswego  High  School  and  Oswego  Business  College, 
married  Leland  Audlin,  and  they  have  a  son,  David.  They  live  at  Syra¬ 
cuse,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Kirshner  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  has  always  taken  an  active 
interest  in  civic  affairs.  He  was  a  leader  in  the  movement  to  bring  to 
Oswego  a  railroad  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  has  done  much  to  better  living  condi¬ 
tions  in  the  community  where  he  has  always  lived.  He  and  his  family  hold 
membership  in  St.  Matthews  English  Lutheran  Church. 


Clarence  F.  Hall. — As  president  of  the  Consaul-Hall  Company,  of  Clay¬ 
ton,  Mr.  Hall  is  recognized  as  one  of  Jefferson  County’s  able  and  highly 
successful  business  men.  He  was  born  at  Clayton,  May  23,  1887,  the  son 
of  Frank  L.  and  Emma  (Hurd)  Hall. 

Frank  L.  Hall’s  sketch  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history. 

Clarence  F.  Hall  grew  up  at  Clayton  and  after  his  graduation  from 
high  school  in  1904  he  attended  the  University  of  Michigan,  from  which 
he  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  1910.  He  then  entered 
the  employ  of  the  Celloise  Products  Company  of  New  York  and  resigned 
as  treasurer  of  the  company  in  1912.  His  next  business  connection  was 
as  assistant  superintendent  of  construction  for  Guy  Miller,  road  con¬ 
tractor.  In  1914  Mr.  Hall  in  association  with  his  father  and  brothers, 
Roy  F.  and  Clark  Hall,  went  into  partnership  with  W.  H.  Consaul 
in  the  coal  and  feed  business.  In  1917  Clarence  F.  Hall  and  Roy  F.  Hall 
purchased  their  brother’s  interest  and  three  years  later  bought  out  the 
father’s  interest  in  the  firm.  The  business  was  incorporated  in  1925  as 
the  Consaul-Hall  Company,  and  the  present  officers  are:  Clarence  F. 
Hall,  president  and  treasurer;  Roy  F.  Hall,  vice  president;  and  J.  W. 
Fitzgerald,  secretary.  Mr.  Hall  is  also  vice  president  and  director  of  the 
First  National  Exchange  Bank,  and  a  director  of  the  Jefferson  County 
National  Bank,  of  Watertown. 

In  1915  Mr.  Hall  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Bertha  Fry,  the 
daughter  of  Lucius  and  Hattie  (Young)  Fry,  the  former  a  native  of  New 
York  and  the  latter  of  Michigan.  Mr.  Fry,  retired,  was  a  noted  builder 
of  sailing  vessels  and  sailing  canoes,  and  also  built  some  of  the  fastest 
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“half  raters”  in  the  world.  His  plant  was  located  at  Clayton,  where  he 
now  resides.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hall  have  a  son,  Clarence  F.,  Jr.,  who  is  a 
student  in  the  public  schools  of  Clayton. 

Mr.  Hall  is  a  Republican  and  has  served  as  village  trustee  and  as  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  local  board  of  education.  He  is  junior  warden  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  Clayton  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  296;  Clayton 
Chapter  R.  A.  M.  No.  301;  Watertown  Commandery  K.  T.  No.  11;  Media 
Temple ;  Rotary  Club ;  Beta  Theta  Pi  fraternity ;  Black  River  Valley  Club ; 
and  Clayton  Golf  Club.  He  also  holds  membership  in  the  Jefferson  County 
Golf  Club,  of  Watertown,  and  in  1930  was  awarded  the  president’s  cup  in 
golf,  which  had  been  donated  to  the  club  in  1920  by  Anson  Flower. 


Ulric  Z.  Maltby. — The  city  of  Oswego  lost  one  of  its  representative  busi¬ 
ness  men  and  excellent  citizens  in  the  death  on  July  11,  1928,  of  Mr. 
Maltby,  who  was  for  many  years  president  of  the  Maltby-Campbell  Com¬ 
pany,  Inc.  He  was  born  at  Pulaski,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  9,  1848,  the  son  of  the  late 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hiram  Maltby. 

The  early  life  of  Ulric  Z.  Maltby  was  spent  at  Pulaski,  where  he  was 
educated  and  at  the  age  of  14  he  became  a  soldier  in  the  Civil  War,  having 
enlisted  at  Pulaski.  At  the  age  of  20  years  he  came  to  Oswego  to  follow 
his  trade  as  an  engraver.  For  many  years  he  was  associated  with  Jules 
Wendell  &  Son,  and  at  the  dissolution  of  that  business,  Mr.  Maltby  formed 
the  Maltby-Campbell  Company,  Inc.  Mr.  Maltby  was  actively  connected 
with  this  enterprise  as  president  until  his  death.  As  an  engraver,  he  be¬ 
came  widely  recognized  as  an  artist  in  his  profession. 

Mr.  Maltby  was  of  a  sociable  disposition,  and  enjoyed  meeting  with 
his  many  friends.  He  was  affable,  courteous,  and  at  all  times  retained  a 
keen  interest  in  public  affairs.  In  every  organization  with  which  he  was 
connected  he  maintained  an  unceasing  interest.  For  40  years  he  was  an 
elder  in  Grace  Presbyterian  Church,  and  for  many  years  was  superinten¬ 
dent  of  its  Sunday  school  and  teacher  of  a  young  women’s  class  in  the 
church. 

Mr.  Maltby  was  a  member  of  Frontier  City  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  422, 
and  was  Worthy  Past  Patron  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  and  a 
member  of  the  Order  of  Amaranth.  For  30  years  he  had  been  a  member 
of  the  Fortnightly  Club,  and  was  a  leading  member  of  the  Kiwanis  Club 
in  Oswego.  He  also  belonged  to  the  Leather  Stocking  Club  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Oswego  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Mr.  Maltby  was  widely  read,  keen  and  intelligent  and  was  always  an 
interesting  companion.  He  retained  the  spirit  of  youth  and  was  interested 
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in  young  people  and  their  welfare.  In  matters  connected  with  city  admin¬ 
istrative  problems,  Mr.  Maltby  was  always  a  constructive  public  critic,  and 
could  be  depended  upon  for  his  unfailing  fairness  in  all  matters. 

Mr.  Maltby  was  survived  by  his  widow,  Elizabeth  K.  Maltby,  and  a 
son,  Albert  E.  Maltby,  the  latter  of  whom  lives  in  Los  Angeles,  Calif. 


Lieut.  Col.  John  J.  Fulmer,  who  is  commander  of  Fort  Ontario  at 
Oswego,  is  a  veteran  of  the  Spanish-American  and  World  Wars,  and  has 
had  a  colorful  military  career.  He  was  born  at  Amityville,  Berks  County, 
Pa.,  May  21,  1878,  the  son  of  Samuel  H.  and  Irene  P.  (Ludwig)  Fulmer. 

Samuel  H.  Fulmer  was  born  at  Amityville,  Pa.,  and  died  in  1926  at  the 
age  of  80  years.  His  wife  died  in  1917.  Both  are  buried  at  Amityville. 
He  attended  college  at  Millersville,  Pa.,  and  for  many  years  engaged  in 
business  at  Reading,  Pa.,  as  a  manufacturer,  banker,  and  real  estate 
broker.  He  was  a  Republican,  and  held  membership  in  the  Lutheran 
Church.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fulmer  were  born  three  sons:  1.  W.  L.,  lives 
at  Seattle,  Wash.  2.  E.  L.,  lives  at  Bayside,  N.  Y.  3.  John  J.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch. 

John  J.  Fulmer  attended  the  public  schools  of  Reading,  Pa.,  and  had 
taken  a  preparatory  course  in  architecture  at  the  time  of  his  enlistment  in 
the  U.  S.  Army  in  1898.  He  served  throughout  the  Spanish-American 
War  as  a  member  of  the  27th  Infantry,  and  was  stationed  in  the  Philip¬ 
pines.  He  entered  the  Regular  Army  in  1900,  received  the  commission  of 
second  lieutenant  at  Fort  Adams,  R.  I.,  on  Feb.  1,  1901,  and  became  first 
lieutenant  in  1906.  He  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  captain  in  1915, 
major  in  1919,  and  lieutenant  colonel  in  1921.  He  served  during  the  World 
War  in  France  as  a  member  of  the  General  Staff,  G.  5  Section  of  General 
Headquarters,  and  was  awarded  the  Distinguished  Service  Medal.  Colonel 
Fulmer  had  been  graduated  in  1905  from  the  Infantry  and  Cavalry  School, 
from  the  General  Staff  School  in  1923,  and  from  the  Army  War  College  in 
1925. 

Colonel  Fulmer  holds  membership  in  the  Army  and  Navy  Club,  Army, 
Navy  and  Marine  Club,  and  numerous  other  military  organizations.  He  is 
recognized  as  a  writer  of  note,  being  the  author  of  “Battle  Fire  Training,” 
“Military  Panoramic  Sketching,”  and  other  pamphlets. 

Colonel  Fulmer  has  traveled  throughout  the  world  during  his  military 
career,  having  been  appointed  commander  of  Fort  Ontario  in  July,  1929. 

On  Feb.  5,  1909,  Colonel  Fulmer  married  Miss  Viola  J.  Brooks,  of  De¬ 
troit,  Mich.,  the  daughter  of  Frank  W.  and  Josephine  (Nelson)  Brooks, 
the  former  a  native  of  Waco,  Texas,  and  the  latter  of  Shreveport,  La.  Mr. 
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Brooks  died  in  1923  and  his  widow  lives  with  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Fulmer. 
Colonel  and  Mrs.  Fulmer  have  no  children. 

Colonel  Fulmer  holds  membership  in  the  Lake  Placid  Club,  Onondaga 
Country  Club  and  Oswego  Country  Club.  He  is  a  Republican  and  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 


Eric  C.  Croucher,  D.  D.  S. — Prominent  among  the  successful  young 
professional  men  of  Oswego  is  Doctor  Croucher,  who  has  offices  at  59 
West  Bridge  Street.  He  was  born  in  England,  Oct.  20,  1906,  the  son  of 
Ernest  C.  and  Mary  Ann  (Sinden)  Croucher. 

Ernest  C.  Croucher  and  his  wife  are  natives  of  England  and  have  lived 
in  Oswego  since  1909.  He  was  a  school  teacher  in  early  life  and  later  con¬ 
ducted  a  baking  business.  Since  his  arrival  in  Oswego  Mr.  Croucher  has 
been  identified  with  the  A.  C.  Hall  Baking  Company.  He  is  a  Republican, 
a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge. 
The  only  child  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Croucher  is  Eric  C.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch. 

After  his  graduation  from  Oswego  High  School,  Eric  C.  Croucher  en¬ 
tered  the  Dental  College  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  from  which 
he  was  graduated  in  1929.  He  immediately  returned  to  this  city  to  engage 
in  practice.  Doctor  Croucher  is  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Dental 
Society  and  American  Dental  Association. 

Doctor  Croucher  was  married  on  June  17,  1931,  to  Miss  Helen  Book- 
myer,  of  Lansdowne,  near  Philadelphia.  She  is  the  daughter  of  Rev.  E.  H. 
Bookmyer. 

Doctor  Croucher  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club  and  Psi  Omega  fraternity. 

Doctor  and  Mrs.  Croucher  live  at  103  West  6th  Street,  and  are  popular 
members  of  the  city’s  younger  circle. 


Charles  A.  Reid,  who  is  associated  with  Reid  &  Company,  hardware 
dealers,  is  a  recognized  successful  business  man  and  substantial  citizen  of 
Oswego.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  Feb.  18,  1884,  the  son  of  William  A. 
and  Anna  (Bergner)  Reid. 

William  A.  Reid,  deceased,  was  the  founder  of  the  business  in  Oswego 
which  now  bears  his  name.  He  was  born  here  and  attended  the  public 
schools.  He  began  his  business  career  with  a  Mr.  Tanner,  and  later  was 
associated  with  the  firm  of  Smith  &  Van  Horn.  In  1897,  in  partnership 
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with  Charles  S.  Newell,  he  established  a  hardware  business  in  Oswego, 
under  the  name  of  Reid  &  Company,  and  the  company  was  originally 
located  at  East  Second  Street  and  Utica  Street.  It  was  removed  in  1903 
to  the  present  location,  22  West  Bridge  Street.  Mr.  Newell  died  about 
1907  and  Mr.  Reid  became  sole  owner  of  the  enterprise.  He  died  April  1, 
1930,  and  is  buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  Oswego.  His  widow  still  lives 
in  this  city.  Mr.  Reid  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  St.  Matthews  Eng¬ 
lish  Lutheran  Church,  and  was  affiliated  with  Frontier  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reid  was  born  only  one  child,  Charles  A.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch. 

The  education  of  Charles  A.  Reid  was  received  in  the  Oswego  public 
schools,  and  his  entire  business  career  has  been  identified  with  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  his  father.  He  became  a  partner  in  1926  and  four  years  later,  upon 
the  death  of  his  father,  Mr.  Reid  took  over  the  entire  management  of  this 
leading  establishment. 

In  1919  Mr.  Reid  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Edna  Sponenberg, 
the  daughter  of  Marcus  and  Minnie  (Brown)  Sponenberg,  of  Kirkville,

James  M.  Long. — A  leading  figure  in  the  business,  civic  and  social  life 
of  Oswego  is  James  M.  Long,  who  is  secretary  and  general  manager  of 
the  Oswego  Candy  Works,  Inc.,  and  a  director  of  the  First  and  Second 
National  Bank  and  Trust  Company  of  Oswego.  He  was  born  in  Oswego, 
Aug.  20,  1889,  the  son  of  David  D.  and  Emma  J.  (Chatterton)  Long. 

A  complete  sketch  of  David  D.  Long,  who  is  president  of  the  Oswego 
Candy  Works,  Inc.,  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  public  schools  of  Oswego,  James  M. 
Long  took  up  the  study  of  law  at  Syracuse  University  in  1909.  In  1911 
he  became  associated  with  his  father  in  the  manufacture  of  candy.  At 
the  date  of  incorporation  he  was  elected  to  his  present  office  as  secretary 
and  general  manager  of  the  business. 

Mr.  Long  was  married  in  1916  to  Miss  Alice  V.  Lewis,  the  daughter 
of  William  E.  and  Lillian  (Strode)  Lewis,  of  Oswego.  They  have  two

Mr.  Long  is  also  a  director  of  the  Universal  Pressing  Machine  Com¬ 
pany,  of  Oswego. 

The  family  residence  is  located  at  9  West  6th  Street,  Oswego. 


Thomas  F.  Hennessey. — Familiarly  known  as  “The  Drug  Man,”  Mr. 
Hennessey  holds  a  prominent  place  among  the  reliable  and  progressive 
business  men  of  Oswego.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  March  8,  1875,  the  son 
of  David  F.  and  Ellen  (Regan)  Hennessey. 

David  F.  Hennessey  was  a  native  of  Ireland,  as  was  his  wife.  They 
were  among  the  well  known  pioneer  citizens  of  Oswego,  where  they  lived 
useful  lives.  Mr.  Hennessey  died  in  1881  and  his  wife  died  in  1911.  They 
are  buried  in  Oswego.  Mr.  Hennessey  and  his  family  held  membership  in 
St.  John’s  Catholic  Church.  Their  children  were:  1.  John,  lives  at  Os¬ 
wego.  2.  Mrs.  N.  J.  White,  lives  at  Oswego.  3.  Mrs.  Margaret  Landon, 
lives  at  Oswego.  4.  David  C.,  lives  at  Oswego.  5.  Mrs.  Helen  Watts,  lives 
at  Oswego.  6.  Mrs.  Daniel  Griffin,  lives  at  Oswego.  7.  Thomas  F.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch. 

Thomas  F.  Hennessey  has  always  lived  at  Oswego.  After  completing 
his  schooling  he  worked  in  the  store  of  Stone  &  Company,  druggists,  from 
1890  until  1902.  He  then  became  a  partner  of  Edward  J.  Malone  and  the 
firm  of  Malone  &  Hennessey,  at  194  West  1st  Street,  continued  successfully 
until  the  death  of  Mr.  Malone  in  February,  1904.  The  business  was  reor¬ 
ganized  at  that  time  as  Hennessey  &  Dwyer,  but  after  a  year  Mr.  Hennes¬ 
sey  purchased  his  partner’s  interest.  His  store  at  202  West  1st  Street 
was  burned  in  January,  1914,  and  immediately  Mr.  Hennessey  located  at 
his  present  location,  198  West  1st  Street.  He  also  has  a  branch  store  at 
93  East  Bridge  Street,  which  is  known  as  Hennessey’s  East  Side  Store. 

On  June  24,  1902,  Mr.  Hennessey  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Irene  McOmber,  of  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Lafayette  and 
Frances  (Bosworth)  McOmber.  The  former  died  in  1900  and  the  latter 
in  1921.  Both  are  buried  in  Watertown.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hennessey 
were  born  two  sons:  1.  Thomas  M.,  born  March  2,  1903,  a  graduate  of 
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Oswego  High  School  and  the  Albany  College  of  Pharmacy.  He  is  now  a 
pharmacist  in  his  father’s  stores.  He  married  Miss  Helen  E.  O’Grady,  of 
Fulton,  N.  Y.,  and  they  have  two  sons:  Thomas  F.,  Ill,  born  May  16, 
1929 ;  and  Robert  A.,  born  Dec.  26,  1930.  A  twin  sister  of  Robert  A.  died 
in  infancy.  2.  Francis  D.,  born  April  5,  1910,  a  graduate  of  Oswego  High 
School,  attends  Albany  College  of  Pharmacy. 

Mr.  Hennessey  has  always  been  a  Democrat.  He  was  elected  mayor  of 
Oswego  in  1913  and  re-elected  in  1915.  He  also  served  as  a  member  of  the 
original  harbor  and  dock  commission  of  Oswego.  He  is  a  member  of 
St.  John’s  Catholic  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  Past 
Grand  Knight,  and  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  Past  Exalted  Ruler.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  City  Club. 


Bartlett  P.  Bates. — As  an  optometrist,  Bartlett  P.  Bates  is  widely 
known  among  the  successful  young  professional  men  of  Oswego.  He  was 
born  at  New  Bedford,  Mass.,  March  18,  1902,  the  son  of  James  R.  W.  and 
Josephine  K.  (Jones)  Bates. 

James  R.  W.  Bates  is  a  native  of  Massachusetts,  and  now  lives  at 
New  Bedford.  For  many  years  he  managed  a  hotel  at  that  place  and  since 
1920  has  been  interested  in  the  cafeteria  business,  as  manager  of  the  high 
school  cafeteria.  His  wife,  born  at  Boston,  Mass.,  died  June  21,  1931. 
Both  held  membership  in  the  Universalist  Church  Parish.  They  had  two 
children::  1.  Cleone  E.,  lives  at  New  Bedford.  2.  Bartlett  P.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch. 

Bartlett  P.  Bates  was  reared  and  educated  at  New  Bedford  and  spent 
two  years  at  St.  Lawrence  University.  He  subsequently  attended  the 
Rochester  School  of  Optometry  after  being  employed  at  that  work  for  a 
period  of  two  years.  He  was  graduated  in  1927,  and  in  September,  1928, 
located  at  Oswego,  where  he  took  over  the  practice  of  the  late  Charles 
Dale.  He  has  offices  at  219  West  1st  Street.  Mr.  Bates  is  identified  with 
the  Syracuse  Optometrical  Association,  New  York  Optometric  Association, 
and  American  Optometric  Association. 

On  June  18,  1927,  Mr.  Bates  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Rita 
Salsbury,  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Fred  and  Lillie  Salsbury. 
The  former  died  in  1914  and  the  latter  lives  at  Penn  Yan,  N.  Y.  Mrs. 
Bates  is  a  graduate  of  Penn  Yan  High  School  and  The  Darrow  School  of 
Business. 

Mr.  Bates  is  a  member  of  the  Rotary  Club,  Sons  of  the  American  Revo¬ 
lution,  Fortnightly  Club,  Leather  Stocking  Club,  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon, 
Epsilon  Psi  Epsilon  and  Gamma  Delta  Psi  fraternities. 
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Thomas  E.  Glynn,  who  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War,  is  a  progressive 
young  business  man  of  Oswego  and  a  member  of  one  of  the  city’s  well 
known  pioneer  families.  He  was  born  here,  May  13,  1891,  the  son  of 
William  and  Elizabeth  (Clark)  Glynn. 

William  Glynn  lived  in  Oswego  during  his  entire  lifetime.  He  attended 
the  public  schools  and  as  a  young  man  became  interested  in  business  as 
a  manufacturer  of  barrels.  He  was  one  of  the  most  successful  coopers  in 
this  section  of  the  state  and  manufactured  barrels  for  practically  every 
flour  mill  on  the  Oswego  River.  He  ceased  his  manufacturing  interests 
in  1900  and  then  became  a  dealer  in  barrels  and  boxes,  his  place  of  busi¬ 
ness  being  at  Duer  and  Mohawk  streets.  Mr.  Glynn  died  in  1921  and  his 
wife  died  in  1929.  Both  are  buried  in  St.  Paul’s  Cemetery,  Oswego.  Mr. 
Glynn  was  a  Democrat  in  politics  and  served  at  one  time  as  county  com¬ 
mitteeman.  He  was  a  member  of  St.  Paul’s  Catholic  Church.  The  follow¬ 
ing  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Glynn:  1.  John,  who  died  in  1901. 
2.  Ida  E.,  married  Patrick  J.  Scanlon,  lives  at  Oswego.  3.  Richard  E.,  lives 
at  Oswego.  4.  Frederick  Jerome,  lives  at  Oswego.  5.  William  Burke,  who 
died  in  1922.  6.  Joseph,  lives  at  Oswego.  7.  Mary  Agnes,  lives  at  Oswego. 
8.  John  Henry,  who  died  in  infancy.  9.  Thomas  E.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  10.  Anna  Estelle  Gokey,  who  died  in  1926. 

Thomas  E.  Glynn  grew  up  in  Oswego  and  received  his  education  at 
St.  Paul  s  parochial  schools.  In  September,  1917,  he  enlisted  for  service 
in  the  World  War,  and  trained  at  Camp  Dix,  N.  J.  He  sailed  for  overseas 
duty  on  May  1,  1918,  and  landed  in  Southampton,  England.  Later,  the 
regiment  was  sent  to  France  and  Mr.  Glynn  participated  in  the  drive  in 
the  Toul  sector,  from  Aug.  4  until  Aug.  28,  1918 ;  St.  Mihiel  offensive  from 
Sept.  12  until  Sept.  16,  1918 ;  Toul  sector  offensive,  on  Sept.  26th ;  Grand 
Prix  attack,  Oct.  23  and  Oct.  24,  1918 ;  and  Meuse  Argonne  offensive  until 
the  signing  of  the  armistice  on  Nov.  11,  1918.  He  was  discharged  from 
Camp  Dix,  on  May  17,  1919,  with  the  rank  of  sergeant  of  Battery  E,  309th 
Heavy  Artillery,  78th  Division. 

After  his  return  from  the  service  Mr.  Glynn  became  identified  with  his 
father’s  business  interests  in  Oswego.  At  the  latter’s  death  in  1921  he 
was  associated  with  his  brother,  William,  until  the  time  of  his  death  the 
following  year.  Mr.  Glynn  is  a  moving  contractor  and  makes  a  specialty 
of  long  distance  moving,  having  a  fleet  of  eight  trucks.  He  also  does 
contract  trucking,  and  is  equipped  to  handle  all  types  of  heavy  machinery 
and  boilers.  The  company  owns  a  large  warehouse  for  furniture  storage. 
His  place  of  business  is  located  at  216-20  Duer  Street. 

Mr.  Glynn  was  married  in  October,  1927,  to  Miss  Helen  C.  Carroll,  of 
Oswego,  the  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Mary  (Noonan)  Carroll.  Mr.  Carroll 
is  a  native  of  Oswego,  where  he  still  resides.  His  wife  was  born  at  Buffalo, 
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N.  Y.,  and  died  in  1921.  Mrs.  Glynn  is  a  graduate  of  Oswego  High  School, 
Oswego  State  Normal  College,  and  Columbia  University.  She  was  a 
teacher  in  the  Oswego  public  schools  before  her  marriage. 

Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Glynn  are  members  of  St.  Paul’s  Catholic  Church, 
and  he  is  affiliated  with  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  Fraternal  Order  of  Eagles,  and 
Knights  of  Columbus.  He  also  belongs  to  the  American  Legion. 


George  N.  Smith. — Having  spent  the  greater  part  of  his  business 
career  in  the  city  of  Watertown,  Mr.  Smith  is  widely  known  throughout 
Northern  New  York  as  a  cattle  dealer,  and  he  is  a  director  of  the  Water- 
town  National  Bank.  He  was  born  at  Sunderland,  Franklin  County,  Mass., 
the  son  of  Edward  N.  and  Mary  Ellen  (Graves)  Smith. 

Edward  N.  Smith  was  born  at  Sunderland,  Mass.,  in  1843.  He  was  a 
farmer  and  engaged  extensively  in  the  cattle  business.  He  was  also  a 
tobacco  grower.  Mr.  Smith  was  a  Republican  in  politics.  He  died  in  1900, 
and  his  wife  died  in  1895.  Their  children  were:  George  N.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch ;  Arthur  Frederick,  deceased ;  Harriet,  the  widow  of  Harry  C. 
Lyman,  lives  at  Watertown,  Mass.;  Bessie  H.,  married  Ernest  F.  Learned, 
lives  at  Belmont,  Mass. ;  and  Ida,  who  died  in  1893. 

Edward  N.  Smith  was  the  son  of  Nathaniel  and  Dolly  L.  (Henderson) 
Smith.  He  was  born  in  1811  and  died  Oct.  6,  1882.  His  wife  died  July  4, 
1881.  Nathaniel  Smith  was  the  son  of  Quartus  and  Abagail  (Clark) 
Smith.  He  was  born  in  1773  and  died  Jan.  20,  1884.  His  wife  died  Dec. 
26,  1850. 

The  Smith  family  is  of  English  descent,  and  the  first  member  to  come 
to  the  United  States  was  Samuel  Smith  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth.  They 
sailed  from  Ipswich,  April  30,  1634,  and  landed  at  Watertown,  Mass.  He 
became  one  of  the  most  prominent  citizens  in  that  section  of  the  state  and 
was  a  deputy  to  the  general  court.  He  was  the  first  selectman  to  serve 
at  Hadley,  Mass.  Nathaniel  Smith,  great-great-grandfather  of  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch,  was  largely  responsible  for  the  founding  of  Amherst 
College.  A  complete  history  of  the  Smith  family  appears  in  the  “History 
of  Sunderland,  Mass.,  1673-1889,”  by  John  Montague  Smith. 

George  N.  Smith  attended  the  public  schools  of  Sunderland,  Mass.,  and 
as  a  young  man  became  interested  in  the  shipping  of  cattle.  His  business 
extended  to  the  New  York,  Boston,  and  Providence  market,  and  at  the  age 
of  18  years  he  located  in  Boston,  where  he  became  successful  as  a  buyer 
of  milch  cows  at  the  Brighton  market.  In  1894  Mr.  Smith  came  to  Water- 
town,  where  he  has  since  engaged  in  the  buying  and  shipping  of  cattle  to 
eastern  markets.  He  owns  seven  fine  farms  in  Jefferson  and  Lewis

counties,  which  comprise  1,800  acres,  and  his  “North  Country  Farm,” 
where  he  resides,  contains  700  acres  of  valuable  land,  located  at  1456 
Washington  Street,  Watertown.  At  the  present  time  he  is  the  owner  of 
200  head  of  pure  bred  Holstein  cattle.  He  is  identified  with  the  Jefferson 
County  Farm  Bureau,  and  Holstein-Freisan  Association. 

In  1907  Mr.  Smith  married  Miss  Martha  J.  Little,  the  daughter  of 
Henry  and  Margaret  (Johnston)  Little,  natives  of  New  Hampshire.  Both 
are  deceased  and  are  buried  at  Exeter,  N.  H.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  have 
been  born  four  children:  1.  Nathaniel,  deceased.  2.  Nathalie  Elizabeth, 
a  graduate  of  Watertown  High  School,  class  of  1931,  attends  Miss 
Wheelock’s  School,  Boston.  3.  Margaret  Johnston.  4.  George  N.,  Jr. 

Mr.  Smith  is  a  Republican  and  belongs  to  B.  P.  O.  Elks,  No.  496. 


William  Loyal  Allen. — Prominent  in  his  profession  as  a  lawyer,  Wil¬ 
liam  Loyal  Allen,  of  Malone,  is  widely  known  throughout  Franklin  County. 
He  was  born  at  Malone,  March  16,  1874,  the  son  of  Charles  W.  and  Mary 
(Lathrop)  Allen. 

The  Allens  of  Malone  are  direct  descendants  of  Ira  Allen,  a  brother  of 
Ethan  Allen,  of  Revolutionary  War  fame,  whose  son,  Aaron  C.  Allen, 
came  to  Louisville,  N.  Y.,  in  1801  from  New  Hampshire.  The  land  upon 
which  he  settled  is  still  in  the  possession  of  the  Allen  family. 

Charles  W.  Allen  was  born  at  Louisville,  St.  Lawrence  County,  in  1833. 
He  came  to  Malone  about  1850  and  for  a  number  of  years  was  interested  in 
the  mercantile  business.  Later  he  founded  the  Old  Line  Coal  Company, 
with  which  he  was  identified  at  the  time  of  his  death,  Sept.  14,  1905.  He 
was  buried  in  Morningside  Cemetery,  Malone.  On  May  1,  1861,  Mr.  Allen 
married  Miss  Mary  Lathrop,  the  daughter  of  Loyal  C.  and  Irena  (Spencer) 
Lathrop,  of  Malone.  Mrs.  Allen  survived  her  husband  22  years,  and  died 
Dec.  29,  1927,  at  the  age  of  90  years.  Their  children  were:  1.  Frank 
Douglas,  attorney,  associated  with  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Com¬ 
pany,  of  New  York  City.  2.  Frederick  Lathrop,  attorney,  second  vice 
president  and  general  counsel  of  the  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  of 
New  York.  3.  William  Loyal,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

William  Loyal  Allen  acquired  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Malone  and  entered  Hamilton  College  after  his  graduation  from  Frank¬ 
lin  Academy  in  1893.  He  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1898, 
after  spending  some  time  in  the  law  offices  of  the  late  John  I.  Gilbert,  of 
Malone.  He  later  entered  the  offices  of  Martin  E.  McClary,  a  prominent 
pioneer  of  Malone.  Mr.  Allen  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  January,  1900, 
spent  the  following  seven  years  in  private  practice,  after  which  he  became 
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a  partner  of  Martin  E.  McClary,  under  the  firm  name  of  McClary  &  Allen. 
A  son  of  Mr.  McClary,  Arthur  E.,  later  became  associated  with  the  firm, 
and  upon  the  death  of  his  father  in  1917  he  became  Mr.  Allen’s  partner. 
The  firm  of  Allen  &  McClary  is  among  the  leading  law  firms  of  Franklin 
County.  They  have  offices  at  45  East  Main  Street.  Mr.  Allen  has  numer¬ 
ous  important  business  connections  in  the  city,  being  president  of  the  Old 
Line  Coal  Company,  and  director  of  the  Malone  Electric  Light  &  Power 
Company. 

On  June  14,  1906,  Mr.  Allen  married  Miss  Bessie  L.  Skinner,  of  Malone, 
the  daughter  of  Samuel  B.  and  Mary  Skinner,  both  deceased.  Mr.  Skinner 
was  prominent  in  the  insurance  business  at  Malone  for  many  years.  He 
and  his  wife  are  buried  in  Morningside  Cemetery.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Allen 
were  born  three  children,  two  of  whom  died  in  infancy.  A  daughter,  Eliza¬ 
beth,  born  Dec.  31,  1913,  is  a  student  at  Franklin  Academy. 

Mr.  Allen  has  always  been  a  Democrat.  He  and  his  family  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  St.  Mark’s  Episcopal  Church,  of  which  he  has  been  vestryman  for 
many  years,  and  is  now  senior  warden.  He  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic 
Lodge,  Elks  Lodge,  Modern  Woodmen  of  America,  and  Alpha  Delta  Phi 
fraternity.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club  and  Malone  Golf  Club. 
At  the  present  time  he  is  president  of  the  Malone  Board  of  Education,  vice 
president  of  the  Northern  New  York  Institute  for  the  Deaf,  and  a  trustee 
of  Farrar  Home. 

Mr.  Allen’s  residence  is  located  at  21  Park  Street,  Malone. 


Martin  E.  McClary. — Having  practiced  law  in  Malone  for  a  period  of 
over  30  years,  Martin  E.  McClary,  who  died  Oct.  13,  1915,  was  recognized 
as  a  leading  attorney  of  Franklin  County.  He  was  born  at  Albany,  Vt., 
Feb.  15,  1854,  the  son  of  Orson  R.  and  Lucy  (Smith)  McClary. 

Martin  E.  McClary  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  district  schools, 
attended  Peacham  Academy,  and  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts 
from  Dartmouth  College  in  1876.  During  his  college  career  he  was  a 
teacher  in  the  district  schools  of  Northern  Vermont,  and  after  his  gradu¬ 
ation  from  Dartmouth  he  came  to  Malone  as  principal  of  Franklin  Acad¬ 
emy,  in  which  capacity  he  served  for  ten  years.  He  also  studied  law  in 
the  office  of  Hon.  H.  A.  Taylor,  former  county  judge,  and  in  1886  was 
admitted  to  the  bar.  Soon  thereafter  he  formed  a  partnership  with  the 
Hon.  Frederick  G.  Paddock,  which  continued  until  1895.  Mr.  McClary 
then  practiced  alone  until  1907,  when  he  became  associated  with  William 
L.  Allen,  who  had  secured  part  of  his  legal  training  in  the  offices  of  Mr. 
McClary.  During  the  following  year  Mr.  McClary’s  son,  Arthur  E.,  was 
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admitted  to  the  firm  and  the  partnership  continued  successfully  until  the 
death  of  the  elder  Mr.  McClary.  It  has  since  continued  under  the  firm 
name  of  Allen  &  McClary. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  in  1915  Mr.  McClary  was  a  director  of  the  Peo¬ 
ples  National  Bank,  the  Alice  Hyde  Hospital  Association,  and  trustee  of 
the  Farrar  Home  and  the  Malone  Cemetery  Association.  He  had  for  many 
years  been  a  trustee  of  the  New  York  State  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of 
Incipient  Tuberculosis  at  Raybrook,  N.  Y.,  at  one  time  also  being  president 
of  the  board.  He  served  as  president  of  the  local  board  of  education  for 
six  years,  and  had  also  been  school  commissioner.  In  1890  Mr.  McClary 
was  identified  with  the  construction  of  the  Adirondacks  Division  of  the 
New  York  Central  Railroad,  and  served  as  local  counsel  until  his  death.

Mrs.  McClary 
died  in  1928.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McClary  were  born  four  children:  Two 
sons  are  deceased.  A  daughter,  Mrs.  Emily  Woodbury,  resides  at  Allston, 
Mass.  A  son,  Arthur  E.,  was  born  May  23,  1881.  He  was  educated  in 
the  public  schools  of  Malone  and  was  graduated  from  Dartmouth  College 
with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1905.  He  studied  law  in  his  father’s 
office,  being  admitted  to  the  bar  in  September,  1908,  and  as  mentioned 
above  he  is  now  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Allen  &  McClary.  He  was  mar¬ 
ried  Aug.  24,  1909,  to  Miss  Marie  Pickett,  the  daughter  of  William  P. 
Pickett,  of  Portsmouth,  N.  H.  To  this  union  have  been  born  three  chil¬ 
dren:  1.  Nelson  A.,  born  in  1910,  attends  Dartmouth  College.  2.  Louise 
P.,  born  in  1912.  3.  William  P.,  born  in  1925.  Arthur  E.  McClary  is  a 
director  of  the  People’s  Trust  Company  of  Malone,  trustee  and  treasurer 
of  the  Malone  Cemetery  Association,  trustee  of  the  Alice  Hyde  Hospital, 
and  trustee  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  Malone.  He  is  past  president  of 
the  Kiwanis  Club,  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  and  is  a  Past  Com¬ 
mander  of  Franklin  Commandery,  Knight  Templars. 

Martin  E.  McClary  was  a  deacon  of  the  First  Congregational  Church, 
and  belonged  to  the  Masonic  orders,  being  a  member  of  Karnock  Temple 
of  the  Mystic  Shrine  at  Montreal. 


Henry  Augustus  Gray,  who  is  superintendent  of  highways  in  Franklin 
County,  has  held  that  office  for  almost  15  years  and  is  recognized  as  a 
capable  public  official.  He  was  born  at  Champlain,  N.  Y.,  July  18,  1860, 
the  son  of  William  Henry  and  Lydia  (Work)  Gray. 

William  Henry  Gray  was  born  in  New  York  City  in  1830.  His  entire 
life  was  spent  in  railroad  work,  many  years  being  spent  with  the  Ogdens- 
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burg  &  Lake  Champlain  Railroad,  which  afterward  became  known  as  the 
Rutland  Railroad,  and  now  a  part  of  the  New  York  Central  System.  Mr. 
Gray  died  in  1905  and  is  buried  at  Malone.  He  was  affiliated  with  the 
Masonic  Lodge.  His  wife  was  the  daughter  of  Nathan  Work  of  Champlain, 
N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gray  were  born  four  children:  Henry  Augustus, 
the  subject  of  this  sketch;  George,  deceased;  Alice  Emily,  married  Wil¬ 
liam  R.  Flannigan,  both  deceased;  and  Capt.  James  A.,  a  veteran  of  the 
Spanish-American  War,  now  in  the  federal  mail  service,  New  York  City. 

Henry  Augustus  Gray  attended  the  public  schools  of  Malone  and  was 
a  student  at  Franklin  Academy.  He  spent  five  years  in  the  employ  of 
the  Ogdensburg  &  Lake  Champlain  Railroad  as  a  machinist,  and  then 
served  for  nine  years  as  manager  of  the  Smith  Hotel  in  Malone.  He  also 
was  connected  with  the  Hodskin  Hotel,  at  Canton,  N.  Y.,  for  one  year,  and 
in  1909  he  became  identified  with  the  New  York  State  Highway  Depart¬ 
ment,  becoming  superintendent  of  highways  in  Franklin  County  in  1917. 

On  July  12,  1877,  Mr.  Gray  married  Miss  Elizabeth  A.  Hogle,  the 
daughter  of  George  H.  and  Adeline  (Campbell)  Hogle.  Four  children  were 
born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gray:  1.  William  Hamilton,  who  is  a  graduate  of 
Brown  University.  He  is  now  interested  in  the  wholesale  millinery  busi¬ 
ness  in  New  York  City.  2.  George  Augustus,  who  is  a  graduate  of  Prince¬ 
ton  University,  now  a  mining  engineer  at  Timmons,  Ont.,  Canada.  3. 
Louise,  married  Edward  G.  Kilburn,  who  is  vice  president  of  the  Westing- 
house  Electric  Company  in  New  York  City.  4.  Winfield  Scott,  who  died 
in  1912. 

Politically  Mr.  Gray  is  a  Republican.  Mrs.  Gray  is  a  member  of  the 
Church  of  Christ,  Scientist.  They  live  at  17  Morton  Street,  Malone. 


Wells  P.  Forbes. — One  of  the  progressive  men  of  Oswego,  and  favor¬ 
ably  known,  is  Wells  P.  Forbes,  who  is  superintendent  of  Taggart’s  Oswego 
Paper  Mills,  a  subsidiary  of  the  St.  Regis  Paper  Company.  He  was  born 
at  Altoona,  Pa.,  in  August,  1887,  the  son  of  Sidney  D.  and  Della  (Patter¬ 
son)  Forbes. 

Sidney  D.  Forbes  was  a  native  of  Lewis  County,  N.  Y.,  born  at  Deer 
River.  He  spent  his  early  life  in  Carthage  and  was  educated  there.  He 
also  taught  school  in  that  city,  and  later  conducted  a  business  college  at 
Altotna,  Pa.  Later,  he  had  a  school  at  Lynn,  Mass.,  where  he  died  in 
1896.  He  is  buried  at  Deer  River.  His  widow,  born  in  Canada,  lives  at 
Carthage,  N.  Y.  Their  children  were:  1.  Lawrence,  who  lives  at  Ogdens¬ 
burg,  N.  Y.  2.

Wells  P.  Forbes  was  reared  and  educated  at  Lynn,  Mass.,  and  at  Car¬ 
thage,  N.  Y.  He  began  his  business  career  with  the  Champion  Paper  Com¬ 
pany,  which  was  later  absorbed  by  the  St.  Regis  Paper  Company.  Mr. 
Forbes  continued  with  the  reorganized  company  and  subsequently  became 
night  superintendent  in  1915,  in  which  capacity  he  served  continuously 
until  1928.  He  was  then  transferred  to  Oswego  as  plant  superintendent 
of  Taggart’s  Oswego  Paper  Mills.

Gaylon  Sykes  Griswold. — One  of  the  progressive  young  business  men 
of  Franklin  County  is  Gaylon  S.  Griswold,  who  is  the  proprietor  of  a  book 
and  stationery  shop  at  119  East  Main  Street,  Malone.  He  was  born  at 
Canton,  N.  Y.,  Dec.  31,  1901,  the  son  of  Gaylon  G.  and  Ellie  (Sykes) 
Griswold. 

Gaylon  G.  Griswold  was  born  at  Canton,  N.  Y.,  May  29,  1861,  the  son 
of  David  Griswold,  who  was  well  known  for  many  years  in  Canton  as  an 
interior  decorator.  His  son,  Gaylon  G.,  also  engaged  in  that  business,  but 
since  1900  has  held  the  office  of  assistant  postmaster  in  Canton.  He  was 
married  in  1886  to  Miss  Ellie  Sykes  of  Canton.  Their  children  are:  1. 
Elbert  Kenneth  attended  St.  Lawrence  University,  and  is  a  graduate  of 
Pratt  College,  now  identified  with  the  Art  Metal  Construction  Company  of 
New  York  City.  2.  Mildred  Harriet,  a  graduate  of  St.  Lawrence  Univer¬ 
sity,  class  of  1918,  now  a  teacher  of  Mathematics  in  Port  Washington

Gaylon  S.  Griswold  secured  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Canton,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1919.  He  received  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  at  St.  Lawrence  University  in  1923,  and  spent  the 
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following  three  years  as  a  teacher  of  mathematics  in  the  Junior  High 
School  at  Trenton,  N.  J.  Mr.  Griswold  then  purchased  the  stationery  and 
book  shop  of  Thomas  T.  Buttrick,  at  Malone,  with  which  he  is  now 
identified.

Mr.  Griswold  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Universalist  Church 
and  belongs  to  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity.  His  wife  is  a  member  of  the 
Catholic  Church.  They  live  at  10  Constable  Street. 


Ferdinand  Lewis  Daggett.— The  career  of  Ferdinand  L.  Daggett,  re¬ 
tired,  has  long  been  identified  with  Malone,  and  he  is  a  membei  of  one  of 
the  first  families  to  settle  in  this  section.  He  was  born  at  Malone,  June  16, 
1853,  the  son  of  John  Lewis  and  Julia  (Nichols)  Daggett. 

In  the  summer  of  1804  John  Daggett,  grandfather  of  the  subject  of 
this  sketch,  came  from  Vermont  to  New  York  by  ox  team  and  settled  on 
the  present  site  of  Malone.  He  was  accompanied  by  his  brothers,  Ebenezer 
and  Pliny,  with  their  families.  John  Daggett  secured  a  200  acre  tract  of 
land  and  erected  a  two  story  eight  room  log  house,  which  he  successfully 
operated  as  a  tavern  for  many  years.  After  his  death  the  property  was 
transferred  to  Franklin  County  and  used  as  a  county  home.  John  Lewis 
Daggett,  father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  born  at  Malone,  Sept.  15, 
1815,  the  son  of  John  Daggett,  Jr.,  who  was  born  at  Attleboro,  Mass., 
Oct.  20,  1782.  The  latter  was  the  son  of  John  Daggett,  who  served 
throughout  the  Revolutionary  War.  He  was  a  native  of  Attleboro,  Mass., 
born  Oct.  1,  1752. 

John  Lewis  Daggett  became  well  known  in  Malone  as  a  building  con¬ 
tractor,  and  built  practically  the  entire  residential  and  business  sections 
of  this  place.  He  was  married  on  Oct.  26,  1845,  to  Miss  Julia  Nichols,  the 
daughter  of  Jacob  and  Mary  (Chase)  Nichols,  of  Wallingford,  Vt.  Before 
her  marriage  she  was  a  teacher  in  the  Malone  public  schools.  Mr.  Daggett 
died  Nov.  20,  1893,  and  his  wife  died  May  9,  1886.  Both  are  buried  in 
Morningside  Cemetery,  Malone.  Their  children  were:  John  Watson,  who 
lives  retired  at  Waterloo,  Iowa;  Mary  Jane,  who  died  in  infancy;  Herbert 
Nichols,  who  died  July  4,  1872,  at  the  age  of  21  years;  Florence  M.,  who 
died  Dec.  22,  1859,  at  the  age  of  four  years;  and  Ferdinand  Lewis,  the 

subject  of  this  sketch. 

Ferdinand  Lewis  Daggett  grew  up  at  Malone  and  was  educated  in  the 
public  schools  and  at  Franklin  Academy.  At  the  age  of  18  years  he 
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became  a  clerk  in  a  local  grocery  store  and  was  thus  employed  for  three 
years.  He  then  became  associated  with  his  father’s  contracting  business 
at  Malone.  In  1877,  however,  Mr.  Daggett  went  to  Galesburg,  Ill.,  where 
he  spent  a  year  in  the  shops  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad. 
From  there  he  went  to  Nebraska  and  worked  for  three  years  as  a  building 
contractor  in  the  building  up  of  Genoa,  Neb.  In  August,  1881,  he  returned 
to  Malone  as  a  building  contractor.  Until  his  retirement  in  1922  Mr. 
Daggett  was  recognized  as  one  of  Malone’s  most  successful  business  men 
and  reliable  builders. 

On  Dec.  21,  1881,  Mr.  Daggett  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Emily 
S.  Cooley,  the  daughter  of  Arthur  Benjamin  and  Mary  (Bostwick)  Cooley, 
of  Malone.  Their  daughter,  Elizabeth,  is  the  wife  of  Arthur  Wesley 
Gamble,  who  is  assistant  cashier  of  the  Farmers  National  Bank  of  Malone. 
They  have  a  daughter,  Barbara.  Emily  S.  (Cooley)  Daggett  died  Aug.  8, 
1897. 

Politically,  Mr.  Daggett  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  attends 
the  Congregational  Church  and  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  being 
a  Knight  Templar  and  member  of  Karnak  Temple  of  the  Mystic  Shrine. 


Patrick  Henry  McCarthy. — One  of  the  representative  young  business 
men  of  Malone  is  Patrick  Henry  McCarthy,  pharmacist,  who  was  born 
in  this  city,  July  5,  1898.  He  is  the  son  of  James  C.  and  Nellie  (Bizel) 
McCarthy. 

James  C.  McCarthy  was  born  at  Worcester,  Mass.,  Feb.  20,  1870.  He 
is  a  plumbing  and  heating  contractor,  and  for  a  number  of  years  has 
successfully  engaged  in  the  business  at  Tupper  Lake,  N.  Y.  He  was 
married  in  1890  to  Miss  Nellie  Bizel,  the  daughter  of  Samuel  Bizel,  well 
known  hotel  proprietor  of  Malone.  To  them  were  born  six  children,  two 
of  whom  died  in  infancy.  Those  surviving  are:  1.  Mary,  married  C.  W. 
Bouchard,  lives  at  Tupper  Lake.  2.  Patrick  Henry,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  3.  Katherine,  married  William  Goodell,  lives  at  Albany,  N.  Y., 
and  they  have  two  daughters.  4.  Anna,  who  lives  at  home. 

Patrick  Henry  McCarthy  was  educated  in  the  parochial  schools  of 
Malone  and  Tupper  Lake  and  was  graduated  from  Holy  Ghost  Academy 
at  Tupper  Lake  in  1917.  He  then  entered  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  Ford- 
ham  University,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Ph.  G.  in  1920. 
After  three  years  in  the  employ  of  L.  C.  Maid,  druggist,  of  Tupper  Lake, 
and  one  year  with  George  E.  Fitzsimmons,  Mr.  McCarthy  entered  the 
employ  of  E.  D.  Cook  of  Chauteaugay,  N.  Y.  He  established  his  present 
business  at  6  Harrison  Street,  Malone,  in  October,  1926,  and  is  recognized 
as  one  of  the  city’s  dependable  merchants. 
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On  June  25,  1923,  Mr.  McCarthy  married  Miss  Kathryn  Hourihan,  the 
daughter  of  John  and  Sarah  Hourihan,  of  Colton,  N.  Y.  She  is  a  graduate 
of  Potsdam  Normal  School  and  before  her  marriage  was  a  teacher  in  the 
public  schools  of  Tupper  Lake.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McCarthy  have  a  son,  Rob¬ 
ert  H.,  born  Feb.  13,  1927. 

Politically  Mr.  McCarthy  is  a  Republican.  He  and  his  wife  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  St.  Joseph’s  Catholic  Church,  and  he  belongs  to  the  Knights  of 
Columbus,  B.  P.  0.  Elks  and  American  Legion. 


George  Malcom  Hawn. — One  of  the  most  successful  business  men  of 
Jefferson  County  is  George  Malcom  Hawn,  who  is  vice  president  of  the 
First  National  Exchange  Bank  and  also  owner  of  the  Clayton  Manufactur¬ 
ing  Company,  of  Clayton.  He  was  born  at  Orleans,  Jefferson  County, 
Aug.  12,  1871,  the  son  of  Cyrus  and  Sarah  (Griswold)  Hawn. 

Cyrus  Hawn  was  born  in  Herkimer  County  and  his  wife  was  a  native 
of  Depauville,  Jefferson  County.  Throughout  his  life  he  successfully  fol¬ 
lowed  farming  and  stock  raising.  His  parents  were  John  and  Phoebe 
Hawn,  who  were  natives  of  Holland  and  very  early  settlers  of  Herkimer 
County.  They  later  lived  in  Jefferson  County.  Both  Cyrus  Hawn  and 
his  wife  are  deceased  and  are  buried  at  Depauville.  He  was  a  Republican 
and  an  active  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Hawn  were  born  the  following  children :  Ida,  the  widow  of  George  Harter, 
lives  at  Watertown;  Edward,  lives  at  Watertown;  Alice,  married  Milton 
Doxtater,  lives  at  Evans  Mills,  N.  Y.;  Lincoln  G.,  who  is  postmaster  at 
Evans  Mills,  N.  Y.  and  for  many  years  supervisor  for  the  town  of  LeRay ; 
Minnie,  married  John  Linstruth,  lives  at  Evans  Mills,  N.  Y. ;  George  Mal¬ 
com,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Clarence,  lives  at  Evans  Mills,  N.  Y.,  was 
the  first  mayor  of  the  village  and  held  the  office  for  several  years;  and 
Elbert  J.,  deceased. 

The  boyhood  of  George  Malcom  Hawn  was  spent  at  Pamelia,  N.  Y., 
and  he  attended  the  public  schools.  He  became  an  agent  for  the  Prudential 
Insurance  Company  at  Utica,  N.  Y.,  and  later  was  transferred  to  Rochester, 
N.  Y.,  as  assistant  superintendent.  He  spent  seven  years  on  the  home 
farm,  after  which  he  became  associated  with  S.  H.  Vandergrift,  at  Grind¬ 
stone  Island.  He  then  went  with  C.  G.  Emery,  who  was  the  owner  of  nu¬ 
merous  business  enterprises  in  Clayton,  and  Mr.  Hawn  took  complete 
charge  of  his  interests.  In  1917  he  became  identified  with  L.  E.  Fry  & 
Company,  as  builders  of  flying  boats  and  pontoons  for  the  U.  S.  Govern¬ 
ment.  When  the  S.  H.  B.  Company  was  removed  to  Clayton  in  1919  Mr. 
Hawn  became  connected  with  it.  Later,  Mr.  Hawn,  W.  H.  Consaul,  L.  E. 
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Fry,  Edward  Denny,  Sr.,  and  Otto  Schuman  organized  the  Clayton  Manu¬ 
facturing  Company  and  originally  were  manufacturers  of  slumber  slip¬ 
pers  exclusively.  They  are  now  widely  known  makers  of  bathing  suits, 
sweaters,  and  sports  coats.  Mr.  Hawn  is  now  sole  owner  of  the  enterprise. 
Approximately  65  people  are  employed  in  the  plant  and  the  company's 
products  have  a  wide  sale  throughout  the  world.  He  is  also  vice  president 
and  director  of  the  First  National  Exchange  Bank,  having  been  formerly 
president  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Clayton  until  its  merger  with  the 
National  Exchange  Bank. 

In  1890  Mr.  Hawn  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Grace  R.  Otis, 
the  daughter  of  Levi  C.  and  Mary  (Gillette)  Otis,  who  were  natives  of 
Depauville,  N.  Y.,  and  now  deceased.  Their  son,  Clyfton,  is  deceased. 

Mr.  Hawn  has  always  been  a  Republican  and  served  as  Clayton’s  first 
mayor.  During  his  administration  the  city  paving  program  was  com¬ 
pleted,  and  numerous  other  improvements  were  made.  The  most  impor¬ 
tant  factor  in  Mr.  Hawn’s  career  was  the  fact  that  during  his  time  as  mayor 
he  was  instrumental  in  bonding  the  village  and  paving  the  streets  as 
they  are  today.  All  streets  are  paved  and  nearly  all  with  curbing,  as  fine 
as  any  village  in  Northern  New  York.  He  takes  keen  interest  in  civic 
welfare  and  has  done  much  in  public  life  towards  promoting  affairs  which 
have  greatly  benefited  the  village. 


Felix  Patrick  Cunningham,  D.  D.  S. — A  successful  dental  surgeon  of 
Malone,  Doctor  Cunningham  is  widely  known  throughout  Franklin  County. 
He  was  born  at  Malone,  Aug.  31,  1891,  the  son  of  Felix  and  Mary  A. 
(McCoy)  Cunningham. 

Felix  Cunningham  was  of  Irish  descent  and  was  born  at  Malone  in 
1852.  His  parents  had  emigrated  to  the  United  States  during  the  early 
part  of  the  19th  century.  Mr.  Cunningham  became  a  farmer  in  Franklin 
County  but  during  the  latter  part  of  his  life  was  located  at  Lincoln,  Neb., 
where  he  was  interested  in  the  mercantile  business.  He  died  there  in 
1901.  His  wife  was  a  native  of  Chateaugay,  N.  Y.,  and  died  at  Malone, 
May  17,  1930.  She  is  buried  in  St.  Joseph’s  Cemetery.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Cunningham  were  born  five  children:  1.  William  L.,  lives  at  Ravenna, 
Neb.  2.  Mary  E.,  who  is  supervisor  of  schools  at  Westbury,  N.  Y.  3. 
Catherine,  who  died  in  1904.  4.  Edward  F.,  who  died  in  May,  1929.  5. 
Felix  Patrick,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Felix  Patrick  Cunningham  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Malone  and  in  1910  was  graduated  from  Franklin  Academy.  He 
then  spent  two  years  in  the  employ  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad 
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before  entering  the  University  of  Buffalo  as  a  student  of  dentistry.  He 
received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  in  1915  and  at  that  time 
established  his  present  practice  at  Malone.  He  purchased  property  at  98 
West  Main  Street,  his  present  location,  in  1922.  Dr.  Cunningham  is  a 
specialist  in  X-Ray  work  and  is  recognized  as  a  leader  in  his  chosen 
profession. 

On  Oct.  16,  1926,  Dr.  Cunningham  married  Miss  Beth  M.  Sornberger, 
the  daughter  of  Leonard  H.  and  Edna  Sornberger,  of  Bedford,  Quebec, 
Canada.  Mrs.  Cunningham  attended  Wesleyan  College  at  Stanstead,  Que¬ 
bec,  where  she  specialized  in  the  study  of  music  and  elocution.  Doctor  and 
Mrs.  Cunningham  have  a  son,  John  Edward,  born  April  18,  1931. 

Dr.  Cunningham  is  a  member  of  St.  Joseph’s  Catholic  Church  and  is 
affiliated  with  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  Elks  Lodge.  He  also  belongs 
to  the  Rotary  Club,  Malone  Golf  Club,  and  Malone  Fish  &  Game  Cub. 


Archie  E.  Morrison,  who  is  widely  known  as  the  able  sheriff  of  Frank¬ 
lin  County,  lives  at  Malone,  where  he  is  also  interested  in  the  general  insur¬ 
ance  business.  He  was  born  at  Stottville,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  15,  1883,  the  son  of 
William  and  Mary  (MacClay)  Morrison. 

William  Morrison  was  born  in  Glasgow,  Scotland,  May  10,  1843.  At 
the  age  of  30  years  he  came  to  the  United  States  and  settled  at  Springfield, 
Mass.,  where  he  was  employed  at  his  former  trade  as  a  wool  dyer.  His 
wife  was  also  born  in  Scotland.  A  few  years  later  he  moved  to  Stottville, 
N.  Y.  He  died  at  Castleton,  N.  Y.,  in  1917  and  is  buried  at  Stockport, 
N.  Y.  His  wife  died  in  1904  and  is  buried  at  Stockport.  Their  children 
were  as  follows:  1.  Mary,  the  widow  of  Charles  Tanner,  lives  at  Thomp¬ 
son,  N.  Y.  2.  Elizabeth,  the  widow  of  Harry  Bateman,  lives  at  Greenbush, 
N.  Y.  3.  Nellie,  married  Frederick  Heinzer,  lives  at  Castleton-on-the- 
Hudson,  N.  Y.  4.  Catherine,  married  John  Morris,  lives  at  Los  Angeles. 
5.  Jessie,  married  Frederick  Eitelman,  lives  at  Leeds,  N.  Y.  6.  William, 
who  is  identified  with  the  Juliard  Woolen  Mills,  of  Stottville,  N.  Y.  7. 
Archie  E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Archie  E.  Morrison  grew  up  at  Stottvile,  where  he  received  his  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  public  schools.  He  completed  his  high  school  work  at  Hudson, 
N.  Y.,  in  1901,  spent  the  following  year  at  Albany  Business  College,  and 
then  located  in  Malone  as  a  stenographer  and  bookkeeper  in  the  employ 
of  Charles  H.  Turner,  lumber  dealer.  After  four  years  with  that  concern 
he  was  employed  for  a  period  of  eight  years  by  the  American  Hide  &

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Morrison  then  became  deputy  county  clerk  of  Franklin  County,  and  after 
five  years  in  that  office  was  elected  sheriff  in  November,  1929.  He  had 
served  as  town  clerk  of  Malone  from  1919  until  1924.  Since  the  latter 
year  he  has  been  interested  in  the  insurance  business  in  partnership 
with  W.  W.  Smith. 

On  June  20,  1906,  Mr.  Morrison  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Isabel  Clark,  the  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Emma  (Reddy)  Clark,  of  Malone. 
Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  in  St.  Joseph’s  Cemetery.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Morrison  were  born  four  children.  A  son  died  at  the  age  of  seven 
years.  Their  three  daughters  are:  Mary  E.,  Florence  A.,  and  Isabel  E., 
students. 

Mr.  Morrison  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  St.  Mark’s  Episcopal  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Elks  Lodge,  of  which  he  is  Past  Exalted  Ruler.  He  also 
holds  membership  in  the  Independent  Order  of  Foresters  and  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  His  wife  is  a  member  of  the  Catholic  Church. 

Mr.  Morrison  and  his  family  live  at  21  Washington  Street.  He  also 
owns  a  hunting  and  fishing  lodge  at  Lake  Titus. 


William  Emery  Steenberg,  who  has  been  identified  with  the  Malone 
Marble  &  Granite  Company  for  many  years,  is  recognized  as  an  able  busi¬ 
ness  man  of  Franklin  County.  He  was  born  at  Duane,  N.  Y.,  May  12,  1857, 
the  son  of  Emerson  Webster  and  Alma  (Ayres)  Steenberg. 

Emerson  Webster  Steenberg  was  born  at  Stockholm,  St.  Lawrence 
County,  in  1828,  and  was  the  son  of  Richard  Steenberg,  a  native  of  Ver¬ 
mont.  The  family  originally  came  to  this  country  from  Holland,  and  the 
early  spelling  of  the  name  was  Von  Steenberg.  The  great-grandfather  of 
William  Emery  Steenberg  was  a  general  during  the  Revolutionary  War. 

Emerson  Webster  Steenberg  was  interested  in  farming  throughout  his 
life.  He  died  at  Duane  in  1872,  at  the  age  of  44  years  and  is  buried  in 
Morningside  Cemetery,  Malone.  His  wife  was  the  daughter  of  Hiram  and 
Philanda  Ayres,  of  Duane.  Hiram  Ayres  was  born  in  1801  and  died 
July  16,  1884.  To  Emerson  Webster  and  Alma  Ayres  Steenberg  were  born 
two  sons:  William  Emery,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Lorenzo.  He 
was  born  June  3,  1865,  and  lived  at  Roebling,  N.  J.,  where  he  served  as 
superintendent  of  the  Roebling  Wire  Mills  for  more  than  40  years.  He 
died  July  27,  1931,  and  is  buried  in  Morningside  Cemetery,  Malone,  N.  Y. 

William  Emery  Steenberg  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools 
and  attended  Franklin  Academy  for  three  years.  Upon  the  death  of  his 
father  in  1872  he  assumed  management  of  the  homestead  and  purchased 
the  place  in  1881.  Mr.  Steenberg  continued  as  a  successful  farmer  until 
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1911,  at  which  time  he  removed  to  Malone  and  purchased  an  interest  in  the 
Malone  Marble  &  Granite  Company,  his  partner  for  a  time  being  Charles 
H.  Felton,  who  is  deceased. 

On  Dec.  15,  1880,  Mr.  Steenberg  married  Miss  Etta  J.  Steenberg,  the 
daughter  of  Allen  P.  and  Sarah  (Broughton)  Steenberg.  A  son,  Roy 
Melvin,  born  June  2,  1882,  died  in  1885,  and  is  buried  in  Morningside 
Cemetery. 

Mr.  Steenberg  is  a  Republican  and  for  many  years  held  the  offices  of 
town  assessor  and  justice  of  the  peace.  He  and  his  wife  are  members  of 
the  Baptist  Church. 


Alfred  Allen  Edwards. — One  of  the  citizens  of  real  worth  at  Malone  is 
Alfred  Allen  Edwards,  who  has  held  the  office  of  deputy  United  States 
Marshal  since  1921,  and  he  has  also  served  as  sheriff  of  Franklin  County. 
He  was  born  at  Chateaugay,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  5,  1869,  the  son  of  Sylvester 
Allen  and  Eliza  (Hill)  Edwards. 

Sylvester  Allen  Edwards,  deceased,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War. 
He  was  born  in  Clinton  County,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  2,  1842,  the  son  of  George 
Allen  Edwards,  who  came  to  the  United  States  from  England  about  1835. 
The  latter  was  a  shoemaker  by  trade  and  settled  in  Vermont,  but  latef 
removed  to  Clinton  County,  and  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  in  a  small 
village  five  miles  from  the  Canadian  line.  His  son,  Sylvester  Allen  Ed¬ 
wards,  was  a  farmer  during  his  entire  life.  During  the  Civil  War  he 
enlisted  in  the  96th  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  participated  in 
more  than  20  major  engagements  of  the  war.  He  held  the  rank  of  first 
sergeant  and  was  serving  with  Gen.  Grant  at  Richmond  on  guard  duty 
at  the  James  River  the  night  before  Richmond  was  burned  by  the  Con¬ 
federate  Army,  preceding  their  surrender.  Mr.  .Edwards  was  married 
Oct.  24,  1866,  to  Miss  Eliza  Hill,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Jane  Hill,  who 
came  from  England  in  1849  and  settled  at  Chateaugay,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Edwards 
died  Aug.  7,  1913,  and  his  wife  died  in  1922.  Both  are  buried  at  Burke, 
N.  Y.  Their  children  were:  Alfred  Allen,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and 
Mary  Anna.  She  married  Edward  Mullen,  and  died  March  17,  1930.  She 
is  buried  at  Los  Angeles,  Calif. 

Alfred  Allen  Edwards  attended  the  public  schools  of  Burke,  but  gave 
up  school  at  the  age  of  14  years  to  learn  the  carpenter  trade.  He  spent 
eight  years  in  the  employ  of  the  Rutland  Railroad  Company  as  a  carpenter, 
after  which  he  purchased  a  farm  near  Burke,  which  he  still  owns.  For  a 
number  of  years  Mr.  Edwards  was  interested  in  the  insurance  business  at 
Malone.  He  was  elected  sheriff  of  Franklin  County  in  1911  and  served 
for  three  years.  He  was  elected  mayor  of  Malone  in  1916  and  the  follow- 
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ing  year  was  again  elected  sheriff  for  a  three  year  term.  He  received  his 
present  appointment  as  Deputy  United  States  Marshal  in  April,  1921.  He 
has  been  an  officer  of  the  peace  for  33  years,  and  has  made  a  splendid 
record  in  the  performance  of  his  duties.  His  dealings  with  the  Indians 
along  the  border  have  been  especially  amicable. 

On  March  24,  1897,  Mr.  Edwards  married  (first)  Miss  Lowilla  May 
Hudson,  of  Burke,  the  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Anne  Hudson.  A  daughter 
died  in  infancy.  Mrs.  Edwards  died  July  26,  1926,  and  is  buried  in  Morn- 
ingside  Cemetery,  Malone.  He  was  married  (second)  on  Dec.  31,  1927, 
to  Marguerite  (Richardson)  Little,  the  widow  of  Howard  Little,  and  the 
daughter  of  the  late  Dr.  John  E.  and  Charlotte  Richardson.  Dr.  Richard¬ 
son  was  a  successful  and  well  known  physician  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  where 
he  died  in  1901.  By  her  first  marriage  Mrs.  Edwards  has  two  children: 
1.  Marguerite,  married  Arlington  R.  Reynolds,  of  Burke.  They  have  two 
sons,  Arlington  and  Donald  Allen  Reynolds.  2.  Douglas  Richardson,  who 
is  a  senior  at  Clarkson  College  of  Technology  at  Potsdam,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Edwards  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  is  affiliated  with  the 
Masonic  Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows,  and  holds  membership  in  the  Congregational  Church. 

The  farm  owned  by  Mr.  Edwards  near  Burke  is  part  of  the  original 
Hudson  homestead,  which  was  settled  by  the  family  of  Lowilla  May  (Hud¬ 
son)  Edwards  in  1835. 


Samuel  Cameron  Coleman,  D.  D.  S. — One  of  the  leading  dental  sur¬ 
geons  of  the  North  Country,  Dr.  Coleman  is  widely  known  in  Franklin 
County  and  has  successfully  engaged  in  practice  at  Malone  since  1897. 
He  was  born  at  Kemptville,  Ontario,  Canada,  June  9,  1874,  the  son  of  John 
and  Mary  Ann  (Cummings)  Coleman. 

John  Coleman  was  born  in  Ontario  in  1829  and  spent  his  entire  life  as 
a  farmer.  He  died  at  Kemptville  in  May,  1927.  His  wife  was  the  daughter 
of  William  John  Cummings.  There  were  seven  children  born  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Coleman:  1.  Annie,  who  died  July  14,  1880.  2.  Jennie,  married  Wil¬ 
liam  H.  Buchanan,  lives  near  Kemptville,  Ont.  3.  William  John,  a  farmer, 
lives  near  Heckston,  Ont.  4.  Alexandria,  who  died  in  1910.  5.  Robert 

Ernest,  farmer,  lives  near  Kemptville,  Ont.  6.  Samuel  C.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch.  7.  Oswald,  born  in  March,  1878.  He  is  a  graduate  of  the 
Dental  College,  University  of  Pennsylvania,  class  of  1902,  now  engaged  in 
practice  at  Madrid,  N.  Y. 

Samuel  Cameron  Coleman  is  a  graduate  of  Kemptville  High  School  and 
in  1897  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  at  the  University 
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of  Pennsylvania.  He  immediately  established  his  present  practice  in 
Malone,  and  still  maintains  offices  at  111  East  Main  Street.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Franklin  County,  New  York  State  and  American  Dental 
Associations. 

On  Sept.  14,  1905,  Dr.  Coleman  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Hawley,  the 
daughter  of  Thomas  and  Jessie  (McCrea)  Hawley,  of  Malone.  Both  are 
deceased  and  are  buried  at  Nicholville,  N.  Y.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Coleman 
had  two  daughters:  Helen,  who  died  at  the  age  of  five  years;  and  Kath¬ 
erine,  who  died  at  the  age  of  14  years.  Both  are  buried  in  Morningside 
Cemetery,  Malone. 

Doctor  and  Mrs.  Coleman  are  members  of  the  Baptist  Church,  and  he 
is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  being  a  Knight  Templar;  and  member 
of  the  Karnak  Temple  of  the  Mystic  Shrine  of  Montreal.  He  also  belongs 
to  the  Kiwanis  Club  and  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Politically  Dr.  Coleman 
is  a  Republican,  and  he  has  served  as  village  trustee. 

Dr.  Coleman  lives  at  23  Park  Street,  Malone,  and  also  owns  a  fishing 
camp  at  Mountain  View,  N.  Y. 


James  Francis  Carrigan,  who  is  superintendent  of  the  Rutland  Rail¬ 
road  Company,  with  headquarters  at  Malone,  is  a  substantial  citizen  of 
Franklin  County.  He  was  born  at  Windsor,  Vermont,  Oct.  16,  1862,  the 
son  of  William  and  Margaret  (Tully)  Carrigan. 

William  Carrigan  was  born  in  County  Longford,  Ireland,  in  1840.  At 
the  age  of  20  years  he  emigrated  to  the  United  States  and  settled  in 
Massachusetts,  but  later  removed  to  Vermont.  He  was  a  farmer.  He 
was  married  in  1861  to  Miss  Margaret  Tully,  also  a  native  of  Ireland,  and 
a  daughter  of  Michael  Tully,  who  died  at  the  age  of  104  years.  To  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Carrigan  were  born  seven  children:  1.  James  Francis,  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Mary,  who  died  in  1898.  3.  William,  who  died  in 
1898.  4.  Elizabeth,  married  George  Pabst,  lives  at  Berwyn,  Ill.  5.  Myron, 
who  died  in  1925.  6.  Margaret,  who  died  in  1923,  was  the  wife  of  George 
Boynton,  of  Hadley,  Mass.  7.  Nettie,  the  widow  of  William  Smith,  lives 
at  Springfield,  Vt. 

James  Francis  Carrigan  attended  the  public  schools  of  North  Spring- 
field,  Vt.,  and  as  a  young  man  entered  the  employ  of  the  Central  Vermont 
Railroad  to  learn  telegraphy.  He  spent  12  years  with  that  company  as 
an  operator,  agent  and  train  dispatcher  at  various  points  between  Bellows 
Falls,  Vt.,  and  Rouses  Point,  N.  Y.,  and  in  1890  became  joint  agent  at  the 
latter  place  for  the  Central  Vermont,  Ogdensburg,  and  Lake  Champlain 
and  the  Canadian  Atlantic  Railways.  He  served  in  that  capacity  for  two 
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years  and  was  then  appointed  trainmaster  at  Malone  for  the  Rutland 
Railroad  Company.  He  was  subsequently  advanced  to  the  position  of 
assistant  superintendent  and  later  became  superintendent,  which  office 
he  holds  at  the  present  time. 

On  April  14,  1889,  Mr.  Carrigan  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Ina 
V.  Lockwood,  the  daughter  of  Benio  and  Alvira  Lockwood,  of  North 
Springfield,  Vt.

Edward 
Curtis,  who  was  killed  in  action  during  the  World  War  while  serving  as 
sergeant  of  Company  K,  107th  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry,  27th  Divi¬ 
sion.  He  lost  his  life  at  the  Battle  of  Bellcourt  Tunnel,  Guilmont  Farm, 
being  killed  in  the  battle  in  which  32  other  Malone  men  lost  their  lives. 
He  is  buried  in  Morningside  Cemetery,  Malone.  3.  Paul  B.,  who  is  identified 
with  the  production  department  of  the  General  Motors  Corporation,  of 
Buffalo,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Carrigan  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  being  a  Knight  Templar,  and  a 
member  of  Media  Temple  of  the  Mystic  Shrine  at  Watertown.  He  belongs 
to  Columbia  Lodge,  No.  11,  which  was  chartered  at  Albaugh  Center,  Vt., 
in  1819.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Kiwanis  Club  and  Malone  Fish  &  Game 
Club. 


Lawrence  Edward  Wescott. — As  land  bank  appraiser  for  the  Federal 
Land  Bank  of  Springfield,  Mass.,  Mr.  Wescott  is  prominent  in  Malone  and 
Franklin  County,  where  he  has  spent  his  entire  life.  He  was  born  at 
Malone,  Feb.  24,  1866,  the  son  of  Joseph  B.  and  Lucy  (Spicer)  Wescott. 

Joseph  B.  Wescott,  a  native  of  Malone,  was  born  March  17,  1834,  the 
son  of  Ira  Wescott,  who  came  to  Malone  from  Clinton  County,  N.  Y., 
about  1830.  He  became  a  prosperous  farmer  and  was  assisted  in  agricul¬ 
tural  pursuits  by  his  son,  Joseph  B.  The  latter  continued  as  a  successful 
farmer  until  his  death  in  1902.  His  wife  died  in  1885.  Both  are  buried 
at  Chasm  Falls,  N.  Y.  Lucy  (Spicer)  Wescott  was  the  daughter  of  Alex¬ 
ander  Spicer,  a  native  of  Canada,  and  a  well  known  farmer  of  Franklin 
County.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wescott  were  born  eight  children,  as  follows: 
1.  Abbie,  married  Sherman  B.  Stancliff,  lives  at  Morrisville,  Vt.  2.  Wil¬ 
liam,  farmer  and  merchant,  lives  at  Chasm  Falls.  3.  Lawrence  Edwin,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Herbert  J.,  lives  at  Chasm  Falls.  5.  Irene,  who 
died  in  1896.  6.  Edith,  deceased,  was  the  wife  of  Amos  Underwood,  of 

Schenectady,  N.  Y.  7.  Clayton,  hotel  owner,  lives  at  Mountain  View,  N.  Y. 
8.  Ralph,  lives  at  Chasm  Falls. 
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Lawrence  Edwin  Wescott  is  a  graduate  of  the  public  schools  of  Malone 
and  attended  Franklin  Academy  for  two  years.  He  was  interested  in 
general  farming  for  a  period  of  36  years  and  in  1918  accepted  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  land  bank  appraiser  as  mentioned  above.  His  territory  includes 
six  northern  counties  of  New  York,  as  well  as  Northern  Vermont. 

On  Dec.  24,  1889,  Mr.  Wescott  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Ida 
G.  Hapgood,  the  daughter  of  Wesley  and  Delia  (Earl)  Hapgood,  of  Malone. 
They  have  no  children. 

Politically  Mr.  Wescott  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  held  the 
office  of  town  assessor  in  Malone  from  1905  until  1917.  He  has  been  vice 
president  of  the  Franklin  County  Agricultural  Society  for  15  years  and 
is  Past  Master  of  the  Malone  Grange.  He  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic 
Lodge  and  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are  promi¬ 
nent  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 


W.  Fred  Sternberg.— For  many  years  W.  Fred  Sternberg  has  been  a 
prominent  citizen  of  Depauville,  where  he  now  lives  retired,  and  he  is  a 
member  of  one  of  the  oldest  and  best  known  families  of  Jefferson  County. 
He  was  born  in  Clayton  township,  June  14,  1872,  the  son  of  Elias  G.  and 
Lestina  (Spencer)  Sternberg. 

Elias  G.  Sternberg  was  born  on  a  farm  in  Brownville  township  in 
Jefferson  County,  May  6,  1837,  and  as  a  young  man  worked  on  his  father’s 
farm.  At  the  age  of  17  years  he  entered  the  Jefferson  County  Institute 
at  Watertown.  He  also  was  a  student  at  the  State  Normal  School  at 
Albany  and  taught  school  for  a  number  of  years  at  Watertown  and 
throughout  Jefferson  County,  being  widely  known  as  a  lecturer  on  scien¬ 
tific  and  educational  subjects.  He  assisted  his  brother,  Abraham  D.  Stern¬ 
berg  in  the  recruiting  of  the  186th  Regiment  during  the  Civil  War  and 
Abraham  D.  Sternberg  served  with  the  rank  of  major.  Later  Elias  G. 
Sternberg  purchased  140  acres  of  land,  which  adjoined  the  family  home¬ 
stead  in  Jefferson  County,  and  devoted  many  years  to  farming.  He  also 
became  successful  as  a  manufacturer  of  cheese  boxes,  and  in  1893  turned 
this  enterprise  over  to  his  sons,  W.  Fred  and  Edwin  G.  Sternberg.  Elias 
G.  Sternberg  died  April  16,  1916,  and  his  wife,  born  Oct.  24,  1838,  in  the 
town  of  Clayton,  died  Oct.  19,  1912.  Both  are  buried  at  Depauville.  Mr. 
Sternberg  had  married  (first)  Miss  Millie  H.  Zimmerman,  in  October, 
1866.  She  died  the  following  year.  To  his  second  marriage  were  born  six 
children:  1.  Edwin  G.,  born  April  20, 1871,  died  March  23,  1898.  2.  W.  Fred, 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Nellie,  born  March  13,  1876,  married  Dr. 
B.  B.  Davis,  dentist,  lives  at  Depauville.  Three  died  in  infancy.

Elias  G.  Sternberg  was  the  son  of  Archibald  Sternberg,  who  was  born 
May  20,  1805.  He  was  educated  in  Montgomery  County,  N.  Y.,  taught 
school  for  nine  years,  and  during  that  time  studied  medicine.  He  en¬ 
gaged  in  general  farming,  however,  and  removed  with  his  family  to  Jef¬ 
ferson  County  in  1835.  He  served  for  a  number  of  years  as  Master  of 
Stone  Mills  Lodge  of  Masons,  and  later  organized  the  Lodge  at  Depauville, 
of  which  he  was  Master.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Union  Church 
at  Perch  River,  of  which  he  served  as  Deacon  and  Trustee,  and  he  was  a 
lifelong  member  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

Lambert  Sternberg  was  the  first  member  of  the  Sternberg  family  to 
emigrate  to  the  United  States.  He  came  from  Saxony,  Germany,  in  1703, 
and  settled  in  Albany  County,  N.  Y.,  where  he  reared  his  four  sons: 
Nicholas,  Lambert,  Adam  and  David.  Nicholas  Sternberg  served  through¬ 
out  the  Revolutionary  War  as  a  member  of  the  15th  Regiment,  Albany 
County  Militia,  and  obtained  a  9,000  acre  grant  of  land  from  the  govern¬ 
ment  which  was  located  in  Schoharie  County. 

W.  Fred  Sternberg,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  reared  and  educated 
at  Depauville,  and  as  a  young  man  was  identified  with  his  father’s  manu¬ 
facturing  business.  When  21  years  of  age  he  became  manager  of  the  en¬ 
terprise  with  his  brother,  Edwin  G.  Sternberg,  and  upon  the  death  of  the 
latter  in  1898  Mr.  Sternberg  assumed  full  control  of  the  company.  Mr. 
Sternberg  continued  to  successfully  manage  the  business  until  his  retire¬ 
ment  in  1924,  when  his  sons  became  owners  of  the  plant.  He  is  interested 
in  the  supervision  of  his  three  farms  in  Jefferson  County,  which  contains 
over  1,300  acres  of  land. 

Politically,  Mr.  Sternberg  is  a  Democrat,  and  since  1925  has  held  the 
office  of  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Clayton.  He  also  served  as  assessor  for 
six  years.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Grange. 

In  1889  Mr.  Sternberg  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Ermine 
Easton,  the  daughter  of  Nelson  and  Ella  (Lingenfelter)  Easton,  both  na¬ 
tives  of  Clayton.  Mr.  Easton  lives  retired  at  Depauville.  His  wife  died 
in  1925.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sternberg  were  born  four  children:  1.  Edwin 
Glenn,  born  Sept.  16,  1900,  engaged  in  business  at  Depauville.  2.  W.  Fred¬ 
erick,  born  Sept.  18,  1902,  died  Sept.  30,  1903.  3.  Marcus  D.,  born  Oct. 
27,  1904,  and  on  Oct.  26,  1929,  married  Ethel  Armstrong.  He  conducts  the 
manufacturing  business  which  was  established  by  his  father,  in  partner¬ 
ship  with  his  brother,  Edwin  G.  4.  Marjorie,  born  Jan.  1,  1911,  a  gradu¬ 
ate  of  Clayton  High  School,  Watertown  Business  College,  and  Crane’s 
Institute,  Potsdam,  N.  Y.  She  is  a  student  of  Music  at  New  York  Uni¬ 
versity,  and  in  1931  was  awarded  first  place  in  the  Northeastern  District 
contest,  conducted  by  the  Atwater  Kent  Corporation  at  Plattsburg,  N.  Y., 
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which  enables  her  to  try  out  in  New  York  City  during  the  final  competi¬ 
tion  in  the  Fall  of  1931. 

Mr.  Sternberg  has  always  taken  an  active  interest  in  the  welfare  of  his 
community.  He  has  been  an  advocate  of  thrift  and  economy  in  the  man¬ 
agement  of  the  affairs  of  the  town,  the  same  as  he  has  in  private  business. 


George  Joseph  Moore. — One  of  the  best  known  lawyers  of  the  North 
Country  is  George  Joseph  Moore,  of  Malone,  who  is  president  of  the 
Franklin  County  Bar  Association.  He  was  born  in  Huntington  County, 
Quebec,  Canada,  May  19,  1879,  the  son  of  Arthur  and  Elizabeth  (Mc¬ 
Caffrey)  Moore. 

Arthur  Moore  was  born  in  Huntington  County,  Quebec,  Oct.  11,  1848. 
He  was  a  farmer  throughout  his  life  and  died  May  7,  1926.  His  wife  died 
in  October,  1921.  Both  are  buried  at  Dundee,  Quebec.  Their  marriage 
took  place  in  1878,  and  she  was  the  daughter  of  Edward  and  Margaret 
(Bannon)  McCaffrey,  of  Dundee.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Moore  were  born  the 
following  children:  1.  George  Joseph,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2. 
Mary,  born  March  13,  1881,  the  wife  of  Herbert  Donavan,  who  is  a  teacher 
of  mathematics  at  James  Madison  High  School,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  3.  Carl 
J.,  born  in  1885,  lives  at  Yakima,  Wash.  4.  Charles  A.,  born  in  1887,  is  a 
conductor  on  the  Canadian  National  Railway,  lives  at  Fort  Covington,  N.  Y. 

George  Joseph  Moore  secured  his  early  education  in  the  district  schools 
of  Huntington  County,  Quebec.  He  was  graduated  from  Fort  Covington 
(N.  Y.)  High  School  in  1898  and  spent  one  year  at  Potsdam  Normal 
School,  after  which  he  taught  school  at  Duane  Center  and  Belmont,  N.  Y. 
He  subsequently  entered  Albany  Law  School,  from  which  he  received  the 
degree  of  LL.  B.  in  1902.  He  spent  the  following  two  years  in  private 
practice  at  Malone,  and  then  became  associated  with  Benjamin  L.  Wells, 
under  the  firm  name  of  Wells  &  Moore,  and  the  partnership  continued 
until  the  death  of  Mr.  Wells  in  1907.  At  that  time  Mr.  Moore  practiced 
with  Harold  G.  O’Neil,  but  in  1908  he  established  a  private  practice.  Mr. 
Moore  served  as  attorney  for  the  county  board  of  supervisors  of  Franklin 
County  for  ten  years.  He  is  a  director  as  well  as  attorney  for  the  Farmers 
National  Bank  of  Malone,  director  of  Alice  Hyde  Memorial  Hospital,  and 
director  of  the  Northern  New  York  Institute  for  Deaf  Mutes.  Besides 
being  president  of  the  Franklin  County  Bar  Association,  he  holds  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  New  York  State  and  American  Bar  Associations. 

On  Oct.  9,  1907,  Mr.  Moore  married  Miss  Theresa  McNierny,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Hugh  and  Mary  (Rafferty)  McNierny,  of  Burke,  N.  Y.  They  are 
the  parents  of  five  children:  1-2.  Arthur  and  Albert,  twins,  born  Oct.  8, 
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1908.  They  are  graduates  of  Manlius  School  and  Eastman  Business  Insti¬ 
tute,  class  of  1931.  3.  Robert,  born  Oct.  4,  1916,  attends  Franklin  Acad¬ 
emy.  4.  Marian,  born  July  5,  1919.  5.  Jean,  born  May  20,  1923. 

In  politics  Mr.  Moore  is  identified  with  the  Republican  party  and  dur¬ 
ing  1924-25  served  as  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Assembly  from 
Franklin  County.  Since  1929  he  has  been  chairman  of  the  Franklin 
County  Republican  Committee. 

Mr.  Moore  and  his  family  are  members  of  St.  Joseph’s  Catholic  Church 
and  he  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  Malone  Lodge  of  Elks,  Malone 
Golf  Club,  Malone  Grange  and  Malone  Fish  &  Game  Club.  He  also  holds 
membership  in  the  Rotary  Club,  of  which  he  has  served  as  president. 

Mr.  Moore  has  traveled  extensively  throughout  the  United  States  and 
has  made  two  trips  to  Europe.  He  owns  a  summer  camp  at  Lake  Titus 
in  the  Adirondacks,  and  lives  at  132  Elm  Street,  Malone. 


Thomas  Bernard  Culhane. — As  chief  engineer  for  the  Malone  Light  & 
Power  Company,  Mr.  Culhane  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  prominent  citi¬ 
zens  of  Malone  and  Franklin  County.  He  was  bom  at  Cohoes,  N.  Y., 
Aug.  20,  1884,  the  son  of  Thomas  A.  and  Anna  G.  (Shortle)  Culhane. 

Thomas  A.  Culhane  was  born  at  Cohoes,  N.  Y.,  in  1851,  and  died  in 
1898.  He  was  a  building  contractor  and  spent  many  years  at  Cohoes.  He 
was  married  in  1881  to  Miss  Anna  G.  Shortle,  the  daughter  of  William  J. 
and  Bridget  (Connelly)  Shortle.  The  former  was  a  well  known  civil 
engineer  at  Cohoes.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Culhane  were  born  the  following 
children:  William  J.,  born  Feb.  4,  1882,  employed  by  the  General  Electric 
Company,  lives  at  Schenectady,  N.  Y.  2.  Thomas  Bernard,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch.  3.  Mary  H.,  who  is  in  the  employ  of  the  U.  S.  Census  Bureau, 
Washington,  D.  C.  4.  Joseph  A.,  born  Feb.  4,  1891,  employed  in  the 
purchasing  department  of  the  General  Electric  Company,  lives  in  Sche¬ 
nectady.  5.  Theresa,  married  J.  A.  Wilkins,  engineer,  with  the  New  York 
Edison  Company,  New  York  City,  lives  at  Orange,  N.  J.  6.

Thomas  B.  Culhane  attended  the  parochial  schools  of  Cohoes,  and  is  a 
graduate  of  St.  John’s  Academy,  Rensselaer,  N.  Y.  He  entered  the  employ 
of  the  General  Electric  Company  at  Schenectady  in  1905  as  a  student 
engineer,  and  spent  20  years  with  that  corporation  and  its  affiliated  com¬ 
panies,  being  located  at  Schenectady,  Philadelphia  and  Salt  Lake  City, 
and  he  also  spent  six  years  in  Hong  Kong  and  Shanghai,  China.  Upon 
his  return  to  the  United  States  he  was  located  at  Indianapolis  for  two 
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years,  and  on  July  1,  1925,  came  to  Malone  as  chief  engineer  of  the 
Malone  Light  &  Power  Company,  now  a  subsidiary  of  the  Niagara-Hudson 
Power  Corporation. 

On  June  22,  1925,  Mr.  Culhane  married  Miss  Mabel  C.  Quenelle,  the 
daughter  of  Moses  A.  and  May  (Butler)  Quenelle,  of  Brasher  Falls,  N.  Y. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Culhane  were  born  two  children:  Thomas  Quenelle,  born 
Dec.  29,  1929 ;  and  a  son  who  died  in  infancy. 

Mr.  Culhane  is  independent  in  politics.  He  is  a  member  of  St.  Joseph’s 
Catholic  Church  and  belongs  to  the  Elks  Lodge,  Knights  of  Columbus, 
Rotary  Club,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  Malone  Fish  &  Game  Club. 


John  W.  Murphy,  funeral  director,  is  a  substantial  citizen  of  Malone, 
where  he  has  engaged  in  business  continuously  since  1898.  He  was  born 
at  Bombay,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  6,  1872,  the  son  of  William  and  Mary  (Reidy) 
Murphy. 

William  Murphy  was  born  in  Ireland  in  1840,  and  as  a  young  boy  came 
to  this  country  with  his  parents,  and  settled  in  Northern  New  York.  They 
became  prosperous  farmers  of  Franklin  County  and  lived  near  Bombay. 
William  Murphy  died  in  1872  and  is  buried  in  St.  Joseph’s  Cemetery, 
Malone.  He  had  married  Miss  Mary  Reidy  in  1860,  and  she  was  the 
daughter  of  Harry  Reidy,  of  Fort  Covington,  N.  Y.  The  latter  lived  to 
be  100  years  of  age  and  is  buried  at  Fort  Covington.  To  William  and 
Mary  (Reidy)  Murphy  were  born  six  children:  1.  William,  born  in  1862, 
removed  to  Brooklyn,  Iowa,  about  1880,  where  he  died  in  1930.  He  is 
buried  there.  2.  Henry,  born  in  1864,  died  in  1921.  3.  Ella,  born  in  1866, 
unmarried,  died  in  1903.  4.  Dennis,  born  in  1868,  lives  at  Johnstown, 

N.  Y.  5.  Elizabeth,  born  in  February,  1870,  unmarried,  lives  at  Malone 
with  her  brother.  6.  John  W.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  boyhood  of  John  W.  Murphy  was  spent  at  Fort  Covington,  where 
he  attended  the  public  schools.  He  was  19  years  of  age  when  he  came 
to  Malone,  and  in  1896,  after  several  years  spent  at  various  occupations, 
he  became  interested  in  the  undertaking  business,  and  at  that  time  went 
to  Holyoke,  Mass.,  where  he  was  employed  for  three  years  in  a  funeral 
home.

Mr.  Murphy  is  a  member  of  St.  Joseph’s  Catholic  Church  and  belongs 
to  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  Order  of  Foresters,  Maccabees,  and  Kiwanis 
Club.  He  has  always  been  a  Democrat. 


Mary  Fuller  Lincoln. — Few  women  are  as  well  known  in  Franklin 
County  as  Mary  Fuller  Lincoln,  who  has  spent  most  of  her  life  at  Malone. 
She  was  born  at  Williston,  Vt.,  March  4,  1848,  the  daughter  of  Albert 
Jonathan  and  Mary  Anna  (Morton)  Fuller. 

Albert  Jonathan  Fuller  was  born  at  Lebanon,  Conn.,  Jan.  9,  1805. 
He  conducted  a  general  mercantile  business  for  many  years  at  Williston, 
Vt.,  and  in  1853  removed  to  Moira,  N.  Y.,  where  he  successfully  conducted 
a  dairy  and  cheese  business  until  his  retirement.  He  was  a  Whig  in 
politics  and  voted  for  John  Fremont,  the  first  Republican  candidate  for 
president.  He  died  Dec.  9,  1887,  and  is  buried  in  Morningside  Cemetery, 
Malone.  Mr.  Fuller  was  married  Dec.  6,  1832,  to  Mary  Anna  Morton,  the 
daughter  of  Roswell  Morton,  of  Williston,  Vt.  She  died  March  29,  1897, 
and  is  buried  at  Malone.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fuller  were  born  three  children : 

1.  Ellen  Jane,  born  Oct.  23,  1833,  died  in  January,  1883,  was  the  wife  of 
Philip  King  Gleed,  a  prominent  lawyer  of  Morrisville,  Vt.  2.  Albert  Web¬ 
ster,  born  Oct.  3,  1835,  died  March  7,  1877.  3.  Mary  Fuller,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch. 

Mary  Fuller  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Morrisville  and 
Moira.  She  was  married  in  October,  1870,  to  John  Lincoln,  who  was  born 
at  Malone,  July  23,  1833.  He  was  a  tanner  and  leather  manufacturer  dur¬ 
ing  his  entire  active  career  and  died  at  Malone  in  January,  1907.  He  was 
the  son  of  Anslem  Lincoln,  who  came  to  Malone  in  1815  and  was  one  of  40 
men  that  contributed  the  money  necessary  for  the  establishment  of  Frank¬ 
lin  Academy  in  1831. 

To  John  and  Mary  (Fuller)  Lincoln  were  born  three  children:  1.  George 
Morton,  born  July  31,  1872,  was  a  prominent  merchant  of  Malone  for 
many  years.  He  died  Oct.  16,  1920.  He  married  Miss  Mabel  Lawrence, 
of  Malone,  who  died  Oct.  14,  1918.  Their  daughter,  Mary  Sargent  Lincoln, 
was  born  Feb.  10,  1914,  and  lives  with  her  grandmather,  Mrs.  Lincoln. 

2.  Frederick  Fuller,  born  June  13,  1875,  was  a  graduate  of  Franklin 
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Academy  in  1893,  and  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Vermont  in  1897.  He  was  interested  in  the  publishing  and  ad¬ 
vertising  business,  and  died  Nov.  9,  1930.  3.  Anna  Mary,  born  April  15, 
1881,  attended  Franklin  Academy,  Burnham  School,  and  was  a  graduate 
of  the  Boston  School  of  Gymnastics,  class  of  1903.  She  was  married  on 
Sept.  28,  1907,  to  Orville  W.  Kellogg,  who  is  associated  with  Manson 
Brothers,  automobile  dealers,  of  Malone.  They  have  two  children:  Mary 
Isabel,  born  Dec.  9,  1910 ;  and  John  Orville,  born  April  23,  1919. 

Mary  Fuller  Lincoln  has  been  an  active  and  ardent  worker  in  the  W.  C. 
T.  U.  for  more  than  half  a  century  and  for  many  years  held  the  office  of 
State  Social  Director  and  is  now  county  publicity  director  of  W.  C.  T.  U. 
She  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  Congregational  Church  and  serves  as 
Deacon,  being  one  of  the  few  women  ever  selected  to  hold  this  church 
office. 


Howard  Ward  Peck,  deceased,  was  a  substantial  citizen  of  Malone  and 
a  member  of  a  well  known  pioneer  family  of  Franklin  County.  He  was 
born  at  Saranac  Lake,  April  24,  1879,  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Lillian  Peck. 

Both  Thomas  Peck  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Bridgeport,  Conn.  He 
was  a  breeder  of  horses  and  for  many  years  owned  and  operated  a  stage 
line  in  the  Adirondack  Mountain  region  of  New  York.  The  following 
children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Peck:  1.  John,  a  dentist,  lives  at 
Ogdensburg,  N.  Y.  2.  Florence,  married  Fred  D.  Knapp,  lives  at  Moody, 
N.  Y.  3.  Cleo,  married  Frank  Hastings,  lives  at  Saranac  Lake.  4.  Eliza¬ 
beth,  married  Arthur  Seiffert,  lives  in  New  York  City.  5.  Howard  Ward, 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.  6.  Loyal,  lives  at  Bridgeport,  Conn. 

Howard  W.  Peck  attended  the  public  schools  of  Saranac  Lake  and  at 
the  age  of  15  years  left  home  to  travel  with  a  circus,  which  was  owned  by 
Walter  L.  Main.  He  spent  six  years  with  that  organization  and  traveled 
east  of  the  Mississippi  River.  In  1900  Mr.  Peck  came  to  Malone,  where 
he  was  employed  as  a  salesman  and  tailor  by  Stockwell  &  Flanigan,  cloth¬ 
ing  merchants.  Three  years  later  he  established  a  business  of  his  own  at 
104  East  Main  Street,  and  conducted  a  tailoring  establishment  exclusively 
until  1927,  when  he  became  associated  in  the  business  with  his  son,  Harold 
Peck.  In  connection  with  the  tailoring  business  they  also  operated  a  dry 
cleaning  plant  just  east  of  the  city.  Mr.  Peck  died  Feb.  4,  1931,  and  is 
buried  in  Morningside  Cemetery,  Malone. 

Mr.  Peck  married  (first)  Miss  Catherine  Mulverhill.  She  died  shortly 
after  the  birth  of  a  daughter,  Catherine,  who  is  the  wife  of  William  Marsh, 
of  Utica,  N.  Y.  In  1906  Mr.  Peck  married  (second)  Miss  Lillian  Cook,  of 
Malone.  Their  children  were:  1.  Harold  W.,  born  Nov.  8,  1907,  now 
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proprietor  of  the  business  which  was  established  by  his  father.  2.  Mildred, 
born  in  1912,  married  Frank  Gillette,  lives  at  Malone.  3.  Ethel,  born  in 
1913,  lives  at  home.  4.  Laura,  born  in  1915,  died  in  1928.  Lillian  (Cook) 
Peck  died  in  1927,  and  is  buried  in  Morningside  Cemetery.  Mr.  Peck  was 
married  (third)  on  Oct.  3,  1929,  to  Miss  Jeanette  McQuillian,  of  Malone. 

Mr.  Peck  was  a  Democrat  in  politics.  He  held  membership  in  the 
Baptist  Church  and  belonged  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and 
Loyal  Order  of  Moose. 


Basil  H.  Roy,  of  Malone,  is  a  substantial  citizen  and  progressive  busi¬ 
ness  man  of  Franklin  County.  He  was  born  at  Malone,  May  1,  1889,  a 
son  of  John  and  Victoria  (Elderbaum)  Roy. 

John  Roy  was  a  native  of  New  York  and  during  his  entire  active 
career  engaged  in  general  farming.  He  removed  to  Malone  in  1884  and 
was  married  four  years  later  to  Miss  Victoria  Elderbaum,  the  daughter 
of  Noah  Elderbaum,  of  Chasm  Falls,  N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roy  the 
following  children  were  born:  1.  Basil  H.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2. 
Noah,  born  in  1893,  lives  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.  3.  Rutherford,  lives  at  Nor¬ 
folk,  N.  Y.,  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  4.  Lillian,  the  widow  of 
Charles  Reynolds,  who  died  in  1928.  5.  Arthur,  lives  at  Plattsburgh,  N. 
Y.,  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  6.  Clara,  married  Lester  Linn,  lives  at 
Rochester,  N.  Y.  7.  John,  Jr.,  born  in  1900,  lives  at  Malone.  8.  Henry, 
born  in  1905,  lives  at  Hartford,  Conn.

Basil  H.  Roy  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Malone, 
and  became  self  supporting  at  the  age  of  16  years.  He  spent  two  years 
in  a  lumber  camp  in  the  Adirondack  Mountains,  after  which  he  was 
employed  by  Walton  &  Tonsley,  of  Saranac  Lake,  N.  Y.,  for  three  years. 
He  then  became  foreman  in  the  shops  of  Grant  Collins,  plumbing  con¬ 
tractor,  of  Malone.  After  13  years  Mr.  Roy  in  1923  established  his  present 
business  in  Malone.  He  has  been  located  at  44  Catherine  Street  since 
1926.  Mr.  Roy’s  contracts  extend  over  a  wide  area,  and  include  territory 
between  Lake  Champlain  and  the  St.  Lawrence  River,  and  from  Canada 
to  the  Adirondack  Mountains.  He  has  installed  heating  plants  in  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Malone ;  Rainbow  Sanitarium,  at  Rainbow,

State  Troopers  Barracks,  at  Malone ;  and  Stony  Wold  Sanatorium  at  Lake 
Kushaqua,  N.  Y. 

On  Aug.  18,  1913,  Mr.  Roy  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Julia 
Matune,  the  daughter  of  Henry  Matune  of  Redford,  N.  Y.  They  are  the 
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parents  of  five  children:  1.  Margaret,  born  May  3,  1914.  2.  Ralph,  born 
March  16,  1915.  3.  Howard,  born  Dec.  30,  1916.  4.  Robert,  born  June  18, 
1920.  5.  Shirley,  born  July  29,  1924. 

Mr.  Roy  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  Notre  Dame 
Catholic  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  Loyal  Order  of 
Moose,  Independent  Order  of  Foresters,  and  Malone  Fish  &  Game  Club. 


William  F.  Warner. — As  president  of  the  Warner  Knitting  Company,  of 
Clayton,  Mr.  Warner  is  recognized  as  one  of  Jefferson  County’s  most  suc¬ 
cessful  business  men.  He  was  born  at  Mannheim,  Baden,  Germany,  May 
31,  1882,  the  son  of  Frederick  J.  and  Lena  (Switzer)  Warner. 

Frederick  J.  Warner  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Baden,  Germany, 
born  at  Carlsrhue.  They  emigrated  to  the  United  States  in  1882  and  settled 
at  Little  Falls,  N.  Y.,  where  Mr.  Warner  became  prominent  as  a  building 
contractor.  Before  coming  to  this  country  he  had  served  throughout  the 
Franco-Prussian  War  with  the  rank  of  captain.  He  and  his  wife  are  de¬ 
ceased  and  are  buried  at  Little  Falls.  They  were  active  members  of  the 
Lutheran  Church.  Their  children  were:  Charles  C.,  lives  at  Little  Falls; 
Lena,  married  Emil  Schultz,  lives  at  Little  Falls ;  Luke,  lives  at  Pasadena, 
Calif.;  Mary,  married  Elias  M.  VanGorder,  a  farmer,  lives  in  Herkimer 
County,  N.  Y. ;  and  William  F.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

After  attending  the  public  schools  of  Little  Falls,  William  F.  Warner 
learned  the  machinist’s  trade  as  an  apprentice  in  the  employ  of  the  Snyder 
&  Fisher  Manufacturing  Company,  of  Little  Falls.  They  were  manufac¬ 
turers  of  bicycle  and  knitting  machinery.  Mr.  Warner  later  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  manufacture  of  power  sewing  machines,  and  for  several  years 
was  also  identified  with  the  American  Cement  Machinery  Company  at 
Willoughby,  Ohio.  His  next  business  connection  was  with  the  Lewis 
Knitting  Company  as  superintendent  of  their  mill  at  Sauquoit,  N.  Y. 
He  was  transferred  by  the  company  to  Earlville  in  1906,  but  after  the 
closing  of  that  plant  the  following  year  Mr.  Warner  went  to  Clinton,  N.  Y., 
where  he  successfully  operated  a  sweater  mill  until  1911.  The  following 
year  was  spent  in  Chicago  with  the  Union  Specialty  Company,  manufac¬ 
turers  of  power  machines,  and  in  1912  he  located  at  Utica  as  manager  of 
the  Imperial  Text  Book  Company.  Later  in  that  year  he  became  superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  White  Rock  Knitting  Company  at  Walton,  N.  Y.,  and  two 
years  later  accepted  a  position  with  the  Nottingham  Knitting  Company  of 
Oswego,  with  whom  he  was  identified  until  Jan.  15,  1922.  He  then  pur¬ 
chased  an  interest  in  the  Clayton  Manufacturing  Company,  which  he  dis¬ 
posed  of  July  1,  1925.  The  following  month  he  organized  the  Warner 
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Knitting  Company,  and  immediately  built  his  present  factory  building  at 
Clayton.  The  business  was  incorporated  Aug.  10,  1925,  with  the  follow¬ 
ing  officers:  William  F.  Warner,  president  and  treasurer;  Mrs.  C.  A. 
Warner,  vice  president;  and  Miss  A.  C.  Warner,  secretary.  They  are 
widely  known  manufacturers  of  bathing  suits  and  sweaters,  their  products 
being  sold  throughout  the  United  States  and  Canada  and  all  countries 
except  Russia,  Japan,  China  and  Austria.  Seventy  people  are  employed 
in  the  plant,  which  is  of  two  story  construction,  40  x  122  feet. 

In  1903  Mr.  Warner  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Carolina  Agnes 
Hull,  the  daughter  of  Augustus  and  Agnes  (Mould)  Hull,  natives  of  Oneida 
County,  N.  Y.  Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  at  Sauquoit.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Warner  have  a  daughter,  Agnes  Caroline.  She  is  a  graduate  of 
Syracuse  University  and  is  identified  with  the  Warner  Knitting  Company 
as  secretary. 

Mr.  Warner  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  is  senior  warden  of 
the  Episcopal  Church,  and  secretary  of  the  Rotary  Club.  His  lodge  affilia¬ 
tions  are:  Clayton  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  296,  Past  Master,  1928;  Clay¬ 
ton  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  301 ;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  11 ;  and 
Media  Temple. 


Andrew  Nelson  Henderson. — One  of  the  most  highly  esteemed  citizens 
of  Franklin  County  was  Andrew  Nelson  Henderson,  who  died  at  Malone, 
May  24,  1926.  He  was  born  at  Huntingdon,  Quebec,  Canada,  Sept.  14, 
1870,  the  son  of  James  and  Eliza  (Winters)  Henderson. 

James  Henderson  was  a  native  of  Scotland  and  settled  in  Canada  when 
he  was  a  young  man.  He  was  married  in  1865  to  Miss  Eliza  Winters,  of 
Ormiston,  Quebec.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henderson  were  born  two  children: 
Isabel,  married  Arthur  Herdman,  who  died  in  1930,  and  they  had  a 
daughter,  Gladys;  and  Andrew  Nelson,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Andrew  Nelson  Henderson  was  educated  in  Canada.  He  became  a 
miller  and  in  1897  came  to  the  United  States  and  settled  in  Northern  New 
York,  being  in  the  employ  of  Ladd  &  Smallman,  of  Malone,  for  two  years. 
He  then  became  associated  with  the  funeral  home  of  George  Nicholson, 
and  in  1901  became  a  licensed  embalmer.  Mr.  Henderson  was  located  in 
business  for  one  year  at  Saranac  Lake  and  in  1902  returned  to  Malone, 
where  he  purchased  the  business  of  Donald  Stewart,  an  undertaking  busi¬ 
ness  which  had  been  established  more  than  half  a  century  ago.  The 
business  was  removed  from  West  Main  Street  to  202  East  Main  Street  in 
1906,  and  Mr.  Henderson  continued  as  the  successful  manager  of  the 
establishment  until  his  death,  May  24,  1926.  He  is  buried  in  Morningside 
Cemetery,  Malone. 
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On  June  6,  1906,  Mr.  Henderson  married  Miss  Ruby  Dudley,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  George  Kilton  and  Sarah  (Hall)  Dudley.  George  Kilton  Dudley  was 
a  prominent  pioneer  of  Franklin  County  and  now  lives  retired  with  his 
daughter  at  Malone.  His  wife,  the  daughter  of  Russel  and  Julia  (Call) 
Hall,  died  Aug.  29,  1930,  and  is  buried  at  Malone. 

Ruby  (Dudley)  Henderson  has  continued  the  business  which  was  estab¬ 
lished  by  her  husband,  and  since  Jan.  1,  1931,  has  been  associated  with 
Edward  A.  Cargill,  the  firm  now  being  known  as  Henderson  &  Cargill. 

Mr.  Henderson  was  a  Republican  in  politics,  a  member  of  the  Presbyte¬ 
rian  Church,  and  was  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  32nd  degree,  Elks 
Lodge,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce.  He  also  belonged  to  the  Malone  Fish  &  Game  Club,  and 
owned  a  fishing  camp  at  Lake  Titus. 

Mrs.  Henderson  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Malone,  and  is  eligible  to  membership  in  the  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution. 


Herbert  Howells  Reynolds. — Few  men  are  better  known  in  Franklin 
County  than  Herbert  H.  Reynolds,  who  is  successfully  engaged  in  the  lum¬ 
ber  business  at  Malone.  He  was  born  at  Bombay,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  22,  1863, 
the  son  of  Orson  Leroy  and  Phoebe  Ermina  (Bigelow)  Reynolds. 

The  Reynolds  family  came  to  the  United  States  from  England  about 
1635  and  settled  at  Plymouth,  Mass.  About  1650  members  of  the  family 
removed  to  Kingstown,  R.  I.,  and  John  Reynolds,  great-grandfather  of 
Herbert  H.  Reynolds,  removed  from  Exeter,  R.  I.,  in  1778  and  settled  at 
Petersburg,  N.  Y.  His  son,  Benjamin,  served  throughout  the  War  of  1812. 
Benjamin  Reynolds  came  to  Bombay,  N.  Y.,  in  1824  from  Rutland,  Vt. 

Orson  Leroy  Reynolds  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  having  served 
as  a  member  of  Company  M,  Sixth  New  York  Heavy  Artillery.  He  was 
born  at  Bombay,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  14,  1829.  His  early  life  was  spent  as  a 
farmer  and  he  later  became  interested  in  the  lumber  business  at  Reynolds- 
ton,  in  Brandon  Township,  a  village  which  he  founded  in  connection  with 
his  lumbering  activities.  He  was  associated  in  business  with  his  four 
sons  under  the  firm  name  of  Reynolds  &  Sons.  Mr.  Reynolds  died  April  4, 
1887,  and  his  wife,  the  daughter  of  James  C.  Bigelow,  of  West  Bangor, 
N.  Y.,  died  in  July,  1910.  Both  are  buried  at  West  Bangor.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Reynolds  the  following  children  were  born:  1.  Ella  Ermina,  born 
Feb.  18,  1857,  died  Dec.  3,  1875.  2.  Frank  Bigelow,  born  July  31,  1858, 
died  in  1915.  3.  William  L.,  born  Oct.  20,  1859,  died  Sept.  2,  1862  4. 
James  Newton,  born  Aug.  8,  1861,  died  Jan.  7,  1922.  5.  Herbert  H.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  6.  George  Albert,  born  Aug.  24,  1864,  died  March 
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27,  1869.  7.  Berton  L.,  born  Aug.  16,  1866.  He  served  as  treasurer  of 
Franklin  County,  and  with  his  brothers  was  interested  in  the  lumber  busi¬ 
ness  for  many  years  under  the  name  of  Reynolds  Bros.  &  Co.  He  was 
killed  in  an  automobile  accident  at  Utica,  N.  Y.,  in  January,  1926,  and  is 
buried  in  Morningside  Cemetery,  Malone. 

Herbert  H.  Reynolds  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  West  Bangor  and  Brandon,  and  in  1885  was  graduated  from  Franklin 
Academy.  As  mentioned  above  he  became  interested  in  the  lumber  busi¬ 
ness  with  his  father  and  brothers  at  Reynoldston.  In  1904  Mr.  Reynolds 
came  to  Malone  and  became  associated  in  the  lumber  business  with  his 
brother,  Berton  L.,  as  owners  of  the  Malone  Lumber  Company.  They 
continued  their  business  connections  at  Reynoldston,  however,  and  in  1923 
purchased  a  12,000  acre  tract  of  virgin  timber  at  Duane,  N.  Y.,  their  inten¬ 
tion  being  to  reduce  it  to  lumber.  Upon  the  death  of  Berton  L.  Reynolds 
in  1926,  the  plans  of  Herbert  H.  Reynolds  were  changed,  and  he  sold  the 
Duane  tract  of  land  to  the  State  of  New  York.  It  is  now  a  State  Park 
and  Game  Preserve. 

On  Feb.  25,  1901,  Mr.  Reynolds  married  Miss  Bessie  A.  Taylor,  the 
daughter  of  Allen  Taylor,  for  many  years  a  prominent  attorney  of 
Yonkers,  N.  Y.,  now  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reynolds  have  a  son,  Horace 
Taylor  Reynolds,  born  at  Malone,  July  16,  1905.  He  was  graduated  from 
Franklin  Academy  and  Lehigh  University,  and  now  attends  the  University 
of  Boston  Law  School,  being  a  member  of  the  class  of  1932. 

Mr.  Reynolds  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge.  His  wife  is  an  active 
member  of  St.  Marks  Episcopal  Church. 


William  Wallace  King. — Among  the  successful  business  men  of  Malone, 
William  Wallace  King  is  among  the  most  prominent,  having  engaged  in 
the  insurance  business  here  for  several  years.  He  was  born  at  Malone, 
Nov.  9,  1888,  the  son  of  William  H.  and  Jennie  C.  (Lawrence)  King. 

William  H.  King  was  born  at  Malone,  March  14,  1851,  the  son  of  How¬ 
ard  E.  King,  who  was  born  at  Keene,  N.  H.,  in  1826.  The  latter  settled  in 
Malone  in  1831,  having  come  here  with  his  father,  William  W.  King,  who 
became  successful  as  the  owner  of  a  tannery  at  this  place.  He  later  sold 
the  tannery  and  conducted  a  mercantile  business  on  Main  Street,  just  west 
of  the  present  site  of  the  Flannigan  building.  This  business  was  conducted 
by  William  W.  King  and  his  son,  Howard  E.  King,  until  1849,  at  which 
time  the  latter  became  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Wm.  W.  King  &  Son.  In 
1876  the  father  retired  and  Howard  E.  King  and  his  son,  William  H.  King, 
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and  John  W.  Fay,  succeeded  to  the  business,  which  was  thereafter  known 
as  H.  E.  King  &  Company.  In  1900  a  younger  son,  John  H.  King,  pur¬ 
chased  the  business  from  his  father  and  brother  and  he  successfully 
managed  the  enterprise  until  1920,  when  it  was  sold  to  J.  F.  Duffy.  Thus, 
the  King  family  concluded  83  years  as  leading  merchants  in  Malone.  On 
Sept.  5,  1876,  William  H.  King  married  Miss  Jennie  C.  Lawrence,  the 
daughter  of  Hon.  D.  W.  Lawrence,  a  former  member  of  the  New  York 
legislature  from  Franklin  County.  William  H.  King  died  Oct.  31,  1920,  and 
his  wife,  who  was  born  May  21,  1855,  died  June  15,  1910.  Their  children 
were:  1.  Delia  A.,  born  June  20,  1878,  died  June  20,  1882.  2.  Lawrence 
H.,  born  Dec.  13,  1879,  died  Sept.  5,  1908.  3.  William  Wallace,  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Katharine  L.,  born  Feb.  25,  1894,  died  Dec.  21, 
1917.  She  was  a  graduate  of  Franklin  Academy  and  Smith  College,  and 
at  the  time  of  her  death  was  executive  secretary  of  the  Smith  College 
Alumnae  Association. 

William  Wallace  King  attended  the  Malone  public  schools  and  in  1908 
was  graduated  from  Franklin  Academy.  He  spent  the  following  two 
years  at  Dartmouth  College,  and  upon  his  return  to  Malone  entered  the 
employ  of  J.  O.  Ballard  &  Company.  During  the  following  three  years 
he  was  also  identified  with  the  Rutland  Railroad  Company  and  H.  D. 
Thompson  &  Company.  He  went  to  Tonawanda,  N.  Y.,  in  1913  with  the 
Cramer-Thomas  Hardware  Company,  and  the  next  year  engaged  in  busi¬ 
ness  for  himself,  being  identified  with  Cook  and  King  Hardware  Company, 
Inc.,  of  Brockport,  N.  Y.  The  business  was  sold  in  1919  and  at  that  time 
Mr.  King  resumed  his  former  employment  at  Malone  with  H.  D.  Thompson 
&  Company.  In  1923  he  purchased  a  half  interest  in  the  insurance  busi¬ 
ness  of  L.  M.  Irving,  and  after  one  year  he  became  owner  of  the  agency. 
Mr.  King  handles  general  insurance  and  is  resident  agent  for  the  Com¬ 
merce  Insurance  Company  of  Glens  Falls,  N.  Y.  He  has  offices  at  27  East 
Main  Street. 

Mr.  King  was  married  (first)  on  Aug.  21,  1912,  to  Miss  Ruth  L.  Brown, 
the  daughter  of  Rev.  John  S.  Brown,  a  minister  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
of  Johnsonburg,  N.  Y.  She  died  Dec.  17,  1918,  leaving  a  son,  Lawrence  H., 
who  was  born  July  20,  1915.  Mr.  King  married  (second)  on  June  29, 
1920,  Miss  Ida  L.  Hildreth,  of  North  Bangor,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of 
Frank  J.  Hildreth.  They  have  a  daughter,  Catherine  M.,  born  May  25, 
1923. 

Mr.  King  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church,  and 
belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Loyal  Order  of  Moose,  and  Elks  Lodge.  He 
also  is  a  member  of  the  Rotary  Club,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  Malone 
Fish  &  Game  Club.  He  has  been  secretary  of  the  Franklin  County  Agri¬ 
cultural  Association  for  four  years,  and  in  1927  was  secretary  of  the 
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Malone  Association  for  Old  Home  Week,  which  proved  to  be  the  most  suc¬ 
cessful  gathering  of  Old  Settlers  ever  attempted  in  Northern  New  York. 


Thomas  Hinds,  deceased,  was  prominent  in  the  business  and  civic  life 
of  Malone  for  many  years,  and  founder  of  the  Thomas  Hinds  Company, 
foundry  and  machine  works.  He  was  also  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  Mr. 
Hinds  was  born  in  County  Fermanaugh,  Ireland,  May  1,  1845,  the  son  of 
Thomas  and  Bridget  (McBarron)  Hinds. 

Thomas  Hinds,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  came  to  the  United  States 
in  1852  with  some  of  his  father’s  relatives,  and  settled  at  Taunton,  Mass. 
Eight  years  later  his  parents,  together  with  his  brothers  and  sisters,  came 
to  this  country.  The  family  then  located  in  Philadelphia,  and  Thomas 
completed  his  schooling  in  that  city,  after  having  received  his  early  edu¬ 
cation  at  Taunton,  Mass.  When  16  years  of  age  he  enlisted  for  service  in 
the  Civil  War,  and  served  throughout  the  war  as  a  member  of  the  First 
Maryland  Cavalry.  He  participated  in  the  battles  of  Shiloh,  Antietam, 
Kenesaw  Mountain,  Wilderness,  and  Gettysburg,  besides  many  others. 
He  was  taken  prisoner  near  Sulphur  Springs,  Va.,  in  October,  1863,  and 
sent  to  Libby  Prison.  Later,  he  was  transferred  to  Andersonville,  and 
spent  a  total  of  nine  months  as  a  prisoner  before  making  his  escape  in 
July,  1864.  He  then  rejoined  the  Union  forces,  and  was  discharged  with 
the  rank  of  corporal  in  April,  1865.  Upon  his  return  to  Philadelphia  Mr. 
Hinds  resumed  his  former  trade  as  an  iron  moulder.  His  father  had 
worked  at  the  same  occupation  in  Ireland  before  coming  to  this  country. 
In  1869  Thomas  Hinds  made  a  visit  to  northern  New  York,  but  returned 
to  Philadelphia  after  his  marriage  in  New  York.  He  again  came  to  New 
York  in  1874  and  settled  at  Malone  in  Franklin  County,  where  he  imme¬ 
diately  established  an  iron  foundry.  He  acquired  the  stock  and  machinery 
of  the  Malone  Foundry  &  Machine  Company,  which  had  been  in  operation 
since  1850,  and  Mr.  Hinds  combined  this  pioneer  industry  with  his  own, 
and  successfully  conducted  the  newly  organized  enterprise  until  the  time 
of  his  death,  July  23,  1908.  In  the  meantime  he  had  been  assisted  in  the 
business  by  his  three  sons,  who  are  now  owners  of  the  business.  Mr. 
Hinds  is  buried  in  St.  Joseph’s  Cemetery,  Malone. 

On  Dec.  31,  1869,  Mr.  Hinds  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Cath¬ 
erine  Barry,  the  daughter  of  Michael  and  Mary  (Foley)  Barry,  of  Con¬ 
stable,  N.  Y.  To  them  were  born  four  sons  and  three  daughters,  two  of 
whom  died  in  infancy.  Those  surviving  are  as  follows:  1.  Mary  Elizabeth, 
married  Harry  B.  Reddy,  lives  at  Malone,  where  he  is  identified  with  the 
Malone  Hardware  Company.  2.  William  is  vice  president  of  the  Thomas 
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Hinds  Company.  He  is  married  and  has  two  children.  They  live  at  13 
Spaulding  Avenue,  Malone.  3.  Gertrude  E.,  a  graduate  of  Franklin 
Academy,  now  treasurer  of  the  Thomas  Hinds  Company.  4.  John  B., 
attended  Franklin  Academy,  and  was  graduated  from  Drexel  University, 
Philadelphia,  class  of  1906,  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Mechanical  Arts.  He  is 
now  president  of  the  Thomas  Hinds  Company,  having  succeeded  to  that 
office  upon  the  death  of  his  father.  He  was  married  in  1915  to  Miss 
Josephine  Allen,  of  Passaic,  N.  J.,  and  they  have  three  children:  Margaret, 
John  B.,  Jr.,  and  George  Allen.  He  saw  service  in  France  during  the  World 
War  as  captain  of  Infantry  in  the  304th  Regiment,  76th  Division.  He  is 
president  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  past  commander  of  the  American 
Legion,  and  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  being 
Exalted  Ruler.  He  also  is  a  member  of  the  Malone  Fish  &  Game  Club,  and 
lives  at  51  Park  Street.  5.  Charles  Leo,  born  in  1886,  a  graduate  of 
Clarkson  College,  where  he  specialized  in  the  study  of  mechanical  engi¬ 
neering.  He  is  now  secretary  of  the  Thomas  Hinds  Company.  He  is 
married  and  has  a  son.  They  live  at  62  Washington  Street. 

Mrs.  Thomas  Hinds  lives  with  her  daughter  at  21  Monroe  Street, 
Malone.  The  family  holds  membership  in  St.  Joseph’s  Catholic  Church. 
Mr.  Hinds  enjoyed  the  esteem  and  confidence  of  the  citizens  of  Malone, 
and  held  the  office  of  mayor  for  three  successive  terms.  During  his  entire 
life  he  was  keenly  interested  in  educational  affairs  in  Malone,  and  his 
death  marked  the  passing  of  one  of  the  community’s  most  honored  and 
beloved  citizens. 


George  D.  Northridge,  deceased,  was  recognized  as  a  dependable  busi¬ 
ness  man  and  substantial  citizen  of  Malone,  where  he  spent  more  than  a 
quarter  of  a  century.  He  was  born  in  County  Cork,  Ireland,  Aug.  5,  1863, 
the  son  of  George  and  Susan  (Dean)  Northridge. 

The  early  boyhood  of  George  D.  Northridge  was  spent  in  Ireland  and 
in  1883  he  went  to  Montreal,  Canada,  remaining  there  but  a  short  time. 
He  then  came  to  northern  New  York  and  for  several  years  was  employed 
at  farm  labor.  In  1886  he  acquired  a  small  tract  of  land  near  Belmont  in 
Franklin  County,  and  returned  to  Ireland  to  marry  Miss  Susan  Ford,  the 
daughter  of  Henry  Ford,  a  farmer  in  County  Cork.  Shortly  after  their 
marriage  they  came  to  Franklin  County  and  settled  there.  Mr.  North¬ 
ridge  owned  and  operated  a  sandstone  quarry  for  a  number  of  years,  and 
produced  a  high  quality  of  building  stone.  His  brothers  did  not  remain 
in  New  York  but  removed  to  Worcester,  Mass.,  and  he  developed  an  exten¬ 
sive  business  as  a  shipper  of  potatoes  to  the  Boston  markets,  farmers 
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throughout  Franklin  County  selling  direct  to  him,  and  he  in  turn  having 
his  brothers  act  as  distributors  in  the  Eastern  markets.  Mr.  Northridge 
came  to  Malone  in  1900  and  established  a  wholesale  and  retail  business  at 
15  Brewster  Street,  being  widely  known  as  a  dealer  in  feed,  grain,  hay  and 
potatoes.  He  was  engaged  in  this  enterprise  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
Oct.  16,  1923.  He  is  buried  in  Morningside  Cemetery,  Malone. 

Mr.  Northridge  also  had  extensive  real  estate  interests  in  Malone,  and 
was  identified  with  the  Malone  Milling  Company,  one  of  the  well  estab¬ 
lished  industries  of  the  city. 

In  1887  Mr.  Northridge  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Susan  Ford. 
Their  children  were  as  follows:  1.  Martha  J.,  born  March  4,  1889,  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Franklin  Academy,  class  of  1908.  She  married  Ernest  H.  Berry, 
who  is  engaged  as  a  pharmacist  at  Malone.  2.  Harry  Thomas,  born 
March  8,  1891,  a  graduate  of  Franklin  Academy,  and  Albany  Business 
College.  He  was  associated  with  his  father  in  business  at  Malone  as  a 
member  of  the  firm  of  George  D.  Northridge  &  Son  until  1921,  at  which 
time  he  became  proprietor  of  the  Franklin  Garage  at  Malone.  He  was 
married  Sept.  23,  1913,  to  Miss  Maud  E.  Hyde,  the  daughter  of  Clarence 
and  Cora  (Morgan)  Hyde,  the  former  is  deceased  and  the  latter  lives  with 
her  daughter  at  Malone.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Northridge  have  three  children: 
George  H.,  born  Feb.  24,  1915;  Marjorie  L.,  born  Dec.  3,  1917;  and 
Dorothy  J.,  born  Aug.  31,  1921.  He  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Masonic  and  Elk  Lodges,  Rotary  Club,  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce,  Malone  Fish  &  Game  Club. 

3.  Frances,  born  Aug.  18,  1894,  married  Harold  Taylor,  who  is  a  Pull¬ 
man  conductor  on  the  New  York  Central  Railroad.  They  live  in  New 
York  City. 

4.  Lucy,  born  April  18,  1896,  a  graduate  of  Franklin  Academy,  class 
of  1914.  She  married  Earl  I.  Fuller,  civil  engineer,  who  is  identified  with 
the  New  York  State  Highway  Department.  They  live  at  Watertown. 

5.  Carolyn,  born  Aug.  23,  1898,  a  graduate  of  Franklin  Academy  and 
Elmira  College,  having  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  1920. 
She  married  Lucius  C.  Smith,  who  is  identified  with  the  General  Exchange 

to 

Insurance  Corporation,  Insurance  Division  of  the  General  Motors  Accept¬ 
ance  Corporation.  They  live  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  and  have  a  daughter, 
Shirley. 

6.  Susan,  born  Oct.  26,  1900,  lives  with  her  mother  at  73  Fort  Cov¬ 
ington  Street,  Malone.  She  was  cashier  and  bookkeeper  for  George  D. 
Northridge  &  Son  for  several  years. 

7.  Esther,  born  April  1,  1904,  a  graduate  of  Franklin  Academy, 
attended  Elmira  College  for  two  years,  and  is  a  graduate  of  Potsdam  Nor- 
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mal  School,  class  of  1925.  She  is  now  a  teacher  in  the  Kindergarten 
department  of  the  public  schools  at  Glen  Cove,  L.  I. 

Mr.  Northridge  held  membership  in  the  Masonic  Lodge,  and  belonged 
to  Karnac  Temple  of  the  Mystic  Shrine,  Montreal,  Canada. 


John  R.  Kilborn. — One  of  the  representative  citizens  of  Jefferson 
County  is  John  R.  Kilborn,  who  is  president  of  the  Citizens  Bank  of  Cape 
Vincent  and  resident  manager  of  the  Booth  Fisheries  Company.  He  was 
born  at  Cape  Vincent,  Aug.  19,  1868,  the  son  of  Edward  C.  and  Frances 
(Esselstoyne)  Kilborn. 

Edward  C.  Kilborn,  deceased,  was  a  Civil  War  veteran.  He  was  born 
in  Jefferson  County  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of  Cape  Vincent.  He  en¬ 
listed  and  served  during  the  Civil  war  with  a  company  of  New  York  in¬ 
fantry,  and  died  in  1873  from  the  effects  of  disease  contracted  during  the 
Civil  war.  His  wife  died  in  1880.  Both  are  buried  at  Cape  Vincent.  They 
were  members  of  the  Methodist  Church.  Three  sons  were  born  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Kilborn:  John  R.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Clarence  and  Clinton  W., 
twins,  who  live  at  Cape  Vincent. 

John  R.  Kilborn  attended  the  public  schools  of  Cape  Vincent  and  also 
was  a  student  at  Ives  Seminary.  He  began  his  business  career  with 
Parker  Brothers,  merchants,  and  later  was  associated  in  business  with  his 
father-in-law,  Henry  Peo,  in  the  wholesale  fish  business.  When  the  local 
fisheries  were  merged  the  new  organization  became  known  as  the  Lake 
Ontario  Fish  Company  and  Mr.  Kilborn  became  secretary.  Later,  the 
business  was  reorganized  as  the  A.  Booth  &  Company,  with  Mr.  Kilborn 
as  manager,  and  subsequently,  when  it  became  known  as  the  Booth  Fish¬ 
eries  Company  Mr.  Kilborn  was  appointed  resident  manager  at  Cape  Vin¬ 
cent.  He  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Citizens  Bank  of  Cape  Vincent 
and  became  its  first  vice  president.  Upon  the  death  of  C.  C.  Cook,  Mr. 
Kilborn  was  elected  president  of  the  institution. 

In  1889  Mr.  Kilborn  married  Miss  Nettie  Peo,  who  is  deceased.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  Henry  and  Matilda  Peo,  natives  of  Cape  Vincent,  both 
now  deceased.  On  Aug.  24,  1898,  Mr.  Kilborn  was  united  in  marriage  with 
Miss  Martha  Wiggins,  the  daughter  of  Henry  Wiggins,  a  native  of  Ireland. 
He  is  deceased  and  is  buried  at  Point  Peninsula,  N.  Y.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kil¬ 
born  have  a  son,  John  Wiggins,  who  was  graduated  from  Cape  Vincent 
High  School  in  1926.  He  spent  one  year  at  Tarrytown  Preparatory  School, 
and  in  1931  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  from  St.  Lawrence 
University. 


JOHN  R.  KILBORN 
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Mr.  Kilborn  is  a  Republican  and  has  served  as  mayor  of  Cape  Vincent. 
He  held  the  office  of  supervisor  of  the  town  for  14  years  and  was  chair¬ 
man  of  the  board  during  the  years  of  1923  and  1924.  He  has  also  been 
village  trustee,  and  at  the  present  time  is  president  of  the  local  board  of 
education.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Jefferson  County  Sanitarium,  president 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  belongs  to  the  Cape  Vincent  Grange,  Lincoln 
League  of  Watertown,  and  is  affiliated  with  Cape  Vincent  Lodge  F.  & 
A.  M.  No.  293;  Cape  Vincent  Chapter  R.  A.  M.  No.  96;  Watertown  Council 
R.  &  A.  M.  M.  No.  34;  Watertown  Commandery  K.  T.  No.  11;  and  Media 
Temple.  He  is  also  head  of  the  board  of  trade  of  Cape  Vincent. 

Mr.  Kilborn  is  the  owner  of  a  260-acre  stock  farm  known  as  the  Mc¬ 
Kinley  farm,  located  one-half  mile  from  Cape  Vincent  on  the  road  leading 
to  Tibbits  Light  House.  He  has  a  fine  herd  of  Holstein  cattle.  The  milk 
is  delivered  in  the  village  of  Cape  Vincent.  The  dairy  is  known  as  River¬ 
side  Farm.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Jefferson  County  Farm  Bureau. 

Mr.  Kilborn  and  his  family  are  members  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
and  he  is  Sunday  School  superintendent  and  trustee. 


Fred  Arthur  Smith,  who  lives  retired  at  Malone,  was  for  many  years 
owner  and  manager  of  the  Smith  Hotel,  which  is  one  of  the  popular 
hostelries  of  Franklin  County.  He  was  born  at  Burke,  N.  Y.,  May  12, 
1859,  the  son  of  Arthur  and  Nancy  (Gwinn)  Smith. 

Arthur  Smith  was  a  native  of  Vermont,  born  in  1809.  He  settled  in 
Northern  New  York  with  his  parents  during  the  early  days,  and  became 
a  prosperous  farmer.  He  was  the  son  of  Rufus  Smith,  and  the  Smith 
homestead  was  located  on  the  present  site  of  Burke.  In  1833  Arthur 
Smith  married  Miss  Nancy  Gwinn,  of  Trout  River,  N.  Y.  Their  children 
were:  William  and  Ira,  who  were  Civil  War  veterans,  having  served  with 
the  98th  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry;  Ella,  Sarah,  Arthur,  Emma,  all 
deceased;  and  Fred.  Arthur  Smith  went  to  California  during  the  Gold 
Rush  of  1849,  but  returned  to  New  York  after  several  years.  He  died  in 
1872  and  his  wife  died  in  1870.  Both  are  buried  at  Burke. 

The  boyhood  of  Fred  Arthur  Smith  was  spent  at  Burke,  and  he 
attended  Holyoke  Academy.  For  six  years  he  was  employed  by  the  Smith 
&  Wesson  Arms  Company,  of  Springfield,  Mass.  He  later  went  to  New 
York  City  and  shipped  as  a  seaman.  He  sailed  to  San  Francisco  via 
Cape  Horn  and  remained  in  California  as  a  gold  prospector  for  six  years. 
Upon  his  return  to  the  East  Mr.  Smith  located  at  Malone,  where  he  spent 
two  years  in  the  employ  of  John  Moore,  confectioner.  He  then  was  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Flannigan  Hotel,  and  in  1891  established  a  confectionery 
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business  of  his  own  in  Malone.  Ten  years  later  he  disposed  of  the  latter 
and  at  that  time  purchased  the  Hill  Crest  Inn,  which  was  thereafter  known 
as  the  Smith  Hotel.  Mr.  Smith  remained  as  proprietor  for  a  period  of  17 
years,  the  hotel  now  being  owned  by  Roy  Kirk,  although  it  is  still  known 
as  the  Smith  Hotel.  Mr.  Smith  is  now  the  owner  of  a  fine  farm  of  47 
acres  southwest  of  the  village  of  Malone,  where  he  resides.  He  is  also 
the  proprietor  of  a  small  confectionery  business  at  Webster  and  Woodford 
streets. 

In  November,  1891,  Mr.  Smith  married  Miss  Nettie  Jarvis,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Frank  Jarvis,  of  Belmont,  N.  Y.  They  have  no  children. 

Mr.  Smith  has  always  been  independent  in  politics.  He  is  an  active 
member  of  St.  Mark’s  Episcopal  Church,  a  32nd  degree  Mason,  and  belongs 
to  the  Elks  Lodge,  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 


Brayton  Richardson  Clark. — In  the  death  of  Brayton  Richardson 
Clark,  Dec.  27,  1923,  the  city  of  Malone  lost  one  of  its  most  prominent 
business  men  and  representative  citizens.  He  was  treasurer  of  the  Malone 
Paper  Company,  vice  president  of  the  Peoples  Trust  Company,  and  vice 
president  of  the  Malone  Light  &  Power  Company.  Mr.  Clark  was  born 
at  Antwerp,  Jefferson  County,  Jan.  12,  1857,  the  son  of  Edwin  Sylvester 
Clark. 

Edwin  Sylvester  Clark  was  born  in  Vermont  in  1835  and  was  among 
the  first  settlers  of  Northern  New  York.  He  successfully  engaged  in  the 
mercantile  business  at  Dexter  until  the  time  of  his  death  in  1918.  The 
children  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edwin  S.  Clark  were:  1.  Brayton  Richard¬ 
son,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Herbert  V.,  who  died  in  August,  1930, 
was  a  successful  merchant  of  Watertown  for  many  years.  3.  Emma,  born 
in  April,  1867,  married  Louis  F.  Lehr,  who  is  president  of  the  Malone 
Paper  Company.  4.  Frank  B.,  merchant,  lives  at  Watertown. 

Brayton  Richardson  Clark  attended  the  public  schools  of  Dexter  and 
in  1877  was  graduated  from  St.  Lawrence  University.  For  a  time  he 
engaged  in  business  at  Pierrepont  Manor,  N.  Y.,  and  later  was  associated 
with  his  father’s  interests  in  Dexter.  Mr.  Clark  came  to  Malone  in  1900 
as  president  of  the  Malone  Paper  Company  and  served  in  that  capacity 
for  many  years.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  held  the  office  of  treasurer 
of  the  company. 

On  March  19,  1879,  Mr.  Clark  married  Miss  Hattie  Boyden  Webb,  the 
daughter  of  Albert  and  Cordelia  (Boyden)  Webb,  of  Pierrepont  Manor. 
Their  son,  Charles  H.,  was  born  in  1900.  He  was  graduated  from  Frank¬ 
lin  Academy  in  1917,  Clarkson  School  of  Technology  of  Potsdam  in  1923, 
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and  Albany  Law  School  in  1926.  After  his  admission  to  the  bar,  Mr. 
Clark  practiced  law  with  Judge  Frederick  H.  Bryant,  at  Malone.  Two 
years  later  he  removed  to  Syracuse,  where  he  is  associated  with  Oliver 
Borden,  U.  S.  District  Attorney. 

Brayton  R.  Clark  was  a  life  long  Republican.  He  held  membership  in 
the  Universalist  Church,  and  was  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  B.  P. 
0.  Elks,  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  His  widow  is  a  member 
of  St.  Mark’s  Episcopal  Church,  and  lives  in  the  family  residence  at  24 
Second  Street,  Malone. 


John  Francis  Foran. — One  of  the  prominent  members  of  the  Franklin 
County  Bar  Association  is  John  Francis  Foran,  who  is  successfully  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  Chateaugay,  and  he  is  a  member 
of  one  of  the  oldest  and  best  known  families  in  this  section.  He  was  born 
at  Chateaugay,  April  23,  1893,  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Catherine  (Bon¬ 
ner)  Foran. 

Thomas  Foran  was  born  at  Chateaugay  in  1849.  He  spent  his  early 
life  in  the  coal  mines  but  later  became  interested  in  general  farming  in 
Franklin  County.  He  died  in  1914  and  is  buried  at  Chateaugay.  Mr. 
Foran  was  married  in  1872  to  Miss  Catherine  Bonner,  who  was  born  at 
Chateaugay,  Jan.  27,  1850,  the  daughter  of  William  and  Catherine  Bonner. 
She  died  in  1926  and  is  buried  in  Chateaugay  Cemetery.  To  Thomas  and 
Catherine  (Bonner)  Foran  were  born  11  children,  four  of  whom  died  in 
early  childhood  during  an  epidemic  of  diphtheria,  their  deaths  occurring 
within  four  weaks  of  each  other.  Those  surviving  are :  1.  Fred,  born  in 

1881,  a  farmer,  lives  at  Morrisville,  Vt.  2.  William  A.,  born  June  2,  1886, 
in  the  employ  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  lives  at 
Hartford,  Conn.  3.  Charles  E.,  born  June  2,  1888,  lives  at  Chateaugay. 
4.  John  Francis,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

John  Francis  Foran  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Chateaugay,  being  graduated  from  high  school  in  1911.  He  received 
a  degree  in  law  from  the  University  of  Michigan  in  1920,  after  which  he 
became  associated  in  practice  for  one  year  with  George  J.  Moore,  a  promi¬ 
nent  attorney  of  Malone.  Mr.  Foran  then  established  his  present  private 
practice  at  Chateaugay.  He  was  the  Democratic  candidate  in  Franklin 
County  for  the  office  of  district  attorney  in  1928,  a  county  which  is  nor¬ 
mally  Republican  by  a  majority  of  4,000  to  6,000,  and  he  was  defeated  for 
the  office  by  only  800  votes.  Since  1923  Mr.  Foran  has  been  State  Tax 
Attorney  for  Franklin  County. 

Mr.  Foran  was  married  on  Oct.  31,  1927,  to  Miss  Ella  M.  Doria,  the 
daughter  of  Walter  and  Edith  (McGibbon)  Doria,  of  Chateaugay.

Mr.  Foran  holds  membership  in  St.  Patrick’s  Catholic  Church,  and 
his  wife  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  He  is  affiliated  with 
Wadhams  Council  No.  469,  Knights  of  Columbus,  of  which  he  was  financial 
secretary  for  three  years,  and  he  also  belongs  to  Malone  Lodge  of  Elks, 
and  Chateaugay  Fish  &  Game  Club. 

During  the  World  War  Mr.  Foran  enlisted  for  service  and  was  stationed 
at  Camp  Wheeler,  Georgia.  He  is  a  member  of  the  John  E.  Harrica  Post 
No.  875,  American  Legion,  and  has  served  as  commander  and  finance 
officer. 


Frank  W.  Ferrell. — One  of  the  pioneer  newspaper  men  of  the  North 
Country  is  Frank  W.  Ferrell,  who  is  identified  with  the  Chateaugay 
Record  as  editor.  He  was  born  at  Chateaugay,  Franklin  County,  July  26, 
1866,  the  son  of  John  and  Johanna  (Bowles)  Ferrell. 

John  Ferrell  was  a  native  of  County  Kildare,  Ireland,  born  in  1819. 
He  was  a  farmer  and  after  coming  to  the  United  States  in  1847  he  settled 
on  land  near  Chateaugay.  Mr.  Ferrell  died  in  1892.  His  wife  was  the 
daughter  of  George  Bowles,  also  a  native  of  Ireland.  Their  children  were 
all  natives  of  Franklin  County,  and  Frank  W.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch, 
was  the  fifth  in  order  of  birth. 

Frank  W.  Ferrell  obtained  his  education  in  the  district  schools  and  at 
the  age  of  15  years  became  an  apprentice  printer  in  the  shops  of  the 
Chateaugay  Record.  He  became  a  journeyman  printer  and  in  1892  began 
the  publication  of  the  Franklin  County  Democrat.  It  supported  Grover 
Cleveland  in  his  campaign  for  president  of  the  United  States.  For  two 
years  Mr.  Ferrell  continued  as  editor  and  publisher  of  the  Democrat, 
although  it  was  published  in  the  plant  of  the  Chateaugay  Record.  In 
1894  a  stock  company  was  formed,  which  purchased  the  Record,  and  the 
two  publications  were  combined  at  that  time  as  the  Chateaugay  Record. 
Since  that  date  to  the  present  time  Mr.  Ferrell  has  acted  as  editor  and 
publisher. 

Mr.  Ferrell  was  married  on  June  28,  1893,  to  Miss  Annie  O’Neil,  the 
daughter  of  Patrick  and  Bridget  (Burke)  O’Neil,  of  Chateaugay.  Their 
son,  William,  was  born  Dec.  23,  1901.  He  is  now  a  linotype  operator  in 
the  employ  of  the  Chateaugay  Record. 

Politically,  Mr.  Ferrell  has  been  a  life  long  Democrat.  He  and  his 
wife  are  members  of  St.  Patrick’s  Catholic  Church,  and  he  holds  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Rotary  Club,  the  Grange,  Knights  of  Columbus,  and  Chateau¬ 
gay  Fish  &  Game  Club.  His  wife  is  also  active  in  the  affairs  of  the 
Catholic  Daughters  of  America,  in  which  she  holds  membership. 
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Cyril  Henry  Dupree,  who  is  successfully  engaged  in  the  lumber  and 
contracting  business  at  Malone,  is  a  native  of  New  York,  born  Aug.  12, 
1871.  He  is  the  son  of  Joseph  and  Philena  (Mota)  Dupree. 

Joseph  Dupree  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He  was  born  in  Quebec, 
Canada,  in  1884,  and  died  in  Malone,  Nov.  25,  1908.  When  a  small  boy 
he  came  to  New  York  with  his  parents,  who  settled  near  Belmont,  and  he 
became  a  prosperous  farmer.  During  the  Civil  War  he  served  as  a  member 
of  the  94th  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  was  married  in  1858  to 
Miss  Philena  Mota,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Mota,  of  Franklin  County. 
They  were  the  parents  of  ten  children:  1.  Israel,  born  in  1861,  lives  at 
Bangor,  N.  Y.  2.  Frederick,  born  in  1862,  died  in  1914.  3.  Matilda,  born 
in  1864,  died  in  1913,  was  the  wife  of  James  Renney,  of  Providence,  R.  I. 
4.  Emma,  born  in  1866,  married  Charles  Sylvester,  who  died  in  1896,  and 
she  lives  at  Pawtucket,  R.  I.  5.  Louise,  born  in  1868,  married  Charles 
Crain,  who  died  in  1926,  and  she  lives  at  Pawtucket.  6.  Myra,  born  in 
1869,  died  in  1898,  was  the  wife  of  Charles  Patterson.  7.  Cyril  Henry,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  8.  Daniel,  born  June  11,  1873,  lives  at  Dorchester, 
Mass.  9.  Ida,  born  in  1875,  married  Webster  Nichols,  who  died  in  1916. 
She  lives  at  Malone.  10.  Olive,  born  in  1876,  married  Charles  Lewis,  lives 
at  Pawtucket. 

Cyril  Henry  Dupree  received  his  education  in  the  district  schools  and 
spent  his  early  life  as  a  farmer.  In  1892  he  became  employed  as  a  car¬ 
penter  and  cabinet  maker,  and  since  1908  has  been  interested  in  the  lum¬ 
ber  business,  his  original  mill  being  located  at  Pearl  and  Catherine  streets, 
which  he  still  operates.  He  makes  a  specialty  of  all  types  of  mill  work, 
and  is  a  well  known  retail  lumber  dealer.  Since  1923  Mr.  Dupree  has  also 
engaged  in  building,  and  has  developed  the  exclusive  residential  allotment, 
known  as  Coolidge  Court.  In  1930  he  was  interested  in  a  similar  develop¬ 
ment  in  Malone,  known  as  Sunset  Court.  He  has  a  record  of  some  of  the 
finest  homes  in  the  city,  and  is  recognized  as  a  dependable  builder. 

On  March  6;  1895,  Mr.  Dupree  married  Miss  Ella  M.  Avery,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Samuel  and  Augusta  (Hutchins)  Avery,  of  Westville,  N.  Y.  They 
are  the  parents  of  five  children:  1.

Gladys,  born  Sept.  25,  1897,  a  graduate  of  Franklin 
Academy,  Teachers  College  at  Albany,  and  St.  Lawrence  University,  class 
of  1920.  She  married  Roswell  Stacey,  who  died  in  1926.  She  is  now  a 
teacher  of  Latin  and  English  in  the  high  school  at  Jeffersonville,  N.  Y. 
Her  son  lives  with  Mrs.  Stacey’s  parents.  3.  Mildred,  born  Aug.  20,  1899, 
a  graduate  of  Franklin  Academy,  and  Ohio  Wesleyan  University.  She 
married  George  Monahan,  and  lives  at  Lima,  Ohio.  4.  Kenneth,  born 
Nov.  29,  1901,  a  graduate  of  Franklin  Academy  and  Syracuse  Business 
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College,  lives  at  Syracuse.  5.  Ruth,  born  Nov.  17,  1903,  a  graduate  of 
Franklin  Academy,  and  Northern  New  York  School  of  Commerce.  She 
married  Charles  Spinks,  and  lives  at  Albany. 

•  Mr.  Dupree  has  served  as  city  assessor  for  two  terms  and  is  a  Repub¬ 
lican  in  politics.  He  and  his  family  are  members  of  the  Methodist  Epis¬ 
copal  Church. 


Henry  E.  Thompson. — Among  the  substantial  citizens  of  Chateaugay, 
Henry  E.  Thompson,  postmaster,  is  one  of  the  best  known.  He  was  born 
at  Chateaugay,  Dec.  29,  1879,  the  son  of  Alexander  and  Sarah  (Mc¬ 
Cracken)  Thompson. 

Alexander  Thompson,  also  a  native  of  Chateaugay,  was  born  in  1852. 
He  is  of  Scotch  descent,  and  in  early  life  engaged  in  general  farming  in 
Franklin  County.  He  is  now  connected  with  the  Chateaugay  post  office. 
Mr.  Thompson  was  married  in  1877  to  Miss  Sarah  McCracken,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Henry  McCracken,  of  Huntingdon,  Quebec.  They  are  the  parents 
of  two  sons:  Henry  E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and  Gordeon  A.,  born 
July  4,  1886,  died  in  1925.  He  is  buried  in  Chateaugay. 

The  boyhood  of  Henry  E.  Thompson  was  spent  in  Chateaugay  and  he 
attended  the  public  schools.  At  the  age  of  16  years  he  accepted  a  position 
as  clerk  in  a  local  mercantile  store,  with  which  he  was  identified  for  11 
years,  with  the  exception  of  two  years,  1900-01,  when  he  conducted  a 
business  of  his  own,  north  of  Chateaugay  on  the  Canadian  border.  Mr. 
Thompson  was  employed  in  the  offices  of  the  Franklin  County  Road  Com¬ 
mission  for  a  period  of  four  years,  and  afterwards  spent  nine  years  with 
Spellman-Oliver  &  Company  of  Chateaugay.  In  1916  Mr.  Thompson,  in 
partnership  with  a  Mr.  Oliver,  purchased  the  dry  goods  business  of  Langto 
Brothers.  He  was  appointed  cashier  in  the  office  of  the  State  Treasurer 
in  1922,  but  returned  to  Chateaugay  in  1924  to  accept  the  appointment  of 
postmaster. 

On  Jan.  1,  1902,  Mr.  Thompson  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Bertha  M.  Barnes,  the  daughter  of  Leander  Barnes  of  Chateaugay.  He 
is  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thompson  are  the  parents  of  two  sons:  1. 
Elmer  A.,  born  Dec.  12,  1903,  a  graduate  of  the  Bliss  Electrical  School, 
Washington,  D.  C.  He  is  now  identified  with  the  General  Electric  Com¬ 
pany  at  Pittsfield,  Mass.  2.  Harry  B.,  born  Feb.  25,  1905,  a  graduate  of 
Potsdam  Normal  School  and  New  York  University.  At  the  present  time 
he  is  principal  of  a  grade  school  at  Woodbury,  L.  I. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thompson  are  active  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  he  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge.  He  has  always  been 
a  Republican. 
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For  the  past  30  years  Mr.  Thompson  has  been  interested  in  the  study 
of  insurance  and  is  recognized  throughout  Northern  New  York  as  an 
authority  on  the  underlying  science  of  insurance  as  applied  to  all  types 
of  risk. 


Harold  Dwyer  Tobin,  M.  D. — Numbered  among  the  prominent  profes¬ 
sional  men  of  Franklin  County  is  Dr.  Tobin,  who  is  engaged  in  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  medicine  at  Chateaugay.  He  was  born  here,  Sept.  3,  1889,  the  son 
of  George  A.  and  Alice  Elizabeth  (Dwyer)  Tobin. 

George  A.  Tobin  was  a  native  of  North  Lawrence,  N.  Y.,  born  Sept.  25, 
1862,  the  son  of  Peter  and  Bridget  (Egan)  Tobin.  They  were  natives  of 
Ireland  and  early  settlers  of  North  Lawrence.  Peter  Tobin  died  at  the 
age  of  88  years  and  is  buried  at  Malone.  His  son,  George  A.,  was  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  undertaking  business  at  Chateaugay  for  a  number  of  years 
and  was  later  the  proprietor  of  a  motion  picture  theatre  at  that  place.  He 
was  married  on  May  6,  1884,  to  Miss  Alice  Elizabeth  Dwyer,  the  daughter 
of  David  and  Catherine  (Toohey)  Dwyer,  both  natives  of  Ireland.  George 
A.  Tobin  died  Aug.  5,  1931,  and  is  buried  at  Chateaugay.  David  Dwyer 
was  born  in  County  Tipperary  and  his  wife  was  born  in  County  Limerick. 
Shortly  after  their  marriage,  Aug.  12,  1860,  they  emigrated  to  the  United 
States  and  settled  at  Chateaugay.  He  died  July  9,  1888,  and  his  wife  died 
Aug.  20,  1889.  They  were  the  parents  of  eight  children.  To  George  A. 
and  Alice  Elizabeth  (Dwyer)  Tobin  were  born  three  children,  one  of  whom 
died  in  infancy.  The  surviving  two  are:  Harold  Dwyer,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch ;  and  Catherine  Elizabeth,  born  in  1896.  She  is  a  graduate  of 
Plattsburg  Normal  College,  class  of  1917,  and  was  a  teacher  in  the  public 
schools  of  Ticonderoga,  N.  Y.,  for  three  years  before  her  marriage  to 
F.  J.  Keefe,  who  is  manager  of  the  Wilcox  Coal  Company,  of  Plattsburg. 
They  have  two  sons. 

Harold  Dwyer  Tobin  was  graduated  from  Chateaugay  High  School  in 
1909  and  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  from  the  Albany 
Medical  College  in  1913.  After  serving  as  interne  in  Albany  Memorial 
Hospital,  he  established  a  private  practice  at  Brushton,  N.  Y.,  in  December, 
1914.  He  remained  there  for  four  years  and  has  since  been  located  at 
Chateaugay.  He  is  identified  with  the  Franklin  County,  New  York  State 
and  American  Medical  associations,  and  also  belongs  to  the  New  York 
Central  Railroad  Surgeons  Association,  being  local  surgeon  for  the  latter. 

On  Sept.  2,  1916,  Dr.  Tobin  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Mary 
Agnes  Hartnett,  the  daughter  of  William  and  Mary  (Barry)  Hartnett, 
both  deceased.  To  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Tobin  were  born  six  children:  Mer¬ 
cedes,  born  in  1917;  Lucille,  born  in  1919;  Pauline,  born  in  1921;  Eileen, 
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born  in  1923 ;  William,  born  in  1927 ;  and  Robert,  born  in  1929,  died  Nov. 
30,  1930.  Mrs.  Tobin  died  Sept.  25,  1930,  and  is  buried  at  Chateaugay. 

Doctor  Tobin  has  always  been  a  Democrat  in  politics.  He  is  a  promi¬ 
nent  member  of  St.  Patrick’s  Catholic  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Elks 
Lodge,  Rotary  Club,  Phi  Delta  fraternity  and  Chateaugay  Fish  and 
Game  Club. 


Otis  Brooks,  deceased,  was  one  of  the  prominent  business  men  of  the 
North  Country.  He  was  president  and  founder  of  the  Otis  Brooks  Lumber 
Company.  He  was  born  at  Antwerp,  Jefferson  County,  March  29,  1833, 
and  died  at  Philadelphia,  N.  Y.,  in  1909.  He  was  a  son  of  a  pioneer  settler 
of  the  county,  Julius  Brooks.  He  was  thought  to  have  been  born  in  Con¬ 
necticut  but  may  have  been  a  native  of  Champion,  where  his  father  was  an 
early  settler. 

Julius  Brooks  was  reared  at  Champion,  attended  the  district  schools, 
and  aided  so  far  as  he  was  able  in  clearing  a  farm.  He  married  Sally 
Otis,  a  native  of  the  town  of  Rutland,  and  the  daughter  of  an  early  settler 
in  that  town.  She  died  in  1836,  leaving  five  children.  Mr.  Brooks  located 
in  the  northern  part  of  Antwerp  about  1830,  in  a  neighborhood  known  as 
“New  Connecticut,”  where  he  purchased  a  farm.  He  later  sold  it  and 
removed  to  Theresa.  At  the  time  of  his  death  in  October,  1874,  he  was 
living  on  a  farm  and  was  74  years  of  age.  This  farm  consisted  of  100 
acres  in  the  northwestern  part  of  Antwerp.  He  was  an  industrious  and 
successful  farmer.  He  was  a  Democrat  in  politics  in  early  life  and  later 
became  a  Republican.  His  second  wife  was  Sally  Davidson,  daughter  of 
John  Davidson,  of  Fowler,  St.  Lawrence  County.  She  was  the  mother 
of  four  children.  The  first  of  Mr.  Brooks’  children,  Franklin,  was  killed 
by  a  falling  tree  when  11  years  of  age ;  Almena,  the  second  child,  became 
the  wife  of  John  Randall,  of  Antwerp,  and  later  died  in  Philadelphia; 
Edwin  left  home  when  18  years  of  age  and  was  never  again  heard  of; 
Sarah,  married  Nathaniel  Hanson,  and  lived  at  Sterlingville,  N.  Y. ;  and 
Otis.  His  children  by  his  second  marriage  were:  Lucinda,  who  married 
Ely  Hanson;  Achsah;  Gurley;  Mary;  and  Destin. 

Otis  Brooks  spent  his  entire  life  in  the  vicinity  of  his  birthplace,  with 
the  exception  of  three  years  which  were  spent  as  a  soldier  in  the  Union 
army  during  the  Civil  War.  He  remained  on  the  old  homestead  until 
he  was  18  years  old,  and  obtained  his  education  in  the  district  schools.  He 
learned  the  trade  of  carpenter  and  about  1854  began  to  build  houses  on 
his  own  account.  He  constructed  a  considerable  number  of  homes  in  the 
village  of  Theresa  and  adjacent  country,  besides  other  buildings,  and 
maintained  a  shop  on  the  river  for  making  doors  and  other  building  parts 
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used  in  his  business.  His  shop  was  swept  away  by  a  flood  at  one  time, 
which  caused  him  to  abandon  his  business  temporarily. 

On  Aug.  11,  1862,  Mr.  Brooks  enlisted  as  a  member  of  Company  F, 
10th  New  York  Heavy  Artillery,  and  soon  after  was  sent  to  the  front. 
For  a  period  of  over  20  months  this  organization  did  garrison  duty  about 
the  defenses  of  Washington,  and  was  then  sent  into  the  field  about  Peters¬ 
burg  and  the  Shenandoah  Valley.  He  saw  active  service  at  the  battle  of 
Petersburg  and  along  the  James  River,  and  was  one  of  the  fortunate  few 
who  did  not  receive  any  injury  in  battle,  and  the  hardships  endured  by 
him  did  not  seem  to  diminish  his  vitality.  He  was  honorably  discharged 
in  June,  1865,  having  acted  as  duty  sergeant,  quartermaster  and  orderly. 

Returning  to  Theresa,  Mr.  Brooks  soon  after  went  to  Oswego,  where 
he  was  employed  in  house  building.  In  the  spring  of  1866  he  bought  a 
sawmill  at  Wood’s  Settlement,  adjoining  the  town  of  Antwerp,  in  the  town 
of  Wilna,  and  this  he  operated  for  a  period  of  six  years.  He  then  sold  out 
and  removed  to  Carthage,  where  he  erected  a  grist  mill  on  the  west  side 
of  the  river,  which  he  sold  after  operating  for  two  years.  In  1874  he 
went  to  Philadelphia,  N.  Y.,  which  village  he  made  his  home  in,  and  he 
operated  a  grist  mill  there  for  a  time  also,  as  well  as  a  box  factory.  This 
was  sold  to  his  son  after  he  had  conducted  it  for  five  or  six  years.  In 
partnership  with  William  Roberts  he  next  constructed  a  steam  sawmill  at 
Philadelphia,  which  was  in  successful  operation  four  years  under  the 
management  of  Roberts  &  Brooks,  when  the  latter  sold  his  share  to  Mr. 
Roberts.  Mr.  Brooks  immediately  bought  an  interest  with  George  Strough 
in  the  lumber  yard  and  wood  working  shop  at  Clayton.  Not  being  able 
to  agree  well  with  his  new  partner,  Mr.  Brooks  employed  a  man  to  take 
his  place  in  the  operation  of  the  plant,  and  devoted  his  time  to  his  other 
interests.  For  12  years  the  business  was  operated  under  the  name  of 
Strough  &  Brooks,  after  which  the  latter  became  sole  owner  by  purchas¬ 
ing  his  partner’s  interests.  After  operating  four  years  as  owner,  Mr. 
Brooks  formed  a  stock  company  known  as  the  Otis  Brooks  Lumber  Com¬ 
pany,  and  the  company  still  carries  that  name. 

In  1890  Mr.  Brooks  bought  a  cheese  box  factory  at  Rensselaer  Falls, 
which  he  operated  for  12  years.  For  a  short  time  he  rented  a  steam  mill 
for  cutting  material  at  Antwerp,  and  in  1903  he  purchased  a  mill  at  Ster- 
lingburg,  and  took  possession  on  Jan.  1,  1904.  The  mill  had  a  capacity  of 
125,000  cheese  boxes  per  year,  and  also  had  facilities  for  grinding  feed, 
which  was  driven  by  the  waters  of  Indian  River. 

In  1904  the  Otis  Brooks  Lumber  Company,  of  Clayton,  was  incor¬ 
porated,  and  the  officers  were:  Otis  Brooks,  president;  Robert  D.  Grant, 
vice  president;  William  J.  Patch,  secretary;  and  John  W.  Williams, 
treasurer  and  manager. 
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Upon  the  death  of  Mr.  Brooks  in  1909  his  son,  Frank  H.  Brooks,  suc¬ 
ceeded  him  as  president  of  the  company.  The  present  officers  are:  W.  S. 
Brooks,  president  and  treasurer;  R.  D.  Grant,  vice  president;  and  C.  A. 
Keefer,  secretary.  They  are  general  lumber  dealers  and  also  are  extensive 
and  widely  known  manufacturers  of  woodwork,  sashes,  doors,  and  builders’ 
supplies. 

Otis  Brooks  was  married  on  March  4,  1857,  to  Miss  Celestia  Ballard, 
who  was  born  at  Pamelia,  Four  Corners,  the  daughter  of  Hiram  and 
Susan  (Wylie)  Ballard.  She  died  in  1910.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brooks  were 
born  three  children:  1.  Frank,  who  died  in  1922,  married  Mary  Scofield, 
who  lives  in  Santa  Barbara,  Calif.  Their  children  were:  Edith,  married 
Frank  Richards,  lives  at  Los  Angeles,  Calif.;  William  S.,  married  Miss 
Helen  Keefer,  lives  at  Clayton,  and  he  is  president  of  the  Otis  Brooks  Lum¬ 
ber  Company;  Daniel,  deceased;  Elizabeth  lives  at  Santa  Barbara,  Calif.; 
Otis  F.,  resides  in  Hankow,  China;  Marjorie,  married  Russell  Perry,  lives 
at  Santa  Barbara,  Calif. ;  and  Harlan,  lives  at  Los  Angeles,  Calif.  2.  Grace, 
who  is  deceased.  3.  Allie  B.,  who  lives  at  Clayton. 


Frank  H.  Brooks. — Son  of  Otis  Brooks,  was  born  in  March,  1859.  He 
operated  a  cheese  box  and  lumber  business  at  Philadelphia  for  about  20 
years.  He  succeeded  Otis  Brooks  as  president  of  Otis  Brooks  Lumber 
Company  in  1910.  He  retired  from  business  1913,  and  with  his  family 
moved  to  Santa  Barbara,  Calif.,  where  he  died  in  1922. 


Fredus  H.  Wilcox,  of  Malone,  is  a  widely  known  citizen  of  Franklin 
County,  having  held  the  office  of  District  Superintendent  of  Schools  since 
1912.  He  was  born  at  Fort  Covington,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  3,  1876,  the  son  of 
Harrison  M.  and  Harriet  M.  (King)  Wilcox. 

Harrison  M.  Wilcox  was  born  at  Bangor,  N.  Y.,  in  July,  1853,  the  son 
of  Otis  Wilcox,  who  was  born  at  Windsor,  Conn.,  in  1815.  The  latter 
married  in  1840  and  at  that  time  removed  to  Brandon,  Vt.,  later  settling 
at  Bangor,  N.  Y.,  where  he  improved  a  tract  of  land.  His  son,  Harrison 
M.,  was  the  eighth  child  in  order  of  birth.  He  became  a  prosperous  farmer 
and  was  especially  interested  in  dairying.  He  was  married  in  1875  to 
Harriet  M.  King,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Annis  (Church)  King.  Their 
only  child  was  Fredus  Harrison,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Fredus  Harrison  Wilcox  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  district 
schools  and  in  1896  was  graduated  from  Franklin  Academy.  He  spent 
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one  year  at  Riverside  (Calif.)  Normal  School,  and  has  taken  summer 
school  work  at  St.  Lawrence  University  and  Cornell.  For  a  number  of 
years  he  was  a  teacher  in  the  district  schools  of  Franklin  County,  but  in 
1906  became  interested  in  business  as  bookkeeper  for  Reynolds  Brothers, 
at  Reynoldston,  N.  Y.  He  served  in  that  capacity  for  five  years,  and  dur¬ 
ing  that  time  held  the  office  of  School  Commissioner  for  three  years.  On 
Jan.  1,  1912,  Mr.  Wilcox  received  his  present  appointment  as  District 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Mr.  Wilcox  was  married  (first)  in  1903  to  Miss  Elizabeth  M.  Harwood, 
the  daughter  of  Justin  M.  Harwood.  Their  daughter,  Ruth  Anita,  is  a 
graduate  of  Cazenovia  Seminary,  and  Potsdam  Normal  School,  and  is  now 
a  teacher  of  music  in  the  Amsterdam  (N.  Y.)  High  School.  Elizabeth 
H.  (Harwood)  Wilcox  died  March  29,  1919,  and  is  buried  at  Bangor,  N.  Y. 
On  June  30,  1920,  Mr.  Wilcox  married  Miss  Gladys  Rich,  the  daughter  of 
George  W.  Rich  of  Bangor.  Their  son,  Paul  Rich  Wilcox,  was  born  Sept. 
13,  1923. 

Mr.  Wilcox  is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  is 
affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge.  He  also  holds  membership  in  the 
Kiwanis  Club,  Malone  Fish  &  Game  Club,  and  Bangor  Grange.  Politically 
he  is  a  Republican  and  has  held  the  offices  of  town  clerk  of  Bangor,  and 
justice  of  the  peace  of  Brandon. 

Mr.  Wilcox  has  traveled  extensively  throughout  the  United  States. 
He  is  the  owner  of  a  fine  summer  camp  on  Chateaugay  Lake. 


James  Frederick  Amsden. — One  of  the  leading  business  men  of  Malone 
is  James  Frederick  Amsden,  who  is  a  member  of  one  of  the  oldest  and 
best  known  families  in  this  section  of  Franklin  County.  He  was  born 
at  Malone,  Dec.  22,  1872,  the  son  of  James  Sumner  and  Julia  Maria 
(Buck)  Amsden. 

James  Sumner  Amsden  was  born  at  Malone,  May  18,  1830,  the  son  of 
Lauriston  and  Nancy  (Sumner)  Amsden.  Lauriston  Amsden  was  born 
at  Dana,  Mass.,  April  6,  1800,  and  was  married  on  Oct.  25,  1827,  to  Miss 
Nancy  Sumner,  at  Middlebury,  Vt.  They  came  to  Malone  the  following 
year,  and  Mr.  Amsden  opened  a  drug  store  on  West  Main  Street,  on  the 
site  of  the  present  Armory  building.  He  continued  as  Malone’s  pioneer 
druggist  until  the  time  of  his  death,  Nov.  18,  1868.  His  wife  died  Dec.  27, 
1862.  Both  are  buried  in  Morningside  Cemetery,  Malone.  To  Lauriston 
and  Nancy  (Sumner)  Amsden  were  born  three  children:  1.  Elsie  Elzina, 
born  Jan.  1,  1829,  died  May  6,  1843.  2.  William  Floyd,  born  Sept.  2,  1835, 
died  Dec.  15,  1872.  3.  James  Sumner,  father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
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Nancy  (Sumner)  Amsden  was  a  sister  of  Charles  Sumner,  a  prominent 
lawyer  of  Boston,  Mass.,  who  served  in  the  U.  S.  Senate  from  Massachu¬ 
setts  from  1851  until  1874.  He  was  immortalized  as  one  of  the  early 
advocates  of  freedom  of  the  slaves  and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Free  Soil  party  in  1848. 

James  Sumner  Amsden,  father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  reared 
and  educated  at  Malone,  and  spent  his  entire  life  here.  At  an  early  age 
he  became  associated  with  his  father’s  drug  business,  but  due  to  ill  health 
was  advised  to  retire  from  business  at  an  early  age.  He  purchased  a 
small  tract  of  land  one-half  mile  west  of  the  present  New  York  State 
Troopers’  Barracks,  upon  which  he  built  a  small  log  house.  His  land  hold¬ 
ings  increased  gradually  until  he  became  the  owner  of  a  fine  farm  of  400 
acres,  and  which  became  one  of  the  attractive  estates  of  Northern  New 
York.  Mr.  Amsden  was  also  the  owner  of  a  large  business  block  in 
Malone,  and  acquired  numerous  parcels  of  valuable  real  estate.  He  was 
married  in  1863  to  Miss  Julia  Maria  Buck,  of  Wolcott,  Vt.  Their  children 
were:  1.  Helen,  born  Dec.  21,  1864,  deceased.  2.  Mabel,  born  April  23, 
1866,  deceased.  3.  Minnie  Anne,  born  Nov.  8,  1868,  died  in  1923,  was  the 
wife  of  Brock  R.  Shears,  who  is  assistant  cashier  of  the  Farmers  National 
Bank  of  Malone.  4.  Frank  Floyd,  born  Oct.  21,  1870,  deceased.  5.  James 
Frederick,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  James  Sumner  Amsden  died  Feb.  27, 
1897,  and  is  buried  in  Morningside  Cemetery. 

James  Frederick  Amsden  attended  the  public  schools  of  Malone,  Frank¬ 
lin  Academy,  and  in  1890  was  graduated  from  Rochester  Business  College. 
Until  his  father’s  death  in  1897  he  engaged  in  the  management  of  his 
father’s  business  interests  in  Malone,  and  after  the  latter’s  death,  Mr. 
Amsden  became  owner  of  the  fine  Amsden  farm  near  Malone  village,  which 
he  successfully  operated  for  fifteen  years.  It  was  then  sold  to  Israel  A. 
Shatrow,  and  at  that  time  Mr.  Amsden  went  to  New  York  City  as  manager 
of  the  Grape  Fruit  Products  Company,  a  plant  of  which  was  located  in 
Watertown.  In  1916  he  became  associated  with  the  Meigs  Pulp  Wood 
Company,  New  York  City,  and  spent  the  following  four  years  as  their 
traveling  representative  in  New  York  and  New  England.  In  1920  he 
returned  to  Malone  and  established  his  present  business  as  a  dealer  in 
pulp  wood  and  pulp  wood  products. 

Mr.  Amsden  is  a  Republican  and  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge, 
being  a  Knight  Templar  and  life  member  of  Karnak  Temple,  Montreal.  He 
is  a  charter  member  of  the  Elks  Lodge,  and  belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club 
and  Malone  Fish  &  Game  Club.  His  chief  recreation  is  the  hunting  of  big 
game,  and  among  his  trophies  is  a  14  point  elk,  the  head  of  which  has 
been  mounted  and  given  to  the  local  chapter  of  Elks.  It  is  recognized 
as  one  of  the  finest  specimens  ever  captured  in  Northern  New  York. 
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Mr.  Amsden  is  a  vocalist  of  more  than  local  reputation,  and  for  one 
season  sang  in  light  opera  under  the  direction  of  Charles  Frohman.  For 
many  years  he  has  been  identified  with  choir  work  in  the  Congregational 
Church  of  Malone.

Floyd  John  English. — One  of  the  representative  and  highly  successful 
business  men  of  Franklin  County  is  Floyd  J.  English,  who  is  identified 
with  the  Chateaugay  Oil  Company,  with  headquarters  at  Malone.  He 
was  born  at  Brainardsville,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  2,  1891,  the  son  of  John  H.  and 
Carrie  (Thurber)  English. 

John  H.  English  spent  almost  40  years  as  a  funeral  director  of  Cha¬ 
teaugay,  and  also  engaged  in  the  general  mercantile  business  at  Brainards¬ 
ville.  He  was  born  at  the  former  place,  March  5,  1866,  and  died  June  1, 
1926.  Mr.  English  was  married  March  5, 1889,  to  Miss  Carrie  Thurber,  the 
daughter  of  Nathan  and  Mary  Thurber.  Their  only  child  was  Floyd  John, 
the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

John  H.  English  was  the  son  of  William  English,  who  was  born  in 
County  Cork,  Ireland.  He  emigrated  to  the  United  States  about  1860  and 
settled  at  Chateaugay. 

Floyd  John  English  is  a  graduate  of  Chateaugay  High  School  and 
attended  Burlington  (Vt.)  Business  College.  He  was  associated  in  the 
mercantile  business  with  his  father  at  Brainardsville  for  eight  years,  spent 
two  years  in  the  employ  of  Oliver  &  Spellman,  of  Chateaugay,  after  which 
he  purchased  his  father’s  store  at  Brainardsville.  He  successfully  con¬ 
ducted  this  enterprise  until  1923,  when  he  organized  the  Chateaugay  Oil 
Company.  They  are  wholesale  distributors  of  gasoline  and  oil,  with  bulk 
stations  at  Malone,  Ellenburg,  and  Chateaugay.  Five  retail  filling  stations 
are  also  maintained  by  the  company,  which  distributes  more  than  two 
million  gallons  of  petroleum  products  annually. 

Mr.  English  is  also  the  owner  of  a  fine  dairy  farm  of  600  acres,  located 
near  Ellenburg,  which  was  formerly  owned  by  his  father.  At  the  present 
time  it  is  stocked  with  70  head  of  pure  bred  Holstein  milk  cows.  Products 
from  the  dairy  are  sold  at  Chateaugay.  Mr.  English  is  also  financially 
interested  in  the  Chateaugay  Undertaking  Company. 

In  November,  1910,  Mr.  English  married  Miss  Florence  Lansing,  of 
Clinton  Mills,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  James  W.  Lansing,  who  is  deceased. 
Florence  (Lansing)  English  died  April  3,  1921,  and  is  buried  at  Chateau¬ 
gay.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  English  were  born  three  children:  1.  John,  born 
in  September,  1912,  attended  Cornell  University,  and  is  now  a  licensed 
pilot.  He  is  the  owner  of  his  own  commercial  plane  and  is  interested  in 
commercial  aviation.  He  is  also  identified  with  the  Chateaugay  Oil  Com- 
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pany.  2.  Beatrice,  born  March  25,  1915,  attends  Chateaugay  High  School. 
3.  Frances,  born  Jan.  5,  1918,  attends  Chateaugay  High  School.  Mr.  Eng¬ 
lish  was  married  on  June  17,  1922,  to  Miss  May  Boadway,  the  daughter 
of  Nelson  and  Tina  (Trombley)  Boadway,  of  Ellenburg.  To  Floyd  John 
and  May  (Boadway)  English  have  been  born  three  sons:  1.  Robert,  born 
April  27,  1923.  2.  Richard,  born  April  22,  1925.  3.  John,  born  Dec.  13, 
1928. 

Mr.  English  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  St.  Patrick’s  Catholic  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  Elks  Lodge,  Rotary  Club,  and 
Chateaugay  Fish  and  Game  Club. 

Mr.  English  is  popular  in  amateur  baseball  circles,  at  the  present  time 
being  a  member  of  the  Lion  Mountain  team,  which  is  promoted  by  the 
Delaware  &  Hudson  Railway  Company.  In  1910  he  played  on  the  Montreal 
professional  baseball  team,  which  was  a  member  of  the  International 
League. 


William  Napier  Macartney,  M.  D. — The  rise  of  Doctor  Macartney  to  a 
prominent  place  in  medical  circles  in  Northern  New  York  was  outstand¬ 
ing.  For  more  than  40  years  he  has  been  the  leading  physician  and 
surgeon  of  Fort  Covington  in  Franklin  County.  He  was  born  here, 
Feb.  25,  1862. 

His  father,  James  Macartney,  was  Scotch-Irish,  the  son  of  William 
Macartney  and  Anna  Napier,  of  Kells,  County  Antrim,  Ireland.  He  was 
born  in  1816  and  came  to  Quebec  in  his  early  youth.  He  married  in 
Quebec,  later  moved  to  Coteau,  P.  Q.,  Lancaster,  Ont.,  and  finally,  in  1858, 
to  Fort  Covington,  became  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  died  in  Fort 
Covington  on  Oct.  1,  1892.  He  was  buried  here.  He  was  a  shoemaker 
throughout  his  life. 

His  wife,  Claire  Elise,  was  born  in  Quebec,  the  daughter  of  John  Costo- 
low  and  Claire  Elise  de  Jolicouer  dit  Contramine.  She  died  on  Feb.  5, 
1899,  and  was  buried  in  Fort  Covington. 

The  following  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  Macartney: 

1.  Sarah  Macartney,  born  April  8,  1848.  Taught  school  for  about  thirty 
years.  Died  in  Fort  Covington  April  5,  1929. 

2.  John  Macartney,  born  Nov.  2,  1848.  Was  a  ranchman  at  Eaton, 
Colorado,  and  died  there  on  Feb.  20,  1929.  Pioneer  developer  of  that 
section. 

3.  George  Henry,  born  Aug.  9,  1852,  and  died  Jan.  24,  1917,  in  Fort 
Covington.  Was  a  druggist  and  later  postmaster,  Massena,  N.  Y.  Gen¬ 
eral  merchant  in  Fort  Covington  for  many  years. 

4.  James,  born  July  20,  1855.  Now  president  of  The  Fort  Covington 
Banking  Company  and  one  of  its  founders. 
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5.  William  Napier,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Doctor  Macartney  was  educated  in  the  old  Fort  Covington  Academy. 
He  later  was  employed  in  a  local  drug  store  and  became  a  licensed  phar¬ 
macist.  He  studied  medicine  at  the  same  time  under  Dr.  William  Gillis 
and  later  attended  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  the  City 
of  New  York,  from  which  institution  he  was  graduated  with  high  honors 
in  March,  1888.  On  competitive  examination  he  secured  an  interneship  in 
Bellevue  Hospital,  New  York  City,  serving  there  during  the  years  1888- 
1890.  He  moved  to  Fort  Covington  in  1890  where  he  has  since  resided. 
He  has  had  an  exceedingly  active  practice,  owns  a  well-established  drug 
business,  has  been  health  officer  continuously  for  the  combined  district 
since  1891  and  has  served  as  coroner  from  1896  to  the  present  time.  He 
has  been  local  surgeon  to  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  since  1890.  He  was 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  Fort  Covington  Banking  Company  and  was 
president  of  that  institution  from  1917  to  1929,  at  which  time  he  retired 
from  active  general  practice  and  other  onerous  duties. 

For  the  last  20  years  he  has  spent  a  large  share  of  his  winters  in 
Florida,  specializing  there  in  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat  work  almost  exclu¬ 
sively.  At  present  he  is  chiefly  engaged  in  completing  a  work  on  general 
medicine,  embodying  largely  the  results  of  his  personal  experience.  He  is 
a  lover  of  the  rod  and  gun  and  a  skilled  taxidermist. 

In  January,  1902,  Doctor  Macartney  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Caroline  Claghorn,  of  Savannah,  Ga.  She  is  a  graduate  nurse,  having 
trained  at  Bellevue  Hospital  during  the  interneship  of  Doctor  Macartney. 
At  the  time  of  her  marriage  she  was  assistant  superintendent  of  the  Lack¬ 
awanna  Hospital  in  Scranton,  Pa. 

Doctor  and  Mrs.  Macartney  have  three  children:  1.  William  N.,  Jr., 
a  graduate  of  the  Clarkson  Polytechnic  Institute  at  Potsdam,  N.  Y.  He 
is  now  in  the  employ  of  The  Fort  Covington  Banking  Company. 

2.  Elin  Karlsson,  who  attended  St.  Lawrence  University  and  was 
graduated  from  the  Potsdam  Normal  School  in  1927.  She  married  Dr. 
Bruce  T.  Smith,  physician  and  surgeon,  of  Fort  Covington.  They  have 
one  son,  Robert  Macfie  Smith. 

3.  Caroline  Claire  Elsie  is  a  graduate  of  Simmons  College,  Boston, 
Mass.,  and  the  College  of  Medicine  of  the  University  of  Syracuse,  class 
of  1930.  She  served  as  interne  at  the  Woman’s  Infirmary  Hospital,  New 
York  City,  and  is  the  wife  of  Dr.  Philip  W.  Gorman.  He  is  also  a  graduate 
of  Syracuse  University,  class  of  1930,  and  recently  completed  his  interne- 
ship  at  Wyckoff  Heights  Hospital,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  Both  are  now  in 
general  practice  in  Fort  Covington. 

Doctor  Macartney  has  been  for  many  years  a  constant  contributor  to 
medical  literature  and  to  journals  on  natural  history.  He  is  a  Republican 
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in  politics,  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge  and  is  a  member  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  Mrs.  Macartney  is  an  Episcopalian.  Doctor  Ma¬ 
cartney  is  a  member  of  the  Franklin  County  Medical  Society,  was  at  one 
time  its  president,  and  is  a  member  of  the  American  Medical  Association. 
His  medical  practice  is  now  limited  largely  to  special  work  and  con¬ 
sultations. 


Col.  Robert  P.  Grant. — One  of  the  most  prominent  figures  in  the  finan¬ 
cial  and  industrial  life  of  Jefferson  County  during  the  early  days  was 
Colonel  Grant,  who  was  founder  and  cashier  for  many  years  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Exchange  Bank  of  Clayton,  and  he  was  also  president  of  the  State 
Dairy  Board  of  Trade.  Colonel  Grant  was  born  at  Neversink,  Sullivan 
County,  N.  Y.,  May  6,  1844. 

The  Grant  family  is  of  Scotch  origin,  and  proof  that  its  members  still 
maintain  the  qualities  of  the  ancestral  stock  is  attested  by  the  career  of 
Colonel  Grant,  whose  attainment  to  prominence  and  success  in  life  wa3 
due  to  unflagging  industry  and  indomitable  resolution.  Col.  Robert  P. 
Grant,  namesake  of  his  paternal  grandfather,  was  a  second  cousin  of 
the  illustrious  Ulysses  S.  Grant.  He  was  reared  to  a  life  of  industry  and 
acquired  the  fundamentals  of  an  education  in  the  district  schools,  after¬ 
ward  managing  to  obtain  two  winter’s  tuition  in  the  high  school,  and  this 
preparation,  with  his  natural  ability  and  subsequent  attainments,  proved 
an  ample  equipment  for  the  duties  of  a  stirring  and  useful  life. 

After  leaving  school,  Robert  P.  Grant  was  employed  as  clerk  in  a 
store  at  a  wage  of  25  cents  a  day,  boarding  himself.  It  was  later  increased 
to  50  cents  per  day  and  by  close  economy  Mr.  Grant  saved  enough  money 
to  purchase  some  sheep,  adding  to  his  flock  from  time  to  time  as  his 
increase  would  permit,  until  at  the  end  of  five  years  he  sold  out  and  found 
himself  in  possession  of  a  capital  amounting  to  $500.  He  then  learned 
the  tanner’s  trade  in  which  he  was  employed  in  1863,  when  he  temporarily 
abandoned  his  work  to  respond  to  the  call  of  his  country.  He  enlisted 
in  Company  6,  92nd  Regiment.  When  the  rebel  general  moved  up  the 
Shenandoah  Valley  in  the  invasion  of  Pennsylvania  in  1864,  Capt.  Grant 
participated  with  his  regiment  in  a  movement  to  the  state  line.  He  dis¬ 
played  fine  soldierly  qualities  during  his  service,  and  in  1865  he  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  colonelcy  of  the  regiment,  although  he  was  its  youngest 
commissioned  officer.  After  his  return  from  military  service,  Col.  Grant, 
with  two  others,  purchased  the  tannery  in  which  he  had  served  his  ap¬ 
prenticeship,  but  a  year  later  relinquished  the  business  to  engage  in  farm¬ 
ing  and  storekeeping  in  Neversink. 

In  1869  he  removed  to  Hawkersville,  N.  Y.,  where  he  conducted  a  store. 
In  1871  he  went  to  Cameron  County,  Pa.,  where  he  bought  the  bark  on  a 
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10,000  acre  tract,  and  also  erected  a  tannery  which  he  operated  until 
1874.  In  that  year  he  disposed  of  his  holdings  and  with  a  capital  of  a 
few  thousand  dollars  went  to  Fort  Madison,  Iowa,  where  in  association 
with  State  Senator  Kent,  he  founded  in  1875  the  Farmers  and  Mechanics 
Bank.  The  business  did  not  satisfy  and  he  sold  his  bank  stock  and  came 
the  following  year  to  Clayton,  N.  Y.,  where  with  A.  F.  Barker  he  estab¬ 
lished  the  Bank  of  Clayton,  which  four  years  later  was  reorganized  under 
the  same  name  and  under  the  state  banking  system. 

In  1884  Colonel  Grant  bought  the  bank  interest  and  with  50  others 
organized  the  Exchange  Bank,  an  institution  which  under  his  direction 
gained  success  beyond  all  expectations  and  afforded  opportunity  for  ex¬ 
pansion.  In  1897  he  brought  about  a  reorganization  with  120  stockholders, 
and  January  1st  following,  he  placed  the  bank  under  the  national  bank¬ 
ing  system  as  The  National  Exchange  Bank  of  Clayton,  with  a  capital  of 
$50,000  and  a  surplus  at  that  time  of  $73,000. 

From  the  founding  of  the  new  bank  until  his  death,  Oct.  22,  1918,  Col. 
Grant  occupied  the  two-fold  position  of  cashier  and  general  manager  of 
the  institution  and  was  also  one  of  its  largest  stockholders.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  National  Bankers  Association.  He  enjoyed  a  wide  ac¬ 
quaintance  with  state  and  national  legislators,  with  whom  he  consulted 
frequently  with  reference  to  financial  and  economic  questions.  He  was 
also  actively  interested  in  the  industrial  life  of  the  community  and  state 
and  was  recognized  as  a  leader  in  the  bringing  of  dairying  and  its  inter¬ 
ests  to  their  present  importance.  About  1893  he  became  interested  in 
cheese  manufacturing,  and  was  instrumental  in  the  building  of  several 
factories  in  this  section.  As  president  of  the  Watertown  Produce  Ex¬ 
change  he  procured  the  enactment  of  various  constructive  laws.  In  1901 
his  long  continued  efforts  resulted  in  the  formation  of  the  State  Dairy 
Board,  of  which  he  was  elected  President. 

Colonel  Grant  was  elected  supervisor  in  1901  but  refused  the  election 
in  1902  at  an  entertainment  given  at  Thousand  Island  Park  by  Jefferson 
County  to  the  State  Board  of  Charities.  Colonel  Grant  was  chosen  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  deliver  an  address  of  welcome  to  the  visitors. 

During  his  business  career  Colonel  Grant  also  conducted  a  large  and 
profitable  insurance  business  at  Clayton. 

Colonel  Grant  was  married  on  Sept.  14,  1870,  to  Miss  Lettie  C.  Hayes, 
who  is  deceased.  She  was  the  daughter  of  the  late  Daniel  Hayes,  of 
Hawkinsville,  N.  Y.  Colonel  and  Mrs.  Grant’s  son  is  Robert  D.  Grant, 
who  is  executive  vice  president  of  the  First  National  Exchange  Bank  of 
Clayton. 

Colonel  Grant  was  affiliated  with  Clayton  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  296; 
Clayton  Chapter  R.  A.  M.  No.  301 ;  Watertown  Commandery  K.  T.  No.  11 ; 
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Central  City  Consistory,  32nd  degree;  and  Clayton  Grange  No.  647.  He 
was  a  Republican  in  politics.  He  also  was  treasurer  of  the  Anglers  of 
the  St.  Lawrence  River,  and  president  of  the  Thousand  Island  Park 
Association. 


John  William  Blackett,  M.  D.,  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  New 
York  State  Medical  Society,  and  has  successfully  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  his  profession  at  Fort  Covington  since  1899.  He  was  born  in  Quebec, 
Canada,  Nov.  11,  1874,  the  son  of  John  and  Isabella  (Cottingham) 
Blackett. 

John  Blackett  was  a  native  of  Scotland,  born  at  Berwick-on-Tweed 
in  1841.  He  came  to  America  in  1864  and  settled  in  Quebec,  where  he 
became  successful  as  the  owner  of  a  large  blacksmith  shop,  having  in 
his  employ  at  all  times  ten  or  twelve  men.  Because  of  ill  health  he 
retired  in  1895  and  died  in  1917.  He  is  buried  in  Quebec.  Mr.  Blackett 
was  married  in  1870  to  Miss  Isabella  Cottingham,  a  native  of  Canada. 
Their  children  were:  1.  Agnes,  born  in  1871,  married  W.  A.  Kneeland, 
attorney,  lives  at  Knowlton,  Quebec.  2.  John  William,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch.  3.  Gertrude,  born  in  1876,  married  Louis  Bates,  retired 
hardware  dealer,  lives  at  East  Baintree,  Mass.  4.  George  S.,  born  in 
1879,  is  manager  of  Hampton  Brothers,  manufacturers  of  women’s  wear, 
at  Montreal,  Canada. 

John  William  Blackett  received  his  early  education  in  the  public 
schools  and  received  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Doctor  of  Medi¬ 
cine  at  McGill  University,  Montreal,  in  1894  and  1898  respectively.  After 
serving  as  an  interne  in  the  Montreal  General  Hospital,  Dr.  Blackett 
located  at  Fort  Covington,  where  he  has  established  an  excellent  prac¬ 
tice.  He  has  taken  numerous  courses  in  graduate  work  in  medicine  and 
surgery  at  McGill  University  and  has  also  taken  work  at  Christ  Church 
Hospital  in  London.  He  holds  membership  in  the  Franklin  County,  New 
York  State  and  American  Medical  associations. 

On  Aug.  28,  1905,  Dr.  Blackett  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Mabel  S.  Cameron,  the  daughter  of  J.  Y.  and  Harriet  (Parker)  Cameron, 
of  Malone,  both  of  whom  are  deceased  and  are  buried  at  Fort  Covington. 
Doctor  and  Mrs.  Blackett  have  no  children. 

Politically  Dr.  Blackett  is  a  Republican.  He  holds  membership  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  and  is  affiliated  with  Aurora  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M., 
No.  83. 

Dr.  Blackett  took  a  prominent  part  in  college  athletics  while  a  student 
at  McGill  University,  and  has  always  maintained  his  interest  in  amateur 
3ports.  He  finds  his  chief  recreation  and  pleasure  in  travel. 
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George  Stanley  Henry,  who  has  taken  a  prominent  part  in  the  public 
life  of  Franklin  County  for  many  years,  has  also  successfully  conducted  a 
general  insurance  business  at  Fort  Covington,  where  he  was  born  Feb.  22, 
1856.  He  is  the  son  of  Ralph  and  Jane  (Short)  Henry. 

Ralph  Henry  was  born  at  Danville,  Vt.,  in  1812,  and  was  two  years  of 
age  when  he  was  brought  to  New  York  by  his  father,  Samuel  Henry.  The 
family  settled  at  Fort  Covington  and  became  prosperous  farmers  of  Frank¬ 
lin  County.  There  were  eight  children  born  to  Samuel  Henry,  of  whom 
Ralph  Henry  was  the  third  in  order  of  birth.  The  latter  was  married  in 
1848  to  Miss  Jane  Short,  the  daughter  of  Amos  Short  of  Fort  Covington. 
To  this  union  were  born  12  children,  of  whom  only  four  survive:  1. 
Charles  W.,  a  farmer,  lives  at  Fort  Covington.  2.  Rebecca,  married  A.  H. 
Jennings,  a  retired  farmer,  lives  in  St.  Lawrence  County.  3.  Sarah,  mar¬ 
ried  A.  H.  Kingston,  a  farmer,  lives  at  Brasher  Falls,  N.  Y.  4.  George 
Stanley,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  Ralph  Henry  died  in  1900  and  his 
wife  died  in  1909.  Both  are  buried  in  Fort  Covington  Cemetery. 

The  education  of  George  Stanley  Henry  was  received  in  the  district 
schools  and  he  also  attended  Fort  Covington  Academy.  He  taught  school 
for  eight  years  in  Franklin  County,  and  at  the  same  time  was  also  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  creamery  business.  For  a  time  he  conducted  a  general  mer¬ 
cantile  business  at  Fort  Covington.  He  was  elected  supervisor  of  the  town 
of  Fort  Covington  in  1885,  and  held  that  office  for  three  years.  He  then 
became  deputy  inspector  and  collector  of  customs  in  1889,  in  which  ca¬ 
pacity  he  served  for  five  years.  Since  1892  Mr.  Henry  has  been  interested 
in  the  general  insurance  business.  He  became  committee  clerk  of  the 
New  York  General  Assembly  in  1902  and  four  years  later  was  elected 
sheriff  of  Franklin  County.  While  holding  the  latter  office  he  was  a  resi¬ 
dent  of  Malone,  but  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  he  returned  to  Fort 
Covington  to  resume  his  business  interests.  He  was  reappointed  com¬ 
mittee  clerk  of  the  New  York  Assembly  in  1914  and  still  holds  that  office. 
From  1926  until  1930  Mr.  Henry  also  was  elected  commissioner  of  his 
district.  He  is  justice  of  the  peace  and  has  been  president  of  the  local 
Board  of  Education  for  many  years.  He  has  also  been  a  member  of  the 
Republican  County  Committee  for  more  than  30  years.  He  is  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  Fort  Covington  Cemetery  Association. 

In  May,  1884,  Mr.  Henry  married  Miss  Ada  A.  Frye,  the  daughter  of 
Charles  and  Harriet  Frye,  of  Fort  Covington.  Their  children  were:  1. 
Floyd,  born  Feb.  20,  1885,  died  at  the  age  of  five  years.  2.  Mary  A.,  born 
in  1889,  a  graduate  of  Franklin  Academy,  and  a  teacher  in  the  public 
schools  of  Malone  and  Fort  Covington  before  her  marriage  to  George  W. 
Wilson,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history.  3.  Harold, 
born  in  1894,  is  associated  with  the  Aluminum  Company  of  America,  at 
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Massena,  N.  Y.  4.  Laura  H.,  born  in  1898,  a  graduate  of  Fort  Covington 
Academy,  and  a  teacher  for  ten  years  before  her  marriage  to  David  T. 
Urband.  He  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War,  and  is  manager  of  a  summer 
hotel  at  Cayuga  Lake,  N.  Y.  Ada  Frye  Henry  died  in  May,  1913,  and  is 
buried  in  Fort  Covington  Cemetery. 

Mr.  Henry  holds  membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and 
belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  being  a  Knight  Templar  and  a  life  member 
of  Karnac  Temple,  Montreal. 


Hollis  Washington  Merrick,  D.  D.  S.,  retired,  has  enjoyed  a  wide  and 
successful  practice  at  Fort  Covington,  and  is  recognized  as  one  of  the 
community’s  most  prominent  citizens.  He  was  born  here  March  16,  1846, 
the  son  of  Irvin  Anson  and  Lorinda  (Wilson)  Merrick. 

Irvin  Anson  Merrick  was  born  at  Swanton,  Vt.,  May  4,  1808,  and  the 
Merrick  family  is  among  the  earliest  families  of  New  England.  In  1636 
four  Merrick  brothers  came  to  America  from  Wales  and  settled  at  Charles¬ 
ton,  Mass.  It  is  from  the  oldest  of  these,  William,  that  the  Merricks  of 
Fort  Covington  are  descended.  He  was  a  man  of  prominence  and  influ¬ 
ence  and  served  in  the  colonial  militia  for  six  years  under  Captain  Miles 
Standish.  Irvin  A.  Merrick  was  a  mechanic,  carpenter,  and  builder,  and 
came  to  Fort  Covington  from  Vermont  in  the  early  twenties.  Through 
his  industry  and  skill  he  materially  aided  in  building  the  village  of  Fort 
Covington  at  that  early  date.  He  was  married  on  Jan.  1,  1835,  to  Miss 
Lorinda  Wilson,  the  daughter  of  Jonathan  Wilson,  a  farmer  of  Fort  Cov¬ 
ington.  To  this  union  were  born  nine  children,  of  whom  Hollis  Washing¬ 
ton  was  the  sixth  in  order  of  birth. 

Hollis  Washington  Merrick  attended  the  public  schools  of  Fort  Cov¬ 
ington  and  became  interested  in  the  study  of  dentistry  after  his  gradua¬ 
tion  from  Fort  Covington  Academy.  He  studied  in  the  office  of  Dr. 
George  Crary,  a  leading  dentist  of  Malone,  and  after  a  year  established 
himself  in  practice  at  Chaumont.  Six  months  later  Dr.  Merrick  came  to 
Fort  Covington,  Sept.  1,  1865,  and  throughout  his  long  period  of  practice 
he  has  been  numbered  among  Franklin  County’s  leading  dental  surgeons. 

On  July  6,  1863,  Dr.  Merrick  married  Miss  Harriet  S.  Cole,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  William  N.  Cole,  of  Jefferson  County.  They  had  two  daughters: 

I.  Emma  L.,  born  March  6,  1865,  a  graduate  of  Potsdam  Normal  School, 
and  a  teacher  in  the  high  school  at  Madrid,  N.  Y.,  before  her  marriage  to 

J.  Horton  Lockwood,  of  Madrid.  She  died  in  1888.  2.  Grace  H.,  a 

graduate  of  Potsdam  Normal  School,  is  the  widow  of  James  R.  Lockwood, 
a  cousin  of  her  sister’s  husband.  He  engaged  in  business  at  Burlington, 
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Vt.,  for  many  years  and  was  owner  of  the  Majestic  Theatre  there.  His 
widow  resides  with  her  parents  at  Fort  Covington. 

Dr.  Merrick  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  and  his  wife  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  They  have  recently  spent  the 
winter  months  in  Florida,  and  divide  the  remainder  of  the  year  at  their 
home  in  Fort  Covington  and  with  their  daughter  at  Lake  Champlain. 


Burt  George  Sweet. — One  of  the  substantial  citizens  of  Franklin 
County  is  Burt  George  Sweet,  a  prosperous  merchant  of  Bombay.  He 
was  born  there,  Sept.  26,  1865,  the  son  of  Holden  Stephen  and  Hulda 
(Eldred)  Sweet. 

Holden  Stephen  Sweet  was  born  in  Quebec,  Canada,  in  1829,  his  parents 
having  removed  there  from  Northern  Vermont.  While  still  an  infant 
he  was  brought  to  New  York  by  his  family  who  settled  at  Bombay. 
Throughout  his  life  Mr.  Sweet  was  a  farmer  and  building  contractor.  He 
died  in  1906  and  is  buried  in  Bombay  Cemetery.  His  wife  died  in  1904. 
They  were  the  parents  of  the  following  children:  1.  Loren  C.,  who  died 
in  1916.  2.  Cora,  married  Samuel  Hoag,  of  St.  Lawrence  County.  3. 

Lynus,  deceased.  4.  Burt  G.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  5.  Walton,  born 
in  1867,  died  in  infancy.  6.  Frank,  born  in  1868,  retired  merchant,  lives 
at  Oneida,  N.  Y.  7.  Clifford  D.,  born  in  1872,  lives  at  Malone.  8.  Gertrude 
A.,  born  in  1874,  married  Horace  A.  Russell,  lives  at  Bombay. 

Burt  George  Sweet  spent  his  early  life  on  his  father’s  farm  and  attended 
the  district  school.  When  21  years  of  age  he  purchased  a  farm  just  north¬ 
west  of  Bombay  which  he  still  owns,  it  now  being  operated  by  his  son, 
Roy.  During  his  farming  activities  Mr.  Sweet  was  especially  interested 
in  dairying,  and  usually  owned  as  many  as  30  pure  bred  Holstein  cows.  In 
1910  Mr.  Sweet  became  interested  in  the  mercantile  business  at  Bombay. 
A  store,  built  by  him  in  1916,  was  destroyed  by  fire  five  years  later,  but 
was  immediately  rebuilt.  He  handles  high  grade  merchandise  and  has  a 
well  established  trade  in  the  community. 

On  Nov.  29,  1888,  Mr.  Sweet  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Cath¬ 
erine  Edith  Parr,  the  daughter  of  Joel  and  Amanda  (Jackson)  Parr,  of 
Brasher  Falls,  N.  Y.  Both  are  deceased.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sweet  are  the 
parents  of  five  children:  1.  Roy  Vilas,  born  Nov.  6,  1890,  attended  Caze- 
novia  Seminary,  now  associated  in  business  with  his  father,  and  for  the 
past  20  years  has  lived  on  the  family  homestead.  He  has  three  sons: 
Burt  J.,  Earl,  and  Robert.  2.  M.  Amanda,  born  Oct.  25,  1892,  a  graduate 
of  Potsdam  Normal  College,  and  a  teacher  before  her  marriage  to  Burton 
A.  Taylor,  of  Massena,  N.  Y.  They  have  a  daughter,  Kitty  Faith.  3. 
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Ethel  Hulda,  born  Aug.  12,  1895,  was  a  teacher  for  eight  years  before 
her  marriage  to  Howard  Hudder,  who  is  supervisor  on  the  Shield  Consoli¬ 
dated  Farms.  They  live  at  Bombay.  4.  Gladys  Gertrude,  born  July  26, 
1900,  a  graduate  of  Drake’s  Commercial  School,  East  Orange,  N.  J.,  and 
engaged  in  secretarial  work  before  her  marriage  to  Paul  D.  Earl,  who  is 
sales  manager  of  Shields  Consolidated,  Inc.  They  have  a  daughter,  Bar¬ 
bara  Jean.  5.  Harold  William,  born  May  3,  1903,  attended  Clarkson  School 
of  Technology,  now  associated  in  business  with  his  father.  He  has  a 
daughter,  Betty  Joan. 

Mr.  Sweet  has  always  been  a  Republican.  From  1905  until  1910  he 
served  as  justice  of  the  peace  and  in  1927  was  elected  town  clerk  of  Bom¬ 
bay,  in  which  capacity  he  now  serves.  He  has  also  been  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Education. 

Mr.  Sweet  and  his  family  are  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  of  which  he  has  been  Sunday  School  superintendent  and  choir 
leader  for  many  years.  He  holds  membership  in  the  Grange  and  is  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  local  Dairymen’s  League. 


Frank  Hugh  Cosgrove. — As  mayor  of  Fort  Covington,  Frank  Hugh 
Cosgrove  has  been  prominently  identified  with  the  city’s  business  and  civic 
life  for  many  years.  He  was  born  in  Quebec,  Canada,  May  24,  1878,  the 
3on  of  Hugh  and  Mary  Elizabeth  (McKenna)  Cosgrove. 

Hugh  Cosgrove  was  born  in  the  Green  Mountains  of  Vermont,  Aug. 
10,  1840.  Throughout  his  life  he  was  a  farmer  and  when  a  young  man 
removed  to  Quebec,  where  he  remained  until  1888.  He  then  returned  to 
the  United  States  and  settled  at  Fort  Covington  where  he  died  in  1919. 
He  was  married  in  1870  to  Miss  Mary  Elizabeth  McKenna,  the  daughter 
of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Shane)  McKenna,  who  were  natives  of  Quebec. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cosgrove  were  the  parents  of  the  following  children:  1. 
William.  2.  Bernard.  3.  James.  4.  Mary,  married  Joseph  P.  Smith.  5. 
Edward.  6.  Catherine,  the  widow  of  Thomas  McCaffery.  7.  John.  8.  Agnes, 
deceased.  9.  Frank  Hugh,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

The  early  boyhood  of  Frank  Hugh  Cosgrove  was  spent  in  Canada.  He 
completed  his  schooling  at  Fort  Covington  Academy,  after  which  he  spent 
seven  years  in  the  employ  of  a  creamery  at  Bombay,  N.  Y.  He  then  took 
up  the  study  of  embalming  in  Boston,  Mass.,  and  returned  to  Fort  Cov¬ 
ington  after  receiving  a  State  certificate.  Mr.  Cosgrove  has  since  suc¬ 
cessfully  conducted  a  furniture  and  undertaking  business  at  this  place, 
and  since  1925  has  been  Fort  Covington’s  only  funeral  director. 
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On  Nov.  25,  1916,  Mr.  Cosgrove  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Mary  Courtney,  the  daughter  of  James  and  Mary  Courtney.  He  is 
deceased  and  buried  in  St.  Mary’s  Cemetery,  Fort  Covington. 

Mr.  Cosgrove  is  a  Democrat  and  has  served  as  Fort  Covington’s  capa¬ 
ble  mayor  since  1923.  He  is  intensely  interested  in  public  improvements 
and  has  succeeded  in  making  Fort  Covington  one  of  Northern  New  York’s 
most  attractive  municipalities. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cosgrove  are  members  of  St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church. 


George  W.  Wilson. — Among  the  prominent  lumber  dealers  of  Franklin 
County,  Mr.  Wilson  is  widely  known,  and  he  is  a  representative  citizen  of 
Fort  Covington,  where  he  has  spent  practically  his  entire  life.  He  was 
born  at  Fort  Covington,  March  6,  1871,  the  son  of  Charles  W.  and  Hannah 
(Griffin)  Wilson. 

Charles  W.  Wilson  was  born  at  Fort  Covington,  Feb.  4,  1847,  and  spent 
his  entire  life  as  a  farmer.  He  died  on  Feb.  2,  1927,  and  is  buried  in  Fort 
Covington  Cemetery.  He  was  the  son  of  Seth  B.  Wilson,  who  was  also  a 
native  of  this  place,  born  in  1820.  His  father,  Jonathan  Wilson,  was  born 
in  northern  Vermont,  and  came  to  New  York  with  his  parents  when  he 
was  a  small  child,  the  family  being  among  the  first  to  settle  in  this  section 
of  New  York. 

Charles  W.  Wilson  was  married  on  May  10,  1870,  to  Miss  Hannah 
Griffin,  the  daughter  of  Daniel  Griffin,  of  Fort  Covington.  To  them  were 
born  five  children:  1.  George  W.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Nellie, 
born  March  24,  1874,  a  graduate  of  Potsdam  Normal  College,  where  she 
specialized  in  the  study  of  music.  She  is  the  wife  ofo  Arthur  N.  Dowd, 
a  civil  engineer.  They  live  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  are  the  parents  of  three 
daughters.  3.  Sherman,  born  in  1877,  died  in  1882.  4.  Carrie,  born  in 
1885,  a  graduate  of  Fort  Covington  Academy,  married  William  Twaddle, 
lives  at  Burke,  N.  Y.  5.  Catherine,  born  in  1887,  a  graduate  of  Fort  Cov¬ 
ington  Academy,  married  Wallace  Mann,  and  lives  at  Ravenna,  Ohio. 
They  have  two  sons. 

George  W.  Wilson  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Fort 
Covington,  and  as  a  young  man  was  associated  in  farming  with  his  father. 
He  later  owned  a  fine  farm  of  his  own  and  for  30  years  was  recognized  as 
one  of  the  leading  dairy  farmers  and  stockmen  of  the  North  Country.  He 
specialized  in  the  breeding  of  Holstein  cattle.  Mr.  Wilson  disposed  of  his 
farm  in  1919,  and  three  years  later  acquired  an  interest  in  a  lumber  busi¬ 
ness  at  Fort  Covington,  in  partnership  with  F.  S.  Hutchins.  Since  1929 
Mr.  Wilson  has  been  sole  owner  of  the  enterprise.  Mr.  Wilson  has  also 
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held  the  office  of  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Fort  Covington  for  eight  years. 
He  held  the  office  of  first  superintendent  of  highways  in  the  town  of  Fort 
Covington  for  three  years. 

Mr.  Wilson  was  married  (first)  in  1894  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Kelly,  who 
died  on  June  12,  1912.  A  daughter,  Edna,  born  in  1897,  is  the  wife  of 
Frank  Moore,  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Wilson  was  married  (second)  on 
Aug.  2,  1916,  to  Miss  Mary  A.  Henry,  the  daughter  of  George  S.  and  Ada 
(Frye)  Henry.  A  sketch  of  Mr.  Henry  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history. 

Mr.  Wilson  is  a  Republican  in  politics,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge  and  the  Grange.  His  wife  is  a 
member  of  the  Methodist  Church. 

Mr.  Wilson  has  gained  quite  a  reputation  in  the  past  as  a  breeder  of 
fine  colts,  many  of  them  being  developed  later  into  champion  trotting 
horses. 


Mark  B.  Steele. — Outstanding  among  Jefferson  County's  representa¬ 
tive  citizens  and  highly  successful  business  men  is  Mr.  Steele,  who  is 
president  of  the  Adams  Electric  Light  Company,  of  Adams.  He  was  born 
here,  May  17,  1877,  the  son  of  R.  Frank  and  Jennie  F.  (Rockwell)  Steele. 

R.  Frank  Steele,  who  died  in  1908,  was  widely  known  as  a  leader  in 
the  business  and  civic  life  of  Adams.  He  was  born  at  Stowell’s  Corners, 
Jefferson  County,  and  as  a  youth  learned  the  printer’s  trade  on  the  Water- 
town  Times  &  Reformer.  Later,  he  successfully  operated  Westminster 
Park  Hotel,  at  Alexandria  Bay,  N.  Y.,  and  built  the  annex  to  the  hotel, 
which  was  much  larger  than  the  original  hotel.  Finally,  Mr.  Steele  dis¬ 
posed  of  his  hotel  interests  and  came  to  Adams,  where  he  owned  a  fine 
jewelry  store  for  a  number  of  years.  He  then  became  a  stockholder  in 
the  A.  B.  Cleveland  Seed  Company,  of  Cape  Vincent.  Mr.  Steele  also  had 
farming  interests,  and  in  1896  became  identified  with  the  Adams  Electric 
Light  Company,  of  which  he  served  as  president  until  the  time  of  his 
death  in  1908.  Mr.  Steele  was  a  Republican  and  voted  the  Republican 
ticket  throughout  his  entire  life  with  one  exception,  when  he  voted  for 
Roswell  P.  Flower  for  Governor.  He  held  membership  in  the  Baptist 
Church  and  belonged  to  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  234,  and 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  His  widow  resides  at  Adams.  Two 
sons  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Steele:  1.  Mark  B.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  2.  Roy  R.,  who  lives  at  Manchester,  England,  where  he  is  engaged 
in  the  manufacture  of  automobile  accessories.  During  the  World  War 
he  served  in  the  English  army  with  the  rank  of  captain. 

Mark  B.  Steele  attended  the  Adams  public  schools  and  Adams  Col¬ 
legiate  Institute.  He  has  been  identified  with  the  Adams  Electric  Light 
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Company  continuously  since  1895  and  has  held  the  office  of  president  since 
the  death  of  his  father  in  1908. 

In  1889  the  Adams  Electric  Light  Company  was  organized  and  was 
originally  known  as  the  Adams  Electric  Light  Company,  Ltd.  Its  reor¬ 
ganization  took  place  in  1912,  and  until  that  date  they  manufactured  their 
own  current.  They  have  since  purchased  current  from  the  Northern  New 
York  Utilities  Corporation.  The  local  company  supplies  power  to  the 
following  villages:  Adams,  Adams  Center,  Rodman,  Smithville,  Pierpont 
Manor,  Ellisburg,  and  Mannsville,  and  wholesale  power  to  Lorraine,  Bell- 
ville,  Woodville,  Henderson  and  Henderson  Harbor. 

The  success  of  the  Adams  Electric  Light  Company  is  due  largely  to 
the  untiring  efforts  and  energy  which  have  been  expended  by  Mr.  Steele, 
who  has  devoted  practically  his  entire  life  to  the  upbuilding  of  this 
enterprise. 

In  1903  Mr.  Steele  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Ina  Arnold,  the 
daughter  of  Jacob  and  Ellen  (Girard)  Arnold,  natives  of  Pennsylvania  and 
Canada,  respectively.  Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  at  Chaumont. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Steele  have  been  born  four  children:  1.  Arnold,  who  is 
a  graduate  of  Castle  Heights  Military  School,  and  the  University  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  He  is  now  identified  with  the  Chicago  Packard  Company  and 
lives  in  Chicago.  2.  R.  Frank,  who  is  a  graduate  of  Adams  High  School, 
Albany  Business  College,  and  Clarkson  College.  He  is  engaged  in  con¬ 
struction  engineering  work  in  Cumberland,  Md.  3.  Helen  E.,  a  graduate 
of  Adams  High  School,  attends  Breneau  College.  4.  Mary  Lou,  attends 
Adams  High  School. 

Politically,  Mr.  Steele  is  a  Republican.  He  belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club, 
Citizens  Club,  Black  River  Valley  Club,  and  is  president  of  the  Jefferson 
County  Motor  Association.  He  and  his  family  are  prominent  members 
of  the  Baptist  Church,  and  he  is  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees.  He 
also  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 


George  Edward  Rockwood,  the  well  known  and  popular  postmaster  of 
Bombay,  was  born  there  Aug.  5,  1876,  the  son  of  Dr.  Heman  Sheldon  and 
Martha  A.  (Davis)  Rockwood. 

Dr.  Heman  Sheldon  Rockwood  was  born  at  Hopkinton,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  1, 
1844.  His  early  life  was  spent  on  a  farm  and  at  the  age  of  18  years  he 
enlisted  for  service  in  the  Civil  War.  He  was  severely  wounded  at  the 
battle  of  Winchester  in  1863,  and  at  that  time  suffered  the  loss  of  his 
right  arm.  After  the  close  of  the  war  he  studied  at  Lawrenceville 
Academy,  spent  two  years  at  Dartmouth  College,  and  in  1870  received 
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the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  the  University  of  Vermont.  His 
entire  professional  career  was  spent  at  Bombay,  a  period  of  over  40  years. 
During  his  early  residence  in  this  city  he  also  taught  school  to  supplement 
his  medical  work.  Doctor  Rockwood  died  July  4,  1915,  and  is  buried  in 
Bombay  Cemetery.  He  was  married  on  Dec.  7,  1872,  to  Miss  Martha  A. 
Davis,  the  daughter  of  George  W.  and  Caroline  A.  Davis  of  Bombay.  Mr. 
Davis  served  as  collector  of  customs  for  many  years  and  was  also  an 
attorney  and  justice  of  the  peace.  To  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Rockwood  were 
born  five  children:  1.  Fred  A.,  born  Nov.  1,  1873,  died  at  the  age  of  15 
years.  2.  George  Edward,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Mabel,  who  died 
in  infancy.  4.  Ezra,  died  at  the  age  of  12  years.  5.  Henry,  born  Oct.  15, 
1891.  He  attended  Cazenovia  College  and  Albany  Business  College,  and  at 
the  present  time  is  superintendent  of  a  trucking  fleet  at  Newark,  N.  Y. 
He  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War,  having  served  as  a  machine  gun  in¬ 
structor  at  a  training  camp  in  South  Carolina. 

George  E.  Rockwood  was  reared  and  educated  at  Bombay  and  spent 
two  years  at  Fort  Covington  Academy.  After  leaving  school  he  engaged 
in  farming  on  a  small  farm  adjacent  to  the  village  of  Bombay,  one  of  his 
father’s  holdings,  and  specialized  in  the  breeding  of  pure  bred  Holstein 
cattle.  He  successfully  operated  a  dairy  for  more  than  20  years,  and  for 
two  years  was  employed  by  the  W.  E.  Griffith  Dairy  Corporation.  In 
1923  Mr.  Rockwood  became  superintendent  of  the  Bombay  plant  of  the 
Dairymen’s  League  Co-operative  Association,  and  when  the  local  plant 
was  leased  to  the  Borden  Milk  Company  in  1925,  he  was  retained  for  the 
duration  of  three  years,  at  which  time  the  enterprise  was  returned  to  the 
management  of  the  Dairymen’s  League  Co-operative  Association,  and  Mr. 
Rockwood  has  continued  as  superintendent. 

On  June  15,  1898,  Mr.  Rockwood  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Florence  A.  Dunn,  the  daughter  of  Martin  and  Nancy  (McElwain)  Dunn. 
To  them  were  born  three  children,  as  follows:  1.  Grace,  born  March  1, 
1901,  is  a  graduate  of  Bombay  High  School,  class  of  1919,  attended  Cornell 
University,  where  she  specialized  in  the  study  of  dietetics.  She  married 
Gordon  Northrop,  who  is  assistant  professor  of  electrical  engineering  at 
Cornell  University.  They  live  at  Ithaca,  N.  Y.,  and  have  a  daughter, 
Nancy.  2.  Neva,  born  Feb.  3,  1905,  is  a  graduate  of  Bombay  High  School, 
and  Potsdam  Normal  College.  She  taught  school  for  one  year  before  her 
marriage  to  Cecil  Brown,  who  is  station  agent  at  Moira,  N.  Y.,  for  the 
Rutland  Railroad  Company.  3.  Heman,  born  Sept.  30,  1914,  attends  Bom¬ 
bay  High  School. 

Mr.  Rockwood  is  a  Republican  in  politics,  and  for  16  years  held  the 
office  of  village  assessor  of  Bombay.  He  has  been  president  of  Farm 
Bureau  and  master  for  five  years  of  the  Bombay  Grange.  He  and  his 
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family  hold  membership  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  he  is 
affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge. 

Since  May  2,  1930,  Mr.  Rockwood  has  served  as  postmaster. 


Arthur  D.  Erwin. — Active  and  progressive  in  business,  Arthur  D. 
Erwin  is  a  leading  citizen  of  Dickinson  Center,  in  Franklin  County.  He 
was  born  at  Moira,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  2,  1882,  the  son  of  David  Erwin  and  Emma 
(Slate)  Erwin. 

David  Erwin  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He  was  born  at  Fort 
Covington,  Nov.  22,  1845,  the  son  of  Thomas  Erwin.  The  latter  was  bom 
in  Ireland  and  emigrated  to  the  United  States  about  1830.  His  first  wife 
died  in  Ireland  and  he  was  later  married  at  Fort  Covington.  To  the  latter 
marriage  were  born  four  children,  of  whom  David,  the  father  of  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch,  was  the  youngest.  Thomas  Erwin  died  at  the  age  of 
94  years  and  is  buried  in  Fort  Covington  Cemetery. 

At  the  age  of  17  years  David  Erwin  enlisted  as  a  private  in  Company  I, 
New  York  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  saw  three  years  of  active  service  in  the 
Civil  War.  He  was  with  Gen.  Philip  Sheridan  at  the  battle  of  Shenandoah 
Valley,  and  also  participated  in  the  battles  of  Cold  Harbor,  Cedar  Creek, 
and  Fredericksburg.  He  was  also  with  Gen.  Grant  at  the  battle  of  the 
Wilderness,  and  at  Petersburg.  Mr.  Erwin,  who  died  March  2,  1928,  was 
a  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  belonged  to  the  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  For  a  number  of  years  after  his  return 
from  the  service  he  was  engaged  in  farming  near  Moira.  He  was  married 
in  1869  to  Miss  Emma  Slate,  the  daughter  of  Charles  Slate  of  Bangor, 
N.  Y.  To  them  were  bom  five  children:  1.  Charles.  2.  Clarence.  3. 
Arthur  D.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Donna,  a  school  teacher  in 
Franklin  County.  5.  Winifred,  married  Arthur  Taylor,  lives  at  Utica,  N.  Y. 

Arthur  D.  Erwin  attended  the  public  schools  of  Moira  and  in  early  life 
was  interested  in  general  farming.  For  a  period  of  seven  years  he  operated 
a  creamery  at  Moira  in  partnership  with  H.  A.  Stiles,  and  in  1917  Mr. 
Erwin  sold  his  interest  in  the  business  and  entered  the  employ  of  C.  E. 
Brush  &  Son.  The  following  year  he  was  put  in  charge  of  the  company’s 
mill  at  Dickinson  Center,  and  in  1920  when  the  business  was  incorporated 
Mr.  Erwin  became  a  stockholder  and  director.  In  January,  1931,  he  pur¬ 
chased  the  mill  at  Dickinson  Center,  with  which  he  is  now  identified. 

On  Jan.  5,  1905,  Mr.  Erwin  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Florence 
Drake,  the  daughter  of  A.  M.  and  Donna  (Peck)  Drake,  of  Moira.  They 
had  two  daughters:  1.  Carmen  F.,  born  Nov.  26,  1907,  a  graduate  of 
Potsdam  Normal  College,  class  of  1927,  is  now  a  teacher  in  the  public 
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schools  of  Dickinson  Center.  2.  Ruth  Eleanor,  born  May  11,  1914,  a 
graduate  of  St.  Regis  Falls  High  School,  class  of  1931,  lives  at  home. 
Florence  (Drake)  Erwin,  died  Feb.  28,  1929,  and  is  buried  in  Sand  Hill 
Cemetery,  near  Dickinson  Center. 

Mr.  Erwin  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  is  an  active  member  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Dickinson  Center. 


Henry  Corbin  Brush,  deceased,  was  a  leading  citizen  of  Brushton,  and 
enjoyed  prominence  throughout  Franklin  County  and  Northern  New  York. 
He  was  born  on  the  Brush  homestead  at  Brushton,  Aug.  8,  1838,  the  son 
of  Henry  Neilson  and  Juanita  De  Jouve  Brush. 

Henry  Neilson  Brush  was  born  in  New  York  City,  March  10,  1810,  and 
died  in  1872.  He  was  the  son  of  Ichabod  and  Euphemia  May  (Wilkins) 
Brush.  Ichabod  Brush,  a  native  of  England,  was  a  prominent  attorney  in 
New  York  City  for  many  years.  He  died  in  1812  when  his  son,  Henry 
Neilson  was  only  two  years  of  age.  He  and  his  wife  had  considerable 
wealth,  she  being  the  daughter  of  Rev.  Isaac  and  Isabel  Wilkins,  who  was 
the  daughter  of  Lewis  Morris  and  the  sister  of  Gouverneur  Morris,  one 
of  the  landed  gentry  of  New  England.  In  his  will,  Ichabod  Brush 
appointed  Luther  Braddish,  his  law  partner  and  later  Lieut.  Governor  of 
New  York,  as  executor  of  his  estate  and  guardian  of  his  infant  son.  Mr. 
Braddish  later  purchased  a  large  tract  of  land  for  his  ward  in  Franklin 
County,  and  after  attaining  his  majority,  Henry  Neilson  Brush  married 
and  came  to  Northern  New'  York  to  settle  on  the  property.  This  is  the 
present  site  of  Brushton  and  the  family  homestead  was  built  in  1835.  To 
Henry  Neilson  Brush  and  his  wife  were  born  four  children,  two  of  whom 
died  in  infancy.  The  others  were:  Henry  Corbin,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch;  and  Emma  E.,  married  (first)  Harry  S.  Steele,  and  (second)  Clar¬ 
ence  S.  Steele.  Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  in  New  York  City. 

Henry  Corbin  Brush  received  his  early  education  under  his  father’s 
instruction,  and  later  attended  Franklin  Academy,  Ballston  Spa,  and  Ho¬ 
bart  College.  He  devoted  his  entire  life  to  the  management  of  his  pri¬ 
vate  interests  in  Franklin  County  and  was  also  interested  in  the  lumber 
business.  He  was  a  man  of  wide  influence  in  public  affairs  although  he 
never  aspired  to  public  office. 

Mr.  Brush  was  married  (first)  to  Miss  Jane  Pickering,  who  died  soon 
after  their  marriage.  He  later  married,  Jan.  7,  1886,  Miss  Florence  Cook, 
the  daughter  of  George  and  Elvira  (Norris)  Cook,  of  Brushton.  To  them 
were  born  five  children:  1.  Juanita,  born  May  1,  1888,  died  at  the  age  of 
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five  years.  2.  Constance,  born  May  14,  1891,  married  Charles  C.  Cassel, 
who  is  assistant  engineer  of  the  New  York  State  Highway  Department. 
They  live  at  Watertown  and  have  a  daughter,  Constance.  3.  Neilson  Cor¬ 
bin,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history.  4.  Edward  Wil¬ 
kins,  born  Oct.  16,  1896,  a  civil  engineer,  with  the  New  York  State  High¬ 
way  Department.  He  married  Miss  Alice  Bradford  Pierce,  of  Canton, 
N.  Y.  5.  Henry  Corbin,  Jr.,  born  Dec.  19,  1898,  attended  the  Wharton 
School  of  Finance,  University  of  Pennsylvania,  now  identified  with  Spencer, 
Trask  &  Company  of  New  York  City.  He  married  Miss  Florence  H. 
Hawkins,  of  Brushton. 

Mr.  Brush  died  in  1898  and  is  buried  in  Sunnyside  Cemetery,  Brushton. 
He  was  a  Republican  and  held  membership  in  the  Episcopal  Church.  His 
widow  lives  in  the  family  homestead. 


Neilson  Corbin  Brush. — A  director  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Brush- 
ton,  Mr.  Brush  is  prominent  in  the  business  and  civic  life  of  Franklin 
County,  and  is  a  member  of  one  of  its  most  highly  esteemed  families.  He 
was  born  at  Brushton,  Aug.  25,  1894,  the  son  of  Henry  Corbin  and  Flor¬ 
ence  (Cook)  Brush. 

A  complete  sketch  of  Henry  Corbin  Brush  appears  in  this  history. 

After  his  graduation  from  Brushton  High  School  in  1911,  Neilson  Cor¬ 
bin  Brush  attended  Dartmouth  College  for  two  years.  He  subsequently 
studied  law  but  gave  up  that  profession  before  being  admitted  to  the  bar 
and  in  1917  returned  to  Brushton,  where  he  became  interested  in  the  coal 
and  feed  business  with  Irving  Peck  under  the  firm  name  of  Peck  &  Brush. 
Mr.  Brush  later  became  owner  of  the  business  which  he  successfully  con¬ 
ducted  until  1928.  He  has  served  as  supervisor  of  Moira  since  1927,  and 
since  September,  1930,  has  been  employed  in  the  office  of  the  Public  Wel¬ 
fare  Department  in  charge  of  Old  Age  Pensions.  He  has  also  held  the 
office  of  mayor  of  Brushton  since  1931.  Mr.  Brush  was  a  member  of  the 
local  Board  of  Education  from  1918  until  1923,  and  in  1922  served  as  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

On  July  11,  1917,  Mr.  Brush  married  Miss  Susan  Andrews,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Ralph  and  Phila  Andrews  of  Massena,  N.  Y.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brush 
have  a  daughter,  Florence  Anne,  born  Sept.  18,  1918. 

Mr.  Brush  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church  and 
belongs  to  the  Masonic  and  Elk  Lodges.  He  also  is  a  member  of  the 
Brushton  Fish  and  Game  Club. 
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Thomas  Eaton. — Highly  esteemed  in  Chateaugay,  where  he  lives  re¬ 
tired,  Mr.  Eaton  is  prominent  throughout  Franklin  County.  He  was  born 
in  Huntington  County,  Quebec,  Canada,  Aug.  22,  1855,  the  son  of  James 
and  Ann  (Fitsimmons)  Eaton. 

James  Eaton  was  born  in  County  Derry,  Ireland,  in  1829,  and  emi¬ 
grated  to  Canada  with  his  parents  when  he  was  ten  years  old.  Like  his 
father,  he  engaged  in  general  farming  and  after  his  marriage  in  1853  he 
continued  as  a  prosperous  farmer.  His  wife  was  also  born  in  Ireland. 
They  were  the  parents  of  eight  children,  of  whom  Thomas,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch,  was  the  second  in  order  of  birth. 

Thomas  Eaton  came  to  Northern  New  York  when  he  was  18  years  of 
age,  after  receiving  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Canada.  He 
became  a  naturalized  citizen  of  the  United  States  in  1880  and  as  a  young 
man  became  interested  in  the  buying  and  shipping  of  horses  to  Boston 
and  other  eastern  markets.  He  spent  35  years  in  this  work  and  became 
a  recognized  authority  in  the  horse  market.  About  1923  Mr.  Eaton  re¬ 
tired  from  business  and  has  since  devoted  his  time  and  energy  to  the  man¬ 
agement  of  his  private  investments. 

Mr.  Eaton  was  married  on  Dec.  25,  1879,  to  Miss  Mary  Jane  Delzell, 
the  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Jane  (Graham)  Delzell,  of  Quebec.  To  them 
were  born  two  children,  one  of  whom  died  in  infancy.  The  other,  Thomas 
Allen,  was  born  in  1882,  and  died  in  October,  1918.  He  is  buried  in  Ever¬ 
green  Cemetery,  Chateaugay.  He  had  engaged  in  general  farming  in 
Franklin  County.  His  wife,  Grace  (Trainer)  Eaton,  a  native  of  Quebec, 
died  in  September,  1926.  Their  daughters,  three  of  whom  survive  their 
parents,  live  with  their  grandparents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eaton,  at  Chateaugay. 

Mr.  Eaton  is  a  Republican  in  politics.  He  and  his  wife  are  active  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  have  a  wide  acquaintance  in 
the  commounity  in  which  they  have  spent  so  many  years. 


Floyd  Robertson  Selkirk. — One  of  the  substantial  citizens  of  Malone 
is  Floyd  R.  Selkirk  who  is  commissioner  of  public  welfare  in  Franklin 
County.  He  was  born  at  Duane,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  10,  1880,  son  of  Charles  and 
Rebecca  Ruth  (Ladd)  Selkirk. 

Charles  Selkirk  was  a  native  of  Quebec,  Canada,  born  Jan.  10,  1848. 
He  came  to  the  United  States  in  1866  and  settled  at  Duane,  where  he 
became  prominent  as  a  lumber  dealer.  He  was  also  successful  as  a  build¬ 
ing  contractor.  In  December,  1879,  Mr.  Selkirk  married  Miss  Rebecca 
Ruth  Ladd,  daughter  of  Mordecai  and  Mary  Ann  (Rice)  Ladd,  of  Duane. 
To  them  were  born  two  sons:  Floyd  R.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  and 
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Robert,  born  in  1885,  died  in  infancy.  Mr.  Selkirk  died  March  26,  1916, 
and  is  buried  at  Duane. 

Floyd  R.  Selkirk  attended  Franklin  Academy  at  Malone,  and  is  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Rochester  Business  Institute.  At  the  age  of  18  years  he  became 
associated  in  business  with  his  father,  with  whom  he  was  identified  until 
the  latter’s  death  in  1916.  At  that  time  this  well  known  lumber  firm  was 
discontinued  and  Mr.  Selkirk  entered  the  employ  of  the  State  and  engaged 
in  road  maintenance  work  until  1920,  when  he  was  appointed  game  pro¬ 
tector  for  Central  Franklin  County.  In  1924  he  became  deputy  collector 
and  inspector  of  customs  with  headquarters  at  Malone,  and  served  in  that 
capacity  until  1928.  He  became  commissioner  of  public  welfare  in  Feb¬ 
ruary,  1930,  to  fill  an  unexpired  term  and  was  elected  in  November,  1931, 
for  a  three  year  term. 

On  Dec.  27,  1905,  Mr.  Selkirk  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Hulda 
Grace  Mitchell,  the  daughter  of  Alonzo  Mitchell  of  Burke,  N.  Y.,  now 
deceased.  Before  her  marriage  Mrs.  Selkirk  was  a  teacher  in  the  public 
schools  of  Duane.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Selkirk  are  serving  as  superintendents 
of  the  Franklin  County  Welfare  Home  at  Malone,  which  at  the  present 
time  has  58  wards. 

Mr.  Selkirk  has  always  been  a  Republican  and  for  17  years,  from  1913 
until  1930,  held  the  office  of  supervisor  of  Duane.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Congregational  Church  and  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Kiwanis 
Club,  and  Malone  Fish  &  Game  Club. 


Harry  Ray  Williams,  who  has  successfully  engaged  in  the  general  insur¬ 
ance  and  real  estate  business  at  Saranac  Lake  for  20  years,  is  a  native  of 
New  York.  He  was  born  at  Remsen,  Oneida  County,  Feb.  27,  1876,  the 
son  of  John  H.  and  Mary  E.  (Davis)  Williams. 

John  H.  Williams  was  born  in  Wales,  Jan.  15,  1852.  He  came  to  the 
United  States  with  his  parents  in  1857  and  settled  in  Oneida  County.  At 
the  age  of  21  years  John  H.  Williams  became  interested  in  the  transfer 
and  trucking  business  between  Remsen  and  Utica.  Later  he  conducted  a 
grocery  business  at  Remsen  and  Saranac  Lake,  having  removed  to  the 
latter  city  in  1896.  He  died  Aug.  11,  1907,  and  is  buried  at  Prospect  N.  Y. 
His  wife  was  the  daughter  of  Richard  Davis.  Their  children  were:  1. 
Gordon  E.,  born  in  1871,  met  with  an  accidental  death  in  1898.  2.  Harry 
Ray,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Olive  E.,  born  July  23,  1880,  married 
Worthie  E.  Colyer,  now  retired,  lives  at  Saranac  Lake. 

Harry  Ray  Williams  attended  the  public  schools  of  Remsen  and  was 
graduated  from  high  school  in  1895.  He  then  was  associated  with  his

father’s  grocery  business  at  Remsen  until  1896,  when  the  latter  removed 
his  business  to  Saranac  Lake.  Upon  the  death  of  his  father  in  1907,  Mr. 
Williams  continued  the  business  for  three  years.  He  then  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  real  estate  and  insurance  business,  with  offices  at  4-6  Broad¬ 
way.  He  has  specialized  in  buying  and  selling  residence  properties,  which 
were  completely  remodeled  and  improved  by  him  after  purchase.  He  is 
local  representative  for  14  standard  fire  insurance  companies  and  num¬ 
bers  among  his  clients  some  of  the  largest  mercantile  establishments  and 
factories  in  the  city. 

Mr.  Williams  was  married  on  April  26,  1899,  to  Miss  Celia  Davies,  the 
daughter  of  John  R.  and  Laura  (Roberts)  Davies,  both  natives  of  Wales. 
They  have  no  children. 

Politically,  Mr.  Williams  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic 
Lodge.  He  also  holds  membership  in  the  Saranac  Fish  &  Game  Club  and 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  is  especially  interested  in  reforestation  and 
has  under  his  supervision  a  tract  of  200  acres  of  timber  land  which  he 
owns  in  Franklin  County. 


Daniel  F.  Griggs. — One  of  the  most  prominent  citizens  of  Jefferson 
County  is  Daniel  F.  Griggs,  who  is  president  of  the  Farmers  National 
Bank  of  Adams,  and  a  member  of  one  of  the  old  established  families  of  this 
section.  He  was  born  at  Henderson,  Jefferson  County,  Aug.  11,  1879,  the 
son  of  Newell  N.  and  Ella  May  (Fuller)  Griggs. 

Newell  N.  Griggs  was  born  at  Henderson,  July  19,  1848.  He  was  inter¬ 
ested  in  general  farming  throughout  his  life  which  was  spent  on  the  Griggs 
homestead.  His  father,  Samuel  Griggs,  was  also  a  native  of  Jefferson 
County  and  a  prosperous  farmer.  Newell  N.  Griggs  died  Oct.  31,  1909, 
and  his  wife  died  Aug.  3,  1894.  Both  are  buried  at  Smithville,  N.  Y.  Their 
children  were:  1.  Willis  N.,  deceased.  2.  Daniel  F.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  3.  Seward  A.,  lives  at  San  Francisco.  4.  Mila,  married  Glen  York, 
lives  at  Adams.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Griggs  held  membership  in  the  Baptist 
Church,  of  Smithville. 

Daniel  F.  Griggs  obtained  his  education  in  the  district  schools  of 
Jefferson  County  and  attended  Union  Academy.  He  began  his  business 
career  as  a  clerk  with  W.  S.  Rice,  Inc.,  of  Adams,  and  for  five  years  was 
secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Syracuse  Heater  Company.  Upon  his  re¬ 
turn  to  Adams  in  1907  he  established  a  grocery  business,  which  he  suc¬ 
cessfully  managed  for  two  years,  and  from  1909  until  1921  he  was  the 
proprietor  of  a  variety  store  at  Adams.  He  was  appointed  postmaster  in 
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the  latter  year  by  President  Warren  G.  Harding,  being  reappointed  in 
1925.  He  retired  from  office  in  February,  1929.  Mr.  Griggs  has  been 
president  of  the  Farmers  National  Bank  since  Sept.  1,  1927. 

In  1905  Mr.  Griggs  married  Miss  Mabel  Hammond,  the  daughter  of 
Fred  Hammond,  who  lives  retired  at  Adams.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Griggs  have 
two  children:  1.  Helen  K.,  a  graduate  of  Adams  High  School  and  Syracuse 
University,  class  of  1931.  2.  Daniel  F.,  Jr.,  who  attends  Adams  High 

School. 

Mr.  Griggs  is  a  Republican  and  has  served  in  the  New  York  Assembly 
as  clerk  of  the  Agricultural  Committee,  Conservation  Ways  and  Means, 
and  as  Speaker’s  clerk.  During  1919-20  he  held  the  office  of  supervisor 
of  Adams,  and  he  has  also  served  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
In  1915  he  was  supervisor  of  census.  He  holds  membership  in  the  Rotary 
Club,  Citizens  Club,  and  belongs  to  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No. 
234;  Adams  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  205,  Past  High  Priest;  Watertown 
Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  11;  and  Media  Temple. 


Archibald  McKinnon,  who  is  one  of  the  leading  merchants  of  Franklin 
County  and  a  representative  citizen  of  Hogansburg,  is  a  native  of  Canada. 
He  was  born  in  Glengary  County,  Ontario,  Sept.  1,  1881,  the  son  of  Angus 
and  Margaret  (McDonald)  McKinnon. 

Angus  McKinnon  was  a  native  of  Inverness,  Scotland,  born  in  1850. 
He  was  brought  to  Canada  by  his  father,  and  accompanied  by  five  brothers, 
the  mother  having  died  in  Scotland.  He  was  married  in  1870  to  Miss 
Margaret  McDonald,  the  daughter  of  Alexander  McDonald,  also  a  native 
of  Scotland.  Mr.  McKinnon  died  in  1883  and  his  wife  died  in  November, 
1930.  Both  are  buried  in  Ontario.  Their  children  were:  1.  Donald  Alex¬ 
ander,  born  in  October,  1877,  lives  on  the  McKinnon  homestead  in  Canada. 
2.  Archibald,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Archibald  McKinnon  spent  his  boyhood  in  Canada,  and  in  1900  came 
to  the  United  States  and  settled  at  Hogansburg,  where  he  entered  the  em¬ 
ploy  of  Peter  Daley,  Jr.,  who  was  the  owner  of  a  general  store.  He  also 
had  sold  Indian  baskets  and  other  artcraft.  After  four  years  Mr.  Mc¬ 
Kinnon  took  over  the  basket  department  as  his  own  business  enterprise 
and  in  1910  became  proprietor  of  the  entire  business.  He  has  been  espe¬ 
cially  interested  in  the  manufacture  of  Indian  baskets  and  now  has  under 
his  supervision  the  work  of  2,500  Indians,  who  are  located  on  the  St.  Regis 
reservation.  The  business  has  developed  to  such  an  extent  that  its  prod¬ 
ucts  are  sold  throughout  the  United  States,  and  Mr.  McKinnon  employs 
five  traveling  representatives.  He  himself  has  given  much  time  to  the 
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study  of  art  of  basket  making  and  is  recognized  as  an  authority  on  this 
particular  type  of  handiwork. 

On  June  5,  1908,  Mr.  McKinnon  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Anna  C.  Lantry,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  H.  and  Margaret  (Barry) 
Lantry.  They  are  the  parents  of  two  sons:  1.  Kenneth  A.,  born  May  16, 
1909,  attended  St.  Michael’s  Academy,  in  Vermont,  and  was  graduated 
from  Syracuse  University  in  1931,  having  specialized  in  Business  Admin¬ 
istration.  He  is  now  associated  in  business  with  his  father.  2.  Carleton, 
born  Dec.  9,  1913.  He  was  killed  in  an  automobile  accident  in  October, 
1930,  and  is  buried  in  Hogansburg  Cemetery. 

Mr.  McKinnon  is  a  Democrat  in  politics,  holds  membership  in  St.  Pat¬ 
rick’s  Catholic  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  Elks 
Lodge,  and  the  Massena  Golf  Club. 


Rollin  Glenville  Giffin. — Active  in  business,  as  head  of  the  St.  Regis 
Falls  Coal  Company,  Mr.  Giffin  is  also  well  known  as  postmaster  of  St. 
Regis  Falls.  He  is  a  native  of  New  York,  born  at  Hopkinton,  Aug.  24, 
1874,  the  son  of  Martin  E.  and  Mary  (Bruce)  Giffin. 

Martin  E.  Giffin  was  born  at  St.  Albans,  Vt.,  in  1833  and  at  the  age 
of  17  years  came  to  New  York  wth  his  parents  and  settled  near  Pierrepont 
in  St.  Lawrence  County.  For  many  years  he  was  identified  with  the  lum¬ 
ber  business  and  operated  numerous  saw  mills  throughout  the  North 
Country.  He  died  in  1898  and  is  buried  at  St.  Regis  Falls.  His  wife,  the 
daughter  of  Abner  Bruce,  died  in  March,  1931.  Her  father  was  a  pioneer 
guide  on  the  Saranac  River  and  lived  at  Bloomingdale,  N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Giffin  were  born  four  children :  1.  Frank  M.,  born  in  1870,  is  associ¬ 
ated  in  business  with  his  brother,  Rollin  G.,  at  St.  Regis  Falls.  2.  Nona, 
the  widow  of  Samuel  Condall.  3.  Rollin  G.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4. 
Helen  May,  bom  in  1878,  died  in  1901. 

Rollin  G.  Giffin  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  St.  Regis 
Falls.  He  has  always  been  a  familiar  figure  in  the  lumber  industry,  and 
as  a  young  man  was  employed  by  the  State  of  New  York  as  a  lumber  con¬ 
servationist,  his  field  of  work  being  the  Adirondack  Mountains.  Later  he 
engaged  in  the  same  type  of  work  for  the  U.  S.  Government,  his  territory 
being  east  of  the  Mississippi  River.  In  1908  Mr.  Giffin  resigned  from  the 
latter  position  in  order  to  devote  his  entire  time  to  the  lumber  business 
which  he  had  established  at  St.  Regis  Falls  in  1904.  His  plant  was  com¬ 
pletely  destroyed  in  a  forest  fire  in  1911,  but  was  reestablished  by  him 
two  years  later.  Mr.  Giffin  has  erected  numerous  lumber  mills  throughout 
the  North  Country.  In  1924,  in  partnership  with  his  brother,  he  estab- 
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lished  the  St.  Regis  Falls  Coal  Company.  They  are  extensive  dealers  in 
lumber,  coal,  and  builders  supplies. 

In  1907  Mr.  Giffin  married  Miss  Mary  Maher,  the  daughter  of  Martin 
Maher,  of  Moira,  N.  Y.  To  them  were  born  three  children:  1.  Rollin, 
born  Oct.  12,  1909,  identified  with  the  St.  Regis  Falls  National  Bank.  2. 
Twin  brother  of  Rollin,  died  in  infancy.  3.  Helen,  born  Dec.  24,  1910,  a 
graduate  of  St.  Regis  Falls  High  School,  1928,  and  Potsdam  Normal  Col¬ 
lege,  1931. 

Mr.  Giffin  is  a  Republican  and  on  March  1,  1931,  received  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  postmaster. 

Mr.  Giffin  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Elks  Lodge,  and  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 


Harvey  Gray  Waste,  deceased,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War  and  a 
substantial  citizen  of  Dickinson  Center,  where  he  spent  his  entire  life.  He 
was  born  Feb.  27,  1841,  the  son  of  John  Holman  and  Almira  D.  (Hulbert) 
Waste. 

John  Holman  Waste  was  born  at  Ticonderoga,  N.  Y.,  April  13,  1807. 
He  came  to  Northern  New  York  in  1831  and  purchased  a  tract  of  land 
on  the  present  site  of  Dickinson  Center.  After  clearing  the  land  he 
returned  to  Ticonderoga  the  following  year  and  was  married.  He  then 
located  on  his  farm  and  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  at  Dickinson  Cen¬ 
ter.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Waste  were  born  ten  children,  of  whom  Harvey  G., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  the  fifth  in  order  of  birth. 

Harvey  Gray  Waste  attended  the  district  schools  of  Franklin  County 
and  throughout  his  active  career  was  interested  in  general  farming.  He 
died  July  22,  1927,  after  a  lingering  illness  of  five  years,  and  is  buried  in 
Fairview  Cemetery,  Dickinson  Center. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  Mr.  Waste  enlisted  and  served  as  a 
member  of  Company  C,  92nd  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  partici¬ 
pated  in  such  important  battles  as  Goldsboro,  Fort  Anderson,  Port  Walt- 
hal,  Swift  Creek,  Cold  Harbor,  and  Petersburg,  and  was  slightly  wounded 
at  Kingston,  N.  C.  He  was  discharged  from  the  service  June  18,  1865. 

On  Oct.  22,  1879,  Mr.  Waste  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Miranda 
Smith,  the  daughter  of  Harry  and  Electa  Jenny  Smith,  of  Buckton,  Stock¬ 
holm,  N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Waste  were  born  four  children:  1.  John 
Harry,  born  Aug.  23,  1880,  now  in  the  employ  of  the  Eastman  Kodak  Com¬ 
pany,  lives  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.  2.  Royal  Smith,  born  April  29,  1882,  died 
in  1891.  3.  Carroll  Edwin,  born  July  5,  1884,  a  farmer,  and  rural  mail 
carrier,  lives  at  Dickinson  Center.  His  wife  died  Sept.  22,  1930.  4.  Almira

Electa,  born  Feb.  27,  1886,  died  in  infancy.  Mrs.  Waste  lives  alone  near 
the  family  homestead  at  Dickinson  Center. 

Politically  Mr.  Waste  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Baptist 
Church  and  belonged  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  the  Grange. 

John  Holman  Waste,  the  father,  died  in  September,  1884,  and  Mrs. 
Almira  Waste,  the  mother  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  died  in  1880. 
Both  are  buried  in  Ives  Cemetery,  Dickinson  Center,  N.  Y. 


Samuel  Edelberg,  furrier,  is  one  of  the  most  successful  business  men 
of  Saranac  Lake.  He  was  born  in  the  Province  of  Latvia,  Russia,  Jan. 
20,  1883,  the  son  of  Aaron  and  Marion  Edelberg. 

Aaron  Edelberg  was  born  in  Russia  in  1855.  For  a  number  of  years 
he  was  interested  in  the  buying  and  shipping  of  cattle  and  after  his  arrival 
in  the  United  States  in  1907  he  established  a  meat  business  in  Jersey  City, 
with  which  he  was  identified  for  many  years.  He  died  Oct.  8,  1931,  and 
is  buried  in  Jersey  City,  N.  J. 

Samuel  Edelberg  was  educated  in  his  native  land  and  left  home  alone 
in  August,  1902.  He  arrived  in  Quebec,  Canada,  practically  penniless,  and 
after  working  his  way  to  New  York  City  he  was  employed  by  a  furrier. 
The  following  year  he  sent  to  Russia  for  his  brother  Sigmund,  who  is  now 
engaged  in  the  jewelry  business  in  Jersey  City.  Four  years  later  the 
brothers  were  able  to  send  for  their  father  and  mother,  as  well  as  six 
brothers  and  one  sister,  all  of  whom  are  now  residents  of  Jersey  City. 

Upon  the  advice  of  friends,  Samuel  Edelberg  came  to  Saranac  Lake  in 
1904,  and  he  was  associated  in  the  tailoring  and  fur  business  here  with 
his  friend,  Lincoln  Jones.  Later  Mr.  Edelberg  succeeded  to  the  business, 
which  has  become  one  of  the  thriving  enterprises  of  the  city. 

On  Jan.  3,  1907,  Mr.  Edelberg  married  Miss  Marie  Brawer,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Isaac  and  Marian  Brawer,  of  Paterson,  N.  J.  They  are  the  parents 
of  five  children:  1.  Lucy,  born  Nov.  13,  1907,  a  graduate  of  Barnard 
College,  Columbia  University,  class  of  1927,  now  connected  with  the  sta¬ 
tistical  department  of  the  National  Headquarters  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of 
America  in  New  York  City.  2.  Adeline,  born  May  25,  1911,  a  graduate  of 
Saranac  Lake  High  School,  and  Packard  Commercial  College,  New  York 
City.  3.  Irving  M.,  born  Jan.  11,  1915,  attends  Saranac  Lake  High  School, 
class  of  1932.  4.  Myra  Helen,  born  July  25,  1918.  5.  John  R.,  born  April 
29,  1922. 

Mr.  Edelberg  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and  has  been  a  naturalized 
citizen  of  the  United  States  since  1910.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Congre¬ 
gation  of  Emmanuel  and  belongs  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fel- 
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lows,  Rotary  Club,  Saranac  Club,  and  Saranac  Lake  Fish  and  Game  Club. 
He  is  president  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  is  also  commissioner 
of  The  Adirondack  Council  of  Boy  Scouts  of  America. 


James  Alvin  Latour. — Among  the  men  of  business  prominence  at  Sara¬ 
nac  Lake  is  James  Alvin  Latour,  who  also  is  serving  as  a  member  of  the 
New  York  General  Assembly  from  this  district.  He  was  born  at  Harriets- 
town,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  6,  1871,  the  son  of  Tuffield  and  Katherine  (Whitman) 
Latour. 

Tuffield  Latour  was  born  in  Vermont,  Aug.  2,  1850.  He  was  12  years 
old  when  his  parents  came  to  New  York  and  settled  at  Burke.  As  a  young 
man  he  became  interested  in  the  lumber  business  and  also  conducted  a 
stage  and  transfer  business.  He  established  a  livery  business  at  Saranac 
Lake  in  1892,  which  he  successfully  operated  for  20  years,  later  also  becom¬ 
ing  interested  in  the  coal  and  feed  business.  Mr.  Latour  died  April  15, 
1931,  and  is  buried  in  Saranac  Lake  Cemetery.  He  was  married  (first)  in 
December,  1870,  to  Miss  Catherine  Whitman,  the  daughter  of  George 
Whitman,  at  Harrietstown.  Their  children  were:  1.  James  A.,  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch.  2.  A  child  died  in  infancy,  in  February,  1875.  Mrs. 
Latour  died  in  1875  and  is  buried  in  Bloomingdale  Cemetery.  He  was  mar¬ 
ried  (second)  in  1878  to  Miss  Anne  Hogan.  Their  children  were:  1. 
Edward  A.,  born  in  1879,  died  in  March,  1930.  2.  Francis  H.,  born  in 
1886,  lives  at  Saranac  Lake.  3.  Albert  T.,  born  in  1899,  a  World  War  vet¬ 
eran,  lives  at  Saranac  Lake.  He  is  suffering  from  an  illness  contracted 
while  in  the  service. 

The  boyhood  of  James  A.  Latour  was  spent  at  Saranac  Lake  where  he 
received  his  early  education.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Ohio  Northern  Uni¬ 
versity  and  Eastman  Business  College.  In  1891  he  became  associated 
with  his  father’s  business  at  Saranac  Lake,  and  ten  years  later  became  a 
partner.  The  livery  business  was  disposed  of  in  1912,  and  Mr.  Latour 
has  since  successfully  managed  a  coal  and  feed  business.  He  is  also  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  automobile  business,  being  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Thomas 
L.  Haggerty  &  Company,  of  Malone,  and  he  is  also  identified  with  the 
Good  Gas  Company  of  Plattsburgh,  N.  Y.,  which  owns  and  operates  service 
stations  throughout  Northern  New  York. 

Mr.  Latour  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  was  elected  supervisor 
of  Harrietstown  in  1909,  and  resigned  after  seven  and  one-half  years  in 
office  to  accept  the  nomination  for  county  treasurer,  being  elected  to  that 
office  in  1916.  After  five  years  in  that  capacity  he  was  appointed  post¬ 
master  of  Saranac  Lake,  and  held  that  office  for  eight  years.  In  1929  Mr. 
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Latour  became  a  candidate  for  the  General  Assembly  and  was  elected  to 
that  office. 

Mr.  Latour  was  married  (first)  on  Nov.  20,  1892,  to  Miss  Malvina  M. 
Yell,  the  daughter  of  Octave  and  Flavia  Yell,  of  Black  Brook,  N.  Y.  Their 
son,  Leon  J.,  was  born  in  1893.  He  is  a  graduate  of  St.  Michael’s  Col¬ 
lege,  Winoskie,  Vt.,  and  Albany  Business  College,  and  is  now  associated 
in  business  with  his  father  at  Saranac  Lake.  Malvina  (Yell)  Latour  died 
Aug.  20,  1902,  and  is  buried  at  Saranac  Lake.  Mr.  Latour  was  married 
(second)  on  Oct.  2,  1905,  to  Miss  Gertrude  M.  Rafferty,  the  daughter  of 
John  and  Mary  (Cahill)  Rafferty,  of  Constable,  N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Latour  have  been  born  three  children:  1.  George  A.,  born  in  1907,  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Albany  Business  College,  now  associated  in  business  with  his 
father.  2.  Tuffield  A.,  born  in  1909,  attended  Notre  Dame  University  for 
one  year,  lives  at  home.  3.  Mary  Zola,  born  in  1912,  a  graduate  of  Sara¬ 
nac  Lake  High  School,  class  of  1931. 


William  Walter  Lamberton. — One  of  the  progressive  and  well  known 
business  men  of  Franklin  County  is  William  W.  Lamberton,  who  is  iden¬ 
tified  with  the  Chateaugay  Undertaking  Company,  with  branches  at  Cha- 
teaugay  and  Brainardsville.  He  was  born  at  Mooers,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  7,  1864, 
the  son  of  John  and  Ellen  (Maxwell)  Lamberton. 

John  Lamberton  was  born  in  Scotland  in  1820  and  was  a  small  boy 
when  he  came  to  the  United  States  with  his  parents  and  settled  in  North¬ 
ern  New  York.  He  was  a  wheelwright  and  followed  that  trade  through¬ 
out  his  active  career.  He  lived  retired  for  ten  years  before  his  death, 
July  22,  1896.  He  is  buried  in  Mooers  Cemetery.  He  was  married  in  1852 
to  Miss  Ellen  Maxwell,  a  native  of  Ireland,  the  daughter  of  William  Max¬ 
well.  Their  children  were:  1.  Juliet,  born  Feb.  5,  1854,  the  widow  of 
James  Lambert,  lives  at  Mooers.  2.  Myrah,  born  March  27,  1856,  died  May 
4,  1926,  was  the  wife  of  Andrew  Woodley,  of  Sciota,  N.  Y.  3.  Florence, 
born  March  25,  1857,  died  July  9,  1917,  was  the  wife  of  Joseph  Davison,  of 
Mooers.  4.  Elmer  E.,  born  May  25,  1861,  lives  at  Mooers.  5.  William  W., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.  6.  Llewelyn,  born  Sept.  29,  1870,  lives  at 
Mooers. 

William  W.  Lamberton  left  school  at  the  age  of  14  years  and  became 
an  apprentice  to  a  local  blacksmith.  He  followed  that  trade  for  four 
years  and  then  came  to  Brainardsville,  where  he  purchased  a  blacksmith 
shop.  He  continued  as  proprietor  of  this  business  for  a  period  of  40 
years,  and  disposed  of  his  interest  in  February,  1928.  In  1906  Mr.  Lam¬ 
berton  ’<ad  become  associated  in  the  undertaking  business  with  J.  H.  Eng- 
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lish,  and  the  firm  of  Lamberton  &  English  continued  until  the  death  of 
Mr.  English  in  June,  1927,  when  the  business  was  incorporated  as  the 
Chateaugay  Undertaking  Company,  with  Mr.  Lamberton  as  president. 

On  June  22,  1898,  Mr.  Lamberton  married  Miss  Maud  M.  Armstrong, 
the  daughter  of  John  and  Anna  (Mannely)  Armstrong,  of  Belmont.  Their 
daughter,  Marian  Gertrude,  was  born  March  8,  1905.  She  is  a  graduate  of 
Potsdam  Normal  College,  class  of  1927,  and  was  a  teacher  in  the  grade 
schools  of  Malone  before  her  marriage  June  19,  1931,  to  Elmer  A.  Thomp¬ 
son.  He  is  an  electrical  engineer  and  they  reside  at  Pittsfield,  Mass. 

Mr.  Lamberton  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge. 


Charles  Francis  Roberson,  owner-manager  of  Boyce  &  Roberson,  coal 
and  material  dealers,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  able  business  men  of 
Saranac  Lake.  He  was  born  at  Greenwich,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  26,  1879,  the  son 
of  David  F.  and  Sophia  Abigail  (White)  Roberson. 

David  F.  Roberson  was  born  at  Greenwich  in  1829,  the  son  of  Francis 
Roberson,  one  of  the  pioneers  in  developing  Washington  County,  N.  Y. 
The  family  originally  came  from  England  and  settled  in  New  York  during 
the  early  part  of  the  18th  century.  In  1865  David  F.  Roberson  married 
Miss  Sophia  Abigail  White,  and  to  them  were  born  five  children,  of  whom 
Charles  Francis,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  the  fourth  in  order  of 
birth. 

Charles  Francis  Roberson  was  graduated  from  Greenwich  High  School 
in  1895.  He  spent  two  years  at  Albany  Business  College,  and  for  four 
years  was  employed  in  the  offices  of  an  Albany  law  firm.  On  account  of 
ill  health  Mr.  Roberson  came  to  Saranac  Lake  in  1901,  and  for  a  short 
time  was  employed  in  the  office  of  H.  P.  Coats,  attorney,  who  later  became 
State  Senator.  After  a  year’s  residence  here  Mr.  Roberson  went  to  Long 
Island,  N.  Y.,  but  in  1904  returned  to  Saranac  Lake  and  became  a  book¬ 
keeper  at  Saranac  Inn.  After  a  short  time  he  became  associated  in  busi¬ 
ness  with  Willard  Boyce,  and  they  became  successful  dealers  in  coal,  ice, 
feed,  gravel  and  petroleum  products.  Mr.  Boyce  died  in  1928  and  at  that 
time  Mr.  Roberson  acquired  control  of  the  business,  although  the  firm 
name  was  retained.  A  store  building  was  erected  by  the  company  in  1923 
at  22  Woodruff  Street,  and  in  1931  a  service  station  was  built  on  the 
opposite  corner. 

In  1915  Mr.  Roberson  married  Miss  Roda  G.  Distin,  the  daughter  of 
William  L.  Distin,  for  many  years  a  leading  photographer  of  Saranac 
Lake,  now  deceased.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roberson  have  been  born  three 
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sons:  1.  David  Francis,  born  in  1918.  2.  Donald  Charles,  born  in  1925. 
3.  Douglas  William,  born  in  1928. 

Mr.  Roberson  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
and  belongs  to  Masonic  and  Elk  Lodges,  Saranac  Club,  Saranac  Boat  and 
Waterways  Club,  Saranac  Lake  Golf  Club,  and  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Mr.  Roberson  was  one  of  the  promoters  of  the  Saranac  Hotel  Corpora¬ 
tion  and  is  a  stockholder.  He  and  his  family  live  at  47  Riverside  Drive. 


R.  Clark  Scott  is  active  and  progressive  in  the  business  life  of  Adams, 
where  he  is  identified  with  Scott  &  Whittier,  funeral  directors.  He  was 
born  at  Worth,  Jefferson  County,  July  20,  1898,  the  son  of  Ross  C.  and 
Carrie  M.  (Campbell)  Scott. 

A  sketch  of  Ross  C.  Scott  appears  in  this  history. 

R.  Clark  Scott  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Adams,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1917.  He  received  a  degree  from 
Springfield  College  in  1921,  and  in  that  year  received  the  appointment 
of  supervisor  of  physical  education  in  the  public  schools  at  Monticello, 
N.  Y.  He  remained  there  until  June,  1925,  and  from  September,  1925, 
until  June,  1929,  was  supervisor  of  physical  education  in  the  public  schools 
at  Huntington,  L.  I.  He  was  then  interested  in  the  brokerage  business 
on  Long  Island  until  February,  1931,  at  which  time  he  returned  to  Adams 
to  take  charge  of  his  father’s  business  interests,  the  latter  having  died 
Feb.  28th. 

In  1922  Mr.  Scott  married  Miss  Mary  Elizabeth  Wright,  and  they  have 
two  children:  Ross  C.,  Jr.,  and  Carolyn  Ethel. 

Mr.  Scott  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club  and  Citizens  Club.  He  holds  membership  in 
Adams  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  234,  and  Adams  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  205. 


Ross  C.  Scott. — One  of  the  representative  citizens  of  Jefferson  County 
was  Ross  C.  Scott,  deceased,  who  successfully  engaged  in  business  at 
Adams  for  more  than  30  years  as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Scott  &  Whit¬ 
tier.  He  was  born  at  Worth,  Jefferson  County,  Oct.  29,  1873,  the  son  of 
Dexter  B.  and  Catherine  (Miller)  Scott. 

Dexter  B.  Scott,  who  lives  retired  at  Watertown,  was  for  many  years 
a  prominent  farmer  and  stockman  of  Worth.  He  has  been  a  resident  of 
Watertown  since  1921. 

Ross  C.  Scott  attended  the  district  schools  of  Jefferson  County  and  was 
a  graduate  of  Adams  Collegiate  Institute.  He  taught  school  for  some  time 
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at  Worth  and  Rodman,  and  began  his  business  career  with  the  F.  W. 
Woolworth  stores  at  New  Haven,  Conn.  He  later  was  assistant  manager 
of  the  business  at  Yonkers,  N.  Y.,  but  due  to  ill  health  was  obliged  to 
sever  his  connections  with  that  concern.  He  came  to  Adams  in  1903  as 
an  associate  of  the  late  H.  F.  Overton,  funeral  director,  and  soon  purchased 
the  business.  For  a  time  he  conducted  the  establishment  in  partnership 
with  his  brother,  Willis,  under  the  firm  name  of  Scott  Brothers.  Later  he 
became  a  partner  in  the  furniture  and  undertaking  business  with  Clarence 
A.  Whittier,  of  Adams,  and  from  1918  until  the  time  of  his  death  in  1931 
Mr.  Scott  was  owner  of  the  establishment.  It  is  now  under  the  capable 
management  of  his  son,  R.  Clark  Scott.  An  up  to  date  establishment  was 
built  by  Mr.  Scott  in  1929,  and  it  is  numbered  among  the  fine  funeral 
homes  of  Northern  New  York. 

On  March  1,  1897,  Mr.  Scott  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Carrie 
M.  Campbell,  the  daughter  of  John  S.  and  Adelaide  (Newkirk)  Campbell. 
They  had  three  children:  1.  R.  Clark,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  else¬ 
where  in  this  history.  2.  Lois  C.,  lives  at  Huntington,  L.  I.  3.  Carolyn  C., 
lives  at  Rochester,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Scott  was  a  Republican,  a  charter  member  of  the  Rotary  Club  and 
Citizens  Club,  and  held  membership  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church. 
He  was  past  master  of  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  234 ;  Past  High 
Priest  of  Adams  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  205;  Watertown  Commandery, 
K.  T.  No.  11 ;  Media  Temple ;  and  Cecelia  Chapter,  0.  E.  S.  No.  156. 


David  Dwyer,  deceased,  was  an  honored  pioneer  citizen  of  Chateau- 
gay,  where  he  lived  for  many  years.  He  was  born  in  County  Tipperary, 
Ireland,  in  1832,  the  son  of  Owen  Dwyer. 

David  Dwyer  was  one  of  a  family  of  five  children:  1.  James,  who  emi¬ 
grated  to  the  United  States  in  1850  and  engaged  in  farming  in  Clinton 
County,  N.  Y.  2.  David,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Honora,  who  came 
to  this  country  with  her  brother  David  in  1854.  She  married  shortly  after 
her  arrival  and  lived  at  Torrington,  Conn.  4.  Timothy,  who  spent  his 
entire  life  in  Ireland  with  his  parents.  5.  Margaret,  who  came  to  the 
United  States  in  1867  and  lived  at  Chateaugay. 

David  Dwyer  left  his  native  land  in  July,  1854,  and  landed  in  Quebec, 
Canada,  on  September  8th.  He  came  directly  to  Chateaugay  and  spent 
the  remainder  of  his  life  in  this  section.  He  became  well  known  as  the  pro¬ 
prietor  of  a  wheelwright  and  blacksmith  shop. 

On  Aug.  12,  1860,  David  Dwyer  married  Miss  Catherine  Toohey,  a 
native  of  County  Limerick,  Ireland.  To  them  were  born  eight  children  as 
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follows :  1.  Thomas  Henry,  bom  May  22,  1861,  associated  with  his  father 
in  business  for  a  number  of  years,  and  later  proprietor  of  the  Chateau 
Hotel  at  Chateaugay.  He  was  married  Feb.  6,  1893,  to  Miss  Frances  Lyons. 
He  died  March  13,  1929.  2.  Alice  Elizabeth,  born  Feb.  8,  1863,  was  mar¬ 
ried  on  May  6,  1884,  to  George  A.  Tobin,  who  died  Aug.  5,  1931.  She  died 
July  19,  1925.  3.  Julia  Anastasia,  born  Dec.  25,  1864,  died  Oct.  1,  1879. 
4.  Mary  (Minnie)  Ellen,  born  March  10,  1867,  was  a  teacher  for  18  years 
in  the  public  schools,  and  since  1905  has  owned  and  managed  the  Women’s 
Specialty  Shoppe  at  Chateaugay.  5.  David  Owen,  born  May  1,  1869,  died 
in  October,  1899.  6.  Catherine  Agnes,  born  Sept.  21,  1871,  married  Daniel 
Chambers,  lives  at  Albany.  7.  Margaret  Anne,  born  Dec.  27,  1877,  men¬ 
tion  of  whom  is  made  below.  8.  Winifred  B.,  born  Sept.  6,  1881,  died  July 
13,  1918. 

Margaret  Anne  Dwyer  attended  the  public  schools  of  Chateaugay  and 
was  married  April  23,  1901,  to  Frank  E.  Lancto,  plumbing  and  heating 
contractor,  of  Chateaugay.  They  have  two  children:  1.  Francis,  bora 
Nov.  28,  1908,  a  graduate  of  Chateaugay  High  School,  and  attends  The 
Catholic  University  of  America  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  where  he  graduates 
in  June,  1932.  2.  Mary  Monica,  born  May  28,  1911,  a  graduate  of  Chateau¬ 
gay  High  School,  attends  the  College  of  New  Rochelle,  a  member  of  the 
class  of  1932.  Mrs.  Lancto  is  Grand  Regent  of  the  Catholic  Daughters  of 
America  in  Chateaugay,  and  District  Deputy  for  the  Northern  District  of 
New  York.  She  is  a  member  of  St.  Patrick’s  Catholic  Church.  She  is 
active  in  local  politics,  being  Democratic  County  Committeewoman  and 
Associate  County  Chairman. 

David  Dwyer  died  July  9,  1888,  and  his  wife  died  Aug.  20,  1889.  Both 
are  buried  in  Chateaugay  Cemetery. 


Edward  Robinson  Baldwin,  M.  D. — One  of  the  foremost  specialists  in 
the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  is  Doctor  Baldwin,  of  Saranac  Lake,  who  is 
widely  known  throughout  the  United  States.  He  was  bora  at  Bethel, 
Conn.,  Sept.  8,  1864,  the  son  of  Rev.  Elijah  Clark  and  Frances  M.  (Hutch¬ 
inson)  Baldwin. 

Rev.  Elijah  Clark  Baldwin  was  born  at  Milford,  Conn.,  Dec.  4,  1832. 
He  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Milford  and  in 
1860  was  graduated  from  the  Union  Theological  Seminary.  For  30  years 
he  was  a  widely  known  minister  of  the  Congregational  Church,  being  pas¬ 
tor  of  churches  at  Bethel,  Branford,  New  Haven,  and  Cheshire,  Conn.  He 
died  April  27,  1890,  and  is  buried  at  Cromwell,  Conn.  Reverend  Baldwin 
was  married  (first)  to  Miss  Julia  Childs,  on  May  1,  1856.  To  them  was 
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born  a  daughter,  Julia,  Feb.  23,  1857.  She  married  Rev.  Edward  D.  Kel¬ 
sey,  of  New  Haven,  Conn.,  and  she  died  Feb.  2,  1894.  The  mother  of  Julia 
Baldwin  Kelsey  died  at  her  birth  and  Reverend  Baldwin  later  married 
(second)  on  June  3,  1862,  Miss  Frances  M.  Hutchinson,  the  daughter  of 
Dr.  Ira  Hutchinson,  of  Cromwell,  Conn.  To  them  were  born  four  sons: 
1.  Edward  R.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Albertus  H.,  born  Dec.  14, 
1865,  lives  at  Washington,  D.  C.  3.  Ernest  Hickok,  born  May  19,  1869,  a 
graduate  of  Yale  University,  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy,  and  for  some 
years  a  teacher  of  history  at  Worcester  Academy  in  Massachusetts.  He 
died  Dec.  1,  1922.  4.  Elijah  Warner,  born  Sept.  28,  1872,  died  Jan.  15, 
1878.  Frances  M.  (Hutchinson)  Baldwin  died  Jan.  14,  1914,  in  her  90th 
year  and  is  buried  in  Cromwell,  Conn. 

Edward  Robinson  Baldwin  was  educated  at  Branford  and  New  Haven, 
being  a  member  of  the  class  of  1882  of  the  New  Haven  High  School.  He 
left  school  to  work  in  the  retail  hardware  business  at  New  Haven  for  four 
years,  and  then  took  up  the  study  of  medicine  in  the  office  of  his  uncle, 
Dr.  J.  Francis  Calef,  of  Middletown,  Conn.  He  completed  his  professional 
studies  at  Yale  University,  and  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine 
in  1890.  During  the  latter  two  years  of  his  college  career  he  was  assistant 
instructor  of  chemistry  at  the  University,  and  thus  was  able  to  pay  his 
own  college  expenses.  He  also  received  the  honorary  degree  of  Master  of 
Arts  from  Yale  in  1914.  Doctor  Baldwin  served  as  interne  at  Hartford 
Hospital  in  1890  and  began  the  private  practice  of  medicine  at  Cromwell, 
Conn.,  in  the  office  of  his  grandfather,  who  had  practiced  medicine  there 
for  many  years.  Doctor  Baldwin  developed  tuberculosis,  however,  in  the 
early  years  of  his  professional  career  and  in  1891  he  was  forced  to  seek 
his  health  at  Saranac  Lake.  After  18  months  of  treatment  he  was  fully 
recovered  and  in  1892  became  a  specialist  in  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis 
here.  He  was  assistant  and  later  director  of  the  Saranac  Lake  Laboratory 
from  1892  until  1928.  He  has  been  a  director  of  the  Trudeau  Foundation 
and  school,  vice  president  of  Trudeau  Sanatorium,  and  chairman  of  the 
executive  committee  since  1916.  Doctor  was  president  and  is  now  eme¬ 
ritus  member  of  the  American  Climatological  and  Clinical  Association.  He 
served  as  president  of  the  Saranac  Lake  Board  of  Health  from  1898  until 
1901,  and  was  president  of  the  Reception  Hospital  for  Tuberculosis  from 
1902  until  1928.  He  also  held  the  office  of  president  of  the  board  of  trus¬ 
tees  of  Saranac  Lake  General  Hospital  from  1912  until  1914. 

Doctor  Baldwin  is  a  member  of  the  Saranac  Lake,  Franklin  County, 
New  York  State,  and  American  Medical  Associations,  and  during  the  World 
War  was  chairman  of  the  medical  advisory  board  No.  32  of  the  State  of 
New  York.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Health  Commis¬ 
sion,  Tuberculosis  Committee,  and  in  1919  was  a  member  of  the  delegation 
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from  the  United  States  to  the  International  Conference  at  Cannes,  France, 
of  the  League  of  the  Red  Cross  Societies.  He  is  chairman  of  Saranac 
Lake  Chapter,  American  Red  Cross. 

Doctor  Baldwin  is  the  author  of  numerous  scientific  papers  on  the 
cause,  prevention  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis,  being  co-outhor  with  Dr. 
Petroff  and  Dr.  Gardner  of  “Pathology  and  Laboratory  Diagnosis,”  which 
was  published  in  1927.  He  has  spent  much  time  in  special  laboratory 
experimental  research  work  on  infection,  immunity  and  prevention  of 
tuberculosis.  At  the  present  time  he  devotes  most  of  his  time  to  consul¬ 
tation  work  with  other  physicians  and  surgeons,  and  has  no  private  prac¬ 
tice.  He  is  a  nationally  known  figure  in  the  field  of  tuberculosis,  its  pre¬ 
vention  and  treatment. 

Doctor  Baldwin  was  married  to  Miss  Mary  Caroline  Ives,  on  June  1, 
1895,  the  daughter  of  the  late  Titus  B.  Ives,  of  Cheshire,  Conn.,  who  was 
superintendent  of  the  Cheshire  Manufacturing  Company.  Doctor  and 
Mrs.  Baldwin  have  a  son,  Henry  Ives  Baldwin,  born  Aug.  23,  1896.  He  is 
research  forester  in  the  employ  of  the  Brown  Company,  of  Berlin,  N.  H. 

Politically,  Doctor  Baldwin  is  a  Republican.  He  is  an  active  member 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Saranac  Lake  Athletic 
Association,  Saranac  Lake  Golf  Club,  and  Saranac  Lake  Fish  and  Game 
Club. 

Doctor  Baldwin  also  holds  membership  in  the  New  York  Academy  of 
Medicine  and  the  National  Tuberculosis  Association,  of  which  he  is  a  life 
member  and  of  which  he  was  president  in  1917. 


Raymond  Marshall  Obenchain. — One  of  the  dependable  young  business 
men  of  Saranac  Lake  is  Raymond  Marshall  Obenchain  who  is  successfully 
engaged  in  the  real  estate  and  insurance  business  in  this  city.  He  was 
born  at  Penfield,  Ill.,  April  4,  1891,  the  son  of  Charles  A.  aad  Marjorie 
(Chauncey)  Obenchain. 

Charles  A.  Obenchain  has  been  with  the  Department  of  the  Interior  at 
Washington,  D.  C.,  for  40  years  and  is  now  executive  administrator.  He 
was  born  in  Penfield,  Ill.,  in  1868,  a  son  of  Edward  Smith  Obenchain,  who 
was  a  native  of  Mill  Creek  district,  Va.  The  history  of  the  family  in 
America  dates  back  to  about  1750,  the  name  originally  being  of  German 
origin.  Members  of  the  family  have  served  in  all  the  wars  of  this  coun¬ 
try  dating  from  the  Revolution.  Charles  A.  Obenchain  was  married  in 
1888  to  Miss  Marjorie  Chauncey,  the  daughter  of  William  Chauncey,  of 
Penfield,  who  was  a  Civil  War  veteran.  Two  children  were  born  to  them: 
1.  Edna  May,  born  June  18,  1889,  living  in  East  Orange,  N.  J.,  married 
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William  Hooey,  chief  chemical  engineer  with  the  New  Jersey  Zinc  & 
Lead  Corporation.  2.  Raymond  M.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Raymond  M.  Obenchain  was  educated  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  spent 
one  year  at  Georgetown  University,  in  the  study  of  law.  For  several 
years  he  was  identified  with  the  real  estate  department  of  the  Washing¬ 
ton  Loan  &  Trust  Company.  In  1912  Mr.  Obenchain,  on  account  of  ill 
health,  came  to  Saranac  Lake.  Two  years  later  he  became  identified  with 
the  Saranac  Lake  Society  for  the  Control  of  Tuberculosis,  Inc.,  being  the 
second  executive  secretary  of  that  organization.  He  continued  in  that 
capacity  until  1920,  when  he  went  to  San  Diego,  Calif.,  as  manager  of  an 
automobile  tire  and  accessory  company.  He  returned,  however,  to  Saranac 
Lake  the  following  year,  later  going  to  New  York  City,  where  he  was  con¬ 
nected  with  a  brokerage  firm  until  1923.  He  then  returned  to  Saranac 
Lake  and  was  associated  with  Clinton  J.  Ayers,  Inc.,  real  estate  and  insur¬ 
ance  brokers.  Mr.  Obenchain  now  conducts  a  real  estate  and  insurance 
business. 

On  Aug.  12,  1916,  Mr.  Obenchain  married  Miss  Helen  Flint,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Albert  and  Annie  (Strowger)  Flint,  of  Saranac  Lake. 

Mr.  Obenchain  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church  and 
belongs  to  the  Elks  Lodge,  Saranac  Lake  Golf  Club,  Rotary  Club,  having 
organized  this  club  and  its  first  president,  now  secretary,  and  Delta  Chi 
fraternity.  He  is  a  vice  president  of  the  Adirondack  Motor  Club,  and 
secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Saranac  Lake  Division  of  the  American 
Automobile  Association.  He  is  also  secretary  of  the  Saranac  Lake  Society 
for  the  Control  of  Tuberculosis,  Inc.  For  a  number  of  years  he  was  treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Robert  Louis  Stevenson  Society  of  America.  He  has  been 
identified  with  all  progressive  activities  of  Saranac  Lake  since  1913. 


William  Chauncey  Shackett. — Among  the  successful  business  men  of 
Saranac  Lake  is  William  Chauncey  Shackett,  popular  automobile  dealer 
and  successful  electrical  contractor.  He  was  born  at  Black  Brook,  N.  Y., 
Sept.  2,  1889,  the  son  of  Noah  H.  and  Anna  (Pearson)  Shackett. 

Noah  H.  Shackett,  a  native  of  New  York,  was  born  in  1862.  He  was 
employed  for  many  years  in  the  store  of  J.  J.  Rogers  Company,  paper 
manufacturers,  of  Au  Sable  Forks,  N.  Y.  He  died  in  April,  1892.  Mr. 
Shackett  was  married  in  1883  to  Miss  Anna  Pearson,  the  daughter  of 
William  H.  Pearson  of  Au  Sable  Forks.  They  were  the  parents  of  three 
children:  1.  Myra,  born  April  24,  1887,  married  Robert  Walsh,  lives  at 
Del  Monte,  Calif.  2.  William  C.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Charlotte 
L.,  born  Aug.  2,  1891,  married  William  Parker,  lives  at  Del  Monte. 
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The  boyhood  of  William  C.  Shackett  was  spent  at  Au  Sable  Forks,  and 
Keene,  N.  Y.  He  left  school  at  an  early  age  and  was  employed  in  the 
lumber  camps  of  New  York.  When  16  years  old  he  came  to  Saranac  Lake 
and  during  the  following  four  years  was  employed  by  the  New  York 
Central  Railroad.  In  1910  he  became  identified  with  Russer  &  Muller, 
electrical  contractors,  in  whose  employ  he  remained  for  ten  years.  He 
became  proprietor  of  the  business  in  1921  and  at  that  time  also  became 
interested  in  the  automobile  business.  The  business  was  incorporated  in 
April,  1930.  Mr.  Shackett  has  been  agent  here  for  the  Marmon  car  since 
1923,  Reo  since  1927,  and  Oldsmobile  since  1930. 

Mr.  Shackett  was  married  (first)  in  1908  to  Miss  Amber  Blanchard. 
Their  children  are:  1.  Thelma,  born  in  1911,  married  Isadore  Gebo,  lives 
at  Saranac  Lake.  2.  William  C.,  Jr.,  born  in  1912.  Mr.  Shackett  was 
married  (second)  in  1918  to  Miss  Irene  Rock,  of  Saranac  Lake.  To  them 
have  been  born  two  daughters:  Marian  Ruth,  born  on  Oct.  13,  1921;  and 
Ella  May,  born  on  March  8, 1927. 

Mr.  Shackett  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  St.  Bernard’s  Catholic 
Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Elks  Lodge  and  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


Wayne  Edward  Timmerman. — Well  known  in  Franklin  County  as  the 
capable  city  manager  of  Saranac  Lake,  Wayne  E.  Timmerman  is  a  native 
of  New  York.  He  was  born  at  Theresa,  Jan.  8,  1894,  the  son  of  George 
Hemperly  and  Rhoda  (Edwards)  Timmerman. 

George  Hemperly  Timmerman  was  born  at  Orleans,  N.  Y.,  in  1857. 
In  early  life  he  was  a  farmer  and  later  engaged  in  business  at  Massena, 
N.  Y.  He  is  now  a  resident  of  Greenwich,  Conn.  He  was  married  twice, 
his  first  wife  having  died  shortly  after  their  marriage.  He  was  married 
second  in  1892  to  Miss  Rhoda  Edwards,  whose  father  was  a  veteran  of 
the  Civil  War.  To  them  were  born  two  sons :  1.  Wayne  Edward,  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Ray  Walrath,  born  Nov.  10,  1902,  identified  with 
the  Greenwich  Power  Company  at  Greenwich,  Conn. 

The  name  of  Timmerman  was  originally  Zimmerman,  early  members 
of  this  family  having  come  to  the  United  States  from  Germany.  Henry 
and  John  Zimmerman,  brothers,  came  to  America  from  Hamburg  in  1750. 
They  settled  in  the  Mohawk  Valley  and  at  that  time  the  spelling  of  the 
name  was  changed  to  Timmerman.  Both  enlisted  for  service  in  the  Revo¬ 
lutionary  War.  John  received  the  commission  of  lieutenant  and  was  killed 
in  an  encounter  with  the  English  and  Indians.  Henry  Timmerman  became 
the  father  of  Frederick,  who  was  born  in  1788,  and  died  in  1860,  the  latter 
became  the  father  of  George  Frederick  Timmerman,  who  was  born  in 
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3813,  and  died  in  1902.  He  was  the  father  of  George  Hemperly  Timmer¬ 
man,  father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Wayne  Edward  Timmerman  received  his  early  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Massena,  N.  Y.,  and  received  a  degree  of  civil  engineer  from 
the  Clarkson  College  of  Technology,  at  Potsdam,  in  1918.  At  that  time  he 
enlisted  for  service  in  the  World  War  as  a  member  of  the  472nd  Engineers. 
After  the  close  of  the  war  Mr.  Timmerman  resumed  his  former  employ¬ 
ment  with  the  Aluminum  Company  of  America,  having  been  identified 
with  that  concern  during  his  college  career.  In  1921  Mr.  Timmerman 
became  village  engineer  of  Massena  and  held  that  office  for  eight  years. 
Since  June,  1929,  he  has  served  as  city  manager  of  Saranac  Lake. 

On  June  12,  1923,  Mr.  Timmerman  married  Miss  Clara  Anne  May,  the 
daughter  of  Mrs.  Catherine  May,  a  native  of  Germany,  who  now  lives  at 
Atlantic  City,  N.  J.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Zimmerman  had  three  children,  one  of 
whom  died  in  infancy.  The  other  children  are :  1.  Richard  Thomas,  born 
Aug.  29,  1927.  2.  Catherine  Klock,  born  June  13,  1931. 

Politically  Mr.  Timmerman  is  independent.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  Masonic  Lodge,  American  Legion,  Rotary  Club, 
Omicron  Pi  Omicron  fraternity,  Saranac  Lake  Boat  and  Waterways  Club, 
and  New  York  State  Society  of  Engineers.  He  also  is  a  member  of  the 
National  City  Managers  Association. 


Aaron  Goldsmith. — For  almost  half  a  century  Aaron  Goldsmith  was 
actively  identified  with  the  business  life  of  Saranac  Lake  as  the  proprietor 
of  a  dry  goods  and  clothing  store.  He  was  born  at  Frankfort-on-the-Main, 
Germany,  Dec.  10,  1853,  and  died  at  Saranac  Lake  in  June,  1930.  He  is 
buried  in  Pine  Ridge  Cemetery.  Mr.  Goldsmith  was  the  son  of  Wolff  Gold¬ 
smith,  who  spent  his  entire  life  in  Germany. 

In  1871  Aaron  Goldsmith  emigrated  to  the  United  States  and  after  a 
short  stay  in  New  York  City  he  located  in  Chicago.  He  later  became  a 
peddler  in  the  Adirondack  region  of  Northern  New  York.  Subsequently 
he  engaged  in  business  at  Saranac  Lake  in  1884,  and  through  his  industry 
he  became  one  of  the  city’s  most  prosperous  merchants.  The  business  is 
now  conducted  by  his  son,  Charles  H.  Goldsmith,  in  its  original  location, 
42-44  Main  Street. 

In  1884  Mr.  Goldsmith  married  (first)  Miss  Margaret  Carey,  the 
daughter  of  Michael  and  Bridget  Carey  of  Black  Brook,  N.  Y.  Their  chil¬ 
dren  are:  Charles  H.,  born  Oct.  2,  1886,  has  been  associated  with  the  dry 
goods  business  since  1907.  2.  Bertha,  born  in  1888,  married  Lionel  F. 
Miller,  druggist,  Saranac  Lake.  Margaret  (Carey)  Goldsmith  died  in

1890  and  is  buried  at  Black  Brook.  Mr.  Goldsmith  was  married  (second) 
to  Miss  Margaret  Murphy,  who  died  in  1910.  She  is  buried  at  Saranac 
Lake. 

Mr.  Goldsmith  was  a  Republican  in  politics  and  held  membership  in  St. 
Bernard’s  Catholic  Church. 


Charles  Utley  Putnam,  who  is  president  of  the  First  National  Bank 
of  the  Thousand  Islands,  of  Alexandria  Bay,  is  considered  a  leading 
banker  of  Jefferson  County.  He  was  born  at  Alexandria,  March  2,  1873, 
the  son  of  Squire  Utley  and  Nancy  (Townsend)  Putnam. 

Throughout  his  life  Squire  Utley  Putnam  engaged  in  general  farming 
and  stock  raising  and  was  the  owner  of  a  well  improved  farm  of  150 
acres  in  Jefferson  County.  Both  he  and  his  wife  were  born  at  Alexandria. 
He  was  a  Democrat  and  served  as  assessor  of  Alexandria,  being  very 
active  in  local  affairs.  He  was  a  trustee  of  the  Methodist  Church.  He 
and  his  wife  are  buried  at  Plessis,  N.  Y.  Their  children  were:  Charles 
Utley,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Frank  M.,  who  lives  on  the  Putnam 
homestead;  and  Lulu,  married  Dr.  Byron  Haskin,  lives  at  Theresa,  N.  Y. 

Squire  Utley  Putnam  was  the  son  of  John  A.  and  Marietta  (Keech) 
Putnam,  who  were  natives  of  Oneida  County,  N.  Y.  Both  are  buried 
at  Plessis.  Nancy  (Townsend)  Putnam  was  the  daughter  of  George  W. 
and  Harriet  A.  (Hoyt)  Townsend.  The  former  was  born  at  Brownsville, 
Jefferson  County,  and  the  latter  at  Plessis.  He  was  a  farmer  and  also 
owned  and  operated  a  wagon,  carriage,  and  sleigh  shop. 

Charles  Utley  Putnam  received  his  early  education  in  the  Plessis  pub¬ 
lic  school.  In  1894  he  was  graduated  from  Potsdam  Normal  School  and 
the  following  year  completed  a  course  of  study  at  Eastman  College.  Be¬ 
fore  entering  normal  school  he  had  spent  some  time  in  the  employ  of 
W.  H.  Thompson  &  Son,  hardware  dealers,  of  Alexandria  Bay,  and  after 
his  graduation  from  Eastman  College  he  continued  with  the  company  as 
bookkeeper.  He  became  bookkeeper  in  1896  for  the  Exchange  Bank  of 
Clayton,  and  in  April,  1900,  came  to  Alexandria  Bay  as  one  of  the  organiz¬ 
ers  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  the  Thousand  Islands,  being  its  first 
cashier.  The  bank’s  first  deposit  is  dated  April  16,  1900.  Upon  the  death 
of  A.  C.  Cornwall,  president  of  the  institution,  Mr.  Putnam  became 
president. 

In  1897  Mr.  Putnam  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Georgia  Dillon, 
the  daughter  of  James  and  Corintha  (Augsbury)  Dillon,  natives  of  Alex¬ 
andria.  Mr.  Dillon,  who  lives  retired  at  Alexandria  Bay,  is  a  Civil  War 
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veteran  and  the  only  surviving  member  of  the  James  A.  Campbell  Post, 
G.  A.  R.  His  wife  is  deceased. 

Mr.  Putnam  is  a  Democrat,  and  for  20  years  held  the  office  of  treasurer 
of  the  Methodist  Church.  He  belongs  to  the  Kiwanis  Club  and  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  and  has  the  following  lodge  affiliations:  Alexandria  Bay 
Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  No.  297,  Past  Master;  Theresa  Chapter,  R.  A.  M. 
No.  149,  Past  High  Priest;  Watertown  Commandery,  K.  T.  No.  11,  Media 
Temple;  and  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  He  also  belongs  to  the 
Alexandria  Bay  Sportsman’s  Association. 


Sidney  Francis  Blanchet,  M.  D.,  is  one  of  the  representative  physicians 
and  surgeons  of  Franklin  County,  established  in  the  practice  of  his  pro¬ 
fession  at  Saranac  Lake.  He  was  born  in  Ottawa,  Canada,  June  4,  1882, 
the  son  of  Ludger  and  Mary  Amelia  (Hunton)  Blanchet. 

Ludger  Blanchet  was  born  in  Quebec  and  was  employed  in  the  civil 
service  department  of  the  Dominion.  The  family  is  of  French  descent, 
and  settled  in  Canada  during  the  early  part  of  the  17th  century.  A 
brother  of  Ludger  Blanchet  was  Judge  Jean  Blanchet,  well  known  jurist 
of  Quebec.  An  uncle  was  Archbishop  Blanchet  of  Portland,  Oregon,  who 
was  a  historical  figure  of  the  Northwest.  Ludger  Blanchet  was  married 
in  1867  to  Miss  Mary  Amelia  Hunton  of  Ottawa,  whose  parents  were 
natives  of  Yorkshire,  England.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Blanchet  were  born 
eleven  children,  as  follows:  1.  Geraldine,  born  in  1868,  a  nurse,  lives  in 
New  York  City.  2.  Herbert  H.,  born  in  1870,  salesman,  lives  in  Montreal, 
Canada.  3.  Paul  F.,  born  in  1872,  public  accountant,  lives  in  St.  John,  N. 
B.  4.  Arthur  L.,  born  in  1874,  city  clerk,  lives  in  Vancouver,  B.  C.  5. 
Edith  M.,  born  in  1876,  married  James  A.  Killion,  woolen  goods  importer, 
lives  at  Montclair,  N.  J.  6.  Aline,  born  in  1878,  died  in  1928,  was  the  wife 
of  John  Drinkwater,  of  Orillia,  Ont.  7.  Florence,  born  in  1880,  married 
Raymond  Myers,  attorney,  lives  at  Kapuskasing,  Ont.  8.  Sidney  Francis, 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.  9.  Guy  H.,  born  in  1884,  mining  engineer,  lives 
at  Ottawa,  and  for  many  years  engaged  in  exploration  work  for  the  Canad¬ 
ian  government  in  the  Hudson  Bay  district.  In  1929  he  was  put  in  charge 
of  an  airplane  expedition  sent  out  to  search  for  Col.  McAlpin,  who  was 
lost  in  the  far  North.  The  expedition  was  a  success.  10.  Geoffrey  O., 
born  in  1886,  died  in  1926.  11.  Helen,  born,  in  1888,  lives  in  Ottawa  with 
her  brother,  Guy  Blanchet.  Ludger  Blanchet  died  in  1918  and  is  buried 
in  Ottawa. 

Sidney  F.  Blanchet  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Ottawa,  being  graduated  from  high  school  in  1899.  He  then  entered 
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McGill  University  in  Montreal  but  on  account  of  ill  health  was  obliged  to 
leave  college  in  1904.  He  came  to  Saranac  Lake  on  account  of  a  lung  infec¬ 
tion  and  after  two  years  fully  recovered  his  health  and  at  that  time  re¬ 
turned  to  McGill  University  where  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  in  1908.  He  immediately  came  to  Saranac  Lake  and  spent  two 
years  as  resident  physician  at  Trudeau  Sanatorium.  Since  1910  Dr. 
Blanchet  has  engaged  in  private  practice  at  Saranac  Lake,  N.  Y.,  his  prac¬ 
tice  being  limited  to  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis.  His  office  and  resi¬ 
dence  are  located  at  27  Church  Street. 

On  Dec.  12,  1911,  Dr.  Blanchet  married  Miss  Mildred  Joy  McMaster, 
at  Chicago,  Ill.,  the  daughter  of  Hugh  B.  and  Phylena  (Gray)  McMaster, 
of  Eau  Claire,  Wis.  They  are  the  parents  of  three  sons:  1.  Gray,  born 
Aug.  8,  1913.  2.  David,  born  May  15,  1919.  3.  Jeremy,  bom  March  28, 
1922. 

Since  becoming  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  in  1913,  Dr.  Blanchet  has 
been  a  Democrat  in  politics.  He  holds  membership  in  the  Franklin  County, 
New  York  State,  and  American  Medical  Associations,  and  National  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Association.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  curling  club  at 
Saranac  Lake,  and  served  as  president  of  the  Grand  National  Curling  Club 
of  America. 


Daniel  Bernard  Dwyer. — One  of  the  representative  business  men  of 
Saranac  Lake,  where  he  has  successfully  engaged  in  the  drug  business 
for  25  years,  is  Mr.  Dwyer,  who  is  a  native  of  New  York.  He  was  born 
at  Plattsburg,  June  4, 1884,  the  son  of  Michael  and  Ellen  (Sullivan)  Dwyer. 

Michael  Dwyer  was  born  in  Quebec,  Canada,  Oct.  10,  1857.  He  was 
the  son  of  Michael  Dwyer,  a  native  of  Ireland.  Michael  Dwyer,  Jr., 
entered  the  employ  of  the  Chateaugay  Railway  Company  as  a  young  man 
and  later  became  passenger  conductor.  When  that  company  was  pur¬ 
chased  by  the  Delaware  &  Hudson  Railroad,  Mr.  Dwyer  remained  in  their 
employ,  being  identified  with  railroad  work  for  a  period  of  37  years.  He 
retired  at  the  age  of  60  years  and  died  at  Lake  Placid  in  1922.  Mr. 
Dwyer  was  married  in  1883  to  Miss  Ellen  Sullivan,  the  daughter  of  Daniel 
Sullivan  of  Plattsburg.  To  them  were  born  five  children:  1.  Daniel  B., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  George  W.,  born  Feb.  10,  1886,  unmarried; 
lives  at  Saranac  Lake.  3.  Eugene  E.,  born  in  1888,  is  identified  with  the 
Chapman  Motor  Company,  of  Plattsburgh.  4.  Winifred  M.,  born  in  1892, 
married  James  Madden,  merchant,  lives  at  Jay,  N.  Y.  5.  David,  born  in 
1894,  died  at  Syracuse,  while  in  training  for  service  during  the  World  War. 

Daniel  Bernard  Dwyer  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Saranac  Lake  and  attended  the  New  York  College  of  Pharmacy,  now  one 
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of  the  colleges  of  Columbia  University.  He  was  graduated  from  that  in¬ 
stitution  in  1905  and  upon  his  return  to  Saranac  Lake  he  became  associated 
with  B.  B.  Flint,  a  prominent  pioneer  druggist  of  this  city.  This  partner¬ 
ship  continued  until  1920,  when  the  business  was  incorporated  as  Flint’s 
Drug  Stores,  Inc.  Stores  were  opened  at  Glens  Falls  and  Lake  George, 
and  Mr.  Dwyer  was  in  complete  charge  of  the  store  at  Saranac  Lake.  He 
purchased  the  latter  in  1930  but  still  maintains  an  interest  in  the  corpa 
ration. 

Mr.  Dwyer  was  married  on  June  4,  1907,  to  Miss  Margaret  M.  Carroll, 
the  daughter  of  James  and  Mary  Carroll  of  Malone.  Both  are  deceased  and 
are  buried  in  St.  Joseph’s  Cemetery.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dwyer  have  a  daughter, 
Rita  Isabel,  born  Sept.  15,  1917.  She  attends  Saranac  Lake  High  School. 

In  politics  Mr.  Dwyer  has  always  been  a  Democrat.  He  and  his  family 
are  members  of  St.  Bernard’s  Catholic  Church,  and  he  is  affiliated  with 
the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  Elks  Lodge.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Saranac 
Lake  Fish  and  Game  Club. 


Frank  A.  Pattinson,  D.  D.  S.,  who  has  since  1894  engaged  in  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  dentistry  at  Saranac  Lake,  is  prominent  in  the  civic,  social  and 
fraternal  life  of  that  community.  He  was  born  near  Port  Henry,  N.  Y., 
Jan.  2,  1868,  the  son  of  John  M.  and  Margaret  (Thomas)  Pattinson. 

John  M.  Pattinson  served  throughout  the  Civil  War  as  a  member  of 
the  Seventh  New  York  Cavalry.  He  was  born  near  Clinton ville,  N.  Y., 
Dec.  12,  1840,  and  for  many  years  was  an  employe  of  the  Cheever  Ore 
Company,  with  whom  his  father  had  also  been  identified  as  superintendent. 
In  later  life  Mr.  Pattinson  became  a  farmer  in  Clinton  County.  He  was 
married  in  February,  1867,  to  Miss  Margaret  Thomas,  the  daughter  of 
Thomas  Thomas  of  near  Clintonville,  N.  Y.  To  them  were  born  two  chil¬ 
dren:  1.  Frank  A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Mabel,  born  Nov.  17, 
1877,  married  J.  C.  Little,  attorney,  lives  at  Saranac  Lake. 

After  his  graduation  from  high  school  at  Au  Sable  Forks,  N.  Y.,  Frank 
A.  Pattinson  studied  dentistry  at  the  University  of  Maryland,  from  which 
he  received  a  degree  in  1891.  He  was  established  in  practice  for  three 
years  at  Plattsburgh,  N.  Y.,  and  in  1894  located  at  Saranac  Lake.  He  is 
the  pioneer  dental  surgeon  in  this  section  of  the  state  and  has  an  excellent 
practice. 

On  Feb.  10,  1892,  Dr.  Pattinson  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Jane 
Ann  Hopkins,  the  daughter  of  William  Hopkins.  They  had  two  children, 
one  of  whom  died  in  infancy.  A  daughter,  Hazel,  was  born  Aug.  10,  1893, 
and  is  a  graduate  of  Potsdam  Normal  College,  class  of  1915.  After  a 
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number  of  years  as  a  teacher  in  the  public  schools,  she  became  principal 
of  the  Sixth  Grade  School  at  Saranac  Lake. 

Dr.  Pattinson  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  being  a  Knight  Templar. 
He  also  belongs  to  the  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows, 
Saranac  Lake  Club,  and  Saranac  Lake  Golf  Club. 


Charles  Jason  Stickney. — The  firm  of  A.  Fortune  &  Company,  Inc.,  of 
Saranac  Lake,  is  one  of  the  best  known  and  largest  undertaking  concerns 
in  Northern  New  York,  and  Mr.  Stickney  is  treasurer  and  manager. 
He  was  born  at  Malone,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  18,  1854,  the  son  of  Charles  A.  and 
Lydia  (Pierce)  Stickney. 

Charles  A.  Stickney  was  born  at  Malone,  July  25,  1827.  He  was  the 
son  of  Asa  L.  Stickney,  who  was  born  in  Vermont  in  1800.  The  latter 
came  to  New  York  with  his  parents  about  1805  and  settled  at  Malone.  They 
became  extensive  lumber  dealers  and  prosperous  farmers  and  were  leading 
pioneer  citizens  of  Malone.  Charles  A.  Stickney,  father  of  the  subject  of 
this  sketch,  was  also  a  farmer,  and  died  Feb.  20,  1887.  He  is  buried  in 
Morningside  Cemetery,  Malone.  Mr.  Stickney  was  married  in  1852  to 
Miss  Lydia  Pierce,  the  daughter  of  Rev.  Jason  Pierce,  a  minister  of  the 
Baptist  Church.  She  died  in  1874  and  is  buried  in  Morningside  Cemetery. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stickney  were  born  two  children:  1.  Charles  Jason,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Nellie  Marie,  born  April  1,  1858,  the  widow  of 
James  Baker,  at  one  time  a  prominent  hotel  man  of  Malone.  She  resides 
with  her  daughter  at  Wichita,  Kan. 

The  early  education  of  Charles  Jason  Stickney  was  received  in  the 
district  school  and  he  was  a  student  of  Franklin  Academy.  For  a  short 
time  he  was  employed  as  a  clerk  in  a  grocery  store  at  Malone,  and  in  1878 
went  to  Bloomingdale,  N.  Y.,  where  he  spent  eight  years  in  the  store  of 
Isaac  Chesley.  He  then  operated  a  hotel  at  that  place  for  one  year,  and 
was  agent  for  the  Chateaugay  Railroad  for  three  years.  In  1890  Mr. 
Stickney  came  to  Saranac  Lake  as  ticket  agent  for  the  Saranac  Lake  and 
Lake  Placid  Railroad  Company.  Two  years  later  he  went  with  the  New 
York  Central  Railroad.  Since  March  1,  1898,  Mr.  Stickney  has  been  identi¬ 
fied  with  the  interests  of  A.  Fortune  &  Company  of  Saranac  Lake.  When 
the  business  was  incorporated  in  1909  he  became  a  director,  and  as  men¬ 
tioned  above,  is  now  treasurer  and  manager  of  the  corporation. 

On  July  25,  1880,  Mr.  Stickney  married  Miss  Mallie  A.  Wardner,  the 
daughter  of  William  and  Clara  (Duntley)  Wardner,  of  Wilmington,  N.  Y. 
They  are  the  parents  of  two  sons:  1.  Charles  W.,  born  in  1881,  lives  at 
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Atlanta,  Ga.  He  spent  12  years  in  the  Saranac  Lake  post  office  and  since 
1919  has  been  identified  with  the  auditing  department  of  the  Southern 
Railroad.  2.  Jay  Thurlow,  born  March  19,  1890,  a  graduate  of  Carnegie 
Institute  of  Technology,  where  he  studied  electrical  engineering.  He  is 
now  bookkeeper  and  assistant  manager  of  A.  Fortune  &  Company,  Inc. 
He  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War,  having  served  in  France. 

Mr.  Stickney  is  a  Republican  and  is  an  active  member  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  of  Saranac  Lake,  having  been  vestryman  since  1903  and  church 
treasurer  for  11  years.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge  and  belongs 
to  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  Rotary  Club,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  Saranac  Lake 
Fish  and  Game  Club. 


William  Allen  Wardner,  M.  D. — During  his  long  and  interesting  career 
as  a  physician  and  surgeon,  Dr.  Wardner  has  occupied  a  leading  position  in 
the  medical  profession,  and  is  engaged  in  practice  at  Saranac  Lake.  He 
wa?  born  at  Brushton,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  13,  1873,  the  son  of  LeRoy  Moses  and 
Mary  Jane  (Fleming)  Wardner. 

Dr.  LeRoy  Moses  Wardner,  deceased,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War. 
He  was  born  at  Northfield,  Vt.,  in  1843,  and  in  1868  received  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine  at  the  University  of  Vermont.  He  began  his  profes¬ 
sional  career  in  Northern  New  York  and  became  established  at  Brushton. 
He  also  practiced  at  Dickinson  Center  at  the  same  time,  and  in  1883 
removed  to  St.  Regis  Falls,  where  he  conducted  a  drug  business  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  his  professional  work.  He  was  thus  engaged  at  the  time  of  his 
death  in  1895.  Dr.  Wardner  was  married  in  1869  to  Miss  Mary  Jane 
Fleming,  the  daughter  of  Patrick  Fleming,  a  native  of  Scotland.  She  died 
in  1900.  Their  children  were:  1.  William  Allen,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
2.  Joseph  E.,  born  in  1878,  a  druggist,  lives  at  St.  Regis  Falls.  3.  A  child 
who  died  in  infancy. 

The  Wardner  family  was  of  German  origin,  and  was  first  represented 
in  the  United  States  in  1751.  Two  brothers  settled  in  New  Hampshire 
They  served  throughout  the  Revolution  and  in  later  life  located  in  North¬ 
ern  Vermont. 

William  Allen  Wardner  received  his  early  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Brushton  and  St.  Regis  Falls,  and  following  his  graduation  from 
high  school  in  1892  he  attended  Albany  Business  College.  He  then  spent 
two  years  in  the  employ  of  J.  and  J.  Rogers,  paper  and  pulp  manufacturers, 
of  Au  Sable  Falls,  N.  Y.  In  1896  he  became  a  student  at  Albany  Medical 
College,  now  a  department  of  Union  University,  and  after  receiving  his 
degree  in  1899  he  established  a  private  practice  at  St.  Regis  Falls,  to  suc¬ 
ceed  his  father,  who  had  died  there  four  years  earlier.  Dr.  Wardner 
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successfully  continued  in  practice  at  that  place  for  a  period  of  25  years,  and 
in  1925  located  at  Saranac  Lake,  where  he  specializes  in  obstetrics. 

Dr.  Wardner  was  married  on  Jan.  29,  1901,  to  Miss  Lena  Palmer,  the 
daughter  of  Rollin  and  Mary  (Bartlet)  Palmer,  of  Troy,  N.  Y.  They 
have  a  son,  LeRoy  Hamilton,  born  Jan.  19,  1910.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
Cornell  University,  class  of  1931,  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree,  and  is  now  a 
student  in  the  Medical  College  at  Cornell. 

Dr.  Wardner  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  Saranac  Lake  Curling  Club.

William  Sands  Ames,  whose  name  is  well  and  favorably  known  in 
business  and  civic  circles  at  Saranac  Lake,  is  a  native  of  New  York.  He 
was  born  at  North  Elba,  Essex  County,  July  5,  1872,  the  son  of  Edward  N. 
and  Mary  (Cameron)  Ames. 

Edward  N.  Ames,  who  died  in  1906,  was  interested  in  the  lumber  busi¬ 
ness  for  a  number  of  years  at  Raybrook,  N.  Y.  He  was  born  at  Wilming¬ 
ton,  N.  Y.,  June  14,  1840.  He  also  spent  some  of  his  early  life  as  a  guide 
in  the  Adirondack  mountains.  He  was  married  in  about  1865  to  Miss 
Mary  Cameron,  the  daughter  of  Dougal  Cameron,  a  native  of  Scotland, 
and  for  many  years  a  resident  of  Canada.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ames  were 
born  three  children:  1.  Daniel  E.,  born  in  November,  1870,  was  associated 
in  the  lumber  business  with  his  father,  now  lives  retired  at  Lake  Placid. 
2.  William  S.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  3.  Blanche  V.,  born  April  24, 
1878,  married  E.  G.  Balzer,  musician,  lives  in  New  York  City.  Mary 
(Cameron)  Ames  died  in  1929  and  is  buried  at  North  Elba,  N.  Y. 

William  S.  Ames  attended  the  public  schools  of  Raybrook  and  Saranac 
Lake,  being  graduated  from  high  school  in  1888.  Until  1896  he  was  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  lumber  business  with  his  father  and  in  that  year  purchased 
the  business,  with  his  brother.  Two  years  later  William  S.  Ames  became 
sole  owner  of  the  enterprise,  with  which  he  continued  to  be  identified  with 
until  1906.  At  that  time  Mr.  Ames  became  financially  interested  in  the 
plumbing  and  hardware  firm  of  Walton  &  Tousley,  at  Saranac  Lake,  and 
at  the  present  time  is  president  of  that  concern. 

In  1917  Mr.  Ames  acquired  an  interest  in  the  Saranac  Lake  Troy  Laun¬ 
dry,  and  under  his  capable  management  it  has  developed  into  one  of  the 
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city’s  leading  business  enterprises.  The  plant  has  been  enlarged  con¬ 
siderably  and  furnishes  employment  to  almost  50  people.  It  carries  on 
a  business  within  a  radius  of  20  miles  of  Saranac  Lake. 

On  Nov.  16,  1898,  Mr.  Ames  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Agnes 
M.  Smith,  the  daughter  of  Walter  and  Mary  (Thacker)  Smith.  They  are 
the  parents  of  two  children:  1.  Stanley  Edward,  bom  July  18,  1902, 
attended  Brown  University  and  the  Harvard  School  of  Business  Admini¬ 
stration.  He  now  has  a  responsible  position  with  the  New  York  Tele¬ 
phone  Company  in  New  York  City.  2.  Ruth  V.,  bom  Feb.  6,  1908, 
attended  school  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  is  a  graduate  of  the  Vesper 
George  School  of  Art.  She  lives  at  home. 

In  politics  Mr.  Ames  is  a  Democrat  and  held  the  office  of  village 
trustee  from  1910  until  1913.  He  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge, 
being  a  Knight  Templar,  and  a  member  of  the  Mystic  Shrine  of  Montreal. 
He  also  belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club. 


Lionel  Francis  Miller  is  one  of  the  highly  successful  and  well  liked 
business  men  of  Saranac  Lake,  where  he  is  proprietor  of  the  Miller  Phar¬ 
macy,  located  at  4  Broadway.  He  was  born  at  Brunswick,  Ga.,  Dec.  13, 
1889,  the  son  of  Frank  and  Elizabeth  (DuBrule)  Miller. 

Frank  Miller  was  bom  in  Essen,  Germany,  in  1859,  and  emigrated  to 
this  country  in  1878,  his  parents  having  preceded  him.  He  had  served 
an  enlistment  in  the  German  army.  The  family  settled  at  Brunswick,  Ga., 
where  Frank  Miller  followed  his  trade  as  tinsmith.  He  removed  to  Ogdens- 
burg,  N.  Y.,  in  1894,  and  five  years  later  was  married  to  Miss  Elizabeth 
DuBrule.  They  were  the  parents  of  the  following  children:  1.  Lionel 
Francis,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Emil  M.,  born  in  1892,  engaged  in 
the  real  estate  and  insurance  business,  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.  3.  George  B., 
bom  in  1899,  died  at  Saranac  Lake,  Oct.  2,  1928. 

Lionel  Francis  Miller  attended  the  public  schools  of  Saranac  Lake,  being 
graduated  from  high  school  in  1906.  He  was  employed  for  two  years  in  a 
local  drug  store,  after  which  he  entered  the  New  York  College  of  Phar¬ 
macy  in  New  York  City.  After  his  graduation  from  that  institution  Mr. 
Miller  returned  to  Saranac  Lake  and  was  employed  as  a  pharmacist  in  the 
Kendall  pharmacy  until  Aug.  1,  1917,  at  which  time  he  established  his 
present  business. 

On  Oct.  2,  1912,  Mr.  Miller  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Bertha 
Goldsmith,  the  daughter  of  Aaron  Goldsmith,  for  many  years  the  proprie¬ 
tor  of  a  department  store  at  44  Main  Street,  Saranac  Lake.  He  died  in 
1930.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Miller  were  born  three  children,  one  of  whom 
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died  in  infancy.  Their  sons  are:  Lionel  Francis,  Jr.,  born  May  24,  1915; 
and  Hubert  G.,  born  Feb.  24,  1918. 

Mr.  Miller  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  St.  Bernard’s  Catholic  Church, 
and  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  Elks  Lodge. 

The  family  lives  at  7  Prospect  Street. 


William  Jarvis  Allen. — Among  the  prominent  newspaper  men  of  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  was  William  Jarvis  Allen,  who  died  Jan.  21,  1926.  He  was  for 
many  years  owner  and  publisher  of  the  Jefferson  County  Journal,  at 
Adams.  Mr.  Allen  was  born  at  Pierrepont  Manor,  Jefferson  County,  Oct. 
16,  1845,  the  son  of  Elihu  and  Almira  (Andrus)  Allen. 

Elihu  Allen  was  a  native  of  Pierrepont  Manor  and  was  a  blacksmith 
by  trade.  His  wife  was  the  daughter  of  George  and  Angelina  (Betts) 
Andrus.  George  Andrus  was  born  in  1789  and  his  wife  was  born  in  1815. 
He  was  paymaster  of  a  regiment  of  militia  in  Jefferson  County  in  1808 
and  again  in  1812,  and  from  1810  until  1813  was  a  merchant  at  Ellisburg. 
During  1814-15  he  was  in  charge  of  his  father’s  interests  at  Little  Sandy, 
from  1815  until  1820  he  was  magistrate  at  Ellisburg,  and  in  the  latter 
year  became  a  merchant  at  Adams.  In  1820  he  was  also  appointed  county 
clerk  in  Jefferson  County  by  Gov.  Dewitt  Clinton,  and  two  years  later 
became  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly.  He  was  appointed  postmaster 
of  Adams  in  1822,  during  1824-25  was  a  merchant  at  Ellisburg,  and  from 
1826  until  1829  lived  on  a  farm  at  North  Adams.  He  later  lived  in  Water- 
town  and  at  the  time  of  his  death,  June  8,  1846,  was  living  at  Adams, 
where  he  held  the  office  of  magistrate.  His  wife  died  Feb.  15,  1845. 

George  Andrus  was  the  son  of  David  Ira  and  Sally  (Ranney)  Andrus. 
David  Ira  Andrus  was  born  in  Connecticut  in  1766  and  enlisted  in  the  army 
in  1781  at  Southington,  Conn.  He  served  as  a  fifer  in  the  Sixth  Company, 
Fourth  Connecticut  Regiment,  commanded  by  Col.  Zebulon  Butler;  was 
transferred  later  to  Captain  Robertson’s  company,  Second  Connecticut 
Regiment,  commanded  by  Col.  Herman  Swift.  He  served  as  a  private  and 
his  name  appears  on  the  rolls  until  May  26,  1783.  In  1789  he  went  to 
Oneida  County,  N.  Y.,  and  in  that  year  became  a  charter  member  of 
Roman  Lodge  of  Free  Masons,  of  which  he  served  as  treasurer  in  1802. 
He  became  a  resident  of  Ellisburg,  Jefferson  County,  in  1805,  and  was 
agent  for  Col,  Samuel  Wardwell  of  Rhode  Island.  He  built  the  first  saw¬ 
mill  at  Mannsville  and  built  the  first  dwelling  and  hotel  at  that  place.  In 
1812  he  built  a  hotel  which  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1890.  He  also  built 
saw  mills,  grist  mills,  distilleries,  and  blacksmith  shops  and  employed 
many  men.  From  1810  until  1825  Mr.  Andrus  also  engaged  in  the  mer- 
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cantile  business  with  his  son  George.  He  built  the  army  barracks  at 
Sacket  Harbor  in  1812,  and  in  1817  built  the  Jefferson  County  Bank  Build¬ 
ing  at  Adams,  of  which  he  was  a  director.  He  served  as  a  member  of 
the  General  Assembly  from  1809  until  1812,  and  in  the  latter  year  was 
elected  sheriff  of  Jefferson  County,  in  which  capacity  he  served  until  1818. 

Joseph  Allen,  the  father  of  Elihu  Allen,  was  born  at  Westport,  Mass., 
Nov.  14,  1758.  He  was  a  descendant  of  George  Allen,  a  native  of  England. 
Joseph  Allen  was  a  blacksmith  by  trade,  and  in  the  fall  of  1804  settled 
at  Ellisburg,  N.  Y.,  and  purchased  320  acres  of  land  at  Bear  Creek.  He 
built  the  first  house  there,  the  place  being  a  wilderness  at  that  time.  He 
was  a  Minute-Man  two  years  and  nine  months  during  the  Revolutionary 
War,  attached  to  a  piece  artillery.  Joseph  Allen  was  married  June  27, 
1784,  to  Prudence  Earl  of  Dartmouth,  Mass. 

William  Jarvis  Allen  received  his  education  in  the  district  schools  and 
also  was  a  student  in  the  parish  school  at  Pierrepont  Manor,  which  was 
conducted  by  Rev.  William  Paret.  He  was  a  student  at  Hungerford 
Collegiate  Institute,  and  in  1864  became  an  apprentice  printer  in  the  offices 
of  Dwight  &  Eddy  at  Adams.  In  1865  the  office  was  sold  to  George  C. 
Bragdon  and  that  same  year  the  plant  was  destroyed  by  fire  that  swept 
the  main  part  of  the  village.  Mr.  Allen  entered  the  employ  of  the  Re¬ 
former  in  Watertown  in  1866  and  later  worked  on  the  Observer  in  Utica, 
N.  Y.  Three  years  later  he  came  to  Adams  with  Pratt  &  DeLong,  editors 
and  publishers  of  the  North  Temperance  Journal,  and  the  following  year 
Mr.  Allen  purchased  the  interests  of  Mr.  Pratt,  the  firm  becoming  DeLong 
&  Allen.  In  1871  Mr.  Hatch  purchased  Mr.  DeLong’s  interests  and  the 
paper  was  thereafter  known  as  the  Jefferson  County  Journal.  In  1879  Mr. 
Allen  became  sole  owner  and  publisher  of  the  publication,  with  which  he 
was  actively  identified  until  the  time  of  his  death.  In  1921  his  daughter, 
Edna  Frances  Allen,  became  assistant  editor. 

In  1875  Mr.  Allen  married  (first)  Miss  Alice  Dee  Kilby,  the  daughter 
of  Capt.  Austin  and  Rhoda  (Warner)  Kilby.  She  died  in  1891.  Their 
children  were:  1.  Dora  Mary,  deceased,  was  the  wife  of  Melvin  G.  Dodge. 
2.  Edna  Frances,  lives  at  Adams.  3.  Alice  Mabel,  married  Henry  M. 
Brown,  lives  at  Utica. 

On  June  13,  1895,  Mr.  Allen  married  (second)  Miss  Clara  Cooper,  the 
daughter  of  I.  S.  Cooper,  of  Henderson,  N.  Y.  She  resides  at  Adams. 

Mr.  Allen  took  a  prominent  part  in  local  politics  and  was  a  lifelong 
Republican.  He  was  identified  with  the  New  York  State  Editorial  Asso¬ 
ciation,  Central  New  York  Press  Association,  and  Northern  New  York 
Press  Association,  of  which  he  served  as  vice  president. 

Mr.  Allen  was  a  trustee  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  a  member  of  the 
Citizens  Club,  Board  of  Trade,  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  234, 
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Adams  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  205,  Cecelia  Chapter,  0.  E.  S.  No.  156.  For 
a  number  of  years  Mr.  Allen  had  served  as  a  trustee  of  Adams  Collegiate 
Institute. 


Samuel  David  Matthews,  attorney,  who  has  been  engaged  in  success¬ 
ful  practice  of  law  at  Saranac  Lake  for  15  years  and  prior  to  that  in  New 
York  City,  is  a  prominent  citizen  of  the  North  Country.  He  was  born 
in  Latvia,  in  the  Balkans,  Jan.  12,  1884,  the  son  of  Joshua  and  Sarah 
Matthews. 

Joshua  Matthews  emigrated  to  the  United  States  with  his  family  in 
1890  and  settled  in  Boston,  where  he  engaged  in  business  for  a  number  of 
years.  He  now  is  retired,  still  living  in  Boston. 

Samuel  D.  Matthews  obtained  his  early  education  in  the  Boston  public 
schools,  being  graduated  from  the  English  High  School  of  Boston  in 
1902.  He  then  studied  law  at  Boston  University,  from  which  he  was 
graduated  in  1906,  with  the  degree  of  LL.  B. 

Mr.  Matthews  began  his  professional  work  in  New  York  City,  where 
he  was  associated  for  a  short  time  with  Malcolm  Sumner,  then  of  32 
Nassua  Street.  Later  he  engaged  in  private  practice,  with  his  first  offices 
at  34  Pine  Street,  New  York  City. 

In  1915  Mr.  Matthews  came  to  Saranac  Lake  on  account  of  his  ill 
health,  but  continued  to  practice  law  here.  He  had  been  admitted  to 
practice  law  in  Massachusetts  and  New  York  State  and  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States. 

In  politics  Mr.  Matthews  is  active  in  the  Democratic  party.  In  1928 
he  was  candidate  for  the  office  of  member  of  Assembly  and  in  1931  he 
was  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  district  attorney  in  Franklin  County, 
and  while  he  was  defeated  for  these  offices  they  were  by  very  narrow  mar¬ 
gins,  reducing  a  tremendous  Republican  majority  to  a  matter  of  a  few 
hundred  in  each  case.  Mr.  Matthews  is  extremely  popular  in  a  com¬ 
munity  which  is  largely  Republican. 

On  March  2,  1909,  Mr.  Matthews  married  Miss  Flora  Wasserman,  the 
daughter  of  Benoit  Wasserman,  of  New  York  City.  They  have  two  sons : 
1.  Norman  B.,  born  July  27,  1910,  a  senior  at  Cornell  University.  2.  Emil 
Allen,  born  Oct.  28,  1913,  a  freshman  at  Cornell  University. 

Mr.  Matthews  and  his  family  are  prominent  members  of  Temple 
Emanu-el  at  Saranac  Lake,  and  he  is  affiliated  with  Adelphi  Lodge,  F.  and 
A.  M.  No.  23,  New  York  City;  Wannetta  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  No.  291;  Tyrian 
Council,  Plattsburg ;  and  is  honorary  life  member  and  Past  Exalted  Ruler 
of  Saranac  Lake  Lodge  No.  1508  B.  P.  O.  Elks.  He  has  also  served  as 
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vice  president  and  as  trustee  of  the  New  York  State  Elks  Association. 
He  also  belongs  to  Saranac  Lake  Fish  and  Game  Club,  Saranac  Lake  Boat 
and  Waterways  Club,  and  other  local  civic  organizations.  He  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Franklin  County,  New  York  State  and  American  Bar 
Associations. 

Mr.  Matthews  has  made  numerous  important  investments  in  real  estate 
in  the  region  of  Saranac  Lake,  and  is  now  the  owner  of  150  acres  of  well 
improved  land  near  Lower  Saranac  Lake.  In  1920  he  purchased  the 
former  Ampersand  Hotel  property  and  disposed  of  that  investment  in 
1929. 


Joseph  Nelson  Charland. — Identified  with  the  city  health  department, 
Mr.  Charland  is  one  of  the  substantial  and  well  known  citizens  of  Saranac 
Lake.  He  was  born  at  Keeseville,  Essex  County,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  18,  1873,  the 
son  of  Edward  and  Louisa  (Duffeny)  Charland. 

Edward  Charland  was  born  in  Montreal,  Canada,  March  6,  1816,  and 
in  1824  came  to  the  United  States  with  his  parents,  who  settled  at  Cham¬ 
plain,  N.  Y.  They  were  farmers  in  that  section  for  many  years  and 
Edward  Charland  died  in  1899.  He  was  married  twice  and  had  24  chil¬ 
dren.  He  was  married  (first)  in  1833  to  Miss  Nalette,  of  Keeseville,  who 
died  in  1848.  They  were  the  parents  of  ten  children.  He  was  married 
(second)  in  1849  to  Miss  Louisa  Duffeny,  and  to  them  were  born  14  chil¬ 
dren,  of  whom  Joseph  Nelson,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  the  eleventh 
in  order  of  birth.  The  mother  died  in  1889  as  the  result  of  a  fire,  and  is 
buried  at  Keeseville. 

Joseph  Nelson  Charland  grew  up  at  Keeseville  and  left  school  at  the 
age  of  12  years  to  seek  employment  on  a  farm  adjacent  to  his  home.  He 
worked  for  a  wage  of  four  dollars  a  month  on  the  farm  of  C.  F.  Tabor. 
In  June,  1895,  he  came  to  Saranac  Lake  and  entered  the  employ  of  Walton 
&  Tousley,  plumbing  contractors,  with  whom  he  was  identified  for  three 
years.  He  has  been  in  the  employ  of  the  city  since  1906,  being  in  charge 
of  the  department  of  fumigation. 

Mr.  Charland  was  married  (first)  Jan.  1,  1892,  to  Miss  Bridget  Casey, 
of  Union  Falls,  N.  Y.  Their  daughter,  Marie,  who  is  deceased,  was  the 
wife  of  Daniel  Burke,  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  Bridget  (Casey)  Charland  died 
Feb.  11,  1896,  and  is  buried  at  Union  Falls.  Mr.  Charland  was  married 
(second)  on  Feb.  22,  1902,  to  Miss  Amy  Young,  the  daughter  of  John 
Young.  To  them  were  born  nine  children:  1.  Loris,  born  June  6,  1904.  2. 
Elizabeth,  born  May  29,  1905,  married  Henry  Boley,  lives  at  Saranac  Lake. 
3.  Lillian,  born  June  30,  1906,  is  cashier  in  the  offices  of  the  Metropolitan 
Life  Insurance  Company  at  Schenectady,  N.  Y.  4.  Edward,  born  March  21, 
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1908,  lives  at  Lake  Placid.  5.  Mary,  born  May  6,  1909,  lives  in  New  York 
City.  6.  Cecile,  born  May  25,  1910,  lives  at  home.  7.  Dorothea,  born 
Sept.  4,  1911,  employed  in  the  offices  of  the  Saranac  Lake  Telephone  Com¬ 
pany.  8.  Arthur,  born  March  18,  1916,  attends  Saranac  Lake  High  School. 
9.  Louise,  born  March  12,  1919.  Amy  (Young)  Charland  died  Aug.  7,  1930, 
and  is  buried  at  Saranac  Lake. 

Mr.  Charland  is  a  Democrat  and  holds  membership  in  St.  Bernard’s 
Catholic  Church. 


Floyd  Herman  Greene. — Among  Franklin  County’s  highly  successful 
business  men  perhaps  none  is  better  known  than  Floyd  H.  Greene,  who  is 
president  of  C.  J.  Ayres,  Inc.,  of  Saranac  Lake.  He  was  born  at  Lake 
Clear  Junction,  N.  Y.,  May  12,  1891,  the  son  of  Ira  H.  and  Mary  J.  (Otis) 
Greene.  The  former  lives  retired  and  the  latter  died  in  1928. 

Ira  H.  Greene  was  born  at  Harrietstown,  N.  Y.,  in  1858  and  during  the 
greater  part  of  his  life  he  was  interested  in  building,  his  activities  being 
confined  largely  to  southern  sections  of  Franklin  County.  He  was  mar¬ 
ried  in  1884  to  Miss  Mary  J.  Otis,  the  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Josephine 
(LaBounty)  Otis.  The  former  is  deceased  and  the  latter  lives  at  Lake 
Clear  Junction.  To  Ira  H.  and  Mary  J.  (Otis)  Greene  were  born  three 
children:  1.  Ella  W.,  born  in  1885,  lives  at  Saranac  Lake.  2.  Josephine, 
born  in  1887,  died  in  1911.  3.  Floyd  Herman,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Floyd  Herman  Greene  attended  the  public  schools  of  Lake  Clear  Junc¬ 
tion  and  Saranac  Lake  and  after  his  graduation  from  high  school  in  1910 
he  taught  school  for  two  years  in  Franklin  County.  He  then  accepted  a 
position  with  W.  C.  Leonard  &  Company  as  a  salesman  in  their  Saranac 
Lake  Department  Store,  and  was  identified  with  that  firm  for  four  years. 
In  1915  he  became  associated  with  Clinton  J.  Ayres,  who  purchased  a 
real  estate  and  insurance  agency  which  had  been  founded  thirty  years 
before.  In  1920  the  agency  was  incorporated  as  Clinton  J.  Ayres,  Inc.,  and 
Mr.  Greene  became  secretary  and  treasurer.  Upon  the  death  of  Mr.  Ayres 
in  1930  he  was  succeeded  as  president  of  the  company  by  Mr.  Greene.  It 
was  in  1927  that  this  company  had  taken  over  the  interests  of  the  Eddy 
Whitby  Insurance  Company,  of  Saranac  Lake.  The  firm  handles  all  types 
of  insurance  and  is  local  agent  for  the  Equitable  Life  Assurance  Society 
of  New  York,  besides  being  representatives  of  24  other  important  fire  and 
casualty  companies  in  the  United  States.  They  are  leading  brokers  in 
this  section  of  the  state,  being  associated  with  numerous  brokerage  firms 
in  New  York  City,  Philadelphia,  Brooklyn,  Cleveland,  and  Rochester.  They 
have  made  a  specialty  of  renting,  selling  and  insuring  summer  residence 
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properties  in  the  Adirondack  Mountain  region  and  deal  through  these  well 
known  brokers  in  other  cities. 

On  July  29,  1922,  Mr.  Greene  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Lena 
Walrath,  the  daughter  of  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Walrath,  of  Little  Falls,  N.  Y. 
Before  her  marriage  Mrs.  Green  taught  school  for  a  number  of  years  at 
Saranac  Lake,  Lake  Placid,  and  in  central  New  York.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Greene  have  no  children. 

Politically,  Mr.  Greene  is  a  Republican.  He  is  an  active  member  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  both  he  and  his  wife  being  teachers  in  the 
Sunday  School  Department.  He  is  also  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge, 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  belongs  to  the  Rotary  Club,  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce,  Saranac  Lake  Curling  Club,  and  Saranac  Lake  Fish  & 
Game  Club. 

Mr.  Greene  is  one  of  the  directors  of  the  Saranac  Lake  Co-operative 
Savings  &  Loan  Association,  and  served  as  its  treasurer  for  a  number  of 
years. 


John  Greer,  D.  Y.  S.,  has  had  a  wide  experience  in  his  profession  and  is 
a  representative  citizen  of  Saranac  Lake.  He  was  born  in  Ormstown, 
Quebec,  April  9,  1874,  the  son  of  William  and  Anne  Jane  (McClintock) 
Greer. 

William  Greer,  a  native  of  Canada,  was  born  in  1846,  and  spent  his 
entire  life  as  a  farmer.  He  was  married  in  1872  to  Miss  Anne  Jane  Mc¬ 
Clintock,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Katherine  Cairns  McClintock,  of  Orms¬ 
town.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Greer  were  born  six  children:  1.  John,  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Frederick,  born  in  1875,  died  at  the  age  of  14 
years.  3.  Annie  Jane,  born  in  1877,  married  Drummond  Mode,  farmer, 
lives  at  VanKleek  Hill,  Ont.  4.  William,  born  July  12,  1881,  farmer,  lives 
at  Ormstown.  5.  Sidney  S.,  born  July  17,  1885.  He  has  been  an  account¬ 
ant  in  the  employ  of  R.  G.  Dun  &  Co.,  Montreal,  for  the  past  25  years. 
6.  James,  born  Jan.  17,  1887,  a  farmer  of  Ormstown,  Quebec. 

John  Greer  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Orms¬ 
town,  and  at  Huntington  Academy.  He  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Veterinary  Surgery  in  1896  at  McGill  University,  in  Montreal.  Dr.  Greer 
began  his  professional  career  at  Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  and  for  a  time 
was  identified  with  the  Denver  Veterinary  Hospital.  In  1901  he  returned 
to  Ormstown  and  during  the  same  year  established  his  practice  at  Fort 
Covington,  N.  Y.  From  1903  until  1908  he  was  located  at  Malone,  and 
for  one  year  of  that  period  was  veterinary  inspector  in  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry  in  Chicago.  Dr.  Greer  came  to  Saranac  Lake  in  1908 
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and  is  located  at  12  Dorsey  Street.  He  is  also  city  meat  and  milk  in¬ 
spector  under  supervision  of  the  Saranac  Lake  Board  of  Health,  and  is  a 
member  of  the  New  York  State  Veterinary  Medical  Society. 

On  June  14,  1915,  Dr.  Greer  married  Henrietta  Murray  Broad,  of 
Black  Stone,  Mass.  Politically,  Dr.  Greer  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge, 
being  a  Knight  Templar  and  member  of  Oriental  Temple  at  Troy,  N.  Y. 
He  is  a  member  of  New  York  State  Veterinary  Medical  Society  and  the 
American  Veterinary  Medical  Association. 


Leroy  Upson  Gardner,  M.  D. — As  director  of  Saranac  Lake  Laboratory, 
Trudeau  Sanatorium,  Dr.  Leroy  Upson  Gardner  holds  an  outstanding  posi¬ 
tion  in  professional  circles,  and  one  of  broadest  significance  to  the  welfare 
and  progress  of  the  people.  He  was  born  at  New  Britain,  Conn.,  Dec.  9, 
1888,  the  son  of  Irving  I.  and  Inez  B.  (Upson)  Gardner. 

Irving  I.  Gardner  was  born  at  Charlotte,  Maine,  Aug.  3,  1860.  He 
has  been  interested  in  a  real  estate  and  insurance  business  at  Meridian, 
Conn.,  for  a  number  of  years.  Mr.  Gardner  was  married  in  1886  to  Miss 
Inez  B.  Upson,  the  daughter  of  William  and  Sarah  Upson,  of  New  Britain, 
Conn.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gardner  were  born  eight  children,  two  of  whom 
died  in  infancy.  The  others  are:  1.  Leroy  Upson,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  2.  Maxwell  S.,  born  in  1890,  connected  with  the  general  offices 
of  the  Travelers  Insurance  Company,  Hartford,  Conn.  3.  Alice,  married 
John  Crawford,  who  is  editor  of  an  engineering  journal,  at  Boston,  Mass. 
4.  Walter  R.,  born  in  1896,  farmer,  lives  near  Highland,  Conn.  5.  Law¬ 
rence  T.,  advertising  specialist,  lives  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  6.  Elizabeth, 
married  Shelton  Sturgis,  automobile  dealer,  lives  at  New  Haven,  Conn. 

After  his  graduation  from  New  Meriden  High  School  in  1907,  Leroy 
Upson  Gardner  entered  Yale  University  from  which  he  received  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1912.  He  completed  the  medical  course  at  Yale 
University  in  1914,  after  which  he  spent  three  years  in  graduate  study 
in  Pathology  at  Harvard  University.  He  also  was  an  instructor  in  Path¬ 
ology  at  the  Harvard  Medical  School  at  that  time.  Dr.  Gardner  returned 
to  Yale  University  for  three  months  as  assistant  professor  of  Pathology, 
and  during  the  summer  of  1917  offered  his  services  to  the  medical  corps 
during  the  World  War.  He  was  commissioned  first  lieutenant  and  sent  to 
Camp  Devens,  Mass.,  but  was  soon  after  confined  to  the  hospital  on 
account  of  pulmonary  trouble.  After  his  discharge  in  November,  1917, 
Dr.  Gardner  came  to  Saranac  Lake  as  a  patient  in  Trudeau  Sanitorium, 
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where  he  remained  for  one  year.  After  his  recovery  he  was  appointed  a 
Fellow  in  Pathology  in  the  Trudeau  Foundation  and  in  the  fall  of  1918 
became  identified  with  laboratory  work.  He  was  appointed  director  of  the 
laboratory  in  1927.  His  entire  professional  career  has  been  confined  to 
research  work  in  tuberculosis  and  related  diseases. 

On  June  22,  1916,  Dr.  Gardner  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Cara- 
belle  McKenzie,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Catherine  (Collins)  McKen¬ 
zie,  of  Meriden,  Conn.  They  have  two  daughters,  Margaret,  born  in  1917, 
and  Dorothy,  born  in  1919. 

Dr.  Gardner  is  a  Republican,  and  at  the  present  time  is  serving  as 
village  trustee.  He  and  his  family  are  members  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  he  belongs  to  Beta  Theta  Pi,  and  Nu  Sigma  Nu  fraternities, 
and  the  American  Legion. 

The  Gardner  family  home  is  located  at  36  Old  Military  Road. 


Euclid  C.  Pine. — As  owner  and  manager  of  Riverside  Inn,  one  of  the 
popular  hotels  in  the  Adirondack  region,  Mr.  Pine  is  prominent  through¬ 
out  the  North  Country.  He  was  born  at  Au  Sable  Forks,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  7, 
1867,  the  son  of  Napoleon  B.  and  Celinda  (Demerse)  Pine. 

Napoleon  B.  Pine  was  born  in  Canada  in  1842.  He  was  a  blacksmith 
during  his  life  and  owned  shops  at  Clintonville  and  Au  Sable  Forks.  He 
was  married  in  1865  to  Miss  Celinda  Demerse  of  Au  Sable  Forks.  Mr. 
Pine  died  in  1912  and  his  wife  died  in  1898.  They  are  buried  at  Au  Sable 
Forks.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pine  were  born  four  children:  1.  Euclid  C.,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Lillian,  born  in  1870,  is  the  widow  of  Almeda 
Saure,  lives  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  3.  Minnie  A.,  born  in  1875,  the  widow  of 
Frank  L.  Kemp,  who  was  secretary  and  general  manager  of  J.  and  J. 
Rogers  Company,  paper  and  pulp  manufacturers  of  Au  Sable  Forks.  He 
died  in  August,  1931.  4.  Frank  J.,  born  in  1877,  died  in  1930.  He  was 
also  connected  with  J.  &  J.  Rogers  Company. 

Euclid  C.  Pine  left  school  at  the  age  of  14  years  and  entered  the  offices 
of  the  Peru  Steel  &  Iron  Company,  Clintonville,  as  an  office  boy.  He  re¬ 
signed  after  four  years  in  their  employ  to  become  bookkeeper  for  Henry 
J.  Gillespie,  druggist,  of  Au  Sable  Forks,  with  whom  he  was  associated 
for  five  years.  In  1891  Mr.  Pine  became  a  bookkeeper  and  office  manager 
of  the  hotel  of  Paul  Smith.  He  subsequently  was  identified  with  hotels 
at  Saranac  Inn  and  Au  Sable  Chasm,  and  in  1899,  in  partnership  with 
John  Corbett  purchased  Riverside  Inn  at  Saranac  Lake.  The  firm  of 
Pine  &  Corbett  was  incorporated  in  1909  and  so  continues  up  to  the 
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present  time.  Mr.  Corbett  died  in  1912.  Five  years  later  Mr.  Pine  pur¬ 
chased  his  former  partner’s  interest,  and  has  since  been  sole  owner  of  the 
hotel. 

Mr.  Pine  is  a  Republican  in  politics,  and  in  early  life  was  active  in 
public  affairs.  He  served  as  supervisor  of  Brighton  from  1893  until  1898, 
and  as  supervisor  of  Harrietstown  from  1902  until  1908. 

Mr.  Pine  holds  membership  in  Holy  Name  Catholic  Church  at  Au 
Sable  Forks.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Adirondack  National  Bank  and 
Trust  Company  at  Saranac  Lake. 


James  A.  Fortune. — One  of  the  dependable  business  men  of  Saranac 
Lake  is  James  A.  Fortune,  funeral  director.  He  was  born  in  this  city, 
June  17,  1891,  the  son  of  Antoine  and  Abbie  (Ling)  Fortune. 

Antoine  Fortune,  a  native  of  New  York,  was  born  at  Black  Brook  in 
1861.  He  located  at  Saranac  Lake  in  1889,  and  at  that  time  purchased  a 
small  general  store  on  Broadway.  He  added  a  furniture  and  undertaking 
business  to  the  enterprise  in  1901,  the  business  thereafter  being  known 
as  A.  Fortune  &  Company.  It  continued  as  a  partnership  until  1909  when 
it  was  incorporated  as  A.  Fortune  &  Company,  Inc.,  with  Mr.  Fortune  as 
its  president.  He  died  in  1916  and  is  buried  in  Saranac  Lake  Pine  Ridge 
Cemetery.  Mr.  Fortune  was  married  Dec.  25,  1888,  to  Miss  Abbie  Ling, 
the  daughter  of  James  Ling,  a  Civil  War  veteran.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  For¬ 
tune  were  born  three  children:  1.  Carrie  M.,  born  Nov.  15,  1889,  was  the 
widow  of  L.  G.  Allen,  of  Plattsburgh,  N.  Y.  She  died  March  31,  1931,  and 
is  buried  in  Pine  Ridge  Cemetery,  Saranac  Lake.  2.  James  A.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch.  3.  Robert  H.,  born  July  13,  1892,  lives  at  Saranac  Lake. 
Pie  is  married  and  has  a  son,  Andrew  James. 

James  A.  Fortune  was  graduated  from  Saranac  Lake  High  School  in 
1908  and  from  Albany  Business  College  in  1910.  He  was  associated  with 
his  father’s  business  in  this  city  and  in  1915  became  a  licensed  embalmer. 
In  1926  Mr.  Fortune  retired  from  the  company  to  establish  his  own  busi¬ 
ness,  being  located  on  Woodruff  Street.  This  fine  funeral  home  is  modern 
in  its  appointments  and  has  a  chapel  in  connection,  with  a  seating  capacity 
of  150. 

On  June  19,  1914,  Mr.  Fortune  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Al¬ 
berta  M.  Allen,  of  Fulton,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  Charles  Allen.  He  met 
with  an  accidental  death  in  1892. 

Mr.  Fortune  is  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Lodge,  32nd  degree,  and  is 
a  member  of  Oriental  Temple,  at  Troy,  N.  Y.  He  also  belongs  to  B.  P.  O. 
Elks,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  Saranac  Lake  Club. 
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James  Daniel  McBride. — As  engineer  in  the  Village  of  Tupper  Lake, 
James  Daniel  McBride  is  prominent  in  this  community,  where  he  was 
born  Sept.  28,  1867.  He  is  the  son  of  George  H.  and  Catherine  (Keith) 
McBride. 

George  H.  McBride  was  born  at  Plattsburg,  N.  Y.,  in  1829.  Through¬ 
out  his  life  he  was  interested  in  the  lumber  business  and  came  to  Franklin 
County  in  1854.  He  was  married  in  1862  to  Miss  Catherine  Keith,  who 
was  a  native  of  Queenstown,  Ireland.  They  were  the  parents  of  seven 
children,  of  whom  James  Daniel,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  the  third 
in  order  of  birth. 

James  Daniel  McBride  attended  the  public  schools  of  Tupper  Lake 
and  Moira,  N.  Y.  He  began  his  engineering  career  with  a  large  concern 
in  New  York  and  studied  civil  engineering  at  the  same  time  through  cor¬ 
respondence  work.  Since  1895  he  has  extended  his  professional  work 
throughout  a  wide  area  in  northern  New  York  and  Canada.  For  two 
years  he  was  superintendent  of  a  fire  district  under  the  New  York  State 
Conservation  Commission,  and  in  1916  he  accepted  his  present  appoint¬ 
ment  as  village  engineer  at  Tupper  Lake. 

Mr.  McBride  was  married  on  Nov.  20,  1902,  to  Miss  Emma  Cuglar, 
the  daughter  of  George  and  Catherine  Cuglar,  of  Louisville,  N.  Y.  They 
have  no  children  of  their  own,  but  have  an  adopted  daughter,  Kathryn, 
who  is  the  wife  of  George  Edwin  Trick,  of  Malone. 

Mr.  McBride  is  identified  with  the  Republican  party  in  politics,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Masonic  Lodge. 


James  Woods  Price,  M.  D. — Since  1904  Dr.  Price  has  been  one  of  the 
prominent  physicians  of  Saranac  Lake,  and  he  is  a  veteran  of  the  World 
War,  having  served  with  the  rank  of  major.  He  was  born  in  Albemarle 
County,  Va.,  Jan.  30,  1877,  the  son  of  Charles  Harper  and  Sarah  J. 
(Woods)  Price. 

Charles  Harper  Price  was  a  native  of  Virginia  born  in  1830.  Through¬ 
out  his  life  he  lived  in  Albemarle  County,  and  was  a  successful  farmer. 
He  was  married  (first)  in  1855  to  Miss  Alice  Wood,  and  they  were  the  par¬ 
ents  of  eight  children.  Several  years  following  her  death  he  married 
(second)  in  1871  Miss  Sarah  J.  Woods,  the  daughter  of  James  T.  Woods, 
who  was  a  member  of  a  prominent  Virginia  family.  To  Charles  H.  and 
Sarah  J.  (Woods)  Price  were  born  three  children:  1.  Robert,  born  in 
1873,  died  in  infancy.  2.  Gertrude,  born  in  1875,  lives  in  Albemarle  County. 
3.  James  Woods,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
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The  early  education  of  J.  Woods  Price  was  received  through  private 
tutoring  and  at  the  Episcopal  High  School  at  Alexandria,  Va.  He  re¬ 
ceived  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  the  University  of  Virginia  in 
1901,  after  which  he  served  as  interne  in  the  Philadelphia  Polyclinic  Hos¬ 
pital  for  almost  three  years.  On  account  of  ill  health  Dr.  Price  retired 
from  his  profession  temporarily,  and  spent  one  year  in  travel  abroad. 
Upon  his  return  to  the  United  States  he  located  at  Saranac  Lake,  and 
after  nine  months  of  complete  rest  he  had  sufficiently  recovered  his  health 
to  permit  him  serving  part  time  as  staff  physician  at  Stony  Wold  Sani¬ 
tarium.  In  the  fall  of  1905  Dr.  Price  returned  to  Saranac  Lake  and  dur¬ 
ing  the  following  three  years  engaged  in  research  work  in  Saranac  Lake 
Laboratory.  In  1908  he  established  his  present  private  practice  in  this 
city,  and  he  is  widely  known  as  a  specialist  in  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  At 
the  outbreak  of  the  World  War  he  offered  his  services  to  the  government 
and  was  commissioned  as  an  officer  in  the  Medical  Corps.  His  early  duties 
consisted  in  the  examination  of  recruits  for  tuberculous  conditions,  and 
he  later  became  an  instructor  upon  the  subject  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
and  lectured  at  training  camps  throughout  the  country.  He  was  dis¬ 
charged  with  the  rank  of  major  on  May  10,  1919. 

On  Sept.  3,  1919,  Dr.  Price  married  Miss  Sophia  Mary  Hoerner,  of 
Montreal,  the  daughter  of  David  and  Mary  (Cooper)  Hoerner. 

Dr.  Price  is  a  Democrat  in  politics  and  for  two  years  served  as  trustee 
of  Saranac  Lake  Village.  He  has  always  taken  an  active  interest  in  civic 
affairs  and  is  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  is  a  charter 
member  of  the  Saranac  Club,  and  belongs  to  the  Saranac  Lake  Golf  Club, 
American  Legion,  Phi  Delta  Theta  and  Alpha  Omega  Alpha  fraternities. 
He  and  his  wife  are  prominent  members  of  St.  Luke’s  The  Beloved  Phy¬ 
sician  Episcopal  Church,  of  which  he  has  been  a  warden  for  many  years. 

Dr.  Price  is  a  member  of  Franklin  County,  New  York  State  and 
American  Medical  associations,  and  is  a  director  of  the  National  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Association.  He  also  holds  membership  in  the  American  Climata- 
logical  and  Clinical  Association,  of  which  he  has  served  as  president. 


William  Frederick  Roberts,  retired,  has  been  a  substantial  citizen  of 
Saranac  Lake  for  40  years,  and  during  his  active  career  was  interested  in 
the  real  estate  business.  He  was  born  at  Lewis,  Essex  County,  N.  Y., 
Jan.  30,  1851,  the  son  of  Samuel  and  Sarah  A.  (Lee)  Roberts. 

Samuel  Roberts  was  born  at  Westport,  Essex  County,  in  1806. 
Throughout  his  life  he  was  interested  in  general  farming.  He  died  in 
1879  and  is  buried  at  Lewis.  He  was  married  (first)  in  1829  to  Miss 
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Clarissa  Lee,  and  to  them  were  born  four  children:  1.  Lucia  Lorraine, 
born  in  1832,  died  in  1903,  was  the  wife  of  Richard  Eggleston.  2.  George, 
born  in  1834,  died  in  1916.  3.  Oscar  F.,  born  in  1836,  died  in  1929.  4. 
Duane,  born  in  1838,  died  in  1880.  In  1838  Clarissa  Lee  Roberts  died,  and 
two  years  later  Mr.  Roberts  married  her  sister,  Sarah  A.  Lee.  They  were 
the  daughters  of  Noah  Lee  who  was  a  lineal  descendant  of  John  Lee  from 
England  and  a  man  prominent  in  the  early  settlement  of  Connecticut  in 
the  seventeenth  century.  To  Samuel  and  Sarah  A.  (Lee)  Roberts  were 
born  five  children:  1.  Ralza  R.,  born  in  1843,  was  a  Civil  War  veteran, 
and  became  a  prominent  physician  of  Westport  and  Lewis.  He  died  in 
1879.  2.  James  L.,  born  in  1845,  died  July  2,  1929.  3.  Austin,  born  in 
1847,  died  at  the  age  of  16  years.  4.  Clarissa  Armina,  born  in  1849,  de¬ 
ceased,  was  the  wife  of  David  W.  Dougam.  5.  William  F.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch.  Sarah  (Lee)  Roberts  died  in  1857,  and  is  buried  at  Lewis, 
N.  Y. 

William  F.  Roberts  received  his  education  in  the  district  schools  of 
Lewis  and  high  school  of  Elizabethtown.  He  came  to  Saranac  Lake  in 
1881  as  manager  of  Saranac  Lake  House.  He  held  that  position  for  ten 
years  and  in  1887  was  also  appointed  postmaster,  in  which  capacity  he 
served  for  five  years.  Mr.  Roberts  was  interested  in  a  real  estate  busi¬ 
ness  in  this  city  for  about  30  years,  and  has  lived  retired  since  1922. 

In  1874  Mr.  Roberts  married  Miss  Rosamond  P.  Wakefield,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Cyrle  Wakefield,  of  North  Hudson.  They  had  no  children.  Mrs. 
Roberts  died  Feb.  23,  1929. 

Mr.  Roberts  has  always  been  a  Republican,  and  for  many  years  has 
been  an  elder  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church.  He  is  affiliated  with 
the  Masonic  Lodge  and  has  been  prominent  in  the  work  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

Mr.  Roberts  is  a  director  of  the  Saranac  Lake  National  Bank.  He 
lives  at  118  Main  Street. 


William  Wilber  McCarthy,  who  lives  retired  at  Tupper  Lake,  is  one  of 
the  highly  esteemed  and  widely  known  men  of  Franklin  County.  He  was 
born  at  Constable,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  5,  1872,  the  son  of  David  and  Margaret 
(Rafferty)  McCarthy. 

David  McCarthy  was  born  at  Albany,  N.  Y.,  April  11, 1832,  and  through¬ 
out  his  life  he  was  interested  in  general  farming  and  stock  raising.  He 
died  in  1908  and  is  buried  at  Constable.  He  was  married  in  1859  to  Miss 
Margaret  Rafferty,  the  daughter  of  Patrick  Rafferty,  of  Trout  River, 
N.  Y.,  and  a  native  of  Ireland.  Margaret  (Rafferty)  McCarthy  died  in 
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1894  and  is  buried  at  Constable,  N.  Y.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McCarthy  were 
born  the  following  children:  1.  Dennis,  born  in  1861,  retired  farmer,  lives 
at  Tupper  Lake.  2.  Mary,  born  in  1863,  died  in  1880.  3.  Patrick  H.,  born 
in  1864,  for  many  years  engaged  in  the  grocery  and  meat  business  at 
Tupper  Lake,  now  lives  retired.  4.  David,  born  in  1865,  died  in  1912.  5. 
John  B.,  born  in  1870,  also  engaged  in  the  grocery  and  meat  business  at 
Tupper  Lake,  now  retired.  6.  William  Wilber,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

William  Wilber  McCarthy  obtained  his  early  schooling  at  Constable, 
N.  Y.,  and  is  a  graduate  of  Franklin  Academy,  Malone.  At  the  age  of  20 
years  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Adirondack  Supply  Company  as  a 
bookkeeper.  In  1896  Mr.  McCarthy  became  interested  in  the  grocery  busi¬ 
ness  at  Tupper  Lake  in  partnership  with  his  brother,  Patrick  H.,  and  this 
association  continued  until  1903,  at  which  time  John  B.,  another  brother, 
became  associated  in  the  business.  They  also  had  extensive  lumber  inter¬ 
ests  in  this  section  of  the  state  in  which  they  are  still  engaged. 

On  June  26,  1907,  Mr.  McCarthy  was  united  in  marriage  with  Mrs. 
Effie  Sullivan,  the  daughter  of  John  Quinelle,  of  Brasher  Falls,  N.  Y.  They 
have  no  children. 

Mr.  McCarthy  has  always  been  a  Democrat  and  has  been  a  member  of 
the  Democratic  County  Committee  for  30  years.  Many  years  ago  he  served 
as  tax  collector  and  town  clerk  of  Tupper  Lake,  and  in  1899  was  a  member 
of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Franklin  County. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  McCarthy  are  members  of  the  Catholic  Church,  and  he 
belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  Elks  Lodge. 


Allen  Isaiah  Vosburgh  is  a  well  known  merchant  of  Lake  Clear,  where 
he  has  lived  since  1906.  He  was  born  at  Loon  Lake,  N.  Y.,  July  19,  1870, 
the  son  of  Isaiah  and  Alice  (Miner)  Vosburgh. 

Isaiah  Vosburgh  was  born  in  1847  at  Alburg,  Vt.  At  the  age  of  21 
he  came  to  Saranac  Lake  where  for  15  years  he  was  employed  as  a  stage 
driver  between  that  place  and  Keeseville.  In  1883  he  bought  a  farm  in 
Harriettstown  which  he  operated  for  17  years.  In  1900  he  returned  to 
Saranac  Lake  and  became  active  in  politics.  He  was  employed  by  the 
State  Conservation  Department  as  a  game  protector  for  18  years,  and  for 
four  years  was  a  Division  Chief  Protector.  In  1907  he  was  elected  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Village  Board  of  Trustees  and  was  in  charge  of  the  village 
streets.  The  first  paving  in  the  village  was  done  under  his  direction.  He 
was  elected  president  of  the  village  in  1908,  reelected  in  1909,  1911,  and 
1917-1918  and  1920.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  18 
years.  He  died  April  10,  1924,  and  is  buried  at  Saranac  Lake.  He  was 
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married  in  1867  to  Miss  Alice  Miner,  a  daughter  of  Abel  and  Ann  (Mans¬ 
field)  Miner,  of  West  Georgia,  Vt.

Allen  I.  Vosburgh  received  his  early  education  in  the  district  schools 
of  West  Harriettstown,  and  graduated  from  Eastman’s  Business  College, 
Poughkeepsie,  in  1891.  He  then  assisted  his  father  on  the  farm  and  also 
in  the  store  and  post  office.  In  1894  he  came  to  Saranac  Lake  and  pur¬ 
chased  the  Adirondack  “Enterprise,”  which  he  edited  and  published  until 
1903.  In  1897  he  purchased  The  Tupper  Lake  Herald,  at  Tupper  Lake. 
In  1898  he  bought  the  “Mountain  Mirror”  at  Lake  Placid,  changing  the 
name  to  the  Adirondack  “Press.”  He  published  these  papers  until  1903. 
From  1904  to  1906  he  managed  the  Iroquois  Hotel  at  Tupper  Lake,  N.  Y. 
In  1906  he  sold  his  newspaper  interests  and  came  to  Lake  Clear,  where  for 
two  years  he  was  employed  in  the  store  of  M.  W.  Otis.  In  1908  he  became 
a  patrolman  for  the  Fish  and  Game  Commission,  and  continued  in  that 
capacity  for  three  years.  In  1911  he  was  made  confidential  agent  for  the 
New  York  Fish  and  Game  Department.  From  1913  until  1919  he  served 
as  District  Forest  Ranger.  In  the  latter  year  he  resigned  this  position 
and  bought  the  business  of  M.  W.  Otis  at  Lake  Clear,  which  he  still 
operates. 

Mr.  Vosburgh  was  justice  of  the  peace  at  Harriettstown  for  20  years. 
He  was  elected  supervisor  of  Harristown  in  1921  and  retired  in  1930,  dur¬ 
ing  which  time  he  was  chairman  of  the  board  for  four  years. 

On  Nov.  14,  1894,  Mr.  Vosburgh  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Etta  M.  Otis,  the  daughter  of  Edwin  and  Ellen  (Whitman)  Otis,  of  Saranac 
Lake.  They  were  the  parents  of  three  children,  one  of  whom  died  in  in¬ 
fancy.  The  others:  1.  Maurice  Allen,  born  Feb.  8,  1896.  He  attended 
Saranac  Lake  High  School,  Saranac  Lake,  and  Dean  Academy,  Franklin, 
Mass.  After  leaving  college,  because  of  ill  health,  he  spent  one  winter  in 
Denver,  returning  east  in  the  spring  of  1916.  He  managed  and  operated 
a  supply  boat  on  upper  Saranac  Lake  for  his  uncle,  M.  W.  Otis.  The 
following  winter  he  was  employed  as  a  messenger  by  the  Highland  Bank 
of  Detroit,  Mich.  He  enlisted  for  service  in  the  World  War  in  the  spring 
of  1917  and  was  sent  to  France  that  fall.  He  served  as  ordnance  sergeant 
of  the  46th  Coast  Artillery  until  his  discharge  in  the  spring  of  1919.  He 
is  a  32nd  degree  Mason,  belonging  to  Syracuse  Consistory;  and  Mystic 
Shrine,  of  Troy,  N.  Y.  He  is  now  associated  with  his  father  in  business 
at  Lake  Clear.  He  was  married  in  1924  to  Gloria  Thompson,  and  they 
have  two  children,  Gloria,  six  years  old,  and  Rogene,  three  years  old.  2. 
Alice  Marie  Vosburgh,  born  June  30,  1904.  She  was  graduated  from 
Saranac  High  School  in  1925;  attended  Simmons  College  in  Boston  for 
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two  years;  and  finished  at  Miss  Conklin’s  Secretarial  School  in  New  York 
City.  She  now  holds  a  position  as  department  head  in  the  Macy  Store, 
New  York  City. 

Mrs.  Etta  M.  (Otis)  Vosburgh  was  educated  in  the  Saranac  Lake 
schools  and  later  attended  Plattsburgh  Normal  College.  She  was  a  teacher 
in  the  district  schools  of  Harriettstown  before  her  marriage.  She  is  a 
member  of  the  D.  A.  R.,  Adirondack  Chapter,  of  Malone,  N.  Y.,  tracing 
her  lineage  from  General  Otis  of  Revolutionary  fame. 

Mr.  Vosburgh  is  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
of  which  he  has  been  an  elder  for  18  years.  Mrs.  Vosburgh  is  superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Sunday  School.  He  is  a  32nd  degree  Mason,  Syracuse  Con¬ 
sistory;  a  member  of  Media  Temple  of  Mystic  Shrine  at  Watertown; 
Knights  of  Pythias  of  Tupper  Lake;  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows, 
Malone ;  the  Order  of  Foresters ;  the  Fish  and  Game  Club ;  and  the  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce  both  at  Malone  and  Saranac  Lake. 


Glenwood  M.  DeLisser,  M.  D.,  has  been  actively  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  his  profession  for  more  than  30  years  and  is  numbered  among  the 
leading  physicians  of  Franklin  County.  He  is  established  in  practice  at 
Tupper  Lake. 

Dr.  DeLisser  was  born  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  23,  1873,  the  son  of 
Richard  L.  and  Elizabeth  Mary  (Puffer)  DeLisser. 

Richard  L.  DeLisser  was  born  in  Jamaica,  West  Indies,  in  1819,  of 
English  and  French  descent.  He  came  to  the  United  States  in  1849  and 
settled  in  Brooklyn,  where  he  founded  a  chemical  laboratory.  He  was 
the  inventor  of  the  centrifugal  filter  from  which  developed  the  cream 
separator,  now  in  use  in  every  dairy  in  the  world.  Mr.  DeLisser  died  in 
1888  and  is  buried  in  Brooklyn.  He  was  married  in  1849  to  Miss  Eliza¬ 
beth  Mary  Puffer,  the  daughter  of  George  S.  Puffer,  who  was  president 
of  the  Atlantic  State  Bank  of  Brooklyn.  Her  mother  was  the  daughter 
of  Major  John  Stagg,  who  was  private  secretary  to  Gen.  George  Washing¬ 
ton  during  the  final  days  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  To  Richard  L.  and 
Elizabeth  Mary  (Puffer)  DeLisser  the  following  children  were  born:  1. 
Samuel,  deceased.  2.  Mary  Francis,  married  Dr.  Frank  L.  Keith,  of 
Brooklyn.

Glenwood  M.  DeLisser  attended  the  Brooklyn  public  schools  and  in 
1892  was  graduated  from  Brooklyn  Polytechnic  Institute.  He  attended 
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Washington  University  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  from  which  he  received  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1897.

Dr.  DeLisser  was  married  in  December,  1897,  to  Miss  May  Benjamin, 
the  daughter  of  Lieut.  Edward  Benjamin,  U.  S.  A.  Their  son,  Austin  M., 
was  born  in  1899  at  Flat  River,  Mo.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools 
of  Brooklyn  and  is  a  graduate  of  Brooklyn  Polytechnic  Instiute.  He  is 
connected  with  Cheney  Brothers,  silk  importers  and  manufacturers,  of 
New  York,  as  an  adjuster.  May  (Benjamin)  DeLisser  died  in  1904  and  is 
buried  at  Stratford,  Conn.  Dr.  DeLisser  was  married  (second)  in  1913 
to  Lillian  Claire  D’Acosta,  who  died  in  1927.  She  is  buried  in  the  Catholic 
Cemetery,  at  Tupper  Lake. 

Dr.  DeLisser  is  identified  with  the  Franklin  County,  New  York  State 
and  American  Medical  associations.  He  has  always  been  a  Republican 
and  is  president  of  the  Rod  and  Gun  Club  of  Tupper  Lake,  also  holding 
membership  in  the  Tupper  Lake  Sports  Association.  Since  1913  he  has 
been  a  member  of  the  Catholic  Church. 


Paul  Ernest  Martin,  who  is  associated  with  the  firm  of  Martin  Brothers, 
grocers,  is  one  of  the  dependable  merchants  of  Tupper  Lake,  where  he  also 
holds  the  office  of  mayor.  He  was  born  in  Ontario,  Canada,  Feb.  8,  1888, 
the  son  of  John  B.  and  Cordelia  (Sicott)  Martin. 

John  B.  Martin  was  born  at  St.  Michael,  Quebec,  Canada,  July  3,  1854. 
He  came  to  the  United  States  with  his  family  in  1889  and  settled  at  Tupper 
Lake.  In  Canada  he  was  interested  in  farming  and  after  locating  at 
Tupper  Lake  he  successfully  engaged  in  the  grain  and  feed  business  for 
ten  years.  He  also  held  the  office  of  local  overseer  of  the  poor.  Mr. 
Martin  was  married  in  1881  to  Miss  Cordelia  Sicott,  the  daughter  of 
Toussaint  Sicott.  They  were  the  parents  of  13  children,  three  of  whom 
died  in  infancy. 

Paul  Ernest  Martin  was  educated  in  Canada  and  completed  his  school¬ 
ing  at  Beauharnois  College  in  Quebec,  after  attending  Tupper  Lake  High 
School.  He  also  attended  a  business  college  in  Ottawa  in  1905.  Upon  his 
return  to  Tupper  Lake  Mr.  Martin  was  employed  for  five  years  in  the 
grocery  store  of  Patrick  McCarthy.  He  went  west  in  1911,  and  for  nine 
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years  was  identified  with  the  Portland  Lumber  Company,  in  their  various 
coast  offices.  He  returned  to  New  York  in  1919  and  in  that  year  was 
active  in  the  organization  of  Martin  Brothers,  in  association  with  his 
brothers,  Henry  and  Irenee.  They  purchased  the  business  of  Patrick 
McCarthy,  the  store  being  located  on  Park  Street. 

In  March,  1927,  Mr.  Martin  was  elected  mayor  of  Tupper  Lake,  and 
is  now  serving  his  third  term  in  office.  He  is  a  Republican. 

Mr.  Martin  was  married  Oct.  31,  1924,  to  Miss  Earnestine  Bisson,  the 
daughter  of  Alderick  and  Eugenie  (LaMote)  Bisson.  They  have  two 
daughters:  Mary  Ellen,  born  July  25,  1925;  and  Louise,  born  March  27,

Mr.  Martin  and  his  family  are  members  of  the  Catholic  Church,  and 
he  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  B.  P.  0.  Elks,  St.  John’s  Society, 
Tupper  Lake  Fish  and  Game  Club,  and  Tupper  Lake  Boat  and  Waterways 
Club.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Rotary  Club  and  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


William  Daniel  Wilson,  active  and  progressive  business  man  of  Tupper 
Lake,  is  a  native  of  New  York.  He  was  borp  at  Nicholville,  June  15,  1873, 
the  son  of  Darwin  and  Marian  (Leary)  Wilson. 

Darwin  Wilson  was  born  at  Nicholville,  N.  Y.,  in  1848,  and  spent  many 
years  in  business  as  a  buyer  and  shipper  of  cattle.  He  died  at  Nicholville 
in  1881.  Mr.  Wilson  was  married  in  1870  to  Miss  Marian  Leary,  the 
daughter  of  Jeremiah  Leary,  and  to  them  were  born  four  children:  1. 
Gertrude  E.,  born  in  1871,  lives  at  Clinton,  Mass.  2.  William  Daniel,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.

He  was  married  in  1880  to  Miss  Petra  Anderson,  the  daughter  of  Theodore

Edward  Bernard  Frenette  is  numbered  among  the  popular  young  busi¬ 
ness  men  of  Faust,  and  he  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was  born 
at  South  Colton,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  15,  1891,  the  son  of  Warren  W.  and  Anna 
O’Hara  Frenette. 

Warren  W.  Frenette,  also  a  native  of  New  York,  now  lives  retired  at 
Norfolk,  N.  Y.  During  his  active  career  he  was  interested  in  general 
farming  and  stock  raising.  He  was  married  in  1885  to  Miss  Anna  O’Hara, 
the  daughter  of  Charles  and  Margaret  O’Hara,  of  South  Colton.  Their 
children  are:  1.  Margaret,  born  March  4,  1888,  married  William  Burl, 
lives  at  Worcester,  Mass.  2.  Edward  Bernard,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.

Edward  Bernard  Frenette  obtained  his  education  in  the  public  schools 
and  was  graduated  from  Norwood  High  School  in  1909.  He  was  employed 
in  a  Norwood  clothing  store  by  W.  D.  Fuller  for  seven  years  and  in  1917 
enlisted  for  service  in  the  World  War.  Mr.  Frenette  served  first  in  Com¬ 
pany  D,  1st  New  York  National  Guards,  and  was  later  transferred  to  the 
107th  Infantry,  27th  Division.  He  served  in  France  from  May,  1918,  until 
the  close  of  the  war  and  participated  in  many  important  engagements 
and  drives.

Mr.  Frenette  was  married  on  Oct.  26,  1921,  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Guhrenz, 
of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  She  died  on  Oct.  26,  1927,  leaving  a  son,  Joseph  Ed¬ 
ward,  who  was  born  in  1924. 

Politically,  Mr.  Frenette  is  a  Democrat.  He  holds  membership  in  the 
Catholic  Church,  Knights  of  Columbus,  American  Legion,  “40  and  8” 
society,  and  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Mr.  Frenette  has  been  active  in  the 
work  of  Legion  Mountain  Camp,  which  was  acquired  by  the  State  of  New 
York  and  the  American  Legion  as  a  convalescent  camp  for  disabled  vet¬ 
erans  of  the  World  War.  It  contains  1,285  acres  and  is  a  hospital  center 
and  recreation  spot.  The  camp  was  established  in  1922  and  at  its  organiza¬ 
tion  Mr.  Frenette  was  chosen  as  one  of  its  directors. 


Frank  Elmer  Smith. — As  proprietor  of  a  hardware  business  at  Tupper 
Lake  for  almost  30  years,  Mr.  Smith  is  widely  and  favorably  known 
throughout  Franklin  County.  He  was  born  at  Constable,  N.  Y.,  June  19, 
1874,  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  (Lewis)  Smith. 

Thomas  Smith,  deceased,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He  was  born 
in  Ireland  in  1830  and  emigrated  to  the  United  States  with  his  two 
brothers  in  1851.  They  settled  in  northern  New  York,  and  in  early  life 
Thomas  Smith  was  interested  in  farming.  He  served  throughout  the  Civil 
War  as  a  member  of  Company  E,  98th  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry. 
Later,  Mr.  Smith  became  interested  in  business  at  Malone,  where  he  con¬ 
ducted  a  retail  meat  business.  He  died  in  1906  and  is  buried  in  Morning- 
side  Cemetery,  Malone.  His  wife  was  a  native  of  Burke,  N.  Y.  To  them 
were  born  the  following  children:  1.  Died  in  infancy.  2.  Minor  L.,  born 
in  1853,  died  in  1925,  was  for  many  years  an  engineer  on  the  O.  &  L.  C.

Bert  Thomas,  lives  at  Brandon,  N.  Y.  6.  Lillian,  born  in  1871,  is  the 
widow  of  Schuyler  Cargin,  lives  at  Constable,  N.  Y.  7.  Clarence,  born  in 
1872,  lives  at  Dickinson  Center,  N.  Y.  8.  Frank  Elmer,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch. 

The  boyhood  of  Frank  Elmer  Smith  was  spent  at  Burke,  N.  Y.  At 
the  age  of  16  years  he  was  employed  in  a  creamery  at  that  place  and  two 
years  later  he  was  employed  in  a  harness  shop  at  Burke,  which  was  owned 
by  his  brother-in-law,  George  Douglass.  They  became  successful  harness 
makers  and  later  Mr.  Smith  purchased  the  business  of  Joseph  Jarvis.  In 
1902  he  removed  his  business  to  Tupper  Lake  and  at  that  time  took  over 
the  interests  of  D.  C.  Randall.  He  also  added  a  hardware  stock  to  his 
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business  and  has  since  managed  the  enterprise  at  this  place.  He  has  a 
well  stocked  shop  and  carries  on  a  large  volume  of  business  annually. 

Mr.  Smith  was  married  in  April,  1908,  to  Miss  Anna  Maud  Marsh,  the 
daughter  of  Byron  Marsh,  of  Norfolk,  N.  Y.  She  died  Nov.  6,  1930,  and 
is  buried  in  Tupper  Lake  Cemetery.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  was  born  a 
son,  Floyd  M.,  born  March  21,  1910.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Tupper  Lake 
High  School  and  is  now  associated  in  business  with  his  father. 

Mr.  Smith  has  always  been  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Mount  Arab  Masonic  Lodge,  No.  847;  32nd  degree,  Utica  Consistory,  and 
belongs  to  the  Ziyara  Temple,  of  Utica,  N.  Y.  He  is  also  affiliated  with 
B.  P.  0.  Elks,  and  belongs  to  the  Fish  and  Game  Club  of  Tupper  Lake. 


John  A.  Finnigan. — Prominent  in  newspaper  circles  in  St.  Lawrence 
County  is  John  A.  Finnigan,  who  is  owner  and  editor  of  the  Commercial 
Advertiser,  of  Canton.  He  was  born  in  the  town  of  Canton,  Jan.  10,  1870, 
the  son  of  James  and  Hannah  (Moore)  Finnigan. 

.Tames  Finnigan  was  born  in  County  Cork,  Ireland,  June  29,  1834,  and 
his  wife  was  a  native  of  the  same  county,  born  March  17,  1847.  They 
came  to  this  country  in  early  life  and  settled  first  in  Massachusetts  and 
later  in  St.  Lawrence  County.  Mr.  Finnegan  served  during  the  Civil 
War  as  a  member  of  the  164th  New  York  State  Volunteer  Infantry,  which 
was  known  as  “Corcoran’s  Irish  Legion.”  He  was  wounded  in  battle  and 
spent  some  time  in  Lincoln  Hospital,  Washington,  D.  C.  Upon  his  return 
to  St.  Lawrence  County,  Mr.  Finnegan  engaged  in  general  farming.  He 
retired  in  1919  and  lived  at  Canton  until  the  time  of  his  death  in  1924. 
His  wife  died  in  1920.  Both  are  buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  Canton. 
Mr.  Finnegan  was  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church, 
and  belonged  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  The  following  children 
were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Finnigan:  Margaret,  married  Cornelius  Rich¬ 
ardson,  lives  at  Hollister,  Calif. ;  Thomas  W.,  lives  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y. ;  John 
A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Mary,  lives  at  Canton;  Grace,  married 
Daniel  J.  McCarthy,  lives  at  Ogdensburg;  Lois,  the  widow  of  Edmund 
Circe,  lives  at  Keeseville,  N.  Y. ;  Agnes,  Catherine,  Ethel,  James,  Matthew, 
and  Charles  all  deceased. 

John  A.  Finnigan  attended  the  public  schools  of  Canton,  being  gradu¬ 
ated  from  Canton  High  School  in  1889.  He  received  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  at  St.  Lawrence  University  in  1893,  and  then  taught 
school  for  one  term  at  Parishville,  N.  Y.,  where  he  was  also  principal.  He 
studied  law  in  the  office  of  Ledyard  P.  Hale,  at  that  time  district  attor¬ 
ney,  and  later  counsel  on  the  Public  Service  Commission,  and  in  the  sum- 
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mer  of  1896  Mr.  Finnigan  went  to  Havana,  Cuba  as  special  correspondent 
for  the  Chicago  United  Press  and  the  Watertown  Standard.  In  Septem¬ 
ber,  1896,  he  purchased  an  interest  in  the  Commercial  Advertiser  of  Can¬ 
ton,  and  became  editor.  The  following  year  James  D.  Tracey,  founder  of 
the  publication  died,  and  at  that  time  Mr.  Finnigan  became  sole  owner. 
It  has  been  one  of  the  leading  newspapers  of  this  section  since  1873  and 
has  a  wide  circulation. 

On  Jan.  17,  1900,  Mr.  Finnigan  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Anna 
Heffley,  the  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Sarah  (Conrad)  Heffley,  of  Berlin, 
Pa.  Both  are  deceased. 

Politically,  Mr.  Finnigan  is  an  independent  Republican.  He  is  a  prom¬ 
inent  member  of  St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Club  of 
Canton,  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity,  and  New  York  State  Press 
Association. 


Edmond  Hector  Harvey. — Among  the  dependable  business  men  of 
Tupper  Lake  is  Mr.  Harvey,  who  is  proprietor  of  Harvey’s  Pharmacy  on 
Park  Street.  He  was  born  in  Pennsylvania,  Sept.  9,  1885,  the  son  of 
Peter  and  Flora  (Grennon)  Harvey. 

Peter  Harvey  was  born  in  Quebec,  Canada,  Oct.  16,  1858.  He  came 
to  the  United  States  in  1883  and  settled  in  the  northern  part  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  where  he  had  extensive  lumber  interests.  Mr.  Harvey  was  married 
in  1881  to  Miss  Flora  Grennon,  the  daughter  of  Paul  Grennon,  of  Quebec. 
To  them  were  born  nine  children,  as  follows:  1.  Edmond  Hector,  the 
subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Emily,  born  June  24,  1887,  the  widow  of  Frank 
Martineau,  lives  at  Tupper  Lake.  3.  George,  born  March  28,  1889,  a 
representative  of  the  Prudential  Life  Insurance  Company,  lives  at  Tupper 
Lake.

Hazel, 
born  Jan.  28,  1898,  married  Robert  Carothers,  lives  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y. 
9.  Eve,  born  May  28,  1900,  married  Leslie  Cregier,  certified  public  account¬ 
ant,  lives  at  Schenectady,  N.  Y. 

Edmond  Hector  Harvey  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Tupper  Lake,  but  at  an  early  age  left  school  to  work  in  the  lumber 
camps  of  northern  New  York.  Later,  he  became  proprietor  of  the 
Canadian  Hotel  at  Tupper  Lake  and  in  1913  he  purchased  the  Windsor 
Hotel,  which  he  managed  for  six  years.  Mr.  Harvey  then  became  a  forest 
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ranger  in  the  State  Department.  In  1924  he  became  associated  with  Leon 
C.  Monakey  as  proprietors  of  a  drug  store,  and  after  three  years,  Mr. 
Harvey  became  sole  owner  of  the  business. 

On  Aug.  29,  1907,  Mr.  Harvey  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Anna 
Burke,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Burke,  of  Tupper  Lake.  Their  daughter, 
Olive,  was  born  May  11,  1918,  and  attends  Tupper  Lake  High  School. 

Mr.  Harvey  is  a  Republican  and  for  two  years  held  the  office  of  tax 
collector.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Catholic  Church,  and  belongs  to  the 
Knights  of  Columbus,  Knights  of  St.  John,  B.  P.  O.  Elks,  and  Rotary 
Club.  He  also  holds  membership  in  the  Tupper  Lake  Fish  and  Game  Club 
and  Tupper  Lake  Sports  Association. 


Benjamin  Arthur  Muncil. — As  president  of  B.  A.  Muncil  &  Son,  Inc., 
of  Paul  Smiths,  Mr.  Muncil  is  widely  known  among  the  successful  young 
business  men  of  Franklin  County,  and  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He 
was  born  at  Paul  Smiths,  May  20,  1897,  the  son  of  Benjamin  Arthur  and 
Mamie  (Quain)  Muncil. 

Benjamin  Arthur  Muncil,  deceased,  was  prominent  throughout  this 
section  of  New  York  as  the  founder  of  the  lumber  business  which  bears 
his  name  today.  He  was  a  native  of  this  county,  born  at  Vermontville,  in 
August,  1867.  He  left  school  at  the  age  of  12  years  and  worked  in  the 
lumber  camps  of  the  Adirondack  region.  Later  he  became  a  mountain 
guide.  In  1893  Mr.  Muncil  became  interested  in  building  and  owned  a 
saw  and  lumber  mill  at  Paul  Smiths,  which  he  successfully  operated  for 
20  years.  In  1913  he  built  a  mill  at  Gabriels,  although  the  greater  part 
of  the  company’s  business  operations  have  continued  at  Paul  Smiths. 
They  are  wholesale  and  retail  lumber  dealers  and  general  contractors. 
The  business  was  incorporated  in  1929  as  B.  A.  Muncil  &  Son,  Inc.,  with 
the  following  officers:  B.  A.  Muncil,  president;  B.  A.  Muncil,  Jr.,  vice 
president;  and  C.  F.  Meagher,  secretary  and  treasurer.  Upon  the  death 
of  Mr.  Muncil  on  Dec.  16,  1930,  his  son  succeeded  to  the  presidency.  Mr. 
Muncil  is  buried  in  the  cemetery  of  St.  John  in  the  Wilderness  at  Paul 
Smiths. 

To  Benjamin  Arthur  and  Mamie  (Quain)  Muncil  were  born  three 
children :  Floyd  Arthur,  who  died  at  the  age  of  four  years.  2.  Leah  Mary, 
born  June  6,  1894,  married  Cornelius  F.  Meagher,  who  is  secretary-treas¬ 
urer  of  B.  A.  Muncil  &  Son,  Inc.  A  sketch  of  Mr.  Meagher  appears  else¬ 
where  in  this  history.  3.  Benjamin  Arthur,  Jr.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Benjamin  Arthur  Muncil  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Paul 
Smiths  and  Saranac  Lake  and  also  attended  Albany  Business  College.  He 
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enlisted  for  service  in  the  World  War  in  1918  and  served  in  France  with 
Ambulance  Corps  No.  14.  He  returned  to  this  country  in  June,  1919,  and 
at  that  time  was  discharged.  He  immediately  became  identified  with  his 
father’s  business  interests  and  as  mentioned  above  became  vice  president 
at  the  date  of  incorporation  in  1929,  and  president  of  the  concern  follow¬ 
ing  his  father’s  death. 

Mr.  Muncil  was  married  on  Jan.  6,  1924,  to  Miss  Maud  Hayes,  the 
daughter  of  Denton  Hayes,  of  Bloomingdale,  N.  Y.  He  was  for  many 
years  a  certified  public  accountant  in  New  York  City  and  is  now  deceased. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Muncil  have  been  born  three  children:  1.  Robert,  born 
May  19,  1925.  2.  Benjamin  A.,  Ill,  born  June  24,  1927.  3.  Elizabeth,  born 
Nov.  20,  1929. 

Like  his  father,  Mr.  Muncil  is  identified  with  the  Republican  party 
in  politics.  He  has  succeeded  him  as  superintendent  of  highways  at 
Brighton,  an  office  which  was  held  by  the  father  for  15  years.  The 
members  of  the  family  are  identified  with  the  Catholic  Church,  and  Mr. 
Muncil  is  a  member  of  the  American  Legion. 


Welby  W.  Haile. — Associated  with  public  affairs  at  Canton  for  many 
years,  Mr.  Haile  is  prominent  as  the  clerk  of  St.  Lawrence  County,  which 
office  he  has  held  continuously  since  1913,  and  he  is  also  active  in  the 
city’s  fraternal  life.  He  was  born  at  DeKalb,  St.  Lawrence  County,  Oct. 
31,  1871,  the  son  of  William  H.  and  Viola  M.  (Scripter)  Haile. 

William  H.  Haile  was  born  at  DeKalb,  July  3,  1840,  and  his  entire  life 
was  spent  in  this  section.  He  was  a  farmer  for  several  years,  and  then 
became  interested  in  the  cheese  and  butter  business,  as  a  salesman,  in 
which  capacity  he  served  for  many  years.  He  was  president  of  the  St. 
Lawrence  County  Board  of  Trade  for  25  years,  and  was  a  Republican  in 
politics.  Mr.  Haile  died  Dec.  30,  1927.  His  wife,  born  at  Herman,  N.  Y., 
December  21,  1844,  died  Dec.  30,  1928.  Both  are  buried  at  Richville.  Mr. 
Haile  was  affiliated  with  Richville  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  and  belonged  to  the 
Grange.  He  was  a  trustee  of  the  Congregational  Church.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Haile  were  born  three  children:  1.  Lola,  married  H.  N.  Williams,  de¬ 
ceased,  and  she  resides  at  Gouverneur.  2.  Welby  W.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  3.  Melvin  H.,  who  lives  on  the  old  Haile  homestead. 

Welby  W.  Haile  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  DeKalb, 
and  in  1890  was  graduated  from  Richville  High  School.  He  spent  three 
years  at  Potsdam  Normal  School,  and  in  1893  came  to  Canton  as  recorder 
in  the  county  clerk’s  office.  He  was  connected  with  this  department  in 
county  administration  work  until  his  election  in  November,  1912,  as 
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county  clerk,  and  as  mentioned  above,  he  has  held  the  office  to  the  present 
time,  and  has  proven  a  most  capable  official. 

In  1900  Mr.  Haile  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Louise  A.  Eld- 
redge,  the  daughter  of  Loyal  W.  and  Clara  J.  (Cardinal)  Eldredge,  the 
former  a  native  of  Stockholm  and  the  latter  of  Colton,  N.  Y.  He  is  de¬ 
ceased  and  his  widow  lives  at  Elmira,  N.  Y.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Haile  have  no 
children. 

Mr.  Haile  is  a  member  of  the  Universalist  Church  and  has  the  follow¬ 
ing  lodge  affiliations:  St.  Lawrence  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  No.  Ill,  Past 
Master ;  St.  Lawrence  District,  Past  District  Deputy ;  St.  Lawrence  Chap¬ 
ter  R.  A.  M.  No.  32;  St.  Lawrence  Commandery  K.  T.  No.  28,  Past  Com¬ 
mander;  Central  City  Consistory,  32nd  degree;  Media  Temple,  Potentate 
during  1930-31;  Karnak  Temple,  Montreal,  Canada,  honorary  member; 
Tigris  Temple,  Syracuse,  honorary  member;  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  Past  Noble  Grand,  Canton  Lodge  No.  128;  St.  Lawrence  Encamp¬ 
ment  No.  42,  Past  Chief  Patriarch ;  and  B.  P.  O.  Elks  No.  772,  Ogdensburg. 
He  also  has  served  as  president  of  the  Canton  Advertising  Club,  director 
of  the  Club  of  Canton  and  a  director  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Canton. 
He  belongs  to  the  St.  Lawrence  Golf  Club. 


Edwin  Lee  Hulett,  who  has  been  dean  of  the  College  of  Letters  and 
Science,  St.  Lawrence  University,  since  1915,  is  a  citizen  of  Canton.  He 
was  born  at  Heuvelton,  St.  Lawrence  County,  April  30,  1870,  the  son 
of  Edwin  Henry  and  Emma  C.  (Austin)  Hulett. 

Edwin  Henry  Hulett,  deceased,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.  He 
was  born  at  Heuvelton,  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of  DePeyster.  He 
served  during  the  war  as  a  member  of  the  16th  New  York  Volunteer 
Infantry.  He  was  an  architect  and  builder  and  took  a  prominent  part  in 
public  affairs  at  Heuvelton.  He  held  numerous  public  offices  and  was 
president  of  the  board  of  education.  Mr.  Hulett  died  in  1888  and  his  wife 
died  in  1913.  He  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
and  belonged  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  His  wife  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Their  children  were:  1.  Morris  A.,  attor¬ 
ney,  lives  in  New  York  City.

The  early  education  of  Edwin  Lee  Hulett  was  received  in  the  public 
schools  of  Heuvelton,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1892.  He  com- 
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pleted  a  course  of  study  at  Potsdam  Normal  School  in  1896  and  spent  the 
following  six  years  as  a  teacher  at  Brushtown,  N.  Y.  During  this  time  he 
attended  the  Summer  sessions  at  New  York  University.

Edson  A.  Martin,  who  is  sheriff  of  St.  Lawrence  County,  is  a  member 
of  a  well  known  and  highly  esteemed  family  of  Canton,  where  he  was 
born  April  15,  1897.  He  is  the  son  of  Albert  H.  and  Ada  (Wellman) 
Martin. 

Albert  H.  Martin  was  born  at  Clare,  St.  Lawrence  County,  and  his 
wife  is  a  native  of  Kendall  County,  Ill.  He  has  been  interested  in  general 
farming  and  stock  raising  throughout  his  life  and  lives  at  Canton.  He  is 
a  Republican  and  holds  the  office  of  deputy  sheriff  of  St.  Lawrence  County. 
He  and  his  family  are  members  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  he  belongs 
to  the  Grange.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Martin  were  born  four  children:  1. 
Edson  A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  2.  Wayne  E.  3.  Alberta.  4.  Iona. 
All  live  at  Canton. 

Albert  H.  Martin  is  the  son  of  Alexander  and  Jane  (Wells)  Martin. 
Alexander  Martin  served  throughout  the  Civil  War  and  was  wounded  at 
the  battle  of  Spottsylvania.  He  was  active  in  public  affairs  at  Canton 
and  was  a  Republican.  He  held  membership  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are  buried  at  Canton. 

Edson  A.  Martin  received  his  education  in  the  Canton  public  schools 
and  after  his  graduation  from  high  school  he  entered  the  employ  of  the 
DeGrasse  Paper  Company,  now  the  International  Paper  Company,  at 
Pyrites,  N.  Y.  In  1918  Mr.  Martin  enlisted  in  the  World  War  and  was  sent 
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to  Camp  Jackson,  S.  C.,  where  he  was  assigned  to  the  25th  Replacement 
Regiment  of  Field  Artillery.  While  his  company  was  enroute  to  France 
the  war  ended  and  Mr.  Martin  was  discharged  in  January,  1919.  At  that 
time  he  resumed  his  former  employment  at  Pyrites.

She  was  born  at  Ogdensburg,  N.  Y.,  the  daughter  of  William  and 
Elizabeth  (Daniels)  Earl. 

William  Earl  was  born  at  North  Augusta,  Canada,  of  American  par¬ 
ents.  He  became  a  member  of  the  Ogdensburg  police  force  and  for  many 
years  was  overseer  of  the  poor  at  Ogdensburg.  He  died  in  1906  and  his 
wife,  who  was  born  at  Waddington,  St.  Lawrence  County,  died  in  1925.

Nettie  Earl  attended  the  public  and  high  schools  of  Ogdensburg  and 
is  a  graduate  of  Ogdensburg  Commercial  College.  She  spent  five  years  as 
stenographer  and  bookkeeper  for  the  McCormick  Harvester  Company,  at 
Ogdensburg.  She  was  also  employed  by  Skillings,  Whitney  &  Barnes, 
lumber  dealers,  of  Ogdensburg.  On  Jan.  1,  1914,  she  became  matron  of 
the  St.  Lawrence  County  Home,  and  served  in  that  capacity  until  the 
death  of  her  husband,  March  12,  1921,  at  which  time  she  took  over  his 
duties  as  superintendent  of  the  poor,  being  the  first  woman  in  the  State 
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of  New  York  to  hold  an  office  of  this  kind.  Mrs.  Olmsted  has  proven  most 
capable  and  efficient  and  also  holds  the  office  of  commissioner  of  public 
welfare.  She  is  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Association  of  Social 
Welfare  Officers. 

In  1906  Nettie  Earl  was  married  to  Harlow  A.  Olmstead,  who  died  in 
1921,  and  is  buried  at  Ogdensburg.  He  was  the  son  of  Lorenzo  and 
Dorothy  (Godsell)  Olmsted,  the  former  a  native  of  Parish ville,  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County,  and  the  latter  of  England.  Both  are  buried  at  Ogdensburg. 
Mr.  Olmstead  had  served  throughout  the  Civil  War  with  a  company  of 
New  York  infantry.  To  Harlow  A.  and  Nettie  (Earl)  Olmstead  were  born 
two  daughters:  Elizabeth,  a  graduate  of  Canton  High  School,  class  of 
1931,  attends  St.  Lawrence  University;  and  Dorothy,  a  graduate  of  Canton 
High  School,  class  of  1931,  attends  the  New  York  State  School  of  Agrir 
culture.  Mr.  Olmstead  was  a  Republican,  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  and  belonged  to  the  Masonic  Lodge,  B.  P.  0.  Elks  No.  772,  and 
Knights  of  Pythias. 

Mrs.  Olmsted  is  identified  with  the  Republican  party  in  politics.  She 
is  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  Grange,  and  Order  of  Eastern  Star. 

Samuel  Daniels,  great  grandfather  of  Mrs.  Olmstead,  served  through¬ 
out  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  is  buried  at  Waddington,  N.  Y. 


Major  Harold  R.  DePue,  M.  D. — An  experienced  physician  and  public 
spirited  citizen,  Dr.  DePue  is  numbered  among  the  representative  profes¬ 
sional  men  of  Canton,  and  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was  born 
at  Great  Bend,  Susquehanna  County,  Pa.,  Feb.  9,  1882,  the  son  of  David  D. 
and  Caroline  (LaToure)  DePue. 

David  D.  DePue,  a  native  of  France,  was  brought  to  this  country  in 
infancy  and  was  educated  in  Pennsylvania,  where  his  parents  settled.  He 
became  interested  in  the  hotel  business  and  managed  hostelries  at  Great 
Bend,  Athens,  To wanda,  and  Seneca  Falls.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he 
was  proprietor  of  the  Stanton  Hotel  at  Oneonta,  N.  Y.  Mr.  DePue  was  a 
Republican,  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church  and  a  32nd  degree  Mason, 
His  wife  was  born  at  New  Orleans,  La.  Both  are  buried  at  Binghamton, 
N.  Y.  Their  only  child  was  Harold  R.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

Harold  R.  DePue  was  educated  in  private  schools  and  during  his  col¬ 
lege  career  attended  the  University  of  Vermont  from  which  he  received 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1911.  He  was  an  interne  at  Baccus 
Hospital,  Norwich,  Conn.,  took  graduate  work  at  Lying-In  Hospital,  New 
York  City,  and  in  1913  established  a  private  practice  at  Princeton,  Maine. 
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Dr.  DePue  was  called  into  the  service  during  the  World  War  as  a  first 
lieutenant  in  the  Medical  Corps.  He  was  assigned  to  the  transport  ship, 
U.  S.  S.  Santa  Rosa  as  medical  officer  in  charge,  and  made  seven  trips 
between  the  United  States  and  France.  He  was  then  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  captain  and  in  November,  1918,  was  given  charge  of  the  medical  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Signal  Corps  camp  at  Jersey  City,  N.  J.  He  was  discharged 
with  the  rank  of  major  in  September,  1919,  and  now  holds  that  commis¬ 
sion  in  the  U.  S.  Army  Medical  Reserve  Corps. 

In  1919  Dr.  DePue  established  a  practice  at  Calais,  Maine,  and  in  1925 
he  became  surgeon  for  the  St.  Croix  Paper  Company  at  Woodland,  Maine. 
Dr.  DePue  established  a  private  practice  at  Canton  in  January,  1931.  He 
has  taken  graduate  work  at  the  Post  Graduate  Hospital,  New  York  City, 
and  the  Dr.  Strauss  Clinic,  in  Chicago.  He  is  identified  with  the  St. 
Lawrence  County,  New  York  State,  and  American  Medical  associations. 

In  1914  Dr.  DePue  married  Miss  Mildred  McGibbon,  the  daughter  of 
Arthur  McGibbon,  of  Woodstock,  N.  B.  He  is  an  engineer  on  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railroad.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  DePue  are  the  parents  of  two  sons, 
David  and  John. 

Dr.  DePue  has  always  been  independent  in  politics.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Episcopal  Church  and  is  affiliated  with  Round  Hill  Lodge,  F.  and 
A.  M. ;  Calais  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  and  Calais  Commandery,  K.  T.  He  is 
past  commander  of  the  American  Legion  Post  at  Calais,  Maine. 


Leon  G.  Crary. — One  of  the  leading  attorneys  of  St.  Lawrence  County 
is  Leon  G.  Crary,  who  has  engaged  in  practice  at  Canton  for  almost  30 
years,  and  he  has  served  as  justice  of  the  peace  since  1921.  He  was 
born  in  this  city,  Jan.  20,  1876,  the  son  of  Elias  and  Mary  (Middleton) 
Crary. 

Elias  Crary  was  born  at  Potsdam  and  during  his  early  life  was  a  school 
teacher.  He  later  engaged  in  farming  and  was  successful  as  a  dairyman. 
He  died  in  1895  and  is  buried  at  Potsdam.  His  wife,  born  at  Lisbon,  St. 
Lawrence  County,  died  in  1911.  Mr.  Crary  was  a  Republican  and  held 
membership  in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  There  were  two  sons  born  to 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Crary:  1.  Silas,  lives  at  Canton.  2.  Leon  G.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch. 

In  1895  Leon  G.  Crary  was  graduated  from  Canton  High  School.  He 
received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  at  Cornell  University  in  1889,  and 
during  1901-02  studied  at  the  Albany  Law  School.  During  that  time  he 
also  was  a  clerk  in  the  State  House  at  Albany.  After  his  admission  to 
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the  New  York  bar  in  June,  1903,  Mr.  Crary  located  at  Canton,  where  he 
was  associated  in  practice  with  the  late  Major  H.  D.  Ellsworth.  Mr. 
Crary  has  offices  at  67  Main  Street.  He  is  a  member  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
County  Bar  Association. 

In  1911  Mr.  Crary  married  (first)  Miss  Leta  Maybee,  who  died  in  1914. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Ella  Maybee,  who  were  natives  of 
Mexico,  Oswego  County.  He  married  (second)  Miss  Marie  A.  Becker  in 
1917. 

Mr.  Crary  is  a  Republican  and  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 


Richard  Eddy  Sykes,  B.  S.,  M.  S-,  D.  D. — One  of  the  most  outstanding 
figures  in  educational  realms  in  the  North  Country  is  Doctor  Sykes,  who 
is  president  of  St.  Lawrence  University,  at  Canton.  He  was  born  in  the 
town  of  Canton,  Jan.  3,  1861,  the  son  of  Edwin  Jones  and  Louise  (Brewer) 
Sykes.  Edwin  Jones  Sykes  was  a  successful  farmer  and  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  a  few  years,  spent  his  entire  life  on  the  farm.  Both  he  and  his 
wife  are  deceased. 

Dr.  Richard  Eddy  Sykes  was  educated  in  the  public  and  high  schools 
of  Canton  and  was  graduated  from  St.  Lawrence  University  in  1883,  with 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  academic 
course  he  then  pursued  his  theological  training  in  the  Theological  School 
of  St.  Lawrence  University,  and  was  graduated  in  1885.  He  received  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  1887  and  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity 
in  1906.  He  was  ordained  in  1885  as  a  Universalist  minister,  and  spent 
34  years  in  church  work,  serving  as  pastor  at  Little  Falls,  Herkimer 
County,  N.  Y.,  Denver,  Colo.,  and  Malden,  Mass.  On  May  1,  1919,  Doctor 
Sykes  received  the  appointment  as  president  of  St.  Lawrence  University. 

In  his  work  at  the  University,  Doctor  Sykes  has  met  with  marked  suc¬ 
cess  and  is  deservedly  popular.  During  1922-25  he  successfully  carried 
out  campaigns  to  secure  an  endowment  of  $1,000,000. 

Doctor  Sykes  holds  membership  in  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  Beta  Theta  Pi 
fraternities,  University  Club  of  Malden,  Mass.,  Club  of  Canton,  and 
Masonic  Lodge. 

On  Oct.  18,  1887,  Doctor  Sykes  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss 
Mabel  Houghton,  the  daughter  of  Byron  Knight  and  Emma  (Gay)  Hough¬ 
ton.  They  are  the  parents  of  two  daughters:  1.  Dorothy  Louise,  born 
March  4,  1892,  married  Felix  Morse  Frederiksen.  2.  Elizabeth  Blanche, 
born  Sept.  19,  1899,  married  Ralph  Harold  Michaels. 

Doctor  and  Mrs.  Sykes  live  at  56  East  Main  Street,  Canton. 
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Gilbert  A.  Ball. — As  principal  of  Morristown  High  School,  Mr.  Ball  is 
widely  known  in  educational  circles  in  St.  Lawrence  County.  He  was  born 
at  Theresa,  N.  Y.,  June  3,  1901,  the  son  of  Thomas  E.  and  Clara  E. 
(Parker)  Ball. 

Thomas  E.  Ball  is  a  leading  citizen  of  Jefferson  County,  and  a  com¬ 
plete  sketch  of  him  may  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  history. 

After  his  graduation  from  Theresa  High  School  in  1919,  Gilbert  A. 
Ball  taught  school  for  three  years  in  the  Hyde  Lake  District,  at  Plessis, 
and  in  the  Piper  District,  all  in  Jefferson  County.  In  1922  he  entered  St. 
Lawrence  University,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Science  in  1926.  In  that  year  he  was  appointed  assistant  principal  and 
science  teacher  at  Canton  High  School,  and  he  remained  there  until  Sep¬ 
tember,  1928,  at  which  time  he  came  to  Morristown.  He  is  identified  with 
the  Franklin  and  St.  Lawrence  Teachers  Association,  New  York  State 
Teachers  Association,  New  York  State  Principals  Association,  New  York 
State  Science  Teachers  Association,  and  Chairman  of  the  Science  Section 
of  the  Northern  Zone. 

In  1927  Mr.  Ball  married  Miss  Mary  Jane  Keller,  the  daughter  of  Fred 
and  Imogene  Keller,  who  are  residents  of  Bangor,  N.  Y.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Ball  have  two  daughters,  Zoe  Ann,  and  Florence  Elizabeth. 

Mr.  Ball  is  a  Republican,  and  belongs  to  St.  Lawrence  Lodge  F.  and 
A.  M.  No.  111. 


John  E.  Swarts,  M.  D. — Among  the  able  young  physicians  and  sur¬ 
geons  of  St.  Lawrence  County  may  be  mentioned  Doctor  Swarts,  of  Can¬ 
ton,  who  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was  born  at  Goderich, 
Ontario,  Canada,  May  19,  1896,  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Jennie  (McDonald) 
Swarts. 

Thomas  Swarts  and  his  wife  were  bom  in  Canada  at  London  and 
Goderich,  respectively.  They  are  now  residents  of  Goderich,  and  for 
many  years  Mr.  Swarts  has  been  successful  as  a  dealer  in  horses,  having 
government  contracts  for  their  sale.  He  also  is  interested  in  the  automo¬ 
bile  and  taxi  business.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Swarts  are  members  of  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Church.  Their  children  are:  1.  Guy,  deceased.  2.  Thomas,  de¬ 
ceased.  3.  John  E.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  4.  Ernest,  deceased. 
5.  Isabel,  deceased. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  public  schools,  John  E.  Swarts  attended 
Goderich  Collegiate  Institute  in  1911.  He  received  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine  at  Queens  College  in  1919,  and  during  the  following  year  was 
an  interne  at  Royal  Victoria  Hospital,  Montreal.  He  then  practiced  at 
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Sudbury,  Ontario,  during  1920-22,  and  spent  from  1922  until  1925  as  an 
interne  in  Broad  Street  Hospital,  New  York  City.  For  one  year  Dr. 
Swarts  practiced  medicine  in  New  York  City,  and  in  1926  located  at  Chazy. 
Three  years  later  he  established  offices  at  Pyrites,  St.  Lawrence  County. 
He  has  been  located  in  Canton  since  September,  1930. 

In  1925  Dr.  Swarts  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Amanda  Goe, 
the  daughter  of  Harry  Goe,  of  Clarksburg,  W.  Va.  He  is  district  super¬ 
intendent  of  the  Standard  Oil  Company.  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Swarts  have 
two  children,  Thomas  and  Betty. 

In  1915  Dr.  Swarts  enlisted  in  the  Canadian  army  for  service  in  the 
World  War  and  was  attached  to  Queen’s  Medical  Corps  throught  the  war 
period. 

Dr.  Swarts  is  identified  with  the  St.  Lawrence  County,  New  York  State, 
and  American  Medical  Associations.  He  also  holds  membership  in  the 
Club  of  Canton  and  the  St.  Lawrence  Golf  Club. 


James  Grover  Crawford,  who  is  vice  president  and  treasurer  of  James 
V.  Crawford,  Inc.,  is  one  of  Morristown’s  most  progressive  business  men, 
and  is  a  veteran  of  the  World  War.  He  was  born  in  this  city,  Sept.  27, 
1888,  the  son  of  James  V.  and  Agnes  (Colburn)  Crawford. 

James  V.  Crawford,  deceased,  was  the  founder  of  the  business  which 
bears  his  name,  and  for  many  years  was  a  leader  in  the  business  and  civic 
life  of  Morristown.  He  was  born  at  Edwardsville,  N.  Y.,  spent  his  boy¬ 
hood  on  his  father’s  farm,  and  as  a  young  man  came  to  Morristown  as  a 
clerk  in  the  general  store  of  Albert  Proctor.  Later  he  became  associated 
with  William  D.  Seeley,  as  proprietors  of  a  general  mercantile  establish¬ 
ment,  and  the  firm  of  Crawford  &  Seeley  continued  for  several  years. 
Mr.  Crawford  then  purchased  his  partner’s  interest  and  the  business  was 
incorporated  in  1913  with  Mr.  Crawford  as  president.  He  was  serving 
in  that  capacity  at  the  time  of  his  death,  Sept.  30,  1921.  His  wife  was 
born  at  Morristown  and  died  in  1900.  Both  are  buried  in  this  city.  Mr. 
Crawford  was  also  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Frontier  National  Bank  of 
Morristown  and  became  its  first  president.  He  also  held  that  office  until 
his  death.  During  the  presidency  of  Grover  Cleveland  Mr.  Crawford 
served  as  postmaster  and  again  was  appointed  to  that  office  during  the 
administration  of  Woodrow  Wilson.  He  was  a  Democrat  in  politics  and 
took  an  active  interest  in  local  affairs.  He  served  as  justice  of  the  peace. 
Mr.  Crawford  was  a  trustee  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  was  past  master 
of  Black  Lake  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  No.  319,  and  belonged  to  the  Knights 
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of  Pythias  and  Independent  Order  of  Foresters.  The  only  child  born  to 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Crawford  was  James  Grover,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 

In  1909  James  Grover  Crawford  was  graduated  from  Morristown  High 
School.  He  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  at  Syracuse  Uni¬ 
versity  in  1913,  and  at  that  time  was  elected  treasurer  of  the  James  V. 
Crawford  Company,  Inc.  In  1918  Mr.  Crawford  was  inducted  into  service 
for  the  World  War  and  was  sent  to  Fort  Hancock,  N.  J.,  where  he  was 
assigned  to  the  22nd  Coast  Artillery.  After  his  discharge  he  resumed  his 
former  position  and  upon  the  death  of  his  father  in  1921  Mr.  Crawford 
became  vice  president  and  treasurer.  He  is  also  a  director  of  the  Frontier 
National  Bank. 

In  1916  Mr.  Crawford  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Elizabeth 
Campbell,  the  daughter  of  George  and  Myrtle  (Edgerley)  Campbell,  na¬ 
tives  of  New  York.  Both  are  deceased  and  are  buried  at  Alexandria  Bay. 
To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Crawford  have  been  born  two  daughters:  Ruth  Ellen, 
born  in  October,  1920;  Jane  Elizabeth,  born  in  December,  1924. 

Mr.  Crawford  is  a  Democrat  and  is  serving  as  justice  of  the  peace  and 
village  trustee.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  belongs 
to  Black  Lake  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  319;  Phi  Kappa  Psi  fraternity,  and 
American  Legion. 


Lee  R.  Smith. — Among  the  most  successful  business  men  of  Hammond 
is  Lee  R.  Smith,  who  is  cashier  of  the  Citizens  National  Bank.  He  was 
born  in  this  city,  April  18,  1882,  the  son  of  John  A.  and  Cora  (Stark¬ 
weather)  Smith. 

Both  John  A.  Smith  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  Hammond.  Until 
1908  he  was  interested  in  general  farming  and  stock  raising.  He  served 
as  superintendent  of  highways  for  many  years  and  died  in  1923.  His 
wife  died  in  1915.  They  are  buried  at  Morristown.  Mr.  Smith  was  a 
Democrat,  a  member  of  the  First  Congregational  Church,  and  belonged  to 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  being  past  noble  grand.  To  John  A. 
and  Cora  (Starkweather)  Smith  was  born  one  child,  Lee  R.,  the  subject 
of  this  sketch.  Mr.  Smith  was  married  (second)  to  Mrs.  Celia  S.  Wiggins. 
She  died  in  1921  and  is  buried  at  Canton,  N.  Y. 

Lee  R.  Smith  received  his  education  in  the  Hammond  public  schools 
and  in  1903  was  graduated  from  Potsdam  Normal  School.  For  a  time  he 
was  a  clerk  in  the  store  of  Haller  &  Jones,  of  Watertown.  In  1906  he 
became  manager  of  his  father  s  farm  and  ten  years  later  was  appointed 
postmaster  of  Hammond,  which  office  he  held  from  April,  1916,  until 
February,  1922.  He  has  been  cashier  of  the  Citizens  National  Bank  since 
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March,  1922,  and  in  1930  was  president  of  the  St.  Lawrence  County 
Bankers  Association. 

In  1907  Mr.  Smith  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Elizabeth  John¬ 
ston,  the  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Catherine  Johnston.  The  former  is 
deceased  and  the  latter  resides  at  Hammond.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  have 
two  children:  1.  Robert  J.,  a  graduate  of  Hammond  High  School,  attends 
St.  Lawrence  University,  class  of  1932,  and  member  of  Sigma  Pi  frater¬ 
nity.  2.  Frances  E.,  a  student. 

Mr.  Smith  is  a  Democrat,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
belongs  to  Hammond  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  No.  861,  and  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows,  Past  Noble  Grand. 


Capt.  Matthew  M.  Farrell. — One  of  the  solid  business  men  of  Morris¬ 
town  is  Capt.  Farrell,  who  is  president  of  the  Brockville-Morristown 
Transportation  Company.  He  was  born  at  Maitland,  Ontario,  Sept.  10, 
1880,  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Bridget  (Burns)  Farrell. 

Thomas  Farrell  was  a  native  of  County  Kildare  and  his  wife  was  born 
in  County  Carlow,  Ireland.  Their  marriage  took  place  at  Prescott,  Ont. 
Almost  his  entire  life  was  spent  as  a  farmer.  He  died  in  1897  and  his 
wife  died  in  1919.  They  are  buried  at  Brockville.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Farrell 
were  members  of  St.  Mark’s  Catholic  Church.  They  were  the  parents  of 
14  children:  1.  James,  who  died  in  1924,  was  immigrant  inspector  for 
the  U.  S.  government  at  Morristown  for  20  years.  2.  John,  lives  at  Brock¬ 
ville,  Ont.  3.  Rose,  the  widow  of  Edward  Kuhlman,  lives  at  Atlanta,  Ga. 
4.  Anna,  the  widow  of  George  Brown,  lives  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  5.  Catherine, 
married  William  Kelly,  lives  at  Brockville,  Ont.  6.  Thomas,  lives  at 
Indianapolis,  Ind.  7.  Capt.  Patrick,  retired  lake  captain,  lives  at  Buffalo. 
8.  Timothy,  marine  engineer,  lives  at  Buffalo.  9.  Edward,  fish  and  game 
protector,  lives  at  Morristown.  10.  Henry,  deceased.  11.  Matthew  M., 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.  12.  Mary,  married  Ernest  Hopwood,  lives  at 
Ogdensburg.  13.  Josephine,  supervisor  of  St.  Joseph’s  Hospital  at  Harri¬ 
son,  N.  Y.  14.  William,  deceased. 

Matthew  M.  Farrell  attended  the  public  schools  of  Maitland.  He  re¬ 
mained  on  his  father’s  farm  until  1897  and  in  that  year  went  to  Oswe- 
gatchie,  N.  Y.,  to  enter  the  cheese  manufacturing  business  with  his 
brother.  Later  he  became  an  attendant  at  the  Ogdensburg  State  Hospital. 
He  became  a  sailor  on  the  Great  Lakes  and  after  his  promotion  to  first 
mate  he  became  identified  with  the  Brockville-Morristown  Transportation 
Company  as  president.  In  1924  he  returned  to  Morristown  and  at  that 
time  received  his  master’s  papers.  He  became  master  of  the  Elmer  W. 
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Jones  in  1925,  and  still  serves  in  that  capacity.  This  vessel  is  owned  by 
the  Brockville-Morristown  Transportation  Company. 

Mr.  Farrell  is  a  Republican,  holds  membership  in  St.  John’s  Catholic 
Church,  and  belongs  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  Ogdensburg  Council. 


LeRoy  J.  Stiles. — Active  and  progressive  in  business,  Mr.  Stiles  is 
prominent  in  Hammond  as  proprietor  of  a  hardware  business.  He  was 
born  here  May  15,  1889,  the  son  of  William  T.  and  Harriet  (Inglas)  Stiles. 

A  sketch  of  William  T.  Stiles  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history. 

After  his  graduation  from  Hammond  High  School  in  1909,  LeRoy  J. 
Stiles  attended  Albany  Business  School.  His  entire  business  career  has 
been  identified  with  the  hardware  business  which  was  established  by  his 
father,  and  he  has  owned  the  store  since  1921.

He  also 
belongs  to  the  New  York  State  and  National  Hardware  Dealers  Asso¬ 
ciations. 


William  T.  Stiles,  retired,  has  taken  a  prominent  part  in  the  business 
life  of  Hammond  for  many  years  and  is  a  representative  citizen  of  St. 
Lawrence  County.  He  was  born  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  Dec.  28,  1852,  the  son 
of  Andrew  and  Harriet  (Inglas)  Stiles. 

Andrew  Stiles  was  born  in  Buffalo  and  his  wife  was  a  native  of  LeRoy, 
Jefferson  County.  He  was  a  blacksmith  by  trade.  Mr.  Stiles  died  in 
1852  and  his  wife  died  in  1906.  They  were  members  of  the  Methodist 
Church.  Their  children  were:  1.  Sarah  A.,  married  James  Simmons,  both 
deceased.  2.  Fidelia,  deceased.  3.  William  T.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
Harriet  (Inglas)  Stiles  was  the  daughter  of  Jonathan  Inglas,  who  was  a 
well  known  farmer  of  Jefferson  County.  He  was  born  at  LeRoy  and  is 
buried  at  Antwerp,  N.  Y. 

At  the  age  of  three  years  William  T.  Stiles  was  taken  to  Antwerp, 
N.  Y.,  by  his  mother,  and  he  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  there.  At 
an  early  age  he  sought  employment  and  learned  the  tinner’s  trade  in  the 
shop  of  J.  D.  Garnham.  In  November,  1871,  Mr.  Stiles  came  to  Hammond 
and  established  a  business  as  a  tinner.  Five  years  later  he  built  a  large 
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hardware  store  and  was  identified  with  this  business  until  his  retirement 
in  1921.  The  business  is  now  conducted  by  his  son,  Leroy  J.  Stiles.  In

3.  Leroy  J.,  a  sketch  of  whom  appears  elsewhere  in  this  history.  Mr.  Stiles 
married  (second)  Miss  Lottie  A.  Frasier,  the  daughter  of  Embert  Frasier, 
a  retired  farmer,  of  Hammond.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stiles  have  a  daughter, 
Harriet  Ruth,  who  is  the  wife  of  Waldron  C.  Cronk,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 
They  have  a  daughter,  Elsie. 

Mr.  Stiles  is  a  Republican  and  held  the  office  of  town  clerk  for  eight 
years.  He  is  an  active  member  of  the  Methodist  Church  of  which  he  is 
trustee  and  steward. 


Thomas  A.  Lewis,  M.  D. — Among  the  prominent  physicians  and  sur¬ 
geons  of  St.  Lawrence  County  is  Dr.  Lewis,  of  Hammond,  who  is  also 
president  of  the  Citizens  National  Bank.  He  was  born  in  Matilda  Town¬ 
ship,  Ontario,  Dec.  3,  1871,  the  son  of  Edmund  and  Rachel  (Webb)  Lewis. 

Edmund  Lewis  lives  retired  at  Iroquois,  Ontario.  He  spent  many  years 
as  a  successful  farmer  and  stockman  and  was  interested  in  dairying.  Both 
he  and  his  wife  were  born  in  Ontario,  and  she  is  deceased.  Mr.  Lewis 
holds  membership  in  the  Anglican  Church  and  is  a  Conservative  in  politics.

Fred  Everett  Graves,  M.  D.— Since  1888  Doctor  Graves  has  success¬ 
fully  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  at  Brier  Hill,  and  he  is  recognized 
as  one  of  the  thoroughly  competent  physicians  and  surgeons  of  St.  Law¬ 
rence  County.  He  was  born  at  Antwerp,  Jefferson  County,  Jan.  1,  1865, 
the  son  of  Joseph  F.  and  Lydia  L.  (Bent)  Graves. 

Joseph  F.  Graves  was  a  native  of  New  York,  and  spent  his  life  as  a 
farmer.  He  was  living  retired  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1909.  His  wife, 
born  at  Croghan,  Lewis  County,  died  in  1909.

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Church,  and  belonged  to  Richville  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  and  B.  P.  0.  Elks, 
No.  772.  Bertha  M.  (Jones)  Balmat  was  born  at  Carthage,  N.  Y.  Since 
the  death  of  her  husband  she  has  continued  his  business  interests  at 
Hermon.  She  is  Past  Matron  of  Hermon  Chapter,  Order  of  Eastern  Star, 
and  Past  District  Deputy.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Balmat  were  born  three  chil¬ 
dren:  1.  Lewis,  deceased.  2.  Margaret.  3.  Mark  J.,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch. 

Mark  J.  Balmat  attended  the  public  schools  of  Fullerville  and  Hermon, 
being  a  member  of  the  graduating  class  of  1918  at  Hermon  High  School. 
He  also  attended  St.  Lawrence  University  and  during  the  World  War  was 
a  member  of  the  Student  Army  Training  Corps.

Charles  H.  Henderson  was  the  son  of  Hiram  H.  and  Adeline  (Smith) 
Henderson.  He  was  a  native  of  Onondaga  County,  and  his  wife  was  born 
near  Geneva,  N.  Y.  They  are  buried  at  Onondaga  Hill. 

Charles  T.  Henderson  attended  the  Central  High  School  in  Syracuse.
